PREFACE. 


WE  hftre  on  former  occasions  laid  before  our  Readers  th* 
plan  whicli  we  have  adojited  in  our  Magazine,  for  the  distribution 
of  those  brandies  of  knowledge  which  are  more  immediately  con- 
nected ^th  its  character,  and  of  which  it  has  been  the  channel 
of  communication  to  the  public  from  the  time  of  its  commence- 
ment- Xo  doubt  but  that  which  is  present,  must  occupy  the 
chief  attention  of  our  minds, — must  awaken  the  deepest  sympa- 
thies,— connect  itself  with  the  strongest  interests,  and  lead  to  the 
roost  important  results.  But  the  past  has  also  a  strong  claim  on 
our  attention,  being  as  it  were  the  font  or  matrix  in  which  the 
present  has  been  formed,  and  to  which  it  owes  the  impress  of  the 
chAincter  it  bears.  All  knowledge,  present  and  remote,  is  closel 
connected  together;  and  we  must  revert  to  that  which  is  pa$t,  to 
inustrate  and  explain  many  difficulties  in  that  which  is  immedi* 
Ately  at  our  feet.  But,  unfortunately,  of  that  which  is  past,  and 
which  has  long  mingled  with  tlie  distant  records  of  History,  it  ia 
bat  a  very  small  part  which  has  been  preserved  with  care.  Some- 
thing has  been  perverted  by  design, — something  lias  been  lost 
by  casoaUy  and  neglect,-T-something  from  ignorance  and  want  of 
ctxriostty, —  and  something  from  this  cause,  that  many  thing* 
appear  unworthy  of  attention  to  their  contemporaries,  and  only 
Assume  their  real  form  and  dignity  when  tliey  are  viewed  at  a 
certain  distance,  and  separated  from  the  mass  of  those  adventi- 
tioQs  circumstances,  which  concealed  their  real  figure  and  im- 
portance. 

It  has,  accordingly,  been  one  principal  object  of  this  Magazine 
to  supply  the  defects  to  which  contemporaneous  circumstances  had 
given  rise ;    to  collect  with  care  that  which  has  been  dtoip^A 
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and  lost  in  its  progress  through  time>  and  become  separated 
from  the  materiab  to  .which  it  ori^nally  belonged ;  to  collect,  as 
it  were,  the  wrecks  and  spoils  that  have  been  scattered  and  left 
here  and  there  upon  the  shore ;  and  thus  to  enable  future  writers 
to  approach  the  subjects  they  discuss,  with  fuller  materials  and 
ampler  knowledge  than  was  possessed  before.  We  could  point 
out,  if  requisite,  the  partictdar  branches  of  knowledge  which  in 
this  manner,  we  trust,  have  received  important  accessions  in  the 
series  of  this  our  work;  and  we  could  eniimerate  many  rich  mate- 
rials of  Architectural^  Numismatic,  and  Historical  Lore  that  have 
been  collected  and  illustrated  in  our  pages ;  many  additions  made 
to  the  record  of  events  in  the  annals  of  our  country ;  and  many  elu- 
cidations of  early  Saxon  and  Norman  literature,  which  would  pro- 
bably not  have  been  preserved,  or  at  least  less  perfectly,  if  our  pages 
had  not  afforded  a  convenient  vehicle  of  publication.  We  are  willing 
to  admit  that  our  work  is  planned  upon  the  basis  of  antiquity;  but 
we  also  receive  that  which  is  connected  with  the  more  recent  his- 
tory of  learning ;  thinking  that  there  should  exist  no  separation 
between  things  which  bear  a  strong  natural  relation  to  each  other^ 
and  are  only  divided  by  the  partitions  of  time.  If  our  plan  is  not 
imposing  by  its  extent,  nor  attractive  by  its  novelty,  we  still  hope 
it  may  advance  the  claim  of  utility :  "  Laudato  ingentia  rura, 
exiguum  colito" — ^was  the  advice  of  the  Roman  poet  to  the  agri- 
ctdturist ;  and  time  has  proved,  that  die  wisdom  of  his  remark  will 
extend  over  otiier  fields  besides  tiiose  of  Nature.  We  endeavour 
also  by  industry  and  correctness  to  give  a  value  to  our  contribu- 
tions ;  and  we  trust  for  the  advance  we  make,  rather  to  the  firm- 
ness of  our  step,  than  to  the  rapidity  of  our  stride.  In  our  next 
Preface  we  shall  endeavour  to  recapitulate  more  particularly  the 
subjects  that  have  passed  under  examination  during  the  year,  and 
show  what  light  has  been  thrown  upon  them,  and  what  improve- 
ment they  have  received  in  our  hands :  thus  verifying  the  general 
statement  which  we  have  now  made.

This  id  probably  the  moro 
correct  account,  as  the  arms  of  Barley  of 
Hertfordshire  are,  Erm.  three  bars  wavy 
Sable ;  which  are  nearly  the  same  as  the 
coat  described  by  R.  A.  to  exist  in  Long 
Alelford  church.  Elizabeth  Barley  wai 
the  second  wife  of  Sir  R.  Joscelyne ;  who 
married,  first,  Pliilippa,  daughter  of  Phi- 
lip Malpas.

dewription  of  them.  Mr.  Hoslcins  himself  visited  only  Oie  Onsis  Mi^jiia  , 
but  hiR  account  of  the  Oasis  of  Siwah  (or  Ammt),  Bahmisa.  and  Dakkcl 
arc  derived  from  the  best  and  latest  nutliorities.  Surety  no  further  incite- 
ment thnn  the  great  historical  remembrances  that  surround  these  verdant 
islands  of  the  Desertj  is  wanting  to  arouse  our  curiosity,  or  to  excite  our 
thirst  of  kno\vled|fC.  The  names  of  no  less  than  six  Roman  emperors  arc 
engraven  on  the  ivalls  of  the  temples.  To  reach  these  temples,  the  flower 
of  the  Persian  army,  the  fifty  thousand  chosen  of  the  army  of  Cambyscs, 
perished  in  their  way,  without  one  survivor  to  tell  tlicir  fate.  Here  the 
^eat  ^matliian  con<pieror,  after  worshipping  the  trne  God  in  the  temple 
of  JernBalciii,  |K'nclratfd,  that  he  mi^ht  receive  from  the  lips  of  the 
Ammonian  high  priest,  the  title  of  the  Lord  of  the  whole  World,  and  the 
certainty  of  his  immortal  pareutjige.  To  these,  as  to  the  bower  of  shelter 
and  safety,  in  later  days,  the  venerable  Athanasiua  tied  from  the  power  of 
the  apostate  Julian ;  and,  lastly,  to  these  solitudes  was  the  great  poet  of 
Aijuinuni  bauishcd  by  the  tyranny  of  Domitian  j  and  he  perhaps  there 
learned  that,  to  use  in  his  own  language,  even  life  itself  might  be  too  dearly 
bought.

The  author  commences  his  volume   by  an  interesting  account  of  hi^^J 
manner  of  life  during  his  tive  months*  residence  at  Thebes.     He  lived  id^H 
the  house  of  Signor  d'Athanasi,  a  Greek  gentleman,  and  formerly  in  the^ 
employ  of  Mr.  Salt,*  situated  amonf(  the  tombs.     An  honest  (ireok  mer- 
chant^ with  the  name  of  Triantaplas,  together  with  a  colony  of  Egj'ptian 
rftts,  some  gigantic  Tuards,  and  a  scorpion  and  horned  snakcf  or  two, 
divided  among   themselves  the  other  part  of  this  hospitable  residence. 
The  view  without  seems  to  have  been  somewhat  preferable  to  the  inlerual 
accommodntion.     Mr.  Hoskins  enjoyed  from  the  windows  of  his  room  a 
mn^^niiticcnt  view  of  the  Plain  of  Thel>es.     He  could  sec  the  Pylons  form- 
ing the  entrance  of  the  splendid  Temple  of  Karnak,  vilUges  and  groves  of 
date  trees,  the  low  eastern  range  of  mountains,  and   the  towering  propy- 
leam,  lofty  obelisks,  and  columns  of  the  Temple  of  Lii\or ;  and  encircling 
round  the  latter  the  broad  nud  glorious  Nile,  animated  occabionally  by  the 
appearance  of  the  diabeas,  or   more  light  and  elegant  cangias,  with  their 
full-set  sails  mastering  the  current     The  splendid  Teraph:  of  Knmcsc!^  \\. 
called  the  Meoinonium,  and  the  vast  extent  of  ruins  :it  Medenet  Abou, 
were  visible  from  his  unndow,  as  also  the  two  celebrated  oolossal  statues, 
53  feet  high,  proudly  situated  in  the  centre  of  the   pUin,  without  aaing 
bush,  or  building,  or  ine^juality  of  ground   to  detract  from   their  solitai 
grandeur.     When  the  plain  of  'nict)e8  was  covered  with   the  periiKlit 
inundation  of  the  Nile,  the  \iew  of  the  insulated  monuments,  ti>wering 
tlicir  solitary  grandeur  and  in  their  colosaal  proportions,  w.-w  even  moi  _ 
striking.

Wc  must  paw  over  the  whoJesome  fast  of  tlie  Desert,  which  succeeded 
this  ttvoury  repast^  the  robbery  of  the  uator-bottle^,  and  the  dclim|iieiicy 
of  Muslapha,  who,  when  accused,  defended  himself  in  stich  an  amusing 
polvglott  AS  would  atone  for  a  greater  crime  than  stealing  n  pint  of  water —

xnifnali  tJie  tniTellers  met  with  in  their  journey  over  ihe  sandy  wastes 
that  acpwate  the  valley  of  the  Nile  from  the  Great  Oasis  were  a  fawn- 
roloured  lizard,  a  rat  of  the  s:imc  colour,  and  n  ^mall  while  bird  witli 
black  tail  fcalhers.  It  ccrt;iiiily  appears  true,  as  Mr.  Hopkins  obscr\-cSf 
th»t  the  light  fawn  Colour  is  generally  that  of  the  animals  and  in^ecta  in 
tltc  deserts:  the  lion.  nnteIoi)c,  gazelle,  ginifte,  and  many  other  tenauts  of 
the  U'ildfrness,  have  their  coats  of  the  same  tint  as  tlie  sand. 

Tlic  view  uf  UiG  Oasis  from  the  summit  of  Hazel  Bel  Badah  disap' 
pointed  the  travellers.  They  found  a  long,  broad  valley,  bounded  nearly 
■m  every  side  by  low  hori/ontul  rangcA  of  mmintaiiis,  and  the  whole  of  the 
eucluaed  space,  one  tiuiuensc  down  of  light,  moving  saud,  drifted  into  the 
form  of  small  hills.  In  lV\i  valley  is  a  narrow  broken  chain;  a  venhtnt 
thrcrul  of  little  groves  of  <iatc  trees.  \o  other  vegetation  was  visible,  ex- 
tc|''  '    V  shrubs  innrking  the  course  of  tlie  diflTerenl  springs.     The

worthy  uf  the  name  of  "  the  Garden  of  the  Hesperidcd  /'  and  that  it  must 
Kavc  MuMy  diminished  in  beauty,  since  HerofJutuu  dignified  it  with  the 
title  of  "  the  IshtnrI  of  the  Ulesscd."  The  direction  of  the  valtoy  ij  north 
aod  M>atii,  with  a  htile  indiuatiou  to  the  cast,  \uith  uf  the  range  of  hills 
called  El  GerUt  is  El  Khai^eh,  the  metrO|>olis  of  the  Oiisis,  surrounded 
Willi  |ulm-lrcp»  On  the  plain  below  are  the  remains  m{  several  «<pic-« 
dncU  or  conduits  of  stone  -,  the  sides  oue  foot  thick. — the  chnnnel  for

Ih  time.    The  Udvt:)kn  (mmd  £1  KhtUg'.U  sitUAUd  '\u  au  \iv** 
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closed  park  or  forest  of  date-trees  j  but  what  was  most  strikiog,  were 
the  tombs  of  the  shickhs  at  the  south  and  north  extremities  of  the  city. 
The  domes  (or  cupolas)  over  each  tomb  add  much  to  the  picturesque  ef- 
fect.   They  are  perforated  with  holes,  that  admit  the  air,  but  not  the  sun  ; 
and  form  agreeable  places,  like  the  tombs  of  the  Nile,  to  sleep  in  during 
the  day.    These  shiekbs  were  the  independent  princes  of  their  little  com- 
monwealths ;   perhaps  hardly  tributary  to  Egypt,  and  uncontrolled  by  it. 
The  streets  are  winding,  narrow,  and  being  entirely  covered  with  roofs,  so 
dark  and  intricate  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  a  stranger  to  pass 
through  the  town  without  a  guide.     When  the  party  emerged  from  these 
courts  into  a  little  open  bazaar,  they  found  a  numerous  assembbge  of  the 
inhabitants,  collected  in  different  groups,  round  the  dead  carcasses  of  two 
camels,  which  the  owners  were  cutting  to  pieces,  and  selling  to  those  who 
had  the  means  to  purchase.    No  weights  were  used  ;  and,  as  they  bar- 
gained keenly,  some  warm  altercations  took  place  between  the  amateurs 
of  camel's  flesh  and  the  camel -butchers.     Mr.  Hoskins  was  disappointed 
in  the  gardens,  which  he  had  beard  extolled  ;  for  being  a  gentleman  who 
likes  to  have  tilings  kept  in  neat  order,  aud  who  "  in  trim  gardens  takes 
Lis  pleasure,"  he  saw  no  marks  of  scythe  or  roller,  but  rather  nature  in 
her  wildest  dress,    lite  trees  were  palms  and  oranges,  and  lemons  and 
bananas,  and  apricots  and  olives ;  pretty  good  materials  for  a  jardin  pHto- 
resque  as  well  as  pottager.     The  latter  tree,  however,  the  olive,  and  also 
the  vine,  are  not  calculated  for  this  climate.     The  sun  is  too  powerful, 
drying  up  the  exposed  side  of  the  fruit,  before  the  other  is  at  all  matured. 
The  houses  of  £1  Khargch,  like  those  in  £gypt,  are  mud  hovels  with  flat 
roofs,  and  equally  filthy  and  neglected.    The  inhabitants  of  all  the  Oases 
have  not  such  strongly  marked  features  as  the  Arab  of  the  Nile,  and  their 
complexion  is  lighter  than  that  of  the  peasant  of  Kgypt  in  the  same  lati- 
tude.    Their  countenances  are  pallid  and  unhealthy,  with  that  expres- 
sion of  care  and  sickness  which  distinguishes  the  inhabitants  of  the  Pon- 
tine Marshes ;    sluggish  aud  listless  in  their  movements,  they  strongly 
evince  by  their  appearance  the  insalubrity  of  their  climate,  and  the  effects 
of  a  baneful  malaria. 

Ttie  disorder,  which  is  slowly  but  certainly  diminishing  the  population, 
is  the  remittent  fever,  which  appears  in  the  summer  and  autumn,  and 
which  Mr.  Hoskins  attributes  to  the  bad  quality  of  the  water:  they  are 
also  subject  to  ophthalmia ;  but,  as  old  Bruce  saith,  "  freedom  is  a  noble 
thing,"  and  can  compensate  for  many  grievous  disadvantages;  so  these 
dyspeptic  inhabitants  of  the  Oases,  when  they  look  at  their  bloated  limbs, 
sunken  eyes,  and  cadaverous  complexions,  find  an  equivalent  in  being  only 
nominally  under  the  dominion  of  the  Pasha.  They  never  arc  obliged  to 
leave  home — to  become  soldiers  ;  they  are  free  from  extortions — from  de- 
grading punishments;  their  own  shiekbs  are  their  judges.  A  Turkish 
caimacan  resides  in  £i  Khargeh  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  a  small  an- 
nual tribute  i  but  having  no  soldiers  to  protect  him,  he  finds  it  necessary 
to  behave  like  a  gentleman.  Many  of  the  shickhs  and  merchants  are  rich 
and  independent,  sending  their  dates  to  the  Nile,  where  they  obtain  the 
highest  prices ;  and  they  bring  back,  in  return,  wheat,  arms,  spices,  coffee, 
mirrors,  glass  beads,  and  other  little  articles  of  hardware,  which  they 
sell  at  ^od  profits.  The  Oases  produce  rice,  wheat,  millet,  and 
dourah ;  but  the  great  source  of  wealth  is  derived  from  the  forests  of  date- 
trees.

TACy,  a  M.ihoDietaii'fl  blood  would  turn  to  Are.)  Mr.  HonKins  says, 
Ibcy  seem  to  lord  it  orer  their  husbands,  uiid  all  money  and  niercaiitiJe 
itnnuurtion)  ore  confided  to  their  hands,  which  they  tippoar  lo  turn  to 
llu-  be»t  account.  It  was  not  easy  to  get  at  the  |K»pul»ti<.'H  of  the  Oasis»

there  are  four  doors  on  the  nurth  side  Icailing  to   the  interior.     It  w 
(says  Mr.  H.)  undoubtedly  built  after  the  -"th  and  before  the  31st  dy- 
nasty of  the  Persians,  nnd  therefore  the  date  of  its  eonstroction  ia  neees- 
aaiily  confined  between  the  years  414  and  340  before  Christ.     In   the 
sculpture,  the  Persian  king,  Darius*  is  represented  making  offerings 
OhirtSf  Isis,  &c.  nnd  to  Amun  Ha ;  Amun  (Amnion)    beinji;  the  deity 
whom  the  temple  was  particularly  dedicated.     With  the  exception  of  t 
facade,  tl»e  whole  of  the  exterior  is  covered  with  sndptnre  clumsily  ex- 
eeuted.     The  interior  is  described  as  not  only  pictureeque,  but  highly  in- 
teresting from  its  containing  some  very  curious  sculpture  ;  but  the  sand» 
which  has  been  drifted   by  storms  from  the  north,   reaches  up  to  the 
capitals  of  the  columns  on  the  north  side  of  the  interior  of  the  temple. 
The  \\  hole   is  built  of  a  reddish  sandstone,  of  u  texture  not  very  h 
The  ancient  name  of  the  town  this  temple  belonged  to  was,  according 
Mr,  Wilkinson,  HcU',  "The  Plough,"  under  which  character  it  is  fre 
quently  designated  in  the  liicrogtyphics.     Upon   the  whole,  Mr.  Hoskins 
considers  that  this  temple  ia  more  worthy  of  admiration  for  its  highly  piet 
resquc  nnd  curious  situation,  shaded  by  ])nlm  trees,  and  Avitli  the  inh 
pitablc  4le«ert  around  it,  than  for  its  architectural  beauty.     In  the  nnmbc^r 
of  small  j)rDpYloDS,  and  in  the  great  distance  between  them>  forming  a  cl 
80  far  exceeding  in  length  the  body  of  the  temple,  and  also  in  the  si 
avenues  of  sphinxes,  we  may  trace  a  miniature  imitntioD  of  the  grand  tem 
pies  at  Thebes.     He  also  considers  tliat  the  comparntive  size  and  impoit 
ancc  of  the  temple,  throws  liglit  on  the  subject  of  the  jwpulation  and  ri 
sources  of  the  country  when  it  was  erected.

Thcfomba  nre  bniltof  unK-iked  bricks.alniost  invariably  toiisistiiiit  of  otic 
rootn,  of  nlwnt  Iwrnty  feet  by  fifteen.  The  interior  is  orn;itucnte<t  with 
iirelics,  formitig  reccsseti,  bctweeri  which  arc  pilasters  or  eoluiniiii  of  l)rick 
built  iuto  (he  woJI.  In  each  tomb  m  h  niiiainiy-pit,  from  two  to  four  feet 
fi<|U3UT  j  all  the  pits  iippear  to  have  bcrn  ransacked  by  tlie  Arabs,  in  hope 
lomkrr.  Besides  llieac,  there  lire  in  El  Khargeh  aouie  other  remains  : 
rii>iis  polypnnal  edifice,  wUieh  Mr,  Hoskins  thinks  may  have  beca 
~  of  a  Itoniau  gi>vemor ;  and  on  a  hill,  a  high  brick  inclosurc  called 

Xadam,  contninint;  a  small  temple  or  chamber,  oilomed  with  aculpturo 
ttiid  hieroglyphics  and  erected  in  the  time  of  Adrian. 

The  iMveiiers  went  from  El  Khargeh,  the  metropolis,  lo  Doosli,  at  tho 
toutlirrn  extremity  of  the  Oasis.  The  ruins  iu  that  place  bear  the  names 
of  tbe  lioman  Kmpcrors,  Trajnn,  Domitian,  and  Adrian,  in  hieroglyphics  j 
Bud  of  the  fii^t  and  last  in  a  Greek  inseription.  They  afford  satisfiictory 
cvidcuce  of  the  flonri.shing  state  of  the  Uasia  during  the  reign  of  these 
emperors,  or  they  would  not  have  gone  to  the  exjK'nse  of  building  and 
decorating  n  place  df  worship  such  as  this.  The  temple  is  protected  by  a 
brick  wiill  ^w  feet  thirk,  and  .staircases  and  galleries  run  witliin  the  wall. 
In  the  sculptures,  the  Koinnn  Kmperor  la  described  as  making  olTcrings  to 
a  divinit\ — Uit,  or  Osiris  }  but  we  have  not  rotMu  lo  enter  into  the  par- 
tjcnlora  of  buildings,  bearing  a  great  resemblance  to  those  wc  have  already 
UMTotiooed,  nor  of  the  temple  of  Kasr  Tian,  which  was  dedicated  to 
Aiocncbis,  and  other  associated  gods.  The  name  of  Antoniims  is  found 
both  in  tlic  sculptures  and  inscriptions. 

The  travellers  now  left  the  Oasis  without  au  opportimity  of  visiting  the 
fifighliouring  gne  of  Dakkel,  lying  to  the  west,  and  reached  their  old 
quarters  in  thcTheban  catacombs  the  third  day,  thonj;h  their  camels  were 
io  bad  condition,  and  suH'ercd  severely  from  thirst  and  fatigue.  IJy  obscr- 
ratioits  matle,  it  appears  that  in  tbe  Oasis  in  the  mouth  of  October,  the 
thermometer  at  noon  varied  from  about  >^6  degrees  to  100»  its  highest  \  and 
at  niidttight  from  ()',>  to  about  80.

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discovering,  not  only  *!ic  clisUlcl,  but  even  the  ven/  tetnjrle,  the  oniclc  of 
wbich  was  so  liiglily  esteemed,  lie  left  Alexandrm  the  I24th  of  February 
I79-*  Tor  scveDty-fivc  hours  ]ie  travelled  along  the  coaatof  the  Mediter- 
rnncm),  witliiii  sight  of  the  sea.  On  the  4th  of  Mareh  tliey  left  the  sea- 
coMt,  and  on  the  9th,  at  night,  or  late  in  the  evening,  arrived  at  Siwah, 
hnving  umrthed  during  this  time  sixty-two  hours.  The  lOftd  from  the 
Meiliterraiiean  to  Siwnli  is  pt:rfectly  barren  and  waterless.  Homcmanu 
visited  this  Oasis  in  1798,  and  M.  Cuillaud  in  1619.  Tiic  French  travel- 
lers reached  Siwah,  from  the  FnioOiu.  They  were,  including  two  days' 
repose  at  the  hills,  eighteen  days  on  their  jouniey,  and  about  150  hours 
actually  travelling.  'J'his  route,  therefore,  is  thirteen  hours  longer  than 
that  of  Mr.  Browne  or  Colonel  Bouton.  M.  Drovetti  and  the  Baron  Minu- 
tell  have  also  penetrated  to  this  Oiuis.  Formerly,  as  Mr.  Browne  found 
it,  it  was  diflicult  tn  get  permission  to  view  the  antiquities  ;  but  since  the 
Pasbu  hai>  made  a  conquest  of  the  place,  all  tiavellcrs  may  visit  it  in  perfect 
safety.  This  fiiniou&  OnsU  is  six  miles  long,  by  five  miles  wide,  bounded 
by  mountains  to  the  east  and  west  ;  but  the  iiccuunts  of  its  extent  and 
shape  us  giveu  by  the  diOereut  tnivellerH  vary  very  much.  At  the  ex- 
tremity of  the  Oaris  is  a  lake  of  salt  water.  There  are  several  small 
islands  uf  the  Desert,  depending  on  the  Oasis.  The  only  productive  land 
is  A  sandy  cluy,  which  produces  olives  ;  but  it  is  covered  with  an  efflor- 
escencfl  of  salt,  destructive  t^  vegetation.  A  mine  of  <mlphar  is  said 
ia  have  been  discovered  to  the  west,  and  sulphur  springs  abound.  A 
large  proportion  of  the  Oasis  is  filled  with  date-trees  ;  from  jOOO  to  6000 
camel  loads  arc  gathered  annually.  The  olive,  apricot,  and  pomegranate  arc 
common  ;  and  the  land  also  produces  the  nne,  fig,  plantain,  l>auyHM,  plum, 
aod  apple  tree  I  SulTicient  rice  and  barley  is  raised  for  the  consumjttion  of 
the  inhabitants  ;  watermelons,  cucumbers,  and  onions,  are  also  grown  in 
tbc  fields  ;  but  the  wheat  is  not  snfHcicnt  for  the  demand.  The  domestic 
animals  aie  the  hairy  sheep  and  goat  of  Hgypt ;  the  ass  and  the  buffalo  : 
COWB  of  a  small  si/c,  and  oxen  and  camels.  B.  Miuuteli  states  the  cattle 
of  the  Oasis  to  consist  of  250  oxen,  1500  asses,  3U0  goats,  and  but  few 
camels.  The  town  is  surrounded  by  walls  TM)0  feet  in  circumferenre, 
and  from  -10  to  60  feet  high,  built  on  a  conical  rock  of  testaceous  limestone. 
The  walls  are  often  constructed  of  large  pieces  of  rock  salt.  There  arc 
twelve  or  fifteen  gates  leading  into  the  city.  The  streets  arc  narrow,  tor- 
tuous, and  all  covered :  so  that  it  is  uccessury  to  carry  a  lanthorn  at  middft\ . 
They  arc  about  Ti  feet  wide  and  1 1  feet  high.  These  arched  street*  sup- 
port ehaml>ers  belonging  to  the  neighbouring  dwL'llings,  and  they  lead  ao 
spirally  frvm  the  lower  rooms  of  houses  towards  the  upper,  that  the  rock 
in  the  centre  of  the  town  is  said  to  rericmble  the  spiral  o/a  unail.  'I'hc 
bouses  arc  from  three  to  five  stories  high  ;  but  as  it  is  the  custom  fur  a

The  lake  of  Arachiah,  about  twenty-five  miles  distant  from  Siwah,  is  one  of 
the  marvels  of  the  Oasis :  it  is  an  island  which  the  inhabitants  say  is  inacces- 
sible, and  they  hold  it  iu  great  veneration.  They  say  it  contains  the  sabre 
and  the  seal  of  the  great  Prophet,  or,  according  to  Baron  Minuteli, 
the  ring,  sword,  and  crown  of  King  Solomon,  the  great  magidan  of  the 
East,  which  secure  to  the  country  the  favour  of  Heaven  and  the  preserva- 
tion of  their  independence.  Colonel  Bouton  carried  a  boat  with  him  on 
a  camel  fifteen  days  across  the  desert ;  but  this  awakened  the  sospicions 
of  the  people,  and  they  would  not  let  him  visit  any  part  of  the  Oasts.  M. 
Caillaud  was  not  allowed  to  go  there.  Mr.  Browne  tried  to  swim  his 
horse  over  the  lake,  but  failed  :  but  M.  Drovetti,  at  a  later  period,  suc- 
ceeded. He  describes  it  as  from  six  to  seven  leagues  in  circumference, 
and  devoid  of  any  vestige  of  antiquity.  The  island  consists  entirely  of 
naked  rocks.  To  finish  this  account  of  the  fallen  grandeur  of  this  once 
august  and  celebrated  oracle,  we  shall  observe  that  in  1820  the  Pasha  of 
Egypt  sent  an  expedition  of  2000  men,  under  Hassan  Bey,  to  make  the 
conquest  of  the  Oasis.  The  Siwahans,  after  a  short  but  gallant  resistance 
of  three  hours,  fonndit  vain  to  contend  against  the  Egyptian  artillery.  The 
celebrated  sanctuary  of  the  Armenians  thus  became  a  portion  of  Moham- 
med All's  extenuve  empire ;  and  travellers  may  now  visit  it  vnthont  incur- 
ring any  danger  of  being  impeded  iu  their  researches,  either  by  the 
unreasonable  apprehensions  or  the  foolish  superstitions  of  the  inhabitants. 
Thus,  then,  unveiled,  and  naked  to  the  vulgar  gaze,  stripped  of  his  mystic 
|x>bes  and  his  majestic  dignity,  fallen,  tc^ether  with  all  the  august  brother- 
hood of  the  great  arklte  deities,  the  Ammonian  Jupiter  has  ceased  to  live! 

■         *'  The  stroke  of  death  he  mast  ahide, 
Then  lays  him  down  fast  by  his  brother's  side." 

And  nov  let  us  celebrate  his  death  in  the  severe  and  sublime  hymn  that 
came  from  the  lips  of  the  great  poet  of  that  later  and  nobler  faith,  to  which 
he  owed  his  fall. 

Peor  and  Baalim 
Forsake  their  temples  dim, 
"With  that  twice  batterM  god  of  Palestine : 
And  mooned  Ashtaroth, 
Heaven's  Queen  and  mother  both, 
Now  sits,  not  girt  with  tapeni*  holy  shine, 
The  Lyhie  Hammon  ghriHi*  hia  horn, 
Id  vain  the  Tynan  mmida  their  wounded  Thammuz  monrn. 

And  sullen  Moloch  fled, 
Hath  left  in  shadows  dread 
His  huming  idol,  all  of  blackest  hue ; 
In  vain  with  cymbals'  ring, 
They  call  the  grisly  king, 
In  dismal  dance  about  the  furnace  blue ; 
The  brutish  gods  of  Nile  as  fast, 
Isis  and  Oms,  and  the  Dog  Anubia  baste.

Our  pUIosophy- 
tjarhri  u.  En  the  great  business  of  lifo.  to  liwk  funvArd  cheerfully  at  all  Umi'S,  hack- 
«snl  Mvrr  wiUingly,  unless  consuljitiun,  or  encoura^mcnt,  or,  at  aay  event.  Rome 
■m/sI  Iramacan  be  derived  fruin  the  reti'ufl|»ect.  Buriett,  tlini,  be  thestrifr  and  bitter- 
ana  whirii  have  diiquieted  the  \m&t ;  and  let  the  attention  of  all  pcnwDs  vho  frri  any 
lolcfcct  in  the  subject  be  iUcd  ujwd  the  scene  Dowopeoiog  before  us. 

Vrbat  may  be  the  precise  course  which  viU  be  adopted  by  her  Majesty's  Ministers  ; 
wlietber  tlivrc  will  be  a  new  Coinraisaiun  ;  whether  greater  powrrs  than  ran  be  granted 
by  CommisKton  will  l>c  prapuscni  to  be  vested  in  some  pablio  functionary  by  net  of 
VMauacnt ;  ffbetber  a  temporary  control  over  the  measures  cow  In  progress  will  be 
girn  ta  aome  uther  maancr  than  by  Commission  or  Act  of  Parliament ;  or  what  other 
fOtaw  will  be  adopted,  is  of  little  moment,  eicept  toOic  pL'rson>i  actually  enc^aged  in  ' 
icudins  oiterabons.  These  qurstioua  n-late  lo  the  machinery  by  which  certain  ends 
arv  lo  be  obtained,  and  all  men  are  contrjit  Iu  IcAve  tht;  coniitruetiou  ur  selection  of 
tliBt  nAeklDery  to  the  Government.  The  interest  of  the  public  is  euneeiilrated  around 
Aao^jerta  to  be  attained;  objccta  which  wc  fc**!  lusurcd  will  ultimately  be  seeurcd 
ftlu(«ver  be  the  machinery  empbycd.  These  nbjri'ts  arc,  1.  The  Ikvttcr  prcservatiou 
olaonf  part  of  the  Records;  IL  The  odoplinu  of  Kuch  a  xysttim  of  arrangement  aa 
will  nrnder  apparent  tlie  cluu-oeter  and  value  of  the  Records  ;  III.  The  removal  of  tha 
bairienit  whatever  they  may  be,  which  have  prevented  reasonable  facilities  of  oreess 
to  pabUc  docnmeut^  1  and,  I V.  Greater  economy  and  better  system  in  publication; 
man  reaiouable  indexes  ;  and  the  opfdiration  to  records  of  that  mode  of  printing  i'h 
trttHto,  wfaidi  ban  been  suceeAsfnIly  mloptod  in  the  cose  of  all  other  ancient  writings. 
If  uroygr  nTn»idcration  be  given  to  the  iubjrt:t,  and  the  uecetiaary  rhanges  be  pro*  i 
•wdfid  with  in  n  fnlm  and  temperate  «)iirit,  all  tlir^c  iiupruvemeota  may  bi>  effected 
qalrtly.  and  almost  tm|>crceptibly,  willtout  violence  eve u  to  the  pn'judtecs  of  indivi- 
4«aki.  and  without  i^vini;  occasion  to  tho^e  lieort-burninRs  whieli  too  fre(jtuMitly 
pttrnalvc  altcratiuus  huwever  hcncficinl.  On  the  other  hand,  ignnmiu-e, 
•r  iU'tvBpfr,  will  ncrasion  new  diiirard,  whii'h  may  delay  hut  cannot  prevent  the  uUi- 
iDite  attainment  of  tha  rhangcs  to  wldeh  wo  have  alluded.  Tlie  late  Commtninn  did 
all  U  eonld  towards  the  accomplishment  of  saveral  of  them,  hut  it  wanted  power. 

On«  M>wc«  of  error  in  our  Record  Sjrttfiu, — i(  that  may  be  called  %  5^\X>a\u  ii\\v^\ 
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is  (Ii^tin^Uhell  priQcipally  by  its  irregulftritieflf — will  be  found  in  a  widdy^  preralent 
want  of  consideration  as  to  what  documents  really  ronatitute  our  Public  Records. 
For  generations  past  we  have  acted  as  if  the  place  of  deposit  were  a  criterion  of  the 
character  of  a  document,  and,  consequently,  that  whatever,  by  any  chance,  happened 
to  get  into  a  Record  Office,  thereby  became,  of  necessity,  a  public  Record.  The 
result  has  been,  that  our  mode  of  dealing  with  what  are  popularly  called  our  Records, 
has  much  resembled  the  practice  of  those  men  of  research  who  go  on  amassing  what 
they  term  "  collections,"  fragments,  that  is,  upon  particular  subjects,  thrown  together 
in  confused  heaps,  which  they  are  ever  augmenting,  and,  at  the  last,  leave  mere 
monuments  of  their  industry  and  incapacity.  No  one  who  contemplates  the  vast 
collections  in  our  Record  Offices  will  deny  us  tlie  praise  of  industry ;  nor,  it  is  to  be 
feared,  will  any  such  person  feel  much  compunction  in  pronoancing  us  possessed  of 
the  other  quality  to  which  we  have  alluded,  if,  ailer  having  viewed  the  masses  which, 
century  after  century,  we  have  been  gathering  together,  he  should  proceed  to  inquire 
into  the  mode  of  their  arrangement,  or  the  care  with  which  some  peculiarly  valuable 
portions  of  them  have  been  preserved.  If,  in  some  instances,  he  might  be  led  to  think 
we  had  'Moved  them  not  wisely,  bat  too  well;"  in  others,  on  the  contrary,  bis 
inquiries  would  convince  him  of  the  durability  of  parchment  under  extremely  adverse 
circumstances,  but  certainly  would  not  afford  him  any  proof  of  our  affection  for  the 
iucribed  contents. 

Unless  wc  are  much  mistaken,  a  great  deal  of  this  mismanagement  has  resulted 
from  the  error  to  which  we  have  alluded.  Our  Record  Offices  are  lumbered  up  with 
documents  which  have  no  pretence  whatever  to  be  regarded  as  Records ;  an  expensive 
description  of  custody  is  kept  up,  in  order  to  preserve  these  documents  in  the  strict 
mode  which  is  proper  and  applicable  to  Records  alone ;  and  the  public  are  sulrjected 
to  a  variety  of  incouTeniences,  and  debarred  access  to  these  documents,  upon  the 
erroneous  plea  that  they  possMS  a  character  which  does  not  belong  to  them. 

To  set  this  matter  in  its  proper  light,  let  tu  inquire  what  documents  they  are  which 
are  properly  called  *'  Records?" 

The  word  "  Record,"  in  its  original  and  primary  meaning,  signified  "  a  remem- 
brance or  memorial ;"  "  a  manifestation  out  of  the  heart,"  which  was  anciently  nip- 
posed  to  be  the  seat  of  the  mind  and  the  memory. 

In  our  law  it  has  at  various  times  been  used  in  two  different  senses,  both  springing 
ovt  of  the  original  meaning,  and  having  a  resemblance  not  only  to  it  but  to  each  other. 
In  the  earliest  period  to  which  it  can  be  traced  amongst  us,  we  find  it  applied  to 
*'  oral  testimony."  A  transaction  of  which  there  did  not  exist  any  written  memorial 
lived  only  in  the  **  remembrance"  of  the  peraons  present.  Their  testimony  was  its 
sole  *'  record,"  and  when  they  delivered  their  testimony,  they  were  said  to  "recoil" 
the  fart  to  which  it  referred.  Its  second  meaning  is  that  of  "  a  written  substitute  for 
oral  testimony."  When  the  oral  record  was  superseded  by  a  written  memorial,  the 
change  was  one  rather  of  form  than  of  substance,  and  the  new  usage  was  consequently 
unaccompanied  by  ony  alteration  in  name.  The  old  "  Record"  was  the  testimony 
of  living  witnesses;  the  new  "  Record"  was  that  same  testimony  reduced  into 
writing,  in  a  manner  so  authentic,  that  it  henceforth  stood  in  the  place  of  the  wit- 
nesses, and  became  the  only  legal  **  remembrance,"  or  evidence,  of  ^e  facta  to  which 
it  related. 

It  is  in  the  latter  of  these  two  senses  that  the  word  is  now  used  amongst  us ;  and, 
with  a  view  to  the  explanation  already  given,  and  to  certain  other  limitations  which 
will  be  made  apparent  hereafter,  a  *'  Record"  may  be  defined  to  be,  "  aa  antheutio 
written  memorial  of  some  proceeding  of  onr  kfislatiTe,  ow  exvcntW*,  and  of  ctrtaiB 
of  our  jadicial  authorities." 
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Amongst  our  Anglo-Sazoa  ancestors  neither  the  word  "  Record,"  nor  the  thing 
now  rignified  by  it,  appears  to  hare  been  known ;  although  holding  publicity,  or,  more 
correctly,  perhaps,  the  presence  of  witnesses,  to  be  indispensable  to  the  validity  of 
almost  all  important  transactions ;  and,  being  no  doubt  sensible  of  the  inconveniencea 
resolUog  from  an  entire  dependence  upon  recollection,  they  occasionally  endea- 
TOiured  to  avoid  those  inconveniences  by  putting  into  writing  the  •lubstance  of  the 
*' witness,"  or  evidence,  which  might  be  obtained.  The  Land-boc  detailed  what 
certain  witnesses  could  depose  relative  to  the  transfer  of  lands ;  the  will  set  forth 
that  the  testator  had  declared  in  the  presence  of  certain  persona  that,  "  after  his 
day,*'  bis  lands  should  go  in  a  certain  manner;  the  entry  in  the  missal  made  known 
that  some  charitable  person,  for  his  soul's  health,  had  purchased  the  liberty  of  an 
oxer-worked  slave,  and  that  the  manumission  took  place  in  the  presence  of  certain 
aldermen,  and  thegns,  and  mass-priests.  Documents  of  these  several  kinds  have 
come  down  to  ns  in  sufficient  numbers  to  establish  the  prevalence  of  the  custom  of 
preserving  written  memorials  in  the  various  cases  to  which  they  refer ;  and  if,  amongat 
the  nnsorted  stores  of  our  Record  treasuries,  there  should  fortunately  be  found  some 
fragment  of  a  Ikmi-boct  it  might  possibly  prove  that  the  judicial  business  of  the  tn- 
tema-gemott  was  in  like  manner  made  the  subject  of  a  description  of  register.  The  few 
memorials  we  possess  of  the  judicial  proceedings  of  inferior  assemblies  do  not  esta- 
blish any  general  custom  of  registering  the  acts  of  the  tribunals  to  which  they  relate, 
nor  is  it  at  all  clear  that  the  King's  Court  did  not  leave  itself  without  any  abidii^ 
witnesf  even  of  the  most  important  of  its  decisions.  If  any  stub  "  witness"  was  pre- 
served, it  would  probably  be  found  in  the  Dom-boe  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  laws. 

Tlie  distinction  between  the  Anglo-Saxon  documents  and  those  of  our  own  day  liea 
in  this  circumstance,  that  the  former  were  mere  memorials,  the  latter  are  eridences  also. 
The  former  were  in  the  nature  of  narratives ;  they  told  what  had  been  done,  and  who 
were  the  witnesses  who  could  prove  the  transaction  :  the  latter  are  substitutes  for  the 
eridence  of  those  witnesses  ;  statements  of  facts  relative  to  the  transaction  consented 
to  by  the  parties  themselves  ;  and  the  witnesses  are  mere  witnesses  that  the  parties 
testified  their  consent  by  signing  or  seating.  The  document  itself  evidences  what  was 
consented  to. 

The  antiquity  of  tlie  use  of  the  word  "  Record"  in  the  sense  of  "  oral  testimony," 
both  in  this  country  and  on  the  Continent,  is  unquestionable;  but  the  earliest  instances 
with  which  we  are  acquainted  in  our  own  law  may  be  found  in  the  RotuH  Curia  Re- 
fit. The  following  are  two  passages  out  of  many : — (Jth  Richard  I.  The  Sheriff  of 
York  was  directed  to  take  a  view  of  certain  landit,  and  to  cause  **  a  record  of  the 
said  view  by  four  Knights,"  to  come  to  Westminster  at  a  certain  day.  (Vol.  i. 
p.  44.)  1st  John. — Four  persons  were  "  sent  by  the  Court  of  the  Cord  [Archbishop] 
of  Canterbury  to  bear  record  of  the  plaint "  between  certain  persons.     (Ibid.  p.  35(i.) 

An  instance  exactly  analogous  to  the  last  of  these  occurs  in  the  authorised  version 
of  the  New  Testament,—"  This  is  the  record  of  John,  when  the  Jews  sent  priests  and 
Levites  from  Jerusalem  to  ask  him,  Who  art  thou  ?  And  he  confessed,  and  denied 
Dot.  but  confessed,— I  am  not  the  Christ."     (John  i.  19,  '2(>.) 

Wicklifle  readered  the  word  fj^^v^la,  **  witnessyng,"  instead  of  record;  and  the 
tame  word  is  translated  at  one  time  "  record,"  and  at  another  "witness,"  in  our 
authorised  venion.  (John  xix.  35 ;  xxi.  34.)  Chaucer  uses  the  word  in  the  same  sense : — 

—    ■ "  Purely  her  simple  reeorde 

Was  found  as  trewe  as  any  bond, 
Or  troutb  of  any  manes  bond."

ud  many  similsr  iuftancu  tmght  be  quoted*

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"Hi*  vrittttt  Ugal  rMord  iprang  out  of  the  practice  of  enrolment,  which  was  in- 
troduced into  this  country  shortly  after  the  Norman  Conqueet,  and,  if  we  may  judge 
firom  the  specimens  which  have  descended  to  our  times,  became  first  settled  in  the 
Exchequer,  where  it  was  used  as  a  mode  of  registering  the  accounts  of  persons  in- 
debted to  the  Crown.  A  solitary  document  of  this  description  carries  the  practice 
back  to  the  reign  of  Henry  I.  and  a  continuous  series  of  such  accounts  exists  from  the 
Snd  of  Henry  II. 

We  next  trace  the  practice  of  enrolment  in  the  Curia  Reffit,  the  earliest  existing 
Roll  of  which  bears  date  in  the  6th  Richard  I. 

In  the  reign  of  John  we  find  enrolled  entries  of  almost  all  the  transactions  of  the 
■orereign  as  the  executive  authority  of  the  state.  His  charters,  whether  to  indivi- 
duals or  to  public  bodies ;  his  letters,  whether  patent  or  closed ;  his  precepts  for 
the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  officers  both  of  the  state  and  of  the  royal 
hons^old,  and  vuions  other  public  matters,  occasionally  of  very  trifling  import- 
ance, were  all  preserved  in  entries  upon  Rolls,  some  of  which  have  continued  to  be 
used  down  to  our  day  with  only  such  changes  as  the  altered  modea  of  transacting  pub- 
lic business  have  rendered  necessary. 

Tlie  same  mode  of  perpetuation  by  enrolment  was  extended  to  the  proceedings  of 
tiie  King's  High  Court  of  Parliament  soon  after  they  began  to  assume  a  settled  fonn. 
Statute  Rolls  exist  from  the  Gth  Edward  I.  and  Parliament  Rolls  from  the  5th  Ed- 
ward II. 

Tranaactions  also  between  the  English  court  and  foreign  statu  and  dependenciea 
soon  came  to  be  preserved  in  the  same  manner  ;  whence  the  Scotch,  Welsh,  Norman, 
Roman,  French,  and  other  similar  Rolls. 

We  thns  find  the  system  of  preserving  enrolments  beginning  with  the  royal  ae- 
connti,  and  as  it  were  gradually  extending  itself  until  it  embraced  all  the  proceed- 
ings  of  the  sovereign  as  the  bead  of  the  state.  Enrolment  was  indeed  a  royal  mode 
of  presMring  a  *'  record"  or  "  witness"  of  acts  done.  It  was  a  prerogative  of  the 
Crown.  No  snhiects  could  keep  such  a  record  of  their  own  acts,  and  if  they  desired 
to  participate  in  the  advantage  of  having  their  deeds  or  agreements  enrolled,  they 
could  only  do  so  by  procuring  |^them  to  be  entered  upon  the  King's  Roll.  Fines  were 
often  paid  for  this  purpose,  and  hence  arose  the  distinction  in  our  law  between  "  a 
record,"  and  "  a  thing  recorded ;"  the  one  applying  to  the  business  oftfae  Sovereign 
only,  and  the  other  to  that  of  the  subject. 

At  what  time  the  enrolment  b^an  to  be  used  aa  the  only  "  record"  or  evidence  of 
tite  transaction  to  which  it  related  is  uncertain.  Amongst  our  unlettered  ancestors 
there  was  a  prejudice  against  the  new-fangled  "  written  record,"  which  they  could 
neither  read  nor  understand,  and,  probably,  like  many  other  valuable  improve- 
ments, this  novelty  in  the  law  of  eviden<%  slipped  into  practice  gradually  under  the 
fkvour  of  the  Judges.  Even  at  the  present  time,  as  if  at  once  to  perpetuate  the 
fact  that  to  have  a  written  record  was  a  prerogative  of  royalty,  and  abo  that  the 
Innovation  or^mated  under  the  Norman  Kings,  every  Court  of  Record  is  held  to 
be  the  King's  Court,  even  although  a  subject  may  have  a  prescriptive  right  to  re- 
ceive the  profita  of  it,  and  the  old  Saxon  Court  of  the  County,  in  which  the  prin- 
cipal business  of  the  country  was  anciently  transacted,  is  not,  to  this  day,  a  Court  of 
Record. 

It  is  unnecessary,  and  would  be  tedious,  to  trace  the  steps  by  which  the  practice  of 
using  the  enrolment  aa  a  written  record  or  evidence,  gradually  gained  ground.  Even 
at  iU  full  growth  it  retains  traces  of  its  origin.  The  Record  is  the  '*  witness,"  the 
only  witness,  where  it  can  be  obtained  i  and  a  witness  of  such  •*  incontrollable  credit 
and  veritie,  aa  it  admlta  no  averment,  plea,  or  proofe  to  the  contrary."  (Coke,  lit 
hut  360a.)    ThiaabMlnteTerity  ia  at  te  preMatdftyfttttibvt«dlB  o«r  kwBOt 
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merely  to  enroUnentt,  with  which  the  practice  originated^  but  also  to  what  an 
called  '*  ministerial  recordi,*'  which  comprise  offices  or  iuqoisitioiis  found  npon 
oath,  certain  kinds  of  accounts,  and  many  other  documents  not  enrolled. 

T^ese,  then,  are  our  Pabhc  Records.  They  constitute  the  irrefragabte  and  nnim- 
penchaMe  eridencfl  <Mf  die  acta  d  the  Sorereign  aa  the  head  of  the  legislature,  tiie 
centre  of  the  executire  autlu>rity,  and  the  fountain  of  justice ;  and  also  of  the  acta 
of  those  who,  by  hia  deputation,  exercise  in  his  name  all  these  sereral  branchaa  of  his 
high  prerogatiTes ;  or,  according  to  the  riiorter  definition  we  before  adc^ted,  they  ar» 
"  authentic  written  mem<nials  of  the  proceedinga  of  our  Ic^^slatiTe,  our  execatiTey  and 
of  certain  of  our  judicial  authorities." 

Now  if  we  pass  to  the  second  subject  proposed  for  our  c<mBiderBtion, — What  ought 
to  be  done  with  such  records  as  we  hare  described  ? — it  will  at  once  be  admitted  by 
enry  one,  that  monuments  of  so  high  a  nature  cannot  be  too  carefully  preserred. 
They  demand  at  our  hands  a  description  of  custody  which  shall  keep  their  int^^ity 
MS  untainted  as  th&t  of  Csesar's  wife  ought  to  have  been.  Whatever  alterations,  in 
our  law  of  eridence,  may  be  thought  advisable,  we  cannot  imagine  any  change  which 
will  render  such  peculiar  description  of  custody  no  longer  necessary ;  unless  indeed 
the  renowned  Hugh  Peters  should  be  permitted  to  "  revisit  the  glimpses  of  the 
noon,"  and  make  "  night  hideous,"  by  again  proposing,  that  all  the  records  should 
be  burnt,  and  the  nation  settled  npon  a  new  foundation.  No  1  Records  we  must 
have,  and  Record  Keepers ;  and  records  oi^ht  not  to  be  kept  like  books  fn  a  public 
library,  which  seems  to  be  the  opinion  of  some  persons ;  nor  like  potatoes,  in  Backjs» 
which  has  been  the  practice  of  others. 

Hie  first  thing  to  be  considered  with  reference  to  a  proper  and  judidona  custody 
relates  to  the  things  to  be  kept ;  and,  inasmuch  as  the  custody  of  records  must  necea- 
larily  be  expensive  and  restrictive,  we  ought  to  be  careftil  that  we  do  not  keep  aa 
records  things  which  are  really  not  so.  Is  this  the  case  ?  Or,  rather,  is  not  the  very 
contrary  to  this  unquestionable  ?  There  are  in  onr  Record  Offins  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands  of  documents  which  are  no  more  records  than  tJiey  are  record  keepers — docu- 
ments occupying  space  which  might  be  devoted  to  worthier  objects,  and  enormously 
increasing  the  ineligibility  of  our  present  Record  Offices. 

This  is  a  point  of  very  great  practical  importance,  and  one  which  ought  to  be 
thoroughly  sifted  and  settled  before  we  talk  of  building  new  Record  Offices.  Bvery 
one  admits  that  our  present  offices  are  CTOwded  to  excess.  But  with  what  ?  "  That  'a 
the  question  ;"  and  with  a  view  to  its  solatiou,  we  would  point  attention  to  the 
following  facts. 

Upon  the  attainder  of  persons  of  importance,  their  private  deeds  and  papers  were 
invariably  taken  possession  of  by  the  Crown  ;  and,  there  being  no  fitter  place  for  their 
deposit,  were  generally  lodged  in  the  Record  Offices.  There  they  still  remain,  b«t 
advanced  to  a  dignity  never  dreamt  of  by  their  original  depositors ;  for  in  the  cata- 
logues of  our  miscellaneous  Records,  these  documents  make  their  appearance  without 
even  m  much  as  a  note  of  admiration  to  indicate  the  inappropriateneas  of  such  a  classi- 
fication. In  the  Chapter-bouse,  for  instance,  there  are  Wolscy's  papers  (with  tlM 
exception  of  eighteen  volumes  of  his  Correspondence,  which  after  having  played  their 
parts  as  "  Records"  in  the  Chapter-house,  for  we  know  not  how  long,  were  re- 
moved some  three  or  four  years  ago  to  the  State  Paper  Office,)  and,  amongst  them, 
may  be  fonnd  a  book  of  his  horses  ;  an  account  of  his  debts ;  several  inventories  of 
his  plate ;  a  statement  of  the  sums  laid  out  by  him  in  repaira  of  York  House  in 
Batteraea ;  the  grants  made  to  him  by  Henry  VIII.  with  a  view  to  the  foundation  of 
his  coll^ca ;  tlu  expenses  of  their  erection ;  eleven  volumes  of  theological  md 
politkal  tnatifet  1  numben  of  letters  addreaaed  to  him ;  drafts  of  divpatchei  prepared 
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for  liim ;  a  book  relating  to  the  {iroviog  of  wills ;  and  iunamerable  other  docnmcnts, 
having  just  as  much  right  as  the  above  to  be  treated  as  *'  Recordt>.*' 

In  the  same  office  are  Crouiwell's  papers;  amongst  which  may  be  found  a  draft 
cop7  of  bis  will ;  a  book  of  Latin  verses  in  his  praise  ;  drafts  of  Bills  and  Acts  of 
Parliament ;  various  political  works ;  schemes  of  finance ;  letters  beyond  number ; 
memoranda,  or  remembrances,  similar  to  those  printed  in  Sir  Henry  Ellis*s  Collec- 
tion of  Lettem ;  and  such  other  miscellaneous  documents  as  might  be  expected  to 
be  found  amongst  the  private  papers  of  a  Secretary  of  State. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  the  letters  addressed  to  official  persons,  principally  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  VIIT.  now  in  the  Chapter-house,  would  compose,  if  bound  up,  at  letut 
two  hundred  large  voiumei. 

Very  far  be  it  from  us  to  say  that  these  papers  are  valueless,  but  records  they 
certainly  are  not ;  and  it  is  preposterous  in  the  extreme  to  permit  them  to  cumber  up 
cor  Record  Offices,  or  to  subject  them  to  a  restrictive  custody  properly  applicable 
only  to  Records. 

Again,  upon  the  dissolution  of  the  monasteries,  vast  multitudes  of  deeds,  books*  and 
docnmenta  of  every  variety  of  character  were  scattered  abroad ;  many  were  stolen ; 
many  sold  to  collectors ;  many  destroyed ;  many  removed  to  the  Continent ;  and 
many  taken  possession  of  by  the  Crown.  Amongst  the  last,  Cartularies  of  St.  Angustine*8 
(Canterbnry),  Caatle  Acre,  Chertsey,  Coventry,  Godstow,  Haylea,  Lacock,  West 
Langdon,  Malmesbury,  Middlcton,  Mottisfont,  Newstead,  Oseney,  Ramsey,  Torrei 
and  Warwick,  found  their  way  into  the  King's  Remembrancer's  Office  ;  and  others 
belonging  to  Acombury,  Beaulicu,  Chocombe,  Coventry,  and  Pcrshore,  into  the 
AugmentaUon  Offiee ;  together  with  rentals,  accounts,  books,  surveys,  grants,  charters, 
and  title-deeds,  innumerable,  relating  to  lands  which  belonged  to  the  monasteries. 

Of  these  documents,  not  one  in  ten  thousand  can  by  possibility  be  used  for  any 
other  than  literary  purposes. 

There  are  also  in  our  Record  Offices  "  a  number  which  no  man  can  number  "  of 
misccllaneoua  deeds,  respecting  property  which  at  one  time  or  another,  in  the  lapse 
of  ages  since  the  Norman  Comiuest,  has  been  vested  in  the  Crown  by  escheat,  pur- 
chase, forfeiture,  or  other  causes,  but  which  has  long  ceased  to  be  so.  These  docu- 
ments, like  the  last,  have  totally  lost  their  value  as  title  deeds,  and  are  interesting  only 
to  the  topographer ;  Records,  they  never  were. 

Many  documents  in  our  Record  Offices  are  mere  paper  copies  and  drafts  of  deeds ; 
the  originals  of  which,  and,  in  some  cases,  enrolments  of  them  also,  are  in  existence. 
"Twelve  sacks  full  of  Records  I"  of  this  description  figure  in  the  recent  Report  of 
the  Record  Committee. 

So  also  amongst  onr  Records,  there  are  tens  of  tliousands-^we  believe  we  might  say 
hundreds  of  thousands — of  documents,  the  contents  of  which  are  enrolled,  besides 
duplicates  and  counterparts  of  enrolled  documents.  Now  in  all  such  cases,  the  enrol- 
ment is  the  Record,  the  proper  evidence  of  the  contents  of  the  document.  It  stands 
in  its  place  for  all  legal  purposes ;  and,  as  evidence,  it  can  neither  be  'gainsayed  nor 
impeached.  Are  these  documents,  one  of  which  is  superseded  as  to  its  legal  uses 
by  the  other,  to  be  preserved  as  if  both  were  of  the  same  value  ?  Are  both  of  them 
to  be  subjected  to  restrictive  custody  as  Records — a  custody  properly  applicable  to 
the  legal  uses  of  the  one  class  of  documents,  but  vexatious  with  respect  to  the  other 
class,  whose  only  uses  are  historical  ?  Tliis  would  be  an  unimportant  question  if  the 
documents  to  which  it  applies  were  few  in  nombrr ;  but  that  is  not  so.  If  the  enrolled 
documents  were  separated  from  the  enrolments,  (which  in  common  prudence  they 
oa^t  to  be,  lest  a  fire  should  destroy  diem  both,)  our  Record  Offices  woold  present  an 
appeanmce  very  different  to  that  which  now  forms  lo  just  a  subject  of  complaint ;  and 
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Ute  restrictire  custody  of  the  enrolment  would  lose  a  great  portion  of  its  inconvenience 
by  rendering  the  enrolled  documents  acceiiBible,  inajimuch  as  they  would  constitute  a 
sort  of  index  to  the  contents  of  the  enrolment. 

This  subject  might  be  pursued  much  further,  but  for  our  present  purpose  it  ia 
nnnecessary.  We  haTe  said  enough  to  establish  two  general  propositions,  to  which  we 
anxiously  desire  to  direct  attention : 

I.  That  the  legal  uses  of  the  docnments  which  are  properly  called  our  Public 
Records,  render  a  restrictire  custody  of  them  necessary ;  but,  inasmuch  as  that  custody 
is  both  inconrenient  and  expensire,  it  ought  not  to  be  extended  to  any  other  docu- 
ments than  such  as  are.  strictly  speaking,  Records. 

II.  That  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  in  our  present  Record  Offices  there  are 
a  Tery  great  number  of  documents  which,  not  being  records,  are  unnecessarily  sub- 
jected to  restricliTe  custody. 

The  conseqnenraa  of  this  state  of  things  are  obvious.  Our  Record  Offices  are 
overcrowded  to  an  excess  which  can  scarcely  be  imagined.  The  entertainment  of  these 
unlioensed  intruders  has  pushed  the  legal  tenants  from  their  stools,  and  occasioned 
their  consignment  to  "  caverns  dark  and  drear,"  where  they  are  subjected  to  the 
nnwbcrfesome  companionship  of  "  stalagmites  and  stalactites  ;*'  meanwhile  the  pablic 
are  inconvenienced  by  the  additional  expense  of  record  custody,  by  being  debarred 
access  to  many  documents  which  have  in  themselves  nothing  of  the  nature  of  records, 
but  whose  ouly  uses  are  literary ;  and  the  question  of  a  general  Record  Office  is  ren- 
dered  unnecessarily  difficult  and  complicated  by  the  notion  that  a  far  larger  erection 
is  needed  than  the  actual  Records  demand. 

Hie  course  which  ought  to  be  adopted  is  equally  obvious.  Let  the  facts  we  hare 
advanced  be  inquired  into  by  competent  persons — let  them  sit  in  judgment  uiwn  the 
question  of  "  Record  or  no  Record,**  and  give  them  authority  to  transmit  the  latter 
to  the  only  proper  place  for  them — the  great  national  collection  of  manuscripts  at  the 
British  Museum.  Such  an  inquiry  would  not  take  up  so  long  a  time  as  might  be 
supposed,  inasmuch  as  when  general  rules  were  laid  down  the  greater  part  of  the 
business  might  be  transacted  by  inferior  persons  ;  indeed,  it  might  be  made  a  branch 
of  the  arrangements  of  Records  now  going  on,  and  would  materially  facilitate 
those  operations.  Every  draught  made  from  the  present  offices  would  afford  fresh 
space,  and  bring  us  nearer  to  a  capability  of  coming  to  an  accurate  determination  upon 
the  proper  character  and  extent  of  a  general  office  ;  al  the  same  time  that  by  settling 
things  npon  a  foundation  of  principle  and  reason,  an  important  advance  would  be 
made  towards  such  aa  arrangement  of  what  are  really  our  Public  Records  as  befits 
their  importance  and  our  national  chat actcr.  Something  of  the  sort  must  ultimately 
be  adopted,  and  the  sooner  it  is  begun  the  greater  will  be  the  advantage  both  to  the 
pubUc  and  the  Records,

THE  last  two  years  have  been  very  buffeted  by  contending  parties,  la 
productive  in  England  of  essays  and  the  present  instance  the  ICmperor  Ni- 
criticisms,  in  reviews,  magazines,  and  cholas  and  the  Russian  government 
newspapers,  coocerning  Russia.

ficulty in  coining  to  the  conclusion, 
that  very  little  is  known  in  England  of 
the  i<pirit  and  policy  of  the  Russian 
government,  and  the  progress  which 
the  nation  is  making  towards  perfect 
civilization. 

If  this  observation  applies  with 
truth  to  the  affairs  of  Russia  in  gene- 
ral, it  must  follow,  that  the  condition 
of  its  educational  institutions  is  equally 
hidden  from  the  English  public.  No 
proper  estimate  of  these  can  be  formed 
from  the  documents  which  we  have, 
and  it  is  much  to  be  desired  that  some 
able  writer  should  come  forward,  who, 
possessing  an  intimate  knowledge  of 
the  subject,  would  be  influenced  by  no 
party  feeling,  but  animated  by  a  de- 
sire to  impart  a  fund  of  correct  infor- 
mation on  so  useful  a  topic. 

The  following  notices  are  brief,  and 
contain  only  dry  numbers,*  yet  they 
will  enable  the  reader  to  form  some  idea 
of  the  present  condition  of  the  Russian 
Universities.  Writers  have  boasted  that 
the  Russians  are  making  rapid  pro> 
grcss  in  science,  owing  to  the  excellent 
management  of  the  government  with 
respect  to  its  universities  ;  but  a  proper 
description  of,  and  an  examination 
into,  the  systems  by  which  they  are 
upheld,  would  lead  to  a  very  different 
result.

sixty- seven.  (One  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  took  ocadumical  degrees  in  1835,}

During  the  winter  session  of  1836-37, 
five  professors  left  the  University  of  Dor- 
pat,  having  served  the  usual  period  de- 
fined by  the  regulations  of  the  college. 
There  are  now  twenty-two  ordinary  pro- 
fessors, three  extraordinary,  nine  autho- 
rized to  give  private  lessons,  six  repeaters 
who  teach  the  languages,  and  six  profes- 
sors of  arts.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  536  students,  of  whom  seventy-five 
had  left  without  finishing  their  courses, 
sixteen  were  expelled,  and  one  hundred 
and  fifty-one  had  obtained  academical  de- 
grees; of  that  number  thirty-two  were 
doctors  of  medicine.  The  institution  de- 
signed to  educate  and  prepare  professors 
counted  six  pupils,  the  theological  depart- 
ment (seminarium)  ten,  the  philological 
eight,  the  medical  thirty-eight,  and  that 
of  rural  economy  twenty-five. 

An  imperial  regulation,  made  upon  the 
2Sth  Dec.  1B3G,  commands  that  the  Uni- 
versity will  not  in  future  grant  a  diploma 
to  or  admit  any  student  in  theology  or 
medicine  who  is  not  master  of  the  Rus- 
sian language.  From  and  after  five  years 
hence,  no  student  will  be  admitted  to  the 
Uuiversity  before  undergoing  a  strict 
examination  in  the  idiom.

The  immense  Russian  empire,  with 
a  population  of  sixty  millions,  pos- 
sesses only  six  universities ;  and  one 
of  these  is  situated  in  Asia,  near  the 
boundaries  of  Europe,  at  Casan. 

The  entire  number  of  students  in 
these  Universities  amounted,  in  the 
year  1835.  to  1566.  Therefore,  out  of 
38,37s,  only  one  individual  devotes 
himself  to  the  study  of  science. 

In  these  several  institutions  are  era- 
ployed  and  paid  by  government  no 
fewer  than  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  professors  and  functionaries : 
we  have  not  been  able  to  make  a  dis- 
tinction between  the  two  capacities. 
The  latter,  however,  we  may  state  to 
be  no  better  than  spies,  each  holding 
bis  particular  office,  and  all  appointed 
for  the  special  purpose  of  keeping  a 
strict  guard  over  the  political  disposi- 
tions of  the  students ;  a  system  that 
cannot  be  too  much  censured.  As 
stated,  it  is  impossible  to  give,  in  all 
instances,  the  relative  numbers  of  both 
degrees ;  that  being  kept  out  of  the 
view  of  all,  except  those  immediately 
connected  with  the  Universities.  The 
numbers  shew  that  government  keeps 
and  pays  one  professor  or  *'  function- 
ary" for  every  four  students,  which,  it 
must  be  allowed,  is  highly  extravagant, 
if  not  absurd.  In  oriental  countrieii 
the  proportions  of  expense  are  similar, 
but  applicable  to  advantages  unknown 
in  Russia. 

It  is  very  remarkable  that  the  Uni* 
versities  of  Hetersburgh  and  Kiow 
should  have  so  few  students  compara- 
tively. Thus  the  former  has  only  two 
hundred  and  eighty-five  students,  with 
sixty-four  professors  and  function- 
aries ;  and  the  latter  one  hundred  and 
twenty  with  sixty-one.  We  can  only 
account  for  this  circumstance  by  poli- 
tical causes  generally. 

The  University  of  Dorpat,  situated 
in  Livonia,  contains  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  students  ;  viz.  five  hundred  and 
sixty-seven.  This  arises  from  that 
institution  corresponding  with  tbethree 
Baltic  provinces,  Courland,  Livonia, 
and  Eastland,  which  are  inhabited 
largely  by  wealthy  German  nobility, 
and  in  the  larger  towns  by  citizens 
from  that  country.

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various  Universities.  The  grants  for 
their  use  are  enormous ;  hence  the 
collections  are  excellent  and  valuable. 
We  may  here  advert  to  some  of  the 
causes  which  frustrate  the  spread  of 
instruction  and  scientific  spirit,  under 
the  present  system  of  Russian  policy: 

1.  The  whole  tendency  of  the  go- 
vernment is  in  its  fundamental  basts 
despotic,  therefore  strictly  military 
in  its  objects,  and  creating  a  demo- 
ralization in  all  classes  of  society,  and 
at  all  ages.  The  individual  from  child- 
hood is  continually  subject  to  a  slavish 
discipline,  having  an  eflfect  very  diffe- 
rent to  the  cultivation  of  the  intellects. 

2.  The  few  of  the  rich  and  powerful 
nobility,  as  well  as  the  mass  of  their 
inferiors  in  rank,  are  all  accustomed 
to  military  careers ;  and  the  latter  in 
particular,  in  consequence  of  their  po- 
verty, are  entirely  at  the  mercy  and  in 
the  power  of  government,  and  accord- 
ingly employed  in  stations  connected 
therewith. 

3.  Tlie  want  of  large  towns  and  an 
independent  citizenship.  It  is  well 
known  that  the  native  citizens  of  Rus- 
sia (with  very  trifling  exceptions)  are 
serfs  of  either  the  crown  or  the  nobi. 
lity, 

4.  The  policy  of  the  government 
with  respect  to  the  improvement  of  its 
subjects — a  suspicious  fear  that  such 
would  be  derogatory  to  its  principles. 

5.  The  Greek  creed  of  religion  frus- 
trates to  a  considerable  degree  the 
spread  of  knowledge  among  its  pro- 
fessors. 

6.  The  Emperor,  it  should  be  borne 
in  mind,  unites  in  his  person  the 
powers  of  the  autocrat  with  the  sacred 
dignity  of  the  head  of  the  Greek  church 
in  his  dominions. 

7.  A  celebrated  philosopher  has 
said,  *'  un  autocrate  est  I'^sclavc  de  ses 
^sclaves ;"  a  sentiment  truly  expres- 
sive of  the  real  nature  of  the  Russian 
government  and  the  dispositions  of 
the  people.  Slavery  is  universal  in 
Russia;  and  the  spirit  of  improvement 
and  instruction  will  perhaps  never 
extend  among  the  people  of  that 
country  as  in  others  more  free  and 
unrestrained, 

H.  GERMANY. 
Having    io    the  foregoing   pare- 


endeavoured  to  convey  an  estimate  of 
their  present  conditions,  we  will  now 
turn  our  attention  to  Germany.  The 
philanthropist  cannot  view  without 
pain  the  state  of  education  in  Rus- 
sia, nor  inquire  into  the  causes  of 
it,  without  feelings  of  indignation 
against  the  government  of  that  em- 
pire, whose  injudicious  policy  alone 
is  the  bane  and  chief  obstacle  of  the 
people's  advancement  in  useful  know- 
ledge. In  our  sketch  of  the  German 
Universities,  we  shall  have  no  diflS- 
culty  in  drawing  a  picture  which  will 
display  a  very  remarkable  contrast  to 
that  already  before  the  reader.  Our 
notices  have  been  compiled  from  per- 
sonal observation  and  sources  of  un- 
questionable correctness.  They  have 
reference  uniformly  to  the  winter  ses- 
sion of  1836-37.

In  the  Protestant  universities  all 
various  systems,  ancient  and  raodei 
of  religion  and  philosophy  are  rec 
niaed.  In  the  Austrian,  iJie  lectu 
are  restncted  in  theology  to  the 
thodox  Catholic  creed,  as  agn-cd  u 
by  the  sacred  councils,  csfwcialty  i 
of  Trent,  and  the  bulls  of  the  Popes 
in  philosophy,  Aristotle's  is  the  only 
authority  allowed,  all  other  systems 
arc  pruhibilcd.  Notwithstanding  thcae 
ordinunres,  however.  Catholic  situ- 
dents  are  allowed  to  read  in  private 
the  works  of  modern  heretical  theolo- 
gians and  philosuphvrs  ;  and  Lbe  writer 
baa  met  wil}i  such  works  of  the  moat 
extreme  tendency  in  the  possession  of 
Catholic  students,  profcfsora^  ood  cler- 
gymen.

uniformly  conformable  to  the  state 
policj^  of  the  time.  From  thia  cause, 
Germany  may  be  considered  the  great 
nurserj'  for  the  doctrinaires  of  all  Eu- 
rOM  i  Great  Britain  being  the  practt- 
ettl  school  for  functionaries  and  states- 
men. The  total  number  of  students 
has  been  stated  a<  16,000;  of  which 
number,  about  15,500  obtain  employ- 
ment of  some  kind  or  other  under  the 
government,  while  only  5U0  rest  indc- 
p<>udent.  and  devote  themselves  dur- 
ing life  to  the  cultivation  of  science, 
nr  such  other  parsuita  at  arc  most 
agreeable  to  them.  We  may  also  re- 
mark that  <as  is  shown  by  the  lists) 
the  number  of  students  attending  the 
philosophical  branches  arc,  compara- 
tively, very  few,  and  far  short  of  that 
in  the  other  three  faculties,  eRpecialty 
that  of  jurisprudence;  and  the  differ- 
ence in  that  branch  is  accounted  for 
by  the  consideration  that  the  bulk  of 
lawyers  in  that  country  is  so  large 
that  those  students  who  have  adopted 
that  profession  have  no  difficulty  after 
the  termination  of  their  studies  iu  pro- 
curing appointments  from  government 
as  justices,  counsellors,  officers  of  jus- 
tice, and  so  forth. 

Theology  and  jutisprodeDce  engage 
the  far  greater  part  of  the  students  in 
the  aggregate;  but  the  University  of 
Wurtzbur^  makes  qu  exception,  in  par- 
ticular :  for  in  that  institution  the  ma- 
jority of  students  are  attaclicd  to  the 
classfs  of  medicine  and  pharmacy. 

Wurtzburg,  Vienna,  and  Berlin, 
have  the  most  celebrated  professors  of 
medicine :  connected  with  the  latter 
are  the  famous  name%of  Gracfc,  Rust, 
Siebold.  and  Horn  ;  which  last  h  the 
principal  director  of  the  great  hospital 
called  the  "Charit/;*'  containing 
sometimes  4000  in-door  patients,  a 
part  of  which  establishment  is  a  mag- 
ni6cent  building  appropriated  to  luna- 
tics ;  and  in  this  branch,  too,  of  his 
profession.  Dr.  Horn  has  obtained  great 
fame.  Besides  thcfe,  the  medical 
faculty  of  the  University  of  Berlin  has 
been  adorned  by  the  celebrated  Drs. 
Red,  Behrcnds.  Hufcland.Friedlandcr. 
8cc.  It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  the 
three  institutions  last  nnmed  arc  equal- 
ly famous  for  thf  ir  hot-pitals  and  asy- 
lums for  lunatics,  and  blind,  deaf  and 
dumb  •  as  alao  all  th<rtc  9Tt%n%em%n\ft

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t1c»igned  to  fucilitate  the  study  of  me- 
dicine io  it6  vaiious  departments.  Vu 
eona  is  not  behind  Berlin  in  any  re- 
spect, but  boaBts  amongst  it£  professors 
mod  doctors  names  equally  illustrious. 

As  Uerlin.  Vienna,  and  Wurtzburg 
arc  renowned  for  their  medical  facul- 
ties, BO  is  Halle  for  its  tlieulogical. 
Here  flourishes  Tholuck  at  the  head  of 
the  old  orthodox  protestaot  doctrines; 
and  Gcsenius  at  that  of  the  new  school 
of  theology^  natural  and  philosophi- 
cal. He  is  well  known  in  this  coun- 
try M  the  nioBt  eminent  of  Hebrew 
scholars  living;  and  among  his  other 
productions  his  Commentaries  on  the 
book  of  Isaiah  arc  allowed  to  be  truly 
excellent.  Dr.  Tholuck  has  about  200 
students  at  his  lectures,  while  Gese- 
nius  enjoys  the  honour  and  bcneHt  of 
having  800.  The  University-  of  Halle 
reckons  about  IGOO  students,  so  that 
only  600  remain  aa  attached  to  the 
faculties  of  jurisprudence,  medicine, 
and  philosophy. 

The  dcau  of  the  theological  faculty 
at  ficrlin  i»  the  learned  and  venerable 
Professor  Neandcr,  a  converted  Jew. 
He  with  Professor  Hengittcnbcrg  are 
staunch  defenders  of  the  orthodox 
protectant  principles ;  while  the  learn- 
ed dean  at  Heidelberg.  Professor  Pau- 
tus,  likewise  a  converted  Jew.  and  the 
proteatant  superintendent  at  Weimar, 
Dr,  BreUchueider.  are  the  chief  lead- 
ers of  the  new  priuciples  of  natural 
theology  and  philosophy.  The  pitj- 
fessors  of  the  different  universities  are 
divided  between  these  old  and  new 
schools  of  theology  ;  so  that  some  are 
cooservativcs.  and  others  reformers. 
Munich  has  to  boast  of  the  famous 
Oken,  profeMor  of  natural  philoso- 
phy ;  and  also  Dr.  Gorres,  a  Catholic 
divine,  and  professor  uf  orientid  lite- 
rature and  philosophy.  Bresloa  had 
Dr.  Stcffens,  profes&or  of  natural  phi- 
losophy, a  noble  and  talented  man ; 
and  Letpsic  has  the  famous  Professor 
Krug. 

We  will  now  advert  to  some  facts 
that  arc  remarkable,  and  characteristic 
of  the  present  tiroes  with  respect  to 
the  ftjite  of  religion  in  Germany  : 

1.  The  union  m  Germany  of  the 
two  Protettant  creeds  of  Lather  and 
Calvin  ;  nntl. 

2.  Ti  'tion  of  the  works  of 
the  Ci'"  liop  Wcsscnberg,  of 
Freiburg  tii  the  grand  duchy  of  Ba- 


den. This  philosopher  is  the  most 
learned,  pious,  and  amiable  divine  in 
alt  Germany,  perhaps  in  Christendom. 
Amongst  his  manirold  works  is  one 
which  is  justly  celebrated,  an<l  lia^ 
won  for  its  author  a  lame  thai  will  go 
dowu  to  posterity  ;  we  allude  to  his 
collection  of  Prayers  and  ConsiJera- 
tions  u|>on  Religion,  of  which  the 
fifteenth  edition  has  lately  appeared, 
entitled,  Morgen  Stundcu  der  iVn- 
dacht.  We  may  here  mention  a  si- 
milar production,  equally  catcemed, 
and  no  less  entitled  to  the  highest 
appreciation  :  Glockcn  Tdoe,  by  the 
Rev.  Or.  Strauss,  Chaplain  to  the 
King  of  Prussia.  Dr.  Strauss  was  at 
one  lime  an  obscure  vicr  in  West- 
phalia ;  but  upon  the  publication  of 
this  work,  his  Majesty  took  hiiu  under 
his  protection,  ssent  for  him  to  Berlin, 
and  immediately  made  him  his  chap- 
lain. 

It  is  somewhat  singular  that  in 
these  Universities  the  denomination 
oi foreign  is  applied  to  all  students  not 
born  iu  the  stale  to  which  the  Univer- 
siLy  immediately  belongs;  thus,  even 
Germans  may  be  styled  foreigners,  as 
well  as  natives  of  other  countries. 

The  Austrian  government  prohibits 
its  subjects  from  entering  all  German 
Universities  out  of  Austria;  and  ia  - 
like  manner  all  other  Germans  are  cx^^^H 
eluded  from  the  Austrian  inntitutionaJ^H 
Exceptions  to  this  rule  are  very  rai*,^^ 
and  only  allowed  by  special  favour. 
All  other  governments  allow  tlietr  sub- 
jects  to  study  during  two  parts  of  their 
time  at  any  German  I'nivorsity  ;  but 
one  part  is  imperative  in  that  connect 
ed  with  their  own  naliun.  W^heu  a 
symptom  of  liberalism  is  evinced  in 
any  inslitution.  rigid  measures  are  em- 
ployed To  prevent  its  spreading  ;  and 
those  students  not  participating  in 
it.  are  not  only  separated  from  the  dc- 
l.nquent^,  but  obliged  to  return  home.

At  present  the  Swedish  Governir.ent 
is  engaged  ^ith  the  project  of  attach- 
ing professors  of  the  military  sciencea 
to  a  great  many  of  tbe  public  schools. 
It  ia  nUo  intended  to  institute  a  su- 
perior  military  school  at  CarUberg 
near  tStockboIm.  It  is  contemplated 
making  mihtary  tuition  &o  prevalent 
throughout  Sweden,  that  not  one  sin- 
gle village  will  be  exempted  from  it ; 
the  most  humble  school  room  will 
auon  have  its  department  of  military 
exorcises.  This  projected  institution 
is  favourably  entertained  by  tbe  peo- 
ple, as  ita  fulfilment  might  tend  to  in- 
stil patriotism  into  tbe  youth  of  the 
nation,  and  contribute  most  power- 
fully towards  an  efi'ectivo  and  manly 
defence  of  the  country  in  case  of  war 
or  inyasjon.

The  general  organixation  is  entirely 
the  same  as  that  of  the  German  Uni- 
versities, llie  ordinary  professors 
constitute  the  several  faculties,  but 
professors  extraordinary  are  to  be  no- 
minated. A  privilege  nf  diffusing  know- 
letlgu  by  lectures  otitnf  tlip  University 
will  be  imparted  esiperially  to  thope 
profr95ors  who  have  trrmioat(d  tlieir 
studies  feuccfssfully  abroad.  At  pre- 
sent, the  Government  is  active  in  mak- 
ing scientilic  and  other  collections  for 
the  establishment,  and  a  building  of 
saitalile  enlent  and  appropriate  tnag- 
ni6crnce  is  in  the  course  of  erection. 

The  University  constitutes  a  »a- 
preroe  council  of  public  instruction ; 
and  the  faculty  of  the  elementary 
sciences  hold  ad  intrrim  the  foDctions 
of  the  intended  Academy  of  Sciences. 
The  expense*  of  this  academy  are  to 
be  defrayed  from  the  church  funds,  hy 
endowments,  legacies,  and  voluntary 
contributions. 

The  University  is  presided  over  and 
directed  by  a  Hector ;  and  each  faculty 
has  Its  Dean.  Tlie  Rector  and  Deans 
form  a  Senate,  which  ha^  the  same 
prerogatives  as  the  Senates  of  the 
German  Universities.  In  cases  of  im- 
portance, such  as  the  election  of  a 
Rector,  alterations  of  organization, 
drawing  up  of  programmes,  cxtraordi- 
nary  matters  in  discipline. and  suchlike, 
all  member*  of  the  S*'nate  meet  to  de- 
liberate. The  Rector  hoA  the  rank  of 
a  Counsellor  of  State  ;  the  ordinarv* 
Professori,  that  of  Ministerial  Counsef- 
Ior» ;  the  Professors  extraordinary, 
that  of  MioiBterinl  Assessors.  The 
salary  of  each  Prufessur  in  <  rdinary 
id  fixed  at  350  drachmes  per  month ; 
but,  after  ten  years'  «cr\'ice,  it  is  in. 
creased  to  4  50  drachmes. 

Five  years  after  the  foundation  of 
the  university,  the  faculties  will  have  a 
right  tn  pro|H)se  cuijilidates  for  filling 
vacancies.  The  rirofewors  may  as- 
sume the  title  "  Member  of  the  ' 
cil  of  Schools  "  after  ten  years'  6i-.

Then  the  olde  lady  duchesse  of  Suf- 
folk offred  thre  palles  of  gotde.  lu 
lyke  wyse  the  barons  in  my  Lordei 
herse  offred  to  the  corps  eche  of  them 
a  pall  of  golde,  the  lowest  baron  tx*- 
gynnyng  the  offring  ffrst,  and  ao  pro* 
ceedinsr  to  the  highest. 

And  after  this,  offred  ray  Lorde  of 
Clarence  unto  the  corps,  v  palles  of 
gold. 

Then ,  after  al  1  the  offring  done,  al  I  the 
sayde  kynges  of  armes  and  berauldee 
reverently  hare  all  the  thingea  that 
were  delyvered  to  them  as  is  afore- 
saydc  unto  the  I'ombe  where  the  said

violrn'.-e  whereof  much  aritl  n  great 
pitrt  of  Ihc  old  buildings  of  iha  place 
was  brent,  with  lianging*.  bed^,  ap. 
parell,  plate,  and  nmnio  jewels."— 
(Stowe.) 

Henry  immediately  determined  to 
rebuild  it  in  greater  raagnificence  :  and 
the  result  was  the  eilifice  represented 
in  the  view  now  plactd  before  the 
reader.  In  l.'iOl,  "  when  the  King 
had  fmisbed  much  uf  ht<i  n^w  building 
at  hia  manor  of  ^5hine,  and  againe  fur- 
nished and  repairei]  tliiit  before  was 
perished  with  fire,  it  pleaded  him  td 
command  it  should  be  called  bin  manor 
of  Kiclmiond,  and  not  otherwise." — 
(Stowe.) 

In  150!^-Ghappened  another,  though 
less  important,  rire.  •'  The  5.  of  Ja- 
nuary, inthcnipht.thc  Kirig'sdrnmber 
was  fired  at  Richmond,  the  which 
might  not  bo  quenched,  till  many  cur- 
tatnes,  carpets,  rich  beds,  and  much 
other  stuffewBH  consumed." — (Stowe.) 

And  only  six  months  aflor,  onotbcr 
cfttastrophe  happened.  "  In  the  be- 
ginning of  the  moneth  of  July,  a  gal- 
Icric  ncwe  buildcd  at  Hichmondet 
wherein  the  King  and  tlic  I'rincc  hia 
son  had  walked  not  one  hour  before* 
fell  sodainely  downe  abfiut  midnight, 
butnocbristiun  man  perished  thereby." 
(We  again  quote  the  hoiu-Ht  l.ondon 
chronicler.) 

\Mien  Philip  King  of  Castile  visited 
Henry  the  i^eventh  in  l5<Mi,  the  King 
took  him  from  London  to  Richmond, 
"  where  manic  notable  feates  of  aimes 
were  prooved  both  of  tilt,  tumie,  and 
barriers."     (flotinshed.) 

On  the  22d  of  April  1509  King 
Henr)'  tlie  Seventh  died  at  this,  hia 
favourite  palace.  His  ^uccefisor  kept 
his  fir^t  rbrifttmos  there  "  with  great 
royallie,"  On  "  thetwelfe  of  Jnnuarie 
(sayi  Holinihcd)  diverse  gentlemen 
prepared  to  jast,  and  the  King  and 
one  of  his  Privie  Chamber,  called  Wil- 
liam Compton,*  sccrellio  armed  tliem- 
sctves  in  the  Litttc  Paik  of  Richmond, 
und  50  came  into  the  juates  unknuwne 
lu  all  periona.  The  Kint  never  ran 
openlie  before,  and  <i  '  ling  well.

"  On  Ncwjroerei  day  1511,  at  Rich- 
inoDt,  the  Queene  was  delivered  of  a 
Prince,  to  the  great  rejoicing  of  the 
whole  realme.  lie  was  named  Henry ; 
but  died  on  the  2;l.  of  Fcbruaric  next 
following  at  Richtnont,  and  was  buried 
at  Weatminster." 

Shortly  after  thi?,  the  manor  of 
Richmond  wan  eclipdcd  by  the  magni< 
ficencc  of  the  ucw  palace  eiccted  by 
Cardinal  Wolsey  at  Hampton  Court, 
and  which  the  Cnrdiiwil  relin<]ui^hed 
to  ihe  King  io  1526  ;  "  in  rccompence 
whereof,*'  adds  Slowe,  •'  the  KinR 
licensed  him  to  lie  in  his  manner  of 
Richmond  at  his  pleasure,  and  so  faec 
lay  there  atcertaine  times."  It  is  re- 
marked hy  Hall,  that  "  when  the  com- 
mon people,  and  especially  snch  as  had 
been  servants  to  Henry  \'H.  saw  the 
Cardinal  keep  house  in  the  manor- 
royal  of  Kichnioud,  which  that  mon- 
arch ao  highly  esteemed,  it  was  a 
marvel  to  hear  how  llicy  gruilgiM,l,  say- 
ing, Soe  a  butcher's  dugge  dothc  lie  in 
the  Manor  of  Uichemoundc!'*  Their 
indignation  was  stilt  further  excited 
by  the  circumstance  that  WoUcy  kept 
his  Christmas  in  great  state  hvvc, 
whilst  the  King  himself  observed  that 
feast  with  the  utnioiit  privacy  at  KI- 
thain,  on  accnunl  of  the  plague. 

On  the  2Uth  Jan.  15-10-1,  King 
Henry  gruntnl  Uiehniuml.  amongst 
other  estates  la  several  counlie.'<i.  tn  hi4 
divorced  wife,  Ahnuipf  Clcvee,  tuwanlfi 
the  inainletinncei»f  her  dignity  so  long 
as  bho  should  reside  in  Knglntid.  She 
surrendered  it  In  King  ICdwitrd  the 
Sixth  ill  ihe  •ieeond  year  of  bis  reign.

Ihe  next  morning.  The  next  day,  oil 
thing'}  being  in  nreadinc^se,  wee  long 
expected  her  coming.  Alter  eleven 
o'clock,  one  of  the  groomes  came  out 
and  bade  make  ready  for  the  Private 
Closet,  she  would  not  go  to  the  Great. 
There  we  stayed  long  for  her  coming; 
but  at  the  last  she  had  cushions  layd 
for  her  in  the  Privy  Chamber  hard  by 
the  Closet  doore,  and  there  she  heard 
service.  From  thot  day  forwards  she 
grew  worse  and  worse.  She  remained 
ui>on  her  cushions  four  days  and  nights 
at  the  least.  All  about  her  could  not 
pcrsitade  her  either  to  take  any  su&te- 
nanre  or  togo  tobed.  MyLordAdrai- 
rall  was  sent  for ;  what  by  fair  means, 
what  hy  force,  he  gat  her  to  bed. 
There  was  nohope  of  her  recovery,  bo- 
cause  she  refused  all  remedies."  On 
tlie  day  before  the  Queen's  death,  the 
Lord  Admiral,  Lord  KceiHT,  and  Se- 
cretary Cecil,  attended  at  her  bed's 
foot,*  to  request  her  wishes  upon  the 
accession  i  Elizabeth  was  speechless, 
but  she  made  ceit;dn  signs,  whicli  the 
Lords  were  pleased  to  understand  as 
signifying  her  approval  of  the  King  of 
Scotland. 

There  are  only  occasional  instances 
of  the  presenceof  King  James  the  First 
at  Richmond  ;  for  it  was  not  retained 
as  one  of  his  own  palace?,  but  was 
assigned  io  succession  to  his  two  sons, 
Henry  and  C'hai  le>.  Princes  of  Wales-f 

Charles,  when  King,  was  occasion- 
ally here;  but  Hamptou  Court  bad 
obtained  the  preference  ;  and  thesi! 
two  Palaces  were  too  nearly  conligu- 
ouH  to  he  both  ntaintaincd  for  the  So- 
vereign at  the  same  time.  It  appears 
from  the  names  given  to  several  of  the 
rooms  at  Richmond  in  the  survey  which 
follows,  that  it  wa^uned  for  the  dwel- 
ling and  education  of  the  Royal  chil- 
dren. King  Chftilea  the  Secoiid  was 
here  educated  by  Bishop  Duppa. 

When  the  levelling  dayi  of  the  Com- 
mimwealth  arrived,  tins  Palace  wa» 
seized  and  dismantled  by  the  Parli«- 
mcnt ;  previously  to  which,  a  Survey 
was  made  in  1649,  from  which  the

of  organs. 

•■  The  Queen's  Closet,  conaiathig  of  one 
pile  of  building  of  two  stories  high, 
covered  with  lead  and  batleled,  adjoyning 
to  the  said  chapel  hiiihiing  on  the  east  sida 
thcrcof.eoiiteyning  one  room  below- stayr5, 
called  the  Princean  Mary'A  Kitchen,  one 
other  little  room  used  for  a  Poultry 
Room,  and  i  little  room  belonging  to  the 
Otoou)  Porter  ;  and  conteyning  one  large 
room  above  Htuyrs  called  the  Uueon'a 
Clo-ict,  well  niatted,  lighted,  and  seeled, 
having  a  fayr  windowe  therein  opening 
into  the  Cbapel,  and  three  other  roouuii 
called  the  Passages  above-stayrs.

That  the  uforrmnid  fltnictures, 
called  the  Greut  lUll  building,  the  Pju- 
kuge  Building,  tin*  biiiliUng  mljiivuiug  to 
the  wcitt  xidc  of  the  Chapel  BuiMing,  and 
the  Middle  Gate  Duililing,  do  include 
within  tliem  one  fayr  court,  pAved  with 
frec-atone,  tJT  fret  long,  and  GG  feel  bruud, 
in  wluch  court  aland^  une  very  large 
fountain  of  lead." 

Thn  remainder  of  the  Sorvev  m 
equally  curiouii,  though  too  long  for 
insertion  here.  It  proccedi  to  describe 
other  ranges  uf  building,  cuntnining 
the  Wardrobe  and  other  ilomcalic 
offices  ;  a  building  called  the  Krynr* 
(evidently  the  r«liiaiiis  of  the  audcnt 
convent  before  in4-nttaacd  b«  founded 
by  Kin^  Henry  V.  and  called  Beth- 
lem,)  the  Kitch^[i9.  I.ArdcrA.  Wood- 
yard.  Bakchuime,  Ike.  &c.  'llie  whole 
doconient  will  be  found  in  the  Vctuata 
tumenla.  4itd  in  Nifhulv's  i*ro. 
M  of  Quern  Kiir.abcth  [nm  edi- 
tion). 

The  commiiuionen  of  the  lloose  ttC 
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Bart,  one  of  the  regicides.  The  mafe- 
rials  were  valiietl  at  10,783'.  U>.  2f/. 
and  shortly  after  the  great  raa&s  of  the 
ancient  stiuclure  was  removed.  Por- 
tions adjoining  to  theOreen  were  left; 
und  «ome  snmll  remaiua  of  Ihem,  of 
which  the  tnost  conspicuous  is  an 
oncicnt  gateway,  still  linger  on  that 
spot,  imrtinlly  concealed  by  the  several 
rcftidcnces*  which  have  sprung  up 
upon  the  site  of  the  palace,  much  in 
the  same  way  qa  the  courts  of  St.

ORiom  op  THE  Welch  Triad  con- 
certino THE  Early  Histort  of 
Great  Britain. 

MR.  Probert  (Welch  Laws,  Pref.) 
says,  that  the  Triads  were  formed  by 
Dyvunal  Moelmud,  who  flourished 
about  400  years  before  the  Christian 
sera,  and  among  these  Triads,  he  gives 
the  following  (p.  374) : — 

"  There  are  three  pillars  of  the  na- 
tion of  the  Isle  of  Britain.  The  first 
was  Hu  the  Mighty,  who  brought  the 
nation  of  the  Cambrians  first  to  the 
Isle  of  Britain  (A),  and  they  came  from 
the  Summer  Country  (B).  which  is 
called  Defrobani,  [that  is,  where  Con- 
stantinople now  stands  (C)],  and  they 
came  over  the  Hazy  Sea  (O)  [the 
German  Ocean]  to  the  Isle  of  Britain, 
and  to  Armorica  (E),  where  they  set- 
tled." 

As  Mr.  Probert  (p.  373)  speaks  with 


great  contempt  of  English  Antiquari- 
oM,  because  they  will  not  have  their 
causes  tried  by  a  Welch  Jury,  he  can- 
not be  justly  offended  if  one  of  them 
finds,  that  this  Triad  is  no  more  than 
a  legend,  fabricated  from  Strabo,  &c. 

(A)  Hu  the  AfijAiy.]— He  is  identi- 
fied with  Noah,  or  one  of  his  sons. 
This  hypothesis  the  book  of  Genesis 
only  supports,  (x.  5,)  hy  the  Isles  of 
the  Gentiles,  by  which  the  Hebrews 
understood  the  isles  of  the  Mediterra- 
nean, Among  these  our  country  was 
never  included. 

(B)  The  Summer  Country,  ~~  (D) 
Hazy  Sea.}  —  Strabo  says  (p.  6,  ed. 
Casaub.)*  that  Homer  did  not  only 
know  the  Cimmerian  Bosphorus  and 
its  inhabitants,  but  actually  the  Hazy 
Sea,  which  he  describes  in  the  follow- 
iog  lines  of  the  Odyssey  ;—

(C)  Df^obani.]  —  Conataniinople. 
This  appellation  Defrobani  is  fabricated 
from  uie  island  of  Thprohana,  an  island 
which,  Strabo  says,  was  not  smaller 
than  Britain. — (L.  ii.  p.  130,  ed.  Ca- 
saub.) It  vras  situated  in  the  parts 
south  of  India,  and,  according  to  One- 
aicritus,  was  twenty  days'  sail  from  the 
continent. —  (Id.  L.  xv.  pp.  690,  69I, 
ed.  Casaub.)  The  same  auUior  (p.  72) 
leads  oa  to  infer,  that  Taprobana  was 
mixed  up  with  tiie  legend,  fhroug^  a 


These  passages  show  from  what 
materials  the  legend  was  concocted. 
The  following  abstract  will  explain 
from  what  circumstances  might  have 
been  derived  the  immigration  of  the 
Cymri  and  the  romance  of  Brute  and 
his  Trojans. 

(E)  After  the  Trojan  war,  the  mi- 
grations of  the  Greeks,  and  also  irrup- 
tions of  the  Turcs,  Cimmerians,  Ly- 
dians,  afterwards  of  the  Persians, 
Macedonians,  and  at  last  of  the  Gauls, 
disturbed  and  confounded  all  things.

side. The  Britons  followed  this  ar- 
rangement of  their  Roman  inter-colo- 
nials, but  the  sepulchral  pillars  which 
they  raised  were  of  much  ruder  con- 
struction; and  they  continued  the  prac- 
tice until  Uanau,*  sacred  inclosurea 
or  church-yanls,  were  formed,  which 
must  have  been  about  the  time  when 
parochial  divisions  took  place,  and 
some  permanent  edifices  and  sites  wcrs 
consecrated  to  the  service  of  Al- 
mighty God.  Parishes  were  commonly 
at  first  commensurate  with  lordshtj>« 
or  manors.  The  lord  of  the  district 
patronized  the  Christian  |>astor,  hnilt 
and  cnduwed  the  church,  and  found 
his  account  in  the  moral  improvement 
convcved  to  his  irassals.  The  custom 
of  indicating  graves  in  these  inclo- 
sures,  by  a  stone  at  the  head  and  foot 
of  the  corpse,  appears  to  he  very  an- 
cient. The  body  of  King  Arthur,  bu- 
ried in  the  cemetery  at  Glastonbury  in 
542.  was  found  between  two  pillars  of 
stone  (owing  to  the  infonnalion  con- 
tained m  some  bardic  verses),  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  the  Second.  Whetlier 
the  inscription,  said  to  have  been  dis^ 
covered  on  a  leaden  plate  10  the  grave, 
Ik'  genuine,  is,  I  imagine,  very  doubt-

Having  received  information 
from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tliomas,  the  vector 
of  Llandawke,  that  on  ancient  in- 
scribed  but  illcf^iblc  stouL  was  placed 
in  that  church,  1  took  an  early  oppor- 


tunity of  r^tamining  it.  1*hc  IHtl« 
church  of  IJandawke  is  situated  about 
one  mite  uotth-we»t  of  Lau^harne,  in 
a  hollow  00  The  aide  of  n  hill,  and 
within  a  few  yards  of  a  fine  »pnn^  of 
water,  which  makes  its  way  to  aug- 
ment a  rill,  that  flows  in  the  valley,  a 
quarter  uf  a  inilc  below. 

The  early  Ilritiah  churches  were  fre- 

auently  placed  near  springs  of  water : 
icy  probably  were  et  cctt'<I  on  the  sites 
of  the  sacred  circles  and  cromlechs  of 
the  Druiils  •  water  being  employed 
both  ill  the  Pagan  and  Christian  reli- 
gious ritcA.  1  found  the  Ktone  hero 
delineated  laid  down  as  the  sill  of 
the  church  door.  A  copious  ablution 
cleared  its  inscription,  and  the  whola 
became  legible,  as  follows :

The  As^ 
it  will  be  ohser%'cd,  in  this  inscription 
arc  peculiarly  formei),  and  the  S  in/t/iuj 
is  reversed.  The  letter  I  horizontally 
placed,  is  a  common  mode  in  British 
inscriptions  of  fmishing  a  word.* 
Barryvfnd  is  jK-rhapa  some  British 
variation  of  the  name  Baruch.  Ba- 
ruch,  a  saint  of  the  close  of  the  ac- 
venth  century,  was  buried  in  the  island 
of  JSorry,  which  from  that  circura- 
fitance  received  his  name.  Barrivcnd, 
if  it  may  be  read  as  a  contraction, 
may  express  Baruch  vrndigaul,  or  the 
blesaed.  The  inscriptiou  I  uhould 
jadge  to  be  of  the  seventh  or  eighth 
century;  and  that  it  probably  com- 
merooratos  some  primitive  Chiistian 
teacher  on  tliia  spot. 


Tlie  present  church  of  Llandawka 
ap|)cars  to  have  been  constructed  about 
the  early  port  of  the  fourteenth  cen- 
tury. Tlic  figure  of  a  pious  lady,  said 
to  have  been  the  founder,  rt-poscd  till 
recently  under  an  arch  in  tuc  north 
wall,  but  was  removed  a  few  years 
since  and  thrown  aside  as  lumber  ia 
the  ruined  tower  of  Oic  church.  The 
fractures  of  this  efBgy  are  supposed 
to  have  been  perix-trated  by  the 
soldiers  of  Cromwell,  when  theyJ 
were  quartered  hereabouts,  fur  tht 
purpose  of  reducing  the  castle  of 
I^ughorne;  which  indeed  bears  am- 
ple testimony  to  the  destructive  fire 
it  sustained  from  a  redoubt  still  extant 
on  one  of  the  neighbouring  htlU.   The

YOUR  corrcs put) dent  Kior-j;liacl.  in 
Uie  Magazine  for  May,  1S36,  writing 
on  the  Celtic  language,  doc>i  certainly, 
tk%  he  says,  take  diflcrcnt  views  of  the 
itubject  from  those  of  the  learned,  tic 
ha»  treated  it,  however,  in  such  way, 
RR  induces  me  to  umkc  Aome  observa- 
tions on  his  communication  {  although 
hia  knowledge  of  eastern  literature 
seem?  so  extensive  as  almost  to  deter 
one  of  little  pretension  from  entering 
the  lists  willi  eo  well  appointed  a 
champion. 

The  division  which  he  makes  of 
three  distinct  languages,  in  what  has 
hitherto,  almost  without  exception, 
been  considered  but  dialects  of  a  pii- 
marval  tongue,  is  a  buld  deviation  from 
general  opinion  ;  but  it  seems  he  has 
"  always  raaintaioed  that  the  Welsh 
is  not  a  Ccllish  dialect"  at  all.  His 
theory  is,  that  the  Gaelic,  as  spoken 
in  Scotland,  Ireland,  and  Man,  "  is 
probably  Uie  remains  of  the  ancient 
Gaulish,"  auti  this  he  becomes  more 
truly  convinced  of  because  it  '*  is  cvi- 
ch:nt  from  its  name."  Very  good ; 
but  the  Welsh,  he  continues,  are  the 
dcBCcndants  of  a  later  colony  of  Cim- 
bri  or  Bc1g;:c,  who  adopted  a  few  words, 
perhaps  *'  one  in  twenty,"  from  the 
aboriginal  Gael  or  Kelt*.  That  these 
BclgK,  forming  one  of  the  three  divi- 
sions of  the  inhabitants  of  Gaul,  spoke 
a  language  so  dissimdar  tu  their  more 
western  countrymen  remains  to  be 
piovcd.  Cxsar  indeed  6aya  that  they 
differed;  but  his  expression  will  not 
warrant  ua  to  say  that  he  meant,  or 
that  they  really  were,  j/M/edissimilor.* 
Straho  says  the  difference  was  very 
littht,  and  the  imperial  commentator 
him:>elf  allows  that  the  people  were  all 
Kelts.  It  will  not,  1  apprehend,  bear 
out  the  theory  of  this  writer,  even 
though  Ca'sar  say3  the  Brilons  he 
found  here  on  landing,  had  *'  crossed 
fmni  Belgium  ;"  the  same  authority 
vtry  plainly  informing  us  that  they  id 
every  thing  resembled  the  inhabitants 
of  the  opposite  coast  of  Gaul.  The 
people  of  Kent  were  the  most  civilised, 
and  their  manners  "  ncque  multum  a 
Gallica  dift'erunt."  Will  Fior-ghsol  (a 
true  Highlander)  be  so  good  as  to  re- 
colk'cl  that  Tacitus  bears  testimony. 
from    perbonul  knowledge,    that  the

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language  was  the  language  spoken  in 
Britain  ;*  and  supposing  that  those 
whom  the  Romans  in  bis  time  found 
in  the  island^  or  even  on  the  southern 
coasts  only,  were  derived  from  these 
Brlgic  or  Cimbri,  "will  he  still  assert 
that  the  Curaraeg  ia  not  a  Keltic 
dialect  "  in  any  Benae  of  the  term  i" 
The  Wclfih  could  best  reply  to  this 
part  of  the  letter;  and  the  talented 
writers  of  tlio  Principality  in  numerous 
works  have  done  so  much  to  prove 
the  present  resemblance  and  ancient 
identity  of  the  languages  now  spoken 
of,  as  must  forcibly  strike  every  reader, 
and  convince  all  whose  minds  arc  not 
irrecoverably  biased,  that  the  Welsh  m 
more  "  akin  to  Keltic  than  English  is 
to  Welsh." 

Bat  his  chief  objfcl  scema  to  be  to 
prove  that  the  Keltic  neither  has,  nor 
ever  had,  any  nflinily  with  the  lan- 
guages of  the  ea^l ;  and  (he  Gaelic  being 
his  mother  tongue,  it  iiiusl  be  presumed 
that  he  is  well  qualified  to  judge. 
Writers  adopt  different  modes  of  nrpu- 
mentor  elucidation  ;  and^  although  the 
letter  of  F.  G.  may  not  require  it,  I 
shall  assume  it  aa  a  reason  by  "  be- 
ginning at  the  beginning."  for  going 
a  little  more  minutely  into  the  subject, 
than  the  value  of  Mr-Urban's  column*, 
I  fear,  wilt  warrant. 

I  believe  he  will  not  deny  that  the 
Hebrew,  Syriac,  and  Phtcoician  lan- 
guages, show  an  identity  of  origin, 
and  in  the  time  of  Moses,  according  to 
the  opinion  of  the  learned,  were  mere 
dialect!;  of  a  wide  spread  tongue.  Gc- 
silius,  a  learned  Pole,  has  recently  in< 
vestieatcd  ancient  languages ;  and  he 
finds"  that  tlie  Phoenician  is  closely 
analagouR  to  the  Hebrew  and  Syriuc, 
but  is  totally  different  from  the  Keltic. 
We  believe,  no  author  of  repute,  save 
Ceftilius.  ha'i  venturetl  to  assert  that 
the  Keltic  and  the  languages  spoken  in 
the  eastern  world  in  remote  ages,  were 
aliiiL'tlher  dissimilar  and  unconnected.

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indeed,  at  one  time  the  same.  As 
nothing  ia  more  evident  tlian  that 
languagCB  roust  have  diverged  from 
each  other;  so  that  in  Asia,  spokvn 
by  the  progenitors  of  mankind,  i.  », 
the  Hebrew,  must  be  the  root  of  that 
which  was  spoken  by  the  firatcoloniea 
which  settled  in  Europe.  A  late  Icoxned 
writer  on  languagca  says,  "  1  believe 
that  historical  circumstaoccs  might 
be  adduced  which  would  render  it 
higlUy  probable  that  15f*0  years  be- 
fore Chri:»t,  the  people  speaking  all  the 
then  existing  Languages,  could,  though 
perhaps  in  many  cases  with  diificulty,

Owen  Pugh,  as  well  as  to 
other  works  of  the  same  indusirions 
writer;  and  au  attentive  consideration 
will,  I  doubt  not,  shake,  if  it  do  iioi 
remove,  F.  G.'s  present  impressions. 
I  should  also  wish  him  to  look  into  « 
work  recently  published  in  Glasgow  {

HAVING  for  several  years  been  oc- 
cupied in  formio^  collections  connect- 
ed  with  my  native  county,  Berkshirt> 
in  the  mont]i  of  January'  last  1  an- 
nounced my  intention  of  publishing  a 
History  of  the  Hundred  of  Readiag, 
facing  the  lirbt  portion  of  the  county, 
to  be  followed  by  the  remaining  hun- 
dreds.* Shortly  afterwaids  I  received, 
through  the  polite  communication  of 
J.  H.  Gtovcr,  Eaq.  i'\  S,  A.  his  lute 
Majesty's  Assistant  Librarian,  an  in- 
liniation  tliat  hiii  Majesty  hod  been 
graciously  pleased  tu  permit  mc  to  de- 
dicate my  prupoM.'d  labours  to  htm. 

Rich  indeed  ir*  the  county  of  Rerks 
in  its  unexplored  antiquities;  Bri- 
tish, Roman,  and  Uaniali  remains, 
arc  to  be  met  with  in  iim:  preserva- 
tion in  many  parts.  Roads,  trodden 
of  old  time  by  nur  predecessors,  but 
of  which  little  is  known  by  ourselves, 
invite  the  antiquary  to  trace  their 
course ;  churches^  containing  numer- 
ous interesting  features  of  various 
styles  of  architecture,  some  of  very 
early  date,  arc  found  in  every  direc- 
tion;  whilst  in  its  history,  and  the 
biography  of  parties  connected  with 
it,  many  a  deeply  interesting  page  ia 
opened. 

I  have  now  to  invite  the  attention 
of  your  readers  tu  aome  Roman  re-

mains  in  the  parish  of  Blewbuiy  or 
Blewlterry,  as  it  i^  variously  sjjcll,  (he 
greater  piu-t  of  which  lies  in  a  tleUch- 
L'd  part  of  the  hundred  of  Heading, 
and  is  situated  about  fourmilcs  north- 
east by  north  from  East  lUley.  This 
parish  ronlains  the  ch&{>elrie8  of  As- 
ton Unthorpc  and  Upton,  in  the  former 
i)f  which,  about  a  mile  distant  from 
tht;  village  of  Blewbury,  is  situate  Blti- 
berdun  or  Blewbarton  Hill,  round 
which  arc  several  intrenchments  which 
in  some  parts  are  fust  disappearing  by 
the  opcratinna  of  the  plough  ;  on  the 
Hlcwbury  side  of  the  hill,  which  is  by 
for  the  most  iuteresting,  they  remain 
in  very  fine  prescn'atton,  and  we  are 
enabled  to  trace  six  perfect  intrcnch- 
ments,  and  portions  of  a  seventh.  A 
cominunicalion  between  the  sevcf al  in- 
trenchinents,  widening  gradually  from 
the  upper  to  the  lower  part,  where  its 
breadth  is  about  forty  yardti,  enabled 
the  soldiers  to  meet  from  tlie  several 
terraces  therein,  ami  pour  forth  in  a 
formirJahle  body  upon  the  plain.  From 
the  brow  of  the  hill  a  good  view  is 
obtained  of  Sinodun  Camp,  the  Wil- 
lenham  Hill  of  the  present  day,  which 
is  distant  about  six  miles, 

Lowborough  Hill,  in  the  chapelry 
of  Aston  Upthorpe,  is  one  of  the  high- 
est snots  in  Derkshir«,  and  commands 
on  the  south  an  extensive  view  as  far 
as  Beacon  Hill,  near  Whitchurch. 
Hants ;  to  the  we»t,  along  Cuck- 
bamsly  or  Cwichelmcs- low- hill,  to 
FaringduD  ;  and  nurthwurd::,  the  eye 
wanders  beyond  Oxford  and  the  Wit- 
tenham  hill^.  On  the  summit  of  I^ow- 
borough,  a  careful  examination  of  the 
turf  detects  a  slight  elevation  of  it 
over  the  walls  of  buildings,  the  foun- 
dations of  wbicli  arc  hidden  beneath; 
it  incloses  an  area  about  fi(\y-Bix 
yards  long,  by  forty-three  yards  wiilc. 
Within  and  around  it.  arc  found  nu- 
merous fragments  of  Roman  pottery, 
bricks,  and  tiles,  and  the  site  of  the 
foundations  is  still  more  clearly  traced 
on  closer  inspection  by  mean<i  of  the 
moles,  which  throw  up  along  the  lines 
of  the  several  walls  small  portions  of 
the  fomwUtinns  intcrmiird  ^sith  the 
soil.  Wilhnul  tlie  walla  on  tlio  cftfcl 
side,  are  immu-riBP  r^uontitir:)  of  oyster 
shells,  tmmediaitly  IMuw  tlu-  lorf; 
and  on  Llie  ~uuth  siilc  is  a  Wfll  or 
pond,  which  is  pitchrd  um  ibr  '.iAx^n 
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and  at  Uie  bottom.  On  the  north  ts 
a  barrow  of  circular  form,  but  not  of 
great  height.  1  learned  from  tlic  in- 
formation  of  Job  Lousley,  Esq.  of 
Hnmpstead  Norris,  that  great  num- 
bers of  Roman  coins  had  at  various 
ti(nc6  been  found  on  this  bill ;  and 
that  in  a  Held  called  the  Stiid,  at 
Compton.  not  far  distant  from  this 
place,  very  numerous  discoveries  of 
Roman  coins  had  been  made  at  dif- 
ferent  periods  and  to  a  considerable 
extent.

Misa 
Milford.  whose  name  we  always  men- 
tion, and  whose  talents  we'niwaya 
praise,  with  delight,  failed  in  Charlea 
the  First,  wliich  we  saw  on  the  first 
night,  princijmlly  from  great  mistakes 
in  the  effect  of  the  dramatic  composi- 
linn.  Philip  Van  Arlenvelde  is  a  tragic 
poem,  not  a  tragedy  ;  and  if  Mr.  She- 
ridan Kuowles  is  more  successful  than 
his  numerous  rivals,  it  is  not  owing  so 
much  to  anj'  superior  genius,  as  to  his 
more  familiar  acnuaiDtancc  with  the 
technicalities  of  nis  profrsfrion,  and 
from  lii^  assiduous  attention  to  all 
those  numerous  points  which,  however 
apparently  small  to  the  unpractised 
and  itninitiatcd,  arc  yet  absolutely 
necessary  to  insure  success. 

In  this  respect,  whether  from  inhe* 
rent  good  taste  and  b kill,  from  know- 
ledge of  the  drama,  and  familiarity 
with  the  be*t  models  of  the  best  times, 
or  from  whatever  other  caust*.  we 
think  Mr.  Harness  has  excelled  most 
of  his  cnntcni|(Ornries,  and  that  he  is 
eminently  succe.'isrul  in  the  progress 
and  development  of  his  plot,  and  la 
the  maintenance  of  the  dramatic  in- 
tereit  throughout.  To  support  our 
statement  wc*  shall  give  a  slight  outline 
of  ihc  story,  interspersing  our  narra- 
tive here  and  there  with  ft  specimen  of 
the  poem. 

The  story  is  laid  in  Antwerp,  and 
the  first  scene  opens  in  a  street  before 
the  house  of  Keseel.  a  rich  and  aged 
citizen,  in  a  dialogue  between  Stein- 
hault  and  EUen  ;  which  unfolds  to  u« 
the  first  germ  of  the  story.  A  brave 
and  eminent  soldier  of  the  state.

It  will  be  secu  from  the  preceding 
extracts  that  the  iniereht  of  the  story 
is  admirably  sustained  throughout. 
The  situations  are  natural,  and  judi- 
ciously arranged  ;  andtliecatostrnphe. 
upon  the  whole,  the  only  one  which 
could  satisfy  our  feelings  of  justice  and 
propriety.  If  suicide  could  be  avoided. 
It  is  better  it  should  be,  being  a  crime 
t^io  revolting  to  produce  a  just  and  due 
effect :  but  it  would  be  difficult  to  say 
how  this  part  of  the  plut  cuti  Id  be  altered 
with  advantage;  the  death  which  Mar- 
garet's criminal  levit)'^  had  inlliclcd  on

Thus  have  wc  culled  a  few  choice 
Parnassian  flowers,  as  favourable  spc- 
cimens  of  the  poet's  style ;  and  we  have 
no  doubt  but  that  all  our  readers  will 
be  equally  impressed  with  a  conviction 
of  Mr.  Hooper's  genius.  To  his  ad- 
mirers wc  have  still  left  a  rich  gleaning 
behind.  It  is  long  since  wc  have 
met  so  original  a  poet.  He  bursts 
upon  us  wiUi  an  Aurora  Borealis  lights 
shooting  his  bright  lances  and  corus- 
cations of  flame  high  into  the  empy- 
rean. We  hope  soon  to  hear  more 
of  him.  Let  him  try  his  hand  at  a 
volume — single  plays  don't  sell.  The 
ancients  tued  to  publish  hi  trilogies — 
three  plays  together — like  Shakspeore's 
Henry  the  Sixth.

Obaervations  on  an  Autograph  of  Shak- 
spere  and  the  Orthography  of  kU 
JVame.  by  Sir  Frederic  Madden. 

IN  a  copy  of  Florio's  translation  of 
the  Essays  of  Michael  dc  Montaigne. 
printed  in  1603.  and  now  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  Rev.  Kdw.  Pattcson,  of 
East  Sheen,  this  autographic  relic  has 
been  preserved.  Only  six  genuine  sig- 
natures of  Shakspere  are  known  to 
be  in  existence,  three  appended  to  bis 
will,  two  to  a  mortgage  deed  and  coun- 
terpart, and  the  sixth  that  now  brought 
forward.  Sir  Fred.  Madden  very  suc- 
cessfully, in  our  view,  endeavours  to 
prove  that  the  poet  uniformly  wrote 
his  name,  as  in  the  example  before  us, 
S-h-a-k-s-p-e-r-e;  consequently  that 
they  have  erred  from  the  true  ortho- 
graphy who  have  inserted  an  a  between 
the  e  and  r  of  the  last  syllable.  The 
signature  produced  by  Sir  Frederick  is 
remarkably  clear,  and  decisively  in  fa- 
vour of  the  above  opinion.  In  order 
to  prove  its  authenticity,  the  writer 
ingeniously  shews  that  that  work  was 
well  known  to  Shakspere,  and  pro- 
bably formed  a  portion  of  his  library. 
He  cites  some  passages  of  the  "  Tem- 
pest." which  are  but  literal  transcripts 
of  Florio's  translation,  thrown  into 
the  rhythm  of  blank  verse.  If  the 
second  a  shall  still  be  retained  in  the 
poet's  name  in  writing  or  in  print,  it 
will  be  to  recognize  more  distinctly 
that  the  military  weapon  which  distin- 
guishes his  armorial  coat  is  alluded  to 
in  the  appellation.

and  Mr.  SmirU- judiciously  ad(>plt^.  foi 
this  early  Norman  niodr  of  building, 
the  term  Uomawsque,  Thus,  at  the 
period  when  a  corrupt  Latiiiity,  aptly 
designated  by  the  French  ta  la  IniHjw 
Riimnnf,  pervaded  Europe,  and  which 
id  still  the  current  language^  with  cer- 
toin  modifications,  in  France,  Italy,  and 
Spain,  a  debased  Roman  architecture 
wa?i  employed.  From  Byzantium,  the 
last  retiring  hold  of  Ilomano-Greek 
art,  probably  came  the  teachers  of 
sculpture*  and  building  in  the  carher 
portion  of  the  middle  age,  and  the  de- 
tails of  the  Church  of  Sancta  Sopliia 
at  (7oii&taJitinople,  might  be  wortlty  of 
the  attention  of  the  Society  of  Anti- 
quaries  as  matenolfi  for  their  Vctusta 
Monumenta.  Laudably  as  their  funds 
are  on  some  occasions  employed  for 
the  delineation  of  our  national  remains, 
the  analogies  and  riac  of  their  first 
principles  might  be  advantageously 
sought  for  in  foreign  lands,  and  the 
eau!<e  of  science  much  forwarded  by 
judicious  rcaeorches  directed  by  this 
pablic  bmly  and  aided  by  its  resourre^. 
We  are  happy  to  learn  that  the  late 
repairs  arc  likely  to  preserve  West- 
minster Hall  to  many  future  gcnera- 
tlons.  Wc  tru»t  it  may  escape  that

Cut   day   afVcr  day  passes ;  no  busy 
hum  ii  heard — no  sound  of  armourers 
putting  rivets  on, — no  "  clangor  tuba-i 
rum"  reaches  our  ears — and  lo !  thel 
tmth  edition  of  the  Curiasitiesi  of  Li- 
terature has  arrived  ;  and  the  Preface 
bc&ra  not  the  name  of  Mr,  Bolton  Cor- 
hfv.    We  sup|>osc,  therefore,  that  Mr, 
D'lsraeli  scorns  the  unequal  foe ;  and' 
passes  by  him,  as  we  have  seen  a  large 
Turkish     thrcc-dccker    buld    on    her 
stately  course,  in  spite  of  the  popping^ 
of  some    little  Greek    corvette   whical 
fulluwed  in  her  wake,  and  ever  and 
anon  dischar^d  a  few  vain  ounces  of 
powder  at  her.    However  this  may  be, 
Mr.  Corney  has  a  stoul  heart,  and  has 
gOTic  to  the  combat  of  the  giant,  caring 
nothing  for  his  blx  fingers  and  his  sit 
Iocs,   bis  weaver's  beara«   nor  all  the 
brass  that  might  be  aboot  him.     Who 
knows  not  the  Curiosities   of  Litera- 
ture ?    It  has  gone  through  ten  edi- 
tions i     it    has    received    the   pruscd 
of  Ur.  Purr  and  Mr.  Soulhcy.  of  Mr. 
Bulwcr  and  Dr.  DiUlin  ;  wliilc*  some 
beedle&s   youth,    unknown    to    faiue, 
has   called   the    author   of    it — "  the 
Athenians  of  the  present  age."    Under 
the  shelter  of  these  great  authorities, 
wc  were  wont  to  peruse  its  pages,  and 
imbibe  its  various    information   witli 
secure     dcli^lit ;     drinking     in     long 
draughts  o(  Parnosivian  lore,  and  blesH- 
ing  uiir  ^tars  tliat  we  had  lived  in   the 
day^  uf  an  author  whn  united  in  him- 
self till-  diligence  of  a  \V<hh],  the  acca* 
racy  of  an  Oldys,  and  the  brilliancy  of 
u  Walpnie.     But  alas!  that  wc  must 
^ay  i<o  ;  as  the  gtcy  fame  of  those  war- 
worn veterans    gained   in  a  hundred 
battles — of  Tdly  and  of  Wallenslcin — 
was  demo IiJ- bed  in  one  short,  swift  emu- 
paign.  by  the  young  kingly  cbatnpiun  of 
the  reformed   faith  ;  are  we  to  believe 
that    Mr.    I)'Uraeli'»    wide-txlended 
and    long-nciiuired    rt-putation   as  an 
biblorian.  literary  and  civil,  ai  a  re- 
taili-r  of  curiiuit  nnd   impoif&nt  aiicc- 
dott-s,    iL-y    a   fortunate   discoverer  of 
manuscript    aulboniies,     as    an    anli- 
<|unry«  yt  possessing  all  the  couile6%| 
and  jtolhh of  iU*j  moUctix  gcnV\t«x*»,\i

can  see  without  feeling  an  interest  in 
its  history.  This  chapter  is  very  en- 
tertaining, and  contains  a  conjecture 
that  it  was  executed  after  the  union  of 
Normandy  with  France,  and  at  the 
expense  of  the  chapter  of  the  church 
of  Bayeux.  But  this  disquisition  we 
leave  to  the  care  of  our  friend  Mr, 
Kcmpe ;  as  we  do  that  on  Queen 
Elizabeth  appointing  her  successor, 
to  the  learned  and  intelligent,  the 
Chancellor  of  the  order  of  St.  Mi- 
chael and  St.  George,  Sir  Harris 
Nicolas;  and  the  Tcstoons  of  Henry 
Eighth,  with  the  red  pimplea  on  their 
faces,  we  bequeath  to  Mr.  Hawkins  of 
the  Museum. 

The  account  of  Razzt's  writing  the 
Lives  of  the  Painters,  which  pass 
under  Vasari's  name,  is,  we  think, 
satisfactorily  disproved ;  and  Mr.  Cor- 
ncy  has  weeded  out  an  error,  which 
had  been  growing  up  in  our  mind  on 
the  subject.  We  shall  add,  that  there 
is  great  praise  of  Vasari's  Proemt  in 
Barry's  (the  painter)  Letters,  vol.  i. 
p.  180;  and  on  the  editions  of  the  work, 
and  on  the  curious  variatitnu  in  the 
Life  of  And.  del  Sarto,  see  Jay,  Re- 
cueil  de  Lettres,  p.  117. 

In  the  8th  article,  it  is  curious  to 
trace  the  wide-spread  stream  of  an  as- 
sertion, rolling  with  "  full  tide,  and 
surges  high,"  over  the  field  of  litera- 
ture, into  the  little  dripping  water- 
drops  in  some  dark  obscure  nook  of 
a  faithless  and  forgotten  volume,  from 
which  it  took  its  rise  ;  and  thus  it  ap- 
pears that  the  story  of  Cervantes 
routing  Don  Quixote  while  a  captive 
in  Barbary.  came  from  a  Mons.  I'Abb^ 
Faydit,  in  the  second  edition  of  the 
Menagiana,  "qui  lagrossitdeplusieurs 
impertinences." 

One  of  the  most  interesting  chapters 
in  the  book  is  the  ninth,  which  is  em- 
ployed in  refuting  an  assertion,  that 
the  History  of  the  World,  passing 
under  the  name  of  Sir  Walter  Ralegh, 
was  written  by  other  persons:  and  that 
his  share  was  confined  to  the  eloquent, 
grand,  and  pathetic  passages  alone. 
It  carries  us  through  some  interesting 
literary  history ;  discusses  the  charac- 
ters and  pretensions  of  those  persons 
reported  to  have  assisted  him ;  and 
nnolly  ends  by  delivering  the  venerable 
Tolame  safe  into  the  hands  of  him  who 
has  becnaOied  "Qrwtctt,  where  «U 


to  disappear  ?  Can  we  believe  that  all 
we  have  read  is  a  fiction ;  that  our 
Jaoo  is  only  a  cloud,  history  a  fable, 
and  the  long-hidden  treasures  of  dusty 
records,  nothing  hut  coins  that  have 
long  been  current,  with  some  tri- 
vial alterations  in  the  inscription? 
These  are  points  which  must  be  settled 
between  the  author  and  his  critic  ;  and 
we  shall  look  with  great  anxiety  in- 
deed to  Mr.  D'lsraeli's  justification  of 
his  work — "  Magna  est  Veritas  et  prc- 
valcbit." — We  are  great  lovers  oftruth 
and  fact,  and  if  the  fierce  collision  of 
these  two  rival  botlies  will  throw  out 
its  hitherto  latent  sparks,  we  shall  be 
gainers  by  the  "  large  argument." 
In  the  meantime,  like  Virgil's  heifer, 
we  stand  silent  spectators  of  the  con- 
flict, 
Illi  alteinantes  mults  vi  pnelia  misccnt. 

We  must, howevcr.aflFord our  readers 
some  slight  knowledge  of  the  contents 
of  Mr.  Corncy's  work.  It  is  divided 
into  thirty  heads  or  chapters  ;  each  of 
which  treats  of  some  b^uc  committed, 
or  presumed  to  be  committed,  by  the 
aumor  of  the  Curiosities  of  Literature. 
The  first  relates  to  an  assertion  of  Mr. 
D'lsraeli's,  that  "  the  original  MS.  of 
the  Cuife  of  Justinian  was  discovered 
by  the  Pisans."  Mr.  Corney  proves 
that  the  MS.  obtained  at  the  siege 
of  Amain,  in  1135,  was  that  of  the 
Pandects  of  Justinian.  He  also  dis- 
putes the  assertion  that  the  Florentine 
MS.  is  the  original:  and  brings  autho- 
rities to  bear  against  another  point 
stated  by  Mr.  D'Israeli— "  that  the 
Laws  of  Justinian  had  been  in  a  man- 
ner unknown  from  the  time  of  that 
emperor."  Thus  he  ends  his  chapter 
in  the  character  of  Honorary  Professor 
of  Criticism : — 

**  I  shall  now  pnss  scntcucc.  That  a 
D.C.L.  and  F.S.A.  should  confound  the 
Code  of  Justinion  with  the  Pandects  ; 
that  he  should  have  so  imperfect  an  ac- 
quaintance with  tlic  rules  of  evidence  as 
to  pronounce  the  Florentine  MS.  to  be 
the  original ;  that  he  should  describe  the 
Romaa  Law  as  in  a  manner  UHhtown, 
while  it  prevailed  over  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  Europe  ;  are  circumstances  which, 
subject  to  the  ri^bt  of  appeal,  are  hence- 
forth to  be  numbered  with  the  Curiosities 
tif  Literature.'^ 

The  next  article  is  on  the  Bayeux 
Tkpestry,  a  work  of  «rt  that  no  one

The  fnlluwirig  articles  on  Claren- 
dt.n,  and  on  Mary  the  Second,  show 
the  errors  that  haveariaen  from  taking 
a  roAual  expression  of  an  older  writer, 
— an  intimation — a  particular  state- 
ment— aia  the  foundation  ofa  novel  opi- 
nion, as  theba^is  of  anhiuorlcal  orga- 
ment ;  especially  if  the  original  words 
«>bould  receive  any  addition,  or  nltrrn- 
tion,  as  they  pass  from  hand  to  hand ; 
and  wc  recommend  the  account  of  the 
WooUlhorpe  I'ippin,  und  Sir  Isaac 
Newton,  to  all  persons  who  arc  carious 
in  watching  tho  progress  of  talcs  in 
each  Buccessivc  repetition  :  either  this 
npple  chani^ed  its  original  course,  or 
Sir  Ibouc  shifted  hia  cbnir ;  for  it  ccr- 
tuinly,  when  it  left  its  parent  stctn, 
fell  hf/orv  fhv  fort  of  Ihc  Pfiil'ni<>iih'-r, 
and  passed  his  sacrctl  head  uninjured, 
therefore, — **  llonoa  crit  huic  quoqoe 
romo." 

The  xxli'^  article  relates  to  that  child 
of  genius — that  rich-pluraed  bird  of 
lyric  song — him,  loo  early  lost,  whose 
name  was  enshrined  in  the  grateful 
memor>*  of  the  Wartons ;  and  the  de- 
cay of  whose  rare  mental  powers 
(that  awful  visitation  of  Providence) 
wa-i  mourned  in  jjossagrs  the  most 
elegant  and  afTifciing,  by  tho  biogra- 
])her  of  him.  and  of  bis  brethren  of 
the  tyre.  'I*he  (question  in  dispute  is 
*•  whether  Collins  burned  his  Odes 
before  the  door  of  his  publisher."  The 
Ucvcrend  Alexander  Hay,  and  the 
Ucvcrend  Alexander  Dycc,  who  both 
adorned  the  tille-pages  of  late  editions 
orCuUlnswith  tJicir  illastrioua  pnc- 
nomt-ns,  so  suitable  to  the  profession 
they  have  adopted,  are  silent  on  this 
subject,  and  the  itory  is  traced  to  a 
mistake  of  Langhorne.  Un  this  head, 
wc  exhort  Mr.  Uyce  to  favour  ua  with 
a  new  and  improved  edition  of  this 
poet,  unrivalled  in  bis  own  fine  walk 
of  genius ;  and  wc  beg  to  say,  that 
whatever  materials  we  have  collected, 
shall  Im!  placed  iti  his  hands — happy 
to  have  the  honour  of  planting  one 
humble  rtower  on  the  poet'a  grave. 

Wo  have  next  a  very  good  account 
of  that  mduiitriouB  and  judicious  an- 
ti(|UBr)an-critic,  and  general  pulvma- 
thiat,  William  Oldys;  tlic  fruits  of 
whose  well-directed  iadustry  we  are 
now  enjoyioR  in  various  departments 
of  literature.  Mr.  Cuinev  dt«i  t ibt-., 
thti.  MSS.  of  iJldys.— dtVcn'ii 
which  Mr,  U'UrM\v  Ua^X  \^\  \ 
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babbling  on  oad  wide  of  the  scent; 
which  were  often  thrown  olf  wilbotil 
Authority — mere  purerga,  and  left, 
|>erhap5,  by  their  authurs  to  take  thi*ir 
chance  in  tlie  "  Moison  dca  Enfans 
trouve*." 

Hut  WG  roust  Dot  forget  that  Mr. 
D'li»raell,  in  spite  of  the$c  few  "  fair 
dvfcctfi/'  has  great  claim  to  our  re- 
fll»cct.  lie  has  l>cen  for  near  half  a 
century — jam  senior  Pelcus — a  zea- 
lous lover  of  the  literature  of  motlcrn 
EuropCi  OS  well  aa  of  England,  and  n 
most  diligent  worl^man  in  exploring 
many  of  its  untrodden  rccefi.%e5.  He 
ha5  brought  many  curious  and  neg- 
lected facts  to  light,  and  in  bis  lat^r 
worka  ca{>ecifljly,  he  has  expressed  him- 
self in  a  style  copious,  animated,  and 
elegant.  We  tliink  his  Essay  on  the 
Genius  of  Judaism  a  work  of  very 
impressive  eloquence,  and  breathing 
.something  of  the  severe  spirit  of  the 
old  law.  'llie  shadow  of  a  Rabbi  in  bis 
furred  mantle  posseitby  us  sa  we  read, 
Uut  it  is  not  fur  us  to  hold  the  shield 
before  one  of  the  most  renowned  vete- 
rans, wliose  brows  arc  covered  with 
laurels,  and  whose  coffers  we  trust  arc 
crammed  with  bags,  the  well-earned 
produce  of  his  labours.  That  Mr. 
Corney.  too,  has  the  same  feeling,  wc 
see  by  many  a  furtive  glance  that 
peeps  through  his  comic  mask,  ile 
does  not  sit  like  a  Momus  nn  his  ale- 
bench,  breaking  his  scurrilous  jests  to 
his  gaping  followers;  he  reserves  his 
wit  lu  play  and  glitter  tike  summer 
lightning,  but  not  to  scatbc,  to  wound 
or  t(i  destroy,  l^e  knows  when  aiiU 
where  to  stop,  before

uncourtly, — and  eiicccssfully  removes 
llio  sti;;ma^  ihrowa  un  his  cbaractrr, 
from  having  been  a  piisnner  in  (he 
Fleet,  and  accused  of  being  addicted 
to  strong  potations  of  ale. 

Wc  must  cltjt>e  with  the  article  xx'tv 
—  the  pijct  Slienstonc — on  whose  his- 
tory and  writings  Mr.  Corney  has 
made  some  judicious  and  elegant  re- 
marks. Johnson  certainly  gave  a  very 
iour  and  squinting  look  on  the  Lea- 
•owcs.  and  his  hard  rcllcctiuus  arc  not 
borne  out  by  the  evidence  in  the  poet's 
works.  To  our  taste,  Shcnslone  is  ob- 
solete neither  in  his  poetry  nor  prose, 
and  we  often  turn  to  his  pages  with  re- 
n«wed  delight.  We  possess  a  copy 
of  llaiiptman's  ^1'isop  which  belonged 
to  him,  and  in  which  he  has  written — 
"  Uobcrtus  Dodslcy  Gulielmo  Shen- 
stone,  Aug.  31,  l/.'JD.  lix  rurc  nos- 
iro,  adhac  floresccntc,  Bcmigrans  le- 
gavit."  So  making  our  bow  at  the 
door,  and  departing  with  Mr.  Dndaley 
in  the  post-fhaiso,  we  lose  sight  of 
the  bard  for  four  years  ;  and  then  iind 
ourselves  in  the  gardens  of  l^rmcnon- 
ville,  beading  over  his  tomb,  and  read- 
ing the  following  graceful,  idiomatic, 
and  rythmical  inscription :~

D'lsraeli'a  mistakes  have  proceeded 
chiefly  from  two  causes ; — the  first, 
from  not  writing  his  works,  which 
are  of  a  nature  to  require  constant  re- 
ference, with  an  ample  library  like 
that  of  the  Muacum  always  at  hand; 
to  which,  wc  'shntl  add,  with  Meric 
Casaubon,  **  daily  commerce  with  re- 
verend, pious,  and  learned  divines." 
This  latter  wc  consider  most  indispen- 
sable to  him.  copious  and  well-stored  as 
his  own  shelves  may  be.  Secondly, —

Low  obscene  amours^  vain  i^rode,  and 
euiulalion  in  outvying  each  other  in  ser- 
vants, mules,  aod  equipage*),  liave  ceajtrd 
to  be  esteemed  the  one  grand  object  of 
life.  While  a  new  class  of  Dilixena  are 
springing  up.  the  tiicn  of  family,  the  old 
hiilnlgoif;,  or  <fun»  of  acmebody  as  they  are 
ciilted,  are  no  more  to  be  fecn  wilhont  n 
sliirt  ia  hired  capar,  sending  out  for  a 
pint  of  wine,  whmiever  their  coutidential 
servant  was  fortunate  enough  to  levy  Ibe 
purclintie-muney  on  the  t-haiitable  com- 
munity.

»hort  «juicr  of  lime;  wherca.-^  it  appciiri 
the  first  issue  of  the  new  coin  was  several 
months  Iwforc  Mr.  Pistnicii  entered  the 
Mint.  Mr.  W.  Wyon  waa  ippoiuted  se- 
cond engraver  in  I^IG;  and  in  Sept.  1^17, 
Mr.  Pi«tru(H^i  succeeded  ai^  chief  on  the 
death  of  Mr.  T.  Wyon.  "  In  thoje  de- 
partments of  art,  where  alone  Mr.  Pi*- 
tnict-i  conifS  into  coni|ietilion  with  our 
native  artists,  they  have  no  caujie  of  jea- 
lousy or  fear  from  his  skin  or  induatry. 
Mr.  Wyon  need  not  tarn  pale  at  hia 
coins  or  medals, — ChanLrey  and  West- 
ntacott  ni'etl  not  Khrink  from  lii!>  sculpture 
in  marble.''  In  l*-^.',  Mr.  Pistrucci'i 
services  were  discontinued,  in  conse- 
quence of  his  declining  to  cony  a  bust 
made  by  Mr.  Chantrcy  for  Geoi:ge  IV. 
which  the  King  had  commanded  sbonld 
l>e  copied  on  the  coinage.  But  Mr.  l*is- 
tnicci  continued  to  enjoy  'iO(l/.  a-year 
till  1HV«,  when  Mr.  Ticmcy  divided  the 
united  aaliiriea  of  the  chief  and  ttecond 
engravers,  between  Mr.  Wynn  and  Mr. 
Pislrucci,  giving  to  each  iWL  but  con- 
ferring the  title  of  Chief  Engraver  on  Mr. 
Wyon.  In  lH'i7,  Mr.  Pislrucci  was  per- 
mitted to  take  the  title  of  "  Medallist  to 
the  King,"  an  office  created  for  him,  with 
perniusion  to  carry  on  private  works ; 
and  he  has  since  enjoyed  au  extensive 
sale  of  came*is,  intaglios,  and  preciuua 
gems,  at  well  as  sculptures  in  marble,  in 
tke  Rijf/ol  Mint.  It  appears  that  Mr. 
Pislrucci  received  MSii/.  for  Mree  JBS|>er 
heads,  and  has  received  ITHf>/.  on  accouat 
of  the  Waterloo  Medal,  which  is  aoC  yet 
Hniabed,  if  ever  il  will  be. 

With  resiwct  to  our  coinage, — to  Mr. 
Pistmcci  we  are  indebted  for  "  The  George 
and  Dragon,"  a  l>cauliful  jirodnclioa— 
bat  here  cnda  our  prai»e.  The  heads  of 
Ueorge  III.  and  IV.  by  Mr.  Pistrucci 
have  done  nottiing  to  elevate  our  coinage  : 
and  the  hnir-crowns  of  Mr.  Wyun  in 
^t'li^,  arc  much  superior  to  those  cieiMiled 
by  Mr.  Pislrucci  in  IH'-M  ;  the  AdditjF 
of  llio  portnut  in  the  whole  coiiui;c.  uf

Oliver  and  Boyd's  New  Bdinhuryk 
Almanac  and  National  Repoeitory  for 
\HM  (its  second  year)  con^ns  a  most 
useful  body  of  lists,  tables,  and  statistics 
(in  660  closely  printed  pages),  not  only 
serving  as  a  very  complete  Court  Calen- 
dar for  Scotland,  but  even  giving  fuller 
information  in  many  national  departments 
(as  in  the  Army  and  Navy)  than  is  fur- 
nished by  our  own. 

The  Comic  Almanack  fir  1838  is  as 
whimsical  and  droll  as  any  of  its  prede- 
cessors. Thongh  it  has  wholly  failed  in 
its  attempt  to  laugh  Francis  Moore  out 
of  the  field,  it  fally  maintains  its  own  do- 
main of  fun  and  humour.  There  is  much 
Hood-ish  talent  in  the  prose  and  verse ; 
and  the  talents  of  George  Cruikshank  in 
the  etchings  of  the  Months  are  as  fresh 
as  ever.  The  miniature  silhouette  illus- 
trations of  what  used  to  be  called  red- 
letter  days  are  exceedingly  efTective.

Nov.  30,  The  Anniversary  meeting  was 
heldt  and  Mr.  Bnily  took  the  choir,  the 
Duke  of  Sussex  being  absent,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  injury  done  to  the  cap  of 
his  knee  by  a  recent  fall  at  the  House  of 
Ijords.  However,  an  excellent  address, 
on  the  part  of  his  lloyal  Highness,  was 
rend  to  the  members.  It  stated  that  Her 
JVlaje&ty  bad  become  the  Patroness  of  the 
Society;  had  signed  her  royal  name  in 
the  Register,  and  Lad  declared  her  inten- 
titm  of  continuing  the  grant  of  the  two 
annual  medals  made  by  her  two  prede- 
eeuon.  One  of  the  Royal  medals  of 
the  present  year  has  been  assigned  to  the 
Rev.  William  Whewell,  for  his  very  im- 
portant series  of  researches  upon  the 
Tides.  U  is  now  three  years  since  the 
Royal  medal  was  adjudged  to  Mr.  Lub- 
bock for  his  investigations  on  that  sub- 
ject, and  the  council  have  availed  tbcm- 
sdvet  of  the  tirst  opportunity  presented 
by  the  recurrence  of  the  cj'cle  of  the  sub- 
jects which  are  successively  entitled  to  the 
royal  medals,  to  make  a  similar  award  to 
his  colleagues  and  fellow-lubourcr.  The 
second  Royal  medal  for  the  present  year 
has  not  been  awarded.  It  was  pro- 
posed that  it  should  be  given  to  the  tiest 
memoir  presented  to  the  Society  be- 
tween the  years  1834  and  1837,  contain- 
ii^  contributions  towards  a  system  of 
G«(dogical  Chronology,  founded  upon  an 
examination  of  Fossil  Remains  and  their 
attendant  phenomena ;  but  no  such  me- 
moir has  been  received.  The  Copley 
medals  were  awarded,  the  one  to  M.  Bcc- 
querel,  for  his  various  memoirs  on  the 
su^ect  of  Electricity,  published  in  the 
M^oires  de  VAcademic  Royale  des 
Sciences  de  I'lnstiCut  de  France,  and  the 
other  to  John  Frederick  Daniel!,  esq.  Pro- 
fessor of  Chemistry  in  King's  College, 
London,  for  bis  two  papers  on  Voltaic 
Combinations,  published  in  the  Philoso- 
pbical  Transactions  for  1830. 

The  President  further  stated,  that  in 
the  conrse  of  the  year  he  bad  received  a 
letter  from  the  celebrated  Baron  de  Horn, 
boldt,  expressing  a  wish  that  Magnctiral 
Observations,  upon  a  uniform  plan,  might 
be  established  in  this  country  and  its  co- 
lollies,  with  a  view  of  making  simulta- 
infifias abfenutiffos-wish  those  which  are 


now  in  progress  to  be  made,  in  different 
parts  of  the  continent  of  Europe  and  ol' 
Northern  Asia.  A  Committee  of  the 
Council  of  the  Society  was  in  conse- 
quence formed ;  and  a  very  elaborate 
Report  was  made  by  the  Astronomer 
Royal  and  Mr.  Christie  in  November  last, 
enumerating  manyimportant  consequences 
which  might  result  from  such  a  sj'stem  of 
observations  and  pointing  out  a  series  of 
stations  where  they  might  most  efficiently 
be  made.  Measures  arc  now  in  progress 
for  the  accomplishment  of  all  these  ob- 
jects: a  Magnetical  Observatory,  which 
was  long  contemplated  and  earnestly  re- 
commended by  the  Board  of  Visitwa  of 
the  Royal  Observatory,  has  been  esta- 
blished  at  Greenwich,  in  a  situation  so 
remote  from  nil  other  buildings,  as  to  be 
altt^ether  free,  even  from  the  suspicion 
of  external  disturbances.  The  Corps  of 
Royal  Engineers  has  spontaneously  of- 
fered  to  conduct  the  requisite  observa- 
tions, ill  whatever  quarter  of  the  globe 
they  may  be  stationed ;  the  Astronomer 
Royal  has  determined  the  spedes  of  ob- 
servations to  be  made,  and  the  character 
and  construction  of  the  instruments  to  be 
used;  and  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury 
have  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Royal 
Society  the  requisite  funds  for  their  pur- 
chase. 

Mr.  Children,  one  of  the  Secretaries, 
and  Mr.  Kunig,  the  Foreign  Secretary, 
liave  retired  from  their  offices,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  increasing  duties  which 
have  been  imposed  upon  them  by  recent 
regulations  at  the  British  Museum,  having 
been  deemed  by  them  incompatible  with 
those  which  they  owed  to  the  Society.

ftOYAL    XNSTrrUTE    OP    BaiTIBH  ARCHI- 
TECTS. 

Dte.  4.  The  Institute  held  its  first 
public  meeting  of  tfae  session  1837-9,  at 
Its  ne%v  rooms  in  Lower  Grosvenor-street. 
J.  B.  Papworth,  esq.  V.P.  in  the  chair, 
opened  the  meeting  with  some  preli- 
minary  observationR,  occasioned  by  the 
change  of  the  apartments,  and  congratu- 
lated tbe  members  un  the  prospects  of  the 
Institute ;  a  letter  was  then  read  from 
Lord  Melbourne  to  tbe  President.  Earl 
de  Grey,  announcing  that  Her  Majesty 
liad  graciously  consented  to  become  the 
Patroness  of  the  Institute.  The  Duke 
of  Sutherland  was  elected  an  Honorary 
Fellow. 

Mr.  Donaldson,  Honorary  Secretary, 
read  a  letter,  received  from  the  Imperial 
Academy  at  Venice,  acknowledging  the 
receipt  of  the  presented  "  Transactiuns 
of  the  Institute,"  and  stating,  that  it  was 
the  intentiun  of  the  Academy  to  have  a 
translation  made  of  the  Kssaj-s  into  Ita- 
lian ;  and  to  pnbtiKh  designs  by  native 
artists.  A  letter  was  also  read  from  a 
Society  ut  Manchester,  requesting  the 
establishment  of  a  correspondence  on  mat- 
ters of  interest  within  the  scope  of  the 
Institute.  The  Secretary  also  stated, 
that  he  bad  received  other  letters  from 
\'arioni)  parts  of  the  country,  suggesting 
the  establishment  of  branch  societies  in 
connection  with  the  incorporated  Insti- 
tute. Various  presents  were  announced  ; 
in  particular,  specimens  of  stones  frum  the 
£yam  quarries  in  Derbyshire,  and  from 
Air.  Barr}-,  the  variutis  sorts  which  he 
had  used  in  the  new  grammar  school  at 
Birminghuit). 

A  large  folio  volume,  containing  ninety- 
one  originnl  drawings  by  Panini,  Bibiena, 
and  other  Italian  artists,  including  a  de- 
sign for  a  eandelubnim  by  Beiivenuto 
(>llini,  was  presented  liy  Sir  John  Drum, 
mond  Stewart,  through  Mr.  Borry.  Se- 
veral of  the  subjects  are  designs  for  ceil- 
ings and  dramatic  scenes ;  some  few  are 
news  of  existing  buildings ;  in  particular, 
the  Basilica  of  St.  Peter,  \if^VkXfi&  ten  v^ 
soJeom  service,  perCocme^  vj  ^  MNt« 
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reign  pontiff,  displaying  the  luminous 
cross  pendant  from  the  dome ;  another 
represented  the  splendid  corridor  leading 
from  the  pontifintl  palace  to  the  church, 
the  vastness  of  which  is  fully  displayed  by 
the  diminutive  size  of  the  figures  of  a 
procession. 

A!r.  J.  Ulore,  associate,  read  the  first 
part  of  a  paper  upon  English  architecture, 
of  which  lie  took  a  (iuccinct  historical 
view,  commencing  with  the  druidical  pe- 
riod. The  author  observed,  that  the  purest 
specimen  of  Gothic  architecture  in  this 
country  is  Salisbury  cathedral,  bearing, 
as  an  esteemed  fnend  had  stated,  the 
name  relation  to  English,  as  the  Parthe- 
non to  Grecian  architecture.  (Gent.  Mag. 
vol.  I.  part  i.  p.  406.)  This  portion  of 
the  Essay  was  concluded  with  the  gor- 
geous  stnictiires  of  Edward  the  Third's 
reign,  and  St.  Stephen's  cbapel  in  jiarti- 
cular. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Chevalier 
von  Klenze,  of  Munich,  describing  a 
monopteral  temple,  of  the  Ionic  order, 
erectra  by  him  in  the  park  at  that  city, 
embellished  by  the  aid  of  polychromy. 
The  colours  were  but  sparingly  ap- 
plied, but  the  application  was  sufficient  to 
show  their  effect  in  aid  of  architecture. 
The  caissons  enriching  the  soffit  of 
the  thohis  are  red  and  green ;  the  upper 
moulding  of  the  architrave  and  the  beds 
of  the  cornice  are  coloured,  to  throw 
out  the  profiles  of  the  mouldings;  the 
antefixae  are  also  painted,  a<t  well  as  a  buU 
bous  ornament  on  the  apex  of  the  roof. 
The  writer  gave  it  as  his  opinion,  founded 
on  research,  that  no  classical  monument 
existed  without  colour,  which  he  deemed 
an  integral  part  of  the  design,  without 
which  he  considered  a  building  would  no 
more  be  deemed  to  be  perfect  than  a  land- 
scape executed  in  Indian  ink. 

On  the  subject  of  coloured  architecture, 
a  letter  from  Mr.  Pittakis,  of  Athens, 
was  read,  accompanied  by  fragments  found 
on  the  site  of  tlie  Parthenon  in  some  re- 
cent excavations,  as  well  as  some  actual 
red  colour  in  powder,  discovered  on  an 
ancient  vase,  all  tending  to  establish  the 
use  and  prevalence  of  polychromatic  or- 
nament. 

Dfc,  18.  J.  P.  Robinson,  esq.  V.P.  in 
the  chair.  Sir  Robert  Peel,  Bart,  waa 
unanimously  elected  an  Honorary  Mem- 
ber. Mr.  Cole,  the  gentleman  who  is 
known  by  the  drawings  he  made  of  the 
ancient  building  in  Palace  Vard,  and 
which  waa,  or  supposed  to  be,  the  Star- 
chamber,  exhibited  drawinga  of  the  tower 
of  Probiu  church,  one  of  the  latest  ex- 
amptei  of  Gothic  architecture ;  and  of  the 
Minted  wreen,  formeriTthe  roodloft,  of 
Artmomtb  dhweb.  This  eiectioii  it

of  granite,  also  painted*;  and  (what  is 
extraordinary' in  an  ancient  church)  two 
reading  desks.  The  mouldings  of  this 
beautiful  specimen  are  gilt,  relieved  by 
green,  n-ith  purple  and  vcrmillion  grounds; 
the  dado  is  pamted  with  half  lengths  of 
saints  in  colours.  The  work  is  evidently 
very  late  in  its  execution,  but  no  date 
appears  to  l>e  assigned  to  it. 

Mr.  Godwin  exhibited  two  panels  of 
gilt  leather  from  Harrington -house,  St. 
James's,  lately  pulled  down :  they  were  by 
no  means  so  early  as  the  leather  hangings 
so  often  met  with  in  ancient  houses.  The 
fiishion  is  probably  not  older  than  the  in- 
troduction of  the  style  of  architecture 
known  as  the  "  Elizabethan." 

Mr.  Donaldson  concluded  the  reading 
of  Mr.  Blore's  paper  on  Gothic  architec- 
ture. Mr.  Chantrell,  of  Leeds,  commu- 
nicated an  account  of  Springfield  and 
other  quarries  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Leeds.  Mr.  Donaldson  read  a  paper  on 
architectural  notation,  occasioned  by  the 
confusion  which  arises  from  the  different 
modes  adopted  by  architectural  writers. 
He  suggested,  for  the  take  of  uuiformity, 
that  the  small  circle  used  in  astronomy 
should  be  adopted  to  signify  feet  in  ar- 
chitecture ;  for  our  own  part  we  see  no 
valid  objection  to  the  use  of  the  initial 
letters,  signifying  feet  and  inches.  Baron 
Wetterstedt  exhibited  his  marine  metal, 
and  uiiged  its  advantages  as  a  covering  for 
roofs.  The  institute  then  adjourned  un- 
til  after  Christmas. 


ARCHITECTURAI.   SOCIETY. 

Nov.  7.  This  Society  met  at  their  rooms 
in  Lincoln's-inn-fields,  for  the  first  time 
in  the  present  session.  W.  D.  Clarke, 
President,  in  the  chair,  read  an  opening 
address.  Numerous  drawing^  were  exhi- 
hited  by  Messrs.  G.  Moore,  H.  Dunbury, 
W.  Grellier,  and  other  members.  The 
Curator  announced  various  donations  to 
the  library  and  museum,  and  also  the  sub- 
jects for  the  students'  prizes  for  the  ses- 
sion WSSn  and  1838.  Some  beautiful  and 
elaborate  casts  of  uralKsques,  taken  from 
tbe  Alliambra,  were  contributed  by  Mr. 
Owen  Jones,  and  elucidated  by  a  view,  iu 
outline,  of  the  interior,  etched  by  Mr.  J. 
Bury,  member.

The  Rev.  Joseph  HiinUT,  F.S.A. 
rontmunloatcd  an  iiitercsLiii^  imrrnllrr, 
derived  from  doeimientb  recently  disco- 
vered among  tlie  Exchequer  recordi*,  of  tlic 
mea-iure*  taken  early  in  the  reign  of  Ed- 
ward the  Third,  for  tbc-  Bppreben&ion  ol 
Sir  Thoniiis  de-  Gouruny.one  of  the  sup- 
posed  murderers  uf  the  king's  futhcrt  ear- 
ryuti^  on  the  historv  beyond  the  documents 
in  the  Ka-dera.  '/'lie  only  early  ebi'oni- 
clerA  nbo  have  noticed  bia  history,  are 
De  la  Moore  and  WalNinglutn,  who  state 
that,  having  escaped  to  the  continent, 
be  wjus taken  at  Marseilles;  that  his  jour- 
ney to  Kiigtuiid,  in  cuHtody,  was  com- 
menced; and  that,  by  the  orders  of  aointi 
iiitbmntial  parties  in  Kngland,  be  waa 
belii-uded  on  biiard  ship,  un  tlie  voyage, 
fruui  !i  feur  thai  he  would  impUealc  others, 
if  brought  to  triiil  here.  ^Atl  of  tbift  was 
?;bown,  by  the  new  doi:umunt«  on  which 
Air.  Ilunter'ti  nurrativo  was  founded,  to 
be  tuKuioui.  It  now  appear<t,  that  he 
WH<.  tir<i(  tukcii  Dt  Burgas,  and  that  Ei^d- 
Uiird  Ul.  itiiir.cdi.tiily  ili^puiL-bed  amed' 
Monger  to  deniund  biiii  from  the  S|tani<!ih 
autiioritles,  and  hiiiig  biin  to  KngUnd 
for  trial,  'i'hc  messenger  went  to  the 
SiMninh  roiirt,  und  fulloHcd  it  from  pliire 
lit  place  for  soiiit:  niutilbs,  during  which 
lime  he  wu*^  put  off  by  exruMrs  and  delays, 
wliirb  show  II  relnrtaiHT  in  the  govcrnnictit 
of  Sjiain  to  give  up  the  prisoner,  llnving, 
at  la-^t,  however,  obtaineil  an  order  furhm 
delivery,  be  pT«H:cedLMJ  to  Biinros,  where 
he  di  ■(Covered  that  Ctouniay  Und  tuuwA 
means  to  fKCflin.*.  'V\it  nw-wi-vw^v^  vV«;u 
j'/wcedeU  in   VRriona   d'lttcUww,  cuA^n. 
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voiiring  to  discover  the  place  of  the 
fugitive's  retreat ;  and,  at  length,  returned 
tu  Knglund,  after  un  absence  of  more 
than  twelve  months,  without  having  at- 
tained the  object  of  hia  mission.  Sub- 
sequently, however.  Sir  Thomas  de  Gour- 
nay  was  mode  prisoner  at  Naples;  on 
hearing  of  which  Edward  III.  immediately 
despatched  another  messenger,  with  a 
letter  to  the  king  of  Sidly,  demanding  the 
custody  of  the  prisoner  for  triul  in  Eng- 
land. The  request  was  complied  ^vitli ; 
and  Goumay  set  off,  in  custody,  on  his 
journey  hither.  He  is  then  traced  to  se- 
veral places  un  the  route,  the  progress 
being  interrupted,  when  in  Catalonia,  by 
the  illness  of  the  prisoner,  until  his  arri- 
val  at  Buyonne,  where  he  was  again  ill; 
and  so  far  from  a  desire  to  dispose  of 
him  before  his  arrival  in  England,  it  ap- 
pears that  every  care  was  lukcii  of  him, 
as  he  was  attended  by  two  physicians, 
the  expen.se  of  which  was  chuiged  to  the 
English  govemmcitt.  He,  however,  died 
at  Jiayonnc,  nnd  his  body  was  brought 
to  England,  in  I.'332.

It  was 
the  first  work  on  the  subject  published  in 
England,  and  appeared  in  the  vear  154().

Boke."     The  first  edition  has  the  nauie 
of  Dr.  Richard  Jonas,  phybiciun  to  Queen 
Katharine  of  Arragon;  but  the  subsequent 
editions,  that  of  Dr.  Thomas  Kaynold, 
the  actual  translator.    It  was  frequently 
reprinted,  and  Mr.  l^uttign-w  exhibited 
seven  early  editions.

pennies,  found  on  the  premises  of  Mrs.

They  belong 
to  Wulfred  and  Ceonwulf,  Archbishops 
of  Canterbury,  some  to  kings  of  Mcrcia, 
and  others  to  Egbert,  &c.  .but  none  later 
than  the  year  890.  With  these  were 
found  a  very  singular  fork  and  spoon,  or- 
namented with  Runic  knots,  and  un- 
doubtedly of  the  same  age.

THE  DENARII  FOUND  NEAB  MAIDENHEAD. 

Mn.  Urban, 

When  I  visited  the  site  of  the  discovery 
of  the  coins,  the  locality  of  which  is  so 
correctly  described  by  your  corrcspundeitt 
G.  C.  G.  (Dec.  p.  633.)  the  tcsrimony  of 
ueveral  persons,  of  opposite  interests,  con- 
curred to  convince  me,  that  the  number 
could  not  be  far  short  of  800. 

The  first  urn  that  was  turned  up,  all 

re,  contained  at  a  moderate  calculation 
It  500.  One  of  the  overseers  of  the 
railway  workmen,  then  caused  further 
search  to  be  made  on  the  same  spot,  and 
a  second  vessel  of  300  soon  repaid  his 
exertions. 

Upon  making  inquiry  at  the  office  of 
the  works,  I  was  told,  that  orders  had 
been  given  for  the  coins  to  be  collected 
in,  and  sent  to  London,  and  that  in  con- 
sequence, as  fur  as  was  possible,  they  had 
been  gathered  up  and  transmitted  to  the 
engineer ;  but,  following  up  the  search,  I 
obtained  no  inspection  of  auout  40  in  the 
po.^scssion  of  various  persons  residing  in 
thL>  neighbourhood,  and  eventually  saw 
abotit  40  more  at  the  Engineer's  office  in 
London ;  a  tritling  number  compared  with 
the  actual  quantity  found.  The  coins  I 
examined  (exclusive  of  a  tew  which,  from 
a  thick  coating  of  rust,  could  not  be 
classed,)  were  of  Nero,  Vespasian,  Titus, 
Domitian,  Trajan,  Marciana,  Hadrian, 
iElius,  Sabina,  Antoninus  Pius,  Faustina 
the  Elder,  Marcus  Aureliua,  and  Faustina 
the  Younger. 

The  rarest  reverses  were  the  "  Sow 
and  Pigs "  of  Vespasian  ;  the  Galley, 
*'  Hispania,"  and  ••  Hestitutori  Gallise"  of 
Hadrian,  and  MarcuR  AurcHus  on  the  re- 
verse of  Antoninus  Pius,  The  later  coins 
were  well  preserved  ;  but  the  earlier  ones 
all,  more  or  less,  rubbed  and  worn. 

The  time  of  their  importation  woidd 
appear  to  be  about  the  period  of  the  ex- 

Kidition  of  Calphurnius*  Agricolu  to 
ritidn,  in  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of 
Aureliuii.  But  thiti  conjecture  is  only 
tenable  upon  present  evidence,  for,  among 
the  dispersed  or  concealed  hundnMls,  there 
may  be  many  more  recent  than  those  yet 
recorded.

The  Noble  Lord  concluMed 
by  moving  for  a  return  of  all  the  rct\ariU 
o0t!red  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  for  I  lie 
discovery  of  the  perpetrator*  of  murden 
and  other  outragci  between  Jan.  ]S3Gand 
Jan.  1837,  he. —  The  Earl  of  MuU/rave 
denied  that  tbe  Government  hnd  ronni\-ed 
at  any  conspiracy,  or  thnt  the  nppuint- 
nienc  of  pArties  connected  with  ]>olitical 
agitariuii  to  office  Imd  any  t-iTerl  In  pro- 
ducing tbe  violence  deecribcd.  There 
was  nothing  polifical  in  the  exi^tin^  com- 
biiintions.  The  tniiifpiilltty  inciilioiied  in 
the  Queen's  Speech  alluded  to  the  ab- 
sence of  all  insurrectionary  moveniciita, 
from  which  Ireland  at  tbe  present  mo- 
ment was  |>eculiarly  free.  This  tran- 
quillity arose  from  tbe  confidence  esta- 
blished between  the  Govenunent  and  the 
governed,  in  coni>equeiicc  of  the  distribu- 
tion of  cijuiil  justice.  The  Nuble  Lord 
contended  that  crime  was  less  in  the  last

EAST  isDirs. 

The  Kinir  of  Unde  is  dead ;  and  his 
uncle,  the  Nuwuub  Nusseer  Ood-dowlah, 
has  licen  proclaimed  at  l^ucknow,  with 
the  sanction  of  the  British  Resident,  but 
not  without  bloodshed.  He  is  a  prince 
of  good  reputation,  the  second  of  ninny 
lirutheift,  of  whom  the  eldest,  Nuvraub 
£^bum<K>ud-dow1uh,  died  about  nine  years 
apo  in  (.lalcutta,  and  thereby,  according  to 
Mahomedjin  law,  which  docs  wot  recog- 
ni»e  the  principle  of  itiberitiinre  by  ''stir- 
pi*,"  deprived  hia  iions  uf  the  presumptive 
rigiit  thev  would  hove  Imd  in  ittcce^sion 
to  tbeir  father,  had  he  sninved  tbe  late 
King.  HiB  deceased  Mnjc^ly  was  the 
sun  of  Ohazuood-deeii  llyder,  tbe  eldest 
son  of  Suudut  Jung. 

AUKBICA. 

A  treaty  was  recently  concluded  be. 
t^veen  tbe  Sioux  und  Suciiof  the  Missouri, 
and  the  Sacs  and  Koxe»  of  the  .MiBsissipi)!, 
in  Dr.  Laurie'*  elmnrh,  New  York.  The 
Seci^tary  of  War,  the  Secretary  of  tbo 
Treasury-,  sevend  Indian  agents,  and  other 
gentlemen  were  present.  There  were 
asaembled  7-i  Indians,  vix.  ^l  Sacs  and 
Foxes^  18  loways  and  8nc*,  and  *(?  Win- 
nebagoes.  Tbe  hitter  attended  aa  »pec. 
tators.  The  treaties  having  tn^n  hignod, 
the  Secretary  of  War  pUiced  round  the 
neck»  of  the  principal  Indians  handsome 
silver  medals.  On  one  !<ide  was  the  por- 
trait of  the  President,  and  under  it  the 
words  *'  Murtin  Van  Burcn,  Prewdent  of 
the  United  States,  A.D.  1837."  On  tbo 
other  aide  were  engraved  the  words 
'*■  Peace  and  Kriendship,"  with  a  toma- 
hawk reversed,  tmd  crossed  with  a  pipe. 

CANADA. 

The  discontents  in  Lower  Cnnada,  fo- 
mented by  the  old  French  p<irty,  have  at 
length  broken  out  into  the  appeuninec  of 
actual  civil  war.  Accounts  have  arriv 
of  two  skirmishes.

The  Karl's  funeinl  tooV  jiloce  at  Pet- 
worth  on  the  SI  St  Norcniber,  with  much 
heartfelt  sorrow,  amid  many  outward 
tokens  of  respect  to  the  departed  Noble- 
man.  The  body  did  not  Uc  in  state,  but 
oil  i>ersons,  howsoever  poor,  were  allowed 
to  take  a  |>arcing  view  of  ic  up  to  Tuesday 
night,  the  I4ch.  It  was  laid  in  a  leaden 
coffin,  ill  the  late  Lord's  bedroom,  clothed 
in  white  uitin.  The  bead  wan  covered 
with  a  white  aatin  cap ;  the  features  of 
the  venerable  Earl  were  not  iti  any  way 
distorted ;  so  quiet  and  so  calm  wa:*  their 
cxpreaaion,  that  many  of  the  beholdert 
could  scarcely  pcrsiwde  thcntwives  their 
benerolent  fnend  bad  ceased  to  breathe. 
The  leaden  coflin  was  nest  day  placed 
within  another  rolTni  covered  with  purple 
velvet,  ornamented  with  brass  nails.  It 
wus  then  removed  into  the  marble  ball, 
and  ihere  left  till  the  time  appointed  for 
the  burial  on  Tuesday  the  51st,  when  it 
was  (sirricd  nut  by  twelve  Uboiurers,  aud 
placed  on  a  car  which  stood  in  front  of 
the  house,  and  whicli,  by  means  of  six 
handles  on  each  side,  was  slowly  propelled 
to  the  place  of  interment.  The  luneral 
procession,  which  wax  pedesttian,  »urced 
at  half>)mst  two  o'clock,  proceeding  round 
the  housp,  out  at  tbc  loage  by  tbe  stable- 
yard,  and  so  throt^  the  town  to  Pet- 
worth  in  the  following  order  :

By  the  Earl's  will,  Colonel  Geoi^e 
Wyndliam  (his  lordshtp^s  eldest  son)  is  to 
take  Petwortfa,  the  estates  adjoining  and 
€0,000/.  in  cash;  Major- General  Wynd- 
ham (the  second  son)  the  estates  around 
Cockermouth,  in  Cumberland,  amount- 
iiw  to  15,000/.  a-year ;  and  Colonel 
Charles  W^dham  (the  youngest  son)  the 
whole  of  his  funded  property,  amounting 
to  about  230,000/,  3  per  cents.  To  earh 
of  his  daughters  he  has  left  1^,000/. 
The  present  Earl,  his  nephew,  succeeds 
to  the  old  family  estate  of  Orchard  Wynd. 
ham,  in  Somersetshire,  and  others  in 
Devon  and  Com\vaII,  amounting  to 
16,000/.  a-year.  He  is  the  on!^  surviving 
aon  of  the  Hon.  Frederick  Willum  Wynd- 
ham, who  died  in  18S8 ;  was  liom  in  1785, 
is  a  Captain  R.N.  and  married  in  1^ 
Jane,  third  daughter  of  the  Rev.  William 
Roberts,  Vice  Provost  of  Eton  college, 
but,  having  no  imiie,  is  the  last  mate  heir 
in  remainder  to  the  title. 

Legacies  are  left  to  many  friends  and

Chondos  fitriKli,  who 
was  absent,  he  took  the  duties  of  the  oAice 
upon  himself,  at>  the  proxy  of  Mr.  Leigh, 
for  the  firrt  year.  He  presided  at  the 
hirge  meeiint;  hi-ld  in  October  IK'JU,  at 
wliich  frufessor  Auckland  was  present; 
and  be  took  the  chair  at  a  dinner  of  some 
of  tin."  fiiends  of  the  Society,  after  the 
first  annual  mec-ting  in  May,  in  the  pre- 
sent year  j  ut  wliicn  he  expressed  a  hope, 
now  unexpectedly  and  forever  frustrated^ 
of  meeting  many  moro  of  the  supporters 
of  it  Dt  .•subscqut.'nt  annual  festivals.  From 
thu  monthly  meetings  of  the  Council  of 
the  Society  he  wus  never  absent  when  in

Mr.  Hibbert  wr« 
selected  to  move  tbe  resolutions  of  tbe 
merehsntf^,  bankers,  and  traders,  which 
led  til  llif  iinpo»ilinn  of  tbe  property  tax» 
in  17W, — when  the' exigences  of  tbe  nation 
required  tbe  sacrifice ;  and  again  to  move 
tho<e  resolutions  which  forced  iti>  repeal, 
in  I8J(J,  when  the  govcrnmcnl  seemed  to 
have  forgotten  the  conditions  under  which 
the  tax  hud  been  imposed.  Wbon,  in 
Aiigiiitt  I  H)h,  that  eelebruted  welcome 
u*u  given  by  the  citizens  of  London  to 
the  Spaniftb  delegates  who  eiime  to  suppli- 
cate the  assistance  of  Great  liritiun,  Mr. 
Hibbert  presided,  jointly  with  hi»t  friends. 
Sir  Francis  Itaring  und  Mr.  Uecatoii 
Lonp,  over  that  tipirii-stirrinj,'  meetinr ; 
and  lu!;  muse,  eviT  ready  to  illustrate  the 
litdc  ihtidcnts  of  *tocicly,  or  the  graver 
matters  of  public  feeling,  produced  those 
verses  which  were  sung  at  the  dinner, 
ond  wliirh  we  have  sinec  won  attributed 
to  .Mr.  C^nninjT. 

Without  decking  to  revi%*e  dificn*iMons,

Among  tile  appointments  which    de- 
volved  upon  one  so  competent  to    dis- 
charge   thrir   dulJCH,    may   be   numbered 
thiit   ol  Chflimian  of  the  ConHnittee  of 
West  Jndift  Mercbnnih,  and  also  that  of 
Agent  for  the  Island  of  Jomnira,     AU 
though  Mr.  Hihhert  hud  never  resided  in 
that  colony,  the  jurt  influence  nhicb  he 
exercised  in  the  support  of  the  colonial 
f«u»e,  led  lo   his  being   elected   by  the 
Hoirtc  of  AsKfnihly,  on  the  resignation  i 
uf  Mr.  Lyon  in  18l2,  to  that  htmourabl^ 
■ml  must  mponsibic  situation,  with  the 
onnual  salarv  of  IMOI.     He  was  neveil 
Ctffics  cleeted  in  suluioijuent  yentH  tn  the 
rami)  oflice,  without  a  dissenoent  ^'oice  in 
either  bmneh  of  the  Colonial  LegiDlatiird^ 
and  the  result  iva«  usually  ronveyeil  to 
him  in  the  mo*it  lluttcring  term",  expren*! 
•ivc  of  the  muibated  confidfloce  of  bte' 
con^timents,   and  of  (heir  »eni»o  of  hi* 
/eul.  attention,  and  ability.     Mr.  Hibberft 
continued  fo  hold  this  Fttnution  until  tho 
yeur  \XiO,  when  (to  use  bis  own  words) 
**«ge,  iind  increasing  infirmities,  rendered 
il  eqiiully  ^tiitttblo  to  him,  a^  it  wa»  duo 
to  the  interest  of  hU  conititiientfi,  that  a

In  IKll  he  resigned  the  chair  of  the  West 
India  Merchants.     The  body  of  Planter* 
and    Mert'honts  jircscnted   him    with   a 
piece  of  plute,  '*  lo  perpetuate  their  seme 
of  bis  distirigui>hrd  serviceo,  and   iheJr 
feelirtgB  of  alfectionate  respect  :" — and  ■ 
public  dinner  wa$  given  to  him  by  that 
body  at  on  earlier  period,  at  tvhirti  His 
Mniesty's  mininters,  ond  most    persons, 
<  ivil  or  military,  connected  with  the  West 
India  t  ol<mte»,   were  present.      To  thi<( 
compUment   Air.    Hibbert  nttoched    the 
greater  value,  as  It  ha«  been  rarely  eon. 
fcrred  un  »  private  individoal  not  entering 
upon,  or  rctunnng  from  the  ehnrgc  of  a 
ColoninI  Govcrumcnt. 

Laborious  as  were  his  public  duties, 
Mr,  Hibbert  was  amongst  those  who,  pos- 
sessing a  keen  relisb  and  enjoyment  for 
litemtarc  ond  the  arts,  sought  and  ob- 
tained relief  from  the  nniieues  of  active 
life,  in  sonic  of  the  most  rationd  and  de- 
lightful pursuiCfi  in  whieh  the  mind  can 
engage  itself.  Jle  wu»  elected  a  FcUow 
of  the  Kofdl  Si»ciety  in  1811,  and  of  the 
Society  of"^  Antiqiurica  in  the  following 
jrrur.

lie  wnB  an  excellent  botnni'tt.  Tlie 
collertion  of  plants  at  hie  residence  iil 
Cbiphum  was  rommenced  iibout  the  yenr 
1706.  In  forming;  it,  he  employed  aifents 
inaimtKt  every  port  of  the  slobt-;  imd  he 
was  the  means  of  introducinf;  into  this 
country  mitny  new  nnd  beautiful  Kpeeies, 
and  some  new  genera  uf  plnnt^t  nomc  of 
which  ore  now  common  in  our  (ynrdens; 
othcra  have  never  blo^tiomcd  except  in  lii« 
greenhoufie.  A  reference  tu  the  bolnnt. 
nl  works  of  the  dity  will  iiuniciently  fihow 
the  high  rank  wbieti  the  riuphum  collec- 
Hon  held  both  herennd  on  the  Contiopnt. 
Mr.  Ilibbert  had  none  of  the  ordinury 
jelllou!^il<fi  of  a  rollectur,  but  litientlty  iltn- 
tribuled  to  others  whatever  lie  jiosw-K^ed, 
which  was  either  new  or  curious.  >Ie 
wun  not  always  nnel  by  similar  liberality; 
tutd  he  had  reason  to  know  tbnl  order-^ 
were  given  in  the  highest  <]uarleri  at 
home,  to  impart  none  of  the  acquiMtioim 
in  the  Koyal  Gardens  to  him.  To  the 
Empress  Josephine,  on  the  coittnry,  hiA 
cullri'linn  wn*.  repiMlt'iIly  imlehtrd. 

His  collrctions  of  prints  and  drawtngg, 
which  he  formed  about  the  tame  period, 
were  chosen  with  nuuh  jud^nicnt.

For 
bis  cxtmnidiiiBry  exertions  on  ibis  oc<ui- 
saon,  tbe  nicrcbunts  presented  CupL  Bosk,

ounces.  He  was  promoted  to  post-raukj 
Nor.

Witb  refereupe  to  the  etymology  of  the 
name  of  Ripun  (Drc.  p.  Gil),  W.  re- 
marks, "  BiMhop  Gibfton  id  his  edition  of 
the  Saxon  Chronicle,  gireii  no  derivation 
of  Ripoii.  But  in  the  Chronicle  itaelf  we 
have  twice  mentioa  of  the  Abhat  to 
Hripvm  and  on  Hipum,  meaning  the  Abbat 
of  the  minster  at  Ripon.  This  occurs 
at  an  early  date  in  the  Chronicle.  The  two 
words  are  dativea  piural,  governed  by  the 
preposition.  In  Gibson's  index  we  find 
mention  of  the  church  as  Hrppptirtna 
eyrie  and  IlrtopMatna  cyric  (according  to 
the  readings  of  different  MSS.)-  Thia 
word  is  in  the  genitive  plural.  From  this 
I  should  conjecture  that  the  name  of  the 
place  was  derived  from  that  of  a  tribe 
who  inhabited  the  district,  and  to  whom 
tho  church  belonged,  lie  first  fonut 
supposing  it  represented  in  its  nomlnatire 
plural  by  Hipet  in  Latin,  would  be  trans. 
lated  by  Ripibtu.  Tho  latter  may  be 
translated  HripaHmnnm  Keclenat  as  we 
have  Somerw/ensea.  y  for  to,  'and  vict 
vtTMAf  is  a  very  common  interrnange  of 
Towrh  in  different  dialects.  The  way  in 
which  the  modern  name  would  be  formed 
wotild  be  this.  The  Abbat  is  upoken  of 
as  being  Abbat  amonf^  the  Hipet.  The 
church  or  monastery,  being  very  ancient, 
was  probably  built  in  a  solitary  place,  not 
in  a  town  ;  and,  belonging  to  this  tribe, 
would  in  that  early  time  be  known  as  their 
monastery  (or  church)  Ripium  Monatte- 
rium ;  which  would  be  in  Saxon  Hripna 
ntj/nnier,  which  in  the  Saxon  of  the  1  ?th 
century,  when  the  language  brgnn  to 
change,  would  become  tiripent  minuter, 
or  Ripene  miiuter,  and  no  by  degrees  the 
name,  losing  its  original  signification  to 
people's  ears,  would  be  taken  as  signifying 
simply  the  place;  which  may  not  have  had 
any  other  name." 

H.  G.  remarks:  *'  In  the  memoirs  of 
the  Earl  of  Arundel  (Gent.  Mag.  CIII. 
ii.  497)  are  some  notices  of  his  son-in- 
law,  Sir  John  Ratcliffe,  Knt.  and  a  copy 
of  the  inscription  (derived  from  Stowo) 
from  the  church  of  St.  Olave,  Hart-street, 
London,  giving  Am  death  in  ].'iH,%,  and 
that  of  his  lady  in  15G8.  Upon  reference 
to  the  extracts  of  the  registers  of  that 
parish  printed  in  CoU.  Top.  ct  Gen.  ii. 
:U4,  'M'i,  this  will  be  seen  to  be  an  error, 
and  that  the  latter  date  applies  to  his 
decease,  and  the  former  to  that  of  his 
lady,  who  survived  him  neventeen  years  ; 
consequently,  the  <bte  of  his  knighthood 
in  ISKO  is  likewise  incorrect.  She  luhse- 
qucntly  married  Richard  Burklond.  Esq. 
by  whom  she  had  iasue,  and  was  (inallj 
the  wife  of  John  Fuller,  Esq.  Judge  of  the 
ShcrifTs  Court  in  Guildhall,  whose  will  is 


dated  in  !.'>£»:!.  (ibid.)  I  fmd  she  was  the 
youngest  daughter  nnd  coheir  of  Tliomai 
Benidte,  ('lurenceux  king  of  armti,  (see 
Noble,  II.*!)  and  hence  may  be  appropri- 
ated the  bearing  ascribed  to  the  kneeling 
effigy  in  St.  Olave,  Hart -street,  by  an 
able  correspondent  in  (icnt.  Mag.  Vul. 
XCIII.  i.  ;tl(i,  which  may  ser^'e  to  iden- 
tify it  as  the  wife  of  Sir  Juhn  Ratelilfe, 
viz.  a  chevron  engrailed  between  tlirce 
roumlles,  on  a  chief  a  Uim  passant  be- 
tween two  cross -crosslcts  fitch£.  Noble 
gives  the  anns  of  Benolte  incorrectly, 
omitting  the  crosslcts."

Whatever  is  curious  aiul  iuterestiu^,  beautiful  and 
coblimc,  couu'9  under  liis  objcrvalioii  ;  illustrations  are  brought  from  every 
leiuotc  quarter  of  the  globe,  the  opinions  mid  usa^r^'s  of  iuitiquity  arc  placed 
side  by  side  with  lhof»c  of  the  mwiorns,  aiid.iu  fact,  Science  ii  introduced 
M  leAriing  on  the  arms  of  Taetc  aud  Imngiuatinii.  The  volumes,  we  think, 
will  be  (Ktpular  from  the  variety  of  ciUertuinment  and  instnictiou  they 
afford:  while  t'ltmctn  from  variou*<  writers,  and  quotations  fram  the  liAtin 
and  Kuglish  |mx'Is,  relieve  the  tedium  which  we  arc  afraid  is  more  or  Icaa 
ftfltj  when  a  vaat  variety  of  separate  facts  aje  brouf^ht  before  llio  mind  in 
rapid  succcsaioii.

In  the  same  manner, 
we  hnvc  always  considered  the  very  curious  and  clever  volumes  of  DerUam 
to  have  been  injured  by  the  va^t  multiplicity  of  the  examples  ;  a  fault 
which  the  more  judicious  Palcy  knew  welt  how  to  avoid :  who  gave  \vhat 
Lord  Bacon  would  call  a  few  leading  and  prerogative  instances,  im- 
preued  them  on  the  mind  by  the  clcarucss  and  fulness  of  bis  illuslra- 
tions,  coDtiected  them  by  the  soundness  of  his  reasonings,  and  tfave 
U»cni  weight  by  the  accuracy  of  his  deductions.  Wc  shall  now  tna^e  a 
few  obscnatjoiis  as  we  go  through  the  whole.

We 
should  consider,  thnt  bt;sidcs  the  ordinsr^'  limits  of  iiattirc,  repeated  inju- 
rica  by  winter  storms,  tearing  ofi'  Iheir  larger  limbs  (so*  the  plates  of 
them),  would  alone  prevent  their  attaining  the  extreme  age  mentioned,  as 
snch  injuries  nre  fatal  to  the  health  of  plants.  The  eypieases  by  Lago 
Maggiorc  are  said  to  be  asccituined  by  deeds  to  be  near  2000  years  old. 
How  could  ChariUn  know  tlie  plane  tree  he  saw  was  1000  years  old  ?  the 
largest  trees  of  this  kind  existing  are  in  Turkey  ;  one  50  feet  in  girth,  autl 
one  near  ICO  at  Hnynkdere  :  the  former  was  planted,  we  believe,  on  some 
fortunstc  occasion,  as  the  birth  of  an  heir  to  the  Sultau,  nud  is  about  500 
years  old,  but  already  in  a  state  of  decay.  On  this  chapter,  Mr.  Bucke 
should  have  read  Humboldt's  Tableau  do  la  Nature  and  Dc  Candolle,  sud 
had  a  couvcrsation  with  old  Mr.  Lambert,  ami  his  iuformatiou  would  have 
l>eeu  more  correct.  He  should  have  looked  too  into  Mr.  Loudon's  nio«t 
excellent  and  valuable  Arboretum  Britannicum,  a  treasure  of  information 
on  Dendrology. 

P.  120.  We  cannot  construe  Mr-  Bucke's  cpitiph  on  himself: 
'•  In  spc  et  tranquillitatc  domiio  tcmj>catati6«ff." 
But  we  will  tell  him  a  story  from  Sir  Kenelm  Digby,  which  his  tem|)e8tali- 
bus  has  brought  to  our  minds.  "  Upon  a  time,  a  truant  schooM)uy  came 
home  to  see  his  friends,  being  asked  by  his  father  MJiat  was  liatin  for 
ircffrf,  answered,  *  breadibus  i' — what  for  l/eer^  '  beeribus ;'  and  the  like 
of  :dl  other  things  he  asked  him  j  adding  only  a  termination  iu  bus  to  the 
plain  Knglish  word,  which  his  father  perceiving,  and  though  ignorant  of 
Latin,  plainly  apprehending  that  the  mysteries  bis  son  had  learnt  deserved 
not  tlic  expense  of  keeping  him  at  school,  bade  him  immediately  put  off 
his  hoitibug,  and  akooiibus,  and  fall  to  his  old  trade  of  treading  morlcributy 

P.  200.  **  .\  uiennaid  is  uot  a  more  extraordinary  animal  than  a  nioukey." 
Having  pronounced  this  somewhat  paradoxical  assertion,  Mr.  Bncke  goes 
on  to  mention  divers  mermaids,  "  having  bosoms  prominent  as  a  girl  of 
sixteen,  and  profusion  of  lung  dark  brown  hair,  full  dark  eyes,  hands  iind 
arms  like  the  human  S(iccies,  8cc."  in  sliort,  who  might  have  appeared  at 
Almnck's,  and  been  considered  as  remarkably  fine  women.  Dues  not  Mr. 
Bucke  see  that  such  a  creature  as  he  describes  must  be  utterly  tir/cnceitsf 
ill  the  wide  oi:ean  ^  and  consequently  the  prey  of  c^^cry  porpoise,  shark,  and 
era  monster  that  approaches — without  speed  to  6y,  or  strength  to  resist  ? 
The  mermaid  conld  only  exist,  like  other  defenceless  fish,  by  going  in 
large  shoals,  and  preserving  their  race  from  extinction  by  their  numbers. 
But  if  80,  we  sliould  Imve  been  able  long  ago  to  hare  cleared  up  the 
disputed  fact  of  their  existence.  Whoever  pretended  to  see  more  thaii 
a  solitary  mermaid  ^ — What  a  demand  there  would  have  l>cen  for  pock4:t 
cninbs  and  looking-glasses  when  a  shoal  of  mermaids  arrived  oflflhe  coast ! 
The  (Jrford  mutister,  we  have  no  doubt,  wns  sonic  h;df-witted,  cni7y  wretch, 
neglected,  and  left  to  wander  away  at  uUI,  in  times  when  Humanity  had 
not  formed  a.*>ylumB  for  the  afllieted^  or  apiKfintcd  guanlinns  to  attend 
them.  Uecollcct  what  Lord  Bacon  says: — "  Men  favour  wonders/'  aud 
"  Mngfios  niendiicii  est  crednlilas."

As  we  cannot  expect  our  Hinged  songstress  from  Egypt  till  long  after 
her  more  attractive  sisters  appear  in  their  annual  migration  from  Italy  on 
our  coasts,  we  must  persuade  some  young  lady  to  imitate  these  notes  for 
us  on  her  piano,  and  delude  us  into  the  persuasion  that  the  Spring  has 
already  arrived. 

The  duration  of  the  song  of  birds  is  curious ;  it  is  well  known  that  the 
voice  both  of  the  nightingale  and  the  cuckoo  breaks  up  before  they  leave 
England,  and  the  former  has  no  song  in  her  winter  quarters.  At  tliis  time 
(January  5)  the  missel  thrush  is  in  full  song ;  and  the  blackbird  is  try- 
ing in^ectually  to  sing.  With  regard  to  the  question  of  the  quality  of  the 
nightingale's  song, — Mr.  Bucke  should  have  referred  to  Lord  Holland's  in- 
troduction to  Fox's  History  i  and  to  Mr.  Todd's  Notes  on  Gower  as  to  the 
meaning  of  the  word  merry  in  the  old  poets.  It  has  always  appeared  to 
us  that  the  song  of  this  bird  has  derived  its  title  of  melancholy,  solely  from 
its  association  with  night.  With  regard  to  the  continuance  of  the  song,  the 
bird  sings  both  night  and  day,  but  in  the  latter  less  frequently,  and 
protjably  takes  rest  and  sleep  at  short  intervals ;  this  great  exertion,  how- 
ever, cannot  last  long,  and  in  six  weeks  the  voice  is  gone.  As  for  Mr. 
Wichterah's  day  and  night  nightingales,  it  is  nonsense  j  as  also  for  the 
thorn  on  which  they  lean  their  breasts — eras  credo. 

P.  225.  Mr.  Bucke  does  not  seem  to  uuderstand  the  origin  of  the  term 
"  Lacrymac  Christi."  This  is  one  of  the  wines,  (as  it  used  to  be  made,) 
called  l^agrimas,  from  the  grapes  not  being  pressed,  but  being  sulTcrcd  to 
drop  or  distil  from  the  sus{)eudcd  clusters ;  this  mode  gives  the  richest 
wines,  and  received  the  highest  appellation  which  the  gratitude  of  a 
Catholic  could  bestow,  to  signify  the  most  precious  tears  of  the  vine.  It 
is  now  a  strong  red  wine  of  good  quahty. 

P.  231.  We  can  corroborate  Dugald  Stewart  s  asbcrtion  that  birds  are  apt 
to  imitate  disagreeable  and  harsh  sounds ;  from  an  example  which  fell  under 
our  notice,  of  a  lory  too  exactly  and  constantly  imitating  the  creaking  of 
the  garden-roller ! 

P.  252.  The  Datura  Arborea  of  Chili,  instead  of  being  superior  ia  {ca.> 
gnuice  to  any  tree  or  shrub  in  Europe,  has  aa  agreeabW  \>mX  \«X\i^\  VKwlX 
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perfume;  it  blossoms'  freely  in  a  garden  at  Wandsworth,  in  the  open 
border. 

P.  255.  "  Where  the  rattlesnake  is  foond,  the  air  is  impregnated  with 
the  odour  of  musk." — See  Rogers's  Italy. 

"  ETcry  where  from  bush  and  brake 

The  musky  odour  of  the  serpent  came." 

P.  255.  I  think  the  assertion  that  "  the  nightingale  inhales  the  sweets 
of  roses"  to  be  quite  fabulous.  The  sweetest  flower  and  the  most  mu- 
sical bird  were  made  to  $ifmhdize  by  the  Persian  poets.  In  a  similar  man- 
ner I  have  always  accounted  for  the  fabulous  siuging  of  the  swan.  The 
ancients  knew  as  well  as  we  do,  that  the  swan  could  not  sing  j  but  by 
a  wythos — by  an  attempt  to  reach  a  perfection  beyond  nature,  they  added 
song  to  beauty  of  form,  and  formed  a  finished  creation  of  their  own,  an 
elegant  and  instructive  fable.  This  is  what  the  French  call  the  beau  ideal 
of  antiquity.  The  sculptor  of  the  Laocoon  knew  very  well  that  fat,  ctiubby 
Httle  boys  arc  not  perfect  little  men  of  a  smaller  size ;  but  he  sacrificed  the 
truth  of  nature  for  a  higher  truth  to  him — the  truth  of  his  art,  that  set  no 
bounds  to  its  ambition  to  reach  a  perfection  it  imagined,  beyond  wtiat  it 
saw,  and  this  could  only  be  done  by  uniting  those  excellencies  which  na- 
ture had  separated.  The  creation  of  the  centaur  was  another  attempt  of 
the  same  kind.  This  will  afford  a  key  to  other  inventions  of  ancient  art 
and  fable. 

P.  267.  On  the  discovery  of  Madeira,  by  Robert  A.  Machin,  Mr,  Buckc 
should  have  given  us  a  quotation  from  Mr.  Bowles's  beautiful  episode  on 
this  subject,  in  his  i>oem  of  the  Spirit  of  Discovery. 

P.  286.  On  flowers,  Mr.  Backc  does  not  seem  aware  that  the  poboy  of 
the  Greeks  was  not  a  rose,  but  probably  the  pomegranate  flower ;  the 
"  viola,"  a  kind  of  iris ;  and  the  lily  of  Scripture,  perhaps  an  amaryltis. 
Our  garden  rose  does  not  grow  well  in  Italy ;  and  they  have  no  fme  sorts 
at  Rome,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  preser\'iug  them ;  they  must  be  grown 
in  north  borders  and  carefully  watered. 

P.  287.  Mr.  Bucke's  conjecture  that  for  "purpureis  ales  oloribos,"  we 
should  read  "  porphyris,"  is  very  infelicitous  indeed.  *^Purpureus"  wsa 
applied  by  the  poets  to  any  colour — to  snow,  swans,  the  sea ;  with  the 
meaning  of  splendid^  **  Brachia  purpurea  candidiora  Nive,"  says  Albinova- 
nus ;  as  we  say, — 

*'  Golden  lads  and  lasses  must 
like  chimney  sweepers  torn  to  dost.'* 

not  meaning  that  the  lasses  were  yellow  as  jaundice,  Wc  also  use  the 
word  "  white"  metaphorically :  the '*  White  Devil  of  Edmonton"  means 
the  harmless;  so  "white  witches"  were  those  who  were  not  malicious  or 
revengeful,  thus — blue  devils,  Sic.  ■**  green  boyhood."  v.  Soathey's  Rode- 
rick, v,  i.  p.  140. 

p.  301.  The  illumination  of  the  sea  wc  believe  to  be  attributable  to 
three  difTercnt  causes  :  I .  Electric  fluid  }  2.  l*hosphorescent  lights  be- 
Kmging  to  some  of  the  marine  animals,  as  sharks,  sunfish,  &c. ;  3.  Tike 
presence  of  the  MoUusca,  or  the  Physoma,  8cc. ;  and  the  last  is  the  more 
genend  canse. 

P.  323.  '*  Sancroft  was  visited  by  Bishop  Hough,  who  found  him  working 
in  his  g;irdcn,  &c."  I1iis  interesting  jmrt  of  Sancroft 's  Life,  when  he  retired 
to  his  paternal  estate,  has  been  nut  forgotten  in  ])octry.

P.  433.  "  Tasso  sleeps  beneath  the  orange  tree  of  St.  Onuplirius." 
We  saw  tlie  oak  beneath  which  the  Poet  rests,  but  no  orange  tree  was 
there.     John  Barclay,  the  author  of  Argenis,  is  buried  in  the  same  s|M>t.

P  29.  What  is  the  rca.son  that  when  Mr.  Bucke  uses  foreiijn  words, 
some  mistaku  is  surely  to  be  found.  \\'\m\.  does  he  mean  by  the  Chiran- 
thodeadron  :  Doc:i  be  mean  Chiranthodendron  ?  His  account  of  this  tree 
seems  to  us  to  be  drawn  from  Humbuldt's  Tableau  de  la  Nature,  who  8ay:t, 
•■  Retuniiiig  to  Mexico  by  the  pl.iins  of  Toluca.  we  saw  the  trunk  of  the 
famous  hand  /paved  tree,  or  cheirostemon  platauoides,  the  only  individual 
found  in  Sew  Spain,  and  which  is  of  immense  i.ntiquiiy.  and  iiine  yards  iu 
circumference."

P.  3(1.  What  Mr.  Bucke  mcniionB  of  an  ind'tgeno^  species  of  whest 
having  been  discovered  in  New  Sonih  Wales,  is  very  curious;  as  hitherto 
no  researches  have  proved  successful  in  ascertaining  the  native  habitat  of 
this  staff  of  man.

— We  saw  this  summer  all  the 
bags  or  pitchers  of  this  plant  filled  with  dead  flies  j  and  the  gardener,  an 
intelligent  man^  had  a  notion,  that  the  plant  derived  nutriment  from  this 
animal  matter.  We  want,  as  Lord  Bacon  saith,  further  inquiry  into  this 
subject. 

P  18U.  "  In  the  forest  of  Geltsdale,  the  Earl  of  Carlisle  has  ao 
ash.  an  alder,  and  a  mountain  ash,  growing  out  of  the  same  solid  trunk.** 
Now,  we  never  saw  this  tree,  but  wc  will  answer  for  the  correctness  of 
tmr  account  of  the  manner  in  which  it  grows.  The  ash  is  a  pollard,  or 
has  had  a  large  limb  broken.  Into  this  hollow  or  receptacle,  the  seed 
or  seedling  of  the  alder  and  mountain  ash  have  been  carried ;  if  small, 
they  are  feeding  on  the  nutriment  of  the  decayed  vegetable  fibre;  if 
large,  they  have  sent  down  their  roots  through  the  partially  decayed 
ttcm  of  the  ash  to  the  ground.

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^^Muig  ihc  cherry  for  a  great  coat  for  himself,  or  as  a  tunnel  to  protect  bis 
fra- terraneous  roots.     Lord  Bacou  used  to  plant  flowers  and  slinibs  in 
tbc  trnuka  of  trufs. 

P.  19G.  ''As  respccta  ibe  potato,  wAa/  can  be  otore  curious  than  the 
circuiii^lnnco.  that  when  this  pliuit  is  propagated  by  cuttings,  these  cut- 
ting* «ill  produce  roots  of  the  ^ame  quality  ;  but  when  it  is  propngated 
by  teed,  scarcely  two  roots  resemble  each  other,"  &c.— but  this  is  the 
CMC  gonerallv  of  trees  and  plants.     A  cutting  of  the  golden  pippin  will 

Eroducc  a  golden  pippin ; — a  seed  of  the  same  tree  will  produce  u  crab. 
r  it  was  not  for  this  law  of  niilurc  agaiubt  us,  we  might  perpetuate  all 
frnits. 

P.  20K  Mr.  Buckets  description  of  the  camcleopard  is  really  too  inac- 
curate and  loose  to  do  him  any  credit  as  a  naturalist. 

P.  215.  "  Instances  may  be  produced,  in  which  animals  forcet  their  na- 
tural antipathies."  The  methwl  used  to  bring  animals  of  different  kinds 
to  live  in  iocietj-,  is  (o  gorge  thera  with  food,  when  even  the  tiger  forgets 
his  ferocity  ;  this  is  the  tjccrct  of  the  barraony  existing  in  the  famous  cage 
exhibited  near  \\'atcrloo- bridge.  Animal  pa»iiuii  is  also  an  agent  in 
promoting  this  association.  We  have  seen  a  cat  suckle  and  bring  up 
leverets ;  and  at  this  tiaic,  in  the  writer's  house,  a  spaniel  bitch 
suckles  a  cat ;  a  third  case  is  to  be  found  in  the  dislike  of  solitude,  Mhich 
is  felt  by  all  animals  connected  with  man.  Thus  fiilb.  White  mentions 
in  bis  orchard,  a  friendship  having  been  found  between  his  mare  and  a  so- 
litary hen  ! ! 

P.  218.  Mr.  Bucke  baa  given  us  a  line  of  the  Roman  poet  mth  a  new 
reading — 

"  Sylramm,  non  eavite  Utent,  non  male  resbtent." 

P.  233.  "  An  orange  tree  generally  yields  from  ISOO  to  2000  oranges." 
A  single  orange  tree  which  grew  near  ^]a8sa  produced  above  20,000  fruits; 
this  wan  ascertained  in  consequence  of  a  bet. 

P.  236.  Mr.  Bockc  has  improved  a  line  of  Silius  Italicus — 

"  Nunque  dies  confandjt  iter,  perditemqae  profmido." 

also  he  has  turned  an  hexameter  of  Virgil  into  a  kind  of  choriauibic  mea- 
sure:— 

• '*  Humilesque  vitlcmns  Italiani," 

P.  275.  Is  the  following  dtory  authentic?  it  seems  very  singular: —

been  so  groMly  iaiutted  and  ofTended. 
Not  long  after  this  events  I  happened  to 
travel  near  the  »put,  mid  conversed  witJi 
one  of  the  keeper*.  •  It  is  nil  tnie,  Sir,' 
said  be,  *  the  number  of  teara  1  shed  no 
mau  can  (t;ll.  The  deer,  the  stags,  cveu

Perhaps  thus — "  Lacus^  Stag- 
num.  Aqua  (liquor)  jus  (juice),  judicium,  prejudicium ;  or  perhaps  the  word 
may  be  *  Precipices.*  " 

P.  342.  *'  Charles  the  Second  was  right,  when  he  declared  that  a  gen- 
tleman might  walk  out  oftcner  and  with  greater  comfort  in  England,  than 
in  any  other  country  of  Europe."  This  authority  is  ofteu  quoted,  but  it 
is  good  for  nothing ;  for  Charles  the  Second  knew  nothing  of  the  climate 
of  £uro|>c,  except  England  and  Breda.  I^t  the  climate  of  the  last  three 
months  confute  the  monarch. 

P.  3G4.  *'The  late  Earl  of  Fife  entertained  a  similar  regard  for  Scot- 
land. The  house  in  which  his  lordship  resided  at  Westminster  was  built 
by  himself.  The  earth,  the  stone,  the  timber,  the  shrubs,  were  all  brought 
from  Scotland  j  so,  though  his  lordship  resided  in  England,  his  house  stood 
on  Scottish  ground." 

P.  366.  Mr.  Bucke  has  given  us  a  quotation  from  the  i£neid ;  bat,  firm 
to  his  purpose,  introduces  his  emendation. 

'*  Stemitar  infelix  alieno  vulnere  c«elum 
Aspidt." — Virg.  Ma.  QKiNc/i/Hm,  lib.  ir.  c.  9. 

Virgil  wrote  "  Ctclumque ;"  and  may  we  ask,  was  this  book  of  Virgil  called 
Quiuctilian  ? 

P.  3G9.  Mr.  Bucke  says,  Aul.  Gellios  wrote,  *'  Etesis  et  Prodomi  ap- 
pellantur  qui  certo  tempore  Anni  quam  canis  oritur."  Now»  the  Roman 
grammarian,  before  his  text  was  thus  improved,  wrote  "'  Etesis  ct  Prodro- 
mi  appcl/i/antur  qui  certo  tempore  Anni  quum  canis  oritur,"  &c. 

Ibid.  Grotius  says  that  Lucan  was  right  in  accounting  for  the  rise  of 
the  Nile, — 

NUo  quo  crescat  in  Arva 


Ethiopum  prodesse  ntrct. 

if  for  nives  you  write  imbres,  the  periodical  rains  in  Ethiopia.  Mr.  Bucke 
remarks,  "  Imbrcs  give  but  a  very  feeble  idea  of  a  tiiomoon ! "  But  no  one 
said  it  did  give  any. 

P.  372.  *'  To  tlie  impressions  made  on  the  elegant  mind  of  Bruce,  we 
are  indebted  for  the  poem  of  Loch-leven,"  &c.  Mr.  Bucke  should  have 
referred  to  the  very  curious  edition  of  Bruce's  Poems,  by  the  Reverend  W. 
Mackelvic,  in  which  it  is  proved  that  Bruce  was  the  real  author  of  some 
beautiful  and  well  known  poems  that  have  passed  under  the  name  of  Lo- 
gun;  and  some  very  curious  discoveries  are  thus  made  with  regard  to  the 
latter  poet,  which  it  is  our  intention  shortly  to  lay  before  our  readers  at 
length }  as  Logan  has  been  living  too  long  on  a  borrowed  reputation. 

P.  374.  *'  In  this  house  (said  \Varren  l:iastings)  1  live,  because  it  is  the 
house  in  which  I  passed  much  of  my  infancy,  and  1  feel  for  it  an  affection 
of  which  an  alien  could  not  be  susceptible."  Hastiugs's  partiality  for 
his  scat  at  Dalcsford,  which  he  bought  on  bis  return  from  India,  is  well 
known ;  he  told  the  late  Lord  Redesdale,  that  there  was  a  small  wood 
somewhere  near  the  house,  that  he  had  in  his  mind  all  the  while  he  was 
in  the  East,  and  on  which  he  had  fastcued  his  afTection. 

P.  375.  "  When  the  British  army  was  in  Nepaul  many  of  the  officers 
and  Boldien  were  cheered  to  see,  in  exchange  for  the  fruits  of  India,  the 
apples,  pears,  raspberries,  nuts,  grapes,  and  peaches  of  KoglaDd."  Dr. 
Wallich^  in  a  letter  in  the  present  wnter'a  poMeaakw,  mentiona  hia  hnnng 
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IKOt  into  legioBS  of  unknown  botany,  and  here,  he  says^ "  I  firat  saw  the  oak 
and  the  teak  tree  shake  hands." 

P.  418.  "Solitude  is  well  treated  of  in  Vita  SoUtaria,  and  a  con- 
tempt of  the  world  in  De  Contemptu  Mundi."  It  is  very  well  for  great 
scbokrs  and  polymathists  like  Mr.  Bncke  to  quote  thus  j  but  if  he 
means  the  treatises  of  Petrarch,  why  not  condescend  to  enlighten  us,  the 
hypafifiaroi, 

P.  449.  "  The  public  walks  of  Smyrna  are  represented  as  highly  plea- 
sant and  agreeable,  particularly  on  the  west  side  of  the  Frank"  &c.  We 
presume  Mr.  Bucke  wrote  down  his  notes  at  Smyrna  on  this  spot,  when 
some  gentleman  in  coat  and  pantaloons  was  standing  there.  Sir  J.  Rey- 
nokls  was  standing  with  Wilson  on  the  top  of  Richmond  Hill,  while  some 
nobleman  was  walking  by  the  terrace: — "Look,"  says  Sir  Joshua,  "on 
the  scenery  to  the  right  of  that  figure  V*  "  So,"  said  Wilson,  '*  he  saw 
CTcry  thing  only  with  a  painter's  eye  ;  a  peer  was  but  the  figure  of  a 
painter.** 

Vol.  III.  p.  23.  Mr.  Bucke  has  given  ns  a  Greek  epigram  and  some 
Latin  verses,  written  on  a  blank  leaf  of  Rogers's  Pleasures  of  Memory  in 
the  British  Museum:  they  are  very  bad,  even  when  set  right,  but  at  pre- 
sent have  some  errors  not  native  to  them  ;  as, 

Xcapfxara  Mvtffjunroyijg,  fin  ^evUrj  fioaXryt  Mvcra 
XKyta  rov  funifuj  kcu  tvtpty  ro  /acXo;. 

We  have  no  opportunity  of  seeing  the  original  at  present,  but  we  should 
think  it  stands  thus,

Mr.  Bucke  has  given  in  bis  transcript  a  portentous  form  of  error.  Mr. 
Bucke  has  favoured  us  with  that  pretty  couplet  Lord  Holland  hns  aflived 
to  a  seat  in  his  garden,  written  by  himself,  to  the  honour  of  his  friend  the 
poet : — 

"  Here  Rogers  sat ;  and  here  for  ever  dwell, 
To  me,  those  Pleasures  that  he  sung  so  well." — Vassal  Holland. 

But  he  has  not  added  some  other  lines  which  we  saw  close  to  them,  by  Mr. 
Lnttrell,  and  which  we  would  have  gladly  remembered. 

P.  35.  On  the  ancient  tumuli,  earth-works,  scattered  over  parts  of  North 
America,  consult  Researches  Philosophical  and  Antiquarian,  concerning 
the  Aboriginal  History  of  America,  by  J,  H.  Macculloch,  M.D.  1829. 
Baltimore. 

P.  74.  Mr.  Bucke  quotes  a  line  of  Gray,  but  destroys  both  the  metre 
and  the  orthography. 

**  Humanas  aperit  Mentes,  novofuadia  monatrans." 

P.  95.  The  story  told  of  Portens  looking  at  the  sun  a  little  before  his 
death,  and  exclaiming,  '*  Oh  !  thou  glorious  sun  !"  is  given  in  Mr.  Hodg- 
son's Life  of  him.  But  what  does  Mr.  Bucke  mean  by  "one  of  his  biogra* 
phers  V*     How  many  had  he  ? 

P.  96.    "  Tasso  was  so  captivated  with  the  Sun,  that  he  began  all 
the  cantos  of  his  Amadigi  with  a  description  of  its  rising,  and  finished  them 
with  a  description  of  its  setting." — Now,  as  the  Rev.  Dr.  D\bdvu  vtQ^<^ 
tay,  a  matchless  copy  of  the  Amadigi,  in  green  morocco,  b^  \iew\a,\^tCw:^, 
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1660,  4to.  is  on  onr  table,  and  we  have  looked  tbrong)i  tlie  first  20 
cantos,  and  this  is  the  result:— the  12th,  ICth,  and  18tb  only  begin  with 
a  description  of  Aurora  rising  ;  and  only  two  cantos  out  of  the  twenty 
terminate  with  the  slightest  allusion  to  the  setting  Sun.  Mr.  Bncke  baa', 
we  find,  borrowed  his  words  from  Mills's  Life  of  Th.  Dncas.  It  appears 
that  Tasso  intended  to  hare  thus  begun  and  closed  his  cantos,  but  was 
wisely  persuaded  to  alter  his  plan  by  liis  friend  Sperone. 

P.  1 14.  Here  is  an  anecdote  new  to  us.  '*  There  must  be  something 
very  affecting  in  De  Thou' s  dedication  of  his  History  to  Henry  the  Fourth, 
since  Lord  Mansfield  read  it  every  year,  and  never  without  shedding  tears 
at  many  of  the  passages," — Dr.  J.  Warton  used  to  say,  but  it  had  been 
said  before,  that  the  Preface  of  Thuanus  to  his  History,  of  Calvin  to  his 
Institutes,  and  of  Casanbon  to  Polybins,  were  the  finest  existing. 

P.  132.  Mr.  Bucke  has  mentioned  an  epitaph  in  Putney  Church,  which 
he  thinks  Shenstone  copied,  in  his  beautiful  inscription — "  Vale,  Vale, 
Maria,  nullam  (nullum)  dc  te  dolorem  nisi  ex  accrbissini&  tuft  morte  accepi.'* 
We  see,  however,  little  resemblance  but  in  the  name. 

P.  136.  Mr.  Bucke  has  given  a  line  of  Virgil  which  is  unmetrical:  it 
should  be, — 

■— —  "  forsan  ft  hiecolim  meminuse  juvabit." 

P.  158.  What  are  we  to  understand  of  this  reference — HAKT.  Select- 
ions Add.  MS.  7107.  22.? 

P,  161.  Mr.  Bucke  gives  us  a  line  of  Akenside : 

*'  For,  as  old  Memnon's  image,  long  renown'd 
By  fibting  Nilus,  to  the  qiUTering  touch 
Of  Titan*s  ray  with  each  npuUive  string 
Cofutnting  "  '^ 

Is  not  that  expression  ratlier  Hibernian  >  Would  it  not  be  better,  '  re- 
sponsive '  ? 

P.  244.  Mr.  Bncke  says,  Gray  wrote  tripos  verses  on  the  subject — 
"Anne  Luna  est  hahltata?"- — ?{o— he  wrote  a  copy  on,  Anne  Luna  est 
hahitahilis  ? 

P.  246.  With  regard  to  Aerolites,  Mr.  Bucke  has  not  given  the  most 
probable  opinion,  we  believe,  of  late  philosophers,  that  they  are  parts  of 
small  bodies  within  the  attraction  of  our  Earth,  and  revolving  round  it  j 
whose  number  is  supposed  to  be  immense,  and  their  distance  various. 

P.  260.  "  Tlie  Italian  Cypress  lives  200  years.  There  is  a  linden  tree 
at  B&Ie  250  years  old.  The  Oak  is  100  years  in  arriving  at  perfection, 
and  lives  to  the  age  of  300.  Date  trees  in  Spain  attain  a  similar  age.  The 
Plantfuns  in  India  are  1000  years  old ;  and  the  Cedars  of  Mount  Lebanon 
have  an  age  of  not  less  than  2000  years."  Much  of  tliis  is  incorrect.  The 
Cypress  will  live  to  a  great  age  ;  the  oldest  in  England  is  about  twenty 
miles  from  where  we  are  writing ;  it  is  200  years  old,  and  in  full  health, 
and  as  large  as  a  moderate  Poplar.  The  Oak  will  not  attain  its  size  in 
100  yeara  j  and  will  live  for  5  or  600  or  more  in  congenial  soil  By  the 
Plantains,  we  suppose  Mr.  Bucke  means  Platanes,  or  the  eastern  Plane 
trees,  and  not  the  Afusa  5aj>ifn<»m— the  edible  Plantain.  The  Cedars  of 
licbanon  we  have  already  discoursed  on. 

P.  274.  "In  the  British  Museum  is  &/o$sil  human  skeleton,  found  in 
Goadalonpc,  imbedded  in  limestone."  This  is  not  afo$$il  bat  a  recent  de- 
poait,  and  supposed  not  to  be  more  than  200  years  old  :  see  Cuvier,  and 
fiDcldand,  and  others.    Jt present  no/onU  human  bans  is  Imavn  certttHfy 
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P.  287.  la  tbe  Latin  tinea  quoted  from  Uciustus,  parcn/vfTt  shoold  bo 

P.  901.  lliere  is  aomeilihig  ivrotig  tn  tlie  Italian  quotation  from  Delia 
GMa: 

— —  "  A  me  tea'  voIb  0  Somno,  el  'ali 
Ive  bnimn  Sovri  mr  diBtendi  e  pou."

And  tlie  line  of  Mctaslaaio,  dcrihndo,  should  be  dcUrando, 

Wc  bavc  thus  goDC  tlirongli  Mr.  Bucke's  work,  and  hare  candidly 
pointed  cot  some  of  the  errors  which  it  contains,  and  which  we  fear  will  be 
firtrjudicial  to  its  reputation  :  but  we  also  gladly  bear  witness  to  its  vurious 
uierita ;  its  vast  fund  of  miaccllancoua  inCorinatiuu  ;  its  interesting  anec- 
doten }  its  amu&iiig  speculations;  its  well-chosen  quotations;  the  ardeufc 
love  of  Nature  ;  and  the  true  feelings  of  benevolence  and  piety  it  every 
irbere  exlubits.  Mr.  Biicke  is  evidently  a  very  amiable  person,  of  con- 
siderable accomplishment  and  talent ;  and  how  be  came  to  permit  thi4 
hia  favourite  offspring  to  go  before  the  public  In  such  an  undressed  and 
Dofiniehed  state,  wc  cannot  imagine ;  for  the  mistakes  are  portentous  j 
Sucb  as  Dr.  I'nrr  mils  tr^uX/iara  ^ufjfiouotrio  ytipyapa  :  and  we  shall  sap* 
jwse  it  is  with  Mr.  Bucke,  as  Plotinus  says  it  was  with  Porphyry :  "Eypo^t 
ovrr  eit  r^AAvi  Ctrorvwovfitvot  rii  ypafiftara,  oure  cvff^/iui  ras  vt'AAa/xtc 
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{ConiiHUfd  from  Vol.  VIII.  //.  458.) 

1812. — Hot'.  27.  Went  to  the  coffee-house  in  the  evening.  Mr.  Baker

Dee.  6.  Head  a  Discuune  on  the  fate  Fast  by  PhUeleutheros  Nor/ohieti' 
sit,  printed  1781.  Parr  all  over.  The  whole  written  with  artificial  and 
constninrd  force,  which  is  broken  and  dissipated,  and  rendered  totally 
ineffective  to  any  great  or  general  purpose,  by  n  perpetual  and  ambitions 
effort  at  particuLir  impressions.  He  expresses  and  deplores  throughout 
the  luxury  and  degeneracy  of  the  times,  and  inveighs  with  great  bitleruesa 
agkinat  the  faction  v^bo  still  opposed  government.  Though  we  were  at 
luigth  beat  by  a  powerful  confederacy  formed  by  our  natural  enemies,  yet 
hp  opeabi  with  tenderness  of  the  American  revoltcrs.  I  neither  under- 
Ktaud  the  mind  nor  the  political  drift  of  this  strange  composition.  Turned 
with  delight  from  these  incessant,  bnt  partial  and  distracting  corusca- 
tions, to  the  open  souMhine  of  Burke's  mind.  On  the  reijin  of  King  John 
be  observe* — "  Tbe  privileges  of  Magna  Cbarta  ate  churned  not  as  a  na-

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tiiral  rigbt,  but.  as  n  feudal  inlieiUance  to  tbein,  and  tlioir  heirs,  from  the 
king  and  his  heirB."  B\  the  judicial  refunii  of  that  (havta,  he  remarks, 
a  scpaiation  was  5r8t  established  of  a  King's  authority  from  his  person  ;  a 
measure  of  infinile  consequence  towards  introducing  ideas  of  freedom,  and 
confirming  the  sacredness  and  majesty  of  laws.  Tlie  comparative  feeble- 
ness of  the  English  barons  compared  with  the  great  feudal  lords  on  the 
continent,  compelled  them  to  make  common  cause  with  the  people,  and 
consult  the  common  good. 

I  read  that  John  Lupton,  Esq.  in  IGOG,  rode  six  successive 
days  between  York  and  Xjondon,  completing  his  journey  each  day  before

Dec.  1.5.  Perused  Edinb.  Renew,  No.  XL.  Tliey  manifest  an  eager 
desire  to  expose  the  folly  and  iniquity  of  courts,  through  the  happy  me- 
dium of  the  Memoirs  of  the  Princesse  dc  Barenth ;  and  I  confess  that  I 
listen  to  the  mischief  at  this  moment  with  delight.  When  a  Lord  Chief 
Justice  of  England,  the  conservator  of  the  morals  of  the  kingdom,  and  the 
patriarch  and  representative  of  law  itself,  prostitutes  not  merely  his  own 
character  (though  tttat  might  redden  the  cheek  of  manhood),  but  his 
awful  function,  in  the  very  act  of  administering  its  most  sacred  rites,  by 
basely  pimping  for  the  vices  of  the  great,  and  glossing  over  the  abomina- 
tions of  a for  the  despicable  purpose  of  obliquely  currying  favour 

with  a  prince,  who  disgraces  himself  by  a  public  patronage  of  the  culprit, 
who  would  not  rejoice  in  a  satire  on  conrts  ?  The  manners  of  those  who 
are  above  and  those  who  are  hclow  the  corrective  influence  of  opinion, 
they  observe,  strongly  assimilate  by  a  corresponding  exemption  from  its 
control.

J  cure  asked  Tooke  if  hff  had  a  tjue^s  at 
Jtoiius ;  but  he  declared  to  inc  that  he  had  not  the  stiff htfst.  Dunning 
could  never  have  been  Junius,  as  he  was  Solicitor-Gcnend  at  the  time 
Junius  commenced  his  attack.

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THE  ROUND  OR  PILLAR  TOWERS  OF  IRELAND. 
{mihaPlaU.) 


THE  inquiries  of  the  historian,  to- 
pographer, and  antiquary^  have  been 
freqaently  directed  to  the  discovery  of 
the  age  of  erection  and  use  of  these 
singular  monuments.  It  is,  however, 
to  be  regretted  that  the  labour?  of 
those  persons  have  often  ended  in 
some  wild  hypothesis,  which,  so  far 
from  elucidating  their  history,  has 
rather  tended  to  bury  it  still  deeper, 
amidst  the  rubbish  of  antiquity  and 
the  legends  of  romance. 

According  to  some  of  these  authors, 
our  towers  were  reared  by  the  Phceni- 
cians  in  their  visits  to  Ireland,  for  fire- 
temples,  or  depositories  of  the  sacred 
fire  maintained  in  honour  of  the  sun. 
Others  affirm  them  to  have  been  erect- 
ed by  the  Danes  for  watch-towers  or 
beacons;  they  arc  also  said  to  have 
been  places  for  penitents  or  hermits. 
It  has  likewise  been  alleged,  that  they 
were  temples  for  the  worship  of  Bud- 
Aitm.  In  support  of  this  novel  theory 
it  is  asserted,  that  the  cross  still  seen 
on  several  of  these  buildings  is  the 
symbol  of  Budha  crucified  1 

A  fifth  class,  laying  aside  the  mar- 
vellous, appear  to  have  come  to  a 
more  rational  conclusion,  and  pro- 
nounce them  to  have  been  belfries  to 
the  early  Christian  religious  founda- 
tions, near  which,  mthout  one  excep- 
tion, ihey  are  alwat/i  found.  This 
opinion  is  also  corroborated  by  the 
account  given  of  them  by  Giraldus 
Cambrensis,  by  whom  they  are  first 
mentioned  about  A.  D.  1185.  He  calls 
Uiem  ecclesiastical  towers,  which,  in 
a  style  or  fashion  peculiar  to  the  coun- 
try, are  slender,  high,  and  round ; — 
thus  clearly  pointing  out  their  appro- 


priation to  religious  purposes  above 
six  hundred  years  ago. 

It  has  likewise  been  said  with  a 
great  degree  of  probability,  that  these 
towers  owe  their  origin  to  the  zeal  of 
those  early  patriarchs,  our  primitive 
abbots  and  bishops,  their  coadjutors, 
and  immediate  successors.  Their  ar- 
chitects are  also  supposed  to  have  been 
those  Greek  and  Roman  pilgrims  and 
monks,  who  followed  those  holy  pa- 
triarchs out  of  Italy  and  Greece,  to 
whom  many  of  the  religious  houses  in 
the  vicinity  of  those  buildings  were 
dedicated.^ 

Though  still  widely  scattered  over 
the  country,  these  towers  are  rapidly 
advancing  to  decay,  and  several  have 
fallen,  or  have  been  taken  down,  with- 
in memory,  and  some,  like  hoary  age, 
seem  as  it  were  to  nod  over  to  their 
dissolution.*  The  greatest  number  re- 
corded to  have  been  in  one  county  is 
that  of  Cork,  in  which  were  seven  ; 
but  only  two,  those  of  Cloyne  and 
Kinneigh,  are  now  standing.  In 
Mayo,  Sligo,  Klldare,  Dublin,  and  An- 
trim, were  five  each;  but  none  are 
mentioned  as  being  at  any  time  in  the 
counties  of  Tyrone,  Donegall,  Leitrim, 
Longford,  or  Wexford  ;  and  only  one 
each  in  those  of  Fermanagh,  Carlow, 
Meath,  Waterford,  and  Cavan. 

It  is  not  a  little  remarkable  that, 
though  these  Pillar  Towers  have  long 
attracted  the  notice  of  the  learned, 
so  little  progress  has  been  made  to- 
wards their  history  that  even  their 
numbers  have  not  been  ascertained, 
and  they,  commonly,  continue  to  be 
rated  from  forty-two  to  ninety-six.' 
In  a  similar  vague  manner  it  is  said

Judgiof^  from  those  towers  RtiU 
standing,  or  Ihat  were  so  lately,  tlu-ir 
heigbt  a(>|>ear3  to  have  varied  from 
about  twi^iity  lo  upwards  of  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty  feet,  and  their  cir- 
comference  near  the  base  from  thirty 
lo  aixty  feet.*  They  are  dividtd  into 
atorifs  by  places  for  loftja,  which  sto- 
ri«s  are,  with  a  rare  exception,  fur- 
nished with  loop-holes  for  the  admis- 
sion of  air  and  light.  Near  these 
apertures  are  places  in  the  wall  for 
joista,  or  |>rojccling  circles  of  stones, 
or  rests  on  the  wall,  all  evidently  for 
th«  same  purpose,  that  of  supporting 
beams  for  lofta.  Kertmgh  tower  has 
tight  stories.*  a  few  others  have  six. 


but  the  greater  number  have  only  four 
or  five  stories.  The  heights  of  their 
doors,  and  distances  from  the  ground^ 
are  equally  varied;  but  iheydo  not,  as 
has  been  represented,  "almost  uni- 
formly took  to  the  east:"*  they  nay 
be  truly  said  to  face  every  point  of  the 
conipafis.  Tlie  doors  of  tliose  of  In- 
niskeen,  Aghavillar,  and  Downpa- 
trick,  were  level  with  the  ground; 
those  of  Rams-island  and  Trummery 
only  a  few  inches  above  it,  while  the 
entrance  into  that  of  Kilraacdough  is 
twenty-seven  feet  above  its  baseraent. 
Their  doors  sehtom  exceed  five  feet  in 
liright.  and  arc  from  about  eigliteen 
inches  to  nearly  three  feet  in  width. 
The  entrances  into  several  arc  merely 
laid  over  with  n  large  stone  as  a  lintel, 
while  others  have  semicircular  arches 
of  cut  fttone ;  some  of  which  are  or- 
namented with  chevron  mouldings. 
Their  walls,  at  the  jambs  of  the  doors« 
are  from  two  feet  eight  inches  and 
one-fourth,  lo  four  feet  three  inches 
in  thickness; — that  of  Swords  is  up- 
wards  nf  four  feet,  that  on  Rama- 
island  only  about  tiiirty-two  inches. 
Near  the  summit  of  such  as  retain 
their  original  coping,  are  always  four

npertnres,  looking  towards  the  cnrdi- 
nal  points.  The  tower  of  Tullyhcria 
hfid  eight  of  ihe^e  opeuiugs,  difTering 
iu  this  respect  from  any  olhcr  of  Ihow 
buildiug». 

The  towers  of  IVuroho.  Maghera, 
Ardmoy.  Cloniialkin,  Oughterard. 
DrumcliiT,  Taghadoe,  Swords,  and  nu- 
merous  others,  are  plainly  built,  and 
with  the  exceptioit  of  some  cut  free- 
stone at  a  few  of  their  doors  or  loop- 
holes, arc  erected  of  the  stone  found 
in  their  respective  neighbourhoods. 
That  of  Clones  is  reniarkahtv  coarse 
and  rough  outside,  hut  witliin  the 
work  is  singularly  beautiful,  execu- 
ted with  fine  limestone.'  C'arraigeen 
tower  is  entirely  solid  for  the  first 
fifteen  feet,  and  to  thtti  height  is  com- 
posed of  large  stones  from  four  to  five 
feet  in  length.  This  building  was 
formerly  encompassed  by  a  strong 
square  wall,  part  of  which  still  re- 
mains. A  few  yardd  distant  is  an  old 
church  bearing  c»ery  appearance  of  its 
being  erected  at  the  same  period  as 
the  tower.*" 

The  tower  of  Kinneigh  u  of  cat 
stone  well  jointed  together,  and  to  the 
height  of  about  sixteen  feet  is  a  regu- 
lar  hexagon.  A  stone  or  flagged  floor 
remains  at  the  landing-place  from  the 
doorway,  in  the  centre  of  which  la  a 
sqaare  opening  large  enough  to  admit 
a  man  to  descend  into  a  dark  chamber 
of  the  same  form  as  the  building  on 
the  outride.  .Adjoining  is  an  ancient 
church.  Until  about  sixty  years  ago 
a  floor  also  remained  in  the  first  story 
of  the  tower  ol'Aghavitlar.  and  several 
floors  were  formerly  in  the  round  tower 
of  Cioyne.* 

Ardmore  tower  is  ninety  feet  in 
height,  and  buitl  of  hewo  stone  shaped 
into  square  bluckd  vf  about  one  foot 
in  length,  and  laid  in  recular  layers, 
accurately  fitted  and  cemented  with 
mortar,  which  seems  os  firm  as  the 
atone.  It  is  divided  into  four  stories, 
etch  marked  outside  by  a  band  of  so- 
lid nuuonry,  and  having  one  window 
in  each  story.  Near  the  top  ore,  as 
usual,  four  wiudow«,  and  three  pieces 


of  oak  formerly  remained  nearly  op- 
pnsitc.  supposed  to  have  been  for  sup- 
porting a  bell.  Two  channels  were 
also  seen  iu  the  sill  of  the  door,  whert 
the  rope  came  out.  the  ringer  stand- 
ing below  outside. »•  The  top  was 
formerly  surmounted  by  a  kind  of 
top. knot,  which  some  years  ago  wa« 
brought  down  by  repeated  dischar^s 
of  musket  balls,  and  it  is  said  to  have 
resembled  a  slioe  or  monk's  sandal." 
Adjoining  are  the  remains  of  two  an- 
cient churches,  and  in  the  yard  of  that 
nearest  the  tower  ia  a  low  building 
called  the  dorraitor)'  of  St.  UccUn, 
who  was  bishop  and  abbot  of  Ard. 
more  about  a.  o.  410.  This  saint  is 
said  to  have  been  a  precursor  of  Saint 
i'atrick." 

The  tower  on  the  island  of  Dcvoniah 
is  likewise  of  cut  stone,  exactly  laid 
in  the  external  and  internal  to  the 
curve,  according  to  which  the  tower  is 
constructed,  and  as  iniooth  inside  aa 
the  barrel  of  a  gun.  The  btones  ore 
cemented  with  mortar,  but  the  quan- 
tity  laid  on  is  so  small,  that  it  is  with 
diiiicultjr  discerned.  At  the  eave  the 
cornice  is  divided  into  four  equal  parts, 
and  the  points  of  division  marked  by 
four  carved  heads,  which  look  to  the 
cardinal  points.  Each  division  is 
wrought  with  carvings  peculiar  to  it- 
self, as  mouldings,  roses,  and  fanciful 
figures.  The  dour  is  about  six  feet 
from  the  ground,  and  has  a  round  arch, 
and  A  few  feet  higher  up  is  a  wiiiduw 
with  a  pointed  arch.  On  the  inner 
jomb  on  the  left  side  of  the  door,  is  on 
iron  hinge  strongly  fiutcned  into  the 
btoue.  and  a  little  above  it  is  a  frac- 
tured spot,  probably  indicating  the 
place  where  the  correspondiog  hinge 
nad  been.i'^  .Saint  Muiaissc  founded 
a  monastery  here,  where  he  died  a.  d. 
563.'*  Near  the  lower  was  formerly 
a  stone. roofed  chapel  called  St.  Mo. 
laisse's  House,  taken  down  afew  yeans 
ago  fur  the  sake  of  Uic  large  flogs  thai 
formed  the  roof. 

Tlie  doorway  of  the  tower  at  Roa- 
crea  has  a  regular  arch,  and  abont 
filtecn  feet  higher  i*  a  window  with  %

rrntury.'*  Saint  Cron.iri  foundctl  an 
ftbbey  hpre  in  the  ncventli  century, 
and  in  the  cluirchynrd  wis  hi<t  inmi), 
and  nn  nncinit  stime  croks  cidird  the 
fthrior  of  Snint  (Vonan.'^

Is  twilt  of  frre9toiK\  bruUf^ht  from  n 
distance  of  iwrKc  lude^ ;  but  ull  the 
other  buildin^K  ort  (hat  famnus  rock, 
except  n  sinnll  stone-roori'd  Suon 
chapel,  are  of  iinicstono-''  thus  |»re- 
senting  at  Icait  prciiUinptivc  evidftuu 
that  tho^f  buildings  were  creeled  at 
the  same  period.  Ardfert  tower  was 
THMtly  built  of  a  kind  uf  black  mar- 
ble i  Si.  Brandan  creeled  a  monastery 
here  in  the  sixth  centur)'.  The  towers 
of  Clonmacoois,  Kilree,  or  Kiln*, 
Laik.  and  Kildare.  ore  remarkable  for 
the  beauty  of  their  architecture  ;  and 
adjotniug  each  were  formerly  religious 
houses.  Idsidc,  near  the  top  of  that 
of  Kdiy,  a  crusA-beatu  of  wuud  atill 
remains.  An  abbey  was  fouuded  here 
dedicated  to  Snint  Gobhon,  by  Geoffrey 
FiU. Robert  De  Marisco.  brother-in- 
Uw  to  Strongbow.'* 

At  the  ruined  chapel  called  St. 
Kevin'9  Kitchen,  in  Glendallogh,  a 
pillar  tower  tifly  feet  in  height  is  at- 
lockcd  to  it*  western  gable.  Ttie  only 
entrance  into  this  tower  is  by  an 
aperture  in  the  ceiling  of  the  chapel; 
and  here,  as  has  justly  been  ob&erved, 
U  appears  as  if  some  architect  of  genius 
had  discovered  the  manner  of  uniting 
Uifi  steeple  and  the  church.'*  The 
rai&s  of  a  tower  similarly  engrafted 
was  formerly  attached  to  the  south- 
west angle  cf  the  old  church  of  Dun- 
gtreo,  fouuded  a.  d.  UOO.  by  the  fami- 
ly of  O'Cahan,  wlio  erected  aa  abbey 
Uiere." 

The  round  tower  adjuining  the  an- 
dent  cathedral  of  Killala  is  huilt  of 
bluUh  lime^one.  [t  ia  ninety- five 
feet  in  height,  and  sixty  feet  in  cir- 
cumference near  the  base,  tapering 
gradually  lo  the  summit.  The  d(>or 
»  fourteen  feet  from  the  ground,  and 
ba»  a  pointed  arch ;  iheie  ate  alno  seven 
window**  or  loop-boles,  funr  of  wliJcb 


are  pointed;  the  heads  of  the  Others  are 
eirenlar.  Near  the  lop.  a  beam  nf 
wn<.d  extends  inside  across  the  tower, 
said  to  have  been  for  sustaining  a  bell. 
The  jambs  of  the  door  and  loop-holes 
are  of  cut  atone.  In  l-'ebrunry  18041, 
this  tower  was  struck  by  lightning, 
which  eDtere<l  at  the  tup,  and,  bursting 
out  aljout  the  middle  of  the  tower« 
made  a  wide  chasm,  which  has  beeu 
lately  repaired. 

Tradition  says  that  this  tower  and 
an     ancient  church    adjoining    were 
erected  by  a  famous  architect,  named 
(•obban  Saer,  or  Gobbin  the  builder. 
Htiwever,  though  this  person  was  no- 
minally the  architect,  the  same  au- 
thority  states  that  the  chief  person 
engaged  in  it%  erection  was  his  ap< 
prentice,  of  whom  nralhistor)'  records 
the  following  relation  : — "  When  the 
tower  was  near  completion,  the  Sarr 
suddenly  became  jealous  of  the  skill 
so  eroiaently    displayed   by  his  ap- 
prentice in  the  erection  of  this  build- 
ing.    He  therefore  determined  to  puV^ 
an  end  to  his  labours,  by  removing  tlic 
•icailuld)*,  leaving  him  tu  perish  on  the 
top  of  the   pillar.     In  this  ciitiiation, 
the  waitings  of  the  miserable  sutfeier' 
soon  gathered  a  crowd  to  the  place*' 
but  none  of  them   were  able  to  devis*^ 
means  for  the  deliverance  of  the  miser*j 
able   apprentice.     At  lenglh  on  idiot] 
lad  passing,  exclaimed,  'Sure  its  easier] 
to  cnbt  down  two  stones,  than  to  raisei 
one  up.'    The  hint  was  imraedialel] 
caught  by  the  astonished  multitude, 
who  called  up  lustily  to  the  sufferer  to 
cost  down  the  stones,  and  he  imme- 
diately commenced  operations  to  that 
effect.     His  master,  who  had  remained 
secreted  at  some  distance,  seeing  what 
was  passing,  advanced,  and  declared 
that  the  whole  was  merely  a  jest,  and 
again  erecting  the  scaffold,  the  glad- 
dened   apprentice     soon    joined    the 
crowd."     As  a  proof  of  the  truth  of 
this  relation,  a  breach  at  the  top  is 
pointed  out»  from  which  the  apprentice 
is  faiil  to  have  ca^t  down  M)rae  stones. 
About  a  mite  distant  are  the  ruins  of 
a  cell,  also  said  to  have  been  erected 
by  Gobban.si 

Above  the  entrance  of  the  tower  at 
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Donaghmorej  near  Nevan,  is  the  figure 
of  a  man  exposed,  in  deep  agony  on  a 
cross,  in  high  relief.  This  figure  is 
supposed  to  represent  that  of  our 
Saviour ;  and  on  the  outer  jambs  of 
tile  doorway  are  two  human  faces 
neatly  carved  in  freestone.  (See  the 
Plate) .  An  abbey  was  founded  here  by 
Saint  PatricM^  but  tradition  ascribes 
Uie  erection  of  this  tower  to  Gobban 
Saer,  who  is  said  to  have  flourished 
in  the  sixth  century. 

The  pillar  tower  near  the  town  of 
Antrim  (of  which  a  view  is  given  in  the 
Plate)  is  ninety-five  feet  high,  well 
built  of  the  stone  found  in  its  neigh- 
bonrhood.  Over  the  lintel  stone  at 
the  door  is  a  large  stone,  upwards  of 
two  feet  in  length,  by  sixteen  inches 
deep,  on  which  is  an  antique  cross  in 
bas-relief.  Between  the  lintel  stones 
is  placed  a  beam  of  oak  as  a  third  lin- 
tel, which  was  probably  fixed  there  at 
the  time  of  the  erection  of  the  tower, 
as  it  appears  impossible  to  have  placed 
it  there  since.  About  twenty  feet  from 
the  summit,  the  tower  tapers  in  the 
form  of  a  sugar-loaf;  but  before  it 
begins  to  taper,  there  are  four  aper- 
tures, and  near  these,  inside,  a  beam 
of  oak  stretches  across  the  tower,  sup- 
posed to  point  out  the  original  use  of 
this  building  as  a  belfry.  Tradition 
states  that  this  town  was  erected  by 
a  female,  daughter  to  the  celebrated 
architect  called  Gobban  Saer. 

Durtract,  adisciple  of  Saint  Patrick, 
ia  recorded  to  have  founded  an  abbey 
here,  of  which  about  a.  d.  5.50  Chilan 
was  abbot,  and  in  a.  d.  558  St.  Cu- 
mioeus  was  abbot  and  bishop.  In 
A.  o.  694,  it  is  mentioned  as  a  famous 
school  of  learning. M  From  a  MS.  in 
the  writer's  possession,  dated  a.  d. 
1291,  this  abbey  appears  to  have 
been  dedicated  to  Saint  Bridget.  In 
the  summer  of  1822,  on  removing 
some  very  old  oflice  houses  on  the 
northern  side  of  this  tower,  beneath 
their  foundations  those  of  an  extensive 
range  of  buildings  were  discovered, 
exactly  resembling  those  of  monastic 
cells.  Many  human  bones  were  dug 
up  within  them,  which  were  deposited 
in  a  pit  made  for  that  purpose   near 


where  they  had  been  raised.  At  the 
same  time  the  tower  was  neatly 
pointed  and  repaired,  and  the  stone  on 
the  top  being  shivered,  as  was  sup- 
posed by  lightning,  it  was  taken  down 
and  replaced  by  one  of  cut  freestone. 
The  original  stone  capping  was  of 
granite,  shaped  like  a  modern  Kilmar- 
nock nightcap,  with  a  tuft  on  the  top. 

At  Trummery  stood,  till  lately,  a 
pillar  tower  sixty  feet  higb.  It  was 
erected  of  undressed  but  well-chosen 
stones,  and  on  the  outside  was  coarsely 
executed,  and  the  rule  called  by  ma- 
sons breaking  the  joint  quite  neglect- 
ed. The  inside,  however,  was  wrought 
with  the  strictest  order,  and  a  con- 
siderable quantity  of  freestone  used, 
which  led  some  cursory  observers  to 
suppose  that  it  was  a  double  wall.-^ 
There  were  two  entrances,  or  doors, 
each  neatly  arched  with  freestone,  and 
the  highest  about  six  feet  from  the 
ground,  with  w^hich  the  other  was 
nearly  level.  Inside,  near  the  middle 
of  the  tower,  were  several  square  holes 
in  the  wall ;  but  from  their  being  so 
far  scattered,  they  could  not  have  been 
for  the  ends  of  joists.  About  three 
feet  below  the  crowu  or  top  of  this 
pillar  were  two  square  apertures,  and 
over  each  jutted  a  flag  of  freestone, 
evidently  for  protecting  the  ends  of  an 
oak  beam  that  within  memory  crossed 
the  tower,  and  was  called  the  Bfll-tree. 
Adjoining  the  site  of  this  tower  are  the 
remains  of  an  ancient  church,  probably 
erected  at  the  same  period  as  the 
tower,  as  portions  of  the  same  kind  of 
freestone  were  indiscriminately  used 
throughout  the  work  of  both.  The 
greater  part  of  the  west  gahle  of  this 
church  is  standing,  in  which  is  a  win- 
dow with  a,  high  pointed  arch,  and  it 
would  seem  to  have  been  the  only  win- 
dow in  the  building.'-* 

Adjoining  the  parish  church  of  Ard- 
moy,  anciently  called  Jiath- Muighe, 
the  remains  of  a  round  tower,  about 
fifty  feet  in  height,  are  still  standing. 
The  door  is  five  feet  from  the  ground, 
six  feet  high,  and  nineteen  inches  wide. 
Its  jambs  are  of  cut  freestone;  the 
lintel  is  composed  of  one  freestone  flag, 
formiui;  a   neat    semi-circular    arch.

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The  door  was  made  to  shot  inside, 
the  inner  jambs  being  indented  some 
inches^  and  in  one  of  the  flags  was  a 
place  cut  evidently  for  the  admission 
of  a  bar.  A  large  flag  forming  the 
threshold  is  also  indented.  At  the 
door  the  wall  is  three  feet  five  inches 
in  thickness,  and  at  four  feet  from  the 
base  the  tower  is  nearly  fifty  feet  in 
circumference.  Within,  nearly  on  a 
level  with  the  door,  a  row  of  thin  free- 
stone projects  aronnd  the  building, 
and  fourteen  feet  higher  is  a  similar 
projection,  both  evidently  designed  to 
support  a  loft.  On  the  left  of  the 
entrance  is  an  irregular  breach  nearly 
half  the  size  of  the  doorway,  supposed 
to  have  been  originally  a  loophole,  that 
has  been  thus  enlarged  by  some  rao. 
dern  barbarian  tearing  awayits  free- 
stone jambs. 

Tradition  says  that  this  tower  was 
founded  by  a  daughter  of  the  celebrated 
Gobban  Saer,  but  that  being  disgusted, 
daring  its  erection,  by  some  rude  ex- 
pressions of  the  people  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood, she  retired  to  Antrim  and 
boilt  its  tower.  In  the  fifth  century, 
an  abbey  was  founded  here  by  Saint 
Patrick,  which  was  afterwards  the 
most  famous  school  of  learning  in  the 
north  of  Ireland.  Some  years  after,  it 
was  erected  into  a  see,  of  which  Saint 
Olcan  was  the  first  bishop,  on  whose 
death  St.  Brugachius  was  appointed 
abbot.''  In  the  adjoining  parish  of 
Rathmoane,  is  an  old  castle  of  very 
rude  and  massive  workmanship,  said 
to  have  been  built  by  Gobban  Saer, 
and  is  called  by  his  name.^ 

The  tower  of  Dunaman,  near  Croome, 
still  presents  evidence  of  its  being  of 
Christian  erection  i^^  and  the  stone 
crosses  still  seen  in  the  vicinity  of 
many  of  those  buildings  may  be  re- 
garded as  an  additional  proof  of  their 
being  erected  since  the  introduction  of 
Christianity  into  this  kingdom. 

On  an  examination  of  these  towers, 
it  is  evident  that  they  have  been  erected 


at  different  periods,  and  by  very  dif- 
ferent architects.  In  our  own  day  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Horan.Whitechurch,  county 
of  Cork,  has  erected  a  tower  on  the 
ancient  model,  seventy  feet  in  height, 
near  his  chapel ;  and  he  contemplates 
another  at  Blarney.'^  At  Clonegam, 
county  Waterford,  a  round  tower  has 
also  been  reared,  seventy  feet  high. 
It  was  originally  intended  to  raise  it 
to  the  height  of  1 26  feet,  but  it  has 
been  left  unfinished." 

It  appears  more  than  probable  that 
towers  of  a  similar  kind  may  still 
exist  in  countries  seldom  visited  by 
the  traveller.  Klaproth,  in  his  Travels 
in  the  Caucasus  and  Georgia,  pub- 
lished in  1SI4,  has  the  following  no- 
tice : —  "The  Inquischian  village  of 
Sauliqua  ts  seated  on  the  steep  bank 
of  the  Terek,  about  two  versts  from 
the  first  range  of  the  Caucasus.  No 
part  of  this  village  is  to  be  seen  from 
the  valley,  except  a  lofty  conical  tower, 
built  of  very  white  calcareous  stone : 
it  has  no  door  at  the  bottom,  but  a 
large  oblong  aperture  at  the  height  of 
about  twelve  feet,  to  which  it  was 
impossible  to  ascend  without  a  ladder." 
This  account  would  answer  pretty  well 
for  the  description  of  an  Irish  pillar 
tower.  M.

I  HASTEN  to  reply  to  a  letter  in 
your  last  number,  respecting  the  an- 
cient languages  of  Britain,  from  Mr. 
James  Loqan^  ;  whose  excellent  work 
on  "  Celtic  Manners,"  published  in 
1831,  entitles  him  not  only  to  the 
prompt  and  respectful  attention,  but 
to  the  everlasting  gratitude  of  every 
true  Highlander. 

Mr.  Logan  objects,  not  without 
reason,  I  admit,  to  a  letter  of  mine 
which  appeared  in  vour  Magazine  for 
May,  1836.  In  that  letter  I  sUted 
some  facts  which  I  am  quite  convinced 
are  at  variance  with  the  generally 
received  opinions ;    but   I   ought  the

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more  on  that  nccouDt  to  have  added 
something  in  the  way  of  demonstra- 
tion ;  and  I  certainly  should  have  done 
so,  were  it  not  that  I  was  pressed  as 
to  time,  and  uncertain  wliether  the 
subject  might  prove  sufficiently  inte- 
resting to  the  gcniTftlity  of  your 
naders.  On  further  considcifttiun, 
however,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  a 
series  of  papers  on  the  ancient  lan- 
guages of  our  country  will  not  prove 
unworthy  of  a  place  in  your  periodical, 
nor  void  of  interest  to  the  graver  por- 
tion of  your  readers. 

On  perusing  Mr.  Logan's  letlor  I 
find  that  there  are  really  four  import- 
ant points  on  which  we  difTor.  I 
maintain,  and  will  do  my  best  to  prove, 
1st,  Tliat  the  Welsli  is  not  a  dialect  of 
the  Gaelic  or  Celtic  in  any  sense  of  the 
tenn;  2nd,  That  the  Gaelic  or  Celtic 
has  no  connexion  whatever  with  the 
Semitic  family  of  languages,  of  which 
the  Phccnician  is  one,  and  that  Val- 
laocey's  Irish  scene  from  Tlautus  is 
an  innocent  piece  of  blarnry;  3d,  That 
the  Gaelic  or  Celtic  bears  no  resem- 
blance to  the  IJasque  or  Biscayan ; 
and,  4th,  That  the  Welsh  people  are 
the  descendants  of  a  later  importation 
into  Britain  of  some  continental  tribe 
differing  widely  from  the  aborigines, 
who  were  the  same  as  those  of  Gaul. 

The  discussion  of  these  points  will, 
no  doubt,  require  some  time  and  space; 
and  before  I  commence  1  may  notice  a 
few  expressions  in  Mr.  IvOgan's  letter. 
He  says.  •*  but  it  seems  that  V.  G. 
ho8  ttbcatfs  maintainetf  that  thf  Walsh  is 
not  a  Celtic  dialect  at  all.'*  I  believe 
Mr.  Logan  is  well  aware  of  my  singular 
opinion  in  this,  as  I  recollect  mention* 
ing  the  circumstance  to  hini  shortly 
after  the  appearance  of  bis  valuable 
work  on  the  Scottish  Gael.  It  was 
in  allusion  to  a  passage  in  that  work, 
vol.  i.  p.  29,  where  it  h  stated,  "  The 
Gaelic  of  Scotland,  the  WcUh,  the 
Irish,  and  the  Manx  are  considerubly 
different  from  each  other,  and  yet  they 
arc  but  dialects  of  the  same  speech.'' 
Now,  in  this  case,  there  is  a  twofold 
mistake,  because  Mr.  Logan  :>peuks 
merely  on  the  authoiity  of  others  ;  but 
had  he  examined  the  languages  in 
question,  he  would  have  fonnd  reason 
to  say  that  **  the  Gaelic  of  Scotland, 
the  Irish,  and  the  Manx  do  not  in  any 
mmteria)  decree  differ  from  one  an- 
oiAcr;  but  the  Wchb  beers  littJe  or  no 
ro^embittacc  to  uny  of  these/' 


Mr.  Logan  further  says,  in  allusion 
to  me,  "  but,  the  Gaelic  being  his 
mother  tongue,  it  is  to  be  presumed  he 
is  well  qualified  to  judge."  1  am 
happy  to  say,  that  my  qualifications, 
such  as  they  are,  in  the  Gaelic  tongue, 
are  not  unknown  to  Mr.  Logan  ;  and 
I  doubt  not  be  will  allow  them  to  be 
sufHciciitfof  deciding  irhat  is  and  tch^tt 
is  not  Gaelic,  lie  says,  with  regard 
to  Vallancey,  that  "  liis  being  an 
Knglishman  was  all  in  his  favour."  I 
confe.'js  I  do  not  see  how  he  could  be 
better  qualified  for  investigating  the 
Gaelic  language  by  being  an  Knglish- 
man  ;  for  1  never  yet  taw  one  who 
acquired  the  irregular  and  difficult 
idioms  of  the  Gaelic  by  the  aid  of 
grammars  and  dictionaries  alone,  nor 
indeed  by  long  residence  among  the 
natives,  unles!;  the  individual  wenttherc 
when  very  young.  But  granting  that 
Vallancey  is  alt  the  better  for  being  an 
Knglishraan,  it  w^ill  not  greatly  assist 
Mr.  Logan':i  argument;  for  it  has  been 
discovered,  and  proved  beyond  a  doubt, 
that  the  Punico-Irish  scene  from 
Plautua  is  the  manufactuie  of  a  Mr. 
0*Neachtan  (the  real  Simon  I'ure),  to 
whose  lucubrations  the  General  had 
merely  the  merit  of  standing  godfather. 

He  further  says,  "  I  believe  he  will 
not  deny  that  the  Hebrew,  Syriac, 
and  Phccnician  languages  shew-  an 
identity  of  origin."  Assuredly  I  do 
not  deny  this  ;  for  the  identity  of  the 
Arabic,  Hebrew,  Syriac,  IMiuznician, 
and  Kthioi>ic,  formed  the  subject  of  a 
public  lecture  which  1  had  occaslun 
lately  to  deliver.  But  what  is  all  this 
to  the  point ;  I'he  Celtic,  1  still  main- 
tain, and,  pleai>e  God,  will  prove,  has 
no  connexion  with  any  one  of  the 
above-mentioned  languages  or  dialects. 
He  seems  to  hint  further,  on  some 
authority,  tbutabout  1500  years,  before 
Christ,  all  the  people  of  tlie  earth  could 
manage  to  undcrstaud  one  another. 
>fow,  we  have  better  authority  than 
any  iif  Mr.  Logan's,  that  the  languages 
of  mankind  were,  by  Divine  interposi- 
tion, rendered  quite  dissimilar  and 
confounded,  at  least  22fK)  years  before 
(^irist ;  and  I  see  not  the  least  proba- 
bility of  their  ha\ing  assimilated  so 
very  muck  700  years  latej;  About  the 
period  alluded  to  (i.e.  1500  years  before 
Christ)  flourished  Muse?,  and,  pro- 
bably stilt  earlier,  the  patriarch  Job  ; 
and  at  the  same  time  Cecrops  ruled 
over  Greece.     The  compoutiooa  of 
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Moses  and  Job  arc  eitant;  but  ive 
cannot  say  what  the  langaage  of  Greece 
then  was.  However,  taking  the  ear- 
liest specimens  of  it  with  which  we 
are  acquainted,  it  is  so  different  in 
every  respect  from  the  Hebrew,  that 
the  wildest  etymologist  cannot  make 
them  out  to  be  of  the  same  origin. 

Finally,  Mr.  Logan  says,  "  that  no 
author  of  repute,  with  the  exception 
of  a  learned  Pole  of  the  name  of  Gesi- 
lius,  has  ventured  to  assert  that  the 
Celtic  and  the  languages  spoken  in  the 
eastern  world,  in  remote  ages,  were 
altogether  dissimilar  and  unconnect- 
ed," Of  the  learned  Gesilius  I  never 
heard ;  howeverj  I  rejoice  to  learn 
that  I  have  so  able  an  ally ;  but  it 
were  as  well  that  Mr.  Logao,  since  he 
trusts  so  much,  not  to  facta,  but  to  the 
tiatements  of  others,  should  extend  his 
researches  a  little  further  into  the  sub- 
ject. 

The  present  Professor  of  Hebrew  of 
the  University  of  Halle  in  Prussia, 
Dr.  Gesenius,  has,  in  a  work  lately 
published,  and  entitled  *'  Monumenta 
Phoenicia,"  set  the  Punic  question  for 
ever  at  rest.  Gesenius  has,  with  vast 
labour  and  the  moat  sound  and  scru- 
pulous research,  succeeded  in  trans- 
lating into  Latin  all  the  Phenicion 
monuments  hitherto  procurable  ;  and 
among  the  rest  the  Punic  lines  in  the 
Pccnuius  of  Plautus.  1  need  not  say 
with  what  joy  and  pride  1  find,  that 
the  opinion  of  Gesenius^,  known  for 
years  as  the  first  Semitic  scholar  in 
Europe,  entirely  coincides  with  my 
own  respecting  the  Iribh  versions  of 
the  Punic  scene.  As  Mr.  Logan  has 
such  a  great  regard  for  authorities,  I 
will  give  him  the  very  words  of  Gese- 
nius, p.  342  : — 

*'  Multo  etiara  duriora  et  lougius  petita 
Tidentur,  qure  de  lingUKC  Punicw  vcstigiis 
in  Irica  conspicni^  ]>rolata  video,  in  qua, 
quippe  Celtieee  stirpis  Hogua,  neque  rmli- 
cum  neque  granimatica:  declinationiii  cum 
Hebrtea  lingua  concordia  eit :  ut  mirari 
fubeat,  etiam  hodieessequibui  Vallaaceii 
sonmia  non  displiceunt." 

Which  in  the  vernacular,  siguifics 

'*  But  much  less  to  the  purpose,  and 
more  far-fetcbed,  appear  those  preten- 
sions which  I  eee  lield  forth  respecting 
traces  of  the  Punic  language  being  mani- 
fest in  the  Irish  -,  itbich  tongue,  being  of 
a  Celtic  origin,  hath  no  affinity  with  the 
Hebrew  either  u  regards  it§  rvota  or  its 


grammatical  inflexions :  hence  doth  it  be- 
come matter  of  marvel  that  there  be  men, 
even  at  this  day,  who  do  not  sicken  at  the 
reveries  of  Vallancey," 

I  will  now  proceed  to  discuss  the 
first  of  my  positions,  viz.  "  That  the 
Welsh  is  not  a  dialect  of  the  Gaelic  or 
Celtic  in  any  sense  of  the  term." 

Before  I  commence  this  subject,  it 
may  be  proper  to  premise,  that  I  use 
the  term  Celtic  and  Gaelic  as  identical, 
which  1  believe  to  have  been  generally 
so  classed  by  most  scholars  and  gen- 
tlemen from  Csesar  downwards.  By 
the  word  Celtic  or  Gaelic,  then,  I 
mean  the  languages  spoken  by  the 
Highlanders  of  Scotland,  the  Irish, 
and  the  natives  of  the  Isle  of  Man ;  all 
of  which  tongues  are  dialects  one  of 
the  other,  or  of  the  ancient  Celtic 
which  prevailed  in  the  west  of  Europe. 
By  the  term  dialect  I  mean  a  variation 
of  a  language  peculiar  to  certain  locali- 
ties, but  upon  the  whole  intelligible 
to  one  who  speaks  the  language  from 
which  the  dialect  has  emanated. 
Thus,  the  Low-countrj'  Scotch  is  a  dia- 
lect of  the  English  ;  the  Flemish  of  the 
Dutch;  and  the  Manx  of  the  Gaelic  or 
Irish.  Again,  I  call  languages  coi/na/e 
or  sister  tongues,  or,  more  generally 
speaking,  of  the  same  family,  when  the 
roots  of  the  languages  arc  identical ; 
whilst  at  the  same  time  the  termina- 
tions, the  grammatical  structure,  and 
even  the  anangcmeut  of  the  words  so 
differ,  that  a  person  who  speaks  the 
one  cnnnot  understand  the  other, 
though  he  may  by  a  little  study  be 
able  to  do  so.  For  instance,  the  Ger- 
man and  English  arc  cognate  or  sister 
tongues,  both  being  the  offspring  of 
the  Gothic.  The  roots  of  the  words 
are,  generally  speaking,  the  same  in 
both ;  I  mean,  of  course,  the  Saxon 
roots,  which  constitute  the  basis  of  the 
English.  They  differ  widely,  however, 
in  their  structure  and  arrangement. 
The  Germans  have  formed  compounds, 
in  imitation  of  the  Greeks,  from  the 
roots  of  their  own  language  ;  we  have 
borrowed  compound  terms  wherever 
we  found  them  suit  our  purpose : 
hence  both  languages  arc  now  very 
different  from  each  other,  notwithstand- 
ing the  closeness  of  their  affinity.  The 
same  may  be  said  of  the  Italian,  Spa- 
nish, and  French,  the  common  progeny 
of  the  Latin.  I  hope  these  deftx\\V.\c^^% 
will  prove  eatUfaclntf  V>  ^t,  Va^gia,

and  to  the  learned  men  of  the  Prioci- 
pality  ;  and>  this  point  being  settled,  I 
think  I  can  prove  to  them  that  the 
Welsh,  so  far  from  being  a  dialect  of 
the  Celtic,  does  not  even  come  within 
the  second  degree  of  affinity.  It  is 
not  even  a  cognate  or  aiater  tongue  of 
the  Celtic,  it  being  of  a  totally  different 
family  or  origin ;  and  in  order  to  esta- 
blish this  assertion,  I  will  at  once 
proceed  to  facts,  not  to  theories  and 
authoritiea. 

I  have  already  mentioned  that  the 
Gaelic  is  my  mother  tongue.  I  still 
speak,  read,  and  understand  it  as  well 
as  I  do  English.  I  heard  Welsh  spo- 
ken fur  the  first  time  in  Liverpool  In 
1323,  but  I  could  not  understand  a 
single  word  of  it ;  still  I  thought  the 
circumstance  might  be  owing  to  the 
difference  of  pronunciation,  for  I  con- 
fess all  that  I  had  ever  heard  on  the 
subject  led  me  to  find  the  Welsh  and 
Gaelic  identical.  I  then  consulted  a 
copy  of  the  Welsh  New  Testament, 
and  scarcely  found  one  word  in  ticenty

Now  let  the  reader  carefully  com- 
pare the  two  languages,  and  say  ho- 
nestly whether  there  be  any  resem- 
blance between  them.  There  are  three 
words  that  have  some  resemblance, 
Ist,  Dittf  Daw,  the  same  as  the  Latin 
Deus,  which  in  fairness  ought  not  to 
be  counted  as  one ;  2nd,  ftpoMa,  life, 
and  IjftPifd ;  and  3rd,  dhaoine  and  dy- 
ntoR.  With  respect  to  the  first  word, 
it  may  have  been  introduced  with  the 
Christian  religion ;  and,  allowing  that 
the  other  two  arc  identical,  how  will 
Mr.  Logan  and  his  Welsh  alliei  ac- 
count for  the  overwhelming  wu^ority

of  the  same  origin.  To  understand  a 
single  verse  was  quite  out  of  the  ques- 
tion, and  it  would  be  truly  miraculous 
if  I  did,  for  the  words  and  the  gram- 
matical structure  of  the  two  languages 
arc  totally  different.  I  then  came  to 
the  conclusion,  as  any  unprejudiced 
person  must  have  done,  that  the  vul- 
gar opinion  respecting  the  identity  of 
the  Welsh  and  Gaelic  was  erroneous ; 
and  I  have  ever  since  adhered  to  that 
conclusion. 

In  1834  appeared  Sir  William  Be- 
tham's  work  on  "The  Gael  and  the 
Cymbri."  His  views  on  this  point 
are  the  same  as  mine;  and  Mr.  Lo- 
gan himself  will  bear  witness  that  1 
had  formed  and  maintained  the  opi- 
nions I  here  advocate  years  before  the 
appearance  of  Sir  William's  work. 
But  to  come  nearer  the  point,  let  the 
reader  compare  the  two  languages  in 
the  first  five  verses  of  St.  John's  Gos- 
pel, which  are  here  given,  and  then 
let  him  judge  for  himself: —

that  do  not  agree?  The  answer  is 
obvious,  they  must  admit  that  the 
languages  are  totally  dissimilar;  and 
though  it  may  be  very  hard  to  give  up 
favourite  theories,  yet  facts  are  such 
stubborn  things  as  sometimes  to  de- 
mand and  even  to  compel  due  respect. 
I  need  not  add  the  Irish  and  Manx 
versions ;  the  Irish  version  of  the  fore- 
going verses  differs  from  the  Gaelic 
only  in  a  few  words,  as /iria/Aar  instead 
of  Focal,  and  bhfochair  instead  of 
maille  re ;  and  these  are  mere  synony- 
mous terms,  perfectly  familiar  to  any 
Highlander  that  can  read.    The  Manx

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diflen  from  the  Gaelic  or  Irish  only  id 
spelliDg;  the  words  in  the  former  being 
spelt  as  proDOunced,  like  the  English 
words  given  for  pronunciation  in  Wal- 
ker's Dictionary. 

If  the  above /acfo  are  not  sufficient 
for  Mr.  Logan  and  the  learned  of 
Wales,  let  tibem  point  out  to  me  any 
five  or  ten  verses  of  the  New  Teeta- 
ment,  or  a  hundred  consecutive  words 
from  any  part  of  Owen's  Welsh  Dic- 
tionary. 1826,  and  I  shall  be  moat 
happy  to  lay  the  same  before  your 
rnders.  This  is  the  true  way  of  set- 
tling the  matter.  By  this  comparison 
it  will  be  found  that  the  English  has 
a  vast  deal  more  of  words  from  the 
Latin  or  French,  or  even  from  the 
Italian,  than  the  Welsh  has  of  Gaelic 
or  Celtic.  Yet  no  man  will  assert  that 
the  English  is  a  dialect  of  the  Latin. 
French,  or  Italian,  nor  can  it  be  class- 
ed under  the  same  family  with  these. 
It  is  very  common  among  etymolo- 
gists to  spout  some  score  of  words 
from  the  Welsh,  which,  by  certain 
changes  of  letters — such  as  p  for  c. 
fcc.  are  found  in  the  Gaelic.  These 
are  generally  all  the  Gaelic  or  Welsh 
words  they  know,  and  on  this  frail 
foundation  they  build  their  theory, 
forgetting  some  twenty  or  thirty  thou- 
sand words  which  bear  no  rescm' 
blance  to  each  other.  This  is  similar 
to  the  case  of  those  wlio  put  faith  in 
dreams.  One  dream  in  a  year  turns 
out  to  be  true,  the  remaining  364  are 
not ;  yet  the  dream  that  is  fulfilled  is 
treasured  up,  and  the  others  are  for- 
gotten ;  and  this  is  the  ground  of  their 
belief. 

I  have  already  alluded  to  Sir  Wil- 
liam Betham's  sound  and  valuable 
work  on  the"Gaeland  theCymbri,"'to 
which  1  beg  to  refer  the  reader  for 
the  moat  conclusive  evidence  respect- 
ing the  dissimilarity  of  the  Gaelic  and 
Welsh.  It  is  true  I  differ  from  this 
able  writer  respecting  the  connexion 
between  the  Gaelic  and  the  Eastern 
languages;  in  whirh  case  I  imagine 
that  Sir  William  has  trusted  more  to 
the  theory  of  his  friend  General  Val- 
lancey  than  to  his  own  acute  judg- 
ment. Be  this  OS  it  may.  Sir  Wil- 
liam, in  the  Celtic  language,  is  of  the 
highest  authority.  lie  reasons  fear- 
lessly and  firmly  from/ar/5.  as  I  have 
done;  overturning,  like  cobwebs,  the 
fnul  theories  of  those  whose  "  Celtic 


knowledge  has  been  derived  from  dic- 
tionaries only."  Sir  William's  obser. 
vations  are  so  much  to  the  point  that 
1  should  be  inexcusable  not  to  present 
a  few  of  them  to  the  unprejudiced  rea- 
der.   In  p.  330.  he  says. 

"  Had  Mr.  ^Tiitaker  known  either  the 
Welsh  or  Gaelic  language  well,  I  am  per- 
suaded he  would  have  been  very  far  n-om 
sapposing  the  Cymbri  and  the  Gael  were 
the  same  people,  for  he  would  have  found 
that  either  of  the  languages  is  of  no  more 
use  for  the  understanding  of  the  other, 
than  the  mere  knowledge  of  the  Latin  to 
the  understanding  of  the  Greek.  There 
is  about  one  word  in  fifteen  similar,  but 
rarely  the  same  in  sound  and  signification, 
in  both  languages.  In  the  first  nine  co- 
lamns  of  the  Irish  Dictionary  by  Mr. 
Lhuyd,  there  are  400  words,  of  which  I 
have  not  been  able  to  discover  more  than 
twenty  in  common  to  both  languages,  nor 
have  I  succeeded  better  in  sever^  trials. 
Moreover,  the  grammatical  structure,  as 
to  the  declension  and  construction,  are  ra- 
dically different." 

I  may  here  mention  that  Sir  Wil- 
liam has  ably  di»sected,  as  it  were, 
the  grammatical  structure  of  both 
tongues,  p.  367,  &c.  in  which  he 
most  fully  verifies  the  preceding  asser- 
tion. In  p.  394.  Sir  William  with- 
draws the  veil  from  some  curious  cir- 
cumstances:— 

*'  The  radical  difference  exixting  be- 
tween the  Welsh  and  Irish  was  well 
known  to  Lhuyd  and  Rowland,  who  felt 
and  admittt'd  it,  but  wanted  nerve  openly 
to  declare  their  conviction  of  that  impor* 
tuDt  fact.  They  were  fully  sensible  that 
its  ]>roinulgation  would  destroy  all  the 
cherished  and  darling  pretensions  of  their 
country,  and,  therefore,  nith  a  cowardice 
or  subserviency  unworthy  of  their  high 
character,  endeavoured  to  smooth  over 
the  surface  and  hide  the  defect  by  spe- 
cial pleading  and  specious  expedients. 
Lhnyd,  in  order  to  conceal  the  flaw  in 
their  title  to  a  Celtic  origin,  took  the  pre- 
caution of  publishing  his  opinion  tn  the 
Welsh  hn<fuage,  perfectly  certain  that 
his  own  countrymen  were  too  much  de« 
voted  to  their  own  supposed  traditional 
history  to  expose  it.  Rowland  endea- 
vours by  a  species  of  frivolous  and  tri- 
lling arguments,  oven  below  contempt,  to 
account  for  a  total  and  radical  rhange  in 
the  constniction  uf  the  Welsh  language, 
Mr.  Roberts,  alone  of  all  his  countrymen, 
honeiitly  declared  what  he  knew  to  be 
true,  that  there  is  no  affinity  whatever  be- 
tween the  two  languages,  but  he  did  «o 
evidently  vith  the  appie^xeunou  ol  cud- 
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tin;  igainst  liim  the  national  prejudices 
and  animositj  of  hia  countrymen." 

The  preceding  extract  will  ahowthat 
I  am  not  now  the  only  one  who  has 
deviated  from  generally  received  opi- 
nions;  and  I  would  ask. — has  Mr. 
Logan,  or  have  the  Welshmen,  ever 
seen  tlie  above  statement  ?  If  so,  have 
they  attempted  to  refute  it?  If  not. 
I  here  give  them  the  opportunity ;  for 
the  sentiments  are  entirely  my  own. 
with  the  exception  of  those  which  al- 
lude to  "national  prejudices  and  ani- 
mosity," of  whose  existence  I  know 
nothing,  and  care  as  little,  as  these 
will  prove  but  frail  weapons  in  oppo- 
sition to  facts. 

In  order  to  bring  this  discussion  to 
an  end.  I  here  propose  three  different 
teftts  by  which  1  conceive  the  question 
may  be  fairly  decided-  First.  let  any 
chapter  of  the  Scriptures  be  selected 
by  Mr.  Logan,  and  let  us  contrast  the 
Gaelic  and  Welsh  versions  of  it ;  then 
we  shall  see  whether  they  are  dialects 
of  each  other.  Secondly,  let  us  care- 
fully analyse  the  whole  of  the  words 
under  any  letter  of  Owen's  Diction- 
ary, and  see  how  many  of  them  arc 
Gaelic.  Thirdly,  let  us  take  any  piece 
of  plain  English  composition. — let  the 
learned  of  Wales  translate  the  same 
into  their  language,  and  I.  from  want 
of  a  better,  will  translate  it  into  Gae- 
lic, and  once  more  we  shall  be  able 
to  judge  of  the  accuracy  of  what  Mr. 
Logan  calls  the  "  general  opinion." 
If  this  ordeal  be  not  gone  through,  I 
am  to  understand  that  the  point  is 
given  up. 

I  am  afraid  this  communication  is 
already  too  long ;  still  I  cannot  avoid 
adding  the  sentiments  of  a  very  able 
French  writer  on  this  subject.  It  is 
from  a  work  I  have  just  procured, 
entitled,  "  Atlas  Kthnographique  du 
Globe,  par  AdricnBalbi.  Paris.  1826." 
In  folio  11th  the  author,  speaking  of 
the  Welsh,  says.  "  The  Kumbre  is  a 
very  mixed  idiom;  it  appears  to  have 
l>cen  formed  originally  from  the  Low 
German  (Nieder  Deutch)  together  with 
pure  Celtic.  In  the  Welsh  one  half 
of  the  words  are  derived  from  the  Ger- 
man, one  fourth  from  the  Latin,  and 
the  other  fourth  from  the  Gaelic."  Of 
course  the  learned  of  the  Principality 
are  the  best  judges  of  the  real  compo- 
sition of  their  own  language ;  with  uat 
PMTt  I  hmve  aothiog  to  do:   only  I 


must  say  that  the  allowance  of  Gaelic 
in  the  above  melange  is  more  than  facts 
warrant  us  to  infer. 

But  granted  even,  for  argument  sake, 
that  one  fourth  of  the  Welsh  was 
Gaelic;  still  this  would  not  entitle 
them  to  be  called  dialects  of  one 
another,  nor  could  they  with  any  pro- 
priety be  classed  under  the  name  fa- 
mily.  More  than  one  fourth  of  the 
words  in  the  English  language  are  from 
the  Latin,  but  the  English  is  notwith- 
standing a  Saxon  dialect.  More  than 
two  thirds  of  the  Persian  vocables  are 
pure  Arabic,  yet  the  Persian  is  not  a 
Semitic  dialect.  But  it  is  now  high 
time,  Mr.  Urban,  that  1  apologized  for 
trespassing  so  long  upon  the  patience 
of  yourself  and  your  readers.  This 
I  now  do;  and  I  have  only  to  say 
in  excuse,  tliat  7  have  not  leisure  to 
shorten  ray  epistle.  The  other  sub- 
jects shall  be  forthcoming  in  due  time.

IN  your  December  number,  p.  5S0, 
HiSTORicrs  inquires.  "  who  the  nuns 
were,  of  whom  Robert  Cecil,  after- 
wards Earl  of  Salisbury,  wrote  from 
Flanders  in  1587.  that  they  were  al- 
lowed, upon  preferment  in  marriage, 
to  leave  their  private  life  r "  &c.  These 
nuns,  whose  designation  Histokicus 
could  not  decyphcr.  were  the  li^ijuinest 
as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  ex- 
tract from  the  article  in  the  Dictionnaire 
Kncj/ctopedigtie  (par  Diderot  et  D'Alem- 
bert,  1751.  &c.).  written  by  the  Abbe 
Malet :  "C'est  le  nom  qu'on  donne 
dans  les  Pays-Bas  k  des  filles  ou  veuves, 
qui.  sans  faire  des  vccux  se  rassem- 
blent  pour  mener  unc  vie  devote  et 
regime  ....  II  leur  est  libre  de  se 
retirer  du  beguinage,  et  de  se  marier." 
&c.  I  could  quote  authorities  ;  but 
this  is  one  of  easiest  access.  I  should 
think,  as  it  is  to  be  found  in  moat 
public  libraries.  Before  the  French 
Revolution  of  1789.  and  the  invasion 
of  the  Netherlands,  these  nuns  were 
very  numerous ;  and  at  Gand.  where 
two  establishments  existed,  the  larger 
one  contained  eight  hundred  inmates  ; 
nor  is  their  present  number,  I  believe, 
inconsiderable.

duced  con5.iderable  sensation  :*  it  was 
tlierefore  more  than  thirty  years  pos- 
terior to  Johnsou's  death  j  which 
fully  removes  from  kirn  the  imputation 
of  plagiarism.  Few,  indeed,  were  less 
litcely  to  be  what  Scaliger  designated 
"  fuci  altenorum  laborum  ;"  for  few 
were  endowed  with  greater  poweis  of 
prompt  repartee,  or  richer  in  native 
wit;  not  even  the  renowned  Talley- 
rand, the  real  or  putative  author  of 
every  current  guod'Saying  in  France. 
"  [I  DC  circule  pas  un  bon  mot  dans 
Paris,"  says  Madame  Ducrest  (niece 
of  Madame  de  Genlis}  in  her  *'  Mi5' 
moires  aurJo&ephineet  Marie  Louise," 
"  qui  ne  soit  attribuc  li  IVl.  de  Talley- 
rand, ce  qui  prouve  tju'il  en  dit  beau- 
coup  ;  cor  oi»  n?  pnitf  ^n^aux  richti." 
Theu  last  words  form  a  proverb  of 
very  frequent  and  happy  application  ;

What  M.  states  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Sidney  Smith  rests  on  no  written  or 
authentic  evidence,  and  therefore  is 
entitled  to  little  notice :  but  1  may 
observe,  that  the  same  thought  or 
image  may  occur  to  different  persons 
without  plagiarism.  As.  for  instance, 
in  Miss  Landon'e  recent  and  interest- 
ing novel  Ethel  Churchill,  it  is  ob- 
served.— "  To  Norbonne,  the  whole 
world  was  one  division — the  place 
where  she  was,  from  that  where  she 
was  not ;"  which  is  synonymous  with 
Rousseau's  sentence  (Nouvelle  He'lo- 
iae)  "  pour  ceini  qui  aime,  il  n'y  a 
qu'un  seul  dtre  dans  le  monde — c'est 
I'objet  aime." 

Tht  following  plagiarism  is  very 
evident,  though  the  avowal  of  its 
sonrce  would  have  been  rather  diffi- 
cult :  Des  Barreux,  one  of  the  profli- 
gate wits  of  the  seventeenth  century 
(ob.  1672),  composed,  a  little  before 
his  death,  as  a  proof  of  repentance, 
the  celebrated  sonnet,

To  the  overscrupulous,  the  last  line 
may  possibly  be  objectionable;  but 
it  will  be  excused  by  the  occasion. 
The  work  of  Regnard  here  alluded  to, 
Le  Jniiettr^  has  always  been  classed 
with  tbe  masterpieces  of  the  French 
theatre,  end  has  often  appeared  in  an 
English  dress  on  our  own.  The  au- 
thor, until  displaced  from  his  pedestal 
by  Beaumarchais,  was  uniformly  reck- 
oned second  only  to  Moli^re:  "Qui 
ne  sc  plait  pas  k  Regnard,  n'est  pas 
dtgnc  d'estiroer  Moliere,"  is  the  ob- 
servation of  Voltaire.  lie  (Regnard) 
had  been  a  great  traveller,  and,  like 
Cervantes,  a  captive  for  some  time  at 
Algiers.  On  tils  liberation,  he  re- 
sumed his  ramblings,  until  stopped  on 
the  borders  of  Lapland  by  the  Frozen 
Ocean,  where  he  left  the  following 
commemorative  inscription :

A  nsMAitKADLE  rccnrd  of  the  pa- 
troungc  and  hospitality  formerly  ex- 
tended to  learned  men  by  the  nobility 
of  this  country,  is  now  before  ns.

A  Pocket-book  or  1752,  and  Diary 
OP  Master  KrciiARD  Gouoii. 

An  interesting  relic  of  a  very  cele- 
brated Antiquary  is  now  before  us — a 
pocket  diary  of  the  youth  of  Richard 
Gough,  Esq.  of  Entield,  aAerwards 
Director  of  the  Society  of  Antiquaries, 
editor  of  Camden's  Britannia,  and 
author  of  the  '*  Sepulchral  Monuments 
of  Great  Britain."  It  belongs  to  the 
year  in  which  he  left  school,  and  its 
title  is,  ••  No.  III.  of  the  Daily  Jour- 
nal for  the  year  1752  ;  or  the  Gentle- 
man's and  Tradesman's  Methodical 
Accompt-book  for  the  Pocket.  Printed 
for  R.  Baldwin,  in  Paternoster- Row." 

The  book  itself  is  somewhat  curious. 
It  belongs  to  the  iirst  year  of  **  the  New 
Stile  used  in  Great  Britain ; "  and  when 
the  month  of  September  had  only 
nineteen  days.  The  Almanac  con- 
tains a  chronology  not  only  of  "  the 
most  remarkable  public  Events  in  ge- 
neral, but  those  of  the  preceding  Year 
in  particular;"  and,  before  we  notice 
the  manuscript  memoranda,  we  shall 
select  some  of  the  more  remarkabla 
passages  of  the  printed  anuals  of  tlie 
year  1751.

The  remainder  consist 
of  various  accidents,  offences,  the 
deaths  of  persons  of  rank,  promotions,

In  a  table  of  the  modes  of  addressing 
persons  of  various  ranks,  it  is  stated 
that  all  Baronets  should  be  styled  "  Ho- 
nourable;''  also  all  Admirals  of  the 
Royal  Navy,  and  alt  officers  of  the 
Army  to  the  rank  of  Colooct  inclusive. 
We  know  that  the  same  rule  was  ap- 
plied to  at!  members  of  the  House  of 
Commons;  and  they  are  still  "the 
Hon.  gentleman"  both  within  the 
House  and  without,*  but  the  title  has 
long  ceased  to  be  prefixed  to  their 
names.  It  is,  however,  still  applied  to 
members  of  the  various  colonial  legis- 
latures. Now,  the  only  titular  Honour- 
abtes  in  England  are  the  sons  of  Earls, 
the  sons  and  daughters  of  Viscounts 
and  Barons,  the  Judges,  and  the  Maids 
of  Honour.  Can  any  one  say  how 
long  the  practice  has  ceased  of  ascrib- 
ing the  title  to  Members  of  the  Lower 
House  ?  Or  when  it  was  first  ascribed 
to  the  children  of  Peers  ?  Certainly 
not  80  soon  as  the  reign  of  James  the 
First.  Probably  not  before  the  Re- 
storation. 

Now  for  the  juvenile  annals  of  Mr. 
Gough :  which,  at  his  age,  cannot  be 
expected  to  be  very  important.  He  is 
at  first  living  in  the  City  (in  Winches- 
ter Street,  near  Moor  Fields),  and  at* 
tending  school  daily.

Tliis  is  the  last  manuscript  entry ; 
the  journal,  like  many  others,  break- 
ing off  abruptly.  The  expenses  show 
that  most  of  his  pocket-money  was  ex- 
pended on  books ;  chiefly  classical,  but 
only  the  school  editions.  "  Mending 
the  organ  10*.  6d."  There  are  also 
some  minutes  of  scientific  lectures,  de- 
livered by  a  Mr.  King.

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UNPUBLISHED  POEM  BY  LORD  FALKLAND. 

Mh.  Uaban,  Chelaea,  Nov.  23,  1837- 

IN  Volume  IV.  of  your  New  Series  you  inserted  various  poems  written  by 
Lucius  Carey,  Lord  Falkland,  and  invited  your  correspondents  to  contribute 
any  other  similar  productions  of  that  illustrious  nobleman ; — an  invitation 
which  was  repeated  in  a  short  article  inserted  in  Volume  VI.  to  which  I  shall 
allude  more  particularly  hereafter. 

The  singular  purity  of  that  great  man's  life,  his  honesty  as  a  statesman,  his 
learning,  and  his  patronage  of  literature,  are  perpetuated  by  an  everlasting 
monument  in  the  History  of  the  Rebellion  ;  but  J.  M.  is  the  first  to  give  Lord 
Falkland  a  new  claim  upon  our  admiration  by  bringing  conspicuously  before 
us  his  merits  as  a  poet.  In  aid  of  this  excellent  design,  I  transmit  to  you  a 
copy  of  one  of  Lord  Falkland's  poems,  which,  as  far  as  I  know,  has  never 
yet  been  printed.  I  found  it  in  a  miscellaneous  volume  of  poetry,  numbered 
6947,  amongst  the  Harleian  Manuscripts.  It  is  the  thirty-first  article  in  that 
volume,  and  is  signed  at  the  conclusion  in  a  legible  Italian  hand — *'  Fauck- 
land."  This  signature,  although  spelt  differently  from  those  appended  to 
the  poems  you  have  published,  is  probably  that  of  the  author  himself  and  not 
of  the  copyist.  I  do  not  recollect  to  have  ever  seen  Lord  Falkland's  auto- 
graph,  but  it  may  no  doubt  be  found  at  Oxford,  and  at  the  State  Paper  Office, 
even  if  it  does  not  exist  at  the  British  Museum.* 

The  merits  of  this  poem  are  equal  to  those  of  the  best  of  the  poems  you 
have  published,  and,  making  allowance  for  blemishes  attributable  to  the 
false  taste  of  the  time,  it  may  be  pronounced  a  fanciful  and  elegant  composi- 
tion. It  contains  similes  of  great  beauty,  and  lines  which  are  singularly  har- 
monious. 

The  lady  whom  it  commemorates  was  Mary,  the  first  wife  of  James  Mar- 
quis,  and  afterwards  Duke,  of  Hamilton.  Endowed  with  that  fatal  beauty 
which  distinguished  the  race  of  Villiers,  from  which,  on  her  mother's  side, 
she  was  descended,  she  was,  at  the  same  time,  eminent  for  other  and  higher 
qualities.  Bishop  Burnet  speaks  of  her  in  terms  which  almost  seem  borrowed 
from  the  poem  before  us.  "  She  was  Lady,"  he  says,  "  of  the  Queen's  Bed- 
chamber, and  admitted  by  her  Majesty  into  an  entire  confidence  and  friend- 
ship; and  not  only  was  her  honour  unstained,  but  even  her  fame  continued 
untouched  with  calumny,  she  being  so  strict  to  the  severest  rules  as  never  to 
admit  to  those  follies  which  pass  in  that  style  for  gallantry.  She  was  a  most 
affectionate  and  dutiful  wife,  and  used  to  say,  '  She  had  the  greatest  reason 
to  bless  God  for  having  given  her  such  a  husband,  whom  as  she  loved  per- 
fectly, so  she  was  not  ashamed  to  obey.'  But  that  which  crowned  all  her 
other  perfections  was  the  deep  sense  she  had  of  religion  ;  she  lived  and  died 
in  the  Communion  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  was  a  very  devout  person. 
Many  years  before  her  death,  she  was  so  exact  in  observing  her  retirements 
to  her  closet,  that,  notwithstanding  ail  her  avocations,  and  the  divertisementa 
of  the  Court,  (as  the  writer  was  informed  by  one  that  lived  with  her,)  no  day 
passed  over  her  without  bestowing  large  portions  of  her  time  on  them,  beside 
her  constant  attendance  on  the  chappel."  (Memoirs  of  the  Dukes  of  HamiU 
ton,  p,  407,  edit.  1C67.)  This  worthy  subject  for  the  muse  of  Lord  Falkland, 
died  on  the  10th  of  May,  1638. 

Having  thus  accomplished  the  main  business  of  my  preient  communication,

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I  may,  perhaps,  be  allowed  to  make  a  few  comments  upon  two  of  the  poems 
inserted  in  your  former  articles. 

The  half  a  dozen  lines  extracted  from  the  Lacrymte  Mutarum,  and  inserted 
in  your  Volume  IV.  p.  392,  were  not  written  by  the  Lord  Falkland  whom 
*'  every  man  of  his  time  was  proud  to  praise/'  but  by  a  son  of  his.  The 
Itord  Hastings,  to  whose  memory  those  lines  were  dedicated,  died  on  the 
24th  of  June,  1649  (Nichols's  Leicestershire,  iii.  604) ;  the  battle  of  New- 
bury, in  which  the  Lord  Falkland  fell,  was  fought  in  1643.  This  mistake  ori- 
ginated in  Nichols's  Leicestershire.  I  feel  certain  that  upon  re- perusal  of 
those  lines,  J.  M.  will  agree  with  me  in  thinking  it  a  subject  of  rejoicing  that 
liOrd  Falkland's  memory,  oa  a  poet,  is  relieved  from  the  burthen  of  their  com- 
position. 

One  other  remark,  and  I  have  done.  The  lines  inserted  in  Volume  VI.  p. 
384,  as  "  another"  of  this  noble  Lord's  poems  are  a  mere  repetition  of  a  poem 
inserted  in  the  former  article  in  Volume  IV.  p.  392.  How  is  this  ?  Was  it 
inserted  again  with  a  view  of  rousing  the  attention  of  your  correspondents,  who 
bad  failed  to  respond  to  your  invitation,  or  does  it  prove  that  your  friend — may  I 
not  say  OMr  friend — 3.  M.,  in  imitation  doubtless  of  the  elders  of  poesy,  does 
sometimes  nod  ?  If  the  latter,  it  at  any  event  proves  also  that  "even  in  his 
sleep  he  dreams  of  song,"  and  very  pretty  song,  too,  as  any  one  who  will  turn 
to  the  lines  may  satisfy  himself.  Yours,  &c.  J.  B.

WHEN  Horace  "Walpole  printed  bis  Catalogue  of  (fie  Royal  and  Noble  Au- 
thors  of  England  in  17oS,  he  gave  the  first  place  to  Richard  C<eur-de-LioQ»  in 
compliance  with  previous  authorities — not  thinking  himself  "at  liberty  to  erase 
his  name;"  but,  he  twitted  the  historiographer  Rymer  because  he  "would  roe> 
tamorphose  Richard  into  the  soft  Iute>loving  hero  of  poesy."  The  criticism 
was  not  very  felicitous.  Within  the  compass  of  a  year,  Walpole  "  found  great 
reason  to  believe  that  Richard  was  actually  an  author  •/'  and  even  printed  a 
eirvente  huiorique,  the  composition  of  that  monarch,  from  an  ancient  M^.  pre- 
served at  Florence.  On  this  n'rvenfe,  which  is  comprised  in  the  well-known 
selection  of  Troubadour  poetry  edited  by  M.  Raynouard,  the  claims  of  Richard 
as  an  author  have  hitherto  chiefiy  rested.  We  may  now  add  to  it  the  frag- 
ment  of  a  Ipvc-song,  which  has  been  recently  discovered  at  Aix, — and  was  one 
of  the  last  contributions  of  M.  Raynouard  to  that  brauch  of  literary  history 
which  he  so  ardently  and  successfully  cultivated.  1  transcribe  it  from  an  in- 
teresting volume,  entitled  Annuaire  historiqtu  pour  I'ann^e  1837,  puhlie  par 
la  Social  de  VHiatoire  de  France;  and  commend  the  monarch  and  the  frag- 
ment to  Thomas  Moore  for  the  honor  of  an  English  metrical  version.

His 
bands  (of  Christ)  O  thon  whoriah  drab  I 
thou  fehalt  never  escape.  Instead  of  my 
Atrewell  to  thee,  now  I  say,  Pte*  fie  on 
thee,  fie  upon  thee,  filthy  drab|  and  all 
thy  false  propheLi." 

Tho  good  old  roan,  however,  moved 
in  his  spirit,  would  not  leave  his  once- 
bdoved  city  with  a  curse  : — 

"Yet,  O  London  I    I  may   not  leave 
thee  thus.     Among  tha  worshipful  of  the 
city,  and  especially  which   were  in  office 
of  mayoralty  ;^yea,  and  in  other  citizens 
alfio  whom  to   name  now  it  shall  not  be 
neceijory,)  in  tbi:  time  of  my  ministryr 
which  was  for  the  latter  part  of  Sir  Row- 
land Hiirttyear,*unto  Sir  George  Bsmes'a 
Tcar.t  and  s  great  part  thereof,  I  do  ac- 
knowledge that   I  found  no  small  huma- 
nity and  gentleness,  as  methougbt.

Then, 
by  tbe  iiieftDS  of  a  good  gentleman,  I  had 
Hberty  to  i?ome  down  to  diunt-r  and  sup- 
per, but  not  to  speak  with  any  of  my 
frieuds  ;  but  m  tcuou  as  dinner  and  supper 
was  done  to  repair  to  my  chamber  again. 
Notwithstanding,  whilst  I  eanie  down  thus 
to  dinner  and  supper,  the  warden  and  his 
wife  picked  4UarreU  with  me,  nod  com- 
plained  untrulv  of  me  to  their  great  friend 
l)ie  Ui^ho]>  of  XVincbester.

But  Ihr!  warden,  when  he  bath 
kmtwn  me  many  times  reaily  to  die,  and 
when  the  poor  men  of  the  wards  hath 
called  to  help  me,  hnth  commanded  the 
door*  to  be  kept  «but,  and  charged  that 
none  of  bid  men  should  come  at  me,  saying, 
'  Let  him  alone,  it  were  a  good  riddance 
of  hill).'  Anil  among  many  other  timo, 
he  did  ihus  tbe  18  of  October.  155.1,  as 
many  can  wtloe»!i.

And,  us 
the  tdttflr  juitly  observes,  tlie  U-tlcrs 
iD  it  seem  to  meet  two  opposite  evils, 
to  which  we  are  greatly  exposnl  in 
these  Utter  days. — laliludtnariftnism 
ami  ipiritual  pride.  There  is  a  defiri- 
ency  of  a  few  biographical  notes  : 
those  appended  to  our  extracts  are  our 
owo.  And  now  let  us  withdraw  with 
the  words  of  one  of  our  truly  Christian 
poett  on  oar  lips.

THE  first  frermon   in  this  volume 

i«    entitled    "  The     Kiigli&h  Village 

Church,"  preached  in  aid  of  the  So- 


ciety for  Building  New  Churchcft.  It 
is  written  in  a  strain  of  sober  piety, 
of  kind  and  charitable  feeling,  and 
with  a  tuo8t  devoted  attachment  to 
that  pure  and  reformed  Church,  in 
whose  care,  ai  in  a  sacretl  temple,  the 
riainc  of  true  devotion  purest  burns. 
The  advudtageis  of  a  parochial  clergy, 
of  a  moral,  (|uiet,  learned  and  chari- 
table body  of  men  diffused  throughout 
the  kingdom,  resident  in  almost  every 
village,  talking  with  the  strong  man 
at  hii  board,  and  comforting  the  sick 
man  on  his  bed,  are  here  enforced 
with  an  honest  earne&tne&s  worthy  of 
the  subject. 

"  There  is  comcthing  in  the  very  night 
of  these  nnmcrnns  sacred  building!  rising 
through  the  country  which  call  up  our 
better  fctlinjpi.  What  weory  traveller  has 
seen  the  last  rays  of  the  lun  on  a  dis- 
tant church,  who  has  not  ihooght  of  that 
country  beyond  the  grave,  to  which  he 
is  hantening?  Wlio  has  ^een  the  morn- 
ing sun  on  the  spires  and  pinnHclcs  of 
the  grey  cathedrals,  without  the  fechng 
of  religious  hope  ?  Now,  remember  that 
all  the  ministers  of  peace,  who  in  humble 
retirement  spend  their  dayn.  must  have 
a  knowletjge  of  the  gospel  in  the  original 
tonj^ue  ;  many  are  accomplished  schoUrs ; 
and  ill  general  the  modest  mansion,  called 
for  di.itiiiction  '  the  parsonage,*  contains 
educated  sons.  virtnoQs  and  dutiful  daugh- 
ters, and  a  mistress  always  at  hand  to 
overlook  the  rural  school  or  visit  the 
poor.  Is  this  B  picture  of  imagination? 
No!  it  is  a  picture  to  be  seen  in  almost 
oil  the  villages  of  the  land." 

Mr.  Bowles  then  traces  the  endow- 
ments of  these  churcheii,  and  the 
works  of  charity  and  love  wrought  by 
them.  The  ten-*  of  thou<iands  rescued 
from  misery  and  vice  and  restored  in 
the  profession  of  the  true  faith ;  and 
be  most  wisely  and  Justly  enforces 
the  absolute  necessity  of  such  a  vest- 
ed provision  for  the  ministry  as  tu 
render  them  independent  of  the  ca- 
price, the  lem|>er,  and  the  fuetioDs  of 
the  congregation  ;t  nnd  he  ^hows  the

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difference  between  a  cooBtontly  resi- 
dent clergyman  of  the  Established 
Charch*  and  the  occasional  and  heb- 
domadal  visits  of  a  Disaeoting  Mi- 
nister. The  discourse  terminates  in 
one  of  those  pleasing  and  affecting 
passages  which  exhibits  practically 
the  moral  it  has  taught ;  showing 
the  kind,  familiar,  and  pattoral  con- 
nexion that  has  subsisted  so  long 
between  Mr.  Bowles  and  his  interest- 
ing and  attached  flock  at  Bremhill. 
Passtges  containing  such  sentiments 
as  these  have  a  delightful  odour  of 
primiUve  Christianity  on  them,  and 
carry  us  back  to  the  days  of  Gilpin 
and  Hookc,  and  Hammond,  who  have 
passed  away  themselves,  but  whose 
good  deeds  and  whose  immortal  works 
remain  to  testify  of  them. 

'*  If  one-fiftieth  or  one-hundredth  part 
were  true  of  all  that  is  clamoured  so 
rudely  against  the  Establishment,  it  would 
be  in  vain  to  ask  for  subscriptions  for 
more  churches ;  but  the  handmaid  of  the 
lamb,  in  the  front  of  society,  she  lifts 
her  bead,  still  honoured, — still  bclovedt 
though  assailed  with  unmerited  reproach. 
No,  that  old  man,  whose  grey  locks  are 
hanging  over  his  prayer-book,  which  with 
his  Bible  has  been  so  many  years  and 
through  so  many  troubles  and  trials  his 
companions,  would  tell  revilcrs  how  much 
he  prizes  the  religion  of  his  fathers,  lung 
since  gone  down  to  the  grave ;  that  in- 
teresting  family  of  love,  those  children 
who  grew  up  at  their  father's  and  their 
mother's  side, — those  numerous  poor  chil- 
dren, who  (ill  the  chancel,  instructed  and 
clothed  by  the  benevolence  of  one  in  the 
highest  station  of  life,  of  whom  I  could 
qieak  with  warmth  that  would  fill  my 
eyes  with  tears  did  nut  the  place  forbid 
a  word  that  might  seem  like  worldly  flat- 
tery— these  all  bear  witness — *  how  plea- 
sant is  thy  dwelling-place,  O  Lord  1 ' 
These  are  witnesses,  and  ten  thousand 
churches  throughout  the  land  can  witness 
the  same,  how  much  the  rich  and  the 
poor  are  attached  to  that  communion  iu 
which  they  were  baptized,  and  in  which 
they  will  be  buried  in  peace,  notwith- 
standing the  legions  of  discordant  dissent 
combined  against  it.  In  the  course  of 
nature  it  will  not  be  long  before  my  grey 
hairs,  who  have  lived  among  you  so  many 
years,  will  be  brought  down,  1  hope  and 
pray  in  peace.  My  last  abode  will  be  in 
that  chancel,  where  all  the  young  are  now 
assembled,  and  who  will  remember  me. 
1  could  not  wish  a  better  epitaph,  thin 
tha  cj|ireMioa  of  a  poor  child  on  the  de- 
^Mrtttiv  cf  M  ap^bour,  a  man  of  pBlWr 


a  conscientious  clergyman  aad  a  friend, 
whose  affecting  Ufe  has  been  just  pub- 
lished. But  my  last  prayer  will  be  *  pray 
for  the  peace  of  Jerusalem,  for  my  bre- 
thren and  companions'  sake  I  have  wished 
you  prosperity.' " 

The  next  discourse  is  called  "  St. 
Peter  and  the  Keys,"  preached  in  Bo- 
wood  Chapel,  on  the  cartoons  of  Ra- 
phael. In  this  discourse  we  meet 
with  an  explanation  of  a  most  affect- 
ing and  somewhat  mysterious  speech 
of  Christ,  relating  to  the  beloved  dis- 
ciple, which  we  think  very  ingenious, 
and  to  us  entirely  new. 

"And  what  shall  this  man  do?  said 
Peter  to  Christ,  inquiring  the  fate  of  him 
whom  Jesus  most  loved. — '  ^Ae  vait  till 
I  come,  what  it  that  to  thee  P — now  it  is 
generally  understood  that  that  waiting 
was  till  the  time  of  the  destruction  of 
Jerusalem  when  Chriat  may  be  said  to 
have  come,  as  the  Jewish  polity  was  de- 
stroyed, '  but  St.  John  waited  thirty  year* 
after  the  destruction  of  Jerusalem,' — he 
waited  till  he  was  upwards  of  au  hun- 
dred years  old, — he  waited  till  Christ  did 
eome-rnot  indeed  in  the  flesh,  but  illus- 
triously visible  and  distinctly  audible  in 
a  most  glorified  form,  and  speaking  the 
very  same  words  as  when  he  appeared 
transfigured  on  the  Mount.  This  last 
surviving  disciple  wan  now  an  outcast 
among  the  vilest  of  raankiud,  condemned 
for  their  crimes  to  a  solitary  island.  If 
there  couM  be  conceived  a  situation  more 
forlorn  and  desolate  than  another,  where 
the  appearance  and  presence  of  the  be- 
loved I^rd  from  his  throne  of  glory 
would  bo  necessary  fur  the  encourage- 
ment and  support  of  an  aged  disciple — it 
would  be  now.  ♦  «  *  *  if^  looking 
back  on  his  past  life  he  may  have  often 
thought  of  the  last  words  of  his  beloved 
Ixird,  he  might  at  times  hove  given  way 
to  despondency, — when,  lo  I  that  very 
Lord  did  come — did  stand  over  him — *  did 
lay  his  right  hand  on  him,  as  glorious  as 
described  in  the  opening  of  the  mysterious 
Apocalypse.  His  eyes  were  as  a  flame 
of  fire,  and  his  voice  as  the  sound  of 
many  waters,  and  his  countenance  as  the 
sun  shining  in  his  strength.'  The  aged 
disciple  sank  with  awe  at  the  feet  of  his 
recognised  master, — he  heard  the  tones 
of  his  remembered  voice,  all  that  had 
passed,  and  in  particular  what  this  kind 
master  had  said  respecting  his  waiting, 
doubtless  rushed  into  his  memory,  when 
he  saw  this  glorious  apparition,  and  heard 
the  words,  now  doubly  felt  in  his  deioo 
lation  upon  earth,  which  said,  at  on  the

ancient  glory  is  yet  wituessed  by  the

We  cannot  close  our  page  on  these 
di^ourses  without  saying,  that  we 
think  them  as  impressive  as  any  we 
know,  and  tlmt  the  impression  comes 
through  the  simple,  enrnest,  oiTection- 
ate  spirit  that  pervades  them.  They 
arc  not  6uch  as  could  be  delivered  by 
everyone;  by  a  young  man,  or  on* 
unacquainted  with  bis  parishioners; 
they  demand  a  sympathy  in  the  hearer^ 
and  the)*  expect  lo  find  one.  The 
preacher  speaks  to  his  t)ock  as  to  his 
family — as  peisons  he  has  long  known, 
whose  virtues  he  has  justly  estimated, 
whose  failings  he  has  gently  rebuked, 
and  whose  want4  he  has  liborally  re- 
lieved. Such  language  as  this  shows  a 
va^fidfnre  existing  between  the  pastor 
and  his  people;  they  both  undeistand 
and  feel  what  he  says.  This  is  the  de- 
sirable point  to  be  obtained  j  but,  like 
other  desirable  things,  it  must  be 
sfinyhi  tu  be  found.  It  must  arisa 
frora  years  and  years  of  mutual  ac- 
quaintance, confidence,  obligation,  es- 
teem, from  favours  conferred,  and  ft 
vours  received;  from  the  minister  kno' 
ing  the  virtue.*  which  cluster  rou 
the  domestic  hearth;  and  from  the 
people  feeling  assured  that  they  have 
in  tnat  minister,  a  faithful  and  sincere 
friend  in  their  difficulties,  a  comforter 
in  their  afflictions,  and  a  guide  in  their 
religinus  duties.  Besides  this,  as  to 
the  sterling  qualityof  these  sermons; — 
they  are  expressed  in  language  always 
plain,  yet  always  elegant  and  select; 
and  occasionally  as  the  subject  allows, 
when  speaking  of  village  manners  and 
village  scenery. — the  descriptions  are 
pleasing  and  picturesque,  and  bespeak 
the  poet's  eye.  We  wish  no  greater 
blessing  to  any  minister  of  the  Lord, 
than  that  he  could  preach  such  dia- 
cuurses  a«  these,  with  the  same  osiu* 
rance.that  they  would  be  iu  like  manner 
received ;  hut  we  see  ^nme  vrrt^eci,  to  us 
unknown  bcfure,  in  u  note  on  nnc  uf 
the  sermons,  and  which  may  be  her« 
added  with  proprietrto  dost  our  auh* 
ject :—

If  this  Author's  genius  could  scatter 
the  hriri;ht  rays  of  imaginfition  o^*er 
ideal  scencB,  how  much  more  forcibly 
mast  they  be  developed  when  she 
paints  from  nn/nre,  from  cuisting  local 
traditions  and  manners,  from  scenes 
which  have  been  piesented  actually  to 
her  eve.  Feeling ^  whether  in  poetry, 
painting,  or  descriptive  writing,  con- 
etitutes  its  excellence  ;  &ound  seniic  and 
mural  priociplc/its  utility.  In  all  these 
points  it  will  be  no  difiicult  matter 
to  establish  Mrs.  Bray's  claims.  The 
ancient  residence  and  demesne  of  the  old 
Cornish  family  of  Trriawny,  the  part 
that  family  bad  occasionally  borne  in 
the  history  of  by-gone  limes,  presented 
an  inviting  theme.  Nfrs.  Bray  visited 
Trelawne.  collected  the  traditions  which 
still  lingered  on  the  ■■put,  and,  under 
the  fictmn  of  a  collection  of  family 
letters  there  preserved,  has  concocted 
n  talc  not  inferior  in  erai<e«&/aare  to 
the  productions  of  Swift,  Cervantes, 
or  De  Foe.  The  letters  which  the 
writer  has  made  the  vehicle  of  her 
narrative  will  be  considered,  we  doubt 
not,  as  authentic  by  many  a  good 
antiquary,  and  be  as  pioualy  believed 
aft  the  exifitcnce  of  "Capt.  Lemuel 
Gulliver  "  or  of  "  the  Cavalier  "  were 
by  u»  in  our  younger  days.  Not  that 
atTrelawne  were  wanting  papers  which 
were  enough  to  turn  the  beads  of  half 
the  autograph  collectors  in  London, 
and  which  Mrs.  Bray  does  us  the 
honour  to  say,  made  her  think  of  her 
old  respected  friend  Mr.  Sylvanus 
Urban,  and  the  articles  which  he 
thence  might  have  furnished  for  the 
Gentleman's  Magaxioe,  "even  till  it 
should  add  another  century  to  the  date 
of  it*  instructive  existence."  Wehare 
no  egotistical  feeling  in  appropriating 
the  compliment ;  for  a  life  prolooged 
beyond  a  century  has  cured  us  nf  the 
vanity  of  thinking  more  highly  of 
ourselves  than  we  ought.  We  shall 
not  deprive  our  readers  of  the  benefit 
ordcvctopingfortherasclvestheiulcresU 
ing  tale  which  is  interwoven  by  Mrs, 
Bray  in  her  collection  of  Trelawny 
papers  ;  suffice  it  to  smv.  that  the 
scene  is  laid  about  the  period  of  the 
reign  of  the  bigoted  Jatnei  llie  Second, 
wlieu  Monmouth's  rebellion,  the  Irlal

point  of  view  for  a  traveller  In  search  of 
Uic  picturcstjuc,  since  the  southern  part 
of  U)o  house  having  been  acfidciitotly 
destroyed  by  fire,  was  rebuilt  about  tho 
timo  of  Ouvcn  Aim,  and  displays  nil  tbu 
heavineas  and  formality  which  distiii> 
guisbed  the  domestic  art.-bitecture  of  tiiat 
period.  Sweeping  round  tho  lawn,  we 
drove  up  to  the  great  entrance  :  there  the 
house  b  seen  tu  BdvAiitnge  ;  for  there  tlie 
gothic  anil  battlemented  tower  in  which 
that  entranra  Is  placed,  and  the  ehapcl 
erected  temp.  Henry  VI.  adjoining  it, 
i;ive  a  noble  character  to  the  whole  of 
the  ancient  portion  of  the  building.  Tlie 
old  gutv-house,  the  terraces,  the  fountain, 
and  the  paradjde  garden  (^fur  so  was  that 
ornamental  garden  called),  are  all  gone* 
swept  away,  many  years  since,  by  tha 
innovating  hand  of  modem  improvement. 
I  would  thfy  had  been  tpared,  for,  though 
they  would  ill  agree  with  the  light  elegance 
of  the  reAnements  of  a  modern  country 
seat,  yet  they  would  have  accorded  well 
with  the  maasive  character  of  what  hero 
still  remain  of  other  times.  The  view 
seen  from  the  house  presents  a  combiua- 
tion  of  old  tree*  and  park. like  acenery^ 
though  the  red  deer,  wliich  once  formed  a 
u*ble  finish  to  tlie  character  of  the  park, 
are  all  gone,  and  cows  and  nheep  now  graze 
on  tha  herbage  in  their  stead."  P.  W.

•abject  matter.  Thus  the  first  bhows 
the  well-known  root  of  Jesse.  The 
sixth  chapter  which  contains  thf  Paler 
Nostcr.  ha-i  the  prayer  inscribed  on 
a  riblwn  delicately  twisted  round  a  stem 
of  foliage,  the  vignette  representing  an 
ageU  man  Usteuiug  to  two  youthful  re- 
pefttera  of  the  sacred  prayer.  The  in- 
itial letters  are  of  that  miiied  longo- 
bardic  which  is  used  in  the  ancient 
muaals,  inscribed  on  an  urnaraented 
back  ground, 

St.  Mark  is  illustrated  with  archi- 
tectural borders  imitalive  of  the  style 
displayed  on  iJie  wcll.known  church  of 
that  Evangelist  at  Venice.  Some  of  the 
frontispieces  take  the  form  of  an  elabo- 
rate Narnian  arch,  in  the  head  uf 
which  the  vignette  is  inserted.  The 
syiubulic  liuD  is  introduced  ihrouglioul 
with  great  lariety  of  design.  One  of 
the  talUpiccci  shows  a  fine  piece  of 
Mosaic,  in  which  the  lion  and  cross 
funn  til'  i.n^nniil  ornaments. 

The  '  of  St-  Lukc'i  Gos- 

pel   ail  Ji,    which  may   have 

oeca  adopted  from  the  circumstance 
of  the  bull  being  the  embU-oi  of  the 
saint;  the  vignettes  ore  all  in  charac- 
ter. The  borders  show  bafiner*  with 
the  emblems  of  each  p<i*on  in  the 
aacreJ  Trinity— u  pr«,  a  hly,  and  a 


serpent — often  repented,  and.  with  tha 
decorations,  are  in  excellent  keeping. 

The  ornamented  portions  of  St.  John 
are  in  the  more&(|ue  style,  referring  to 
the  Holy  Land,  in  combination  with 
the  lighter  architecture  of  India,  llie 
hi-loricol  subjecti  are  not  fettered  by 
the  style  of  the  other  decorations,  and^ 
are  drawn  with  great  freedom  and ' 
boldness  :  in  particular,  that  of  our 
l>ord  walking  on  the  sea,  possesses  con- 
siderable merit.  If  we  were  disposed, 
to  quarrel  with  any  of  the  designs,  it 
would  be  the  flower-pots,  which  are 
applied  as  tail-pieces  to  many  of  the 
chapters  of  this  Evangelist :  they  ar« 
too  much  in  the  tnodern  French  mode.^ 
for  our  taste,  and  appear  but  frivolous 
in  comparison  with  the  other  designs. 
This  (nispel  is  not  yet  completed. 

'llie  whole  of  the  subjects  are  en- 
graved on  wood,  and  many  of  them 
arc  the  work  of  English  aiti>>ts;  the 
whole  are  beautifully  executed,  and 
the  typography  is  creditable  to  the 
Parisian  press.

The  production  of  a  work  of  thU 
description  in  the  present  day  is  a  grei 
novelty  :  the  tindertaking  is  creditabl 
to  the  taste  of  the  publisher,  and  w«< 
hope  will   lie  the  harbinger  of  others 
illuminated  books  of  a  religious  charac^) 
tcr,  in  which,  like  the  works  of  an*] 
tiqiiitr,  the  illustrations  will  be  por^ 
tions  of  the  book,  applicable  alone 
its   contents,   and   not  mere  pictures-l 
neither  affecting  the  work  by  their  in- 
troduction,   nor   injuring   it  by  theii 
absence.

THE  article  by  Mr,  Humphreys  oB 
the  palaces  of  Rome,  is  of  equal  inter- 
est with  that  geiillcman's  previous 
rcmarLs  on  the  three  hundred  churches 
of  the  metropolis  of  the  Christian 
chuich. 

The  jpU-ndour  of  ihtic  slructorci 
app«ar!i  to  surpass  out  highest  concep- 
tions i  they  cumoiiie  tUt  lUfti^VLX^^lu^^ 
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of  the  east  with  the  re6ncaicn!s  of 
civilized  srl,  to  the  highrst  dcgrc?. 

"  Solidity  is  tlir  marking  chantctcr  of 
tUe&rchUecturcoftheaepaluxl :  a  massive 
doorway  (a  carriiifi!  entrance)  ultnits  at 
onco  to  the  foot  of  the  ^rand  itelrcaie 
wliioh  ri»Ba  from  oltber  side,  and  coiidacts 
to  rntloriet  which  Burrntiod  the  court  (of 
which  tht  fialacd  itaclf  formi  the  four 
»ide»),and  upon  which  o|>cn  the  entrance* 
to  the  apartmenti.  The  front  of  the 
^olace  is  alwaya  on  a  line  with  the  street 
{i\\e  Fameai  Ijctng  the  only  detachfd 
palace) ;  frum  which  clrcumstauce  the 
elerationa,  perhaps,  loae  much  of  the  ef- 
fect Ihoy  would  othKrwiac  produce  ;  and 
an,  in  the  heyday  of  Roman  palace  huUd* 
iiiff,  no  accommotlatino  for  foot  pasAvn- 
l^n  was  contemplated,  the  itreet*  are 
narrowed  by  pruciacly  the  width  which 
the  trottoini  !*liould  hare  occupied- 
From  thia  circmuttiauc*!,  the  Coreo  (an 
avuiiURH  of  palai^en)  nppearK  narrow,  and 
loaea  that  Kjiadousruwa  of  effect  which  is 
all  it  wantK  to  make  it  the  6ueKl  strevt  in 
lliu  world." 

Many  of  these  nionijions  were  erect- 
rd  by  membera  of  the  aiiatocracy  of 
modern  Rome ;  acme  of  whom  claimed 
their  descent  from  the  days  of  the 
CiesBrs,  while  others  have  arisen  from 
the  spoils  grasped  by  the  hand  uf  pri* 
vatc  cupidity.  The  reflection  that  to 
aid  the  erection  of  almost  all  these 
ettucturcs,  some  relic  of  ancient  Rome 
waa  wantonly  sacrificed,  operates 
aa  a  bar  to  the  pleading  feelings 
which,  ai  works  of  art  of  the  hijihcst 
order,  they  would  uthcrwisc  create. 
The  finest  of  the  Rnman  patacea  (wc 
prefer  uaing  an  English  word,  when 
practicable,  in  preference  to  the  cod- 
btaut  adoption  in  this  etuay  of  foreign 
terms)  are  the  works  of  Bramante,  of 
Michael  Angelo,  of  Kontana,  and  Vig- 
nola  ;  and  dull  indeed  must  be  the  eye 
which  cannot  discover — and  obtuse 
must  be  the  mind  which  cannot  duly  ap- 
preciate— their  beauties  ;  yet  we  think 
the  moat  ardent  admiration  of  them  as 
works  of  art  should  not  render  their 
admirers  blind  to  the  merits  of  any 
other  deKnplioD  of  architecture.  Al- 
though England  may  have  been,  in  Mr. 
HumphicvA*  opinion,  so  far  in  the  rear 
of  the  march  of  architcclural  improve- 
nwDt  as  to  he  employed  in  building 
a  tltuclure  so  liarbaric  m  llrnry  the 
Strtcnth'a  Cbapel,  luul  iii  carving 
"Bumkeya,  owla.  and  hobgoblin*  "  al 
tMf  svae  pvinni  when  what  ii  affcctcd- 


ly  styled  the  revival  of  architecture  wa 
going  on  Jn  Italy,  we  would  confidently  J 
put  the  question  to  Mr.  Humphrey!, 
whether,  after  attentively  studyinirth* 
architecture  of  the  splendid  pile  he  so, 
unjustly  despises,  the  construction  of] 
that  chapel  does  not   display  as  muchj 
or  even  greater  science  ?  and  whether] 
itd  effiict  is  not  quite  as  picturesque  stJ 
any  of  the  "  palaz^i "  or  churches  which 
he  would  place  in  a  rank  high  abovoj 
it  ?     We  trust  that  a  gentleman  so  w( " 
informed  as  Mr.  Humphreys  ap^ieori 
to  be,  will  make him»elf  master  ufthia^ 
edifice  in  detail  before  he  again  ven- 
tures on  n   continuation  of  il.      We< 
think  nri  one   nt  nil   aci{uarnted  with< 
the  building  would  talk  of  mnukifiit  or 
mrU  as  ports  of  its  decoration;!. 

The  principal  ceilings  of  the  Romaa 
palacea  were  decorated  with  the  high* 
est  powers  of  art ;  "  the  first  talent  ofj 
the  day  wo^  employed  in  their  design' 
and  pictorial  embellishment"  It  haj^ 
often  occurred  to  us  tlmt  the  tlal  ceil* 
inga,  so  common  in  every  building  la 
this  country,  must  have  arisen,  not  sO' 
much  from  necessity,  as  from  the  fond- 
ness of  our  mo<lem  school  ofarchitccta] 
for  every  thing  which  is  plain  and  bar- 
ren. The  school  of  Wren  adopted  tha 
Italian  practice,  and  the  great  master 
himself  seems  to  have  abhorred  a  per- 
fectly  flat  ceiling  ;  now  so  common  is 
it,  that  even  the  body  of  a  church  is, 
in  many  instances,  covered  with  on* 
flat  unornamentcd  sheet  of  plaster, 
Mr.  Humphreys  does  not  enter  into 
detail,  but  hie  essay  may  scrva  as  a 
call  to  the  members  of  the  two  metro- 
politan architectural  societies,  now  in 
full  activity,  to  make  known  to  their 
professional  brethren,  by  planii  and 
drawings,  the  beauties  of  the  splendid 
edifices  stiti  extant  in  Rome  and  other 
parts  of  Italy.

A  Practical  Titatu^  on  JfarMwy  Buil 
iniji   hji    Ifat    If'atcr.      By  C-harlcs 
Hood.  F.Ii.A.S.     8ro.  IS37. 
THK  application  of  "  the   practice 
of  employing   hot  water,   circulating 
through  ir^Q  pipe^.  for  diffusing  arti- 
ficial heat,"  having  of  late  been  very 
exti  nfiivc,  and  its  utility  acknowledged 
and  appreciated,  the  author  has  pub- 
lishL-d  the  treatise  "  with  a  view  of  fn- 
cilitating  its  operation  and  oitending 
the  sphere  of  itsi  utility." 

The  invention,  in  common  with  that 
of  many  of  the  useful  arts,  is  involved 
in  obscurity'.  "  It  seems  to  have  been 
used  in  France  above  sixty  years  since: 
after  fading  from  recollection  for  a 
space  of  about  forty  years,  it  appears 
to  have  been  re-invented  by  the  Mar- 
quee deChavanncs,  and,  subsequently, 
by  Mr.  Bacon  and  Mr.  Atkinson.  And 
it  wa»  the  latter,  who,  undoubtedly, 
gave  tn  the  apparatus  the  arrange- 
ment under  which  it  is  now  generally 
u&ed  in  ite  more  simple  form." 

This  is  all  that  is  known  of  the 
modern  history  of  the  discovery.  Whe- 
ther it  was  used  by  the  ancients  is 
a  question  worthy  of  consideration. 
The  numerous  pipes  and  flues  con- 
stantly discovered  in  the  ruins  of  Ro- 
man  dwellings  indicate  plainly^  that 
the  builders  were  cognizant  of  the 
practice  of  circulating  heat  to  places 
distant  from  its  source ;  and  it  is  not 
improbable  that  the  treaaure^  yet  un- 
eiplored  at  Ilerculaneum  and  Pom* 
pcii.  or  perhaps  the  remains  still  bu- 
ried in  our  own  land,  may  help  to  throw 
some  additional  light  on  the  subject  in 
an  historical  point  of  view. 

The  invention  being  acknowledged 
to  be  in  its  infancy  at  the  present 
hour,  the  author  has  very  pro]wrIy 
dedicate<l  his  book  to  the  inquiry  into 
the  cauite  which  produces  the  circu- 
lation of  the  water  in  the  conduits 
through  which  it  is  made  to  poas 
for  efTecting  the  distribution  of  heat 
throughout  a  buildmg.  The  motive 
power  has  been  supposed  by  Mr.Tred- 
gold  to  proceed  from  expansion,  the 
present  author  attributes  it  to  gravi- 
tation. "The  power  which  prtKlucee 
circulation  in  the  water  is  the  ua- 
L-qutil  puiiuiv:  ou  VL*t  f<L\.^an  vvv«/\b 
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coDscci^cnci?  of  the  greater  specific 
gravity  of  the  water  in  the  dcsceod- 
ing  pii>c  above  that  which  ifl  in  the 
boiler." 

Tlie  defects  in  other  syatemi*  »re 
canvassed  with  great  candour,  and  the 
author  points  out  in  detail  the  racriU 
of  his  own  in  a  clear  and  conviuciug 
luanner,  illustrating  his  theories  by  a 
number  of  diagrams.  Our  space  will 
not  admit  of  ample  justice  being  done 
to  bis  arguments,  and  we  are  there* 
fore  obliged  to  notice  thus  briefly  the 
contents  of  this  valuable  volumt*. 

The  various  methods  of  warming  by 
hot  air.  now  in  such  extensive  prac- 
tice, solely,  wo  apprehend,  on  account 
of  their  cheapuetts,  are  without  doubt 
injurious  to  health  ;  this  is  palpable 
from  the  uncomfortable feclingwhich  ia 
produced  upon  those  who  remam  long 
in  Buch  an  atmosphere.  The  evils  arc 
pointed  out,  and  very  properly  illus- 
trated by  the  effects  which  this  mode 
of  obtaining  artilicial  lieat  produce» 
on  vegetable  life.  "  practical  gardeners 
having  acknowledged  the  superior 
healthiness  of  plants  cultivated  in 
houses  warmed  by  the  circulation  of 
hot  water." 

The  chapter  on  ventilation  is  worthy 
of  attention.  The  author  approves  of 
the  "  mechanical  mode  of  vcnlilaliun 
by  a  fan  turned  by  mochiner)',"  in 
preference  to  the  same  object  being 
effected  by  means  of  nn  immense  chim- 
ney draught ;  the  method  adopted  at 
R  great  expense  in  the  present  Houses 
of  rarlioment. 

Wo  cannot  conclude  the  review  bet- 
ter than  in  the  words  of  the  author; 
and  fully  do  we  agree  with  him.  "that 
the  investigation  of  the  pbysiulogical 
effects  of  the  different  systems  of  ar- 
tificial heat  i?  not  only  interesting  in 
a  scientific  point  of  view  to  the  phy- 
siologist, but  it  closely  concerns  al- 
most every  individual  member  'if  the 
community.  It  is  a  (juration  which  af- 
fects not  merely  the  personal  comfort  of 
individuals,  but,  accutding  to  the  opin- 
ion of  some  of  our  ablest  pathologists, 
it  influences  the  health,  and  even  af- 
fects the  duration  of  life.  Such  a  sub- 
ject, then,  cannot  but  be  deserving  of 
investigation  :  and  if  these  observa- 
tion*^  confused  aj  Oiey  arc,  bnvc  the 
:t  of  directing  more  general  atlen- 
to  the  in(|uiry,  they  will  not  have

THE  present  publication  is  intend- 
ed to  form  a  companion  to  the  excel- 
lent work  on  the  siater  University, 
which  has  been  so  recently  completed. 
The  plan  it  similar  to  its  predcccfisor. 
OS  well  in  the  mode  of  illustrating  the 
Colleges  and  Public  Buildings,  by  the 
aid  of  engravings  on  wood  and  copper, 
as  in  the  Myle  of  its  authorship. 

The  first' three  numbers,  that  arc 
already  published,  comprise  a  portion 
of  the  history  and  illustrations  of  Tri- 
nity College,  which,  from  its  impor- 
tance, will  occupy  a  greater  space  than 
some  others  of  the  collegiate  establish- 
ments. 

It  is  lamentable  to  reflect  that  the 
spoliation  of  ecclesiastical  and  colle- 
giate property,  which  disgraced  the 
fieriud  of  the  Reformation,  should 
lavc  produced  no  otlicr  results  than 
the  temporary  indulgence  of  the  bound- 
leas  habits  uf  extravagance  in  the  mo- 
narch, and  the  permanent  aggrandize- 
ment of  the  families  of  court  syco- 
phants. To  Henry  the  I';ighUi,'lhe 
foundation  of  Trinity  College  is  at- 
tributed, In»t  it  is  not  to  be  hence 
inferred,  that  any  portion  of  the  spoil 
was  dedicated  to  tlie  eudowmcnt  of 
this  establishment.  The  major  part 
of  the  funds  which  now  support  this 
college  was  derived  from  a  wealthy 
and  noble  foundation  %vhirh  preceded 
the  present,  and,  like  the  generality 
of  the  cottegiMte  establishments  in 
cither  Univerbity,  arose  from  the  addi- 
tion of  several'  minor  communities 
to  one  of  greater  importance;  and  this 
was  not  effected  by  the  hand  of  arbi- 
trary power,  but  by  fair  and  honour- 
able acquisition.  If  any  credit  is  due 
to  Henry  in  this  instance  it  is  of  « 
negative  character,  that  he  did  not 
f;cize  the  property,  which  the  college 
of  King's  Hull  had  legally  actjuircd 
Anil  for  ages  had  niuniliccntly  dis- 
pensed. The  present  college  is  not 
even  indebted  to  the  reputed  founder 
for  its  buildings;  the  cha|>el,  a  Gothic 
structure  ajtd  rcspeclablc  for  its  pe- 
riod, was  commenced  by  Queen  Mary, 
aud  to  this  sovereign  the  credit  of 
augmenting  the  revenues  of  the  wiU 
W^t  is  due.  The  historical  account 
of  the   foundation  of   thr  establish- 


ieaU  which  preceded  Trinity  College, 
onil  of  the  more  modern  foundation, 
i*  writtrn  with  coticisenesa  and  can- 
dour, and  contains  all  tlie  ioformation 
OR  th«  subject  which  is  useful  and 
Tftluabie  to  the  general  reader.  It 
appeoTH  ihat  in  the  rt>ign  of  Queen 
Kli£Jib«th  chi9  college  had  dogeneraled 
tato  a  neit  of  schismatics,  which  even 
the  enericy  of  Dr.  W'hitgifl,  ihe  mas* 
Krr  at  that  period,  was  unable  to  sup- 
press.

Ramhles  in  theFoohlevi  of  Dtm  Quixotf, 
By  the  intfi  H.  Inglis,  Rttj. 

WK  were  very  sorry  to  hear  of  the 
death  of  this  ingenious,  cntcrtftining, 
and  good-humoured  traveller;  and 
had  hoped  to  have  made  many  future 
journies  with  him.  Of  his  works  of  fic- 
tion we  know  nothing:  not  that  they 
were  not  worth  knowing,' but  that  we 
hndno  time  to  read  them;;  for  what  with 
our  daily  {>crusals  of  the  Actn  Sancto- 
rum, in  20  vols,  folio,  the  Thesaurus 
Kcclesiasticus  of  Ugolinus,  in  as  many; 
the  C'rit  ici  Sacri  ( which  we  rend  entire- 
hating  that  slight  and  flimsy  Synopsis 
by  Pole,  in  only  7  volumes  folio) ;  with 
these,  aod  similar  productions  on  our 
tabic,  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  if 
now  and  then  a  novel  or  two  L'scapes 
ournotico:  but  wr  will  readMr.  Ingtis't 
Gil  Bias,  if  we  live.  His  Ireland  we 
remember  to  have  perused  :  it  waa  a 
work  of  knowledge  and  of  high  antho- 
rity,  we  believe  ;  but  it  was  not  to  our 
taste.  We  do  not  mean  the  book,  but 
the  subject:  it  was  too  full  of  sad  reali* 
tics — of  mournful  facts — of  things  in 
rgsp — not  things  potential — things  that 
might  or  might  not  he  :  these  ore  our 
delight.  But  Ireland  is  a  painful  sub- 
ject, and  requires  a  pencil  of  Caravag- 
gio  to  paint  it.  Now,  with  all  ita 
poverty  and  its  pride — its  garlick  and 
its  garbonzos — its  cheerless  Posadas, 
and  its  thievish  Muleteers — we  prefer 
the  cheerful,  sunny  land  of  Spain. 
Its  fragrant  stews — its  rich  frothy 
chocolate — its  sparkling  Val  de  Penoi; 
and  then  the  mantilla  and  the  fan, 
and  the  old  friars,  and  the  pretty 
noviciates,  and  the  tertuhaa  : — these 
are  the  scenes  we  delight  in,  from 
La/arillo  de  Tormcii,  down  to  Mr. 
Inglis's  Barber  of  Miguel  Estevan. 
Now  this  narrative  la  Just  what  we 
hava  described  as  to  our  taste  :  some* 
thing  between  a  reality  and  a  6ction, 
and  so  united  as  to  defy  distinction  or 
separation.  It  opens  at  Tolrdo,  where 
our  ir»veUer»penv%\\  «\»\%v"ViV*Ti,\rtQ>t- 


ing  out  of  the  balcony  nt  the  inn,  antl 
watching  the  Tuledo  dam»cls  wushing 
in  the  river,  the  thought  struck  him  of 
visiting  LaMoncha.  Hesoon  comes  to 
the  conclusion,  after  a  little  survey  of 
the  country,  and  an  attention  to  the 
text  ofCcrvantcs,  that  Migutl  Kitex'an  \% 
the  village  where  the  renowned  Knight 
of  Li  Mancha  lived,  and  whence  he 
■et  out  on  hia  travels :  here  he  for- 
tunately  mccta  with  a  barber  who  get? 
him  a  lodging  with  the  widow  of  the 
late  Alcalde,  in  the  rtpuitd  hous$  of 
Don  Quixote  de  la  Mancha ;  and  there 
he  lies  sleeping  in  the  chamber  once 
occupied  by  the  hidalgo*  or  perhaps 
by  Ilia  houitckeepcr,  or  niece.  The 
next  morning,  when  Aurora's  rusy 
fiDgerv  had  unbarred  the  gateajof  light, 
and  the  feathered  choristers  were  pour- 
ing ODt  their  grateful  praiaea  in  sweet 
lyric  hymnii,  Mr.  IngHs  and  bis  bar- 
bcr-squirc  set  forward  on  their  ad- 
ventures,  jogging  through  the  saffron 
fields  and  groves  of  olive,  and  ever 
and  anon  paying  attention  to  the  con- 
tents of  tlkeir  wcll-filted  winc-skin, 
and  their  savory  !>auaage8.  The  cha- 
racter of  the  country  of  La  Mancha  h 
thus  given : 

'*  Wide,  unlnctosed,  and  sometlmei 
swelling  plains,  cuvered  with  scanty  crops 
ofgrsin,  interspersed  with  rnlTron  ficItU. 
Ortcu  the  eye  reoehes  over  extensive 
tracts  of  sand  bearing  nu  cropn :  ulire 
trees,  sometimes  plsnied  in  line,  sonic- 
times  scattered,  fonn  the  onljr  stifldu  from 
the  scorching  aun,  that,  before  the  sum- 
mer hoK  far  Ndvancef!,  driulu  up  the 
scanty  waters  of  every  rivulet,  nod  turns 
the  herlmge  from  green  to  brown.  Tha 
rlrer  Gusdiintt,  indeed,  trsvci«es  Ls 
Mancha,  and  ftlwayt  flows  s  respectable 
river;  but  all  its  ttibutsries  are  sutoll, 
and  in  summer  carry  no  tribute  at  lUl." 

As  there  was  not  much  to  see  in 
La  Mancha,  Mr.  Inglis  used  to  uniusc 
liimsc'tf.  after  his  dinner  of  pancakes 
and  hncon.  with  tracing  the  barber's 
ailventureH ;  and  his  account  of  nib- 
bling his  master  the  curate's  dainties, 
80  Oft  to  imitate  the  bite  of  rats  and 
mice,  and  then  getting  them  pared  u^ 
nnd  pivnn  to  hire,  "  Eat,  Laxivro.  you

Mr  Inglitt  and  his  guide  arrived  in 
flue  time  at  a  posado,  and  sat  down 
with  some  muleteers  to  a  stew,  on 
which  adventure  he  makes  the  follow- 
ing remarks: — 

"  It  is  rertnlnlya  carions  ftict.  that  of 
the  Disto  muleteers,  with  whom  I  shared 
the  stew  in  thii  posado,  not  one  of  the 
parties  was  ignorant  of  Don  Quixote  or 
his  doings,  nor  of  the  claims  of  Cervantes 
ttf  the  veneration  of  his  coontrymen.  In 
a  countrjr  where  book-learning  ia  so  scan- 
tily diffused,  and  where  so  few  of  the 
lower  orders  arc  cdocatetl,  we  might 
imagine  that  Emythine;  like  minute  know- 
ledge of  the  work  of  Cervantes  would  bo 
a  miracle.  It  Is  true,  that  there  is  no 
English  taovcl  so  bound  up  with  the 
scenery  of  the  conntry,  none  so  powerful 
in  gcnla.4,  nor  of  such  brilliant  iuvention, 
so  rich  in  all  that  stamps  a  work  with 
immortality,  ns  this  production  of  Cer- 
vantes; and  that  of  this  no  proof^can  be 
offered  so  strong  as  tliat  which  arises  from 
the  fact  I  have  mentioned,  the  more 
universal,  more  Intimate  knowledge  of  the 
adventures  of  Don  Quixote  which  i-i  found 
to  pervade  all  ranks  in  Sp.iin,  than  any 
«lRular  kind  of  knowledge  r vi^ting  among 
the  peasantry  of  iwrbaps  any  other  coun- 
try in  Europe.  1  never  omitted  an  op- 
portunity, not  in  La  Moncha  only,  but 
m  other  parts  remote  from  the  scene  of 
Don  Quixote's  exploits,  of  ascertaining 
the  existence  of  this  knowledge ;  and  I 
believe  I  may  -safely  say,  that  I  never  men- 
tioned Don  Quixote  to  a  muleteer  or  a 
peasant  ot  any  condition,  without  flntUng 
myself  understood ;  on  ignorant  stare 
was  never  the  answer  I  received  ;  and  I 
thbik  I  may  even  go  so  for  as  to  as««rt, 
that  I  never  found  any  ouc  uaaL-i|UAinioi| 
with  the  name  of  CervBnt<'H,  I  should 
certaiiUy  «ay,  that  the  popularity  uf  any 
oilier  author  in  any  other  country,  is 
absolutely  nothing  in  comparison  with 
the  popularity  of  Cervantes  io  Spalu."

The  author  next  proceeds  to  review 
the  evidence  on  which  the  doctrine  of 
the  lYinity  i»  received  under  the  two 
general  heads,  of  that  which  the  Old 
Testament  and  that  which  tlie  New 
respectively  afford  ;  of  which  the  evi- 
dence from  tlie  Old  Testament  is  most 
important  and  clear,  and  full  and  well 
selected  by  Mr.  Vogan  in  hU  fourth 
discourse.  lu  the  fifth  discourse,  we 
prefer  Mr.  Vogan's  interpretation  of 
the  meaning  of  our  Lord's  declaratiDn 
of  tJie  Day  of  Judgment,  "  of  that 
day  and  of  tluit  hour,  knowelh  no 
one, — no,  not  the  ongclb  which  are  in 
heaven. — neither  the  Son,  but  the  Fa- 
ther "  to  M'Knight's.  We  presume  it 
is  correct  to  say.  that  while  the  second 
person  of  the  Trinity  appeared  oa 
earth  ns  Christ,  the  Son  of  Mary,  in 
the  form  nnd  llesh  uf  man;  he  rr- 
cf^vnl  from  his  Fatlier  the  supernntural 

I  lowers  he  poiiseBsed ;  he  prayed  to 
lis  Father,  when  he  performed  a  mi- 
racle; he  prayed  when  in  agony,  and 
supernatural  power  and  spirit  (lowed 
unto  him  from  above.  Of  the  Day  of 
Judgment,  being  an  event  out  of  na- 
ture and  beyond  human  knowledge, 
—consequently  he  did  not  know  aa 
Chrifrt.  Had  the  knowledge  of  it  been 
necessary  he  would  have  pratfnt  to  bis 
Father  first,  ns  he  would  have  prayed 
for  assistance  in  danger. — "I  could 
ftray  tn  my  Father  und  he  would  in- 
stantly semi  me  twelve  legions  of  an 
gels,"  &c,  but  OS  the  delivering  angeU 
would  not  have  come  to  his  ossiatance 
tPf'Moii/  ftiM  prayer*,  being  an  event — 
aitj'ftt  ttainram — so  his  knowledge  of 
Ute  final  Day  of  Judgment  Iwing  the

MR.  Gage's  reputation  ae  a  topo- 
grapher wa£  folly  e^tablishcil,  fifteen 
years  ago,  by  his  History  of  Hengrave; 
and  when  It  isrcmcmbrrcd  that  he  ha*, 
ever  since  thai  time  been  engaged  in 
amassing  materials  for  the  present 
work,  its  value  will  be  duly  appreci- 
ated. It  is  enough  for  us  to  say  that 
the  present  volume  is  charade rizi-d 
throughout  by  the  same  investigating 
research  and  accurate  attention,  the 
same  profound  Brcha:ological  know* 
ledge,  and  the  same  taste  for  the  curi- 
ous and  beautiful  remains  of  ancient 
art ;  and  that  it  i»  produce<l  in  the  be7>t 
style  of  typography,  with  an  almost 
lavish  jtroportion  of  embellishment. 

The  Hundred  of  Thingoe  lies  to  the 
north-west,  wett,  and  Routb  of  Bury, 
about  seven  miles  each  way,  that  town 
being  placed  in  its  casteni  angle.  .Mr. 
Gage's  plan  does  not  include  the  town, 
which  would  atone,  with  its  very  rich 
and  mitred  abbey,  furnish  materials  for 
another  volumi:  of  the  same  or  larger 
sire ;  but  relates  to  these  parishes  and 
places,  viz.  liarrow,  Urocliiicy.

lected fiom  varicjtig  rfcorJ»,  that  this 
hilt  was  an  artiheial  muund,  which 
stood  on  a  riising  ground  called  Mivde- 
liccs  wirthe,  without  the  north  gnie 
of  St.  Edinundsbury.

Mr,  Gage  gives  a  view,  and  a  plan 
with  elevations,  of  this  remarkable 
structure  ;  the  general  rfTect  of  wliich 
is,  in  our  opinion,  hy  no  means  cuni- 
insuratc  with  the  voalness  of  its 
Ic  and  thp^umptuouBncHH  uf  ita  or- 
K-nla.  The  great  number  of  plain 
S()uare-hcadc(l  windowis  arc  at  once 
too  formal  and  too  ntiicli  calculated 
to  remind  the  spcctalar  of  other  stnic- 
turcs.  nearlv  aa  raagniticcnt,  wliicli 
he  has  seen  in  Ihr  vicinity  of  Leeds  or 
Manchester.

Rjaby 
church  exhibits  a  mixture  of  the  cirrulnr 
and  pointed  or  early-Eni^lish  styles* 
Three  of  those  chiuches,  namely,  Little 
Soxhnm,  Hengrave,  and  Risby.  bare  tlie 
romid  tower." 

Mr.  Gage  has  before  refuted,  in 
pai»er8  addrci^sed  to  tiic  Society  of 
Antiquaries,  the  current  theory'  that 
these  towers  were  the  works  of  llie 
Danes  ;  for  which  supposition  there  i« 
not  the  Iciut  legitimate  argumctvL  No 
such  church  towers  occur  in  thi>s* 
[utrts  of  England  north  of  H  umber, 
where  the  Danes  were  longc&t  esta- 
blished, nor  aie  they  prevalent  n|ton 
the  banks  of  the  Oder.  They  are 
chieily  found  in  parts  of  Norfolk  nnd 
Sulfolk  ;  and  n  few  in  (\nmhr)dgcahirc« 
Essex,  BorkAhirr^  and  Sussex. 

"  In  fact,  these  church  towers  are  of 
dilTcri:nt  ages  ;  some  bnvc  distiurt  feature* 
of  early,  and  some  of  lotr,  Nnmian  arrhi«] 
trcture,  and  some  carry  with  them  the 
ohnrncteristtes  of  the  c-wIy-Knglish  »lylo.

THIS  is  a  very  cnditable  perform- 
ance on  the  part  of  a  young  man 
upon  his  first  application  to  the  study 
of  topography,  being  the  produce  of 
only  a  few  months*  researchea.  Of 
course,  it  bears  some  m:\rl<.:>  of  haste  ; 
but  at  the  aame  time  it  e^ihibits  a 
spirit  of  inquiry,  a  system  of  nrrangc. 
ment,  and  an  honourable  sentiment, 
which  arc  deserving  of  all  encourage- 
ment. 

I  lurstperpoint  is  a  large  village  near 
Brighton^  containing  several  maDors, 
and  rather  a  lDrg;e  population  (amouut- 
inj;  to  148-1   at  the  census  of  1831), 
and  latterly  considerably  increased  by 
new   buildings.      Tlie   foundation   of 
our  author's  work  was  laid  in  Hors- 
field's  History  of  Sussex  ;  and  he  has 
also,  it  appears,  had  two  other  pre- 
decessors in  a  "Slight  Sketch  of  a 
Picture  of  Hurst/'  written  by  a  lady  ; 
and  by  "  The  Village  Press,"  privately 
printed  at  Hurst.    These  we  have  never

Scott,  at  Abbotsford,  who  said,  '*  I  liko 
them  very  much;"  and  we  think  from 
that  just  commendation  paased  by  one  of 
the  masters  of  song,  there  will  be  no  voice 
uf  dissent. 


Mr.  CARLtatB,  in  a  Suppiemmi  to  the 
Pamphlet  noticed  in  our  last,  p.  71,  has 
published  the  correspondence  which  haa 
taken  place  between  himself,  Lord  Wal- 
lace (late  Warden  of  the  Mint),  and  Mr. 
Hamiltou,  in  consequence  of  the  PlatnM%i 
controversy.  Lord  Wallace  poaltively 
avers  his  "  consciousness,  that  nothing 
either  done,  or  contemplated  by  me,  haa 
been  the  effect  of  any  calamniaa  rashly 
listened  to,  but  simply  of  what  appeared 
to  me  at  the  time,  as  it  does  now,  to  haTO 
been  a  duty  imposed  upon  me  by  tAepre- 
tetuionM  and  Tffractory  behaviour  <if  Pit- 
trucci  himsfff."  Lord  Wallace  adds, 
that  Mr.  Hamilton's  statement  that  Pis- 
trucci  was  saved  from  total  dismissal  by 
the  interftrrcnce  in  his  favour  of  the  Duke 
of  York  with  his  Lordithtp,  is  "entirely 
without  foundation;"  no  intimation  of 
his  Koyal  llighnes!)  taking  any  interest 
in  the  subject  ever  reached  him,  directly 
or  indirectly.  It  appears  from  one  of 
Mr.  llnmilton's  letters,  that  what  the 
Duke  of  York  did,  was  to  deliver  a  me- 
morial from  Pistnicci  to  the  King :  but 
no  proof  of  his  personal  interference  is  ad- 
duced. Lord  Wallace  concludes  with 
stating,  that  * '  the  having  been  forced  by 
the  conduct  of  Mr.  Pistnicci  to  confide  to 
Mr.  Wyon  the  dies  for  the  coin«^  of 
l«'i5  and  iHJfi,  has  never  been  a  cauae  of 
regret  to  nic,  or,  as  I  have  any  reason  to 
know,  of  dissatisfaction  or  discredit  to 
thecountrv.'*

A  communication  was  read  from  Mr. 
Cullimore,  ^'  On  the  place  of  the  Royal 
Shield  discovered  by  Colonel  Vyse  in  I  lit' 
Great  Pyramid,  with  reference  to  the  suc- 
cession of  the  Tablet  of  Abydo.s."  The 
general  result  of  this  fiaper  was,  that,  in 
the  writer's  opinion,  the  pyramids  arc 
brought  within  the  limits  oF  the  monu- 
mental history  of  Egypt,  and  the  oldest 
of  the  three  principal  of  those  structures 
is  within  six  or  seven  generations  anterior 
to  the  age  of  any  other  great  datc^ble 
Eg>'ptinn  edifice ;  and  that,  whatever  dif- 
ficulty may  exist  as  to  the  historical  iden. 
tification  of  the  nomes,  [and  a  difficulty 
still  attaches  to  every  catalogued  shield 
anterior  to  the  reign  of  Amos  and  the 
IBlh  dynasty,)  tbe  relative  ages  of  that 
period,  and  of  the  Memphitc  series  of 
Slnnetbo  and  Eratosthenes,  arc  thus  de< 
tcrmined  from  contemporar)'  records. 

Drc.  14.  Col.  l*ake,  V.  P.  The 
principal  paper  read  was  a  letter  from 
Geo^e  Finlay,  esq.  to  Col.  l^eake,  dated 
Athens,  Oct.  18,  1837,  containing  his- 
torical and  antiquarian  notes  of  a  tour  in 
several  of  the  Greek  islands.  At  Syl- 
laka,  now  Triopis,  in  Kythnos,  there  is 
a  curious  cavern  in  a  clay  slate  rock,  se- 
veral hundred  feet  long,  with  openings  to 
the  sides,  and  forty  or  fifty  feet  high. 
At  los  several  inscriptions  were  copied ; 
but  the  great  object  of  tbe  traveller':^ 
scarrh  in  that  island  was  the  tonih  of 
Homer,  which  (.'ount  Kriencn  asserts  he 
din-overed.  At  Psathi  are  ?ome  tomhsi 
and  foundations ;  and  here  they  found  h 
dedication  to  Bacchus.  Hellenic  remains 
are  met  with,  and  foundations  exist  at 
Kastclli,  Manganon,  and  Gcphyri.  *'  At 
los,"  says  Mr.  Finlsy.  "  I  purchased  some 
of  those  rude  marble  female  figures  found 
at  Paros,  los,  and  Santorin,  and  conjec- 
tured by  Professor  Thiersch  to  be  relica 
of  the  Carians ;  also  some  marble  instru- 
ments, the  1I8G  of  which  I  cannot  conjee- 
tnre;  all  found  in  tombs."  Of  Amor- 
pos,  he  obscrvca,  the  form  of  this  island 
in  thf  inapB  is  completely  crnmeoua.

Be- 
tides Aumc  of  Uie  refordtd  ViiiL"*  of  Boc- 
tria,  tbtf  coiii«  com prehe  11(1  ibc  numi's  of 
naoy  (Jrtek  princes  who  imiit  have 
tvigiied  oviT  portions  of  the  Bactrioii 
IdRfdom,  tllliough  tlieir  names  were  un- 
fcnovni  to  iLewriccm  of  antiquity.  Ulben 
belong  to  princes  of  equivocal  ori^ii; 
and  ottiers  to  princes  iitdlspntalily  uf  a 
barbarous  or  Indo-Scyihic  race,  but 
whose  names  arc  impreued  in  Greek 
lccc«r<  I  lome  are  coijts  of  the  Sa^saniaii 
pnnces  of  Persia,  yet  underypliered,  and 
a  variety  of  others  bear  devices  and  in. 
•cripliotis,  which  are  either  of  imcertaia 
attnbution,  or  are  obvioujily  Hindu,  al- 
though belon^ini;  to  dyna-sries  nf  uho-<c 
existence  we  have  little  other  infonniition. 
The  cou))Trie«  supposed  to  corte-ipaiid 
with  ancient  Dactnu,  are  Balkh  and  Bok- 
hara. The  kings  whose  coins  were  de- 
scribed and  discuKsed  by  Professor  Wil- 
wni  on  the  prcscMtoecaBton,  were  Euthy- 
d«mu9,  l)cinetriu»,  Hcliocles.  Eucmtidas, 
Blenandi-r,  Anollodofu*,  I>iu(niMlc«,  Hrr- 
inau9,  .Antialkida»,  Antimiichu5,  I'hi- 
lojcenef.  Lyeias,  Aguthoeles  and  PanUi- 
ltt>».  Their  reverses  extiibit  tlie  (.rreek 
diviiutiet  and  other  dciices  usually  found 
on  (rreek  coins;  the  name«  and  titles 
of  the  kinps  are  generally  inscribed  in 
Greek,  and  there  arc  frequently  other  iii- 
ccripliuiis  in  orifntnl  characters,  some  of 
which  have  not  yet  been  decypbcred.  So 
abundantly  have  these  coins  Wen  found 
(many  ot  ihem  still  in  circulatiun  in  the 
hands  of  the  nioncy-chunfreiM,  that  on  one 
neutsiun  Mr.  Mas^on  procured,  in  the 
Haxara  coujitry,  110  ht!inidruclinm>i  of 
Alcnauder,  all  in  exctOlenC  preservation. 
PttlUleon  (ertninntcti  -  the  lilt  of  sovc- 
rdgafl  who  may  wiiboitc  hesitation  be 
reco^izcd  as  (ireeks  and  who  inuRt  hiive 
rrigned  over  Bnctria  nnd  the  iidjucent 
prorincec  of  India,  from  the  third  ecnrury 
before  our  utu,  until  near  it«  coninienro- 
mmt.  They  were  followed  by  princes 
with  (jfeek  titles  and  llellenixed  nanies^ 
but  whn  wprp  inore  probably  of  Parthiiiii 
'.  This  paper  ha^  been 
tl  iice  its  delivery,  accont-

stone;  thus  confirming  tho  ttatementg  of 
various  ancient  writers,  particularly  Pau' 
foniiis,  tbat  moat  of  the  principul  divinj. 
tie*  were  onginttUy  worshipped  under  the 
fonn  of  huLj'e  blockii  of  stone.  In  a  re- 
markable medul  of  CypriiK,  the  goddess 
Venus  is  represented  under  ilie  form  of 
on  elongated  cone,  standing  within  a 
temple  of  the  winiplest  and  most  ancient 
form.  Muxlnius  Tyrius  snys,  "  The  |>ea. 
pie  of  Puphos  worship  Venus,  whose 
statue  resembles  n  white  pyramid."  A 
remarkable  stone  deity,  which  was  wor- 
shipped ut  Eniifiu  ill  Syria,  under  the 
name  of  Kl  Gabiil.  nnd  which  wiis  trans- 
ported for  atimeby  the  Emperor  Ela^abalus 
to  Itume,  though  afterwards  restored  by 
hisiuccessor  Alexander,  is  i-cnrcscnted  on 
several  coins  of  Emi&A,  struck  during  the 
reJpnM  of  Anioninu-i  Pius,  Caracalla.  and 
Sutpicnia  Antoninuf,  as  well  as  Klagu. 
buliid,  uccouipunied  in  vuriuus  wiiys  by  an 
eagle.  The  Astarte,  or  Umnia  of  the 
Phoenicians,  and  the  Ashtaroth  of  ihi- 
ScrijJturefi  (w  hose  ronrriage  witli  El  Crabal 
was  solemnized  by  the  mad  Elagahatus), 
is  represented  uuder  a  similar  form  on  the 
coins  of  Tyre  and  Sidoii,  but  with  a 
human  head  encircled  by  rays.  A  coin 
of  V^tderiun  nnit  GuUieiiuH  appears  to 
commemorate  the  solemn  meeting  of  the 
stone  deiries  of  several  cities  of  Phcsnicia. 
On  the  coins  of  Purga,  in  Pamphylia, 
Diufia  is  represented  as  n  cone-shaped 
fitone,  resembling  Kl  Oubul  of  Syria,  but 
with  a  can'ed  and  omaniented  surfiice. 
Mr.  Akerman  finally  considered  the  ques- 
tion, afr  to  the  origin  of  the  worship  of 
detached  mRSses  ot  stone,  of  which  many 
cities  boiistcd  one,  each  being  named  after 
the  tutelar  deity  of  the  place;  and  he 
stated  his  opinion,  that  it  might  be  traced 
to  the  descent  of  a^ruliteit.  The  Jupiter 
wurAhipiH'd  at  Cyrrhestina,  probafty  ob- 
tained the  name  of  Kataclmtcs,  in  conse- 
qiienca  of  the  descent  of  tin  nrrolite,  in  or 
ncur  that  city;  and  Hcrodiun's  description 
of  the  far-fumed  El  tjuhid  exactly  a^'recii 
with  the  nppenrance  of  ai-ruliles:  its 
figure  was  conical,  and  its  colour  black, 
and  it  was  said  to  have  fallen  from  heaven. 
The  Palladium  was  also  stated  to  have 
descended  from  the  gods ;  nnd  in  tlw  Acta 
of  the  Apostles,  the  town-clerk  of  Ephe- 
5U8  boasts  uf  the  **  image  which  fell  down 
from  Jupiter." 

Aiinttirr  pojier  wos  read,  **  On  the 
Shekel  of  the  Jews"  hy  Mr.  Thomas 
Vales-;  who  tmcod  its  history  originally 
as  a  measure  of  wei(!;bt,  and  afterwards  ns 
u  coin,  throughout  the  holy  scriptures,  and 
rxiimined  the  opinions  und  ru-Heerehen  of 
lluuoili  and  other  commentators.  The 
?ln.ki'U  now  ill  lir.  ulntion,  are  admiUed 
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fHbrirstioits,  but  are  inpposed  to  imitate 
the  types  of  the  ancient  shekels  of  the 
temple. 

Roman  Uoaus.  No.  II. 

The  uffircrii  studying  in  the  si'juor  dp* 
partmcnt  of  the  Ro}-ul  Military  C^ollejie 
at  Sandhnrst,  have  pursued  duriuf?  the 
lafit  fiummer  their  investigations  of  the 
Roman  Rondn  in  their  vicinity.  In  our 
Number  for  May  193C,  p.  535.  will  be 
found  their  de9rri|)tioN  of  that  part  of  the 
Imperial  Way  which  lies  between  Staines 
and  Silfhester,  which  we  cxtraeied  from 
the  United  Service  Journal ;  and  we  now 
derive  from  the  same  quarter  n  second 
report  of  their  operations. 

On  referring  to  the  former  article,  it 
will  be  seen  that  a  remarkable  bend 
takes  place  in  the  line  of  road  at  Uoke's 
Hill  near  Bagshot.  This  circumstance 
gave  rise  to  an  opinion  that  two  roads 
liere  intrr.>;ectcd  each  other;  and  it  wait 
supposed  that  the  part  leading  from  Sil- 
cheKter  to  this  place  continued  eastward 
in  the  same  direction,  crossing  n  tract  of 
heath  liiiul,  till  lately  quite  uncultivated, 
and  passing  close  to  the  right  bank  of  the 
TIiHUies  at  a  bend  near  ChortBey.  The 
diligence  of  the  surveying  party  emjiloycd 
in  this  direction  was  not,  however,  re- 
warded with  success ;  thongh  the  known 
fact  that  gold  coina  have  been  discovered 
ut  Chobham,  by  indicating  that  some 
considerable  edifice  once  existed  at  or 
near  the  spot,  and  the  ancient  entrench- 
ment whofse  remains  are  yet  visible  on  St. 
Geui^c's  Hilt,  in  the  snnu'  line,  must  be 
considered  ns  nlfording  conRidcrablu  evi- 
dence in  favour  of  the  opinion. 

That  the  line  of  road  from  Stainc<;  to 
I)uke*s  Hill  continued  from  tlionce  in 
the  pamc  direction,  towards  P'lirnham, 
may  be  with  reason  inferred^  though  the 
ground  between  Bagshot  and  that  town 
has  been  so  often  assigned  to  the  students 
as  the  object  of  their  trial  surveys,  in 
none  of  which  has  any  discovery  been 
made,  that  no  chance  remains  of  being 
able  now  to  trace  the  course  of  the  road 
through  this  district.  It  oppears,  however, 
that  in  Stukcley's  time  some  remains  of 
the  road  were  visible;  and  it  may  not  be 
iminteresting  if  we  collect  in  tliis  place 
the  scattered  notices  of  that  zealous 
antiquary  concerning  the  course  of  the 
Roman  road  between  London  and  Farn- 
bam. 

Commencing  at  London,  we  find  that 
the  roiul,  in  its  course  from  the  eastern 
side  of  our  iitland,  coincided  with  that 
which  still  retains  the  name  of  Old  Street 
on  the  northcni  side  of  the  city ;  that  it 
nftenx-nrds  took  the  direction  of  Oxford 
Street ;  and  croFswg  the  Watling  Street 
io 


at  Tvburn,  it  proceeded  along  the  Acton 
Road,  as  far  a*  Camden  Mouse,  at  the 
back  of  Kensington.  Krom  thence  it  is 
'aid  to  have  continued  in  the  same  direc 
tion  ;  and,  after  crossing  a  brook  at  what 
is  still  called  Stanford  Bridge,  it  fell,  at 
Turnham  Green,  into  the  present  high 
road,  with  which  it  is  supposed  to  be 
roincident  from  thence  to  Staines.  It 
may  be  observed  that  a  portion  was,  in 
I7H5,  discovered  on  Ilounslow  Heath, 
by  General  Roy,  and  that  the  whole  of 
the  road,  thus  traced  from  Tyburn  to 
Staines,  is  in  one  right  line. 

After  it  has  crossed  the  Thames  at 
Staines,  Dr.  Stukeley  observes  that  it 
parses  forn'ard,  still  in  a  straight  line, 
through  gardens  and  yards  into  cornfields 
and  at  last  degenerates  into  a  foot|»th 
towards  Thorp  Lea  in  the  way  to  Fam. 
ham ;  the  modern  road  deviating  from  it, 
and  jHissing  through  Egham.  [Iter  VII.] 
The  tine  of  road  from  Staines,  thus  indi- 
cated, is  evidently  tltat  which  waa  sur- 
veyed lust  year  between  Staines  and  Bag- 
shot.  It  does  not  appear  that  Dr.  Stuke- 
ley pursued  it  any  further  in  this  direc- 
tion. He  states,  however,  that  on  the 
eastern  side  of  Farnbam  a  road  from 
Winchester  divides  into  two  branches, 
one  of  which  proceeds  towards  Guilford 
and  Dorking,  where  it  meets  the  Stane 
Street  coming  from  C-hichester,  and  the 
other  to  Staines.  The  latter  lie  prose- 
cuted as  far  as  Farnborongh,  which  lie 
conceives  to  be  a  station  or  camp  to 
secure  the  road  over  this  "  wild  district.** 
He  acknowledges  that  it  would  be  diffi- 
cult to  trace  the  road  any  ftirther  in  this 
direction,  on  account  of  the  sandy  nature 
of  the  ground ;  but  he  observes  that, 
about  sixteen  years  before  his  time,  an 
urn  with  Roman  coins  was  found  at  Krim. 
ley,  which  is  also  in  the  line  through 
Farnham,  Bagshot,  and  Staines. 

These  circumstances  leave  no  doubt  of 
the  fact  that  the  road  from  Stainec  to 
Duke's  Hill,  near  Bagshot,  ^vbs  continued 
ill  the  same  direction  to  Farnham  and 
Winchester ;  and  it  is  easy  to  perceive 
that,  after  crossing  Bagshot  Park,  and 
the  present  road  from  London  to  Salis- 
bury,  near  the  Golden  Farmer,  it  mutt 
have,  in  jmrt,  coincided  with  that  which 
j>roceed3  from  thence  through  Frimley 
and  Farnham.  The  tessellated  pavement 
and  other  antiquities  which  have  been 
discovered  at  Crondall,  near  the  latter 
place,  prove  that  this  part  of  Hampshire 
must  have  been  a  place  of  residence  for 
wealthy  persons;  and  the  ^at  entrench- 
ment which  crowns  the  heights,  indicatet 
that  the  place  must  have  been  ■  itrong 
militery  position.

cotilinucd,  he  wiu  informed,  to  Kt'uilin^. 
It  may  tbercforc  be  concluded  that  the ' 
portions  alcove  mentioned  are  tracer  ut 
this  road.  Or.  Stukeley  i>un^i0Bcs  that  itl 
came  from  Wincbesteri  but  this  is  scarcely 

f>robable,  Eince  the  tkeliild-street  would 
iflve  afforded  a  mare  direct  eommunica- 
I ion,  and  ^inre  the  line  of  it^t  direction, 
coirH-i(lc»  very  nearly  with  that  of  ih^

Tbi?  Burveving  party,  wliilo  in  tlio 
neigbtM)iirltooci  ot  Silchester,  was  nut  9u 
fortunate  u  to  succeed  in  tlieir  aiiempti 
to  discover  any  Traces  of  the  "  imperial 
road'"  bolwecti  tliat  phico  and  Nfwlmry. 
Dr.  StuIcL-lfy.iri  Iter  V^II.  ubrupUyLreiikfc 
off  Lis  di's*"riiiiiun  at  llie  "  Imp  Stnnu';" 
and  in  Jtcr  IV.  when  olwemng  that  a 
Roman  road  )>roree(U  fium  Nenbury,  or 
Spins;  wc5trt*nrd  ihrniieb  Marlborough, 
lie  only  mentions  tiii>  bi'lief  that  it  euine« 
from  Stlchei>ter  (o  the  former  place ; 
prubably,  iburcfore,  its  precise  euunte 
between  those  towns  was,  even  then, 
quite  unknown.  It  will  not  be  difficult, 
however,  to  form  a  reosonable  opinion 
conccmipft  that  conr*JC ;  for  the  •'  Imp 
Stone"  itself  is  un  indication  thut  the 
rectilinear  direction  of  the  rond  from 
Dagiihot  naii  pref^erved,  at  lea^t,  as  far  an 
between  two  and  three  nnles  weflward  of 
Silcbc&tvr;  and  Lieutenant  Wheeler,  one 
of  the  parly,  obtained  at  Newbury  the 
importttiit  informaliun  that,  in  dipging^ 
the  ground  on  tltc  north-east  Hide  of  the 
town  for  the  foundations  of  the  bonseK  in 
Shaw-crescent,  which  is  ^iluated  between 
the  village  of  that  name  and  the  London 
road,  the  workmen  encountered  a  firmly- 
compacted  bed  of  gravel  and  Hint  which 
constituted  the  Mibhtmtum  of  un  aiieient 
road  :  it  appears  that  they  did  not  pursue 
it  further  than  was  ncce^i-ary  for  the  pur> 
poaea  of  iheir  hiiiUIIng,  but  tbit>  wuh 
suflicient  to  show  ibac  it  tended  towurdii 
the  ftoutb-eafit,  and  consequently,  in  the 
direi'tion  wbirh  the  lionian  road  from 
Silehester  may  have  taken.  Wc  may,

Since  the  tine  alwve  luppoaed  croueg 
the  vale  of  the  Kennet.  uhich.  in  the 
time  of  the  Uomans,  must  have  ttecn  m 
morass,  it  is  necessary  nUo  to  mpiwse 
that  the  roud  there  wat  nti«ed  on  an  cm. 
binkment ;  and  it  may  be  objected  that 
thtti  miixt  Uave  rendered  the  htl>our  oC 
construction  very  considentbli',  but  it  is 
well  known  that  suili  causeways  wer«| 
frequently  formcii  by  that  neojile  to  sent 
as  roads  where  the  ground  wotdd  other- 
wise have  bueu  itiipassnbici  and  it  is  to 
bo  observed  that,  in  this  direcuou,  tiie 
valley  is  not  more  than  half  a  mile  iii 
breadth. 

Judging  from  the  number  of  intrenched 
camnn  whose  remains   yet  exi^it  on  tlie 
bcigars    between    Newbury,    Silchester, 
Wullingford,  and  Wantage,   that  dititrici 
must,   while  the    liomans   occupied  tboi 
countrVi  have  required  numerous  bodies! 
of  troops  to  keep  it  in  stibjeelion.     Aui 
on  the  ground  about  Newbury  several  of^ 
tlie  Roman  road^«  arc  now  known  to  hore 
crossed  each  other.

Willi  respect  to  the  direction   of  the 
Irnpori.il  Hood  on  leaving  Newbury  and 
pri)c<>cding  tuwards   Bath,   from  the  iiw 
fonnntion  obc^iined  by  CapUin   Gordon, 
whicli   has  since  been  eonnmied  by  the 
researche*  of  Lieutenants  Srnionds  and 
Ready,  it  appears  to  have  coincided  with 
that  part  of  the  Cirencester  road  which  is. 
between    Church    Spcoii    and  Benham-i 
Buslor,  an  extent  of  nbout  three  miles* 
Krom  this  last  place  it  diverged  westward ; 
mid,  in  a  lane  near  Iloc-Bcnham  work- 
house, there  was  discovered  a  portion  of] 
the  subatrutum,  consistincofn  close  pave- 
ment, about  one  foot  thick,  of  large  flints : 
similar  portionii   were  fonnd   in  a  jKiih 
lending  from  Elcot  to  Wiekhani,  at  Ctap«

BPAIN.

The  following  is  tbe  list  of  the 
new  ministers  : — Count  Ofalia,  president 
of  the  council  and  minister  for  foreign 
nfTttirs.  The  Marquis  of  Somcnielos, 
minister  of  the  interior.  Senor  Mod, 
minister  of  finance.  Senor  Castro,  mi- 
nister of  grace  and  justice.  Senor  (^uas 
(now  coiiiniandiug  her  Moje.Hly'fe  naval 
forces  on  tbe  coast  of  Cantabria).  minister 
of  marine.  Count  Luchana  (Esnarteru), 
minister  of  war.  Baron  Sola  de  Espinusa 
continues  fur  the  present  in  charge  of  the 
war  dejiurtnient.  The  appointment  of 
Kspartcro  is  intended  as  an  opproval  of 
his  conduct.  He  is  authorised  to  con- 
tinue as  cunimander-in.ehicf  of  the  army 
of  tbe  north.  A  letter  of  tbe  12th  Dec. 
from  Gayonne  states  that  the  English 
Legion  has  been  wholly  disbiinded,  nftcr 
a  correspondence  between  its  eomnmnder, 
O'Connell,  and  the  Sfwtn^b  Gentnil 
O'DonnclI,  which  hiid  reached  tbe  height 
of  asperity.

Ac- 
cording to  de»piU('ht'4  of  the  dtite  of  the 
3rd  Dec.  tliey  hiul  been  driven,  bycom> 
pamtivcly  a  httndfiil  of  men  (le^s  than 
!MNI  in  the  whole),  from  all  the  villiigcs  on 
the  line  of  the  river  Kichelieu,  irwludlng 
the  villager  8t.  Chnrles  and  St.  Denis 
tlie  *:cencA  of  the  Inte  i-ngiigcmcnt ;  and 
even  pursued  beyond  tlie  parullel  river 
Vamo-^ka,  so  ns  to  clear  of  their  presence 
a  district  of  .'10  or  10  milev  eastward  of 
Montreal  (the  only  di^ricc  molested  or 
meiuced),  and  to  place  two  dettp  ami 
rapid  rivers  between  the  insurgent  host 
and  that  city. 

On  the  13tJi  iVc.  Sir  John  Colbonic 
himself  marched  from  Montreal  at  the 
head  of  the  expedition  to  attack  the  chief 
post  of  the  rebels  at  the  t>nuid  Brul<f. 
On  the  following  day  an  engagement  took 
place  in  the  clmrchj'ard  of  St.  Eu«turlu\ 
when  the  loyalist  arms  proved  once  more 
victorious,  HO  of  the  enemy  having  been 
killed,  and  Id)  taken  prisoners.  Dr.  J, 
O.  Cbenier,  their  leader,  was  slain:  and 
the  town  was  more  than  lutlf  burnt  down. 
On  the  I6th,  on  Sir  J.  Colbome's  np- 
pronrh  to  the  town  of  St.  BcnoJt,  n  large 
number  of  the  iidmbitants  raine  out  bear- 
ing a  white  Hag  and  begging  for  mercy, 
and  immediately  after  upwards  of  jO  stand 
of  arms  were  deposited  by  tlicm  with  the 
British  troops;  but  in  consc<|uence  of  the 
gn'at  disloyalty  which  had  eliuraclen^il 
the  place,  and  the  fact  of  the  principal 
leaders  having  Iwcn  pernutlcd  to  cBcupe, 
some  of  their  house*  were  ftred  as  un 
example.  On  the  13th  Dec.  Dr.  Wol- 
frcd  Nelson,  one  of  the  rL'bcl  leaderin, 
having  iK'cn  nine  days  concvnicd  in  the 
woods,  WOK  brought  in  prisoner  to  Alon. 
tri*nl,  where  he  died  two  d.iys  after. 

In  the  Upper  I'l-ovincc,  h  b<M]y  of 
rebels,  which  occupied  u  postilion  about 
three  miles  from  Toronto,  threatening 
that  citv.  were  attacked  on  the  7tb  Ucc.

to  sec  to  work.     Ity  some  mischance  a 
cask  was  burst,  nnd  the  pluce  was  instantly 
in  a  bhize.      Tho  men  were  compelled  to 
hastily  ru>>h  out  of  the  building  to  save 
ibemselvi's.       The    stores   contained    of 
tur]>cntinc  alone  n  stork  uf  30(X)  bnrrcU, 
besides  very  large  qtiantities  of  sperm  and 
common  oils,  \vith   vanoui^  naval  sloreSf 
for  the  mo.'it  part  of  a  highly  inflammable 
kind.     ncdVire  the  alarm  could  be  given* 
the  dames  had  acquired  so  strong  a  hold 
of  this  mighty  rasss  of  combustibles,  that 
it   ivas   fuund   impossible   to    arrest  the 
Humes  within,  and  in  despite  of  all  e&brts, 
A  large  fldjacent  graniiry  caught  fire,  and 
idioiit  tlio  Mime  time  tla*  named  leaped 
arross  the  wharfs  and  caught  to  tbe  rig^ng 
of  three  brigs  that  were  lying  alongaidc. 
All  these  various  pr(i{H.'rttL's  being  in  one 
general  blaze,    the  uppcnrunce  was   most 
lenilic.

After  tbo  fire  of  London,  in  lCi66, 
the  rebuildinc  of  the  Exchange  coat 
da^JUm.  of  which  one  Imlf  wuk  paid  by 
the  Corporation  of  London  and  ibc  other 
half  hy  the  Merccii'  Coinjuiny.  The 
architect  i*  cencnilly  Bupposcd  tn  have 
been  Sir  Cbri^topher  Wren;  the  sur- 
veyor cbarKed  witli  the  works  was  Mr. 
Edwurd  Jerman.  In  1767  it  w-as  re- 
paired, and  the  west  side  rebuilt,  for 
which  FurliaLmciit  granted  lOtUOOt.

Asntssiuuted  in  an  iofmrrrc- 
tion  at  Panipelunu,  General  Soi-sfield, 
\'iciroy  of  Nowirrc  und  Governor  ul 
Pi»njK.'Mtna. 

This  difldngiuthed  nflicer  was  a  native 
of  tlie  county  Louth.,  in  Ireland,  and  ^^-as 
the  descendant  of  a  brother  of  Lieutenant. 
GenernI  Siirsfk*id,  V'idcount  Kilmollock 
and  Earl  of  Lucan,  who  commttuded  the 
Irish  iroojw  in  the  severe  filfug^rle  which 
wa»  made  hy  the  ndhercntv  of  Jamer^  II. 
during  three  vear«,  to  sennnite  Iiulund 
frijin  ((rent  lirituin,  and  whtrli,  alter 
various  changes  of  fortune,  wnslerminntdl 
by  ihe  treaty  of  Limeriek,  A.D.  ICHI. 
The  late  general  entered  the  S|Htni«h 
(artil1ei7)  senriee  in  the  beginning  uf  the 
present  century ,  uvd  Via*  «\vt*'j*  wtw  wvn« 
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flidered  a  very  efficient  officer.  Hifl  ex- 
perience was  considerablctasliebas  served 
with  good  reputation  in  all  the  wars  which 
have  been  waged  in  that  unhappy  country 
during  the  last  35  yeari.  Had  his  advice 
been  listened  to  at  6rst,  it  is  by  some 
thought  probable  that  the  insurrection  in 
Nnvurre  and  Biscay  would  have  been 
quelled  in  n  few  weeka;  but  his  expe- 
rienced mind  was  controlled  by  a  weak, 
n-nnton  Queen  Regent  and  her  attendant 
sycophants.  Sarsficld  was  viceroy  of 
Navnire  and  governor  of  Pampehma ; 
both  were  posts  of  honour  and  danger, 
but  not  of  emolument.  The  ultra  Re- 
publican faction  excited  a  military  insur- 
rection there  on  the  26th  and  27th  of 
August  last,  during  which,  General 
San^ficld  and  Colonel  Mendivil,  another 
distinguished  patriot,  were  sacrificed  to 
flic  fury  of  the  insurgents.  Their  murder 
has  since  been  punifihed,  pursuant  to  a 
general  order  of  Espartcro,  the  Com- 
inHiider-in-t.*hief,  issued  at  Pampeluna  on 
the  JGth  Nov.  which  sentenced  the  seven 
seijeant^,  who  formed  the  insurrectionary 
committee,  to  be  shot,  together  with  the 
Serjeant  who  arrested  Sarstield,  the  other 
Serjeants  to  be  decimated,  and  the  sur- 
vivors to  work  four  years  in  the  gallejrs ; 
and  the  remaining  soldiers  concerned  in 
the  sedition  to  serve  the  remainder  of  the 
^var  in  the  garrison  of  Ceuta.  Colonel 
Don  Leon  Iriarte,  who  joined  and  headed 
the  rebellious  troops,  was  also  condemned 
to  be  shot,  and  also  Don  Pablo  Bturicat, 
rommunderofthe  2d  battalion  of  tiradores; 
the  officers  of  thut  battalion  to  be  dcjirived 
of  their  rank,  and  to  serve  four  years  in  the 
galleys ;  and  the  officers  of  the  first 
battalion  to  two  months'  imprisonmenti 
for  not  having  had  sufficient  energy  to 
rheck  the  sedition,  and  for  suffering  them- 
selves to  be  arrested. 


Caft.  W.  C.  Jervoise,  R.N. 

Lately.  At  Lausanne*  aged  48,  Wil- 
liam Clarke  Jervoise,  esq.  a  Post  Captain 
H.N. 

This  officer  was  half-brother  of  C-apt, 
G.  Gosling,  R.N.  He  entered  the  royal 
navy  early  in  16U0.  as  midshipman  on 
lioard  the  Triumph  74,  C^pt.  (afterwards 
Sir  Kliab)  Harvey;  and  subaequently 
served  under  Captain  (afterwards  Sir 
Thomati)  Fok*>%  Capt.  Joseph  Baker, 
and  Capt.  W.  H.  Kicketts  Jer\-is,  in  the 
Elephant,  Ganges,  and  Robust  third-rates, 
on  the  Jamaica  station,  from  whence  he 
returned  home  in  the  summer  of  1802. 
He  then  joined  the  lapwing  28,  Capt. 
Andrew  Skene,  and  was  in  that  frigate 
when  ibe  raptured  the  Henrietta,  a  valu- 
■Me  French  merchantman.  His  last  ser- 
rieiff  aaa  inidsbipman  was  with  his  old

friend,  Capt.  Harvey,  in  the  I'emeraire 
96,  in  which  he  bore  part  at  the  battle  of 
Trafalgar. 

He  in  consequence  received  his  com  - 
mission  of  Lieutenant  as  first  of  the 
Curieux  sloop,  Aug.  8,  ISOG;  andafter- 
\vards  served  in  the  Uranie  and  Alceste 
frigates,  by  the  Captain  of  the  latter  of 
which,  the  late  Sir  Murray  Maxwell,  he 
was  highly  commended  for  bis  gallantry 
and  zeal  in  an  action  with  a  formidable 
Spanish  Hotilla,  near  Cadiz,  Aprils,  1808. 
In  the  summer  of  that  year,  being  sent,  in 
company  with  Lieut.  Allan  Stewart,  with 
a  message  from  Capt.  Maxwell  to  the 
French  officer  commanding  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Tiber,  they  were  detained  as 
prisoners,  and  told  they  should  be  treated 
as  spies.  After  some  weeks'  confinement, 
they  were  marched  to  Verdun ;  from 
whence  Lieut.  Jervoisc  escaped  to  the 
coast  of  Holland,  but  was  betrayed  whilst 
in  the  act  of  embarking,  and  committed  to 
more  strict  confinement  at  the  fortress  of 
Bitchc  in  Lorraine.  At  the  commence- 
ment of  1814,  however,  he  again  contrived 
to  escape,  and  having  arrived  safely  at  the 
Roompot,  returned  home  tbetice  in  the 
Colossus  74.  His  promotion  to  the  rank 
of  Commander  took  place  on  the  27Ui  of 
August  following. 

Capt.  Jervoise  subsequently  command- 
ed the  Dis[}atch  sloop,  on  the  Mediter- 
ranean station.  In  July  1825  he  was 
appointed  to  the  Pandora  18,  then  fitting 
out  for  the  East  Indies,  and  in  which  he 
was  emplojred  in  the  following  year,  in 
the  expedition  made  to  Burbnrra.  on  the 
African  coast,  under  the  command  of 
Capt.  Brewer,  C.B.  in  order  to  obtain 
restitution  for  several  piracies,  &c.  On 
this  occasion  Capt.  Jervoisc  landed,  at 
the  head  of  240  men  (including  marines 
and  sepoys) ;  and  Capt.  Brewer,  in  his 
official  report  remarked  that  the  occasion, 
though  trifling,  was  <*  sufficient  to  display 
the  zeal  and  judgment  of  that  excellent 
officer,  when  it  is  remembered  that  he 
landed  in  presence  of  an  armed  population, 
decidedly  inclined  to  be  hostile,  and  of 
eight  or  ten  times  the  number  of  his  own 
men."  He  afterwards  received  the  thanks 
of  Rear-Adm.  Gage. 

On  the  9th  Aug.  1828,  Capt.  Jervoise 
H-aa  promoted  to  the  command  of  the 
Success  28,  in  which,  after  a  very  perilous 
voyage,  occasioned  by  the  ship's  ground- 
ing on  a  reef  off  Pulo-Camac,  (the  par- 
ticulars of  which  are  narrated  at  length  in 
Marshall's  Royal  Naval  Biograpliy,)  he 
arrived  at  Splthead  in  Nov.  1831.

Nor  were  hi*  I'xertion*  con- 
lined  10  the  IfniverMly;  be  took  un  active 
{inrt  in  the  nmuagi'incnt  ut  tlie  Royal 
Jrish  Academy,  und  the  Geoloi;ical  So- 
ciety of  Dublin,  and  was  from  the  begin- 
ning one  of  the  most  active  members  of 
the  Britith  Association  ;  to  his  exertions 
AH  Pif-idcnt  the  brilliitnt  reception  ofthnt 
body  in  Dublin  must  in  im)  smutL  degree 
Ike  attributed. 

Dr.  Lloyd  shunned  politics,  not  only  i 
hi«  youth,  but  throuHbout  hid  whole  ca.^ 
reer  ;  the  only  occasion  on  which  he  at  all 
npprared  prominent)  was  when  Imn  ulit 
and  favourite  pupil,  Air.  Croker,  was  a 
ciimlitlati'  lor  the  represuntiition  of  the 
L'niveitiiiy.  During  the  late  Rcenef^  ol 
excitement,  he  Islroured  Htrcnuouely  tO' 
excliule  jiolities  from  the  coHefcT,  and  htr 
so  fur  succeeded,  as  to  induce  what  are 
caJleH  "the  readini;  men"  to  leave  a^ita.- 
tiun  and  oratury  on  both  !iidc«  of  theffues- 
tion,  to  those  who  go  to  college  merely  for 
the  name  of  a  degree. 

In   private   litct   Dr.   Lloyd   was  uni- 
verpatly   esteemed;    in    his   house    wer«J 
genemlly  to  be  found  all  the  genttcmenj 
of  Dublin  who  took  nn  interest  in   tl 
ailvancement  of  srienre, — ihu  geolo|^i.sl_] 
the  chemist,  the  natural  philosopher,  iind'| 
the  niaibe-niatieuin.      Jle  u^ed   trcqiicniljr 
to  Kay,  tbut  exelii*<ivenc59  was  the  banc-  of 
science ;  that   the   arts  were  sisters,  mid 
that  net^lectin^  one  u)ember  of  tbe  litei-ury 
eummoriwealtli,    endangered     the    cnUrc 
community. 

Dr.  Lloyd's  death  wan  sudden, — he  fell! 
n  viciini  to  a  fit  ot  apoplexy  ;  otberwiiiv] 
though  he  \vu>i  of  tidvanrrd  age,  he  seenic^l 
to  Imvc  n  fnir  prof^pect  of  many  yearn  tof 
come.     But  his  work  Mas  done-,   the  Jri sill 
l/niversity  Imd  been  eumpletely  renovated^ 
imder  his  luispiecf,  and  rai.scd  to  a  rank 
and  iinpor[:iTu-e  higher  iltan   it  bad  uvef 
bi'fore  attuiufd,  while  there  i^  every  proW* 
bilil^  (hat  its  prosperity  will  nut  only 
euntinue,  but  increase. 

'J'bc  lu.sl  act  of  hill  life  was  one  of  eon* , 
si^lcnt  benevolence.  He  went  out  lai 
pi^fcet  health  about  t)ie  middle  of  tbe 
duy,  with  till'  view  of  ^'eltinj^  u  p(Htr  child 
into  tbe  Deaf  and  Dumb  Itt«ttitucion.  and, 
on  bis  return,  was  talieri  ill  at  his  owiii 
door,  and  died  inabnnthaU  anbour.  Divl 
body  \vafi  interred  bt-neath  the  fvoUegv' 
(Jhiifiel :  and  the  Fellows  have  ieM)lveds 
to  erect  A  inbtet  to  bis  memory  in  ihti 
iinlc-chapcl,  und  to  place  his  btmt  in  thft] 
library.  Tlicy  have  nlsu  delermined  to 
connect  his  memory  pennnnenlty  with  tho' 
educntiun  of  the  L'uiversity,  by  founding  ' 
one  or  more  exhibitions  in  (tie  ntiitl»e> 
ntntical  sciences,  (u  tMfnr  bis  vrn#rale4i 
name. 
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rc^iilK  of  which  a  rommUsioi)  wtt*  ap- 
(luintifl  by  the  (juvrrntiieiit.  with  n  view 
tu  their  fiiithcr  pru«.<*(iilinii  hy  »  publit* 
Rtaiit  of  money,  oi  by  nlCurdiiie  uirreMed 
!iirilitie<  of  eti»erinieiit  by  a  rriiualiDii  of 
the  regiilationi  of  tlic  ffxctRt.  A  lelc- 
•wope  uf  H  tiii'hi-^  iip«rturc  wit«  made  lijT 
Mr,  DoUutid  Irotn  Or.  Kitrhic's  gla-is,  at 
the  recommeiifljilion  of  tliis  romniisrion  ;

A*  a  professor  of  the  Ixmdon  Vttt- 
versity.  and  a  lecturer  at  the  Koynl  Iriati- 
tution,  he  was  hij;hly  uppreciatpd,  for  fevr 
men  had  more  information  to  communi- 
catr.  llegnve  nnive^^al  5iitisfaction  by 
the  cleunies^  of  his  arruiigemeitt  n»d  di*. 
livery,  though  hW  urcent  was  apparently 
lmr«h,  the  Scottish  tone  predoiiiinatiiii;. 
Only  n  fnv  weeks  before  his  death,  being 
in  perfect  health,  he  promised  tu  be  preseiit 
lit  the  British  j'\ svfM'iatioii  in  IjverptKjl : 
nnd  npon  the  hi^t  dity  of  its  active  opera- 
tioii.1  he  wwH  a  lifelcf^  corpse.  Koi  rraj 
und  practicwl  knon-ledge,  Vr.  Ritchie  lia<|

"  Dr.  Ritchie  was  originally  Rector  of 
the  Royal  Academy  of  Tnin  in  Inreriie<i&. 
ahire,  where  he  contrived,  by  extreme 
frugality,  to  save  a  suffieit-nt  Kum  from  his 
very  small  unmial  stipend  lo  attend  ii 
course  of  the  lectiircR  of  Thetiurd,  Gay- 
Lusaac,  and  Bint  at  Pari<i,  and  aUo  to 
provide  a  substitute  for  the  performance 
of  his  duties  during  his  temporary  absence 
from  Scotland.  His  «kill  and  oiiiiiiiality 
in  devising  and  performing  ex)»eriniems 
with  the  mt><tt  tviiniili*  iniitcriulik,  in  itiuy- 
(ration  of  variun>  di'iputed  putrits  uftialn- 
tal  philosophy,  attracted  the  attention  of 
the  di.stin^uisht'd  philoKopluTH  whose  uc- 
casionitl  jxipil  he  lind  become  :  hi>  had  also

I le  bnd 
also  n  fine  collection  of  rure  sbcllf,  and 
mndn'iiores ;  and  perhupw  prided  himself 
most  uiK>n  these  objects  of  nalural  history. 
It  must  be  almost  ttupertluou%touddt  that 
bis   house  also    contained    a   stnall   but 
choice    librnrj',   with   several  inUTcMing 
print*  anti  drawings.     The  same  elcgunt 
feeling  extended  to  liis  garden,  on  which 
he  In-stowed  much    personal   core;    and 
which,  throughout  the  year,  presented  an 
nppeariuiee  of  as  much  beauty  ii^  so  smiJl 
a  demesne  seems  suaceptibiu  of  exhibit- 
ing.  PoNsossed  of  such  ru'^tcs,  he  enjoyed. 
as  might  be  anticipated,  the  triendabip  of 
many  cmitu-nt  colIeetoiR.     He  was  one  of 
llie  last  persons  who  visited  the  late  It. 
i'ayne  Knight,  during  the  illnesf^  which 
dosed  the  life  of  that  eminent  antii|tinry.

Nov.  4.     At  Palis,  the  Baroti  Alibert. 
During  the  period  of  five  Fuccceding 
reigns,  this  ceUbratcd  physician  has  been 
the  cotilidentiul   physician  and  friend  of 
the   court  at  Piiris;  and   in  him  France 
has  lost  another  of  her  taraut.      Though 
un  the  verge  of  seventy,  he,  until  shortly, 
enjoyed  pIT  the  balenoss  and  spirits  of  a 
young  man.      In  appeanuice  be  had  none 
of  the  cuic-worn  and  jmllid  phyMognomy 
which  generally  distinguishes  medical  men, 
niul  piirtioulurly  tlio-ie  of  France;  but  was 
consnUnihly  tmbi^upomt,  ruddy,  and  merry 
in  countenance  as  he  was  in  conversation. 
In  short,  be  was  one   of  tbo*e  few  with 
whom  v,ic  boraetJme^  meet.  «ho  seem  to 
liave  tbc  power  of  catling  a  hulo  of  thcer- 
fulness  around  them  ;   und  this  wll  be 
remembered  w  Uh  a  plcining  regret  by  the 
numerous  I'riends  and  admirers  ho  ha*  left 
behind  him.     His  class,  as  a  lecturer,  was 
Mlwoys  full ;  and,  (hough  often  long,  his 
subjects,  from  apt  illustialion  and  happy 
miuinor  of  delivery,  were  never  tiresome. 
His   writings  have    hetn    roony,  und  on 
various    bmnchcji    of    thcrtipeuticfe;    but 
those   by  which    he  is  most   known   U> 
Europe  are  his  treatise  on  the  mineral 
waters    of    France  and    Gcnnnny ;    his 
••  Phjfiology  of  the  Passiontv;"  and  bii 
volutnitiuu^  and  erudite  work  on  diRCft»cs 
of  the  skin.     He  wo*  one  of  the   lirst, 
and,    until   Us  death,  ol^e   of   the  most 
strenuous  odvocates  for  the  treatment  of 
a  great  niRJority  of  discaws  by  means  of 
the  foniigatiiig  and  vapour  b»lhs;  often 
observing,  that  Ihere  wus  no  diseiise  hut 
might,  in   fome   of  its   stages,  be'  mueb 
benefited  by  theiic  mean*,  und  thai  ibeV 
rcndered  much  medicine  unnecessarjp.     Il 
was  a  nurkefl   feature  in  bin  practice  10 
lu-jtoil  and  tirair  thmayh  diwyuiC  by  medi- 
eamenti.  lipphed  to  the  skin,  mthcr  than 
unnoy  the  more  vitttl  orguius.  the  stomach 
and  bowels,  by  their  mierniil  iidininUtra- 
tion  ;    hence    hi*.  preiliUnrtion  lor  batlis, 
whitli    are    »o  grnerally   rcwrtcd  to  u 
thcninentiw  ontbc  (.'ontinent.

^Ir.  Field  was  also,  for  many  years, 
the  Treasurer  of  the  London  Annuity 
Society  for  the  benelit  of  the  widotvs  uf 
mrinbcrs,  in  CbiUlmrn  Place,  Bhiekfrinrs, 
ofvvbiili  Insfitutioft  hie  father,  Mr.  John 
Field,  was  the  founder  in  the  year  ITOo. 
Mr.  Meld  died  almost  in  bi^  full  career 
of  active  nsofulnesA,  buying  beencpnIineU 
to  Ills  bouse  little  more  tluin  n  foituigbc 
previously  to  his  death.  His  only  disi-a^e, 
a*  he  himself  rrpealedly  answered  to  the 
numerou.H  imiuiric*  of  his  medic.il  ftli-nds, 
was  the  very  rapid  approach  of  old  ngr. 
Ibe  decay  of  nature.  He  died  full  of 
vears,  and,  so  to  *peak,  full  of  honours. 
*rhc  Society  of  Apothecaries  and  the 
London  Annuity  Society,  in  testimony  of 
bi»  long  and  vaUmhle  iieivieris  having, 
coeh  ut  thetn,  Imd  his  purtmit  painted  by 
celebnttcd urtisls — Pickert-gill and  Samuil 
Lane — and  hungup  in  tlieir  halU  of  meet- 
ing. In  addition  to  a  large  cirelc  of  pro- 
fe».^ional  friends  and  urcjuaititunre.  u  liu 
will  long  remember  hir.  talents  nnd  worth, 
be  ba«>  left  ii  numerous  fHmily  to  rc-gut 
the  Ios5  of  hi-^  piUL-rnal  kiTldlinc^-^  nnd  hu 
calni  ehei-rfiilneHs.  Mi.  Field  wii-i  mur- 
iie<l  on  the  '^d  September  17^1-,  to  Kttbcr, 
daughter  of  John  Burron,  e%r\.  of  l)ep(. 
lord,  »ho  died  on  the  lOth  Jan.  IKJ^l;  ho 
bus  left  six  sons  und  two  daughters.

Tkomtu  Millingchamp  DoptM,  Rector  of 
Trevilaii,  and  Vicar  of  Ystrad,  in  that 
county,  and  late  of  Chester.

TdK  subject  chosen  by  Mr.  Ho^vitt  is  iu  favour  of  his  taste  and  feeling  ; 
for  a  more  t'ligB^ug  outi  could  linrdly  be  selected.  Our  country,  though 
neither  very  eublime  iiur  bold  in  its  features,  abounds  in  beautiful  and 
picturtsf^c  Hcenery  ;  while  the  character  of  it^  simple  and  unsophisticated 
inhnbit»ntSf  with  their  ancicat  custoins^  habits.  giiuicS}  and  dresses  ;  the 
reoerablr  monuments  nf  architecture^  either  castellated  or  luonastic,  still 
nouldcriu^  into  beauty  by  many  a  (|uiet  vulc  and  bequcstcrcd  stream  ;  the 
Ut^productiouB  of  the  same  art.  us  seen  in  the  old  manor-house,  or  quaint 
pvsouflge.  or  rural  hall : — all  these  are  sub^itantial  parts  and  features  of 
the  rural  life  of  England,  and  adiuit  much  curious  observation,  many 
interesting  anecdotes,  and  elegant  description.  It  is  a  great  advantage 
[to  a  writer  to  set  out.  with  a  good  subject:  like  a  liand!M>mc  countc- 
laiknce.  it  14  a  sure  letter  of  recommendation ;  and  none  are  better  and 
more  generally  pleasing,  than  those  connected  with  the  study  and  love  of 
[Nature.     Any  book  on  natural  histor)'  that  is  tvell  written,  is  sure  to  be 

)pnlar.  Look  at  the  publications  of  Mudic  (a  most  polished  UTiter),  of 
'e»sc, — Tov  irniftnv  l^iov  i/bios^  Kal  ffweToi; — of  Waterton,  and  of  othcra  j 

■look,  in  older  days,  at  t!ie  writings  of  Montagu,  of  White  of  Selbournc,  of 
'ennant,  and  of  Price.  The  verj-  words  that  express  natural  objects  arc 
tleaslng  to  the  car,  the  eye,  and  the  imagination  ;  and  n  student  who 
corner  from  the  deep  researches  of  metaphysics,  or  of  the  abstruser 
thcolog)',  or  polemics,  into  the  open  and  bright  regions  of  natural  beauty, 
is  like  one  stepping  from  the  darkness  of  a  dungeon,  to  inhale  the  sweet 
breath,  and  f)ehuld  the  golden  lights  of  Heaven.

[and  scarcely  to  be  seen  but  in  the  bright  and  beautiful  colours  which  he 

lys  before  us.     What   with  the  rail-road  aud  the  canal,  the  fuliginous 

tumace«    the    thundering    hammer  aud   engine,   the    ceaseless   whirring 

'heel,  the  new  Union-houses  (like  so  many  9{>ectrcs  of  brick,  the  gaunt 

tod  grim  abodes  of  de^ulatiou).  the  improved  system  of  farming,  with  ita 

lOg  red  barracks  for  the  labourers : — all  these  things  are  entering  sadly 

itothr  core  and  heartof  England's  mcrrj' manners  and  rural  life  ;  spreading 

cold  and  fuding  hne  over  the  once-living  landscape  of  its  glory,  and  driving 

the  froliikrtumc  genii  of  the  hcartli  or  the  hill  away.     The  Government 

lakes  a  demand  upon  the  people  iinnunlly  for  near  fifty  millions  of  specie  ; 

ill  whicli,  it  is  clear,  niUHt  be  earned  by  the  sweat  uf  the  brow,  must  be 

treated  Iiv  the  toil  of  the  mind  and  hand,  before  it  can  be  bestowed.     Xow, 

milliona  are  not  to  be  got  by  sauntering  t»n  the  margin  of  the  dimpled 

E,  or  reiiosiug  upon  delicious  banks  of  thyme  and  rosemary,  or  reading 

Kpenre  or  Spenser  on  the  velvet  turf  by  the  fantastic  roots  of  some 

igod  beech,  or  simidiug  on  the  brow  of  some  noble  proniontor}-  gazing  on 

the  wild  &ccnc  uf  aplrndonr  opening  below,  aa  the  huge  mistv  cutl'Aua 

vt  wUbdrawD  by  the  ndlunt  hogfr  of  the  golden  suuj  and  Wi\  aA!\ 
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dale,  aiid  rivers  tolling  to  the  sea,  and  grateful  interchange  of  uoixl  and 
plaiu — nil  burst  like  an  riicliafitcd  landscape  upon  llie  view.  ShcIi 
arc  ctiarniin^  iiiclliods  of  5]jetidi[iir  lime  ! — gloriocs  dreams  I — lovely 
cvamsceiil  lionrs  I — so  quieting  to  tliu  spirit — so  deligiilfut  to  llie  iiuagi- 
natioii,  but  not  viry  profitable,  icrtainly,  to  the  pocket — not  subsidiary  lo 
the  claims  nf  the  banker's  book — furnishing  nothing  to  the  inexorable  t;t\- 
giilhercr — olearinjf  off  nothing  from  the  butcher's  bills — defraying  no  part 
of  the  rust  uf  velvet  waistcoats  and  pantaloons,  to  the  "  genns  ignavuin, 
quoil  lecto  gaudet  et  umbra :"  in  short,  in  the  present  day,  and  In  our 
high  taxed  country,  to  part  with  money  socnis  a  matter  of  so  stern  » 
necessity  ;  to  get  it,  cveti  to  a  sinatl  aiiionnt,  seems  attended  with  such 
considerable  difficulties  ;  tliat  wc  presume,  if  the  fate  of  our  sons  b*  not 
better  than  our  own,  they  will  know  little  of  the  rural  life  of  Cnglund, 
ivhich  their  ancestors  ctijo\ccl,  except  in  Mr.  Howitl's  volumes.  In  the 
mean  while,  we  must,  perforce,  lie  content  with  a  little  "garden  of 
Adonis"*  at  our  chamber  windows,  our  little  pots  of  southernwood,  and 
two-week  stocks,  and  heartsease,  i\s  more  suitable  to  our  means  i  ami  !ia 
wc  look  from  our  apartments  in  Barbicau  on  our  wcll-dccoratcd  window, 
\\G  feci  that  we  Eire  not  totally  excluded  frotu  Nature's  presence  ;  and 
fancy  t lint,  though  '*  in  noisome  city  pent,"  wc  participate  in  the  rural 
[ifc  of  Etiglaud.

Cowpcr  says,  '*  God  made  the  country,  and  Man  made  the  town;|"  and 
therefore  wc  presume  the  pott  infer**  that  we  ought  to  prefer  that  residence 
which  has  l>eeu  given  to  us  and  pronounced  "good,"  to  one  of  our 
own  devices:  but  it  wants  no  pentuuaiou  of  [tocts  or  moiidist^,  or  e\'ch 
royal  argument  (like  that  of  James  t!ie  First,  who  ordered  his  nobility 
oflT  to  tlicir  country  seats,)  lo  convince  men  that  a  country  residence, 
amidst  sweet  scenes  and  balmy  airs,  and  companionship  of  the  iunuiuerablc 
and  innocent  little  pcnsiouerfi  on  Nature's  general  bounty,  is  far  more 
congenial  to  the  spirits  than  being  immured,  as  Johnson  says,  in  "  llie 
dungeons  of  the  Strand."  Not  only  docs  the  rural  squire  delight  in  his 
lields,  but  the  profcssioiial  man,  tlie  man  of  powdered  wig  and  clouded 
cane — the  lawyer,  the  ph\siciau,  the  tradesman, — all  hasten  into  country 
retirements  as  soon  as  thcv  have  completed  their  long-laid  plans  of  opulence 
or  independence.  The  taste  is  genuine  ;  native  to  the  heart ;  inborn  ; 
and  not  to  be  destroyed  without  the  pre|>ouderance  of  those  lower  motives 
and  feelings  wliieh  would  go  near  to  destroy  all  that  is  good  beside.  Wc 
know  little  of  the  private  life  of  the  Greeks-,  but  this  we  know,  that  one 
of  their  most  celebrated  philosi>phers  and  tioldiers  was  as  true  a  country 
gentleman  ai>  exists  at  the  present  day  in  any  Staffordshire  or  Yorkshire 
dale — Xenophon  Uved  entirely  in  the  country  :  probably  sent  to  Athens 
once  or  twice  a  year  for  jars  of  old  Tenedos  wine,  or  fig-cheese,  or  a  brood 
of  junglc-f(twl  from  Persia  ;  as  well  as  for  choice  and  clear  transcripts  of 
Plato's  last  Dialogues  j  or  snecimens,  privately  circulated,  of  Aristotle's 
Natural  History ;  hut  in   winter  he  hunted  his  own   houudb,^  of  which

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he  has  preserved  the  very  nnnics  .  he  fanned  his  Ofva  laiid — on  the 
cultiratiuii  of  nhich  he  has  given  us  a  ven'  tiKLful  aud  cloj^iit  truatisi' ; 
and,  in  fact,  he  w.is  ft  perfect  Athoniati  sijuire  of  tiie  old  koIiouI — comiiijui: 
home  from  liia  \valU  with  his  cap  full  of  rod-legge<]  partridi^rs'  eggs,  or 
setting  uels  for  the  ini^rratiiig  (locks  of  turllc-dovea  frum  Ionia,  or  (lushing 
the  fiist  woodcotk  (atuujenj  of  the  season,  or  out  of  humour,  peihaps.  from 
having  had  his  lupines  and  lentils  trampled  down  by  a  nild  lx»ar  in  the 
night.  Something,  too,  has  been  said  about  the  want  of  h  picturesque  eye 
among  the  Konians.  Mr.  Twining  said,  "  they  h^id  no  Thomsons,  because 
they  had  no  Claudes."  Pilliy  and  sententious  enough  !  but  not  quite  con- 
vincing taus  :  for  uhy  could  not  the  poet  copy  from  Nature  herself  in  her 
living  colours,  ;ui  w  ell  as  tuhe  her  sceund-hand  oil' the  painter's  easel  ?  U'e 
bi'lieve  the  rcaifou  to  be  different  from  this  ;  and  thai  we  do  not  find  the 
ijualtty  of  the  pktarcsifue  in  aiicieut  poetry  fully  developed  and  spread  out 
)W  in  that  of  the  moderns,  from  the  airkt  Ihnitatious  under  which  the  arts 
were  coHfinrd  btf  than  i  each  jealous  of  the  other,  and  insuring  its  own 
c'xctlUnce  by  intently  heejiing  its  essential  prinnpUs  always  in  view,  and 
not  straying  beyond  its  legitimate  bounds.  On  this  subject,  however,  we 
cannot  now  enlarge  j  only  observing,  by  the  way,  how  uuieh  modern  poetry 
has  lost  in  \U  power  and  effect,  by  relaxing  to  such  a  great  extent  the 
laws  which  were  placed  over  its  different  provinces.  Of  (ireck  and  Koman 
painting,  we  know  little,  and  possess  less  j  but  there  are  passages  both  in 
their  prose  aud  poetry  showing  a  warm  aud  true  feeling  for  the  general 
beauties  of  Nature  :  the  !«plendour  of  the  spreading  plane-tree,  the  waving 
of  the  grey  olive-grove,  the  low,  rising  murmur  of  the  distant  woods, 
the  cooing  of  the  turtle-dovi?  in  the  high  aerial  elm,  the  whispering  of  the 
pinc-trcc  ou  the  hill,  sweet  fountains  sparkling  in  the  sun,  and  ivy-mantled 
grottoes,  KO  grateful  to  repose,  uhen  Fan  was  asleep  amid  the  sultry  beats 
of  noon.  This,  too,  we  beg  to  observe  on  this  subject,  and  we  believe  for 
the  firet  time,  that  this  love  of  nature,  and  discrimination  of  her  con* 
stituenl  beauties,  and  Liste  for  itnd  study  of  her  principles,  is  to  l>c 
oboerved  as  growing  and  advmieing  among  the  Romans,  and  m  to  be  as  dis- 
tingiiishably  traced  in  the  pro'j;res8  of  their  poetry  as  it  is  in  our  own. 
Statins  and  Claudian  anil  Ovid  indulged  mort.'  wirlcly  In  picturesque  dciicrip- 
tiouK  than  V'irgil  or  Horace ;  anri  these  lost  were  mure  descriptive  than 
the  elder  p(K*te  that  preceded  them  ;  though  they  had  too  fine  a  taste  to 
i>ermit  any  long  or  lavish  descriptioua,  too  elaborately  wrought,  to  inter- 
fere with  the  other  provinces  of  this  art.     It  was  a  glimpse  like  this, —

Here  are  some  very  pretty  images, — the  box-wood*  swaying  and  wav- 
ing with  the  wind ;  and  the  vine  (as  seen  in  Titian's  hmdscapes),  adorning 
and  clothing  mth  its  rich  festoons  and  purple  clusters  the  rugged  trunks 
of  the  elms.  After  this  he  has  also  the  expression  of  "  Lacum  pallescere  ;'* 
whereas  the  elder  poets  used  the  more  general  terms  of  "  VitreoSj  vivos,  ge- 
lidos,  dnlces/'  &c  Valerius  Flaccus  used  also  the  expresnon  of  "  virides 
lacnsj*'  and  Statius,  of  "  albentesj"  epithets  never  to  be  found  in  the  elder 
poet8.t 

Silins  Italicns  describes  a  corn-field  waving  in  the  breeze>  and  notices 
the  shiiiiitg  of  the  stalk  as  it  moves:— 

**  Hitle  cea  Tirides  agitant  qmun  flamina  cnlaoSf 
Necdnm  matura*  impelUt  ventai  ariitai, 
Hoc  atque  hoc  It  Bomoia  legee,  natanaqoe  vlcittim 
Altemo  lento  mottt  lacurrata  tkteteit." 

Statins  thus  graphically  and  beautifully  describes  the  parent  Inrd  feed- 
ing her  yoang  :— 

— —  "  Volncram  sic  turba  recentnm 
Cum  redacem  lon^  pnwpezit  in  lethere  matrem, 
Ire  cupit  contra,  aommaqne  e  margine  nidi 
Elxtat  hiani ;  juu  juuqne  cadat,  ni  pectore  toto 
Obstot  aperta  parens  et  unantibiu  increpet  aUs/' 

We  will  ^ve  one  more  instance  from  the  same  poet,  which  will  at  least 
prove  that  the  ancients  were  not  inattentive  "  to  rural  sights  and  sounds/* 
of  a  bird  joining  a  flock  of  others  of  a  different  species  :—

We  must,  however,  refrain — we  have  said  enough,  we  think,  to  show  that 
the  love  and  study  of  nature  were  not  neglected  by  the  children  of  Apollo ; 
and  we  should  draw  an  inference  favourable  to  their  feeling  for  the  pic- 
turcsquCj  from  the  situations  which  we  find  they  chose  for  their  resi- 
dences. Take,  for  instance,  the  two  most  noted  of  the  vilUu  of  Cicero : 
the  one  on  the  Tnscnlan  hiUs,  and  the  other  on  the  shore  of  the  Formian

the  fthores! — bow  calm  and  beautifully  bine  the  urcatbeiJ  smile  of  the 
Ittd-lockcd  bay ! — bow  \tild  aad  romantic  tliu  furegrooud  uf  the  inland 
t«eocn  !  Ix'ng  and  late  have  we  sate  in  the  very  epot  wLicb  tliis  prcat 
Fttrwt  once  called  bis  own,  have  paced  tbd  Bauds  on  which  his  feet  liave 
tiodf  Mxl  vbited  the  bilk  which  detained  within  their  sacred  recCBses  tlmt 
Toioc  thiit  ntterwi  the '*  con^pitua-  divina  Thilippica  faimi'!"  wlule  the 
air  irae  filled  with  Uic  delicious  perfume  of  the  lemon  flowers,  and 
resounded  H-ilh  ttie  thick-^rarbled  son^s  of  the  Athcuiau  bird  ;  and  we 
tbould  be  at  a  lo^a  to  know  bow  the  utmost  rotincuicnt  of  modern  ta8t<! 
coukl  select  a  spot  more  truly  delicious;,  and  more  delicately  chosen  than 
this.  I.iUok  at  the  sweet  Bcquestercd  abode,  higli  up  among  the  Sabine 
hilU,  wbid)  detained  the  favourite  poet  of  Maecenas  ;  white  the  ttun  was  in 
the  Scorpion,  and  the  autnmnal  fevers  were  ravaging  Kome.  C^barmingly 
clioteu.  also,  is  the  cahn  retreat  in  which  Pliny  pas!><:d  his  hours  of  let- 
tered ease  : — the  wliole  Day  of  Baioe,  cunnng  round  with  its  silver  saiids, 
and  facing  that  splendid  landscape,  as  the  westering  sun  tinted  with  ohvn 
purple,  and  every  hue  of  heaven,  the  glowing  sides  and  slopes  of  Vc- 
18  1 — the  favourite  resort  of  this  bay  by  the  Koman  nobles  (the  more 
Brighton  of  Italy),  with  its  rich  piles  of  marble  palaces  reflected  in 
the  plKKjphor-coloured  wave,  and  its  long  glittering  corridors  extending 
over  hill  and  vale  to  catch  the  faintest  sighs  of  the  evening  breeze, — 
is  an  indisputable  proof  of  the  admiration  of  nature  among  the  KQcients, 
and  that  not  routined  to  what  mny  be  called  the  sensuui  love  of  it,  but 
extending  to  a  pure  aiid  thonghtfiil  admiration  of  its  beauties.  When 
Honicc  says, — 

"  Kic  IfltcbrK  lUilets,  ctiun  si  crcdis,  am(tntt,** 

the  expFewiion  shows  the  strong  dcliglit  be  must  have  felt  in  the  rural 
charm  uf  his  secluded  beniutagv,  and  not  less,  if  tradition  says  true,  for 
that  he  posHCSScd  also  another  nest  in  the  woods,  tvhich  luoking  over  tlie 
expanse  of  vale  and  forest,  caught,  through  the  over-arching  Inrnghs, 
the  brigbl  flashing — the  silver  glitter  of  the  torrent ;  and  when  the  even- 
ing breeze  wafted  to  his  ear  the  delicious  raurmnr*  of  Anio's  falling  wave, 
poet  has  distinctly  remarked,  that  a  Jinc  prospect  from  a  bouse 
I  object  of  general  commendation  : — 

*'  LaudaCunpte  dumus,  longos  qua  prosjilcit  agroa." 

Cicero's  fine  introduction  to  the  second  dinh>guc  De  fjcgibns  (says  an 
lymouB  writer  whose  Essay  on  the  Picturc8(]ue  we  once  met  with)* 
And  which  begins  in  the  old  forest  thatencompitssod  bis  villa  near  Arpinum, 
be  leads  bin  brother  and  friend  AtticuB  to  a  portico,  which  he  had  built 
upoD  ft  small  ibivwid  in  the  river  Fibrcnus,  whose  rapid  waters,  dividing  lu

wns  one  of  the  sinoothusl  and  gentlest  in  Italy,  and  the  whole  \vas  sui 
roiiiuled  with  wild  and  craggy  hills,  tliclorcst  al)ove  mentioned,  nnd  groves" 
which  he  had  seen  planted  in  his  childhood.  Ho  speaks  of  it  with  cnthu- 
siasni,  as  he  does  indeed  of  every  part  of  this  paternal  seat  and  chosen 
retirement,  where  he  passed  sotne  of  his  happiest  hours  in  reading,  writing, 
and  eonteinptalion.  Every  thing  in  this  hpot  marks  the  attention  nnd 
delight  of  its  master ;  and  if  the  single  trees  wore  preserved  (at  least  the 
oak  was,  whieh  Atticus  took  for  the  Marian  one),  and  the  natural  paths 
made  more  convenient  -.  if  liad  objects  wcie  removed  and  gfwd  ones  shes^ii 
to  aHvantnge,  we  have  seen  the  most  perfect  of  t)nglish  gardens.  Atticus, 
who  had  never  been  at  this  villa  before,  is  enraptured  with  its  beanty,  and 
pniticularly  with  the  spot  which  Cicero  had  chosen  for  the  scene  of  his 
conversation,  "  Who  is  there,"  says  he,  "  Mrtieus,  that,  looking  at  these 
uatnrfil  falls,  and  these  two  rivers,  which  form  so  fine  a  contrast,  would 
not  learn  to  despise  our  pompous  follies,  aud  laugh  at  artificial  Niles 
and  sriis  in  nmrble  j  for,  as  in  our  late  argument  you  referred  all  to 
Nature,  so  more  especially  in  things  winch  relate  to  the  imagination  U 
she  nur  sovereign  mistress."" 

An  eye  for  the  picturesque  surely  cannot  be  denied  to  the  philosophical 
friend  of  Trajan.  Pliny,  speaking  of  his  villa  Laurcntinuni  or  Laurens, 
l>oints  out  all  the  beauticfl  of  its  woods,  the  rich  meadows  coveicil  with 
cattle,  the  bay  of  Ostin,  the  scattered  villus  upon  its  shores,  and  the  bhe 
distanrc  of  the  inountu'ms,  the  porticos  and  seats  for  different  views,  and 
the  favourite  little  cabinet  in  which  all  h  ere  united.  Indeed,  so  enamoured 
was  he  of  this  scenei  y,  that  he  not  only  contrived  to  see  some  part  of 
this  luxurious  landscape  from  every  room  in  his  house,  bnt  even  while  he 
was  bathing  and  in  repose  -,  and  he  surpasses  our  nuHlern  luxury  when  he 
tells  US  that  he  had  a  conch,  which  had  one  \'iew  at  the  head,  another 
at  the  feet,  and  another  at  llie  back.  And  when  he  s[>eaks  of  his  other 
house — the  Thuseuin  | — he  begins  with  its  situation: — *'  It  was  a  natural 
amphitheatre,  formed  by  the  richest  part  of  thcApennines;  itA  lofty  summits 
crowned  uitli  otik,  and  broken  into  a  variety  of  shajKS  j  the  per[)otuul 
springs  from  its  sides,  with  the  fields,  the  vineyards,  and  the  coppices  in- 
tcrspersed."  There  are,  as  we  have  said,  scarcely  nny  paintings  which 
throw  light  ujion  the  subject.  A  trellis  coveted  with  vines  and  titrfcd 
with  moss  Mas  often  used  for  walking  on  in  the  shade  with  bare  feet, 
'J'here  is  an  engraving  in  Montfaucon,  from  mi  ancient  fresco,  ivhich 
resembles  the  artificial  rocks  of  Thina,  but  it  is  much  moie  l>cantifnl  in  its 
dift|)Oflition.  The  landscape  from  the  Iwths  of  Titus  has  two  or  three  vilhis 
in  the  foreground,  which  are  situated  in  the  most  pleasing  mariner  ;  the 
trees  and  water  are  perfectly  irregular,  and  the  god  Terminus  is  upon  a 
riiek,  and  there  is  no  apptaranve  of  stra'ujht  lines  except  in  thv  buildtngi 
The  ^*:iat  and  magnificent  palace  which  Hadrian  built  on  the  liroken  un 
irregular  ground  of  Tivoli  is  well  known,  which  had  giirilcMs  of  imiueni 
rxtent,  connected  witli  the  surrounding  countn*,  and  commanding  extei 
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uvc  prospects.  It  is  tnic^  that  what  we  caII  a  prospect  is  Beldora  mea- 
tioaed  by  the  aocieiits,  but  Martial  seems  to  Hctigtit  in  tbe  beauties  of  &. 
picturcflqoij  distauco^  seen  from  a  villa  uear  the  sauds  of  Aoxur  (Terra- 
cins).

And  surely  there  are  syinptoms  not  to  be  mistaken  of  a  pore  and  geuuloe 
taste,  such  as  become  a  poet,  and  far  superior  to  that  of  our  numberless 
cockney  g^utJcncrs,  in  the  following  lines  : — 

la  vallexa  iCgerie  descfladimus  et  ipeluacu 
I>i«<iniiles  reris  ;-— quaato  pnest&Qtius  cueC 
Numcii  aquir,  viridi  si  niargiDC  cluuderet  undas

We  have  thrown  the«e  out  as  hints,  rather  tlian  as  finished  observations, 
yet  Icadiug,  we  believe,  to  a  more  correct  opinion  than  that  generally 
received,  of  the  knowledge  or  love  of  the  picturesque  among  the  ancients* 
as  displayed  more  especially  in  passages  of  the  poets;  but  which  probably 
would  have  received  couriruiation,  hud  the  works  of  the  sister  art  of  i»unt- 
ing  been  more  fully  preserved.  And  for  gardens  Evelyn  (who  first  in- 
structed our  countrymen  to  cultivate  gardens  fur  fruit  and  esculent  plauti 
irtth  a  faith  and  industry*  t>econiing  that  honest  and  sweet  employment) 
eaySj  *'  \W  har<lly  find  a  great  or  \^'isc  man  among  the  ancients,  qoi  nullos 
habmt  hortos,  excepting  onttf  Pomponhis  Atticns ;  whilst  his  dear  Cicero 
ptofessus  that  he  never  luicl  out  his  money  more  readily  than  in  the  pur- 
cbasiug  of  gardens  and  those  sweet  retirements  fur  which  he  so  often  left 
the  rostra  and  court  of  the  most  tlourishing  and  greatest  theatre  of  tha 
world,  to  visit,  prune,  and  water  them  with  his  own  hands."  But  to 
descend  froiu  the  "  vias  antlquas"  to  more  recent  times,  for  wc  may  truly 
My  with  our  poet,  that  the  arts  of  horticulture,  when  they  deserted  the 
shores  of  Italy,  6cd  to  our  congenial  isle* 

Wlicu  Lfttiom  had  her  lofty  spirit  lost, 

Hiey  sought,  O  Albion  I  oext  tby  seA-cnoircled  cout. 

Wc  wish  that  Mr.  Howitt's  chapter  on  gardeus  bad  been  more  extensive, 
and  that  he  had  made  some  distinct  researches  on  those  of  our  ancestors  ; 
such  as  may  be  seen  in  Kyp's  Views  in  the  Deliccs  de  la  (irandeBrclagnCj 
and  in  Plot's  and  Chaundy's  volumes.  What  noble  sentiments  old  Erelyn 
possessed  of  the  art  ho  loved  and  so  long  practised ; — "  in  hftc  arte  con- 
MOBit."  How  the  word  "  gardener"  rises  and  expands  in  dignity  beneath 
his  i»eu  1  He  wrote  a  book  on  "  Sallets/*  but  he  did  not  think  any  one  worthy 
of  receiving  the  dedication  of  it  but  the  yrcat  Lord  Sommers,  the  High 
Chancellor  of  England !  And  then  he  tells  him  of  emperors,  kings,  couaulsi 
dictators,  and  wise  statesmen  who  quitted  their  i>omp  and  dignity,  not  for 
refined  part  of  agiiculturc,  but  fur  the  study  of  herbs  and  wholesome 
9ti,  and  other  plain  and  useful  parts  of  geojwnics  ;  and  who  wrote 
>ka  on  tillage,  and  look  the  plough  tackle  for  their  banner,  and  their 
BMOM  from  the  grata  and  puhe  they  sowed,  as  the  cbantcters  of  Iho 
highest  honour.  Aiid  let  no  one  imagine  such  a  subject  as  even  a  sallet 
or  a  bunch  of  eurduons  unworthy  of  his  pen.  See  how,  in  the  hands  of 
love  and  genius,  even  a  caalijfotcer  rises  into  absolute  eloquence,  and  seems 
to  overtop  even  what  Cowley  calls  **  the  wild  giants  of  the  foie^t"  tUem- 
■elvr^.

Hen 
are  the  Italinn  merchant  ver^sels  trading  to  Candia  and  the  LevantitU 
ports  to  fetch  it  !  The  consuls  and  residents  in  the  East  employed  it 
scrutinizing  into  its  value  !  friends  at  the  Pope's  Court  keeping  an  eye  oi 
the  subject. — |>crhaps  purchasing  at  the  Forum  Trajnn't, — or  in  that  bus] 
street  left  of  the  Campus  Martius  ;  and  Iastly,the  miUaners  of  Parin  are  t< 
import  the  seeds  with  the  fine  V^enctiati  lace  and  perfumed  gloves  then  ii 
fashion  !  But  this  is  not  a  solitary  instance  by  any  means.  Look  at  th

Verily  we  arc  fallen  into  a  nice  of  most  comiuon-place  Hnd  broad-ctot 
people,  and  are  forsaken  by  all  the  celestial  iufluenccf,  liie  sliadowiuj 
of  i)oetic  wings,  the  golden  hues  and  visionary  spleudotirs  tlut  were

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:lecl  on  llic  bright  minor  of  the  minds  wlio  lived  in  foregone  days.  The 
\t  charming  mid  enthusiastic  writer  has  pven  us  an  outline  or  sketch 
of  what  he  calls  **  a  royal  garden. "  He  coinuicnces  with  the  dignity  of  a 
garden.  He  then  enters  into  its  various  divisions  and  coraimrtments. 
'i'hcrc  til  a  whole  chapter  on  groves,  labyrinths,  dadah,  cabinets,  cradles, 
gnllerics,  pavilions,  porticos,  hiiitt'rns,  and  other  relievos,  of  topiary  and 
hortulan  nrclutecturc,  knots,  parterres,  compartments,  embossments  ;  then 
fountains, jctto5,//iVrinffj,  cascades, grottos, cry///ff,  ventiducts;  after  these 
cnme  obelisks,  cohimiis,  vasm,  perspectives,  gazon  theatres,  artificial 
echoes,  automata,  hydraulic  music  ;  then  vivaries,  oporothecas,  hyberna- 
cub,  verdures.  Agiiin  lie  speaks  of  coronary  gaidiiin,  of  stupendous  and 
wonderful  plants  ^  trees  mural  or  solitary  j  olitory  and  esculent  vegetables^ 
of  the  hortus  hyemnltS)  of  crowns,  cliaplets.  festoons,  cncarpns,  poesies, 
deckings,  and  other  /lowtry  pomps,  lowards  the  close  he  rises  into  the 
subject  of  hortulan  laws  and  privileges  ;  of  hurtutan  entertainwenta, 
Bkoral,  political,  and  divine,  with  divers  historical  passitge;:  and  solemnities, 
showing  the  riches,  beauty,  wisdom,  plenty,  and  delight  of  gardens  ;  lastly, 
be  winds  up  the  whole  discourse,  most  fitly,  by  a  chaj)ter  on  garden  burial 
Aod  of  paradise  :  having  dispoded  his  subject  witli  a  judgment  and  know- 
ledge worthy  of  the  scliool  of  Aristotle,  and  as  if  obcdieut  to  the  scvera 
UwB  of  the  epic  or  tragic  fable. 

In  what  are  called  the  middle  ages,  this  taste  was  not  lost  ;  and  even 
tlut  dull  jKx^Di  the  Roman  de  la  Hose  has  some  general  beauties  of  the 
kind:  though  it  is  remarkable  that  these  very  pa&sagcs  lose  more  than 
auy  other,  in  pai^sing  through  the  hands  uf  Chaucer.  Mr.  Harris,  in  his 
Philological  Inquiries,  hai*  quoted  the  description  given  by  Petrarch  of 
hifi  favourite  valley  of  Vaucbise  ;  of  Lcland,  in  his  praise  of  Guy's  Cliff—-* 
"  Nemusculum  ibidem  opacum,  fontcs  liquidi  et  geiumei,  ptata  florida,  an- 
tra Mnscosa,  rivi  leves  ct  |>er  saxa  decursus,  necnou  soSitudo  ct  quiea 
mu»ii*  amicissima  :"'  of  Sanazarius,  in  bis  favourite  villa — the  Mergellinef 
on  the  bay  of  Naples, — 

**  Exciio  in  floopolo,  fluetus  umle  aurea  canoi 
Dc«picicn«,  ceUo  de  calmine  Mcr^ltino 
Attollit,  luiutisqup  procal  vtuieatibux  offert." 

and  he  thinks  that  in  them  is  an  anticipotion  of  that  taste  for  natural 
beauty  which  now  appears  to  flourish  through  Great  Britain  in  such  perfec- 
tion. It  is  not  to  be  doubted  that  the  owner  of  Mcrgillinn  would  have 
been  charmed  with  Mount  Rdgrcuinb  ;  and  the  uwuer  of  Vauclusc  have 
been  delighted  with  Pierceficld  I* 

And  here  mc  arc  afraid  we  must  no  longer  be  detained  on  a  subject 
but  too  attractive  to  our  pen  ;  but  we  cannot  close  our  little  essay  with- 
out expressing  a  wibli  that  \iliulever  plates  or  tngravings  remain  of  the 
itid  Koglish  gardens,  should  ()c  collected  and  republished  with  such  illustra- 
tions and  information  as  can  be  piociircd  ;  and  we  know  no  one  under  whose 
■^ertl  and  taste  for  the  subject  we  should  sooner  place  such  a  publication, 
than  the  author  of  the  Rural  Life  u/'  E»ghiud.  Plot  dedicates  his  Flora 
to  Lady  Gerard,  of  Gerard's  Bromley,  in  Staffordshire,  and  gives  a  plate  of 
the  mansion  and  gaidon  .  and  the  garden  is  also  seen  in  Vertues  plute  of 
Sir  P.  Sydney.     \Vc  do  not  know  whether  any  design  of  Sir  Welter  Ra- 

*  Even  in  ttie  1-ltlt  century,  Philip  le  Bel,  King  of  France,  ooaUe  it  penal  to  cut 
lUiwn  K  Irre,  "  i|ui  n  nU  jani^  poui  so  beauti." 
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legh's  fair  jjnrdcn  at  Sherborne,  in  Dorsetsliirf>  rom&ins: — "ft  most  fyne 
house  bcautifiw!  \\\iU  groves,  orchats,  kw\  gartlcna,  aiid  other  delicacies 
unparalleled  in  tlirsc  partes."  In  Mr.  Brittou's  Architectural  Antiqui- 
ties, arc  two  delightful  plates  of  the  old  garden  at  Oxnead  Hall  and 
Longlcat.  GcmnJ,  in  his  frontispicrc  to  his  Herbal,  (fives  a  plate,  pro- 
bably of  his  own  jfardcn  in  Holbom.  Chauncey's  Hertfordshirt'  affords 
views  of  Aaheden  Hal!,  often  visited  by  that  lcarne<l  orientalist  John 
Lightfoot,  and  of  three  or  four  others,  kennett's  Parochial  Antii|uilieii 
gire«  Saresdon  house  and  garden  •  and  a  plan  of  iMarshat  Tallard's  garden 
at  Nottingham  is  to  be  seen  in  Loudon  and  Wise's  Retired  Gardener. 
Buck  has  gi^eii  the  curious  garden  at  Honnington  Hall,  ^Vorcestcrshirc. 
The  old  garden  at  Oxford  may  be  seen  in  Loggan's  Oxonia  lllustrata. 
Kip  engraved  from  the  designs  of  Knyf  views  of  the  magnificent  old 
gardens,  under  the  title  of  Britannia  lllostrata ;  many  of  those  have  been 
reduced  and  re-engraved.  Lcland's  Itinurary  should  not  be  overlooked, 
nor  Slukolcy  and  all  the  old  county  historians.  Hollar  engraved  Booco- 
bcl  with  its  gardens,  and  Lord  Amndel's  scat  at  Albury  in  Surrey. 
Holme  Lacy,  the  seat  of  Lord  Scudamore,  (the  friend  of  Buckingham, 
and  who  stood  next  to  hira  when  he  recc!ve<l  the  fatal  blow,)  was  famous 
for  the  magnificence  of  its  gardens.  Sir  Matthew  Decker  had  most  deli- 
cious pleasure  grounds  on  Richmond  Green,  when^  the  pine  apple  was  first 
brought  to  perfection.  The  Magna  Britannia  thus  speaks  of  Deepden 
near  Dorking  (now  Mr,  Hope's  seat  J.  "The  house,  gardens,  orchards, 
and  boscages,  are  placed  in  a  most  pleasant  and  delightful  solitude.  In 
the  garden,  wliich  may  seem  a  second  Eden,  tlicre  arc  twenty-one  sorts  of 
thyme,  many  rare  flowers,  and  choice  plants ;  on  the  south  side  of  the 
hill  is  a  vineyard  of  many  acres,  and  on  the  west,  a  laboratory  and  neat 
oratory."  Beddington,  the  old  scat  of  the  Carews,  preserves  something 
of  its  antiqne  character.  I/)rd  Bacon's  famous  and  elaborate  devices  at 
Gorhambnry  have  long  since  perished  ;  and  all  "  the  pleasant  walks  and 
topiary  works"  have  given  way  to  modern  iniprovemeut : — 

"  Quo  jtm  muronim  tonita  nipcrbu  crsiit, 

Quid  ttbi  jam  relif|uuin,  quid  nisi  uomon  habel, 
Nil  nisi  nomeo  habet!*  —  - 

Hiat  fine  romantic  and  venerable  old  pile  on  the  banks  of  the  Tlmmes, 
shaded  by  its  spreading  elms,  and  where  resides,  in  venerable  antiquity, 
the  head  of  the  unfortvnate  family  of  the  Tollemaches.t  retains  still  8on>e- 
thing  of  the  character  given  of  it  by  Evelyn  near  two  centuries  since. 
"  At  Ham  House  (says  the  friend  of  that  sweet  poet  Cowley),  the  pjirterres, 
flower-gardens,  orangeries,  groves,  avenues,  coverts,  statues,  perspectives, 
fountains,  aviaries — and  all  this  at  the  banks  uf  the  noblest  river  In  tho 
world,  must  needs  be  admimblo."* 

Here  we  must  desist,  leaving  with  regret  the  discu&sion  of  many  subjects 
equally  interesting  nnd  inslmctive,  which  are  treated  uf  with  taste  and 
information  in  Mr.  Houitt's  volumes.  His  chapterit  are  far  from  being 
all  of  equal  merit:  in  one  or  two,  as  that  on  |)lantlug,  and  the  one  relating 
to  games  and  sftorts,  he  appears  rather  a  tyro ;  and  wc  arc  perfectly  sure

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A  VISIT  TO  PORT-ROTAL-DES-CHAMPS,

VOL!  must  be  so  very  old  a  gentle* 
man,  and  at  the  same  time  you  take 
so  young  and  warm  an  interest  in 
whatever  dignifies  human  nature,  and 
gives  a.  moral  cborni  to  mortal  sufTor- 
ings,  that  I  need  make  no  apology  for 
sendinc;  you  a  fresh  wreath  from  an 
old  tomb,  an  account  of  Port-Royal- 
dcs-(-'liamp>i,  ns  vifiited  in  tlie  year  of 
our  Kord  )837.  Much  do  1  regret 
that  I  was  not  myself  of  the  party, 
but  a  friend  and  1  in  I'aris  have  re- 
solved to  take  advantage  of  the  first 
clear  frost  to  make  a  winter  pilgrimage 
to  the  spot ;  and  although  the  account 
now  sent  you  »eem3  hardly  to  leave 
room  for  addition  or  improvement,  we 
may  poK^ibly  glean  n  few  fallen  fruits^ 
or  gather  some  sear  sweet-sracUing 
leaves  to  send  you. 

In  your  early  days,  witli  the  pro- 
ductions of  which  I  was  familiar  when 
a  boy,  in  volumes  that  had  amused 
my  great-grandfather,  the  fate  of  Port- 
Roval-des-Champs  was  too  recent, 
and  the  principles  which  led  to  ita 
destruction  bad  run  out  too  little  of 
their  time  to  allow  men  calmly  to 
weigh  their  reul  nature  or  to  trace 
their  remote  consequences.  It  is  for 
us  to  learn  lessons  that  were  hidden 
to  them  :  let  me  point  to  a  few  of 
these. 

First,  as  to  the  principles  of  the 
Port-RoyalistSf  be  it  observed,  that, 
much  as  they  possessed  in  common 
with  true  Protestantism, which  appeals 
to  the  law  and  testimony  against  nil 
error,  they  maintained  principles  of 
self-destruction,  andthat  in  two  points. 
Attaching  llii-ni»»elvcs  to  the  Papacy, 
whilethcy  persisted  inholdingdnctrines 
which  were  too  purely  scriptural  for 
that  power  to  tolerate,  with  their  eyea 
open  they  put  themselves  within  rcAch 
of  thu  bolt  tlial  smote  them,  instead 
nf  sheltering  themselves,  as  so  many 
thousands  of  tlic  Rrformra  did,  in 
Protectant  countries,  obeying  nor  Lord's 
own  word",  when  persecuted  in  one 
tity,  **  Hee  yc  into  another,"

a  solitude ;  by  preferring  n  mooMtie 
seclusion  to  the  society  in  which  God 
had  placed  them,  and  in  which  they 
ought  to  have  xAuM  ii«  htjht*  tn  the 
trorld,  huhliuif  forth  the  teoril  of  life, 
timid  a  crookeil  nml  perv<'r$f  genrrntion. 
Who  will  venture  to  lay  what  might 
have  been  the  results,  had  the  single 
family  of  the  Arnnuids  alone  remained 
in  Paris,  as  the  salt  of  the  earth  there; 
had  each  of  the  great  Arnauld's  six 
si.<;ters  and  six  nieces  married  and  been 
mothers  of  families,  to  whom  they 
might  have  communicated,  under  God'a 
blessing,  their  own  piety  and  attach- 
ment to  Holy  Scripture?  Why  such 
a  powerful  and  proselytising  family 
influence  might  have  been  formed,  as 
all  the  cruft  and  all  the  learning  of  the 
Jesuits  would  have  found  it  impossible 
to  shake.  Society  in  France  might 
have  taken  exactly  the  opposite  ilirec- 
tion  from  what  it  did  take,  and  might 
have  guarded  sound  doctrine  against 
all  invasion  from  Rome.  We  have  a 
specimen  of  the  results  of  a  Jauscnist 
education  in  Racine.  It  gave  him  such 
a  profound  conviction  of  the  reality  of 
religious  experience,  that  ho  returned 
from  a  life  of  gaiety  to  seek  true  happi- 
ness in  that  experience  at  the  close  of 
his  days.  Voltaire,  on  the  other 
hand,  gives  ns  the  rcHult  of  a  Jesuit 
education.  Taught  in  youth  to  dis- 
trust all  convictions  except  that,  if  it 
can  be  called  conviction,  of  blind  sub- 
mission to  the  doctrines  of  the  church, 
as  dictated  by  a  living  infallible  head, 
he  shook  olf  a  yoke  at  once  galling  and 
absurd.  But  both  tbi'se  men  were 
types  of  whole  classes  of  men  ;  and, 
unliuppily  for  France,  Jesuitism  wa-*  put 
down  only  when  too  late,  and  was  not 
succeeded  by  Jansenism  or  Protestant- 
ism, but  by  its  own  natural  i^suc — 
scepticism  in  doctrine,  aud  the  disso- 
lution of  manners  which  is  sure  to 
follow  on  tampering.  lu  the  Jesuit 
doctors  did.  with  the  authority  of  coti- 
scJencc. 

Let  Koglnnd  therefore  take  warning. 
TUeii!  fire  men  now  busily  at  work, 
•ome  of  them  decbretl  Jesutttt,  othem 
secretly  sDch,   and  both  *!:  ng 
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yet  come  for  that,  but  without  giving 
the  ftligbtcfit  countenance  to  ihi-ir  ic* 
dccraiog  qualities.  The  grand  object 
of  ftucbpru!^elyting  Papists  is  first  to  un- 
dermine all  of  a  Protestant'sconfidcnce 
in  the  Uiblc,  and  m  his  own  religious 
experience.  'J'hey  tell  hira  that  there 
are  a  thou&and  chances  to  one  ihal  bis 
inlerprctatinn,  being  one  amoug  a 
thouiiand.  is  wrong;  and  t}iat  any 
pcacr  of  niiud  he  may  have  enjoyed 
from  believing  what  he  Hods  in  hia 
Diblr,  and  %-hat  he  set^s  rellected 
OS  it  were  in  tJie  doctrines  and  dis- 
courses of  the  Chnrch  of  England,  ia 
but  a  delusion,  aud  owned  to  be  such 
by  converts  to  Popci  y,  whom  they  will 
Artfully  quote.  Thus  do  they  endea- 
vour to  bring  a  poor  creature,  trem- 
bling for  bis  salvation,  to  bubniit 
implicitly  to  anytbtog  lliat  may  be 
alleged  as  the  doctrine  of  the  church. 
This  id  a  course,  it  ii  evident,  which 
may  succeed  with  some,  but  which 
may  produce  a  very  opposite  cifcct  on 
cleat-  aud  strong  minds.  These  last 
perceive  at  uncc  that  intimate  convic- 
tion is  of  the  essence  of  faith  ;  but  that 
if^itch  intimate  conviction  may  attach 
iteclftoa  wrong  view  in  reading  Scrip- 
lurej  nmy  lui^apprehcud  a  meaning 
there,  and  for  truth  embrace  error,  you 
do  not  remove  these  difHculties  by 
trvasferring  the  mind  rrom  the  Rible 
to  the  voluminous  writings  of  Roman 
Catholic  doctors.  ofUa  mistaking  one 
another  and  diffcriog  from  each  other. 
Such  men,  therefore,  will  eitlier  return 
to  IVotc'stantisni,  or,  furgutting  that 
our  I.ord  makcb  the  rich  man's  brc- 
Ihten  in  the  parable  ic!«{)un!»ible  Tut' 
what  was  revealed  through  Moses  and 
the  PropheU,  they  may  become  tho- 
rough and  hopeless  jiceplics.  The 
next  grand  object  of  Popish  proaely* 
tisers  is  to  get  persons  of  a  religious 
and  Husceptitile  cast  of  mind  to  retire 
from  the  world  into  convents.  Should 
this  take  place  in  England,  as  in  France 
during  the  reigns  of  Louis  the  I'our- 
iMrntli.  uf  the  Regent,  and  of  Louis 
the  Fifteenth,  we  may  expect  all  the 
vicM  of  the  biltcr  period,  followed 
by  the  lamc  consequences,  revolution, 
war«  and  a  profound  and  wtde.i>prcad 
tmmurality,  Axthonv. 

rohr-K«VAt .D&scuAMp<t  IN  1837. 
Wc  were  taken  last  week  to  Port- 
Rvyaldcs-Champs,  in  company  with 


two  friends,  who  admired,  like  our- 
selves, the  piety  of  the  »olitairfa  who 
oucc  shed  a  lustre  on  that  retreat,  and 
who  could  appreciate  the  tostcand  attic 
savour  for  which  the  writers  of  tJie 
school  of  port- Royal  arc  so  remarkable. 
All  who  have  read  the  history  of  that 
nunnery  of  the  order  of  St.  Benedict, 
are  aware  that  it  was  founded  In  1204, 
by  Mathilde  de  Carlande,  wife  of 
Mathieu  I.  of  Marly,  cadet  of  Mont- 
morcucy,  and  thot  for  upwards  of  four 
centuries  it  underwent  the  cuoimou 
destiny  of  all  cooventa,  in  a  gradual 
relaxation  of  piety,  and  neglect  of  the 
rules  ofdiseipline.  Thiswas  thestate  of 
things  until  I'lOS,  when  Marie  Ange- 
lique  Arnauld,  sister  of  the  great  Ar- 
nauld,  appointed  abbess  at  the  age  of 
eleven,  boldly  undertook  to  reform  the 
conveut,  and  did  so  with  amazing  suc- 
cess. From  that  time  it  became  both 
a  model  for  other  institutions  of  a  like 
kind,  and  the  means  of  restoring  their 
piety.  The  doctrine  of  grace,  as 
preached  by  Saint  Paul,  as  taught  by 
Saint  Augustine,  as  more  lately  revived 
by  Jansenius  in  the  Church  of  Rome, 
09  proclaimed,  in  fine,  by  the  Reform- 
ers of  the  lOth  ccntur)',  formed  the 
groundwork  of  the  instruction,  and 
was  the  foundation  nf  the  faith  of  the 
Nuns  of  the  Holy  Sacrament :  nor  is 
it  possible  to  doubt,  when  we  contem- 
plate the  4elf'denial  and  the  charity  of 
which  several  of  them  gave  proof,  and 
the  holy  lives  they  led,  that  they  were 
iuiluenced  by  a  living  faith,  notwith- 
standing  more  than  one  error  in  doc- 
tiine  and  in  practice  peculiar  to  the 
communion  in  which  they  were  born, 
and  from  which  tliey  found  it  difficult 
completely  to  disentangle  themselves. 
It  was  tlius  that  the  .spectacle  of  virtue 
and  peace,  reigning  in  that  retreat 
consecrated  to  religion,  soon  drew  to 
it  several  personages  belonging  to  the 
highest  classes  of  society.  The  Duke 
and  Duchess  de  Luynes  were  the  lirst 
to  leave  the  court  and  settle  there  ; 
they  were  shortly  after  fnllowcd  by 
the  Duke  and  Duchess  de  Liancouit 
and  by  the  Duchess  de  Longucville, 
princesses  of  the  blood- royal  :  all  these 
noble  persons  had  very  plain  lodgingi 
built  for  them  on  the  grounds  of  Port- 
Royal,  so  that  they  could  avail  them- 
selves uf  the  convent's  religious  exer- 
cises, aud  copy  the  edifying  examples 
they  had  utulec  XUcii  \tt^  c^«%. 
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Much  about  the  sarae  time,  that  is 
towards  the  middle  uf  the  17tb  cen- 
tury, the  famous  Anthony  Aruauld. 
doctor  in  Sorboime,  (who  bad,  among 
the  religievaes  of  Port  Royal,  his 
mother,  six  of  hla  eifters,  and  six  of 
hiB  neiccs,)  Arnauld  d'Andilly  his 
brother,  Anthony  Ic  Maistre,  an  ad- 
vocate  who  had  acquired  great  repu- 
tation for  eloquence,  hia  two  brothers, 
Simon  de  Maistre  dc  Sericourt,  who 
had  followed  the  profession  of  arms, 
and  leaac  Louia  Le  Maistre  de  Saci, 
BO  well  known  by  his  translation  of 
the  Bible,  and  live  or  six  other  friends, 
disgusted  with  the  world,  chose  for 
their  retreat  from  it  Port-Royal-dca- 
Champfl,  and  passed  several  years 
there  in  penitence,  dividing  their  time 
between  the  culture  of  the  ground,  the 
re|miring;  of  the  buildings  belonging  to 
the  Abbey,  the  iustruciion  of  the  young 
perjouft  boarded  at  the  convent,  the 
education  of  the  youth  eommittcd  to 
their  care,  and  the  computiitiuu  of  the 
learned  works  which  have  immortal- 
ised them  :  Uie  Logic  of  Arnauld  ;  the 
Greek  onrf  Latin  Methodn  of  Lancelot ; 
Nicole's  Murals  ;  the  Ecchtiasttcal 
HUtory  of  Lc  Nain  dc  Tillctnent,  and 
other  celebrated  works,  had  their  sole 
origin  there. 

At  this  school,  noted  at  once  for 
Christianity  and  for  learning,  there 
were  formed  men  of  remarkable  merit 
both  in  govcrament  and  in  literature  ; 
among  otlicrs  the  two  brothers  Big- 
non,  the  one  counsellor  of  state,  the 
other  tirst  president  of  the  grand 
council;  Acbille  de  Harly,  and  Bag- 
noU,  both  memberft  of  the  royal  coun- 
ctl.  Every  one  is  aware  that  it  was 
at  Port- Royal,  aUo,  that  Jean  Racine, 
the  great  French  poet,  was  brought  up, 
and  that  there  he  received  those  seeds 
of  pitty  which,  though  buried  for  a 
time  by  worldlines^  and  vanity,  burst 
forth  in  his  own  soul  at  a  later  period 
of  life.  The  «rrTO  odea  in  which  he 
sings  of  the  landscape  of  Port-Hoyat 
in  general.  il5  wimiU,  it«  puml,  its  mea- 
dou'M,  itijiocki,  and  its  yarden*  in  par- 
ticular, and  which  date  from  an  age 
when,  very  young  u  yot,  he  studied 
uuder  such  maaters  as  wr  *  i,. 
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religion,  prove ^uflRciently  how  warrajy 
attached  he  was  to  an  institution  to 
which  he  was  indebted,  under  God, 
for  all  that  had  given  him  a  reputation 
as  a  writer  and  as  a  Christian.  The 
immortal  Pascal  himself,  who  had  a 
sistei  and  niece  at  Port-Royal,  entered 
also  into  a  connection  with  the  soli- 
tnirt9  of  the  Abbaye-dcs-Cbamps. 
which  ended  only  with  his  life,  and 
he  must  even  have  s|)cnt  some  time 
under  the  same  roof  with  the  Arnaulds 
and  Nicolei.  It  was  thus  that,  amid 
an  age  of  right  worldly  glory  and  re- 
ligious hypocrisy,  some  poor  young 
women,  whose  only  riches  were  the 
faith  they  carried  in  their  hearta,  and 
whose  only  glory  was  the  sanctity  of 
their  lives,  became  the  bond  of  con- 
nexion which  drew  together  and  at- 
tached to  the  same  spot,  around  the 
cross  of  the  Crucified,  whatever  was 
most  distinguished  at  the  court  of  the 
great  King,  and  most  learned  in  the 
society  and  nl  the  university  of  Paris. 

But  the  Jesuits  were  too  powerful 
at  Rome  and  at  the  court  of  Louis 
XIV.  to  make  it  possible  that  Port- 
Royal  should  escape  their  malice. 
There  was  too  much  regard  paid  there 
to  the  Word  of  Ood,  and  tuo  little  to 
human  traditions,  to  make  it  possible 
that  tliese  astute  men  and  declared 
foes  of  all  sincere  and  lively  Christiani- 
ty, should  not  bring  to  bear  against  it 
the  honour  of  the  holy  see  and  papal 
infallibility;  the  merits  of  Christ  and 
the  sovereignty  of  grace  were  too  much 
exalted  there  not  to  scandalize  such 
men';  there  was  loo  much  success  in  the 
instruction  and  education  uf  youth  not 
to  Mtr  up  the  jealousy  of  ambitious 
ecclesiastics  who  aimed  at  arrogating 
for  themselves  a  monopoly  in  that  de- 
partment; their  formidable  adversarica« 
Arnauld  and  Pascal,  were  too  devoted 
to  this  monastery,  and  shed  upon  it 
too  bright  a  fame,  for  them  ever  to 
forgive  it ;  accordingly,  they  swore 
tJiai  it  should  be  ilestroyed.  and  the 
quarrel  on  the  subject  of  the  book 
written  by  Janseniui  was  but  the  oc- 
casiun  which  was  taken  advantage  of 
in  order  to  consummate  this  their  pur- 
pose. 

After  about  a  ceulurv  of  vexatioos 
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of  ihr  I1un^  b>'  threo. fourths,  *nd  it) 
duperatog  thera  in  vArioua  dtiectiona. 
iin  overwhelming  shout  of  joy  resound- 
ed among  the  followers  of  Lovola : 
Port-Rtiy»l  fell:  "On  Tuesday  llu- 
99th  Af  Octoher  1709."  mv*  tlic  nu- 
thor  of  the  Su|t)>lempot  to  the  Hiatory 
of  Port-iloyni  by  Racine,  the  police 
lirofenanr.  D'Argen^on,  empowered 
by  an  arr/i  o(  the  council-royal,  pufted 
tbrre  ctay«  hefore,  bnnginz  with  hini 
twenty-two  ItllrfM  du  cachrf.  accuni- 
p&nied  by  two  t^mmi$sairp»  du  Ckalfilet 
and  a  recorder,  escorted  by  the  prtvot 
lie  to  mar^hatunee  tnd  by  three  hundred 
ardtcre,  transported  bimseir  at  seven 
ia  Ibc  noroing  to  the  convrnt  o(  Port- 
Royal.  He  there  invc>)lcd  the  houae, 
orcopied  all  the  entrances,  gave  orders 
to  the  servants,  made  them  first  bring 
hiraalllhc  law  liitesnod  paper«,  which 
he  healed  :  and  thia  lint  part  of  bis 
commiMion  being  fulfilled,  he  an- 
nouncod  hi»  orders  to  the  nun§.  They 
were  in  all  fifteen  nuns  of  the  choir, 
indudiug  the  priorefts,  and  seven  lay- 
■istrrs  ('c«nrM-*r«> .  Withuut  resiit- 
tance,  protestation,  or  nmrmur,  they 
resigned  theroficlve*.  tn  their  fate,  ra- 
citiDg  their  utuaJ  office  amid  the  arch- 
ers who  conveyed  thccn.  Some  of 
them  were  so  old  and  feeble,  that  they 
bad  to  bv  taken  away  on  litters.  They 
were  conveyed  to  in  muny  difffrfol 
rsligiuua  houses,  so  that  there  might 
io  bo  case  be  two  together  to  console 
each  other. 

But  the  implacable  persecutors  of 
Port-Rojai,  io  order  to  deprive  the 
exile*  and  their  friends  of  all  hope  of 
return,  resolved  that  the  very  build- 
ings should  diftappear;  this  was  settled 
by  another  arret  of  the  council,  daled 
32ad  January  1710,  and  which  was 
promptly  executed.  The  venerable 
mona&tery  was  demolished,  together 
with  the  whole  of  the  buildings  which 
fium  time  to  time  liad  risen  by  its 
»jde.  The  matenaU  were  sold,  and 
efforts  were  made  to  obliterate  every 
vestige  of  the  wulls. 

But  even  the  bare  sod  retained 
•ooiething  sacred  ;  it  inclosed  the  le* 
niains  of  Le  Msi&tre,  Arnauld,  Racine, 
and  other  illu^triuutpersonnECS  whose 
mrsnory  was  the  runre  fondly  chenshrd 
on  account  of  the  calamities  of  the 
times.  In  1711  tiie  sepulchres  were 
opened  ;  the  dead  who  had  wished  to 
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btf  ttemally  reunited  were  exhumed, 
and  dispersed  among  the  churches  of 
Parii  and  the  hurying-grouuds  of  the 
surrounding  villnges. 

Accordingly  we  came  expecting  Io 
find  nothing  but  ruin^,  and  even  less 
than  ruins,  ou  the  classic  corner  of 
Christian  ground  we  had  resolved  to 
visit.  £ven  this  anticipation  could 
not  change  our  pnrpose. 

Port-Koyal-des-Champs  is  sitaate 
three  leagues  from  Versailles  towards 
the  south,  somewhat  to  the  right  of 
the  road  leading  to  Chevreu«c  and 
Oampierre.  You  reach  it  after  travers- 
ing a  small  plain  of  coQsiderable  uni- 
formity of  sarfnce,  and  little  inter- 
rupted by  dbturbances  of  the  soil ; 
but  all  at  once,  just  as  you  are  coming 
upon  the  sfvot,  the  ground  ninks,  the 
road  carries  you  downwards,  and  a 
bye-road  conducts  you  to  rather  a 
steep  slope  of  the  little  valley  once  in- 
habitated  by  the  nun»  of  the  Holy 
Sacmmcnt.  When  you  have  once 
reached  the  foot  of  this  stupe,  you 
find  yourself  in  an  amphitheatre,  with 
the  blue  sky  over  head,  and  closed  in 
by  low  hills  covered  halfway  up  with 
^reen  herbage  and  tufted  with  wood 
for  the  re?t  of  their  height.  There  i* 
nothing  to  strike  one  in  the  landscape; 
all  is  simple  aud  uniform  ;  silence  and 
repose  arc  its  only  charms.  But  on 
fuither  consideration,  vou  >uy  to  your- 
self that  nothing  could  bave  been  bet- 
ter chosen  as  a  retreat  for  persons  who 
had  divorced  themselves  from  the 
world  ;  and  you  can  conceive  that  in 
such  an  escape  from  all  noise,  frum 
every  thing  likely  to  distract  the  at- 
tention, this  ver)'  absence  of  scenery, 
which  might  in  some  measure  disKi. 
pate  the  mind  while  it  gratified  the 
eye,  a  Christian's  thoughts  would 
naturally  take  an  upward  direction. and 
lo<ik  for  repo<ie  only  in  Heaven.  On 
the  slope  of  the  knolls  that  bound  the 
glen  on  the  east  stood  the  houses  built 
lor  the  residence  uf  de  Loogueville 
and  de  Liancourt,  of  which  there  now 
remains  only  a  cellar  spared  by  the 
demolishersof  1710  ;  while  on  a  rising 
ground  towards  tbt!  west  Htoi>d  the 
dwelling-huO'»e  nf  Anthony  Aroanid 
aud  his  friends  and  companions  in  this 
retreat.  Of  this  latter  residence,  there 
remains  a  small  building  of  red  brick 
and  of  ancient  construction  i  its  stair-

cases  arc  of  carved  wood,  and  the 
worm-eaten  carvcd-work,  in  BpUc  of 
the  bnlliant  varniivh  with  which  it  has 
been  rceently  covered,  sufficiently  al- 
t«9ls  the  authenticity  ascribed  to  it. 
The  propriftor  of  the  house,  which 
haa  bi'fn  repaired  within  doors,  and  is 
kept  ID  excellent  order,  ha»  placed  an 
ohioog  atone  on  the  principal  front 
with  the  following  inscription  :

The  interior  of  the  houac  is  divided 
into  several  rooms  of  small  enough 
dimensions,  and  the  distribution  of 
which  the  proprietor,  from  respect  for 
their  first  occupants,  refuses  to  alter. 
On  the  second  story,  the  first  door  you 
meet  has  the  following  incription  : —

One  cannot  valk  through  these  al- 
most cells  and  come  away  without 
saying  to  oneself, — These  great  men. 
how  nimple  they  were! — llnw  liltir 
waA  required  to  make  them  happy  ! — 
How  many  holy  musings  have  been 
commenced  and  ended  beneatti  the«c 
rustic  roofs!  —  How  many  fervent 
prayeffl  have  thvnce  been  wafted  to 
heaven! — How  many  substantial  vo- 
lumrA,  which  Mill  at  the  distance  of 
two  centuries  continue  to  instruct  and 
edify  us,  have  there  been  planned  and 
eiecuted  *- 

In  front  of  th«  honae  ttiere  \f  a  gnr- 


den,  at  oni;  corner  of  which  stands 
the  capital  of  an  ancient  pillar,  so 
placed  as  to  serve  for  a  table,  and 
hence  called  ta  luhte  dfs  aolila'trct.  It 
was  there  we  rest-ed  for  a  while,  the 
view  from  tliat  point  being  dclicioua,[j 
stretching  to  Oi«  village  of  St.  Lara, 
bert ;  and  we  said  to  ourselves  tbat^ 
doubtless,  during  the  stillness  of  morn 
or  eve,  at  this  very  spot,  many  a  grave 
and  pious  conversation  must  have 
passed  among  Pascal  and  Arnauld^^ 
Nicole  and  Saci.  and  those  young  uc 
bics  who  had  left  a  cheating  world 
hopes  of  fitiditig  in  such  a  retreat  thi 
quiet  which  the  religion  of  Jesas 
Christ  and  the  study  of  true  wisdom 
alone  can  give. 

But  nuw  let  os  (^  down  into  the 
valley,  and  trace,  if  wc  can,  the  ves- 
tiges of  the  monastery  which  now  ex- 
ists no  more.  The  pond  which  Ra- 
cine dL-lighted  to  pratue  in  vcr'ie,  but 
which  wa*«  rather  noxious  than  bene- 
tictal  to  the  convent,  for  it  made  it 
damp  and  uohealthy,  has  now  been 
thoroughly  drained,  and  vegetables  and 
osiers  nuw  replace  what  once  was 
water,  greatly  to  the  nlterutton  of  the 
landsca[io.  Gardens  and  orchards  cover 
the  site  of  the  monastery,  every  atone 
of  which,  to  its  very  foundation,  has 
been  carried  away.  A  dovecot,  wirh 
walls  three  and  a  half  foot  thick, 
elandiiig  at  the  i-ntrancc  to  the  court 
of  the  present  proprietor's  house,  anil 
the  ivy.  coveted  remains  of  an  old 
tower,  pierced  with  several  embrft- 
Mires,  intended,  no  doubt,  to  overawe 
the  factious  who  infested  the  country 
during  the  trouble*  of  the  fVondf, 
have  aloue  been  preserved,  and  remain 
standing  marks,  by  the  aid  of  which 
we  can  discover  the  approach  to  the 
monastery,  and  so  far  trace  its  cir- 
cumference. 

The  convent  church  stood  on  in 
eminence  formed  of  stones  broophl  on 
purpose,  and  its  outline  may  still  be 
dislinrlty  perceivrd  from  the  ground 
having  bei-n  planted  out  with  poplars, 
wliit-h  in  some  measure  represent  the 
choir,  tlie  nave,  and  the  aisle*.  Jaat 
where  the  grand  altar  stood,  a  piou^ 
person,  of  whom  we  have  more  to  say 
presently,  ha^  erected  a  «<mall  chapel, 
for  the  front  of  which  he  composed 
the  following  linve  now  inacribed  ab .'^« 
the  3o&r ;  — 
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Kntrex  iUm5  uti  itrofomi  vt  snint  recueillrmcnt, 
Chrptifti'-  ijui  viflitcR  lii  plar*-.  tn  ce  niMnirnr, 
D'un  aulel  nii  Jesus, — iminoli'  pour  no%  crimes, 
S'olfrait  ii  Dieii,  son  P^^c,  cntourfr  iWt  victimct, 
Qu'avec  lui  rKsjirit  Saint  embnsait  de  *oa  feu.

Bnteriog  this  tiny  building  you 

ptKrIve  serernl  oil-paintiagB,  among 
wbicb  may  be  distin^ished,  oo  your 
Irf^,  a  portrait  nf  Arriauld ;  on  the 
right,  one  of  Fulher  Qaesnel ;  near 
the  door,  that  of  Pascal's  sister,  whose 
features  and  expreuion  seem  greatly 
to  resemble  those  of  her  brother  as 
thi^y  have  corae  down  to  us.  Front- 
ing you  there  are  two  paintings  repre- 
senting, the  one,  the  police-lieutenant 


D'Argeai^on,  intiinalitig,  in  the  iiug'« 
name,  to  the  last  nuni  of  Port-Royal, 
the  order  that  they  must  quit  the  con- 
vent and  follow  hira  ;  the  other,  the 
sftd  ceremony  of  ihe  exhuming  of  the 
dead  in  1711.  At  the  foot  of  eacb 
there  are  inscriptions  in  verse  similar 
to  what  is  above  cited,  and  inspired 
like  it  by  profound  religiuos  feeling. 
We  may  qaote  what  follows  : —

Notwithstanding  the  charm  our 
party  experienred  in  exploring  a  spnt. 
so  full  of  affcpting  rccolkctions,  Ihe 
place  would  have  seemed  desertpd  nnd 
desolate  had  we  not  met  with  what 
mighl  he  called  a  la^t  living  tradition 
of  Port  Hoyol  in  the  person  of  a  pious 
and  venerable  oM  man.  who,  by  the 
kindness  of  his  reception  of  us.  and 
the  anxiety  he  showed  to  give  us  alt 
the  informatinn  we  could  desire,  very 
much  rnlianiTd  llie  pleading  impres- 
sions prodncrd  by  our  visit. 

Port-  lloyal-des- Champs,  indeed, 
without  M.  S  •*,  never  could  have  gra- 
tified us  as  it  did.  and  one  may  a^^ert 
that  in  the  sliiie  in  which  that  soli- 
tude now  remains,  he  i^  at  nnce  its 
trusty  guardian  and  its  irdispcnsable 
mentor.  Heartily  devoted  to  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Jausenist*.  iM.S**  is  in- 
timately acquainted  with  tlieir  his- 
tory; he  know*)  nil  its  particular^,  and 
you  fan  at  once  perceive  that  he  has 
•tudied  all  the  doctrinal  qui^^tton^  at- 
rachod  lo  it.  He  was  do  kind  as  to 
art  B»  our  {;utde  in  the  different  pk- 
rura'um>9  we  made  fruni  ouc  end  of  the 


valley  to  another;  he  pansed  with  us 
at  every  spnt   marked  by  any  special 
rnemnnal.  and    ga>e    us   a  variety  of 
intcrcHting     information     on    a    great, 
many  iMiintf.     From  thn  fervency  ot 
his  7.eal    it   might  he  seen  that  otd'ai 
had  by  no  meooA  deadened   his  pielv 
while  from  the  grace  with  which  hi 
exprt'Esed    himself,    and    the    unctioa^ 
nnd   dignity   with   which    he   read,   i^j 
might   be  5up[io<«ed  that  he  han  inhe- 
rited 6(»roewhat  of  the  elegant  dictinai 
of  the   aoiitairft,   whose    memnry   h^\ 
venerates.     He    is   proprietor  of  the 
whole  of  the  ground  once  nccnpied  by 
the  Abbey  buildings.     This   acquisi- 
tion  he  made  thirteen  years  ago,  not 
from   any  virw  of  paining  by   it,   but 
for  the  soli-  pnrpo>e  of  preventing  the 
profanations  which  impiety  ur  avarico 
might  commit  on  what  little  reioained 
of  a  dwelling,  not  »uiled.a(»  he  thought, 
to  be  the  resuleuct!  of  the  gay  and  the 
worldly,     lie  himself,  areordlnfilv.  ru- 
solved  to  I  n«l   his  days  in  an   jutyhim 
saiirtifird  hy  ^o  many  prayers  and  hol 
many  acts  of  holy  love,     tie  has  al 
rrwiy  adopUd  incAiitircb  for  »crunn^« 
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that  after  biA  decease  his  property 
shall  pass  into  the  h&nds  of  a  adc- 
cessor  of  like  iniad  with  himself,  who 
wilJ  rpspect  the  house  and  carefully 
preserve  its  treasures.  Ihese  were 
cxhihitcd  to  us.  Tliey  consist  of  a 
painting  reprefenting  the  Inst  moments 
of  the  Diacre  Paris,  a  bust  in  wux  of 
the  Mere  Angelique  on  her  death-bed, 
some  precious  manuscrijita  left  by  the 
Nuns  of  the  Holy  Sacrament,  some 
curious  records,  nnl  ecvcral  rare  works 
wb>ch  l>elongod  to  Port- Royal.  M. 
a**,  whose  fnrlune*  enables  him  to 
live  easily,  hod  made  ovi-r  every  thing 
to  others,  reserving  next  to  nothm;; 
for  himself.  Uii  name  is  btci^s^ed  for 
several  leagues  around  on  nccnunt  of 
the  schools  he  hru»  founded  and  main- 
tains in  the  circumjacent  villagts,  and 
fur  the  numerous  benefits  he  daily  be- 
stows on  the  po'jr. 

Wbeo,  much  to  our  regret,  we  had 
to  leave  our  kind  hosl,  who  had  re- 
ceived us,  unknown  as  we  were,  with 
so  much  warmth  and  confidence,  we 
slowly  retraced  onr  steps  up  the  i>alh 
which  had  broucjit  us  into  the  hollow, 
and  regained  our  carriage  on  the  ri- 
sing ground.  We  9till  felt  oppressed 
at  the  thought  that  one  grievous  blot 
marks  the  reign  oC  that  magnificent 
King,  who  was  surrounded  by  ever)* 
atlributc  of  worldly  glory,  and  some 
nf  whose  splendours  it  wai  attemptetl 
some  mouths  ago  tn  rrvive  at  Ver- 
sailles; it  is,  that  hr  pers4'CUted  Jesus 
Christ,  both  in  thovo  of  his  members 
who  continued  attached  to  the  Church 
nf  Konie.  and  iu  thrjse  who  thought  it 
their  duly  to  separate  tbeini»clvet>  from 
that  commuoiou;  it  is  to  be  found  in 
his  having  sought  the  deatruclinn  in 
his  kingdom  of  every  seed  of  lifi*,  fiom 
the  evangvlical  reformed  churches  of 
tlic  Cevcnno^  to  the  pinus  and  |>eare- 
ful  retreats  of  Purt-Kuyal.

ALTIIOITGII  the  quatities  of  the 
mind  cannot  atwuy*  bo  Inuiftmitted 
irtftn  one  (generation  to  nitother,  I 
think  lltat  the  son  of  a  nian  pii9«es«iDg 
refined  ;■•  '  >  'ivated  l*L8ie,  ha»  pit-

arts  has  now  existed  for  two  genera- 
tions in  yoor  family;  and,  from  my 
knowledge  of  yourself,  1  have  every 
reason  to  hope  that  it  may  remain  an 
heir  •  loom  with  you :  believe  me, 
wbalevcr  may  be  your  station  in  lif 
you  can  have  no  possessioD  mo: 
gratifying  to  a  cultivated  understoud- 
int;,  n(»r  iDore  worthy  the  attention  of 
a  true  gentleman.  I  wivh  I  were 
capable  nf  saying  anything  likely  to 
be  of  utMf  tn  you  in  the  funnntion  of 
this  taste,  but  I  hope  you  will  take 
the  will  for  Uie  deed,  and  accept  the 
following  casual  remarks,  asaneamesf 
of  my  desire  to  contribute  to  your 
amusement. 

It  can  hardly  l)e  necessary  to  re- 
mind you  that  those  departments  of 
painting  which  alone  entitle  it  to  rank 
among  the  fine  arts,  are  far  removed 
from  the  mere  imitation  of  subjecU 
presented  to  the  eye ;  if  such  imita- 
tion, or  rather  mimicry  of  real  object* 
were  the  perfection  desired,  wax  figures 
would,  as  works  nf  art,  rank  infinitely 
aliove  the  Cartoons  of  UafTaetle;  and, 
iu  like  manner,  the  scenic  at  a  theatre 
would,  be  superior  to  the  best  pcr- 
fortnances  of  Ciaudc  LorraiDe.  He 
who  would  attain  eminence  an  a  pain- 
ter, must  possess  the  mental  power  01 
rejecting  ever)*  thing  that  is  onfit  or 
unsuitable  to  his  proposed  effect  and 
end  ;  whether  his  designs  be  of  the 
human  figure  or  landscaj>es,  he  must 
be  capable  of  selecting  every  perfect 
feature  which  nature  may  at  distan' 
intervalr^  present,  and  of  combio 
and  embodying  those  separate  featurea 
in  one  great  and  glorious  idea  of 
beauty,  t6  xciXoi',  which  he  must  coo- 
stantly  endeavour  to  txnnsmit  to  the 
canvas.  Tliis  subject  has  been  ad- 
mirably treated  by  GeKsner,  and  by 
Sir  Jo«hua  Reynolds  in  his  '*  Dis- 
courses" a  wurk  which  should  be  I 
the  hands  of  all  amateurs  nf  paintini 
and  luvcr^of  literature,  and  with  whicl 
I  duubl  not  that  you  arc  already  fft« 
miliar. 

In  considering  the  subject  of  paint- 
ing. w«  speedily  become  seastbjeoftha 
very  limned  compass  nf  the  human 
mind,  which  is  lost  in  the  region  laid 
open  to  it .  wc  most  of  necessity  re- 
sort to  mental  an:  'iindclaiai- 
ficaiiun,  or  all  would  W 
ta;;i»*  and  untaliciui  r^t.  v . 

ThiTt'  are  raiiou*  mudn  uf  tlo^Aiap 
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or  diviiling  paiiittag-*,  uf  vrhtch  at  first 
»ight  the  nio»t  obviouR  may  appear  to 
be  "  Gg:ure  pieces"  and  "  landscape 
■cenrry;"  but  a  liUle  rcHectlgn  will 
c»ovincc  DB  of  great  objection*  to  this 
mode  ;  by  otloptiog  it.  we  sacrilice  all 
distinctions  of  merit,  placing  Tcrilers 
and  O^tadc  by  tbe  side  of  lUfTauUe 
aod  Michael  Angcio  ;  Cuyp  and  Wat- 
tvan  in  opptrtitioo  lo  Claude  Lorraine 
ind  FouRnin. 

Anotliri  mode  uf  ctiLSiiificatinn  is  by 
means  of  wlial  are  railed  the  different 
schoolft  of  pniniing :  (his  ruethod  is 
■  gooi]  ftni>,  and  very  necessary  to  be 
knciwn  ;  but  still  it  dues  not  appear  to 
ine  perfectly  adapted  lo  the  mere  aiua- 
(eur,  or  to  the  man  of  property  and 
IcJttire,  who  wishes  to  attain  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  art,  as  a  branch  of 
liberal  education.  He  requires  eome 
more  general  and  natural  arrangement, 
vome  other  plan  than  that  of  haviug 
confttantty  to  refresh  his  tdcmory  by  a 
reference  to  books  :  be  requires  such 
no  arrjingement  that  bis  pictures  may, 
of  themselves,  whenever  be  looks  at 
tucm,  bring  it  with  renewed  force  to 
his  mind. 

With  a  view  to  such  an  arnnge- 
ment.  I  would  divide  the  art  generally

In  the  first  or  Ennobling  claas,  I 
would  place  those  great  masters  who 
have  most  successfully  aimed  at  ro 
kqKo¥,  the  abstract  ideal  of  perfection 
and  beauty  in  forms,  whether  of  ani- 
mate or  inaiiimote  nature  ;  and  who 
have  not  applied  to  ornament  to  en- 
b*fic«  tbc  value  of  their  conceptions. 
Borrowing  from  the  science  of  Botany*

ia  which  the  Artt'>it  himself  in  forgotten 
and  lost  in  the  effect  produced  by  his 
performance  ;  where  all  the  means  are 
eclipsed  by  the  glorious  end,  and 
where  tbe  picture  is  not  looked  upnn 
as  a  mere  work   of  art,  but  as    the

are  raisefl  by  it  in  the  culrivated  mind  ;

in  which  the  hand  of  the  niaster  can 
more  distinctly  be  traced  ;  and  where 
ro  wakov,  the  ideal  of  beauty,  though 
unimpaired,  is  somewhat  warped,  and 
moulded  rather  on  the  model  of  one 
mighty  mind  than  on  a  general  ab> 
stracl  ;  here  1  would  place  Michael 
Augelo,  Dorainichino.  AnnibalCaracci, 
Corcg^io,  Salvator  Rosa,  and  a  nume- 
rous host,  differing  in  degrees  of  merit, 
according  as  they  more  or  less  ap- 
proach the  ideal  of  beauty,  and  avoid 
the  grotesque. 

1  would  not  arbitrarily  enclude  all 
|Kirtrait  painters  from  the  Ennobling' 
class  ;  those  who  can  seize  the  spirit 
and  momentary  expression  of  a  counte- 
nance, as  well  as  the  mere  outline  and 
colour,  deserve  high  rank  in  the  art] 
an  instance  of  this  occurs  in  the  cele- 
brated portrait  ofGevartiae  by  Van - 
dyck  ;  neither  do  I  reject  all  who  draw 
scenes  and  landscapes  from  nature; 
compare  that  view  ofLaRiccia,  the 
ancient  Aricia,  now  in  the  National 
Gallery,  with  any  of  the  landsca[>eii  of 
Watteau,  and  the  distinction  which  I' 
would  make  will,  I  think,  be  evident. 

IL  In  tbc  second  class,  the  Pleasing* 
I  would  place  those  painters  who  hav« 
delighted  the  eye  and  raised  agreeable 
images  in  the  mind  by  means  of  the 
ideal  of  beauty  in  tbe  effect  produced 
by  harmony  of  colours,  and  the  ju- 
dicious  management  of  light  and  shade. 
f  considerthat Titian.  Ciuercino,  Cana- 
letti,  Rubens,  Swonefeldt,  and  Evsr- 
dinghen  are  of  those  who  range  in'^ 
this  class,  of  which  also  our  two 
countrymen,  Morland  and  Gainsbo- 
rough, were  distinguished  ornaments  % 
indeed.  I  am  not  sure  but  that  the  ideal 
of  grace  and  beauty,  which  the  latter 
of  these  artists  hat  bestowed  upon  the 
peasantr)-  of  his  country,  may  claim  % 
still  higher  rank  m  the  art.  I  would 
allow  an  honouroble  place  in  this  clasa 
tu  Qucntin  Matnys,  Ihe  painter  black»1 
smith  of  Antwerp;  it  is  true  that  het 
has  not  always  chosen  the  mo^l  pleas- 
ing subjects,  but  bis  oilmlrablo  pic- 
ture of  *'  the  Miners,"  now  in  one  o| 
the    *tate     np.irtmrnts     at    VTindi-uf 
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Castle,  proves  liim  at  least  to  have 
been  perfectly  master  of  the  harmony 
of  colours  ;  aud  indeed  we  occasion&IlT 
meet  with  parte  in  his  works  which 
might  almost  he  roifttaken  fur  Ihe 
earlier  studies  of  RAfTaelle. 

III.  lo  the  third  or  Satirical  class, 
of  which  Hogarth  is  the  unri vailed 
head,  I  place  a  tribe  of  artists  who 
have  evinced  powerful  and  original,  but 
very  low  minds;  and  who,  having  no 
idea  of  the  beautiful,  are  at  home  only 
ia  the  absurd  :  pictures  of  this  class 
may  possess  true  harmony  of  colour- 
ing, and  may  astonish  or  even  amuse 
ns ;  but  they  never  can  elevate  or  im- 
prove the  tone  of  the  human  miud  ; 
the  instruments  and  dclaiU  employed 
in  them  to  produce  effects,  are  gene- 
rally borrowed  from  mean  or  familiar 
objects,  and  are,  in  consequence,  to* 
tally  devoid  both  of  sublimity  aod  no- 
velty. 

IV.  In  the  fourth  or  Imitative  class,  1 
would  place  those  artists  whose  works 
are  mere  imitations  of  nature ;  1 
would  subdivide  it  into  two  orders  : — 

1.  The  judicious, 
wherein  the  artist,  though  he  be  in- 
capable of  improving  iip<iii  that  which 
is  placed  before  bJm,  yet  prefers  and 
selects  Bucli  scenes  an  are  In  them- 
selves agreeable ;  many  artists  of  the 
Flemish,  and  a  few  of  the  Dutch 
School,  belong  to  this  order;  llob- 
hima,  Cuyp,  and  Jan  Iloih  jusOy  rank 
in  it,  and  the  courtly  mannerism  of 
Watteau  can  claim  no  higher  distinc- 
tion. 

2,  The  cervile. 

In  this  lowest  grade  of  nrt  I  jdace 
those  who,  by  mean!!>  of  mere  me- 
clianical  dextfrity,  give  clo^e  and  exact 
repre»enlatioiis  of  their  models,  which 
are  generally  unpleasant  and  disgust- 
ing in  the  Dutch  school,  and  only 
accidentally  interebting  in  any  case. 
TcniciM  and  hi>?  innumerable  imilalors, 
of  whom  I  think  Oitade  the  lowest, 
belong  to  this  order,  wherein  bowls. 
cup«,  and  brooms,  the  vacant  f-trirc  of 
intoxication,  the  iminne  fury  uf  anger, 
the  leer  of  low  liumour,  and  the  hroud 
grin  of  animal  gralihcatinii,  may  W 
f.ren  to  lite  lift' :  nil  breadth  of  I'fferl 
1^  ),.  f-  -wr.ticed  to  relief,  and  the 
Til'  i   iiuiki  aic  pleaded  Kith 

r,hy  ,  ,    (ring,  o«  they  pUra»e  it, 

*'tu  ntmifii  out  /fflffl  l)*e  picture." 


Do  nut  suppose  that  I  place  flower 
and  fruit  painting  thus  law  in  the  art ; 
on  tlte  contrary,  I  think  that  to  give 
to  tlie  leaves  and  petals  uf  flowers  their 
natural  and  unconstrained  elegance,  to 
place  them  in  groups  devoid  of  atifl'- 
ness  and  formality,  and  to  give  to 
fruit  its  ruundoess,  without  losing  the 
charm  of  breadth  of  effect,  are  real 
triumphs  of  art,  which  well  deserve 
to  rank  it  in  the  second  or  Pleasing 
class. 

I  have  not  unfrequently  heard  ama- 
teurs express  regret  that  Titian,  Ru- 
bens, and  Rembrandt  should  not  have 
united  the  grandeur  of  Raffatile  lo 
their  own  uurivalled  harmony  of 
cnlonring ;  but  this  regret  seemn  to 
me  founded  upon  very  erroneous  ideas. 
Severe  grandeur  is  incompatible  with 
that  grace  and  ornament  which  are 
eaiential  to  a  different  style  of  art. 
and  which  especially  delight  us  in  the 
workA  of  Titian  ;  if  even  Corcggio,  in 
attempting  to  combine  them  with  gran- 
deur, has  sometimes  lapsed  into  affec- 
tation, what  shall  we  say  to  artists  o(; 
the  Satirical  class  aiming  at  the  highei 
excellencies',  the  ideal  perfection  o 
beauty  r  ThiK  is  indeed  most  ah^^urd 
rivalry.  Wc  cannot  easily  forget  Ho- 
garth's endeavours  at  the  sublime — his 
picture  of  "  Paul  befare  Kelin,"  for 
instanre  :  ioatcad  of  the  realisation  of 
those  ideas  which  we  naturally  form 
of  such  a  subject,  we  And  only  a  dis- 
gij.-^ting  caricature  without  the  iiliulite«t 
preteiihion  either  to  dignity,  beauty. 
or  propriety. 

A  painter,  unless  he  be  a  mere  imi- 
tator, will  always  transmit  to  his  ran- 
vnasome  reflection  of  hi:«  own  intellect; 
and  he  whose  mind  is  nnt  blr^t  wil 
true  dignitir,  can  ni-vcr  rival  llie  greal 
leaders  of  the  art;  neitln-r  can  anjf 
person,  without  correct  ideas  of  tl 
harmony  r.f  colours,  ever  treiid  in  t 
[lath  (if  Tilinn  and  Rubrns  ;  lliougl 
an  artist  who  might  attain  eminen 
in  the  htwer  groiles  of  tbe  prnfe^sion 
may  readily  fail  altogether  by  uitenip 
ing  that,  which  to  him  i.s  irnpmcticahli^, 
In  nrt.  as  in  nature,  there  are  ccrtoi 
qualities  which  are  incompatible  wit 
r«ch  other,  and  Htt  I  cniihiiler  l|it!i  I 
be  the  immiitAhle  deriec  of  Proviih'u 
*o  likewine  1  tltink  that  tn  lament  it  i\ 
vaio  and  unrenaonablc.

SIR. — 1  was  k>ath  lo  offer  you  my 
tliougbts  apon  thm  vitsc  of  tinrace 
till  1  Wtl  rnnsultrii  you,  lest,  if  the 
tanie  remark  should  have  been  made 
before,  you  should  think  me  so  vain 
u  to  assume  the  merit  of  other 
people's  diHcovcties;  and,  indeed,  1 
tbuught  that  so  remarkable  a  passage, 
in  50  I'onimon  a  book  a»  Livy,  could 
hardly  have  escaped  the  critic.  Uut 
liocc  you  make  no  mention  of  it.  1 
will  venture  to  give  you  my  seoae  of 
tbr  matter. 

1  have  already  told  you  that  f  thought 
Reyilttt  ought  to  be  taken  in  the  ploin 
and  common  meaning  of  the  word, 
upon  the  express  authority  of  Horace 
and  Propcrtius  (3,  9.  I. —  I.  1.  17.), 
aadMarlia!  (10  /J.— 12.  4.— 1. 108.), 
to  which  I  have  added  Albinovanu« -, 
azuJ  1  find  it  conHrued  by  Silius  liall- 
cui  (10,  40.)  !<ee  &Uo  Fatcrculua  (2. 
88.}  These  authorities  alone  outweigh 
all  M.  Dacter'»  arguments  to  the  con. 
Irary.  But  I  think  what  follows  puts 
it  paat  dispute. 

It  la  ullnwed  that  the  family  name 
of  Mericoaii  was  Cilnius,  and  that 
family  hod  its  rise  in  Aretium,  a  city 
of  Tuscanv,  03  appears  from  Sllius 
lUticud  (7.  29).  and  Livy  (10.  3-5.) 
LlvyS  words  are  ihcne  : — "  Ubi  Cil- 
nium  genus  jira'potien^*,"  &c. — whence 
one  iiiuy  naturally  infer,  thai  the  Cil- 
man  family  had  engrossed  the  whole 
govcrnroeut  of  Aretium,  and  were  a 
dort  of  petty  kings  or  tyrants ;  and 
that  the  common  people,  envj'ing  the 
riches  and  power  they  had  acquired, 
took  arms  against  them  in  defence  of 
their  liberty.  And,  though  Livy  docs 
not  call  thtm  kings  (for  the  Kom&n» 
seklom  give  that  name  to  usurpers  ur 
tyrants),  yet  Horace,  bein^  a  friend, 
might  be  very  well  allowed  so  to  *tylc 
Uiem.  And  it  is  nut  improbable  that 
afterwards  they  might  assume  tlie 
name  as  well  as  the  authority  of  kings. 
Tliis  passajte  in  Livy,  alone,  I  con- 
£nsj  would  hardly  prove  Mecienas  to 
be  descended  Iroin  kings ;  box,  being 


joined  to  our  former  authorities.  Is  un- 
answerable. 

1  am  not  so  sure  as  I  was,  that  aAer 
"Nobilifi"  (V,  5),  there  ought  to  be 
a  full  stop ;  because  "  Tcrrarora  Do- 
minoa"  may  be  well  enough  joined  to 
"  Decs."  Ovid  has  done  it  in  his 
Letters  from  Pontus.  (Ltb.  i.  Ep.  9*)* 
though  ihcrc,  I  think,  by  "  Deos/*  he 
means  the  Augustan  family.  (See  also 
Seneca,  Ep.  19,  lU;  Juv.  12.  390 

M.  Dacier  pretends  that  the  word 
"  Rcgcii"  is  often  taken  for  persons 
of  quality  only,  and  not  always  for 
kings.  But  allowing  that  to  be  true„ 
how  will  he  answer  this  verse  of  Stliua 
Italicus,  (10,  40),  concerning  the  an- 
cestors of  MccKnas  ? 

"  Et  sceptrtH  olim  celebrstum  nomen 
Etruscis." 

I  think  sceptres  are  the  distinguish- 
ing marks  and  ensigns  of  royalty,  and 
no  poet  ever  drew  a  private  man  with 
a  sceptie  in  bis  hand.     •     •     •

groM  aod  coarae  in  the  old  reading. 
For  no  Stoic  was  ever  so  sea»eteu  a« 
to  assert  that  it  thundered  oftcner  in 
a  clear  sky  than  la  a  cloudy.  But, 
these  thunders  in  a  clear  sky  rarely 
happening,  they  accounted  them  mira- 
culous, and  a  proof  of  God's  Provi- 
dence,— as  if  there  were  no  clouds  be- 
low the  horizon  when  there  were  none 
above  it.  The  last  utaoza  of  the  ode, 
perhaps,  rnigbt  have  been  better  ex- 
plained than  Dacier  has  done  it ;  which 
I  shall  attempt  in  my  uext. 


Second  Letter  on  the  »ame  auhject. 

[Bideford,  Dpc.  7,  1703.]  I  can 
never  believe  that  Horace  intended  in 
this  ode  to  make  a  recantation  of  bis 
errors,  aud  abjure  the  F.pirurean  sect. 
Tis  plain  that  he  continued  an  Epicu- 
rean to  the  last, — witness  Epist.  i.  1, 
and  II.  '1,  which  are  some  of  his  latest 
works.  I  am  ofM.  Dacier'a  opinion, 
that  this  ode  is  a  pleasant  satire  on 
the  Stoic  philosophy,  and  that,  to  rally 
it  with  the  better  grace,  he  assumes 
the  person  of  a  Stoic.  It  is  plain  by 
the  ridiculous  reasons  be  assumes  for 
his  conversion.  The  Hrst  is,  that  he 
had  heard  it  thunder  in  a  clear  sky, 
which  could  nut  be  tlie  work  of  na- 
ture, bat  the  immediate  act  of  God. 
Shrewd  argument  indeed!  as  if  theie 
were  no  clouds  below  the  horizon 
when  there  were  none  above  it.  His 
second  reason  is  from  the  instability 
of  all  human  greatness,  and  the  sud- 
den turna  and  vicissitudes  of  all  world- 
ly affairs  ;  which  Is  an  argument,  say 
the  Stoics,  that  all  earthly  things  arc 
guided  and  directed  by  a  superior 
power.  But  this  argument  the  Epi- 
cureans turn  upon  thera.  7*hese  unac- 
countable revulutions.  say  they,  and 
the  fantastic  and  partial  distributions  of 
rewards  and  punishments  without  re- 
gard to  virtue  or  vice,  are  rather  a 
proof  that  chance  steers  all,  and  that 
no  intelligent  being  sits  at  the  helm. 
This  in  their  way  of  reasoning,  which 
is  unanswerable  unle*>B  we  suppose, 
which  the  Stoics  deny,  (see  Cic.  Tusc. 
Disp.  Q.  I.)  the  soqI  to  be  immortal. 
Sv  that,  of  these  twu  reasouK,  the  first 
proves  nothing  at  all  for  the  St<Mcs, 
the  other  makes  directly  against 
.\nd  are  nut  these  weighty  ar* 
)ts  to  cuovrrt  a  man  of  Huraee's 

and  learning  f 
'fhf  turn  that  i  hMvc  giw^n  to  tha 


last  stanza  renders  the  ode  uoirorm 
and  consistent  with  itself.  Whereat  < 
M.  Dacier.  as  he  interprets  it,  makes 
Horace  act  two  different  parts  in  th* 
same  piece  ;  to  personate  a  Stoic  in  the 
beginning,  and  an  Epicurean  in  the 
end  of  the  ode — which  is  against  hia 
own  rule — "  Servetur  ad  imura,"  &c. 
Dacier  is  betrayed  into  this  error  by 
supposing  that  Deu»  and  fhrtuna  were 
terms  set  iu  opposition  to  each  other ; 
whereas  they  are  equivalent  words, 
and  signify  the  self-same  thing.  So 
the  poets  have  promiBcuonity  used 
them,  as  appears  from  Plutarch  (de 
Aud.  PoetJ^  and  from  Horace  (Epod. 
4),  and  from  many  places  in  Virgil. 
By  Fortunam  is  here  meant  the  Pru- 
vidence  of  the  Stoics,  or  Fatal  Neces- 
sity ;  the  same  which  he  describes  as 
a  god  In  the  following  ode,  and  gives 
her  the  very  same  attributes — "  Pra- 
sens  vel  imo  tollcrc  de  gradu,"  &c. 
and,  after  all,  "Te  semper  anteit  B«Ta 
uecessitas,"  which  is  a  plain  proof 
that  he  does  not  mean  the  Epicurean 
Chance,  hut  the  gof^deiis  Fortune,  which 
is  the  substitute  uf  Providence,  and  the 
minister  of  the  gods. 

There  is  one  beauty  in  this  ode 
which  has  slipped  all  the  interpreters 
that  1  have  yet  seen  :  "  Hinc  apicem 
rapax,"  &c.  is  a  plain  allusion  to  the 
story  of  the  eagle's  snatching  ofTTar- 
quin's  cap  in  his  claws,  and  letting  it 
drop  gently  upon  his  head  agaio.  (Llv. 
I.  M,) 

Thus,  Sir,  I  have  given  you  my 
sense  of  this  ode ;  and  if  you  please 
to  weigh  my  reasons,  I  presume  you 
will  not  think  the  ode  so  huyish  and 
trifling  as  Faber  supposes,  nor  yet  in- 
consistent with  itBelf.  OS  Dacier's  com- 
ment mokes  it.      ■  •  •

•0  inarTtage  can  be  no  excuse  for  any- 
thing. But  this  apology,  such  as  it 
id,  I  hope  you  will  accept  for  want  of 
a  better,  bince  yon  give  me  the  hint. 
and  siace  1  am  resolved  never  more  to 
•tend  in  need  of  an  excuse,  but  to  cul- 
tivate  with  care,  for  the  future,  tbat  cor- 
respondence you  have  so  kindly  begun. 
1  remember  at  Exeter  you  shewed 
me  Toland's  profane  comparison  of 
Socrates  with  our  Saviour.  Yon 
thought  that  branch  of  the  parallel 
concerning  the  Godhead's  inhabiting 
in  Christ  and  Socrates  was  fal^te,  be- 
cause the  TO  Urufiovtov  of  Socrates  never 
signifies  the  Supreme  Being,  or  God- 
head. You  know  I  was  of  another 
opinion  ;  and  I  can  now  produce  seve- 
ral autliorities  to  justify  my  conjec- 
ture. Scapula  and  C'onstantinc  take 
the  word  in  that  Si'nse.  and  cite 
Isocrotcs,  and  other  good  authors  for 
it,  as  you  may  sec  at  large  in  their 
Lexicons.  But  I  shall  confine  myself 
to  Xcnophon,  who,  being  the  scholar 
and  companion  of  Socraten.  had  the 
greatest  advantace  of  being  master  of 
the  terms  of  hi5  philosophy,  and  whose 
authority  may  safely  be  relied  on.  In 
Xenophon's  anofivevfiani,  Socrates  is 
often  iuiroducrd,  using  the  word 
biutioifiav  for  the  Godhead,  or  that 
power  which  governs  the  universe. 
(As  T.  g.  L.  1.  c.  I.,  in  his  conference 
with  Aristodemus»  L.  i.  c.  4  ;  with 
Euthydeniujf.  L.  4.  c.  3.)  And  it  is 
remarkaljle  (L.  i.  c.  4.),  he  uses  pro- 
miscuously the  TO  SaifjJivtop,  and  the 
TO  0tto¥,  in  the  *ome  sense.  I  could 
nroducesevera1otberauthoritiof>,  which 
1  omit  for  brevity's  sake.  I  agree  with 
>*oo,  that  the  parallel  is  certainly  false, 
allowing  tliat  the  ru  Au^ioptrji'  signifies 
the  Supreme  Being ;  for  how  does  it 
appear  tb.it  ever  Socrates  waa  so 
foolish  or  vain,  as  to  pretend  tlie  God- 
head dwelt  in  him,  nr  was  united  to 
him  by  a  vital  or  substantial  union^  as 
ic  was  tu  our  Saviour?  Socrates,  1 
consider,  pretended  that  all  his  actions 
were  directed  by  the  ro  &<u^oviov,  and 
thcrrfoie  that  he  had  the  knowledge  of 
some  future  events;  but  Ibis  will  not 
tati«fy  Mr.  Toland's  purpose,  if  we 
examine  what  Socrates  mrant  by  the 
dixvctioDs  of  his  binfutytott,  and  how  he 
received  ihcra.

Apuleius,  and   St.  Austin,  who  have

One  that  reads  Xenophon's 
apology  for  Socrates  will  be  apt  to 
conclude  that  Socrates  never  pretended 
that  bis  prophecies  or  predictions 
flowed  from  any  extraordinary  inspira- 
tion or  any  divine  impulse  upon  his 
imagination,  much  less  from  his  union 
with  the  TO  Smuovtnv ;  but  that  they 
were  all  founded  upon  observations 
taken  from  auguries,  and  the  common 
kind  of  divination  in  use  at  Athens; 
with  this  difference  only,  that,  whereas 
others  ascribed  the  predictions  of  future 
events  to  the  omens  themselves,  with- 
out mentioning  the  gods.  Socrates 
thought  it  more  pious  to  attribute  them 
immediately  to  the  ro  Stuftoviov,  as  the 
original  author  and  sender  of  the  tokcoa 
and  signs  which,  Xenophon  seems  to 
say.  gave  rise  to  the  fiction  of  his 
Dnmon.  and  the  new  gods  he  was 
charged  with  introducing.

At  the  end  of  the  2nd  vol.  of  Lou- 
biere's  Voyage  to  Siam,  is  printed  a 
little  discourse  ofM.  Cassini,  to  prove 
that  the  greatest  part  of  the  ancient 
Taprobana  is  now  overflowed  by  the 
8CB<  and  t)iat  the  vast  cluster  of  little 
Islands,  called  the  Maldives,  arc 
nothing  else  but  the  remains  of  it. 
His  arguments  are  very  probable,  and 
very  much  in  favour  of  your  hypothe- 
sis ;  for  if  30  large  an  island  could  be 
bnried  under  water,  it  is  easy  to  con- 
ceive that  a  little  isthmus,  in  man'^ 
ages,  might  be  rent  asunder  by  thi 
violence  of  the  winds  and  waves.

(3.  3.),  and  some  writers  in  Strabo 
(p.  293.},  affirm  that  the  Cimbriwere 
driven  out  of  their  countrx'  by  an  in- 
undation of  the  sea.  Strabo.  tndcedjj 
laughs  at  it ;  but  it  is  very  prol^ablfJ 
that  a  high  equinoctial  spring  tide^ 
joined  with  a  violent  west  wind,  might 
lay  a  good  part  of  their  territory  under 
water.

Shovclliut.  &c.}  The 
lighUioiisc  of  Eddyatone  was  blown

member, and  in  no  great  fttorm). 

1  have  purposely  omitti-d  producing 
parallel  histories  from  (he  ancient 
■writers,  well  knowing  that  you  have 
read  all  that  Slrubo  lias  »aid  on  (he 
iMuuc  subject  (Lib.  1.).  Plinv  (L.  3.). 
V.  Mela  (1.  5),  Seneca  (iV.  QuBe^t.  G. 
20')  Strabo  (p.  56)  seems  to  suppose 
that  the  Cimbric  isthmus  may,  in 
course  of  lime,  be  broken  down,  and 
open  a  free  passage  between  the  two 
seas  ;  which  has  not  yet  happened,  no 
more  tlian  the  conjecture  of  Polybius 
(Lib.  4.  p.  429)  that  the  Euxinc  sea 
and  the  Palus  Mnotis  would,  one 
time  or  other,  be  quite  choked  up. 

I  shall  conclude  with  an  ob5cr\'ation 
that  was  lately  made  by  onu  of  the 
oldest  captains  in  the  fleet — that  the 
Goodwin  Sands,  andthecoastadjaccnt. 
were  formerly  dr)-  land  ;  because  in 
weighing  Uieir  anchors,  they  often 
ploughed  up  trees,  &c.  Tliese  sands 
are  very  near  Dover ;  and  if  the  fact 
be  true  (which  is  well  worth  your  in- 
quiry), you  may  easily  Judge  what  con- 
sequences may  be  drawn  from  it  in  fa- 
vour of  your  hypothesis.

YOUR  correspondent  F,  wii!  find 
the  infurmatiun  be  ttccks.  un  the  ori- 
gin of  Mallet's  ballad  of  Kdward  and 
Emma,  in  a  thin  4tn.  published  in 
1810  by  Mr.  Arnald,  the  well-known 
artist.*  This  gentleman  vi&ited  llic 
village  of  Bowes,  in  Vork-thire.  in  1S(M5, 
inspired  by  the  feelings  which  this 
poem  cannot  fail  to  create.  lie  made 
drawings  of  the  spots  referred  to  in 
it,  and  extracted  from  the  parish 
register  the  brief  memorial  of  the  his- 
tory of  the  unhappv  subjects  of  jt. 
"  This,"  he  adds,  "  I  did  with  no 
other  motive  than  to  preserve  and 
cherish  in  rny  own  mind  the  feelings 
and  reflections  which  at  that  time  oc- 
curred to  me."  lie  »t»te*i  he  was 
subsequently  induced  tn  publish  his 
akctchea  and  notcf.  which  he  appended

to  a  hundred  copies  of  the  original 
edition  of  llie  poem,  printed  by  Jlos- 
kcrville,  and  dedicatet)  the  profits  to 
a  charity.  Some  of  the  admirers  of 
the  poem  will  peihaps  wish  the  mat- 
ter of  fact  had  remained  buried  in 
the  register  of  Bowes,  as  the  eupfao< 
nous  names  of  Kdward  and  Emma 
are  made  to  descend  to  the  homely 
and  unpoctical  appellations  of  Hoger 
and  Morlhn ;  and,  alas  for  senti- 
ment !  the  hero  appears  to  have  been 
a  ciuakcr  \ 

If  in  the  eyes  of  some  readers  the 
facts  may  lessen  the  value  of  the 
jHjem,  the  lovers  of  the  [Hictry  of  na- 
ture will  feel  indebted  to  Mr.  Arnald 
for  the  plain  and  simple  story  which 
he  took  such  great  iiains  to  publish. 
The  events  on  which  the  poem  is 
founded,  evidently  made  a  deep  im- 
pression in  the  village  at  the  time, 
as  will  appear  by  the  departure  from 
the  dry  formahty  of  the  parish  re- 
gister, and  the  ru$tic  memorial  which 
"  the  people  of  the  place"  raised 
over  the  graves  of  the  unfortunate 
lovers.  7'he  following  is  given  by  Mr. 
Arnald  as  a  literal  transcription  of  the 
regiater. 

*'  R<»ger  MVightson.  Jan.  and  Marllin 
Rallton,  both  of  Bowcii.  buried  in  ouo 
grave;  he  dift)  of  a  fever;  and  upon 
hearing  bin  parsing  bell,  she  cried  out — 
My  heart  it.  broke,  and  in  a  few  hours  ex- 
pired, through  luvc,  Mnrch  loth,  17  14." 

Some  unpoetical  curate  lias  inter- 
lined the  word  "  supposed"  after  "ex- 
pired," and  added  "  aged  about  20 
years  each." 

What  WIS  remarkable.  Mr.  Arnald 
found  that  both  families  had  Itecome 
extinct  when  he  visited  the  spot,  and 
even  their  habitations  had  been  re- 
moved. Tlic  stone  ba^e  of  an  ancient 
cross  placed  by  the  villagers  over  Uic 
grave  deservedly  hallows  tJit  fi|)ot. 

The  etchings  represent  the  Church 
of  Howes,  the  Castle  of  the  Earls 
of  Bichraond,  "  tftanemore's  wintry 
waste,"  and.  what  i&  far  rnoic  interest.

THE  rratlines^^  wilh  winch  you  re- 
ettntly  inserted  a  commuuicatinii  of 
mill?,  in  your  venerable  Mftgazinc.* 
whicli  not  only 

"long  has  stood. 
The  nge  of  couquvritig  yean*  invtulole," 
but,  ia  sober  prose,  seems  to  gather 
ffubDe^s  and  vigor,  as  it  advance^i  in 
t^c;  fncotifttges  me  to  offer  to  the 
notice  of  yourself  and  your  rcadera,  a 
few  particulars  respecting  anothci  iu- 
terestinf:  mansion  (in  the  neighbour- 
hond  of  Hath);  which  I  have  frequently 
vLiited,  in  my  various  ambulatory  ex- 
nirsions  from  tliat  celebrated  ciiy.f 

Strikingly  contrasted,  however,  wilh 
tlie  bluoming  rural  refiidencc  of  the 
Bishop  uf  Rath  and  Well!;!,  near  Ban- 
well,  ia  the  venerable  edifice,  which 
forms  the  principal  subject  of  my  pre- 
sent Jetter.  Tftere;  all  is  recent,  taste- 
ful, improving, — gay  in  surface;  rich 
in  prospect ;  spreading  itself  over  the 
velvet  declivity  of  a  noble  hilt;  and 
ever  "  winnowed  by  the  buxom  air." 
//ere;  onliquity;  seclui^ion;  a  narrow 
horizon;  scanty  objects ;  and  monoto- 
nous repose,  are  the  characteristicf  of 
the  scene ;  directing  the  thouglits  to 
what  Am  been,  ratlier  than  to  what 
mno  ia. 

The  spot  to  whieh  I  have  alluded. 
Sir,  in  the  parish  of  CbaUicld  Magna 
(or  Great  Chalfield),  a  verv  small 
parish,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  and 
diocese  of  Sarum ;  situated  between 
Bradford  and  Melktham ;  and  about 
three  and  half  railen  from  eitltcr  town  ;^ 
and  the  objects  which  will  more  immc- 
ily  engage  my  attention  at  present, 
-Its  antique  mansion  and  adjuncts : 

dch,  taken  together,  form,  pcrlia[)s, 
OS  complete  a  specimen  of  an  ancient 
ji*h,  ut  residence  ot^  feudal  yenUemnn 


(if  the  expression  may  be  allowed)  as 
any  other  similar  spot  in  the  king, 
dom  can  offer  to  the  notice  of  the 
antiquary. 

C/ia{fifld  Matfna  consists  (with  a 
trifling  exception),  of  one  estate,  di- 
vided into  two  fnrmi«,  purchased  many 
years  ago  by  Robert  Neale,  Esq.  fof 
Shaw-house,  Wilts),  of  the  late  Duke 
of  Kingston.  By  him  it  was  entailed 
ti[ion  hi4  two  daughters,  co-heiresses  ; 
the  present  Lady  .\rale.  and  the  late 
Mrs.  Gawlcr ;  with  remainder  over, 
in  default  of  issue,  to  certain  collateral 
relatives  of  Mr.  Neale.  By  the  pay- 
ment of  a  proportionate  sum  of  money 
to  the  latter  lady,  Circat  L'baliield 
(together  with  other  estates)  became- 
vested,  in  tail,  solely,  in  Grace  Eliza- 
beth Neale,  the  wife  of  the  estimable 
and  esteemed  Sir  Harry  Burrard  Neale,, 
Bart.  Admiral  of  the  Blue.  G.C.B, 
&c.  &c. ;  a  name  that  stands  high  oa 
the  roll  of  our  naval  heroes.  Sir  Harry 
Burrard  appended  the  agnomen  of 
Neale  to  his  own  family  name  ;  and 
having  purchased  (for  a  large  sura) 
the  reversionary  interest,  inGreatChal- 
field,  now  possesses  it  in  unfcttered/ee. 
It  may  here,  perbaps.  be  proper  to 
mention,  that,  immedtatcty  adjoining 
to  the  parish  of  Great  Cliallield,  ia 
another  district  nf  land  called  Cholficld 
Parva,  or  Little  ChatfielJ  :  less  in  ex- 
tent,aad  smaller  in  its  population, than 
its  neighbour;  and  consisting,  princi- 
pally,  of  a  single  estate.  This  little 
spot  appears  to  have  been  ecclesiastical  ' 
properly  from  mtv  early  times;  as  it 
claims^  an  exemption  from  the  payment 
oNithf;  being4brmerly  part  and  parcel 
of  the  possessions  nfthc  ancient  abbey 
of  Sherborne;  a  claim  which  is  said 
to  have  been  established  by  an  adjudi- 
cation of  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  in

the  beginning  of  the  18th  century.* 
Here  etood  a  parochial  chapel,  till  the 
middle  of  the  i(3lh  century  ;  aa  we  fiml 
(in  the  ancicut  register  of  Great  Chal- 
held)  the  entry  of  a  presentation  to  it 
as  Utc  03  1537.  As  this  district  made 
part  of  the  |>06sr£siona  of  a  monastic 
establishment,  this  chapel  was  pro- 
bably erected  by  some  early  abbot; 
who  placed  a  monk  on  the  »[>ut  (m 
was  the  common  practice  with  the 
former  abbots  and  priors  of  our  coun- 
try with  respect  to  their  distant  de* 
raesncB)*  to  afford  the  opportunity  of 
attending  social  worship  to  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  locality.  Of  thia  struc- 
ture there  ia  no  vestige  remaining. 

The  eiemptioD«  however^  from  pay- 
ment of  ait  eccleaiastical  does  to  the 


incumbent  of  Great  Chalfield.  by  the 
proprietors  of  Little  Chalfield,  doc* 
not  appear.  I  should  apprehend,  tu  t»e 
charly  efttablished,  hince  a  terrier  (pre- 
served in  the  F'lpi.^copai  Kegintry  of 
Sarum,  and  extracted  for  the  present 
incumbent)  recognizes  nn  anHital  »um 
of  405.  as  having  been  paid,  frnm  the 
one  to  the  other,  as  a  rewwnprn/ion  for 
their  accommodation  in  the  church  of 
Challicld  Magna. t

The  fronl.and  principal  clevatiun  of 
Chalfuld  Munor-houic  (which  has  an 
a-Hpect  nearly  northern)  is  striking  and 
beautiful ;  and  particularly  pictu- 
resque, from  its  exhibiting  several  of 
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thoBC  deviations  from  uniformity — 
those recedings  and  projections;  abut- 
raenta  anil  angles ;  varied  patterns, 
grotcs(|ue  ornament:!,  and  tjuaint  de- 
vices; which  seem  either  to  havu  ena- 
[uouted  the  taste,  or  gratified  tlic 
whim,  of  the  early  English  architects- 
producing,  altogether,  a  stirring  eifect 
upon  the  imagination  .  which  ii»  much 
heightened,  by  tiie  grolcsquccftigiesof 
"  men  al  arms,"  or  squires,  clad  in  the 
costume  of  their  own  llraea  ;  suppott- 
iog  shields,  swords,  or  matchlocks, 
and  armorial  tKarings;  and  surmount-

II  Piih  pondM  were  ensential  as  np|>cndage»  to  the  rural  dwclliags  of  our  aueesloni  ] 
whose  numcruos  fasts  prohibited  (hem  from  indnlging  in  meat  for  a  con^iiderable  por- 
tion of  the  year.  The  Cludtield  fish  pond:i  were  extensive,  commodious,  aud,  origi* 
nally,  Odt  inelegant  in  form.

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The  most  tlcgant  fiMturcs,  howovcr, 
of  llie  aorthern  clcvmion,  are  two  urirt 
or  b*ti/  iriM(/or*,  projecting  from  t!ie 
principal  chambers,  or  state  lootui,  at 
ihe  casleni  aiid  western  eitrcmitics  of 
the  huililing;  the  latter,  of  a  more 
simple ;  the  other,  of  a  gorgeous  and 
complicated  pnltern.  Thi»  window 
indeed,  i^  so  rich  in  design,  and  deli- 
cate in  elocution,  both  without  and 
witliin;  that. with  my  imperfect  know- 
ledge  of  what  ia  usually  called  OoUiic 
architecture,  1  should  have  attributed 
iU  construction,  rather  to  the  lime  of 
Edward  the  third,  than  lo  the  reign  of 
Dcnry  the  Sixth;  the  sera  lo  which 
more  compc'tent  antiquaries  have  aa- 
sigDcd  the  whole  of  the  mansion. 

A  oorcA.  or  rather  groined  camfrot 
(for  It  is  in  a  line  with  the  mansion 
wall)  with  its  old,  oaken,  iron-knobbed 
door;  its  little  jealous  wicket;  and  its 
original  securities  of  wooden  bulls; 
forms  the  northern  entrance  into  the 
principal  passage  of  the  Manor-house. 
On  Ihe  right,  are  the  moms  commonly 
used  by  the  former  and  present  inha- 
bitants ;  and  on  the  left  ttood  (for,  un- 
fortunately, I  must  now  use  the  jja9t 
tense),  till  within  these  six  months,  a 
noble  oakPH  ictcpji,  of  tasteful  and  ela- 
borate workmanf>hip,  corroded  some* 
what,  indeed,  by  the  iron  tooth  of 
time,  but  preserving  all  the  principal 
features  of  its  primeval  beauty.*  It 
had  a  peculiar  interest,  from  its  being 
intimately  connected  with  old  spirit- 
fttirring  feudal  manners :  for  It  sup- 
ported the  gallery,  where,  on  yauJy 
days,  when  the  "feast"  was  "state- 
ly," and  the  "clieer"  was  "  high," 

"The  Minstrel  wnkcd  the  warbling  lyre," 

and  cither  moved  or  soothed  the  minds 
of  the  numerous  guests,  who  were 
seated  at  the  long  hoard,  in  "  the  lofty 
windowed  hall"  below. 

Thiit  noble  apaitment  was  the  boast 
and  glory  of  ChalHcId  Manor-hou^e; 
measuring  forty  feet  in  length,  twen- 


ty in  breadth,  ami  twenty  feet  in 
height.  It  had  an  ample  spandrcllcd 
firej'hcc  on  thenurtlieru  side;  and  two 
rich  bays,  opposite  lo  each  olbcr,  at 
the  eastern  end;  communicating  with  a 
groined  apartment  on  one  side ;  and  on 
Ihe  other,  by  a  passage- room  and  stair- 
case, Willi  the  state  bed-chamber,  and 
some  smaller  apartments,  or  icitfi-dran'. 
inff  closets.  The  ceiling  of  tJiis  noble 
room  was  flat,  or  at  least  very  slightly 
elliptical ;  divided  into  eight  large 
squares  bv  stout  oaken  beams ;  and 
each  of  tticse,  subdivided  into  four 
smaller  squares,  by  rafters  proportion* 
ably  less  m  size.  The  various  inter- 
sections of  this  frame-work,  were  or- 
namented with  bosses,  bcariug  the 
crest  of  the  Tropcncl  family — a  htiUock 
yoke — and  their  armorial  mottoi  in  old 
French : — 

"  He  iati0  rprn  liclrtiicnr/' 

which  may  be  freely  translated^  "the 
yoke  sits  lightly," — a  pregnant  saw:  but 
whether  allusive  to  the  mild  re:itraiuta 
of  the  happy  marriage;  or  to  tlie  til- 
lage of  "  the  broad  lands"  of  the  lord 
who  adopted  it ;  mutt  be  Icfl  to  tha 
profound  inquiries,  and  authoritative 
decision,  of  fuluic  antiquaries. 

In  the  inner  wall  of  each  of  the 
little  with-drawing  doscta,  above  the 
hall,  the  ingenious  and  piudeiit  device 
(common  in  similar  buildings  of  the 
olden  time)  was  adopted,  of  "  having 
an  eye  and  ear"  upon  what  was  going 
on,  amid  the  revelry  below.  This 
was  nothing  more  cor  less,  than  tlie 
insertion  of  a  stone  maak,  into  the 
wall,  rudely  representing  the  human 
countenance;  and  pierced  with  holesfdr 
the  eyes  and  mouth;  a  contrivance,  by 
which  the  lord  might  not  only  be  fur- 
nished with  an  opportunity  of  "sec- 
iag  the  guests,"  when  they  were  "mer- 
ryin  the  hall, and  beardiwaggcdall" — 
but  of  jndginc  ali^o,  whether,  while 
they  qua^td  "the  red  Mcthef>lin*a 
stream;"  or  drained  "  the  blackjack," 


Care,  however,  ha»  been  takrn,  to  prescrie  and  pruptrly  support  they/aWyfuii/  rt^- 
tmtitfm  tn  the  unrth  .  so  tbnt,  for  a  century  to  conic,  tlio  cxttronl  npprjirnnce  of  th^i 
mauloo  (on  tbi»  quarter)  will  prctent  to  the  eye  of  the  visitor,  tli€  «umc  Gothic  an 
chileotural  be4iiilip«,  at  i(  had  been  wont  to  do.  previously  to  t)i<<  dismnnlUng  of  the 
iuterior.  Mr.  ^Valker'a  drawings  were  happily  mmlr ,  before  the  deinolition  took  place.

highly  eslcciiied  by  the  cloistered 
monk* — they  rigidly  adherod  to  that 
excellent  adage,  coeval  with  themselves,

This  magnificent  hall>  which  had 
so  often  echoed  in  dava  of  yore,  to 
the  sound  of  the  harp,  the  laugh,  aod 
tlic  shout ;  together  with  its  cuutiguuus 
apartments,  ih  now  no  more.  Their 
site  has  been  recently  covered,  by  com- 
fortable modern  apartments. 

The  church  (within  40  yards  of  tlic 
dw<>Uing-hou9e],  though  bmall  and 
plain,  has  some  fi-attires  of  great  in- 
terest and  beauty,  and  which  seem  to 
point  to  an  earlier  o^ra  of  erection,  timu 
that  usually  attributed  to  its  ancient 
parts,  the  reign  of  Hear)*  the  Sixth. f 
It»  porch  is  both  singular  and  tasteful 
ill  pattern;  and  its  crocLetcd  jj/irr, 
gives  a  pleasing  richnefl»  and  varii>ty 
lo  the  western  end.  Tlie  chief  object 
of  cuiioftity  and  beauty,  however,  is 
within — a  very  elegant  stone  screen, 
now  separating  the  chancel  from  the 
body  of  tbr  church,  but  fonncrly 
placed  in  front  of  a  private  chapol, 
added  by  one  of  the  Tropenclls  to  the 
eouthern  side  of  the  edifice.  Armo- 
rial bearings  of  this  family,  and  of 
others  connected  with  it  by  marriage  : 
and  numerous  diversified  and  appro- 
priated enrichments;  render  this  piece 
of  masonry  well  worth  the  attention 
of  the  ornamental  architect.]  The 
ramificatioDs  of  the  Gothic  windows 
of  the  clmrch.  having  been  recently 
fitted  np  with  ancient  stained  glass, 
the   solemn   effect    upon    the    mind. 


usually  produced  by  the  interior  of 
an  ecclesiastical  structure,  is  consider- 
ably increased,  The  little  fabric  has 
also  a  piscina,  and  a  niche  for  holy 
water.  One  solitary  tablet,  of  Gothic 
pattern,  adorns  its  inside,  on  the 
southern  wall,  recording  the  memory 
of  departed  worth,  in  the  following 
words !

The  little  church-yard  bears  upon 
its  surface,  the"  mouldring  bcap&"of 
a  few  humble  graves,  the  receptacles  of 
all  that  was  mortal,  of  forgotten  "  vil- 
lage liinds;"  as  well  as  three  table 
monuments  ;  one  of  recent,  and  the 
others  of  more  distant  date.  Within 
the  iron  railings,  which  inclose  tho 
remains  of  two  of  the  depaited,  the 
perennial  Howcrs  and  shrubs,  that 
blossom  with  every  returning  Springs 
are  pleasing  emblems,  of  that  revived 
and  "  llourishing  immortal  youth," 
which  is  graciously  promised,  io  every 
sincere  and  practical  Christian.

to  the  Manor  House  at  South  Wrax- 
hall,  in  WilLsliire.  I  am  anxious  To 
offer  a  few  remarks  on  its  early  history 
and  its  architecture  ;  especially  as  1. 
laat  summer,  took  accurate  geometri- 
cal sketches  and  admeasurements  nf 
the  whole  range  of  building  (which 
may  indeed,  without  impropriety,  be 
railed  the  "  Loagr  Hmrsp  "J,  intending

as  wide  as  our  population,  and  daily 
becoming  more  universal ;  when  the 
arts  are  reaching  perfection  ;  when 
latent  and  untried  energies  of  nature, 
heretofore  unknown  to  Man,  are  now 
administering  to  his  use,  convenience, 
or  luxury ;  and  when  Science  may 
triumphantly  assert,  that  she  cau 
measure  the  distance  of  the  furthest 
fixed  star,  from  our  own  little  planet; 
and  detect  the  nebula,  which  float 
upon  the  confines  of  created  space. 

I  am  not  one  of  those,  who  are 
scared  at  the  much-rldiculed,  but 
pregnant  expression,  "the  march  of 
intellect :"  I  gladly  sec  the  general 
mind  progressing  and  developing  ;  and 
I  verily  believe,  that  the  issue  will  be 
yood.

"  Knowledge."  says  our  immortal 
Bacon,  "  is  potcn- :"  and  he  might 
have  added,  that  snuuil  knowledge  is 
virtv^  also.  Rut  ftme  must  be  allowed 
for  its  dlffu<tion  and  establishment ; 
and  we  should  not  feel  alarmed,  if  its 
natural  efffcta  be  not  immediately  ap- 
parent. Information — religtous,  moral, 
and  useful — is  now  spreading  itself 
through  all  civilized  nations  (more 
especially  through  our  own  country) 
with  a  breadth  and  rapidity^  hitherto 
unexampled  in  the  history  of  the 
world  ;  and.  assuredly,  it  ought  not 
to  be  regarded  as  a  vain  hope,  that 
this  great  fact,  indicates  an  approach 
to  that  period,  when  mankind  will  be 
universally  wiser  ond  belter  thon  they 
now  are  ;  when  they  wili  feel  and 
manifest,  a  praetiral  conviction  of  that 
eternal  truth — to  bb  vibti'ol-h,  is  to 
Bc  HAPrr.

Dridford,  which  latter  waa  granted  lo 
the  Abbess  and  Coovent  of  Shaftes- 
bury by  King  Etheldred.^  and  cod- 
firmed  to  them  by  Richard  the  first 
and  Edward  the  first  ;*  so  that  of  it» 
early  history  liltk*  or  nothing  can,  at 
this  remote  period,  be  correctly  ascer- 
tained. The  first  mention  I  find  niadcof 
the  place  itself  is  in  the  Cbarttilurv  of 
the  Abbey,  Marl.  MSS.  No.61  ;  where 
it  is  statt'd  that  "Agnes  dc  la  Fercr." 
whose  name  occur<t  an  Abbess  in  \'2b2, 
1257.  and  1267.  "  with  the  con-ent  of 
the  Convent  conceded  and  rontirnied 
to  God  and  the  bleiscd  Mary  Magda- 
lene of  Fcrnlegh,*  and  to  the  monks 
serving  God  at  that  place,  the  gift 
which  Martin  chaplain  of  Wrekeshalc 
made  tht-m,  viz.  a  messuage  which  the 
name  Martin  held  of  thcni  in  tlie  villc 
of  Wrokeshale  willi  halfa  hidi'of  land, 
with  paAturc  and  apparteuanres  '*  for 
which  they  were  to  pay  a  certain  rrot/

This,  however,  I  imagine  refers  to  a 
small  building  which  still  exists  in  a 
field  adjoining  the  Manor  House,  pos- 
sessing evident  marks  of  great  anti- 
tpiily;  and  from  an  immense  chimney 
rocval  with  the  building,  which  is  of 
early- English  character,  seems  to  have 
liecn  a  ffotpitium  as  the  one  at  Chajwl 
IMastor.*  And  in  the  valuation  taken 
tpmp.  Henry  Vlll.  the  tenement  at 
Wraxhall  is  valued  at  ]/.  3«.  per  ann. 
It  is  next  mentioned  in  the  25th  year 
of  the  reign  of  Edward  Ilf.  when  the 
Abl»ess  and  Convent  of  Shaftesbury 
manumitted  Thomas  Srathelok  their 
nitniu  n(  the  Manor  of  Bradford,  and 
granted  to  him  and  Editha  his  wife. 
daughter  of  Roger  Ic  Porter,  one  nies- 
suaec  and  two  virgates  and  nine  acres 
of  land  and  four  acres  of  meadow  with 
appuiteuanceA  in  Lyghe  and  Wrokes- 
hale,  within  the  Manor  of  Bradford, 
and  common  of  pasture  for  their  cattle 
upon  llC)  acres  of  land  in  the  said 
ville  within  the  aforesaid  manoi,  and 
u|)on  100  acres  of  pasture  within  the 
tnwn!«hip  of  Lyghe. ^  It  came  into  the 
pos<icsAionnrthe  family  of  Louge  or  le 
Long  prior  to  the  reign  of  Henry  VI. 
but  by  what  means  1  have  not  hem 
able  to  dlacovcr.

ntaioes  sAys,  "  a  young  gentlemnD  uf 
the  houseof  PrtfUi  being  of  tall  slature, 
aueoding  on  the  Lord  Huogerford, 
LordTreAAUrer  of  Kngland,  waa  among 
bia  fellows  called  Long  H.  who  &(ttr- 
wardt  preferred  to  a  good  marriage  by 
his  Lord  was  called  11.  Long,  that 
name  continued  to  bis  pOBteritie, 
knicbtes  and  men  of  great  worship."* 

The  building  forms  three  &tdes  of  a 
quadrangle,  and  the  entrance  gateway. 
which  facet  the  south,  occupies  the 
centre  of  one  side  ;  buildings,  which 
are  now  pulled  down,  supposed  to  have 
been  stabler,  formed,  a«  it  were,  one 
wing  to  the  lef^,  as  represented  in  the 
woodcut  vignette  ;  and  other  offices, 
extending  a  great  length,  formed  ano- 
ther wing  to  the  right.  On  entering 
the  court  tbroagh  this  gateway,  on 
the  right  is  the  hall,  the  most  anticnt 
portion,  and  tlic  with-drawing  ruuin, 
added  in  the  time  of  Kliznbeih  (nee 
the  Plate)  ;  and  facing  is  a  long  range 
of  offices  built  and  added  to  at  various 
times. 

The  house  is  situated  on  a  Ecntly 
riittng. ground  about  half  a  mtle  fnun 
the  present  parish  church  ur  rather 
chapel,  aa  it  is  an  atlarhed  chapel  to 
the  Vicarage  of  Bradford. 

Tlic  first  known  possessor  of  South 
Wraxhall  was  Robert  Long,  who  was 
tn  the  commission  of  t)io  peace  in 
Ua6.  and  .M.P.  for  Wilts  in  U33. 
He  19  stateil  tu  have  married  Alice, 
daughter  And  heirees  uf  Reginald 
Popnam,  of  North  Rradley  in  the 
count)'  of  Wilta,  and,  from  the  armo- 
rial bearings  in  the  hall,  1  presume 
him  to  have  been  the  projector  of  the 
Manor  House ;  but,  since  the  first 
foundation  of  this  ancient  pile,  many 
additions  and  alterations  have  been 
made,  some  to  the  detriment,  and  some 
to  the  improvement,  of  the  edifice. 
His  son  and  heir  Henry,  although 
thrice  married,  died  without  issue, 
Oct.  20th,  1490,  k'a\ing  a  widow 
Joane;  when  the  estate  devolved  on 
hia  nephew  Sir  Thomas  Long,  whose 
fiither  had  married  Margaret,  daughter 
of  Ekiward  Wayte  by  the  heiress  of 
'cot  Certje.  This  Sir  Thomas 
ig>  1  preaome,  added  the  entrance 
■way,  as  on  one  of  the  terminations 
the  label  over  the  archway  (which 


U  a  very  flat  four-centred  pointed  arch 
of  late  dole)  is  the  fetterlock,  n  badge 
borne  by  the  pos^essvrs  of  Draycol 
Cerne,  on  account  nf  their  being  mar- 
ahalts  at  the  coronations/  and  on 
the  other  was  the  Stag's-head,  now 
destroyed,  but  which  wiu  perfect 
when  Aubrey  visited  South  Wraxhall. 
He  also,  I  am  of  opinion,  erected  the 
Altar  Tomb,  now  in  the  Church  at 
South  Wraxhall,  which  is  engraved  in 
yuur  Magazine  for  June  1835,  to  the 
memory  of  Joane.  relict  of  hi^  uncle 
Long  llcnry  mentioned  above,  who 
I  tbmk  must  have  been  a  daughter  of 
Tliomas  Berkeley  by  Eliutbeth,  daugh- 
ter and  heiress  of  Thomas  Seymer.** 
Tliis  opinion,  1  find,  is  at  varianre  with 
that  expressed  in  your  Mag.  for  Jane 
1835  ;  but  1  am  induced  to  adopt  it 
from  the  late  style  of  mouldings,  and 
the  circumstance  of  the  fetterlock  be- 
ing so  profusely  scattered  on  the  mo- 
nument, which  bailge,  I  t>elieve,  wan 
not  borne  by  the  Luogs  until  SirTho. 
mas  Long  became  the  {Mssessor 
Uraycot  Cerne.  Aubrey  thus  mentioni! 
it :  "  In  the  church  here  (S.  Wroxall)  iaf 
Longs  chapellc.  an  old  altar  raonu-*^ 
ment  of  freestone  on  w^  lies  a  figurtfj 
with  a  robe,  but  so  cov*''  w"  a  deak4 
not  well  to  t>e  discerned.

The  armorial  t>eftringB  on  tlie  brack- 
ets supporting  the  ribs  of  the  e1e« 
gout  oak  roof  of  the  hall,  now  obJ 
scored  by  a  modern  ceiling,  would  leadl 
one  to  imagine  that  these  bracketfl 
were  put  up  by  the  same  person,  and 
the  late  style  in  which  they  arc  carved 
would  certainly  strengthen  Auch  a  sup- 
position ;  but  the  roof  itself,  which  is 
richly  ornamented  with  quatrefoiU  be- 
tween the  principals,  is  certainly  of 
the  some  date  as  the  exttrior,  which  I 
consider  v/av-  built  very  early  in  the 
rfign  of  Henry  VI.,  and  from  the  great 
f^imilaiity  of  the  plan  to  tliat  of  Great 
Chalfietd,  which  is  only  distant  3  miles, 
I  am  induced  to  think  that  it  served  as 
a  model  for  that  magnificent  fabric."

I  so  thut  great  im- 
portance is  to  be  attached  to  Aubrey's 
MSS.  now  in  the  Ashmoleao  Museum. 
Many  additions  were  made  in  the  time 
ofElicabetbby  Sir  Walter  Long,  great- 
grandson  of  Sir  Thomas,  who  was  on 
terms  of  intimacy  witli  Sir  Walter 
Kaleigh.  The  left  wing  of  the  Manor 
House,  containing,  as  at  Chalfield, 
the  Guest-chamber,  waa  pulled  down, 
and  n  stately  with-drawing  room  was 
built,  ornamented  by  a  richly  carved 
diimney-piecc,  and  a  still  more  richly 
ribbed  plaster  ceiling  ;  which  room  is 
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South  ^Vraxhatl  Manor-house.  tViilshht.

entered  from  the  hall  by  a  wide  stair- 
case leading  out  of  the  north  east  bay, 
while  the  south-east  bay  communi- 
cates with  a  spacious  cellar  under  this 
room.  A  screen,  at  the  entrance  end 
of  tlie  hall,  divides  olTa  passage  which 
leads  to  an  inner  court  by  a  coTered 
way  to  the  kitchen  and  offices.  This 
court  has  a  well  in  the  middle  of  it. 
An  additional  kitchen  was  added  at 
the  same  time  as  the  drawing-room, 
eastward  of  the  ancient  one. 

The  front  wall  of  the  drawing-room 
projects  some  five  or  six  feet  from  the 
bay  of  the  ball,  as  may  be  seen  in  the 
accompanying  plate,  which  was  not 
the  case  before  the  alteration  took  place, 
as  the  old  roof  still  exists  above  the 
Elizabethan  ceiling,  and  extends,  from 
the  wall  of  the  bay  only,  to  the  stair- 
ttm^x  and  in  this  wall  is  an  immense 
mullioned  and  tiansoraed  window 
which  returns  round  the  cnrnec  so 
contrived,  and  another  window,  of 
nearly  the  same  dimensions,  looks  ont 
from  the  other  end  of  this  room  into 
the  garden.  In  giving  additional  width 
to  this  room  it  was  found  expedient  Co 
preserve  the  old  roof,  and^  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  wall  plate,  to  leave  a  pier 
about  midway  between  the  two  end 
waits,  which  occasions  a  curious  aoga- 
lar  projection  inside  the  room  oppo- 
site the  fireplace,  ornamented  with 
niches  and  dwarf  columns.  To  the 
rear  of  the  drawing>room,  and  as- 
cended by  a  short  flight  of  steps  from 
it,  is  a  bed-room,  and  under  that  a 
parlour ;  these  steps  also  lead  into  a 
small  closet  over  tne  north. east  bay  g 
but  all  communication  with  that  over 
the  south-east  bay  was  cut  off  by  the 
alteration  :  the  door,  however,  still  re- 
mains some  feet  above  the  present 
floor,  behind  the  stone  work  of  the 
fireplace.

ing  tlie  estate  to  the  sons  of  his  cousin 
Catharine,  the  wife  of  John  Long  of 
Monkton  and  sister  of  Hope  Loug ;

Thomas,  whose  son,  Waller  Long, 
esq.  of  Whaddon  and  Wraxhall,  (well 
known  as  Mr.  Walter  Long  of  Bath} 
died  1807  *iNe  prole,  bequeathing  his 
estates  to  Trustees,  remainder  to  WaU 
ter  Long.  esq.  M.P.  for  Wilts^  the 
present  possessor,  son  and  heir  of  the 
late  R.  G.  Long,  esq.  of  Rowd  AshtoD  ;

COMPARATIVE  CONDITION  OF  LABOimERS  IN  THE  PRESENT  AND 


FORMER  TIMES,  occabionkd  bt 

DR.WHATELEY  (now  Archbishop 
of  Dublin),  in  his  answer  to  a  state- 
ment of  Colonel  Arthur,  in  hia  second 
letter  to  Lord  Grey,  observes,"  that  the 
average  condition  of  the  industrious 
labourer  in  England  is  not  worse,  but 
better,  than  in  Lord  Bacon's  time ;'' 
and  he  forms  this  conclusion  on  the 
increase  of  national  wealth  being 
greater  since  that  time  than  tlie  in- 
crease of  population.  "  Estimated 
CTen  in  wheat  (he  says)  the  week's 
wagea  of  a  common  labourer  seem  to 
have  been^  in  Bacon's  time,  equal  to 
about  three  or  four  pecks,  now  to  about 
five  or  six.  In  articles  of  clothing  and 
most  other  manufactured  comroodtties 
the  disparity  is  well  known  to  be  much 
greater  in  consequence  of  the  improve- 
ments of  machinery."  Now,  without 
looking  into  the  tables  in  Malthus,  and 
taking  for  grantetl  that  this  compara- 
tiee  estimate  of  the  weekly  wages  is 
correct.  I  consider  that  the  condition 
of  the  labourer  cannot  be  ascertained 
from  that  single  article  of  sutttenancc  ; 
but  that  other  circumstances  will  be 
found  much  to  qualify  it,  and  indeed 
affect  altogether  the  correctness  of 
the  statement.  Let  us  balance  the 
sdrantages  of  either  side;  and.  first. 
IS  regards  the  labourer  of  the  pre- 
aent  day.  they  are.  according  to  Dr. 
Whaletey, 

I,  Wagea  equal  to  five  or  six  pecks 
of  wheat  per  week.

Secondly,  for  the  other  side  of  the 
question,  the  superior  advantages  of 
the  labourer  in  past  times. 

1.  The  wages  of  a  labourer  were 
not  expended,  as  now,  according  to 
the  market  price  of  wheat.  It  was  the 
universal  custom  of  the  farmers  to  sell 
wheat  to  their  labourers  at  reduced 
prices,  independently  of  their  wages. 
Thus,  a  labourer  bad  his  wheat  at  six 
shillings  the  busht'l,  though  it  might 
be  celling  at  market  at  35«.  or  even  40«. 
the  comb.  Butter  was  sold  to  him  at 
4d.  per  poond,  while  it  fetched  9d.  or 
lOd.  at  the  shop.  Barley  for  the  la- 
bourer's beer  was  also  sold  with  like 
reduction.  Com  mon  cheese  at  a  penny 
the  pound,  and  milk,  in  many  casea. 
was  given.  Thus  each  labourer,  or 
rather  the  labourers  belonging  to  each 
farmer,  had  a  private  market  always 
below  the  average  of  the  public  one  ; 
the  above  not  being  exceptions,  but 
customs  universally  practised,  steady 
and  uniform  oa  laws.  In  the  present 
day.  a  labourer  has  no  indulgence  of 
tliis  kind  whatsoever. 

2Ddly.  A  labourer  had  one  or  two 
days'  board  given  him  weekly  at  the 
farm-huuse :  this  also  has  ceased. 

3rdly.  The  rents  of  cottages  were  less 
by  a  full  moiety  than  they  now  are, 
being  DOW  on  an  average  of -I  /.  and  fifty 
years  back  they  had  not  risen  beyond 
half  that  sum. 

4thty.  Thequantityof  garden-ground 
allotted  to  cottages  has  been  much 
reduced  bv   t,Kft  Van&VoidhV  aai^  ^%sisv*x 
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during  the  high  prices  of  thf  late  war; 
not  lo  speak  of  the  inclosure  of  com- 
rnoni},  ami  wastes,  and  slips  of^ouiid, 
on  which  a  cow  could  be  pastured. 
On  this  head  let  us  hear  a  good  autho- 
rity in  Bacon's  time  : — "  The  great 
fertility  fsaya  Sir  Kenelm  Digby)  aod 
riches  of  England  consist  chiefly  io 
pasturage  of  cattle.whereof  we  have  the 
lairest  in  the  world,  principally  of 
oxen  and  kine.  7%rre  is  not  the  meannl 
cottagtr  but  hnth  a  coir  to  ftrniuh  his 
family  with  milk,"  At  this  time  there 
is  not  a  single  laboarer  in  the  parish 
where  wc  are  writing,  out  of  a  popu- 
lation of  six  hundred,  who  has  a  cow, 
or  land  enongh  to  keep  one ;  or  even 
•ufficicnt  ground  for  the  growth  of 
potatoes  for  a  large  family. 

5tfaly.  The  only  manufactured  arti- 
cics,  much  used  in  the  labourer's  fa. 
mily,  which  have  been  reduced  in 
price,  are  tho^e  of  female  dress  ;  but 
a  considerable  drawback  from  this  re* 
duction  must  be  allowed  fur  the  infe- 
riority in  the  articles.  Cheap  and  had 
goods  deluge  every  village.  Stockings 
nay  be  bad  at  a  shilling  per  pair,  but 
are  not  at  all  cheaper,  in  reality,  than 
at  the  old  price  of  two  shillings,  and 
so  of  gowns,  shawls,  &c.  The  greatest 
expense  of  the  labourer,  as  regards 
clothing,  is  in  leather.  This  has  al- 
tered little  in  price ;  and  the  shoe- 
maker's bill  for  a  man,  wife,  and  fire 
children  would  be  nearly  equal  to  faia 
rent. 

6thly.  The  labourers  in  former  times 
got  their  families  oflF  their  hands  much 
earlier  than  they  now  can.  Their 
children  were  all  wanted,  as  soon  as 
they  could  perform  any  work ;  they 
now  remain  at  home  unemployed,  anil 
form  a  heavy  incumbrance  on  the  pa- 
tents' means.  All  cottAge  manufac- 
ture having  ceased,  if  the  girts  cannot 
obtain  places  as  servants,  aad  but  a 
small  number  can,  they  remain  at 
Home,  idle«  or  in  very  casual  employ. 
ment 

"thly.  Furmerly  a  labourer's  wife 
d  family  could  eam>  by  spinning, 
much  as  equalled  the  weekly  amount 
fthe  man's  wages.  At  the  present 
time,  the  subsistence  of  the  family 
<U-peoda  almci't  entirely  on  the  single 
laliour  of  the  man.  Thi*  i»  the  greatest 
alteration  of  all  in  the  labourer's  situ- 
ation. This  took  place  about  30  or  40 
/9Mn  Miner.  A  t  thi»  time,  not  one  single

girl  or  woman  in  this  pariah  knows 
how  to  spill :  their  mothers  and  grand- 
mothers lived  by  their  wheel, 

Bthly-  The  population  was  less,  as 
compared  to  the  area  of  labour.  La- 
bonrere  were  always  in  request;  their 
employment  corutant,  and  consequent- 
ly their  wages  certain.  At  this  time, 
generally  speaking,  the  supply  exceeds 
the  demand.  Labourers  are  put  on  in 
busy  times,  aa  seed  time,  hay  making, 
harvest,  &c.  and  taken  off  when  the 
press  of  work  is  past.  For  many  days 
together  they  are  thrown  on  their  own 
resources  before  they  are  again  em. 
ployed  ;  a  large  di.scoant  this  to  be 
taken  from  their  wages. 

Dthly.  From  the  duly  on  sea-borne 
coals,  mineral  firing  has  become  very 
expensive;  so  much  bo,  as  to  destroy 
the  woollen  manufacturesofthe  eastern 
counties.  Wood,  which  was  formerly 
partly  given,  and  partly  sold  at  low 
prices,  is  now  with  difficulty  procured. 

lOthly.  All  the  young  single  labour- 
ers lived  furmerly  (to  within  these  last 
30  years'*  ia  the  farm-hoases,  and  were 
well  fed  and  lodged.  They  now  live 
in  lodgings,  wiih  relatives  and  friends, 
with  very  inferior  acctimmodation. 

I  have  not.  certainly,  in  the  above 
statement  conHned  myself  to  one  par. 
ticular  lera — the  time  of  Bacon — be- 
cause it  would  be  difficult  to  ascertain 
with  exactness  the  labourer's  situation 
nt  a  period  so  remote ;  but  the  great 
change  in  the  condition  of  the  labourer 
took  place  during  the  last  war,  or  in 
the  interval  between  20  and  40  years 
since.  Previous  to  that,  their  con- 
dition seems  to  hare  remained  sta- 
tionary for  a  long  time,  together  with 
the  whole  system  uf  agriculture.  Prices 
varied  little,  few  iraprovemenU  look 
place,  tenants  seldom  changed  their 
occupations,  and  rents  on  the  whole 
were  tow.  lite  account  which  I  have 
given  of  the  situation  of  the  labourers 
will  reach  back  for  a  century,  and 
perhaps  would  be  found  not  incorrect 
for  another  century  behind  the  last. 

Thus  it  would  appear,  that  though 
the  actual  money  wages  of  the  labourer 
might  command  a  larger  quantity  oj 
wheal,  yet  that  otiier  circumstances, 
including  the  liberality  of  the  employer 
(himself  living  more  At  r.^  '  the

than  compeoiated  for  ti<>.  wi^vieuce. 
And  thus  i  cannot  consider  Dr.Wh&to- 


Umate,  taken  Troni  only  onu 
of  the  whole  arguoient,  to  be 
ive  of  the  quealion  ;  beaided,  1 
think  it  woulil  be  difficult  lo  imagine 
a  large  imlustriuus  bujy  o(  the  com- 
monity  like  the  BgricultuniJ  labourers, 
tver  living  for  a  long  period  in  a  state 
of  greater  depression  than  at  the  pre- 
sent time  :  scarcely  a  labourer  iu  the 
parish  has  a  single  shilling  beyond  the 
wages  of  the  current  week.  The  diet 
nf  labourers  varies  much  according  to 
locaUties.  In  VVtlisbire.  the  floplp 
food  arc  bread  and  greens;  in  Nor- 
folk,  potatoes  and  dumplings ;  in 
Eacex  and  Kent  a  greater  proportion 
of  bacon  and  animal  food.  In  former 
times,  milk  with  rye  bread,  or  rye 
mixed  with  wheat,  formed  a  more 
general  article  of  diet  than  now.  In 
the  corn  counties  the  labourers  seem 
tu  have  u  more  plentiful  subsistence  ; 
though  we  believe  that  in  Lincolnsliire 
they  are  in  a  much  better  condition 
than  in  the  neighbouring  county  of 
Norfolk.  Speaking  generally,  prices 
and  wages  are  n'>t  sufficiently  adjusted 
lo  afford  the  agricultural  labourers 
such  a  maintenance  as  from  their  cha- 
racter and  indufilry  ihcy  deserve  ;  and 
their  subsistence  is  confined  within  the 
painful  limitaof  what  is  absolutely  ne- 
cessary. Saving,  in  any  degree,  is 
beyond  their  power,  and  the  slightest 
puflfof  misfortune  oversets  them  and 
their  too<  fragile  fortunes.  The  old 
attachment  betv^'cen  the  master  and 
■errant  is  broken  u|j  ;  the  labourer 
oaed  to  look  on  the  farm  he  worked 
on  as  a  boy,  as  affording  a  certain 
employment  to  him  for  alter  life.  He 
had  no  idea  of  being  separated  from  it ; 
and  the  same  of  the  farmer :  a  few  years 
have  made  a  vast  difference  in  this 
respect.  Inthi?  parish,  20  years  since, 
were  farmers  whose  falhrrs  and  grand- 
fathers, and  ancestors  beyond  itiem,  had 
been  on  the  same  farms  for  time  imme- 
morial. At  the  present  day,  there  is 
not  ouc  farmer  in  the  parish  who  has 
had  hifr  occupation  for  seven  years. 
JThe  retsidence  of  landlords  on  their 
tctates,  care  in  •^electing  their  tenants, 
attention  to  the  conduct  and  condition 
of  each  labourer  and  his  family,  under 
a  wise  discretion  and  with  liberal  con- 
duct, can  alone  reUorethc  agricultural 
community  to  a  slate  t>t*fc  and  salis- 
factoty.  There  are  virtn^^  and  cni-r- 
gie»  »ldl   Merpin^   in  the    laboiirrr'a

bosom,  ready  to  spring  forth  when  the 
call  is  made,  and  the  higher  ranks  do 
their  duly.  The  too  general  substitute 
of  attornies  and  paid  agent.>i,  superin- 
tendingestatesataper-centageuponthe 
reatalB,  and  acting  in  lieu  of  the  prin- 
cipals,  is  of  incalculable  mischief.  It 
brings  all  connection  between  the  land- 
lord and  tenant  under  a  numerical 
table,  a  debtor  and  creditor  account; 
and  no  consideration  for  the  la- 
bourer is  found  in  the  balance  sheet. 
The  clergy  have  done  much  good  in 
supplying  partially  the  place  of  the 
proprietor;  but  their  power  and  pro- 
perty is  too  limited  to  remedy  the  evils 
growing  out  of  a  neglected  estate,  an 
absent  landlord,  and  an  agent  who 
looks  only  to  the  amount  of  the  re- 
ceipts ;  to  increa-^e  which  he  too  often 
sacrilices  the  interests  and  happiness 
of  those  humble  classes  lo  whose  exer- 
tiuns  he  is  indebted  for  the  situation 
that  he  ha.<3  not  the  feeling,  the  wis- 
dom, and  the  virtue  rightly  and  bene- 
ficially to  use. 

Note. — We  became  acquainted,  a 
few  weeks  since,  with  an  instance  of 
the  thoughtless  cruelty  too  often  eier- 
ciscd  by  those  who  are  used  to  look  on 
estates  simply  oa  gold  and  silver  mines, 
paying  so  much  profit  above  the  ex- 
pense of  working.  An  attorney  made 
a  call  on  the  estate  he  superintends, 
or  rather  occasionally  visits.  He  found 
an  old  labourer  on  the  farm  who  had 
worked  there  for  50  years.  He  was 
pronounced  to  be  too  old,  and  dismissed 
at  once.  We  were  witnesses  of  the 
distress  and  sorrow  of  the  family  tliui 
deprived  of  their  chief  resource,  ten 
shillings  a- week.  This  lasted  some 
weeks ;  nothing  but  gloom  and  de- 
spondrocc  huug  on  all :  they  would 
inevitably  have  been  ruined.  Fortu- 
nately the  landlord  happened  to  come 
down  for  a  few  days,  heard  the  Ktory, 
and  restored  the  man  at  an  increawd 
rate  of  wages.  Assuredly  no  attorney 
ought  to  have  been  vested  with  such 
power,  who  did  not  know  that  such  a 
labourer  ought  to  have  been  ki'pt  hif 
thfi  futatp,  on  which  he  had  worked 
for  half  a  century,  and  a  deduction 
from  the  profits  of  the  estate  for  that 
purpose,  and  to  that  amount,  considered 
as  absolutely  necessary  ;  nav,  rather 
say,  cheerfully  and  gratefully  bc«t»jwed.

^B  Moat  of  these  conjectures  arc  es- 
rcedingly  clumsy  and  wide  of  the 
mark,  but  the  one  of  BaJuze  is  worthy 
of  attention — "Promoti  militari  modu 
instructi  velitea  et  sagittarii  proae- 
quuntur;"  but  neither  the  syntax  nor 
sense  is  quite  right :  for  Lactantius 
did  not  mean  to  %a.y  that  the  Promoti, 
the  captttinii  or  leaders,  were  drawn  up 
iu  military  array  or  rank,  as  would 
be  the  case  according  to  this  construc- 
tion. Thinking,  therefore,  that  that 
very  learned  critic  is  right  in  the  sub- 
stitution of  velitet,  I  propose  to  read.

it  has  been  said  that  Lacian  meant  to

1  THINK  you  have  not  doiicjustice 
to  tlcnry  the  Eighth  in  the  remarka 
you  made  in  your  la^t  number  on  the 
suhject  of  the  foundation  of  Trinity 
College,  in  this  University. 

Id  a  review  of  the  "  Slemorials  of 
Cambridge"  you  state  that  the  foua- 
dation  of  the  college  is  attributed  to 
]Icnry  the  ICighth.  but  that  "  it  is  not 
to  be  hence  inferred  that  any  portion 
oftlie  spoil  [arising  frotu  the  supprcs- 
(tion  of  the  religious  houses]  was  de- 
dicated to  the  endowment  of  this  e«ta- 
bli«hmcnt." 

The  fact,  however,  is  that  Henry 
the  Eighth,  by  letters  patent  dated  the 
24th  December,  in  the  38th  year  of 
his  reign  (live  days  aAcr  the  founda- 
tion of  the  college),  grants  to  the 
master,  fellows,  and  scholars  variou^i 
Tuanora,  rectories,  tithes,  houses,  and 
other  estates,  priucipnily  the  properly 
ofdissolved  monasteries,  and  of  ICing'a- 
hall  and  Michael-house.  The  clear 
nniiual  value  of  the  estates  comprised 
in  this  grant  was  1679^.  3«.  9ia-  and 
the  rents  reserved  to  the  Crown 
amounted  to  3H/.  3«.  i}\d.  The  fttte 
of  the  collcgo  is  not  included  in  this 
grant,  having  passed  by  the  charter  of 
fountlutioti  dated  the  Ifllh  of  the  same 
month,  and  the  annual  value  of  such 
part  of  the  estates  qa  had  belonged  tu 
King's-hall  and  Michael-house  appear! 
from  tltc  grant  in  question  to  have 
been  as  follows: — King's-hall,  185/. 
12c.  7(/.  and  Michael-house,  144i. 
3«.  M(/. 

This  grant,  which  is  not  noticed  in 
the  "  Memorials,"  bhcws  that  Trinity 
college  is  indebted  to  Ilcnry  the  Eighth 
for  estates  of  the  annual  value  n  Atf 
time  of  1300/.  per  annum,  and  which, 
1  dare  say,  now  yields  a  revenue  of  a& 
many  thou!>anda. 

To  Ihubc  acquainted  witli  Ihc  nature 
of  our  ancient  academical  establish' 
ments,  it  is  unnecessary  to  a<Id,  tliat 
the  various  hostlcs  which  were  added 
to  the  college  hod  no  cndowmeots 
whatever. 

Mr.  Wright,  in  his  "  Memorials." 
(page  C.)  makes  the  annual  revenue  of 
King'a-hall,  at  its  dissolution,  to  liava 
been  214/.  Of.  3(/.  It  is  probable, 
therefore,  that  some  part  of  the  reve- 
nues of  that  hou^c  were  retained  by 
the  King;  but  he  gave  the  new  founda-

That  this  is  a  corrupt 
passage  there  is  no  doubt ;  some  critics 
read  **  onere"  for  bonorc  ;  ot}iers  con- 
aider  "  honorc"  as  meaning  the  offer- 
ings of  corn  thrown  by  the  Roman 
|icopIc  to  the  honour  of  Curtius,  which, 
with  the  bulk  of  Iiis  horse,  (fur  pquitii 
is  tranutated  as  bearing  the  meaning  of 
"  e?oi")  filled  up  the  cha.^m.  But 
aurely  this  interpretation  is  lame  and 
ludicrous  enough.  1  confess  my  inabi- 
hty  to  set  the  pOf'Aage  right ;  but  I  think 
"  vol  mole,  velhonore,"  or  *'  onerc,"to 
be  a  gloss  from  tl)c  margin,  by  one  who 
citlier  cxplamed  "mole"  "  onere,"  or 
waadoubtful  which  wa&  the  true  reading. 

P.  158.  The  Heathen  object"*  to  the 
Christian,"  Eccc  pars  vestrum  et  major 
et  melior,ojjr/'e/njMr  labnrulia."  Some 
read  "  oi>c,  re.  fame,"  which  does  not 
remove  the  difficulty,  but  only  varies 
il.  Davifs  would  read  "jiauprrtp;" 
but  it  is  rather  wide  of  tlic  text,  and 
"  egctis"  having  preceded  it.  it  intro- 
duces tautology.  1  am  inclined  to  con- 
jecture "  tatifoperf  fame  hiboranlis," 
suffer  under  extreme  hunger.  As  there 
is  only  a  single  MS.  of  Minucius  (that 
in  the  library  of  the  King  of  Prance), 
no  asaistancc  is  afforded  lo  the  critic 
in  his  attempts  to  restore  the  genuine 
reining  of  the  author.  J.  M. 
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the  honour  (which  liaa  been  awarded 
him  for  centuries)  of  being  ihc  founder 
of  tbe  uioat  diatinguiahcd  college  in 
Europe. 

With  respect  to  the  observation  that 
the  present  college  is  not  even  indebted 
to  the  reputed  foonder  for  its  build- 
ingB,  I  would  remark,  that  HL-nry  the 
Kighth  ought  not  to  be  BubjcctcU  to 
reproach  on  tliis  account,  for  it  will 
be  found  that  he  survived  the  founda- 
tion of  the  colle^  but  a  very  few 
weeks.  The  cnlli*ge  was  founded  19th 
Dec.  !ft4C,  and  the  King  died  on  the 
28th  January  following.  What  he 
would  have  done  for  the  sociefy  had 
he  lived,  it  Is  impossible  of  conrfie  to 
conjecture;  but  iheprohnbilily  is,  that 
the  college  suffered  materially  by  the 
demise  of  its  rnyal  founder  occurring 
so  soon  after  ita  e&iablifthment. 

I  may  perhaps  be  excused  tf  I  avail 
myself  of  this  opportunity  of  pointing 
out  some  inaccuracies  in,  and  nf  mak- 
ing a  few  additions  to,  Mr.  Wright's 
account  of  Trinity  college. 

At  pagfs  G  and  7  of  the  "  Memo- 
rials," Mr. Wright  mentions  St.  John's 
hoHle  tii  adjoining  King's  halt.  He 
cvidcnlty,  however,  intends  to  refer  to 
the  ancient  hoayital  of  St.  John.  The 
difference  between  a  hospital  and  a 
hostlc  is  by  no  means  immaterial. 
St.  John's  hostle  adjoined  the  old 
church  of  St,  John  the  BoptiAt,  and 
was  granted  to  King's  college  (in  the 
site  of  which  it  was  included}  bv 
Henry  the  Sixth  in  UiS. 

At  page  8  it  is  stated,  that  lh«  pre- 
sent gateway  tower,  which  formed  the 
principal  entrance  of  King's  hall,  wm 
built  about  1531  nr  1532.  at  the  ex- 
pease  of  1041.  and  nt  page  53  !»  the 
Jbltowing  passage  :— "  Tbe  great  en- 
trance tower,  on  the  east  side  of  the 
court,  built  by  the  scholars  in  the 
reign  of  Henr\"  the  Ei^jhth,  preserves 
its  original  appearance ;  and  among 
ita  sculptured  ornaments  facing  the 
Ktreet.  is  the  statue  of  that  king,  as  re- 
presented in  nor  cut  at  page  49.  placed 
under  a  canopy,  with  the  royiU  arras 
beacalh,  «uppuftcd  by  two  lions.  On 
Otth  side  are  three  nrmorial  bcariivgs 
of  different  branches  of  that  monarch's 


.Mthough  the  gateway  by  no  laeans 
prcBcrves  its  original  appearance,  an\ 
will  presently  be  shown,  yet  I  think] 
enough  remains  to  justify  the  opinionJ 
that  it  was  erected  in  the  reign  of 
Edward  the  Fourth.  7'he  royal  arms 
are  supported  by  two  Hons^  and  it 
would  acem  from  Williment's  Regal 
Heraldry  that  Edward  the  Fourth  was 
the  only  monarch  uf  Kogland  who 
used  those  supporters,  In  a  smaller^ 
escutcheon,  at  the  foot  of  the  roy^ 
arms,  is  the  following  coal ; — Vert,  3 
Mags  trippant  Argent,  armed  and  un*^ 
gulvd.  Or.*  These  are  the  well-known 
arms  of  Rotheram,  and  I  find  from  th* 
list  given  in  Carter's  History  of  ihft 
University,  pace  sin,  that  Roger  Ro- 
theram (who  was  probably  a  relative 
of  the  archbishop)  was  master  of 
King's  hall  from  1475  to  1481.  during 
which  period,  I  conceive,  the  RHteway 
must  have  been  erected,  llie  royd 
arms  are  without  the  garter,  and  from 
the  fleurs  de  lis  in  the  arms  of  France 
beiug  semt^e,  are  evidently  intended 
for  those  of  Kd ward  llie  Third, ttlihough 
the  supporters  of  Kdward  the  l-'ntirlh 
have  been  used.  1'hc  statue  of  Ikni  jr 
the  Kighth  has  nrobnbly  been  inserted 
in  a  niche  which  wa*  orieinally  uccu- 
pied  by  that  of  F.dward  the  'i'hird,  for 
the  following  inscriptian  still  remains 
in  gilt  capitals  of  an  nntujuc  character  i 
*'  EdvardujtTertius  Fuudator 
Aulc  Regis  mcccxxxvii," 
The  armorial  bearings  on  each  side  of 
the  gatewoy  are  certainly  those  of 
different  branches  of  Henry  the 
Eighth's  family,  but  of  somewhat  re- 
mo/e  branches,  as  they  are  the  arms  of 
the  sons  of  Edward  the  'Iliird,  lu 
appears  by  the  inscriptions  under  them 
as  follows  : —

Mr.  Wright  has  omitted  to  &tatc 
that,  nn  the  &ide  of  the  ealeway  Tdcini; 
tba  court,  are  statues  vf  Janu-^  the 
Kint.  Anne  of  Denmark  his  Wucen. 
and  the  I'rince  of  Wales  (apparently 
friuce  Charles),  surmounted  with  their 
hMpective    arrnorlat    bearioga.       The 

lined  i-uof  of  the  gateway  has  been 
loved  many  years. 

The  Euelish  camedy  perfonned  at 
Trinity,  before  the  Prince  in  lG41,wa3 
Cowley's"  Cutter  of  CulcraanSlri'i't," 
vhkh  was  then  acted  for  the  first 
time  under  the  title  of  "  The  Guar- 
dian;" and  however  much  the  prince 
may  have  been  pleased,  the  author 
aetma  to  have  been  but  little  ^ratitied 
by  ita  success;  fur  he  observes,  "  It 
met,  at  the  first  representation,  with 
00  favourable  reception,  and  I  think 
there  was  Bomething  of  faction  against 
it  by  the  early  appearance  of  some 
aeo'a  dittapprobatioa,  before  the y  had 
seen  rnough  of  it  to  build  their  dislike 
upon  their  judgments." 

Tht're  can  be  little  doubt  that  the 
passage  quoted  at  page  63.  from  Eve. 
lyn's  Diary,  refers  to  the  library  of 
St.  Joha'fi  and  not  of  Trhiity.  At 
laa^t  1  cannot  otherwise  understand 
the  reference  to  the  Countces  of  Kich- 
raoad  and  Archbishop  Williams.  The 
nistake,  however,  tf  it  be  one.  is 
Evelyn's.

THI'l  eixtli  voluine,  recently  pub- 
lished, of  Mr.  A)i»ou*»  History  of  the 
French  Rtvolutioo,  is  a  very  able  pro- 
duction,  and  even  superior,  I  would 


say,  to  its  predecessors.  The  author 
has  risen  with  his  migjity  subject, 
proving  the  ohscrvalinn  of  Tacitus- — 
"  Crcscit  cum  amnlitudine  rerum  vis 
ingciiil,  nee  quistjiiam  riaram  et  illus- 
trem  orationem  eSiccro  potest,  nisi  qui 
cauaam  parcm  invenit."  (Dialog,  de 
Orat.  cap.  37) ;  and,  formidable  as  the 
buok  may  seem  from  its  bulk,  extend- 
ing as  it  does  to  nearly  BOO  closely 
printed  pages,  the  matter  and  the  nar- 
rative (occasionally,  perhaps,  rather 
too  highly  coloured),  will  equally  com- 
mand attention.  Mr.  Alison's  reli- 
gious and  political  bia9  is  sufficiently 
discernible-,  and  will,  of  course,  en- 
connter  resistance  ;  but,  viewed  com- 
prehensively, the  work  stands  pre- 
eminent in  merit  of  composition,  htllt. 
it  is  to  be  feared,  that  we  are  not  yet 
enough  removed  from  the  events  and 
the  actors,  on  the  great  scene  of  ex- 
hibition, to  form  an  impartial  estimate 
of  cither;  and  if  the  term  of  a  cen- 
tury be  the  prescriptive  test  of  literary 
excellence,  as  maintained  by  Dr.  John- 
ion  in  his  admirable  preface  to  Shak- 
Bpeare,  how  much  more  is  that  inter- 
val necessary  to  calm  the  passions, 
and  dispel  the  mass  of  prejudices, 
which,  in  variant  or  adverse  senseii. 
the  exciting  occurrences  that  have 
passed  before  our  eyes,  and  have  more 
or  less  affected  our  interests  as  welt 
as  our  feelings,  were  calculated  to  ge- 
nerate ond  intlame } 

But  it  is  not  with  the  intention  of 
engaging  in  a  review  of  this  masterly 
publication  that  I  now  advert  to  it, 
1  shall  confine  myself  to  a  few  obser- 
vations, principally  on  one  of  the  most 
important  topics  of  the  eventful  reU- 
tton,  in  order  to  add  to  Mr.  Aliaon'a 
generally  ample  recital  some  circum- 
stances which  I  consider  likely  to  in- 
terest your  readers,  and  partly  derived 
from  a  source  too  little  apparently 
connected  with  his  subject  to  have  at- 
tracted his  attention. 

In  chapter  47th,  the  author  dwella 
with  appropriate  detail  on  the  origin 
and  consequences  of  the  famous  Milan 
and  Berlin,  or  non- intercourse  decrees 
of  Napoleon,  as  well  as  on  the  lictTttn 
which  ultimately  defeated  their  pro- 
fessed purpose,  and  converted  them 
into  instruments  of  gain  for  himsc 
and  his  favourites,  by  whom  they  wei 
sold  to  speculators  at  enormous  v^iiC«%. 
The  ptoiuce  ol  q\h  cq\q^\«5,  wAtx^v 
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of  out'  manufacture?,  thus  found  tlicir 
wgy  into  the  Continent,  wlicre  they 
were  purrhiisct]  willi  an  nvtility  t.'n- 
hancrd  by  Ihe  complicaiitl  i]lfliciiUie<i 
oppoited  to  tlieir  iutroduction.     The 
condition  of  these  licences,  it  is  wvll 
known,  wa«,  that  a  concurrent  nnd 
equivalent  amount  of  French  growth 
or   industry   should    be  exported ;  for 
which  purpose,  as  Mr.  Alison  states, 
sUks.  dresses,  and  other  articles,  un< 
saleable  at  liome  front  change   nf  fa- 
shion, or  redundancy  of  stock,  were 
principally  chosen.     Shops  and  ware- 
houses  were  thus  swept  of  their  ac- 
cumulated lumber;    hut,  these   mate- 
rials being  strictly  prohibited  in  Kng- 
land,  they  were  necessarily  committed 
to  tlie  deep  before  the  licen&ed  ships 
reached  our  shores.     This   sacrifice, 
however,  was  trifling  compared  with 
the  resulting  profits  to  the  speculators ; 
and  Napoleon,  who  expected  tlial  the 
disencumhrancc    of    ihi'    warehouses 
would  impart  new  life  to  trade,  con- 
nived at  this  virtual  evasion  of  the 
licences,  while  his  coffers  were  filled 
by  the  cxce&sive  duties    paid  on  the 
imported  aiticles,  such  as  two  francs 
per  pound  on  tea  or  coHTee ;  tea  francs 
per   pound  on  Jesuit'e   bark,  &c.  by 
which  he  amassed,  a.^  Mr.  Alison  re- 
presents,   the    extraordinary   sum   of 
sixteen  millions  sterling,  or  four  hun- 
dred millions  of  francs. 

But  amongst  the  items  of  exports 
on  these  occasions,  one  of  moment, 
under  every  consideration,  has  not 
been  adverted  to  by  Mr.  Alison.  It 
\%  the  vast  quantity  of  books,  the  re- 
fuse of  the  trade. but  suffered  toposs  the 
French  Custom-house  nt  their  original 
prices,  and  generally  thrown  into  the 
sea,  or,  as  was  not  inaptly  expre<«fed, 
i»  wxMM  IMji/iini,  "sans  que  cette  le- 
gere  perte,"  (says  M.  Mourriennc  of 
these  sacriflces.J  *'  cau<aht  le  moiiidre 
dommage  h  la  spi-culation."  This 
writer,  who<.e  position  at  Hamburg 
afforded  him  the  best  means  of  infor- 
mation, applies  every  epithet  of  reprn- 
bation  to  Napoleon's  absurd  system, 
which  he  stigmatizes  at  "  odirux  et 
brutal"  (Me'nioires,  torn.  vti.  ch.  iv.]; 
but,  in  refcreacv  lo  the  books  ^I>  Ke- 


nouard,  the    Parinon   honUeller  and 
nccompH^hed  bibliogrnpher,  is.  as  may 
be  supposed,  our  best  authority.     In 
a  note  at   pages  2S0,  294,  of  the  fir>t 
volume  of  his  "  Catalogue  de  la  bib- 
liolhtque  d'un  Amateur,"   (ISI9,    4 
vols.  6vo.)  he  gives  some  curioos  de- 
tails on  the  (.ubject.  nnd  describes  in 
vivid   colours   the   injurioufi.  as  well 
as   iniquitous   measure.      "  Cette    gi-" 
gantesque  operation  des  licenses."  he 
observes,  "  absurde,  d^lirnnte  m^rae, 
on   l'exi?cuta  sans  la  coniprendre:    le 
but  priraitif  ct  principal  fut  perdu  do 
vuc  ■    fortement   ocruper    les    esprits 
par  un  mouvement  ejitmordinaire  ct 
subit,  absorber  une  grande  quantity  de 
produitB  fraD(,^ais,  ct  surtout  perccvoir 
des  millions,  elait  cc  qu'avait  vuula  le 
raattre."      And    again,  "  CVtait  un 
Strange  moyen  de  consnramer  les  pro- 
duits  franvais  que  de  le  faire  detruirc." 
&c.     Frauds,  at  length,  too  glaring  to 
be  overlookeil  were  practised,  the  con- 
sequence of  which  was  confiscation  of 
the  ships ;  and  utter  ruin  to  many  was 
the  final  result  of  these  speculations. 
'I'hc  booksellers  became  the  chief  enf- 
fi'rers  ;  for,  after  exhausting  the  refuse 
of  their  stock,  the  pn^R^es  were  put  in 
active  movement  to  supply  the  arising 
demand.     Neutral,  that  is,  American 
speculators  bought  ttie  cargoes  at  sea; 
and,  adds  M.  Kemiuord,  "  la  plupart 
de  ccux  qui  5e  fiilicitaient  de  ccs  ventos 
comme  d'une  sortc  d'aubaine,  y  trou- 
viTcnt  Icur  ruine.  .  .  .  lU  furent  punia

M.  J-OA  Ca^e^,  in  his  Memorial  dc 
Saintc  HelJnc,  (torn.  H.  3"*  paiiie» 
Lond.  1S2J,  p.  395).  relates  at  consi- 
derable length  a  conversation  which 
he  had  with  Napoleon,  ou  the  disap. 
polntment  he  cipcrienccd  when  pre- 
vented by  M.  P (I'aitoret),

ia  1813,  from  deriving  a  promised 
emolument  of^iOO  .000  francs  (1 6>000/.) , 
by  the  sale  of  two  millions  (80,000/.)

0  work  as  the  jillai  nitton^u^  in  three 
weeks,  sufficiently  evince*  the  maeni- 
ijJe  and  activity  of  these  operations. 

Keverting  to  M.   Kenotmrd,  whom 

1  liave  Ati  abiindaiitU'  t|U*')led  on  this 
subject,  1  may  be  allowed  to  observe, 
with  turjirize,  that  in  the  Bibliotheca 
Suwc\iana,  pageccxcii.  Dr.  Sigmond,

Mr.  Pi'ttigrew  to  oflVr  some  fnlmle  to 
the  memory  of  the  unforlunate  Strtv- 
l»i,  whom  he  dc^^ie^nates  *'  one  of  those 
extraordinaiy  individimU  whom  raaOj 
has  persecuted  in«itead  of  loved,  and 
consigned  to  death  instead  of  immor- 
tality." Yet,  surely,  it  is  to  thi$  deuth 
that  Servetus  owes  his  immortality;

Some  few  inaccuracies  have  also 
struck  me  in  Mr.  Alison's  volume — 
probably  of  tlie  press,  as  in  page 
24,  y^nrffrowey,  for  Andreossi  ;  and 
Dfsaaix.  for  Deaatx  (p.  400) ;  but  the 
error  of  calling  Junot  (pnge  523)  a 
Marshal,  is  his  own.  That  officer 
never  exceeded  the  rank  of  LicHfmant. 
(ifurrol,  which  correspond-*  with  that 
of  General  (in  full)  in  our  service. 

At  page  221.  the  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  francs,  offered  as  "  a  prize 
fur  the  best  trrati&e  on  the  best  means 
of  curing  the  rromp,"  is  represented  as 
equivalent  to  4&00/.  instead  of  480/. 

1  take  the  liberty  of  submitting  ft 
few  other  tnaccorneies.  which  ibe  rapid 
perusal  of  a  work,  whose  altrnclions 
re]ielled  all  interruptinn,  indicated  to 
me;  prcmis-ing  that  no  author  is  belter 
entitled  than  Mr.  Alison  to  the  Ho- 
ratian  indulgence,  •*  Vcrum  opcrc  in 
longo  fas  est  obrepcre  Mimnum."

a  work  on  the  subject  ro  a$  to  nttioct 
Napoleon's  notice,  and  who  subac- 
qiicnlly,  al  dinniT,  adroitly  introduced 
the  topic  io  conversation,  and  alTurded 
hira,  who  was  unconscioua  of  this 
courtly  device,  an  opportonily  of  as* 
tonifthing  Alexander  by  such  a  proof 
of  rocmorv.  The  anecdote  first  ap- 
peared in  M.  Ue  Beau»set*ft  Memoirs, 
and  thence  was  copied  by  Constant, 
and  others. 

Of  the  interpolations  in  works  pub- 
liclied  during  the  Imperial  sway«  I 
can  state  a  signal  instance.  A  trans- 
lation of  "Los  Irabajos  de  Persilee  y 
Stgisnionda,"  by  Cervantes  (in  his 
NtnvUat)  appeared  at  Paris  in  1808, 
by  M.  Dubournial,  under  the  title  of 
"  Les  Pele'rins  du  Nord."in  which  a 
passage  is  inserted,  apparently  pro- 
phetic of  Napoleon's  reign  and  achieve- 
ments. The  series  of  his  exploits  up 
to  that  period  is  so  naturally  inter- 
woven  with  the  text,  that  it  had  not  the 
slighlc&t  scmblauce  of  interpolation  : 
it  in  fact  did  pa&s  for  genuine  with 
those  who  habitually  looked  upon  him, 
as  it  was  his  object  to  appear,  "  the 
predestined  of  Heaven."  A  compart* 
«on  witli  the  original  would,  of  course, 
have  detected  the  imposture  ;  but  few 
were  desirous  of  being  undeceived, 
nor  was  it  prudent  to  try  it. 

In  adverting  to  the  gross  flattery  of 
the  legislative  and  corporate  bodicf. 
when  addressing  Napoleon  (p.  303), 
Mr.  Alison  observes,  "Thcir'a  was 
not  the  exultation  of  freemen,  but  the 
adulation  of  blaves  ;  and  the  ela&sical 
scholar  recognized  with  pain,  in  their 
studied  flowers,  the  well-known  lan- 
guage of  Byzantine  reading.*'  Out 
the  Byzantine  writers  form  no  part  of 
classical  scholarship.  Their  lan^age, 
indeed,  was  Greek,  as  that  of  moi^t 
writers  in  Western  Europe  during  the 
ttamc  periml.  was  Latin;  but  neither 
the  one  nor  the  other  have  ever  been 
considered  classical.  A  ranch  more 
legitimate  reference  miglil  have  been 
made  to  the  genuine  and  recognized 
clast»ics  : — the  Onilious  of  t-icern  j  the 
History  of  Palerculus  ;  the  Panegyrici 
V»lere«,  inclinllrw:  Pliny,  Vir[:i!,  Mu* 
race,  Ovid,  k-  i!ity

of  S46).      Tacitus    (Annot.   iv.    ir.l'j 
says,  "adulntio.  quR,  corruutis  mort-^ 
bos,  perinde  anceps,  9%  nulla,  el  ubi 
nimia  est;"  and,  under  the  auftpicii.>u«. 
Tiberius,    exaggerated    flattery     majr^ 
have  been  dangerous-  but  seldom  in*' 
deed  has  it  been  found  so.     'l*he  short 
article  in  Theophrastus  \{\ap,  B.)  vtfA' 
xoXoxciar.  is  worth  rcadin|;oo  the  sub- 
ject :  but  our  own   history  furniahea 
abundant  instances  of  e(|ual  baiencsvj 
during  the  empire  of  the  Tudors  and 
Stonrts,   from    the    Uoivpraitici,   the 
Episcopal  and   Judicial  Benche?,  Ba- 
con, &c. 
»Thc  sufferings  uf  the  »tat§.prUomtTt 
are  well  described  at  page  40S  :  "  Ono 
day,"  it  is  there  stated,  "  there  arrived 
at  the  doors  of  these  gloomy  abodes  a 
young  nobleman  ....  the  next,  an 
aged  priest  in  the  decline  of  life  (rather 
a  pleonasm),  wbuse  gray  hairs  were 
sent  tu  hUtm'htm,  amidst  the  snows  of 
the  Alps."     The  verb  hUmrJwn  is,    I 
l»elieve,  not  Knglif>h,  at  least  not  of 
modern  usage;  but  possibly  in  Scot- 
land, tlic  German  or  Saxon  termina- 
lion  of  6/etfeA  may  be  preserved.     Mr. 
Alison  also  uses  the  verb  to  aveant 
(page  641,  &c.)  for  wtmt,  quite  unau- 
ihorizedly,   I  believe;  and,  instead  of 
the  UKual,  to  ttrike  a  hhtr,   he  »ay« 
(pp.  "02 — "04,  &c.)  to  de!»H-r  a  blow. 
So    long    ago    as    1759   (Itith  .\pril) 
l^rd  Chesterfield   wrote  to  hts   son, 
"There  is  an  history  lately  come  out 
of  the  reigns  of  Mary  (^ucen  of  Scots 
and   her    son,  by   one   Robertson,   a 
Scotrhman,  which  for  clearness,  puri- 
ty,  and   dignity   of  style,    I    will    not 
scruple  to  compare  with  the  best  his- 
torians," 8cc.   And  few,  indeed,  if  any, 
arc    the    Scotticisms    discoTcrable    in 
Robertson.     Mr.  Alison  should  not  be 
less  careful  to  avoid  them.  Perhaps  Mr. 
Alison  would  also  do  well  to  be  more 
sparing  of  epithets,  which,  as  Gold- 
smith in  introducing  the  ballad  of  the 
Hermit   in    the    Vicar  of  Waketield 
says,  "  only  improve  the  sounds  wifch-

A  DEEP  iatrrcit  must  attach  to  the 
histojy    of    that     peninsular    enunty 
which  has   been   connected   with  the 
earliest  ofour  comnitrrcial  transacttuns, 
whose  grolog)-,  antiquilk's,  and  infaa* 
bitanta  furuisb  matter  inviting  to  the 
inquirer  into  natural  history,  archaro- 
logy,   fflmily  descent,  biography,  and 
manncra.     Cornwall  has  accordingly 
been  treated  on  (although  Romewliat 
•uperficially,  or  at  least  unequiilly  in 
relation  to  its  various  detatUJ   by  se- 
veral writerft.  from  Carew  downwards. 
A  manual  of  moilerate  price  and  con- 
Ttoient  size  (for  the  cumbruus  form  of 
the  folio  is  now  judiciouiiU'  n-jcclcd 
from  almost  all  branches  of  literatun*), 
which  might  bring  into  one  focus  the 
information    of   former    writers    and 
supply  theirdeficiencics,  has  long  been 
B  desideratum   for  the  tupiigrnpliy  of 
Cornwall.    Such  a  work  tlio  vcni-rablc 
eX'pr<!sident  of  the  Hoyal  Society  now 
lay*   before  as.     The   history   ot  ihe 
county,  by  tIaU.  who  settled  in  Corn- 
wall about  the  close  of  the  seventeenth 
cenlury.    wa»    partially    publiiiLed    in 
numbers  in  the  year  17^0,  eleven  years 
after  his  ileceaae-     Tonkin,  a  gcntlf- 
man   of  ancient   family   in   Curawall, 
made   his    collections   simultaneously 
with  Hals,  but  with  scarcely  any  in- 
tercommunication on  the  subject  on 
which  both  wen*  engaged.    The  larger 
portionof  the  unpublished  part  of  Hals' 
MS.  has  been  fortunately  recovered  by 
Mr.  Gilbert,  an  hiatus  here  and  there 
occurring ;  this,  together  with  the  part 
already  printed  and  the  topographical 
notices    of  Tonkin,   he  has  now  first 
edited  collcftivt?ly  ;  and  to  these  mate- 
rials, the    groundwork   of  his  nnihi- 
taking,    he    adds    his    own     remarks, 
rendered    interesting   by   his  pcr5Qnai 
knawlcdgc  of  ihe  county  and  connec- 
tion with  it  by  family  descent.    'ITie 
iofurmatioa  coittaitied  in  ihc^e  addi- 
tions to  Hals  and  Tonkin  must  ever 
GtNT.

constitute  a  very  esfimahle  feature  in 
the  work,  for  thus  completion  bos  been 
given,  up  to  the  present  day,  to  a 
series  of  contcm(>orary  local  notices 
which  ever  acquire  increase  of  value  as 
the  sand  of  time  runs  on.  Mr.  Gil- 
bert of  course  avaiJH  himself  occasion- 
ally  uf  tlie  contributiuns  of  Carew, 
Burlase,  Polwhile,  the  ingenious  but 
speculative  Whitaker,  and  Lysons,  to 
his  subject;  nor  dues  he,  in  the  Ap- 
pendix of  his  work,  neglect  ihe  early 
Itinerant  comments  of  William  of  Wor- 
cester, of  lA'land.  or  the  Inng-drawn 
Alexandrine  couplets  of  tuneful  Mi- 
chael Drayton^ 

"  Upon  the  utmost  end  of  Cornwall's  far- 
rowing besk." 
A  brief  grnenlogicfti  note  of  the  pre- 
vailing strata  and  mineral  products  of 
the  county  is  added  to  each  parochial 
division,  from  the  pen  of  Dr.  Boase. 

The  first  point  which  arrests  Ihe  at- 
tention of  the  antiquary  in  considering 
the  county  of  Cornwall,  is  Ihf  peifect 
similarity  which  its  remains  and  names 
of  places  offer  in  common  with  those 
of  the  principality  of  Wales  :  its  local 
epithets   of  Llao,   Tr^,    B6d,    Moen, 
Pen,  Din,  Dun  or  Diuas,  Gaer,  Gear 
or  Caer,  &e.  &c,  its  hills,  forts,  crom. 
lecha.  stone  circles,  sepulchral  pillars, 
the  huly  men  ur  nnttve  British  saintsi 
whose  name«  distinguish  its  churcheflj' 
prove  the  national   identity  of  the  in- 
habitants of  both  di<>tricts.    I'he  editor 
has  rather  incidentally  than  particu- , 
larly  enforced  these  observations,  and 
we  may  therefore  iifler  a   few  supple* 
raentary  notee.     Doubtless  the  Saxont' 
termed  the  province  Cnjin  ]V*;ihij-,  i.  ». 
Corn  Wales,  from  Copii.  ahorn  or  pro- 
jection, and  J^eah^j-,  from   the  Celtic 
people   which    inhabited    it,   by    iheiA 
considered    as  pealh,   or   barbarous. 
This  iti    indeed    the  outmost  westera 
corner  of  our  land,  and  waii  as  sigoiH- 
cantly  termed  Cornwall,  as  Cantium, 
or   Kent,  that  other  eminent  division 
of  our  isle,  was  so  nanicd  from   it» 
position  in  a  cantle  or  angular  divi* 
sioD.     The  root  of  the  Cornith   lan- 
guage  was   the  same  as  that  of  the 
WcUhj  but  largely  amaL^uiA.\%4^\'C& 
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Ihc  Soxoo ;  for.  while  the  Cymry  of  the 
Principality  h)ng  kept  the  Saxons  at 
bay.  and  even  to  this  day  regard  ua  as 
their  deacendants  with  some  degree 
of  national  antipathy,  the  Cymry  of 
Daumonift,  Devon  and  Cornwall,  nd- 
inltted  their  juri»dtctioD,  and  received 
thnn  oa  denizens  of  their  suit,  who^e 
subterrene  riches  wt-re  sufficit^ntty  in- 
viting for  commercial  enterpri/e  and 
emigration.  At  the  Refiirniatian,  a 
Liturgy  wa»  corupilt-d  for  ihe  Welsh 
in  their  own  native  tongue,  while  the 
Cornish  were  »uf!ieienlly  anglicised  to 
receive  the  Kngli&h  forftiula  of  devo- 
tion. Hals  states,  however,  that  in 
the  parish  of  St.  Feoc,  near  Falmouth, 
about  the  year  IG40,  Mr.  .lackman, 
the  chaplain  of  Pendennii  Castte,  was 
obliged  to  administer  the  sacrament  to 
cuinmunicant»  in  ihe  Cornish  tongue, 
bociiu«e  tJ)e  aged  peuple  did  not  will 
understand  the  Rnglish.  F.very  ve^- 
tigtof  this  oldCymro-SttKon  jnrgon  has 
however  paat  away,  except  it  be  indeed 
the  use  of  a  few  pronouns  decidedly 
Saxon.  And  we  remember,  when  in 
Cornwall  some  years  since,  the  only 
expresfion  purely  Cornish  which  we 
observed  to  be  retained  in  common 
parlance,  was  the  word  piUem,  signify- 
ing dust;  evidently  the  same  term  an 
the  Welsh  pylor,  and  both  derived 
from  the  Latin  puivu.  It  would  in- 
deed he  no  diOicult  matter  tu  shew  that 
the  Britons  had  adopted  Latin  terms 
into  their  language,  from  long  associa- 
tion with  the  Romans),  to  the  extent 
ofallcast  one-third  of  the  whole  stuck, 
which,  like  that  of  alt  primitive  lan- 
guages, was  originally  by  oo  means 
rich  in  terms,  hut  had  many  single 
expressions  of  geriernl  appllcatinn  to 
various  objects.  The  Cornish  towns 
and  villages,  and  the  original  Cornish 
families,  retain,  however,  to  thi»  day 
the  indfliblc  impress  uf  their  national 
descent.  The  etymology  of  their  names, 
almost  always  significant,  is  constantly 
added  throughout  this  work,  the  editor 
often  rettifNing  the  derivaliona  pro- 
posed by  others.

the  great  wall.  We  heed  not  remind 
our  readers  that  the  Phoenicians  and 
Greeks  are  Buppoaed  tn  have  traded 
with  Cornwall  for  tliat  her  staple 
commodity  tin,  which  the  Greeks 
termed  KncoiTtpoi,  and  conferred  on 
the  Cornish  coast  aud  adjacent  isles 
tlie  title  Cassiterides.  The  mo&t  an- 
cit-nt  process  of  obtuining  tin  was.  we 
believe,  by  means  of  stream  works,  for 
%\hich  mode  of  alluvial  operation  the 
parish  of  St.  Austell  was  remarkable, 
and  the  nature  of  which  is  described 
as  follows  by  Dr.  Boase. 

"  This  parittli  has  long  been  celebrated 
far  its  stream  works,  which  are  ililuvial 
bcdv  cootj)iotng  tiu  ore.  Tbey  are  gene- 
rally found  in  deep  vallies  where  rivulets 
How,  which  ore  used  in  sepsraring  the  tia 
ore.  by  its  iiifcnor  specific  gravity,  from 
roinunn  stnnes  or  pebbles;  heuce  the 
nmne  of 'siream-works.'  The  nature  of 
iUvnK  ()e]N)flits  varies  srcording  to  the  po- 
sitions which  llicy  "criipy  Ijctwcen  the  sea 
anil  the  granite,  wbeoL^  the  sunniferouj 
strata  were  derived. 

"  Pcntewan  stream-work  is  om)  of  tbe 
nwiX  interesting  in  the  whole  county.  Itjt 
lowest  bt!d  ron.tifttJt  i(f  prltblf^,  gm\elf  and 
tin  ore.  nnd  it  rests  on  the  sultd  rock. 
Immediately  above  this  tin-^round  is  a 
block  htriitum  of  vegetable  remains  among 
which  are  stumjis  of  trees,  standing  erect, 
with  their  roots  penetratiog  dowruwards 
ioto  iKe  brd  of  ^rnrc-l.  Tliis  subtrrrnneau 
forettt  sUmls  forly-cight  feet  below  high- 
water  mark  ;  showing  that  there  must 
have  been  o  change  in  the  relative  sea 
level.  On  tbi«  vegetable  bed  rcpoites  a 
tldek  stratum  of  sitt,  intermixed  with 
horns  of  deer,  and  with  other  relics  of 
lanil  nnlmnls,  and  also  with  detached 
pieces  of  timber.  TbU  silt  is  of  the  .Hnme 
description  us  that  now  forming  in  the 
Truro  river,  and  iu  other  cstuarie»  on  t)u: 
const ;  and  it  contains  biycrs  of  shelU 
peruliar  to  sueh  situniionj. 

*'Ttiii  sdt  (ft  rovered  by  a  deep  defKiait 
of  nticrouf  sand,  in  which  m-cur  various 
rciitain-'i,  pnucipoily  uf  murine  orii;in ; 
and  liitly,  over  this  lie*  another  btd  of 
«dt  likftiie  pmtding.whieli  i-eufhcstothe 
MiirtUec,  whcjrt  a  thin  mm-sh  sotl  is  now  in 
n  Ktate  of  rullivalion.  'Dir  upper  bed  of

The  tin  when  fimeltid  \t  moulded 
into  iogots,  and  sent  to  be  fitanipe.i  at 
the  pMvilrped  stannary  towD&.  Thi^ 
opcratinii  i<j  called  its  coiuuce.  Under 
the  Kditnr'a  nnteH  on  the  parish  of  Si. 
Karth,  we  have  the  following  arcuuat 
of  the  smelting  of  tin  : 

"Tin,  hy  the  lawn  of  llie  Ktaiinarirs, 
must  Iw  rediircd  to  the  mclnUir  ?italr  in 
C'om-)ri»11 ;  ind  much  \v*%  (|u&ntttie«  of 
coal  arc  required  than  in  the  caF>c  of  rop- 
per.  Till  about  the  connncncennrnt  of 
ibo  last  century,  all  the  tin  ores  of  Cora- 
wall  were  »uiplted  in  small  Uast  furnnees, 
hy  means  of  charcoal  or  of  peat.  At 
thit  period  snine  Ciennanfl  introjucedlhe 
reverbcialory  furnace,  and  with  ic  the  use 
of  eoal.  Several  smelting- ho  use*  were 
immediately  crrngfructcd  by  the  ^atlrmen 
of  tbc  county,  and,  nithougb  not  among  the 
first,  that  at  Trelawcth.  I  have  ascer- 
tained the  exact  period  of  its  building, 
from  thi»  circumstance,  tliat  the  workmen 
wera  interrupted  by  the  total  eclipse  of 
the  fUn,  wbirh  ha{)peaed  ubout  ftftern 
minatcs  before  nine  oa  the  2?d  of  April. 
1715.  O.  S. 

*'  Mr.  Henry  Daviea,  the  Editor's 
p%at-unelc,  was  among  thotte  who  con* 
tnbuted  to  the  building,  and  tbe  crest  of 
till  arms,  a  lamb  carrying  a  fla;;,  wa^ 
adopted  as  a  mark  to  distintj^nli  tlic  uLibs 
ofthix  hou«e ;  all  the  different  sniclling 
and  blowing  hoiues  having  alwuya  used 
specific  marks.  Tlie  crett  bad,  1  presume, 
been  ortginnlly  taken  in  aIIu»ion  to  the 
Welch  and  Corninh  pound,  at  least,  of  his 
name:  damn  heing^  Comi^h  for  a  !iheep, 
or  perhaps  a  shepherd.

From  BoilftH  Mr.  Gilbert   derives 


his  accoant  of  that  curious  arena  fup 
ancient  Cornish  9]iorts,  St.  Piran'a 
Round : — 

"  llie  area  of  tbe  amphitheatre  is  per- 
fectly level,  and  about  cue  hundred  and 
thirty  feet  in  diameter.  Tbe  bf.nchea, 
tcvcn  in  number,  ri^c  eight  feet  from  ths 
area.  Tbe  top  of  the  ramiiarl  ia  seveu' 
feet  wide;  it  -ilopes  externally  into  a  foaa, 
which  rise*  by  another  slope  to  the  Ictei 
of  the  country.  There  ta  a  circular  pit 
nearly  in  the  centre,  thirteen  feet  in  di- 
nmetcr,  and  three  feet  deep,  tbe  tildes  also 
stopIuK.  Half  way  down  is  a  bench  of 
tuif,  HO  formed  na  to  reduce  the  bottom 
tu  an  ellip»i«  ;  and  a  fiballow  trench  four 
feet  six  inches  wide,  ami  one  foot  deep» 
muH  in  an  eoalrrly  direction  to  the  nearest 
part  of  the  circle,  where  it  termiualea 
in  a  5cnii-oval  cavity  extending  eleven 
feet  from  north  to  south,  and  nine  feet 
from  cast  to  west,  making  a  breach  in  th« 
benches. 

"lliis  and  other  simtlarworks  in  Com- 
wall,  ore  believed  to  have  accommodated 
f^reat  num^>eni  of  tt])eclatt>n<  M-ben  the 
Guary  Mir,  or  miracle  playx,  were  per- 
formed. One  of  them,  nieatiuned  by 
Doctor  Uorlase,  '  Tlie  Creation  of  tbc 
World,'  with  Mr.  Keigwyu'a  Tranalalion, 
tbe  editor  of  thin  work  has  given  to  the 
pnbhr,  and  also  the  Metricjil  History  of 
tbe  Tassion  of  our  Saviour  ou  Mount  Cal- 
vary.'* 

Amon^  the  notices  of  early  eccleai- 
nstical  edifices  in  this  work,  that  of 
the  Church  of  Feranzabuloe  might 
here  cl.-vim  particular  attention,  but 
thnt  wc  have  already  referred  to  tbe 
subject  al  some  length  in  our  review 
of  the  Kfcv.  Mr,  Collins's  volume, 
"  Pcranzabuloc,  or  the  I.oit  Church 
found."*  The  architectural  features  of 
that  little  edifice  arc  hiffhly  interest-  ' 
ing.  The  doorway  described  by  Mr. 
Gilbert  OS  "highly  ornamented/'  is 
delineated,  although  vith  no  very 
satisfactory  prcciaion,  in  tbe  illnstra- 
liona  of  Mr.  CoUina's  clever  little  trea- 
tise. The  keV'Slouc  represents  the 
head  nf  a  tiger  or  leopard,  and  tbe 
decorations  of  the  arch  and  jambs  of 
the  opening  are  composed  of  a  chevron 
ornament,  not  disposed  in  the  zig-tag 
form,  but  in  parallel  lines.  This 
portal  uffurds  therefore  a  remark- 
able link  between  the  Roranno- British 
and  Saxon  styles,  allowing  that  the 
little  oratory  dedicated  to  St.   Piran

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might  be  contcmporaneoas  with  the 
m'mUtry  in  the  fourth  century  of  that 
christian  pastor  and  patron  of  the  tin- 
ners. St.  German's  Abtwy,  or  rather 
it4  venerable  church,  still  remaining, 
ranks  second  in  chronological  order 
among  the  pcclesia.'*lical  remains  uf 
Cornwall.  There  are  portions  of  the 
nbovc  fttructurc  which  we  have  little 
doubt  were  in  existence  at  the  periud 
of  the  Domeidny  Survey,  (see  Vol.  11. 
p.  59).  St.  Anthony's  Church,  in  the 
flundred  of  Powder^  is  another  re- 
markable vestige;  here  waa  formerly 
a  cell  of  Augustine  canons,  and  a 
church  founded  in  Il'24by  William 
Warlewast,  Bi;abop  of  Exeter  (sec  vol. 
I.  p.  27).  Of  this  edifice,  the  door- 
way, still  existing,  is  very  curious, 
although,  from  its  obscure  situation  in 
a  small  peninsula,  east  of  Falmouth 
harliour,  it  is  unnoticed  by  Lyaons  and 
other  writers  on  the  topography  of 
Cornwall.  The  duor-way  of  St, 
Anthony's  Church  has,  among  itA  deco- 
rations, the  Holy  Lamb,  and  various 
Greek  ornaments  arranged  over  the 
arch  in  semicircular  compartments ; 
in  one  of  these  is  exhibited  a  design  of 
semicircular  arches,  intersecting  each 
other,  in  allusion,  probably,  to  that 
architectural  arrangement  which  many 
have  supposed  gave  rise  to  the  iwiated 
arch. 

The  athletic  diversions  of  the  Cor- 
nish we  niny  here  subjoin.  They  were 
hurting,  wrestling,  and  archeiy;  and 
our  historians  bear  testimony  to  the 
powerful  bow  and  cloth-yard  arrow 
which  they  were  able  to  draw.  ]n  the 
seal  of  West  Looe,  vol.  iv,  p.  21,  we 
have  an  excellent  representation  of  a 
Coroiiih  Bowman  of  the  time  of  James 
the  Firhl  ;  his  head  is  defcnde*!  by  a 
raoiiofl,  he  has  the  whistle  of  the  na- 
val service.  Loo  being  a  sea  port,  de- 
pendent round  hi»  neck  by  a  chain, 
a  rapier  by  Itis  side,  in  one  hand  an 
arrow,  in  the  nther  a  bow  ;  the  armw 
is  diapropQitionably  lariic,  but  by  it 
we  are  able  to  ascertain  the  cut  of  the 
feallien}  and  form  of  the  head  or  pile, 
which  is  triangular,  probably  a  solid 
prism — like  those  uf  the  airnws  tttill 
|»refler%ed  in  the  county  at  Cothcle,* 
and  witliunt  a  barb.

The  Cheese  VVrinc  and  Lojr&n  Stone

Ou  tbe  wesrern 
title  of  the  middle  gronpe,  near  the  top» 
lies  n  very  large  atone,  so  evenly  poised* 
that  any  band  may  move  it  to  or  fro  ;  but 
the  extremities  of  it«  base  are  nt  such  a 
dislani^e  from  each  other,  and  to  well 
secured  by  tbeir  nearnets  ro  the  stone 
which  it  stretrhcH  itself  upon,  that  it  ia 
morally  imposiible  thnt  any  lever,  or 
indeed  force  (however  applied  in  a  me- 
chanical way'i  ran  remove  it  from  its 
present  iittaation.* 

"This  rather  over- strong  eipreulon 
piqued  the  vanity  ofagnllnnt  and  intrepid 
otttoer,  commanding  on  armed  vessel  ou 
the  roast,  in  lH^-1,  wbn  maintained  that 
notliiog  cnuld  be  impossible  to  tbe  courage 
and  skill  of  British  acamen.andtherefuref 
attended  by  ten  or  twcUe  of  his  men. 
Lieutenant  Goldsmith,  nephew  of  iba 
celebrated  novelist  and  poet  (for  it  would 
even  )h'  nnjtidt  to  withlidld  his  name,  as 
connected  with  o  transaction  on  the  whole 
redounding  to  his  credit),  went  on  the 
eighth  of  April  to  the  rock,  and  there,  by 
a  continued  application  of  their  united 
strength,  they  threw  this  huge  mass  into 
vibrations  of  such  extent  as  to  cause  tbe 
convex  surface  at  loMt  to  slide  from  ill 
horizontal  bast-,  most  fortunately  ia  tbe 
direction  opposite  to  thnt  in  which  they 
stood.  The  rock  was  saved  from  falling 
to  the  ground,  and  from  thence  pn)bably 
into  tbu  sea,  by  a  narrow  chasm  which 
caught  it  in  (he  descent. 

"  Mr.  Goldsmith  having  thus  achieved 
what  Imd  liccu  declared  impOBSihlr  by  the 
highest  authority  that  Cornwall  could  pro- 
duce, mutit  have  congratuUtcil  himself  on 
such  complete  suf'cess ;  but  the  sensa- 
tioos  of  ail  the  neighbourhood  went  en- 
tirely at  variance  from  those  of  the  gal- 
lant ollicer ;  fears  were  rven  entertained 
for  bis  life  ;  and  a  meeting  of  tbe  Magis- 
trotes  and  principal  {lersons  was  con- 
templated, for  the  pur|>u«e  of  representing 
the  affair  to  Goveniment :  but  the  Editor 
of  ttii-i  wnrk  lieing  tneu  in  Ixindon,  and 
having  the  honour  of  lieing  known  in  all 
the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty,  he  went  there, 
and  reprvsentinK  the  etploit  that  had 
been  performed  iu  the  light  of  nn  indis- 
creet frolic,  he  proposed  that  the  Ad- 
miralty should  leitd  a  proper  apparatus, 
and  send  it  from  Ilymouth,  while  he  on 
his  part  would  endeavour  t«  raise  an  ade- 
quate sum  o(  money  ;  and  that  Ijeu- 
ccnanl  Goldsmith,  uving  thrown  down 
this  natural  curiosity,  ahonld  superintend 
the  putting  it  up  again.  The  terms  were 
accepted,  and  thlrteca  capstans,  with 
blocks,  chains,  Btc  were  sent  from  tbe 
dock.yanl.

The  replacing:  LanyoD  Cromlech  by 
these  means,  revives  a  6Ugg;e5tian 
that  has  often  occurrvd  to  u»  in  thfs^ 
days,  when  uur  national  antiquities 
have  rcccivid  so  much  conservative 
and  restorative  attention,  that  some- 
thinjE  in  a  hinular  way  might  be  done 
to  replace,  in  ita  primitive  anange- 
mcnt,  that  magnificent  temple  of  ihe 
druid  priesthood— Stoneht-nge.  A«ub- 
scriptiufl  sufficient  for  this  purpose 
would  be  worthy  the  encrgiei  of  those 
who  have  rescued  the  Lady  Chapel  of 
St.  Saviour'*,  and  the  fane  entombing 
Shakepere,  from  the  omnipotent  de- 
6troyer. 

The  author  infnrraa  us  in  the  first 
volume  of  his  woik,  p.  '2(>7,  that  be 
lias  bten  rs^vecially  careful  to  pre&ene 
all  buch  anecdotes  and  narratives  as 
illustrate  the  timcb  to  which  they  re- 
late ;  many  of  these  are  of  a  highly 
interesting  naturCi  and  may  nt  a  fu- 
ture titne  claim  our  attcnliun.  Xa- 
mcrous  indeed  are  the  topics  which 
nro  incidenlly  touched  on  in  these  vo- 
lumes, conveying  either  pleasing  or 
useful  information.  This  Parochial 
History  of  Cornwall  muftt.  we  predict, 
make  its  way  to  the  hands  of  every 
iotelltgent  ^e^ide^t  in  the  county  ;  for 
all  persons  have  some  curiosity  to 
\je  informed  of  the  hib^tnrical  circum- 
stances which  attach  to  the  imme- 
diate neighlMiurhofid  of  their  dwcli- 
ing«.  These  four  ociavo  volume*  will 
also  be  an  acceptable  addition  to  the 
abclvea  of  the  to[>ogra]jhical  antiquary.

THE  numbtra  which  are  enomerft- 
lird  nt  the  hvad  of  thu  arhdc  illus- 
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Irate  twt-Ive  of  the  ecclesiastical  edi- 
fices of  the  metropolis,  in  addition  to 
those  which  formed  the  subjects  of  the 
portion  already  reviewed. 

!>T.  Andrew  UNOEnsaAFT  ia  one 
of  the  few  churches  which  escajicd  the 
effects  of  the  great  fire,  and  is  equally 
happy  in  having  bten  left  untouched 
by  the  hands  of  innovation.  It  la 
one  of  the  latest  specimens  of  ge- 
nuine  pointed  architecture,  and  has 
preserved  the  integrity  of  its  original 
design  in  an  unu?ual  »latr  of  per- 
fection. Two  engtavinRB  uo  steel 
and  one  on  wood  are  dedicated  to 
the  tllu^tj-ation  of  the  structure;  the 
view  of  the  interior  displays  the  ele- 
gant features  of  the  church  to  good 
advanta)j;e.  In  a  work  like  this  it 
ntiglit  have  been  rrasDiiably  expect- 
ed, that  the  mo.<it  minute  particulars, 
relating  to  the  edifices  to  which  it 
is  solely  dedicated,  would  have  been 
given :  we  regret  to  observe  that  many 
instances  of  important  omissiuns  in 
this  rx'gard  occur  throughout  the  de- 
scriptions. On  one  of  the  cor- 
bels of  the  roof  of  this  church  ia 
the  date  l.'>32,  marking  the  completion 
of  Ihc  edifice,  which  is  unnoticed  by 
Mr,  Godwin.  The  name  of  the  donor 
of  the  eastern  window,  Sir  Christo- 
pher Clilhcrow.  was  surely  deserving 
cff  record  ;  and  the  rich  collection  of 
armorial  bearings  in  the  other  windows 
ought  not  tn  have  been  passed  over 
entirely  unnoticed  as  if  such  things 
had  no  existence.  Surely  particulars 
like  these  are  more  closely  oUied  to 
the  subject  matter  of  the  work  before 
ua.  than  the  account  of  ancient  aacrt- 
ficee  to  "  fionuDca,"  the  information 
about  Robin  Mood,  and  the  bones  of 
St.  Ursula,  nnd  her  virgin  companions, 
which,  1^ays  the  author.  "  ve  have  seen 
at  Cologne." 

One  of  the  engravings  represents 
the  monument  uf  the  father  of  EnglJudi 
topographical  aittiquartes'-Stnwe,  who 
ij  eppruprifttely  repicsenlcd  with  his 
pen  and  book.  a.«  in  the  act  of  wri- 
ting;  it  reads  nn  instructive  lesson  to 
\.\w.  modern  school  of  book. making 
authors,  who  would  be  more  appro- 
piiaicly  dfpuicd  with  a  basin  of  paste 
and  A  poir  of  scissors,  the  most  elTec- 
tun,)  m3tiumrr>'  '  lurtinz,  at  ihr

of  pbicej*  ttrvt  1  «M.if  itiij,  and  of  fdi- 
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flees,  whose  meribi  Ihe  writers  are  in- 
capable ofapprecmling. 

St.  BARTHOtOMEW.  BY  THK  ttnVAL 

ExcHA^cic,  or  more  properly  St.  Bar- 
tholumcw  tbi*  Lillle.  for  the  church 
exi&ti'd  before  the  edifice  frum  which 
it  derives  its  modern  name,  is  one  of 
the  tno&t  conspicuous,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  is,  In  iu  exterior  features, 
one  of  the  most  uneightly  stractures 
in  London  ;  vet.  from  an  evident  want 
of  judgment  in  the  distribution  of  the 
plates,  two  views  of  the  exterior  are 
allotted  to  the  display  of  ita  rude 
walls,  while  but  one  unsatisfactory 
wood-cut  is  allowed  to  Sir  Christopher 
Wren's  handsome  ppire  ofST.  Antho- 
LiN,  and  this  latter  object  is  drawn 
from  Rurh  a  point  of  view,  that  the 
steeple,  which,  as  Mr.  Godwin  ob- 
•cnres,  "  rises,  as  it  always  should 
rise,  directly  from  the  ground,"  is 
mode  to  appear  as  if  it  sprung  out  of 
the  body  of  the  church. 

Alluallows,  Bread  Street,  is 
dismissed  a.i  summarily  as  the  last 
church.  A  far  rnorc  effective  view 
of  the  eiteritir  i&  given ;  and  this 
is  perhaps  lut  much  as  its  rank  as 
a  building  requires.  After  all,  how- 
ever,  exteriors  of  the  churches  have 
been  represented  so  often  in  every  size 
and  with  every  degree  of  talent,  that 
it  lA  scarcely  worth  while  to  add  to 
the  slock  already  on  hand  ;  views  of 
the  interiors  would  be  certainly  ori- 
ginal, and  worth  possessing,  as  well  on 
account  of  the  merits  of  the  buildings 
as  the  certainty  of  their  being  giveu 
for  the  6r«t  time. 

Sr.  Olavk,  llAnr  SmtBT,  an  an- 
dent  church,  is  illustiated  by  two  en- 
gravings on  Hteel ;  one  of  which  ts  an 
interior  view.  As  the  nuthurhas  avail- 
ed himself  of  a  very  excellent  account 
of  that  church,  by  J.  U.  Gardiner, 
E^q.  the  architect  of  the  recent  re- 
pairs, which  appeared  in  our  pages, 
the  descriptive  portion  may  be  regard- 
ed as  complete. 

St.  Dvnstax  in  the  East. —  To 
this  church,  certainly  a  fair  specimen 
of  modern  Gothic,  three  views  on  steel 
and  wood  are  dedicated.  The  steeple 
ts  perhaps  better  known  than  any  si- 
milar work  iu  London  ;  it  was  erected 
after  the  j^rcat  fire  by  Sir  Christopher 
Wrco  :  hut  »>  VB|;ue  Is  the  language 
of  tlie  iuscripltou  formerly  on  the 
porch  of  the  late  church  (which  wc 


observe  is  omitted  by  Mr.  Godwin). 
that  if  it  was  relied  on  strictly  as  an 
historical  memorial,  it  would  bejudged 
that  Sir  Christopher  only  repaired  m 
previously  existing  steeple  at  the  same 
time  that  he  patched  up  the  remains 
of  the  old  church. 

The  east  end  of  St.  Mahy  the  Vik- 
oi.x,  Aldcrmanbury,  is  shown  in  a 
vignette;  the  unty  illostration  of  the 
church.  The  picture  of  the  Last 
Supper  at  the  altar,  slightly  noticed 
by  Mr.  Godwin,  is  attributed  to  "  Old 
I'Vanks,"  and  was  presented  to  the 
church  by  Mr.  Whitchurch,  clejk  to 
the  Brewers'  Company;  the  donor  of 
the  font,  "  Richard  Chandler,  Esq. 
1 673."  is  not  mentioned. 

St.  Dukstas  in  thb  West  ie  il- 
lustrated by  an  exterior  upon  steel, 
and  a  wood-cut  of  ihe  old  church ; 
and  St.  Michael,  Counuili.,  by  an 
engraving  of  the  church  and  tower. 
Th«r  towtT  of  this  church  i^  said  by 
Mr.  Godwin  to  have  been  rebuilt  by 
Sir  Christopher  Wren,  and  un  the  au- 
thority of  Malroira  to  have  been  fi- 
nished on  the  2yth  of  August,  1721; 
the  latter  date  being  contradictory  of 
a  tablet  in  the  church  which  fixes  the 
completion  in  I723 ;  in  the  latter 
year  Wren  died  at  the  age  of  ninety- 
one,  having  been  superseded  as  sur- 
veyor-genenU  five  years  before.  It  is 
probable  that  aRer  the  ungrateful 
treatment  he  received,  the  illustrious 
architect  retired  into  private  life,  eu- 
joyittg  thu  repose  arising  from  an  un- 
sullied character,  which  no  pulitical 
intrigues  could  disturb.  He  designed 
but  did  not  erect  the  tower  of  St. 
Michael,  as  Mr.  Godwin  supposes,  aa. 
tJie  architect  of  this  structure 
Gibbs,  who  was  employed  by  Queea 
Aniie'sCommisMonersfor  building  oevr 
churches  to  carry  into  effect  Wren's  do< 
sign ;  and,  if  the  testimony  of  th 
tablet  is  taken,  and  we  do  not  sefl 
why  it  should  not,  the  structure 
was  not  completed  until  after  Wren's 
death. 

The  accounts  of  the  three  churches 
comprised  (with  a  portion  of  another) 
in  the  last  number,  are  so  very  brief 
as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  joa- 
ticc  being  dune  to  the  structures. 

■St.  Ai-ba^<,  Wood  SraKET,  appears 
to  have  been  rebuilt  by  Inigo  Jones  a 
short  time  prior  to  the  great  fvcc.-a^Vict 
which   calamUy  iX.  ^sa   leyaLuu^  V)>j 
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Wrea  ;  the  sum  allowed  Tor  the  ntruc- 
ture  shows  it  could  not  thca  have 
been  rebuilt  i  the  Gothic  architecture 
M  raCber  Jones's  than  Wren's,  and 
the  west  window  it-  certainly  of  an 
early  date;  the  architecture,  as  well 
as  Uie  state  of  the  masonry  and  the 
materials,  point  it  out  as  a  relic  of  the 
more  ancient  Btructure. 

The  hour-glass  in  this  church,  en- 
graved in  Gent.  Mag.  vol.  XCII.  part 
ii.  p.  300.  was  the  gift  of  Mr.  1'ho- 
mas  Waidson.  Parish  Clerk  in  1685. 

St.  Micuabl,  Wood  Street,  fur- 
nishes a  wood-cut  of  the  exterior, 
u  also  does  St.  Avoustinb,  Wat- 
tiSQ  Stkebt;  the  alteration  of  the 
spire  of  the  latter  church  in  the  last 
repair,  and  which  considerably  injured 
Its  proportions,  i-i  not  noticed. 

We  regret  to  have  occasion  to  notice 
these  omi^siou!;},  which  seem  to  indicate 
that  the  work  is  got  up  in  ft  hnrry. 
I'he  churches  of  London,  notwith- 
standing their  apparent  uniformity, 
for  the  must  part  possess  great  in- 
terest, and  il  would  have  been  a  plea- 
sore  to  have  sivn  them  adequately  il- 
lustrated. Wc  trust  Mr.  GiMlwin  will, 
as  he  proceeds,  avail  bim&elf  of  the 
obvious  improvements  of  vrhich  hia 
work,  90  far  as  it  has  proceeded,  ap- 
pears to  stand  in  need. 


The  Hittory  and  Description,  trith  Gra* 
jikic  ItlnairaiiOHB,  of  t'ossiohury  Parity 
Hrrtt,  the  Seat  i^  the  EarloJEuex. 
liy  John  Brilton,  F.S.A.  Ac.  mio. 
1837. 

THE  residences  of  our  nobility, 
either  from  their  antiquity  and  the 
historical  associations  connected  with 
them,  (he  grandeur  of  the  architecture, 
or  the  picturesque  character  uf  the 
grounds  which  surround  them,  arc 
always  objects  of  interest!;  and  that  tlie 
mansion  and  its  demesne,  which  forms 
the  subject  of  the  present  volume,  are 
in  nowise  deficient  in  importiiorc,  will 
appear  from  the  following  summary 
of  its  merits  with  which  Mr.  Britton 
commences  his  history.

liun.  The  name  of  the  place,  its  connec- 
tion with  sncieut  Vcrulanuum,  with  the 
fsmuas  moniutery  of  St.  Alban's,  sjid 
lubseqaently  witb  men  of  diitin^xltcd 
patriiitismanrl  merits*,  jointly  sad  sevendly 
give  it  tbe  impress  of  importAuce.*' 

The  estate  of  Cniisiobury  is  situ- 
ated within  the  hundred  and  manor 
of  Cossio,  which  evidently  derives  its 
name  from  the  ancient  British  tribe  of 
the  C'as^ii,  the  people  of  the  warlike 
leader  Cassibelanus.  The  Saxon  affix 
of  bury  hi'ing  generally  understood  to 
imply  that  a  town^  or  at  least  a  forti- 
Hcation,  existed,  upon  any  site  beariog 
a  name  so  terminated,  may  fairly 
enough  be  urged  as  an  argument  in 
favour  of  tlie  early  importance  of  the 
place ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  in  the 
absence  of  evidence  of  tbe  existence  of 
ve5tiges  of  DritJsh  or  Roman  castra- 
mcutation,  or  of  the  discovery  of  the 
remains  of  the  works  of  either  nation, 
we  think  the  circumstance  of  the  name 
alone  cannot  be  regarded  as  a  perfectly 
satisfactory  proof  of  the  occupancy  of 
the  site  at  so  early  a  period. 

The  aid  to  be  derived  from  history 
is.  in  this  case,  very  slight;  and  in  pro- 
portion as  authentic  evidence  is  defi- 
cient, the  greater  license  is  allowed  to 
conjecture.  Hence,  although  there  is 
no  historical  evidence  that  tliere  ever 
was  B  village,  or  even  a  residence  at 
Cassiobury  prior  to  the  preM*nt  man- 
eioD,  the  county  historians,  Cbauncey 
and  Clutterbuck,  have  9.0  far  ventured 
on  the  boundless  field  of  conjectural 
inquiry  as  to  put  forward  the  aupposi- 
tioo  that  it  was  Uie  actual  residence  of 
Cossibelanus.  Leaving,  then,  conjec- 
ture and  turning  to  the  page  of  history, 
it  does  not  appear  that  Ca^diubury  is 
mentioned  in  any  documents  earlier 
than  the  sixteenth  century  ;  hence  the 
antiquity  of  the  place  rests  solely  on 
the  etymology  and  the  circumstance  of 
the  "hundred  court"  being  held  in 
the  adjacent  town  of  Watford,  to  which 
our  author  supposed  it  was  transferred 
from  Casaiuhury. 

The  manor  of  Castio  i«  of  consider- 
able antiquity:  it  ha»,  at  son.  I 
of  its  history,  Itettowed  its  1 
the  hundred, and  il  wasnportiun  ui  lui- 
possessions  with  which  OfTa  rndowed 
llic  Abbey  of  St.  Alban's.    T'-  ■  ■  '■  ■• 
ler   of    tiiis   monarch    h»* 
wordu    "  libi    dicitur    aft    <     _,       > 
(erroneously     printed     ^ffca<ye«Aio) 
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inansioncs  xvnitij."  And  in  Doraes- 
Uay  it  i^  noticed  as  a  manor :  it  never 
had  a  chorcli,  but  has  always  beea  a 
part  or  the  parish  of  Watford.  From 
tlie&e  facts  it  docs  not  appear  that  any 
particular  importiuici:  appertained  to 
the  manor,  much  less  tothe  aeatof  Cas- 
siobury  ;  but  to  support  the  supposed 
importacice  of  the  place,  our  author 
haa  bad  recourse  to  probabilities,  some 
of  which  are  fair  deductions,  aud  others 
appear  to  rest  merely  on  conjcclurc. 

It  ift  assumed  that  Cassiot>iiry  was 
a  post  dependant  on  the  chief  city 
Verulamium  ;  and  tlie  endowment,  by 
Offia,  of  the  abbey  of  St.  Alban's  with 
the  Uthes  aud  manor  of  Cussio.  is 
urged  as  a  proof  of  the  continuance, 
in  the  Savon  yroea,  of  this  dep«ndance 
and  connexion.  Our  author's  words 
ate  tiieie — 

**  From  the  Authority  wbirh  Offfl  ap- 
pears thus  to  have  assumed  over  it,  vre 
may  reaiwDahly  tiappoM^,  that  ou  the  esta- 
Uishment  of  tbe  Mercian  dynanty,  and 
throucboat  its  contiuuaiioe.  Cnssio,  and 
its  jndirint  rights  nnil  priviiegc-t.  as  wcU 
at  thove  of  Verulntnium.  wen?  |io«se*jiKi 
by  IheMercianmunarcbs  as  rayaltip»." — 
(p.  IS.) 

We  moat  confe&s  vc  do  not  &o  rcn- 
Oily  draw  this  iufcreitce,  but  are  more 
incJined  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
connexion  between  the  manor  and  the 
town  of  St.  Alban's  commenced  with 
thii  endowment,  rather  than  that  the 
grant,  taken  alone,  shews  that  any 
coDnexion  had  previously  existed  be- 
tween the  manor  and  the  Roman  town. 
Prom  the  period  of  thi'  grant  until  the 
spoliation  of  the  abbey  by  Henry  the 
Eighth,  the  manor  remained  in  the 
possesiton  of  the  abbey ;  but.  durinj^ 
the  whole  of  the  period,  although  the 
manor  it  more  than  once  mentioned, 
it  does  Put  appear  that  the  abbats  had 
Aoy  residence,  or  that  any  mansion- 
house  existed  on  the  eite  nf  Cassio- 
bury.  although,  following  the  scries  of 
pntbAbililrc'^  given  by  the  author,  it 
may  beprettumed  that  the"  ftcne»chat " 
appointed  by  the  abbey,  in  pursuance 
of  the  grant  made  by  Hcnrv*  the  First 
to  Abbat  Gorhaui.  had  a  residence  on 
the  apot ;  and  to  this  grant  may  be 
attributed  the  circumstance  of  the 
hundred  court  being  held  in  the  manor 
of  Casaio.  although  the  fact  of  ita  be- 
ing held  in  the  town  goes  far  to  lessen 
th*^  importance  of  Caaaiobor/^   aa   it 
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may  bo  fairly  presumed  that,  if  any 
important  building  had  existed  m 
the  site  of  the  present  mansion,  in 
which  the  court  could  have  beeu  beld, 
it  would  not  have  been  trail sfurml 
to  the  town.  \f,  therefore,  CauMubury 
ever  possessed  any  rank  in  early  times, 
we  should  conclude  it  must  have  been 
deprived  of  its  importance  at  some 
ver>'  remote  period. 

The  letters  patent  of  Henry  the 
Eighth,  granting  the  manor  to  Sir 
Richard  Morrison,  make  no  mention 
of  the  existence  of  a  mansion-house; 
and,  as  it  appears  that,  immediately 
upon  obtaining  possession.  Sir  Richard 
set  about  building  a  house,  it  may 
fairly  he  concluded  that  no  residence 
of  importance  existed  at  Caisiobury 
before  the  erection  of  this  compara- 
tively modern  structure,  which,  with 
alterations,  evidently  existed  until  the 
more  recent  mansion  was  erected. 

The  conclusions  we  would  draw  from 
the  facts,  is  gather  against  the  import- 
ance of  tbe  seat  of  C'a^»iobury.  Tht 
manor,  we  should  think,  first  conferred 
its  name  on  the  hundred^  in  conse- 
(|uencc  of  the  grant  of  Uenry  the  Firat 
to  Abbat  Gorham  before  alluded  to, 
which  gave  the  abbuts  power  tu  hold 
pleas  in  thir  liUrrty  of  Cas«io,  as  it 
must  be  recollected  that  iu  Domesday 
the  hnndred  is  styled  "  Albanestone." 
The  name  of  Cossiobary  may  not  ]x 
more  ancient  than  the  acfjuisition  of 
the  manor  by  Sir  Richard  Morrison  ; 
for,  as  we  before  observed,  it  Is  not 
until  the  sixteenth  century  that  thia 
name  appears  on  record.  Indeed  our 
author  doe«  not  appear  to  lay  any  verf 
great  atreas  on  tbe  early  consequence 
of  the  site,  as  in  the  end  he  uriives  at 
the  conclusion,  that 

"  Although  Casiiohury  was  evidently 
of  aome  importance,  prior  to  the  date  of 
tha  above  grant  Mo  Morrison),  yet  in  an 
historical  or  politli-al  puiol  of  view  it  had 
not  attained  any  distiiiguialied  rmiDence.'* 

Tbe  second  chapter  is  dedicated  to 
tlie  genealogy  of  the  occupants,  and 
it  contains  the  pedigree  of  the  Mor> 
risons,  commencing  with  the  great- 
grandfather of  the  yrnnlee  of  Caasio, 
and  ending  with  the  marriage  of  Eliza- 
l>eth  Morneon.  the  ultimate  heiress  of 
tbe  estate,  with  Arthur  Lord  Cap«!,  o( 
Hadham,  and  which  marriage  conveyed 
the  estate  to  the  present  family, 

A  memoir  ot  S*t  Wvc\\wrA  N^cwTv*^t*. 
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ia  given,  who,  in  uddition  to  the  im- 
portance he  derived  from  the  bi^h 
ftituations  he  held  undtT  Henry  the 
Eighth,  was  also,  to  a  certain  cxtcut, 
a.  UW'tary  character ;  his  talents  in 
the  latliT  regixrd  ap|>ear  to  have  been 
(leba^eil  not  only  by  the  grossest  flat- 
tery of  his  master,  but,  Judging  from 
the  title  of  a  tract  on  the  death  of  Queen 
Jane  Seymour,  he  appears  to  have  pos- 
sessedthe  same  brutal  feeling  with  re- 
^rd  tn  the  fate  of  this  lady  as  his  royal 
master  evinced  un  the  occasion.  Such 
were  the  men  who  were  thought  fit  to 
poMcss  the  plundered  lands  of  the 
church.  A  pe<ligrce  of  the  Cajiels  is 
also  given,  extending  over  the  Inst  three 
renturiMn. 

The  mansion,  as  btiilt  by  Morrison. 
IB  ftiniilar  in  plan  to  many  others 
frected  at  the  same  time,  consisting  of 
a  centre  and  two  projecting  wings  ;  to 
alter  and  drfitcc  this  building  much 
eipense  was  bestowed  in  modern  times, 
until  all  trace  of  the  old  architecture 
was  removtfd,  and  it  exhibited  one  of 
those  formal  elevations  so  common  in 
buildings  of  the  last  century.  In  the 
beginning  of  the  present  century,  it 
was  rebuilt,  or  nearly  so,  by  James 
Wyatt,  under  the  direction  of  the  pre* 
sent  ICarl. 

The  present  house,  with  its  beautiful 
grounds,  art  fully  described.  Amon^ 
the  collection  uf  paintings  is  the  head 
of  Henry  thp  Fourth,  which  was  for- 
merly at  Hampton  Court,  in  Herefonl- 
ahirc,  a  seat  of  the  C  oningshy  family, 
and  which  was  said  to  be  an  un- 
doubted original,  presented  to  the  pos- 
scwor  of  the  above  mansion  by  the 
monarch  himself.  Oothe  sale  of  Hamp- 
ton Court  the  picture  woa  removed  to 
Casaiobury. 

The  eni|{,raviug8  on  copper,  aqua- 
tinled,  ate  twenty-two  in  number; 
they  comprise  a  plan  of  the  moilcrn 
house,  two  views  of  the  ancient  man- 
sion, and  seven  of  the  present ;  a  por- 
tiftil  of  Algernon  Percy,  tenth  l\arl  of 
NonhumbcrlADd,  from  the  original  by 
Vaadyck.  at  Cansiobury  ;  views  of  the 
Swis«  Cottage  and  Keeper's  Lodge, 
and  aevemi  trees  in  the  park,  and  also 
an  Interior  of  the  Monumental  Chapel 
in  Watfoid  Chuich.  with  ila  venvM  of 
tombs  of  the  Morrisons  and  other 
mernheri  of  the  noble  famtlie«  con 
iirt-icd  with  CaMioburv. 
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nothing  to  warrant  the  conclusion  that 
any  portion  was  prior  to  the  building 
erected  by  Sir  R.  Morrison  ;  the  archi- 
tecture is  plainly  of  the  latest  Tudor 
sort,  just  that  which  we  should  have 
expected  to  meet  with  in  a  mansion  of 
the  time  of  Henry  the  Eighth. 

The  ground-i  at  Cassiobury  are  re- 
markable fur  great  beauty.  The  plan- 
tations  and  timber  have  been  arranged 
with  considerable  taste,  and  with  every 
regard  to  picturesque  effect.  With  the 
same  feeling  a  nomber  of  cottages  were 
erected  in  various  parts  of  the  park, 
in  a  pleasing  style  of  architecture,  and 
whicti  the  noble  owner,  with  a  praise- 
worthy feeling,  allows  as  residences  to 
his  dependants.  The  accompanving 
woo<l-cut,  kindly  lent  w  by  Mr.  Drit* 
ton,  represents  **  Russell  Cottage,'^ 
one  of  the  most  pleasiug  uf  the  erec- 
tions, and  which  affords  iccommo- 
dation  to  two  families.  The  following 
is  the  plan  of  this  structure.

THIS  is  8  repnbliratioa  of  three 
very  useful  catalogues,  compiled  iu 
the  year^  1834  and  I83&,  in  pursuance 
of  in»lrnctions  from  the  Record  Cotu- 
iDissioncns,  and  printed  tii  the  Appen- 
dix to  their  General  Report  made  in 
lS3r.  The  present  publication  has 
two  advantages  over  the  forrocr  one. 
First,  it  is  a  handsome-looking,  con- 
venient volume,  "  that  you  may  cnrty 
to  tlie  fire  and  hold  readily  in  your 
hand," — an  advantage  which  at  the 
present  lime  can  be  very  juflly  appre- 
ciated, wliilat  the  Report  is  an  ugly, 
bulky  folio,  a  foot  and  a  half  high. 
without  binding.  The  Rccond  advun- 
tage  is,  that.  lhe-«c  ('atalu^ues  having 
been  compiled  with  a  view  to  certain 
meditated  publications  of  the  Record 
Board,  the  compiler  did  not  think 
hini^df  at  liberty  to  insert  any  tbini* 
m  tlie  oii^ioal  publication  not  strictly 
connected  with  the  object*  in  view. 
lo  this,  his  ptivftte  publication,  aU 
thouf^h  he  has  not  entirely  "  wander, 
cd  at  his  own  free  wilt,"  he  has  been 
sufficiently  at  liberty  to  introduce  some 
Afty  pn^fi  of  additional  matter.  We 
wish  he  had  given  more. 

The  Ked  Book,  to  which  the  first  of 
these  Catalogaes  refers,  was  partially 
described,  and  the  general  nature  of 
its  contents  indicated,  in  our  Vol.  HI. 
N.  S.  p.  'ih.  We  may  add,  upon  the 
anthority  of  the  present  work,  that 
its  early,  full,  nnd  proper  designation 
Was,  the  liubivi  Lihor  Ftodorum,  u 
title  by  which  it  is  disliuguislicd  in  a 
H*crtrd  of  the  Exchequer  of  the  reign 
of  Kdward  the  Third.  It  was  called 
the  R^  with  rfferenre  to  the  colour 
of  the  leather  in  which  it  was  bound, 
and  in  contradistinction  to  a  volump 
of  a  similar  character  known  as  the 
S'iyrr    JJbrr    Feotftfrvm,    which    WBS 


honnd  in  black  leather.  "  It  t^a  folio 
uf  the  finer  kind  of  vellum,  conbi«tiug 
of  leaver  paged  from  folio  vi.  to  faliu 
cccxxii  ;'*  the  writing  of  the  older 
portion  of  its  contents  is  good,  the 
margins  unusually  wide,  and  the  ini> 
tial  letters  of  the  treaties  and  chan- 
ters illuminated  with  taste  and  deli* 
cacy. 

Up  to  folio  cUii.  the  pages  are  filled 
consecutively,  and  the  writing  is  all 
by  one  band,  in  double  columns.  On 
the  verso  of  folio  ctxii.  begin  copies  uf 
certain  charters,  "  the  earlier  of  which 
may  be  in  the  same  hand  with  the 
preceding  parts  of  the  bonk  ;"  but  thts 
initial  letters  are  not  inserte^l.  and  tbt 
deterioration  of  the  wntiog  soon  ren- 
ders it  maiiifeiit  tliat  the  eoLrit^  were 
carried  on  by  some  other  person, 

"  In  the  old  or  original  linnd  there  is 
nothinf;  entered  of  s  later  date  thnn  a.  d. 
]2:^n,  the  l.ilh  of  King  Henry  the  Third; 
snd  within  a  very  few  years  of  that  date, 
there  is  every  reason  tn  sup[>ofle  that  this, 
the  orifinaJ  portian  of  the  book,  was 
writteD.  The  volume  was  not  then,  how- 
ever, half  tilled  Tbe  cluirtrrs  nn  which 
the  unpiul  scrjlM  wa:«  enga{;cd  wht^n  bis 
labuurb  ica^rd  were  cuntiii\ied  ia  a  luiin- 
arr  111  imilnli?  his  work,  littt  in  tlie  xult- 
Mquent  psrtu  of  tbe  volume  wr  find  iiu 
re^^ard  paid  to  uniformity  or  beauty ; 
there  in  nothing  of  order  or  nrrangemeitt; 
but  the  officer;*  of  the  Excbei|ner  sppenr 
tn  have  used  the  blank  leaves  of  this 
choice  volume  to  serve  as  the  deposit  of 
Iransrripts  of  any  document,  and  some- 
times fur  tablea  and  even  reft-rrnecs,  use* 
ful  to  them  in  the  execution  of  their  du- 
ties, entered  quite  at  randuni.f^oerally  on 
the  later  leaves  of  the  volume,  hut  ^'iiur- 
times  on  the  fly  lesvt-s  at  the  brgiiniing. 
and  sunielinies  even  on  the  wide  margins 
of  the  original  work. 

"  Tlie  matters  thus  »uprrinduc«d  an, 
however,  often  of  great  eurioaily  aad  va- 
lue, ThU  use  of  the  roluine  appears  U* 
have  been  bejpin  very  soon  sftrr  the  time 
wlien  the  original  itc'ribe  I'mi^lied  hi)-  la- 
bours. Indeed,  the  grratt^r  pari  of  what 
in  thus  superinduced  can  hardly  be  nn- 
ai^cd  to  a  jK-riod  later  tlisa  the  reign  of 
Kiag  Edward  the  First.  There  arc  ■  few 
entricB  of  the  rei»;Ds  of  King  Edward  the 
fecund  anil  King  Edwurd  tbe'Iliinl ;  anil 
utie  or  two  which  urc  of  the  reign  of 
King  Richard  the  Second.  Alter  that 
reign  nothing  appeari  to  have  been  en- 
tered in  this  book  (eneept  one  grant  of 
the  reign  of  Henry  the  Fifth),  till  we

The  coutentB  of  tbc  Red  Book  arc 
as  various  as  the  periods  of  its  com- 
position ;  but  a  very  accurate  notion 
of  it  may  be  formed  from  the  work 
before  ub.  The  original  matter,  that 
is,  the  portion  written  by  the  iirst  com- 
piler, is  here  enumerated  m  the  order 
in  which  it  stands  in  the  Red  Book  ; 
the  matter  added  by  subsequent  wri- 
terti  is  classiticd  urder  the  fievcral 
heads  of — t.  CoUectiuns  relating  to  t)ie 
constilution,  privileges,  and  practice 
uf  the  Court  of  Kichequer.     U.  Di- 

Elomas,  and  III.  Kviriences  of  the 
iing's  title  to  vurinu»  possessionn. 

The  Dodsworth  MSS.  to  which  the 
second  Catalogue  rerers,  coD^ist  prin- 
cipally itf  collections,  made  by  Bods- 
worth  himself  from  the  Public  Re- 
cords, from  the  Records  in  Saint  Ma- 
rj''B  Tower  in  York,  in  which  many 
of  the  dnrumentf)  which  fell  into  the 
hands  of  theCrowr,  upon  the  disan- 
lution  of  the  oorti>ern  monasteries, 
were  deposited,  and  from  various  pri- 
vate muniments.  They  relate  princi- 
pally to  three  points  of  inquiry— 1. 
The  Monasteries;  II.  The  Baronage; 
and  III.  The  Topographical  History 
of  Yorkshire  and  other  Northern  Conn  - 
ties.  Upon  all  ttcse  subjects  they 
contain  much  valuable  matter,  fre- 
quently derived  from  sources  not  now 
known  to  exist,  or,  if  in  existence, 
partially  destroyed. 

The  following  is  a  fact  of  great  im- 
portance, with  a  view  to  the  authority 
of  our  Monastic  Chronicles.  It  ex- 
plains how  the  compilers  obtained 
their  copies  of  public  documents.  Gis- 
burgh  was  no  doubt  merely  one  of 
many  monasteries  to  which  eucb  writs 
were  addressed ;  —

I'lie   third  Catalogue   in    Mr.  Huu< 
ter's  volume,  is  that  of  the  Lincoln's 
Inn  MSS.  consisting  of  the  coUectioni 
cf  Sir  Matthew  Hale,  Serjeant  May- 
nard,  John  Coxe,  Esq.   Serjeant  Hill, 
and     various    other    persons,      'lliey 
comprise  nitogtthrr  48C  volumes,  pria- 
cipally  connected  with   historical   orj 
legal   Buhjccts.    'Ilie  Hale  MSS.  ai 
well    known    to    be   of  great   value. 
"  They  ore  a  treasure/' said  the  at^ 
mirable  judge  himself,  in  his  livqut 
of  them  to  the  Society  of  Lincoln's^ 
Inn,  "  worth  the  haveingand  keeping^i 
which  I  have  beene  neare  forty  yeardij 
in  gathering  with  very  great  industry] 
and  expcnce.     My  desire  is  that  tbey 
be  kept  safe  and  altogether,  in  remem- 
brance of  nie.      They  arc  a  treasure 
not  htt  for  every  man's  viewe,  nor  isu 
every  man  capable  of  makinR  use 
them/'     I'hc  Parliamentary  MSS.  hll 
this  collection  were  much  used  in  thij 
publication  of  the  Rolls  of  rarliameat,] 
and  many  writers  have  been  hcacfited] 
by  Hale's  copious  transcripts  from  the 
Tower  Record.*!. 

Amongst  the  additions  made  liy  Mr. 
Hunter  in  the  present  volume  is  a 
biugraphical  notice  of  Roger  Dods^ 
worth,  with  an  abstract  of  his  will^ 
which  is  now  tirst  brought  to  tighl 
It  bears  date  on  the  3nih  June,  I6344 
and  contains  some  important  pastiaf^ 
connected  with  the  authorship  of  the 
Mona-iticon,  a  subject  of  much  inte- 
rest in  antiquarian  literature. 

We  will  shortly  4tatc  the  facts  aa 
far  OS  they  are  now  known. 

Dodsworth  conceived  the  notion  of 
publishing  a  Munasticon,  and  began 
to  make  collections  for  it,  in  the  year 
»6:tS.  (Hunter's  Three  Catalogues,  p. 
1)9.)  In  the  same  year,  Dugdalc,  who 
was  apprised  of  the  nature  of  Dods- 
worth's  design  by  Sir  HL-ury  Spelman. 
chanced  to  meet  with  him.  und,  «» 
Mugdale  says, "acquainting each  other 
with  what  they  were  then  in  band 
with,  as  to  their  farther  proi»rcsse  in 
ihoitu  sludicit,  readily  engafrrd  them- 
•I'lve*   to   proftfcutc  tl  .  .1 

'i'mn scripts    they  coij; 


of  note,  in  grdcr  thereto,  but  still  with 
tht9  reservation,  tliat  Mr.  Du^ilale 
wnttlil  nut  neglect  his  CollL-ctioas 
touching  the  Antiquities  ofWnrwick- 
sbiie,  wherein  he  had  by  that  time 
maUe  a  considerable  progresse."  (Dug- 
tlale's  Aiitobingraphyin  Hamper's  Life 
of  him,  pp.  10,  U.)' 

After  making  this  engagement, 
whirh.  on  Dugilale's  part,  dues  not 
seem  to  have  amounted  to  much  more 
than  a  promise  to  contribute  whatever 
materials  be  chanced  to  meet  with  ; 
the  distance  between  tbe  reiidencea  of 
lhe5e  two  anllquarie.*,  and  the  break- 
ing out  of  the  civil  war,  separated 
them  for  many  years.  Hut  both  went 
on  rullectmg.  Dodsworth  kept  tbe 
Lonusticon  cunttantly  in  view.  Dug- 
•Male's  attention  was  principally  direct- 
ed toward.^  his  Warwickshire  and  bis 
B&foaa«e  ;  but,  whenever  those  work.s 
were  interrupted,  or  any  thing  pecu- 
liarly suitable  for  the  Monasticon  fell 
in  his  way,  bis  mind  reverted  to  the 
promise  be  had  made  to  bis  antiqua- 
rian friend  aiuorg^t  the  Roundheads. 
(Hamjier,  21,  *i2.)  They  thus  pro- 
ceedrd  without  any  inter-coramunlon 
umd  I64G,  when  Dugdale,  comiuff  to 
London,  "  happened  to  meet  with  Mr. 
budsworth."  They  reported  tbeir 
rogre^  to  each  other,  and  it  was 
ind  that  DodHwttrth  "  had  tran-

lu  April  ltJ49.  he  was  a^ain  in 
London,  and  00  tbe  2.'>th  of  that  month 
be  enters  in  bis  Diary,  "  I  first  came 
to  tbe  Records  in  the  'I'ower  to  [wrfect 
roy  collections  forWarwickshire  ;"and 
on  the  9th  of  June,  "  I  began  the 
ktcnt  Kolts  of  King  John  Jqt  Mr, 
tit^icorth." — (Hamper,  p.  99.) 
At  iJie  end  of  the  following  year, 
I650,  we  find  Dodsworth  endeavour- 
ing to  obtain  a  publisher  for  bis  work, 
uod  writing  to  Diigdale  thus  :  "  1  hope 
t  rtball  have  my  annuity  for  all  this, 
afici   u  while;   inv  t'ozcn   Kusbworlli 


standi  to  me,  ns  well  in  itt,  as  in  put- 
ting out  my  booke." — *'  1  hope  I  shall 
go  on  with  Mr.  Gr^'ffith,  the  printer. 
I  want  you  to  helpc  nic  to  bargaine." 
—(Hamper.  245,  246.) 

It  seems  to  have  been  arranged  that, 
aa  soon  as  Dotlsworth  bad  found  a 
publisher.whicb,  for  antiquarian  works, 
was  not  then  an  easier  matter  lliao  it 
i.s  now,  Dugdale  should  come  up  to 
London,  in  order  to  assist  him  in  pass. 
ing  bit  work  through  the  press.  "  I 
have  not  heard  from  Mr.  Dodsworth 
this  montli,"  writes  Dugdale,  on  the 
I2lh  April  iCnl,  "  so  that  eylher  he 
cannot  nbteyoe  me  a  passe  to  come  up 
for  Aw  astistanc*  to  print  hut  AooJte,  or 
else  he  sees  that  it  will  be  best  to  lett  it 
alone  a  little  longer.  I  am  sure  he 
docs  iiite  a  great  favour  in  permiltiog 
me  to  stay  here  and  drive  on  my  own 
busincise  [his  History  of  Warwick- 
shire], which  goes  not  so  fast  of  my 
bande,  as  I  hod  thought  it  would  have 
done,  though  I  neglect  noc  time  there- 
at." — (Hamper,  p.  253.)  And  again, 
on  tbe  2nd  August  1051, — "  As  for 
Mr.  Dod^worth's  workes  they  arc 
great,  aad  cannot  coiue  to  maturitye 
very  quickly.  Hit  workf  qf  Montu- 
terjfe  foundations  ia  ready  for  the  prene^ 
if  tbe  times  were  such  as  they  have 
bin,  to  vend  it  in  ca»e  it  were  printed  ; 
but  I  neede  not  telle  you  how  Ivarninge 
growes  to  a  low  ebhe  every  day  more 
then  other,  nor  in  what  condition  the 
chiefe  patrons  and  lovers  of  it  are  : 
therefore  'tis  noe  wonder  if  little  elee 
but  pamphlets  now  fill  the  stationers* 
stalU.'*— (Ibid.  264.) 

The  work  waA  oflTeted  to  the  book- 
sellers upon  such  terms  "as  might  have 
dcfray'd  the  chardgcof  the  transcripts 
made  from  the  KecordsandotherwiK/* 
but  no  one  could  be  fouml  who  would 
adventure  upon  it ;  and,  in  the  end. 
"Mr.  Diidhwurth  and  Mr.  Dugdale 
joyned  together  and  hyred  several! 
summes  of  money  to  defray  the  cost 
aud  cxpens-:  thereof." — (Haoipcr,  p. 
24.)  Dugdale,  having  thus  acquired 
not  merely  an  antiquarian  but  also  a 
pecuniary  interest  in  the  work,  pro- 
ceeded to  London  in  May  l6S2i  (ibid, 
p.  99)  ftnd,  with  some  (rifling  inter- 
vals, remained  there  until  the  January 
following.  Hid  own  account  of  hia 
occupation  during  that  period  is  as

oesse  as  that  the  pres^e  hath  not 
wanted,  soc  that  before  my  coining 
away  there  were  full  a  hundred  itheetet 
printed,  and  a  e>pecial  corrector  \cti 
to  attend  to  it.  1  hope  that  now  1 
shall  Dot  have  any  considerable  di- 
vereion,  but  that  I  may  follow  my 
own  workc  for  this  countye  till  it  be 
perfected,  which  four  months  time  will 
doe.**— (Hamper,  p.  266.) 

Id  AuguRt  1654,  whilst  the  work 
was  thus  proceeding;  through  the  press, 
Uodaworth  died,  whereupon  "  the  care 
of  the  worke.  aa  to  the  printioK,  lay 
totally  on  Mr.  Dugdale." — (Ibid.  p. 
US.)  Dugdale  stales,  in  his  Autobia. 
grapby,  that  Dodeworth'a  death  hap- 
pened "  before  the  tenth  part  of  the 
6rst  volume  came  off  from  the  presse," 
bat  that  atatetnctit.  being  contradic- 
tory to  liis  previous  account  of  one 
hundred  bhret*  having  been  already 
printed  in  I6.S3.  may  be  regarded  as 
a  mistake.  The  Autobiography  was 
not  written  until  1680;  the  letter 
which  asscrtii  the  printing  of  one  hun- 
dred »heets  was  written  in  Jan.  1633. 

Dodsworth's  will,  which  Mr.  Hun- 
ter has  now  fur  the  first  time  brought 
forward,  is  dated  the  30th  of  June 
1654.  It  states  that  Thomas  Lord 
I-'airfax  had  frec-ly  giveu  him  an  annuity 
of  50/.  per  annum  for  his  life  [not40f. 
as  stated  by  Dugdale.  Hamper,  p.  35], 
and  had  gcacruutily  promised  to  con- 
tinue the  payment  for  Ihrte  years  after 
hi*  death,  in  ordpr  to  diacliarge  a  debt 
which  l^rdsworth  owed  to  LadyWent- 
worth.     It  then  proceeds  thus —

And 
also  1  desire  and  pray,  that  my  ever  ho- 
noured friend  John  Rushvorth,  esquire, 
woidd  Im)  pleased,  at  my  request,  aniDug 
many  other  hia  courtesies,  to  see  the  same 
dedication  comnassod  accordingly,  who 
hath  distrihureu  ilivers  mims  of  mtincys 
in  way  of  furtheraace  of  the  work  afore- 
said, which  in  very  well  known  tu  uiy 
gooti  friend  Mr.  William  I>ug<l.ilr,  wliosa 
advice  also  I  crave,  aad  desire  that  he 
would  be  pleased  to  lend  bis  assistanc« 
for  the  framing  the  said  rpi>lle  and  dedi- 
cation accordingly.  Item.  I  desire  that 
my  ever<1oving  friend  Mr.  RualiwortU 
would  be  pleused  lu  see  all  such  sums  of 
monry  which  he,  myself,  or  any  other 
hath  advnorrd  towanln  the  printing  of  my 
said  book,  togethrr  with  what  other  sums 
are  or  shall  )>e  advanced,  fither  by  my- 
self or  any  other  person  or  pertons  for 
that  cod  and  purpose,  may  be  in  a  parti- 
cular accompted  and  set  duun  in  writing, 
as  also  satisAed  and  dischariied  in  the  first 
place;  and  after  the  same  is  raised  upon 
and  out  of  the  jirohtH  of  the  said  book  ; 
which  dooe,  Uieu  it  is  my  will  and  mind 
that  the  remainder  and  renidue  thereof 
shall  be  paid  as  hereafter  is  exprrsHcd,'' 

Up  to  the  date  of  Dodsworth'd  will, 
then,  every  thing  seems  clear.  What- 
ever was  the  nature  of  Dugdalc's  assist- 
ance— auU  probably  it  was  valuable 
both  in  a  literary  and  in  a  pecuniary 
point  of  view — it  was  not  treated  by 
either  of  the  parties  as  amounting  to 
a  co-authorship.  Dugdale,  it  wilt  have 
been  ohwr\'pH,  always  regards  the  work 
as  Dodsworth's,  in  coniradistinclion 
to  his  own  book,  the"  Warwickshire;" 
and  Dodsworth,  in  tike  manner,  what- 
ever may  liavc  l>cen  bin  yrufitude  to- 
wards his  "  good  friend.  Mr.  Dugdale," 
clings  very  firmly  to  the  Mnnaslicoii 
as  a  book  of  his  own.  How  came  it, 
then,  that,  within  six  or  eight  months 
after  Dodsworth's  death,  the  lirst 
volume  of  the  Mnnasticon  aftpeared 
under  the  joint  names  of  Dodsworth 
and  Dugdale  ^     We  shall  jtee. 

feir  John  Marehnrn  hnvinj»  prcpaied 
a  I'rupylaion  to  tiie  first  volume  of  the 
Munasticon.  It  was  sent,  either  In 
drnught  or  in  type,  to  Somner.  who 
returned  il  to  Dug^lale  on  tlie  lOtb  of 
Novcmlwr  16^4,  with  some  nbjectiima. 
The  first  was,  "  It  mnl  t  r'lm

Whether  this  letter  gave  rise   to  the 
junction   of  Dugdale's  name  does  not 
appear,    but  a   tuonth  aAerwards  the 
malTrr  was  settled  ;  and  in  a  letter  of 
Dugdale'E,  published  in  Nichols's  lU 
Innrations,  iv.  p.  02,  we  find  the  fol- 
lowinfi  explanation.     It  is  dated  the 
lOth   December   1654.     '*  A«  for  the 
Moua^ticnn.    as     iu     iny    answer     to 
your  last  1  told  you^  it   will  not  be 
ready  before  the    next  tearme,    and 
then  (God  willing)  shall  1  talie  care  to 
send    you    one.      Indeed   you    rightly 
apprehend  the  paynes  I  have  taken  to 
bring  the  worke  to  what  it  is,  for  it 
hatb  wholy   rested  on  my  shoulders, 
nay  /  com  maniffiit  it  tufficintly,  that 
at  lenut  a  full  third  part  nf  the  coUec- 
titHt  14   mj^ae ;  what  rrom  the  Tower 
Records,  where   1   spent   four  months 
about  tt,  and  from  Sir  Tliomus Cotton's 
Library,  out  of  which  all  that  it  hath 
was  gathered  by  me,  and  from  a  mul- 
titude of  other  places  ;  therifort  Mr. 
HuMhtecrth,  who  is  a  most  ingenuous 
gentleman,  and  withaui  whuse  helpe. 
1  meane  as  to  the  money -business,  we 
should  never  in  thu«e  times  have  got 
the   worke    In    light,    rarwiJrrtny    hrrw 
great  a  tharv  I  had  liirrein,  v>onUi  mil  by 
any  mm»a   hut  that  I  thottld  be  namf-d 
with  Ah.  Vadjworth  in  thelitU-payr  as 
^  joiui  colUctof  qf  t/ifnat*Tiall»,  irhich, 
jmi  wiil.  i  hope,  WW  arvftrdin^hf  dnnr. 
If  this  volarar  doe  grie  off  well,  then 
r-hall  wr(fi»d  giving  me  life  and  health) 
poe  im  with  the  second,  toward*  which 
the  subsiunce   of    the   matenalU   are 
already  gathered  and  in  uiy  h»nd»i." 

The  Prupylaiuri  wn.^  eltrrud  lutSoin- 
ner  »ug8;i^^led  ;  bin  traoi^lations  from 
tt.p  ^J(L\tMl  were  acknowledged,  and 
Dugdalc  was  described  as  one  "  9V1' 
am  operi  typpeilrciilrm  cvniulit, 
ttutfioriv  altcrhiB  litulnm  oplim^ 
meritut  tit:"  but  still  the  palm  was 
given    to   Roger   EKwUworth,  "  nnfier

quits,  tan^om  membria  Ah»yrHani$, 
lonye  ht^<jup  diasipatis,  hittorivum  hoc 
corpus  orbi  Chriatiano  coM/ritrif." 

The  first  volume,  published  in  1655, 
and  the  second,  in  IC61,  both  bear  the 
names  of  Dodsworth  and  Dugdale 
jointly ;  the  third  volume,  published 
In  1673.  'Was  compiled  by  Dugdale 
after  Dodsworth's  death,  and  bears 
the  name  of  Dugdale  alone. 

This  narrative  does  not  raise  either 
of  the  parties  in  uur  estimation.  It 
exhibits  Dodsworth  as  a  mere  labourer, 
turning  up  the  *soil  but  incapable  of 
appreciating  its  value  or  applying  It  to 
its  real  uses.  Even  in  the  Monasti- 
con,  notwithstanding  all  the  assistance 
he  derived  from  Dugdale,  "  he  piled 
document  upon  document,  so  that  Ihc 
work  resembles  rather  one  of  the  piles 
of  Cyclopean  architecture  than  a  Bnlsh- 
ed  work  of  Grecian  art."  (Hunter. 
p.  62.)  But  Dr.  Whitaker  and  Mr. 
Hunter  would  still  have  us  venerate 
this  confused  workman  on  account  of 
"the  wonderful  exertion  and  industry 
with  which  he  prepared  materials  to 
be  used  by  other  men" — "the  self- 
devotion  of  having  consumed  his  life 
in  the  iinccQising  toil  of  nccumalating 
materials  for  future  topographers." 
If  any  such  self-devotion  existed,  it 
would  indeed  dignify  the  character  of 
Dodaworth,  or  of  any  man ;  but,  for 
all  that  we  have  read.  Dodsworth 
never  dreamt  of  any  such  **  self-devo- 
tion," but  collected,  OS  many  a  labo- 
rious man  di^es  at  the  present  day, 
not  out  of  a  kind  consideration  for  the 
antiquaries  of  a  future  age,  hut  with  a 
view  to  some  favourite  crotchets  of  bis 
own — some  "vast  design  of  literary 
labour  "  far  beyond  his  depth.  When 
Prince  Posterity  reaps  the  benefit  of 
rolU'Ctions  formed  in  this  manner,  he 
has  not  so  much  reason  to  be  gratefbl 
to  the  original  workman  as  to  the 
Providence  which  makes  one  genera- 
tion the  unintentional  benefactors  of 
another. 

As  tn  Ougdate,  two  things  are  clear : 

I.  If  Di>dsworth  had  lived.  Dugdole's 
name  would  not  have  appeared  on  the 
title    page   of  the   Monastlcon ;    and 

II.  What  he  did  to  the  work  after  the 
death  of  Dodsworth  did  not  entitle  him 
ta  such  a  distinction.  There  was  bod 
taste,  to  Bay  the  least  of  it,  in  Dug- 
dale's  usurping  a  share  in  the  «utWn- 
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ceased  fiiriKl  never  dreamed  of.  It  may 
be  said,  that  we  may  be  sure,  that 
DO  injustice  was  done  to  the  memory 
of  Dodiworth,  since  Rushworth,  liis 
oousio  and  literary  eiecutor,  acqui- 
esced in  the  insertion  of  Dugdale's 
name.  The  will  enables  us  to  appeal 
from  the  executor  to  the  testator.  In 
Dadsworth's  estimation  the  book  was 
his  own  up  to  the  lOtb  of  June  1654, 
and  all  that  Dugdale  did  afterwards 
was  to  correct  the  press. 

The  consequencL-H  of  the  junction  of 
Dugdale'a  name  have  been  most  dis- 
astrous to  the  memor)'  of  Dodsworth, 
His  executor  no  doubt  thought  he  was 
giving  away,  and  his  "good  friend" 
imagined  he  was  accepting,  a/;or/only 
of  Dodetworth's  right.  But  their  In- 
justice produced  results  which  were 
little  anticipated.  The  authorship  of 
Dodsworth  has  been  entirely  lost — 
merged  in  the  more  familiar  name  of 
Dugdale;  and  all  the  wgrld  has  known, 
and  continues  to  the  pre»eiit  day  to 
know,  the  wnrk,  and  quote  it,  not  as 
Dodflwortb's,  but  as  Dugdale's  Mo- 
nasticon.  We  hope  to  see  it  ever 
hereafter  referred  to  by  the  name  of 
its  rightful  owner. 

And  now  one  word,  Bt  parting,  to 
Mr.  Hunter  pemonally.  HecuDcludes 
a  neat  preface  thus  : 

"  It  was  my  inteatioii  to  have  iutro- 
duoed  in  tht&  prcfaci'  a  frw  rruisrka  on 
msttrrs  Jncitlent  to  myself,  oot  very  re- 
mote from  the  subject  of  this  volume. 
But  I  forbear,  coDtenting  myself  with  iii- 
timating  to  the  D'tnracliR  and  ll&U&ms 
of  Q  foturc  age,  that  they  muttt  not  be  too 

Bfid^nt  Uiat  \\\fy  can  thread  the  mazes 
of  all  literary  hi.itory." 

IT  Mr.  Hunter  in  this  passage  refers, 
as  indeed  it  is  evident  he  docs,  to  the 
injustice  recently  done  to  him  in  con- 
nexion with  a  certain   Parliamentary 
Inquiry,  we  applaud  fats  forbearance 
io  not   further  alluding  to  it;   but  at 
"  e  same  lime  we  pnilest  ogaiosl  the 
uppotiition    that    the    circumstances 
connected  with  that  injustice  can  be 
90  for  removed   ftom  public  sight,  or 
covertly  hidden,  as  that  no  literary 
imrnd    shall    ever  discover  and   lay 
cm  bare  : — no;  Cavendish's  Life  of 
and  Roper's  Life  of  More  are 
d  to  their  proper  authors  ;  the 
Roll    foroierlv  culled    the    ftXh 
ben  is  fixed    as   the  3l8t  of 
/. ;   the  destpi  of  the  Fn-dcra 
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has  been  traced  home  to  Somers  and 
Montagu  ;  and  the  Monosticon  will  be 
given  back  to  Dodsworth.  Some  of 
these  arc  inftances  of  the  Goal  esta- 
blibhment  of  truth — instances  with 
which  Mr.  Hunter  is  well  acquainted — 
after  centuries  of  error,  and  the  blun- 
dering of  generation  after  generation 
of  literary  inquirers.  So  will  it  be  with 
the  Parliamentary  Inquiry  to  which  wc 
have  alluded,  and  Mr.  Hunter  should  be 
the  last  man  in  the  world  tu  despair  of 
the  coming  of  a  time  when  every  thing 
that  is  now  hidden  respecting  the 
"  secret  history"  of  that  Inquiry,  all 
the  paltry  jealousy  and  trickery  con- 
nected with  it,  will  be  revealed.

AS  this  volume  consists  entirely  of 
facsimile  prints,  it  might  be  suffi. 
clem  that  wc  should  Ktatc  that  it 
exhibits  the  auto^rnphs  of  more  than 
150  ladies  of  distinction,  ranging  from 
the  earliest  period  at  which  signatDrcs 
are  extant*  down  to  the  authoresses  of 
the  last  and  present  centuries,  and 
closing  with  our  Virgin  Qoeeu  Vic- 
toria; and  that  we  should  give  it  the 
character,  which  it  de.tierves,  of  beiug 
executed  with  care  and  accuracy,  and 
comfKised  of  specimens  many  of  which 
arc  of  unquestionable  interest.  As. 
however,  the  nrtisl  has  had.  the  ad- 
vantage of  being  nllowL'd  to  copy  not 
only  from  the  rich  and  multifarious 
stores  of  the  British  Museum,  which 
have  been  published  by  Sir  Henry 
Ellis  aud  others,  but  also  largely  from 
the  private  collection  of  Mr.  Upcolt, 
we  shall  notice  more  fully  ^nmc  of  its 
contents.

It  appears  Trom  a  letter  among  the 
correspundcnce  appended  to  Evelyn's 
Memoirs. — a  letter  in  which  Evelyn 
Joins  6o  fully  in  the  general  adulation 
to  the  Duchess,  that  the  Editor  seems 
to  have  thought  a  note  of  apology 
necessary — that  the  Duchess  had  been 
j>Iease(l  to  ilignifv  Mrs.  Evelyn  by  the 
name  ofhcrflaug^iter  ;  and  her  Grace's 
autograph  in  the  present  volume  is 
from  a  letter  in  which  she  expresses 
equal  esteem  for  Mr.  Evelyn  himself. 
"  tlie  tnieth  ik  (she  says)  you  area 
person  of  smgiUar  Tcrtus,  for  which  all 
ought  as  j  doo  adtuir  you.  and  am,

Certainly  the  diction  of 
this  letter*  and  the  orthography  (not 
to  speak  of  the  hand- writing)  is  far 
superior  to  what  we  should  have  ex- 
pected, even  from  a  clever  Princess, 
who  had  resided  so  little  in  England 
•a  Mary  d'Este.  As  an  autograph  it 
perhaps  requires  further  corroboration. 
However,  Mr.  Netherclift  assures  ub 
that  "  its  genuineness  is  unquestion- 
able;" and  states  that  the  original  is 
in  the  possession  of  James  Calder 
Stewart,  esq.  who  obtained  it  directly 
firora  the  family  Archives  of  the  Lords 
de  CtifTord,  whose  maternal  ancestor* 
Sir  Edward  Southwell,  was  Secretary 
of  State  at  that  period.  It  waa  ad- 
dressed to  the  Earl  of  Tyrconnell.

Netherclift  has  been  very  fortanata  in 
his  private  communications;  and  we 
need  only  add  that  he  has  t>eea  equally 
successful  in  the  selections  he  has 
gleaned  at  the  British  Museum,  though 
it  must  be  admitted  that  the  volume 
of  Autographs  engraved  by  Mr.  C  J. 
Smith,  and  edited  (with  brief  bio- 
graphical sketches)  by  Mr.  J.  O, 
Ntchots  in  IS20.  has  formed  his  con- 
tinual index  to  what  was  curious  and 
remarkable  in  the  earlier  MSS. 

The  (French)  epistle  nf  Queen  Mary 
to  Philip  the  Second,  relating  to  their 
intended  marriage,  is  remarkable;  as 
it  may  be  regarded  as  the  dignified 
love-letter  of  a  reigning  Queen.  The 
letters  of  Catharine  of  Arragon  to 
Henry  VIIL  on  the  battle  of  Flodden  ; 
of  Queen  Anne  Boleyn  professing 
gratitude  and  ser\'ice  to  Cardinal 
Wolsey  ;  of  Mary  Queen  of  Scots  to 
Elizabeth  on  her  first  arrival  from 
Scotland^  ;  of  Lady  Arbella  Stuart  re- 
lating to  her  unfortunate  marriage; 
and  the  indigoant  rebuke  of  the  Virgin 
Queen  on  the  Parliament's  attempt- 
ing  to  make  the  question  of  hermatri- 
mooy  the  "  preamble  to  a  subsidy 
book/'  all  well  deserved  to  be  thus 
copied.  A  passage  in  a  letter  of  Queen 
Anne  to  her  minister  the  Earl  of  Ox- 
ford, in  the  year  171 1>  is  very  amusing, 
and  much  resembles  the  feeling  which 
hav  been  supposed  to  exist  with  re- 
spect to  another  diplomatic  Lord  in 
modern  days.

32  he  ihauld  have  mi.-ationed 
that  the  Lord  TrcaBurer  whose  dis- 
mtual  is  noticed  by  Sarah  Duchesn  of 
M&flborou;h  wan  the  Karl  of  Godol- 
pbia.  In  PI.  2(i  be  should  have  stated 
on  what  "  low  "  it  was  that  Queen 
CharloLte  wrote  the  letter  addrc&scd 
lo  Lady  Charlotte  Bruce;  it  was  on 
the  death  of  her  brother  the  Hon. 
James  Bruce,  who  waa  drowned  in 
croaaing  the  Don,  on  the  lOih  of  July 

In  PI.  3  for  Paxtoii  we  should  rtad 
Poston ;  in  pL  4  the  letter  of  Franees 
Lady  Cfaandoa  has  nothing  to  do  with 
her  lon-in-law  Francis  Karl  of  Dcd- 
ford,  but  refers  to  her  brother-in-law 
WilJiam  Lord  Chandos,  who  had  suc- 
Ce«de0  lu  that  barony  on  her  hus- 
band's death.  \Vc  think  the  signa- 
ture of  "  Mary  Sidney  "  in  the  Ksnie 
plate  is  not  that  of  Mary  Countess  of 
Pembroke,  but  of  her  mother  Lady 
Mary  Sydney,  of  whom  another  auto- 
graph \f,  given  in  pi.  0.  It  happens 
thai  the  same  mistake  is  made  with 
regard  to  this  lady  in  NichoU's  Auto- 
nmpha.  In  the  same  plate  one  of  the 
(■dies  signing  the  letter  to  Henry  the 
Eighth  in  proifte  of  his  great  ship  is 
not  "  Jane  Mbolds,"  but  *'  Jane 
Meotes,"  that  is  Meautys.  She  was 
the  wife  of  Sir  Peter  Meautys,  a  name 
long  connected  with  the  domestic  ad- 
ministration of  government,  and  fa- 
miliar to  ail  readers  of  the  state  papers 
of  the  Bitteenth  century. 

On  the  whole,  Mr.  Netherclifl  ia 
deavrving  of  much  praise  and  en- 
roaragement  for  bis  seal,  perseverance, 
and  accuracy  in  this  department  of 
lithography.  As  our  readers  know, 
this  is  by  no  means  his  first  work  of 
the  kind,  though  it  is  his  Knt  volume 
on  so  handsome  a  scale.  We  hope  he 
will  atill  proceed.

THE  present  volume,  being  the 
third,  contains  the  whole  of  BcntJcy's 
Theological  Writings  (some  of  which 
were  scarce)  in  a  correct  and  uniform 
edition.  Mr.Dycehasnot  only  collect- 
ed every  piece  of  the  learned  author 
that  was  to  be  procured,  btit  haa  with 
fatlhful  and  exemplary  diligcoco  col- 


lated the  readings  and  variations  of  the 
different  editions,  rectified  the  mis- 
prints and  typographical  errois«  and 
veriHed  the  quotations  so  as  to  aatiafy 
the  wishes  of  the  warmest  admirers  of 
the  greatest  scholar  that  ever  appear- 
ed in  the  walks  of  Qrcclt  and  Homan 
learning.

or  Bentley'ft  stupendous  erudition* 
intimate  knowledge  of  the   structure' 
nnd  idioms  of  the  Greek  language,  p«- 
culiaritiea  of  the  Greek  writers,  and 
hib  intuitive  and  penetrating  sagacity, , 
no  one  ever  could  duubt;    but  «omft 
parte  of  this  volume,   the  Boyle  Lee-, 
tures  and  the  Answer  to  Collins,  provai 
the  general  snperiority  of  his  powcrf\ilj 
mind;  his  maiculine  vigour  of  thought  | 
and  expression  ;  his  logical  precisioaJ 
of   argument ;    and    his    chaste    anAj 
perfect  elegance  of  style.     His  great] 
classical  ultaiumcnta  were  not  there- 
fore, as  it  were,  a  gifl,  or  a  wparats] 
and  peculiar  felicity  in  verbal  know»^ 
ledge,  but  were  the  result  of  bis  oom- 
miodiog  iateltect  being  more  Qanw%- 
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larly  applied  to  Ihe  »ludy  of  ancient 
literature,  for  thcadrairalilc  and  worthy 
purpose  nf  restoring  what  had  been 
dt&figurcd  by  time,  and  bringing  out 
the  fiuent  models  of  composition  that 
ever  have  been  formed  by  the  genius 
of  roan,  as  far  as  lay  in  his  power, 
(though  lubjcct  to  many  drawbacks 
fitat  to  perfect  sncccsa.)  to  their  origi- 
nal form  and  lustre.  Generally  speak- 
ing, Bcntlcy  rof'C  lo  greater  eminence 
in  Greek  literature  than  in  Latin.  His 
fine  taste  led  him  to  the  more  noble 
and  perfect  language,  and  his  strong 
and  sinewy  powers  of  mind  loved  to 
grapple  with  the  greater  difficulty  : 
buthifl  Nates  on  Iloracc  arc  invalu- 
able to  all  scholars  who  desire  to  at- 
tain to  an  accurate  and  critical  know- 
ledge of  the  taws  ofcoropo&ition  among 
the  Latin  poets  ood  writers ;  though 
the  least  valuable  part  of  them  con- 
eisls  in  the  alterations  of  tlic  poet's 
text.  But  the  arguments  with  which 
his  emendations  arc  proposed,  sus- 
tained, and  fortified,  the  wide  extent 
of  his  illustrations,  the  ingenuity 
of  his  analogies,  and  the  irresis- 
tible force  of  his  deductions,  arc  mas- 
terpieces of  critical  skill  and  know- 
ledge, and  have,  as  fur  as  we  know, 
never  been  equalled.  Whatever  may 
be  the  Latin  author  any  ediu>r  may 
design  to  make  his  study,  he  cannot 
lietter  commence  his  labours  than  by 
an  attentive  perusal  of  Bcntlcy's  Notes 
on  the  favourite  poet  of  Augu<<tus  : 
and  happy  will  he  he.  if  he  catch  but 
a  small  portion  of  the  inspiration  of 
)iis  master,  lie  will  then  find,  that 
to  adventure  on  the  perilous  and  difli- 
cult  taak  of  correcting  and  purifying 
the  text  of  the  ancient  authors,  no 
common  aud  half-formed  knowledge — 


no  litera  vulgam  et  quotidiant^ — no 
capricious  and  intermitlcd  labour — no 
casual  habits  of  reasoning,  will  suffice ; 
but  that  solid  and  substantial  learn- 
ing must  be  the  massive  foundation  oi 
which  all  hi^  future  success  is  to 
founded  ;  and  the  brightest  and  mosi 
beautiful  emendations  will  spring  from 
principles  laid  deeply  and  remotely  in 
a  clear  knowledge  of  the  language,  and 
how  that  structure  is  shaped  and 
moulded  by  particular  genius,  yet  still 
in  Its  widest  variations  retained  by  a 
strong  chain  of  analogy  to  its  parent 
stem. 

Ou  Maniliu8«  the  labours  of  Bentley 
we  do  not  think  so  successful  \  and  it 
is  not  easy  to  say  why  he  chose  so  in- 
ferior R  writer,  except  it  was  to  show 
how  he  could  succeed  where  his  great 
predecessor  Scaliger  had  failed  :  ycl 
there  do  not  exist  more  beautiful  and 
convincing  emendations  on  any  Latin 
poet  than  those  which  Heringa  gave 
upon  the  unlinishcd  and  imperfect 
text  which  Bentley  left ;  but  im  the 
Epistle  of  HptQSterhuia,  in  the  Emend* 
ationson  Mcnander,  nndCallimachus, 
and  in  the  epistle  of  Mill,  the  glory  of 
Bentley's  genius  shows  most  effulgent. 
And  BO  wc  shall  end.  by  saying  of  this 
great  and  unrivalled  man,  with  G. 
Wakefield,  "  Bentlctus  criticorum  om- 
nium <juos  noverim  equideni,  aut  de 
quibus  legerim,  vel  in&udiverim.  long^ 
longOque  est  sagacissimus  vir,  est  in. 
comparabilis,  et  ingcnii  sagacitate 
pollentissirous  ;"  though  ire  also  agree 
w'iih  Herman,  "  Niroirom  vir  eximius 
acutt"  sentirc,  quid  recte,  quid  secua 
fuerit,  Rolcbat ;  sed  explicare  nunc  no- 
lebat,  nunc  alifi  quiim  dcbebat  via  ag- 
grediabatur."

The  merit 
of  the  two  volumes  is  very  similar  ;  the 
felcctinns  ore  made  most  judiciously;  nei- 
ther excluding  the  literature  of  the  pre- 
sent day,  which  would  have  been  deci- 
dedly wrong,  nor  giring  it  too  Urge  a 
space.  Every  man,  however  studiou.i 
and  methorlical,  has  his  broken  hours 
and  inten'ois  of  brief  leisure,  which  will 
be  pleasantly  and  profitably  posjtfil  iu 
company  with  the  ffawcra  of  eloqucucc, 
poetry,  and  wisdom,  so  harmoniously 
united  in  a  Nmoll  t'ompass.  Wc  know  no 
work  of  the  kind  of  superior  execution. 


The  Book  of  the  Hnman  Character^  hy 
Charles  Bucke.  3  vols.  IU.17.— Tliese 
volumes  derive  their  intere»t  from  the 
same  source  as  the  moral  writings  of  Plu* 
tarch,  the  illustratinn  of  the  piiociplts 
of  moral  and  civil  wisdom  from  the  cha- 
racters of  different  individuals,  and  the 
enforcement  of  pnicticol  truth  in  the 
anecdotes  of  biography.  Mr.  Bucke  ho^ 
made  liis  volumes  as  entertaining  as  in- 
structive i  and  the  composition  of  them 
m»uil  hnvp  required  very  extcDtlve  read- 
ing, with  a  vigilance  always  awake  to 
those  points  of  comparison  and  analogy 
which  enabled  him  lo  make  his  iUuatra- 
tiona  pointed  and  pertinent.  For  in- 
stance, we  may  say  to  ourselves, — "  How 
difHcnlt  it  is  to  penetrate  into  the  gcnius; 
of  a  foreign  literature  :  to  feel  the  deli  ~ 
cacy  of  its  idioms, — the  nicety  of  its  al- 
lusions,— the  pregnant  brevity  of  its  cx- 
pressiona,  —  the  propriety  of  its  meta- 
phors.— the  harmony  and  flow  of  its  pe- 
riods." This  is  true,  but  would  be  much 
more  lively,  if  reflected  to  ns  by  the  light 
of  an  example.  We  have  one,  nnd  no 
mean  one.  "Napoleon  csLimatcd  Shnk- 
spcre  and  Milton  so  entirely  after  the 
manner  of  a  Frenchman  m  the  reign  of 
I^uis  XIV.  that  it  is  rather  amttsing 
than  displeasing.  *  I  have  read  Shak  ■ 
sperci'  said  he :  *  tlicre  ii  aothiog  that  sp.

—This 
collection  is  now  compli-tc,  comprising 
forty.five  subjects.  The  lipures  are  pe- 
nerally  of  three-fiiwrtcrs  Icngih,  sketched 
with  much  grace  urid  elegnnce  of  concep- 
tioii,  though  their  idencitj-  with  the  ch«- 
nctcrs  after  which  they  arc  muned  is  nut 
alwuyei  very  apparent.  The  engraving  is 
executed  in  u  light  airy  style,  nt  once  bril- 
liant, soft,  and  dclirale.  Wc  must  re- 
mark, however,  that  the  title  of"  Shaks- 
peorc  Gallery,"  applied  to  such  a  confined 
series  as  the  present,  sounds  not  a  little 
presumptuous  and  extravagant;  particQ- 
larly  when  it  is  recollected  with  how  much 
lofrirr  aims  it  was  formerly  employed  by 
Alderman  iJoj'dcll.  In  itself.  thi<(  volume 
on  the  whole  is  pIcnsiDg  ;  and  all  will  nc- 
knowledpe  soini;  fiivouriles,  after  parsing 
the  fjiir  Indies  in  review.  Two  in  the  last 
numbers,  tbe  Portia  bv  Aleadows,  and 
Joan  of  Arc  by  Corbould,  arc  among  tbe 
must  pleasing  and  best  conceived.

On  the  3rd,  Mh,  iind  6th  Feb.  Ihe 
hbnirjof  Sir  rhilip  Fnincia,  one  of  the 
supposed  authors  of  Junius  wo.-,  sohl  b, 
Mr.  Kvans  in  Pnll-mNll.  Many  of  tbfl 
iKiuks  brought  guo<l  prices,  in  consequeni 
of  there  being  *ome  of  Sir  Philip's  M 
iiotcB  in  them  ;  they  ^.bowing,  at  lensit,  put' 
liculnrly  in  maiks  in  UlQckMonc'fi  Com. 
incntnne^f  tbut  lie  and  Junius  bad  marked 
the  like  passage*.  Air.  Kvnns  obserred 
that  there  were  tiomc  fnct.s  now  brought 
forward  that  had  stnpgerud  t  ven  Mr. 
Woodfall,  the  nublislKTof  the  hist  edition 
of  •*  Jmiiiit>*.4  Letlcr*."  The  numerous 
notes,  cf^rrectionA,  tilling  up  of  blanks, 
ike.  in  these  several  volumes,  showed 
tlut  no  one  bod  lieen  so  careful  and  so 
anxious  about  the  perfection  of  those  let- 
ter^ us  Sir  P.  Francis  ;  hi«  motto  seemed 
to  have  been,  "  '7>  trufam  morinm  thji- 
r-ifHte  mojin."  In  lot  I'l^l,  for  instance, 
he  hud  filled  uj>  Idanks  \\  ith  nanus  not 
(inspected  by  Mr.  Woodfjll  to  have  been 
meant.  Tliere  was  another  tiict  whieh 
might  be  considered  still  more  curious 
and  Btartling.  In  thv  "  private  letters  to 
Mr.  H.  S.  Woodfall"  (vol.  i.  p.  2-12)  tUere 
wb»4  a  letter  in  which  Junius  »i)d,  *'Upon 
no  account,  nor  for  any  rca-non  wliatsocvcr, 
ore  you  Co  write  to  me  until  I  give  you 
notice."  A  letter  had  been  found  ad- 
dressed by  Sir  P.  F.  to  bis  wife,  dated 
'•  Bath.  flHh  Dec.  1771."  stating  that  bu 
had  found  his  father,  Dr.  Francis,  very 
ill;  *Mnemory  and  speech  both  very  im- 
perfect :"  so  llmt  be  was  obliged  to  re- 
main there.  That  letter  wa^t  in  lot  '119. 
Must  of  Sir  P.  Frnneis's  books  have 
notes,  observations,  corrections,  nnd  illus- 
trations ill  ibem ;  he  appcon*  to  have 
been  a  verj'  puins-taking  reader;  mark, 
ing,  correcting,  and  censuring,  or  praising 
a<  he  proceeded.  Some  of  the  remarks 
nre  strong,  peculiar,  and  characteristic.

The  diseovery  nf 
the  Identity  of  the  Celtic  and  Pbwnician 
tonguea  ha-s  led  to  the  etposition  of  tho 
true  meaning  of  the  names  nihI  nature 
theKe  imaginary  Cabihc  deities,  which  tl 
author  explained, 

Unthe^ndJon.  SlrWilliam  introduced 
to  the  Academy  a  tranBlattori  uf  an  in* 
seription  un  the  Uth  and  7th  Eugubian 
tables,  which  he  ha*  found  to  conlaia 
matter  uf  great  hiKtorieal  importance  re- 
lating to  the  Briti(>li  islands.  Theac  io- 
arriptiont  are  engraved  on  seven  iSarpUtea 
of  bronze,  pre»erved  in  the  muteum  of 
Gubtrio,  a  amall  episcopal  city  in  tbe 
Papal  states,  about  lourtcen  leagues  north 
of  Spoleto,  They  were  found  in  exca- 
vating, fixed  up  in  an  arched  room  of  a 
theatre  or  trmple,  near  that  city,  in  tba 
year  1444,  with  two  others  winch  «ere 
lent  to  tbc  Venetians,  under  promise  of 
binng  returned,  but  were  not  nut  back.

Oil  the  wild  heatli  ne^r  Wareham,  liiia 
bilely  l»een  opened,  and  found  to  contain 
M  many  as  twenty-four  urns.  In  this 
re<(l>eet  it  even  exeeedit  the  relcbmted 
Uevcrel  liarrow,  ojwncd  by  Williatn  An- 
f;u«tus  Milei^,  r^q.  some  yeurib  biiiL-e,  in 
thi*  county  ;  olthotigh  the  iinib  contained 
in  it  are  of  much  ruder  workiuan<ihip  and 
inuterial,  liefi}>etkiiig  a  iHr  erirlier  era. 
In  this  tumulus  the  um«  were  all  found 
111  different  heiRht-i,  and  nbure  the  surface 
■  if  the  !«urroiiiidiiig  »uil.  In  the  l>everel 
J  tmruw  the  far  greater  number  were  placi'il 
ill  riiU  lieluw  the  ari(pnal  f^round,  and 
ciieh  csircfuily  covered  with  an  unlicwii 
monumental  «tone  or  rock.  One  of  the 
urn*  i-vliumed  front  the  present  Iwrrow  is 
of  small  dimensions,  and  from  its  light* 
nes*  muy  be  «npi>05('d  to  bi-  entirely  tilled 
with  liontA,  \t'liii'li  nru  concealed  by  a  hard 
crutft  of  euitli,  tuiM-d  like  a  dome  above 
the  rim.  Us  upper  |Dirt  'm  unuimi-ntcd 
with  five  prominent  rii rle«  ur  rings  and  it 
IN  not  only  in  perfect  preservation,  but  lit 
the  most  litii^^hed  of  idl  wbieli  have  yet 
Wvn  di^cuvenJ.  JJut  none  ot  thcnt  arc

Hndjcwellert*,  staled  thnt  he  attended  on 
behalf  of  the  Crown,  for  the  puriKiBc  of 
examimng  the  coin  in  ipicHtion,  which  he 
had  done,  and  found  it  to  weigh  IIB 
uunceft,  one  |>ennyweight,  and  one  grain, 
the  value  of  it  being  4j^W.  Il)».  IW, 
Charles  Jordan,  a  labourer,  blnled  that  on 
the^l^iid  Feb.he  wa^  digging  in  the  garden 
of  Air.  rorstcr,  ac  Souihcnd,  when  he 
turned  up  two  earchen  jtots,  each  covered 
over  with  U'wl  on  the  top,  tied  over  with 
wire.  On  taking  uff  the  covering  liu  dis. 
covered  them  to  contain  the  gold  piece* 
MOW  produced,  and  he  dirt-etly  umjiiniiit- 
ed  .Mr.  Korstvr  aud  delivered  ilie  treasure 
into  bi^  keeping.  Mr.  IZarttar,  the  Co- 
roner, addressing  the  jurj-,  said  il  appear* 
ed  from  the  evidence  of  Jordiin,  ilmt  the 
treaMire  wn*«  discovered  in  a  depth  of 
eighteen  ineheii  l>eluw  the  surfiici?  of  the 
5oil.  lleneu  it  wns  clear,  uceording  to 
law,  that  it  was  to  lie  drained  htdilcn  tren. 
iure,  or,  as  it  was  ralle<l  in  legnt  pnrlaiiee, 
/rcftrufe  /foee,  and  consequently  was  the 

tiriiperty  of  the  Crown  j  had  the  coins 
K-en  found  upon  the  Mirfnce  of  the 
gnnind,  they  would  belong  to  the  litider. 
The  (Coroner  Miid  the  hoiit-^ity  nf  Jordan 
w^h  highly  eotninciidjible.  The  jury  then 
returned  u  verdict  oi  "  Trea-ure-trove," 
and  the  coin  wbk  wized  by  the  Coroner 
in  the  imtnv  of  the  (juten.

The 
whole  value  of  her  losses  is  rated  at 
MX),(Mli>K  Among  tbe  articles  destroyed 
is  an  antique  rameu  of  the  greatest  beauty, 
which  the  late  King  Ferdiiuind  of  the 
Tno  Sicilies  bad  given  to  his  son-in-law 
the  Duke  of  Orlean<i,  and  which  the 
King  of  tbe  French  presented  to  his 
daughter  at  tbe  moment  f-he  left  Prance, 
Tbe  courier  who  arrived  witb  this  sad 
intelligence  ot  Paris,  brought  at  the  same 
time  some  of  the  remoaoC  of  tbe  princess's 
jewels  to  be  repaired  and  reset,  which 
were  found  among  the  ruins.

The  Thnnies  wus 
for  two  dayi  frozen  over  at  llaromersmiih 
bridKC  ond  uUo  umong  the  shippinu  in  the 
>'ou1 ;  and,  had  not  the  rcmuvHi  of  old 
Ijondon  Bridge  io  greatly  tncrea»^cd  thii 
fon*c'  of  (he  tidcsi^  it  would  probably  have 
been  entirely  covered  wiib  ice  in  the  Una 
of  its  course  through  the  metropolis,  aii- 
in  the  year  IHli.  After  the  thermome- 
ter bad  risen  to  above  43  on  the  '^rd  Jan. 
tbe  frost  returned  on  the  lullowing  day,

Dorset,  iind  Baron  of  EI- 
duM,  CO.  liiirliam,  h  Privy  Coimcillor, 
Uigli  Steivard  of  tbe  University  of  Ox- 
ford, 9  Governor  of  tlie  CbRrfer- bouse,  n 
Tm$lve  of  the  Briciib  Museum,  D.C.L. 
F.  R.S.nnd  F.S.A.;  formerly  for  tncnly- 
fire  years  Lord  High  C-bsiiccllur  of  Kng- 
liind. 

Tills  iUustrioua  Luuyer  and  c(in<iifttcnt 
HliitrsniNtt  was  the  tliird  mid  youngest 
iwn  of  Willuin  Scott,  lionstman,  or  conl- 
filtcr.  of  Newi^stlc-iipon-  Tyrie.  Nearly 
nix  years  the  junior  ol  hi^  hruther  Lord 
Scowell,*  lie  wa**  born  on  the  itii  of  Jnno 
1751;  U'hirb,  bt'iii^Mlic  liirthiluy  of  bis  old 
viiuNter  Ntid  kind  (rieiid.  King  George  ibe 
Tbinl,  the  Knijf  wns  u*ont  to  say — "  Do 
lint  kjicak  to  me,  J.>ord  Eldon,  till  I  bnvc 
paid  my  rc-opects  to  you  on  your  birth- 
day." 

He  received  bis  youthful  edurniion 
under  the  core  of  the  Ilev.  Hugh  -Moiswi. 
lit  the  gr;imn>.ir-school  of  Ncwenstic;  and 
at  tbe  early  ope  of  tiftccn  wn*  sent  to  tbe 
Vnivcriity'of  Oxford.  Iii  ihusc  d^yn  the 
few  stage  coaches  were  known  by  their 
irrmortMt  I>eann(f5,  and  tbe  never-forgotten 
motto  u|K>n  the  Nencastle  coach  that 
conveyed  the  young  man  to  Oxford  was, 

■*  Sat  cito,  ii  sat  bene.'' 

Tbi»  \\-as  in  l7Gti,  on  the  i oth  of  May  in 
which  year  be  wai  malrictilntcd  and  ad- 
mitted a  Commoner  of  t'niveniity  i_'.o\- 
\f^v,  under  the  tuition  ot  liis  brother,  the 
late  Lord  StmrcUt  then  im  eminent  itcbolar 
in  that  Society.  John  Scott  wan  elected 
Fellow  of  Umvcrsity,  July  11,  17137; 
proceeded  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  Feb.  20,  1770;  and  gniiicd  tbe 
Cbanceltor's  Friie,  "On  the  Advantages 
and  I>tNidvanr)igc&  of  Furi'ipn  Tnivcl," 
ill  1771.  Thi»  essay,  tbon^h  the  pro- 
duction of  a  minor  wbo  could  have  bad 
no  pmcttcal  iufonnation  upon  the  rtub- 
ytcXA  of  wliji'b  be  ln»ted,  it*  Miikingly 
ruriouB.im  exhibiting  B  deep  inveittigaiion 
of  tbe  wisdom  uf  ntner  ugcx,  und  au  iui. 
|)artia1ily  ui  itr<'l>iun  euriously  iiidicadve 
of  that  mojt  niciitorioui  an.\ieiy  which 


the  Kuinc  John  Scott  in  after  day»  «x- 
bibited  tu  do  litrict  jutiticc,  even  under 
the  impututioii  of  a  want  ot  dccitiion. 

There  i<^,  tve  believe,  no  fjiii'sfion  that 
Air.  .Scott'f  original  dehltiiHtiun  tvas  the 
Church,  and  hi^  prospect;  in  that  profes- 
sion were  ftiifticit-nijy  encouragiiig.  He 
was  already  the  Fellow  ol  a  college,  in 
high  repute — bad  di^tinguiabed  himself 
by  the  urrpiiiiition  of  n  public  prize,  anil 
wafi  well  known  to  be  a  peri^on  of  sound 
attaimneni  and  rlo^c  application  to  Ktudy 
—add  to  this,  his  elder  brother  had  long 
been  a  Tutor  of  great  eniincnce,  as  well 
as  a  person  possessing  much  inHuencc  in 
the  Univtrsilv;  «nd  there  rould  be  no 
doubt  of  his  ability  nnd  inclination  to  for- 
ward the  views  of  hi^  younger  brother — 
when  a  rirt-um»tanre  occnneil  wliitb  at 
once  destroyed  every  prospect  of  prcfer- 
menc  from  College,  and  even  rendered  ic 
doubtful  by  whiit  means  be  was  to  pro- 
cure H  maintenance.  This  was  Mr.  tScutc'a 
mnrriagewith  Blifs  Sinti-es ayuung  Udy 
of  Newcastle,  to  whom  be  was  urdently 
attached,  and  to  whom  he  resolved  to  uiiitc 
himself  in  detianre  certainly  nf  the  advice 
ol  his  Iricnds,  arxl  to  nil  apj>€anincc  vf 
common  prudence. f  Tlic  writer  of  ihttt 
article  (we  are  now  quoting  from  the 
0,r/vnl  Hertttd)  was  told,  by  an  old  friend 
of  Sir  Williuni  ;^cott,  tliul  he  xceidentiiHy 
called  upon  him,  at  Ijuiversit}*,  on  the 
very  morning  John   Scott  set  oflf  to  be 

maiTied.     "  I  «uppo»e.  Air. ,  («aid 

Ijord  Stowell,  then  Air.  S.)  that  you  have 
heard  of  this  very  fooUsb  act  of  my  Ytty 

foolish  brother  ? "     Mr. answered, 

thiit  he  certainly  liad  ;  and  Bcldc>d,  "  Imt 
I  hope  that  it  wilt  turn  out  better  (bun 
voii  anticipate." — "  Never,  Sir,"  rqilird 
Mr.  Scott;  "he  is  completely  ruined; 
nor  Clin  any  tiling  now  save  him  from  beg- 
gary, ^'ou  do  not  know,  (added  his 
brother,)  how  very  unhappy  this  makes 
me ;  for  I  had  good  hopes  of  him,  till 
this  last  confounded  stett  has  de&troyed 
all." 

Lord  Eldon  bad  at  thi»  period  a  nar> 
row  cbcape  from  being  a  grwer.  Stop- 
ping, afttT  bis  niiirridgct  for  a  tew  days  at 
NewcAAtle,  a  vt^ry  boncftt  an«l  wealthy 
inluibitant,  a  grocer,  who  bad  long  known 
the  father  ol  Lord  Kldoii,  und  been  inii-

Surtm  wouli)  iievpr  forgive  liitu  duiigliter 
or  himsetf.  and  he  wa»  »urc  would  give 
him  nothing,  proposed,  a^  he  bad  himself 
tiu  cbildrfti,  and  niorruvor  a  grcnc  rpgard 
for  Mr.  ScolL,  tfiat  Ae  thontdjoin  him  in 
butintM.  Mr.  Scutt  did  not  altogether 
decline  the  ulTtT,  hut  said,  thai  hi^i  final 
determination  mu^t  dq^cnd  upon  a  Ivtlcr 
be  expected  tu  roceice  (lie  next  day  from 
Oifofd ;  far  tluit  )ie  bad  urilUTi  tu  his 
liroiber,  and  should  be  icuidcd  in  his  future 
plans  by  the  answer  hi:  might  receive. 
That  aiuwer  was  a  very  kind  one,  atid 
dctcmijncd  the  micittiuri,  that  he  traa  not 
to  be  a  grocer,  lie  returned  immediately 
ici  Oxford. 

After  «oroe  deliberation,  it  \\z»  re- 
fcolved  that  he  should  be  railed  to  the 
bar ;  and  taking  lodgings  in  the  Uiu- 
verMty.  be  applied  bimself  so  unremit- 
tii^Iy  to  the  study  ncrc»Miry  fur  that 
profession,  that  great  fcnrs  were  enter- 
tained by  hi.i  niedieal  friend  uikI  adviser. 
of  hifi  urtdeitniiiing  lits  eunHtilntiori' — so 
iQUch^  indeed,  wns  he  alarmed,  that  he 
(boutjbt  it  right  to  remon^tntte  with  hiit 
patient,  and  to  urge  him  to  le.<ui  mental 
exertion  and  fatigue.     **  It  is  no  matter, 

Mr. ,  (said  the  late  Chancellor,)  I 

must  cither  do  a-^  I  am  now  doing,  or 
atarvc.'* 

Mr.  Scott  proceeded  to  the  degree  of 
M.A.  Feb.  I3»  1773,  having  been  ad- 
mitted a  member  of  the  Middle  Temple 
on  the  28th  of  the  preceding  month. 
With  the  exception  of  kecpirrg  term,  be 
resided,  however,  in  or  near  C*xford  ;  for 
aomc  time  in  lodgings,  afterwards  at  the 
Parsonage-hoiiiie  ai  WLKjdeaton,  and  fitib- 
aeqttently  in  the  frincipal's  lodgings  in 
New  Inn  Hall;  cf  which  Society  he 
beeame  \nce-Princii»nl,  and  even  voted 
in  that  capacity  so  late  as  1783,  in  the 
contest  between  hit  friend,  Thonius  Ww- 
ton,  and  the  lute  l>r,  Wiristjiiilcy,  for  the 
Camden  Professorship  ol  History.  The 
vacations  were  spent  at  the  huu>><i  of  bis 
friend  Mr.  l^ane,  at  MiU-aid  near  llcn- 
ley.  During  this  lime,  in  order  tu  Jmreusi- 
bis  income,  be  took  a  part  in  the  tuition 
of  tniversity  College,  inconjunelion  wi(b 
liis  broEbet  and  -Mr.  Fisher,  now  .Mjwiir 
of  tlu.'   Cliarrer  Hoti^e.      He  also  ri-ad 


t'cturcs  as  the  depiilv 
Chambers,  the  Vinerian  professor  of 
Common  Law.  This  was  from  I77ito 
1770;  on  the  9th  Feb.  in  the  latttfr  year 
be  was  culled  to  thelur,  and  i^uicted  Ox- 
ford fur  the  metropolifi. 

He  gave  his  attention  principally  to 
conveyancing,  and  the  practice  of  the 
courts  of  Equity  ;  but,  after  some  years  of 
hitK>riaus  study,  his  pro>pecl«  were  so  dis- 
couiaging,  that  he  resolved  to  quit  Lon- 
don, and  practise  as  u  pruvindal  eounael 
in  liii«  native  town.  Hut  it  wos  ordained 
otherwise.  In  the  f^pringof  1761 ,  in  con- 
seriuerice  of  (he  orcujaitions  of  Mr.  Cow- 
per  not  permitting  him  to  attend  as  lead- 
ing t*(jun!^el  in  the  case  of  the  Cliihcro 
Election  Petition,  for  «hieh  be  wiu  re- 
tained, and  of  .Mr.  Georye  Hardinge  re- 
fusing to  act  as  le»diftg  counsel,  when  he 

was  retained  only  as  junior,  Mr. , 

the  solicitor  for  the  petition,  resolved  to 
entrust  the  conduct  of  the  cause  to  &lr. 
Scott,  who  then  lived  in  a  snifdl  house  in 
CWev-street.  After  he  had  retired  to 
bed,  he  was  awakeneil  by  the  offer  of  the 
brief  in  the  mutter,  which  was  to  he  ar- 
gued the  next  mornihebeforeacommilteo 
of  the  House  nf  Connnons.  Mr.  SeotC, 
after  fomc  delibemtion,  said,  "  It  is  at 
dds  Hhort  notice  itiipossible  for  me  to 
argue  the  case;  but,  if  you  will  be  con- 
tent with  my  stating  the  facts  to  the  coin. 
mitteCi  and  thev  will  gmnt  me  a  short  in- 
dulgence, I  will  endeavour  to  make  tny- 
self  master  of  the  law,  and  will  do  my 
be.st."  With  this  condition  the  fiolidtor 
was  satiiified. 

Mr.  Scott  was  ready  before  the  morn- 
ing witli  a  knowlcdijc  of  the  fart-,  and 
appeared  before  the  committee.  Having 
stated  bis  case  at  some  length,  and  with 
great  perapicuity,  he  explained  the  situa- 
tion in  which  he  was  placed,  and  his  un- 
avoidable iimbilrly  lo  doanv  jusbee  to  the 

merits.     ••  I  hope."  I.      that  I  am

inatantly  giiinled.  '1  ho  ability  whicb  be 
niBiiifc^lrd  was  sooii  eircuUted  through 
the  pn^lWsiun,  with  the  report  thai  he  had 
resuJvrd  to  leave  Ixmdon.  Mr.  Manfi- 
fjcld  and  Mr,  WiUoii,  two  of  the  moKt 
eininont  ronn'-el,  nmjuri-d  tiim  not  to  quit 
Westminster  ilall.*    *'!

The  great  Lord  i'hurlow  soon  under- 
stood, and  therefore  appreciated,  hia  abili- 
ties :  he  would  have  bcttowed  upon  him 
a  Ma£tership  in  Chancery,  which,  how- 
ever,  Air.

Win  Appointed  Solicttor.^cMt-nt),  mid  wa* 
knighted — an  honour  which  it  appears  he 
\ms  defiirtiun  of  declining,  but  it  was  in- 
itiated upon  by  His  Mniosly.*  Only  oiu- 
instance  had  then  oecuircd  of  ii  Solicitoi- 
general  beini;  knighted  since  17^3,  though 
*iib5ef|iieiitly  it  has  heeonu*  cnstomni'y. 
Shortly  after  this  time,  Hi*-  Mnjesty's  first 
iliiieKfi  occniTed,  and  the  country  ^\*as  in 
conoequcnee  mtieh  agitated  aptm  the  Re- 
gency qiiestjon.  Tbe  Bill  introdnred  by 
Mv.  Pitt  OH  that  occasion,  was  drawn  by 
Sir  John  Scolt ;  to  wlioin  nlso  are  ultri- 
biited  the  line  of  eoiulurt  a'Joptefl  by  the 
Minister,  and  the  truly  i'oii>>litutional  doc* 
trine*  for  which  be  eontendcd. 

Sir  John  Scott's  progre^^s  towards  tbe 
bigbeftt  honoiifK  wa^  <-eitiiiii,  but  graduid. 
His    merit   corUiiiiinlly  devi-toped    iisclf, 
nnd  fiiniiliurity  with  the  forms  of  buiii. 
iieKs,  a  bubit  of  public  ^pcflking,  and  ac- 
quaintance with    his  own   povrera,  wore 
aWBV  tbe  dif&dencc  by  which  he  had  for- 
merly been  oppressed.     On  the  13ih  of 
Kebriuiry,    179;!,   be  wan  upjNniiied  At- 
loniey -general,  which  office  he  held  for 
six  )eur.-(.     liurin*;  th:it  time,  his  bibouri 
were  unremitting,'.     Often  was  be  seen  at 
five  o'clock  in  the  inomirc  in  Linvoln'* 
Inn-ficldp'.  walking  to  UiH  chamberit.   Tbe 
uHice  of  Attorney-genL-rBl  has,  from  the 
tendency  ol  power  to  warp  und  deprave 
u«  all,  too  often  a  bod  efTeel  upon  the 
niiud.

In  179G,  Sir  John  Scolt  was  returned 
for  Uoiou^hhiidgc  as  the  collcngue  of  Sir 
Fruiici»  Burdett.  On  the  death  of  Sir 
Jamet  Kyre  he  succeeded  him  a»  X^ord 
Chief  JuKtiee  of  tlic  Common  Plcns ; 
and.  on  the  It^th  of  July,  1799,  \mi  raised 
to  the  Peerage  es  Baron  Eldon,  of  Eldoti, 
in  the  county  of  Durhum,  IJut  this  was 
only  a  foretaste  of  the  honount  which  his 
coiuammatc  knowledge  and  ability  were 
rrrtaiii  to  Kceure ;  and,  accordingly,  in 
iHUlt  he  became  Lord  High  Chancellor 
of  England.  In  the  same  year  he  was 
tioininatcd  lliKh  Stcwaid  of  the  Univer- 
•i(y  of  Oxford,  by  the  Duke  of  Portland, 
then  Chancellor  of  the  I'niver-^iry ;  a  no- 
mination nitilicd  by  the  unanimons  vote 
of  Coni'ocntion.  by  which  the  degree  of 
V.C.L.  by  diploma  wua  iumiediately  after 
conferred  upon  him.  Wc  niny  ulio  here 
notiee  Ijord  KIdon'K  mcmoriible  contest 
with  the  lute  I^rd  GrcnviUe  for  the 
t  honcL-llor<hip  of  Oxrord,  in  160!). 
The  three  candidates  were  the  Inte  Duke 
of  Beaufort,  l^id  UrenviUe,  und  I^rd  Kl- 
dou;  and  the  exertions  made  by  their 
wveral  friends  were  perhaps  never  equal- 
led in  the  animU  of  ur-aih-injcnl  clecrions. 
The  result,  after  u  poll  that  lasted 
ihrougbont  one  day  ami  uight  and  part  of 
the  next  day.  wus — For  Lor»i  (Jrenvillc, 
40(1;  Lonl  kldoit.  311:];  Duke  of  Bc:mi. 
furt,  t^.  Many  causca  hove  been  ««- 
fcigned  for  the  Lord  Chancellor'^  defeat 
on  this  menionible  nrrnsiun,  but  the  wiiter 
in  the  Qsfurtl  IltrnU  stotes  that  the  fnrt 
i«  certain  that  it  was  in  consequence  t{f 
kin  mm/  nmxirrring  a  lettrt:  In  the  year 
1^<3U,  a  law  «cholanbip  was  founded  at 
Oxford,  by  the  sub<;cription  of  many  dia- 
tingnikhed  penons.  in  hotiuur  of  the  Kurl 
ol  KMon.  A  propoRal  for  thio  purpot^e 
had  been  snbniitted  to  the  public  in  the

'J'hatt'hed-liouBe,  St.  James''',  to  tarry 
the  project  into  elfecf.  S<\<*ti  coitii'S  of 
the  procecdingti,  wilh  the  nunies  of  ihe 
Kutv^eribers  were  beautifully  piintrd  oil 
vellum,  and  bound  in  vellum,  with  tbe 
autoKraph  sitrnniuri's  of  the  trustees:  they 
weie  dispo<ed  of  p'i  follows  :— oite  copy 
to  hon\  Eldon,  and  one  to  be  deposited 
ill  each  of  the  Ibllowing  libraries,  vix.  t 
The  Britifih  Museum,  the  Hodleinn,  tbe 
Inner  Temple,  the  Middle  I'empte,  Lin- 
coln's Inn,  and  Gt^y's  Inn. 

Lord  Eldon  resigned  the  Great  Seal  on 
the  7lh  of  February  IbOO;  he  was  re-ap. 
}>ointed  April  1,  lb07,  from  which  periotl 
he  continued  in  ollice  until  lK27,  Iwing 
altoffether  a  period  of  nearly  'i5  years. 

Testimonies  to  the  judicial  merit  of 
Lord  Eldon  are  so  common  (hat  the  dif- 
ficulty lies  in  selection.  Perhaps  that  of 
Sir  Samuel  Komilly — himself  one  of  the 
purest  and  ableitl  of  iiien-— is  the  highest 
in  point  of  authority.  He  titated  in  the* 
House  of  Commons  on  the  7lh  of  Marcb, 
Ittl  1 ,  '•  (hilt  there  never  was  a  man  in  the 
C^iirt  of  Chancery  who  more  endeared 
himself  to  tbe  bar,  or  exhibited  more  liu- 
mnnc  attention  to  tbe  suitoi^.  There 
never  pre<>ided  in  that  Court  a  man  of 
luurc  deep  and  various  learning  in  bis 
profession;  and  in  anxiety  to  do  justice, 
that  Court  had  never  seen,  be  would  not 
say  the  superior,  but  the  equals  of  the 
Lord  Chancellor.  If  he  had  a  fault,  it 
was  an  over-nnxicty  to  do  justice."* 

Tbe  ciiuractcr  of  Lord  Eldon  liy  Mr. 
Cliarles  ButliT  (nnuther  political  oppo- 
nent\  which  is  laudatory  in  the  very  high, 
est  degree,  wc  have  quoteil  in  a  furmer 
part  of  the  present  mapuiine.  The  opi- 
nion  of  'S\r  Egerton  IJrydges.  who  bud 
good  opportunities  of  knowing  what  waa 
ilie  current  feeling  upon  the  subject,  is 
also  well  worthy  of  being  quoted.

Of  Lord  Eldon'ri  conduct  as  a  statva- 
roaii,  it  is  impossible  to  form  a  correct 
judgment  without  a  due  considemtion  of 
the  troubled  times  in  which  be  lived.  It 
was  not  in  the  dawn  of  a  tranquil  season, 
when  lights  and  shades  were  bletided 
und  almost  undi^tinguijibed,  but  when 
dnrkncsi  was  upon  the  face  of  Euroiie, 
and  the  whole  ijvilizcd  world  ularmea  ac 
Uic  progress  of  revolution.  In  such  times 
be  thought  that  the  immciliate  duty  of  a 
stnlesman  eoiitiixted,  not  in  attempting  to 
make  things  better,  but  in  preveuling 
tbcir  becoming  worse.

then  fumous  Brcsluw.     In  I7fs?  she  was 
engaged  by  old   (!liarles  Dibdin    at    the 
Rovul  Circii*.  where   fhe,    in   company 
with  Mi»i*  Wilkinson  (now  Mr«.  Moun- 
tain), flliss  Decamp  (now  Mrs.  C  Kem- 
blc),  Master  J.    Ru-istH.  fcc,   performed 
in  «  piece  culled  "  The  Boitrding  School 
Bn-aking-up."     This  being  interdicted  by 
tbc  magistracy,  Mim  R.  and  her  condju- 
lors  were  confined  toMngiiigand  dancing. 
In  1783  she  made  a  '>ciisiilion  in  •'  Mal- 
brook,"  singing  in  French,  no  doubt  to 
Ibe  great  edification  of  the  inhuhitants  of 
St,   George'a-ficM^.     In  I7bV  she  went 
to  Liverjfool.  and  from  tbcnce  to  Dublin, 
where  she  (ir*t  np(ieared  as  the  heroine  of 
operaf,  playing  Ko^etto,  &e.      In   178!l 
she  was  engaged  at  Dniry-Une  Theatre, 
and  in  thnt    fteason    obtained    her    first 
original  part,  Cicely,  in  "The  Haunted 
Tower,"  in  which  Stoisce,  the  composer, 
assigned  her  three  oongs  and  a  slmre  in 
all  ibe  concerted  piecfti.     In  1791  Col- 
mnn  engaged  her  for  the  Little  Thi*atre  in 
the  Hoymarketi  she  appeared  as  Wowski. 
and  the  manager  snl>M'<|UcnrIy  wrote  for 
ber  chiiractiT'H  in  all  hi!<  niusical  drttma» — 
Agne-i,  in  the  Alountuincera ;    Alndclin, 
in  the  Surrender    of  l-alats  i    Beda,  In 
Blue  Beard,  amid  tbe  number. 

In  I7W  she  was  married,  At  St.  Paul's, 
Covent-gnrden,  to  Mr.  Ocor>ie  Bland, 
brother  to  the  celebrated  .Mr«.  Jordan. 
Several  scandnlousicorics  shortly  obtained 
currency.  Mr.  Hlarid  went  abroad  ;  and 
his  wife  formc<i  h  ronnexinn  with  a  Mr. 
Coulficld,  well  known  at  that  time  as  an 
imitator.

Mra.  Bland'ft  voice  wax  a  mezso  so- 
mno  of  great  iwcetnes*  and  flexibility  ; 
['veratyle  waa  pure,  her  intonation  perfect. 
Bo  exquisite  was  her  ear,  tlmt  she  rould 
Bot  remain  in  a  room  if  any  one  »ing  out 
of  tnne-  She  was  pmetii-ully  and  theo- 
retically a  good  musician.  Her  omn- 
menta  were  always  in  oecDrdancewith  the 
chnracter  of  the  miisie  «hc  suiip,  and  in 
HandelVi  aacred  pitee*  s\\e  peculiarly  ei- 
relied.

In  llromptoti-row,  aged  39t, 
Air.  John  Reeve,  comedian. 

This  popular  actor  was  the  son  of  Mr, 
Reeve,  of  Ludgate  hill,  tailor  and  draper, 
and  common  councilman  of  London;  and 
%vafithc  nephew  of  Aldcrmun  Wuitbtnan, 
who  in  hli  4lirievolty  pntrnnifted  hini  first 
benefit  at  the  Adclphi.  lie  wus  born  in 
179ft,  and  cducaicd  at  U'inchmore  hill. 
Ala  very  early  age  bediftphived  morecomi- 
cality  than  iudiistry,  and  woe  much  more 
inclined  lu  add  to  his  store  of  good  hu- 
mour thun  of  Iciirning  ;  hnt  he  wai  not 
deemed  «  dull  boy;  on  the  contrary,  when 
he  did  puy  atti;ntiun,  his  progress  wtu 
rapid.  Amid  his  schoolfellowa  was  Mr. 
Yutes,  and  thus  these  romediuns  formed 
a  friendship  which  haa  only  been  extiir- 
gui^bed  by  the  dtoth  of  one  of  them. 
Mr.  Reeve  was,  at  a  proi'cr  age,  placed 
in  the  csUihliiihmcnt  of  Mciurs.  Neville 
and  Co.  wholesale  ho^ieff,  of  Maiden- 
lane,  Wood-street.  where  he  paid  fkt 
more  attention  to  8bak4)>eare  than  to  the 
shop ;  and  he  left  their  employment  in 
eonn'tiucnce  of  their  lemonstrances  against 
his  nocturnal  out-iiouriiigs  upon  the  root' 
of  the  w«rehonnr.  Many  similar  tiUea 
we  told  of  juvenile  Offpinints,  hut  in  Mr. 
Reeve's  case  the  foet  i*  indisputable  that 
he  uiid  0  few  clerks  were  wont  to  awemi- 
hie  at  the  dead  of  nii^bt.  and  rehearse 
OtbcUo,  Hichard.  \c.  for  hours  tngethei*. 

When  Mr.  Neville  dispensed  with  the 
senices  of  the  future  comedian,  he  was 
received  into  thelnniking  house  of  Mcssra. 
Gosling,  I'lcet-gtrcet.  He  now  com- 
menced a  s-eries  of  efforts  in  coneerU 
rooms  and  private  theatres,  and  was  ad- 
mitted tt  member  of  a  club  of  clerks,  who 
Kubtteribed  .It.  Gd.  a  week,  with  the  pro- 
ceeds of  which  they  took  Pyro'ii  theatre 
in  Wi!>tin-fetrett,  (jray's  Inn-road,  unce  a 
fortnigbt,  and  n)udc  the  night  hideous  by 
murdering  Massingcr  and  Sbaktueare. 
Mr.  Reeve"*  talents  were  but  Iigfatly 
ihnughi  of  by  his  eorapanions.  A  Mr. 
Tolly  had  all  the  cmck  partf>,  and  the 
would-be  Richard  wba  forced  to  deliver 
messof^e^.  He  i-oiild  not  brook  it,  so  he 
took  the  houoe  on  his  own  account,  and 
played  Othello  and  Sylvester  Dagger- 
woud.  Hi»  tragedy  was  not  much 
admired  ;  but  his  Dunttable  actor,  and, 
above  all.  his  imitations,  were  npjilauded 
to  the  skies.  Mr,  Rodwcll  ^the  father  of 
the  composer),  then  the  box  tmok-keeper 
of  1  >niry-!ane  theatre,  «iw  the  per- 
formance, and  requested  him  to  make  bis 
debftt  in  the  latter  chanseter  fur  hia  bene- 
fit at  Drury.lanc  theatre.  He  appeared 
there  accordingly  on  the  8ih  of  June, 
I8ID,  before  an  audience  composed  a(«. 
vast  ixombct  ol  \u&  Q>Nu\nuw^,    ^<b'<«t%& 
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at  homt.'  ill  an  tiHtant,  caugbt  tbc  fancy 
of  the  public  nt  oner,  uiitl  bud  cstabliMiftl 
liifflself  us  a  fHvouhte  before  che  curtain 
fell.  He  repcutfd  tbu  purt  tbc  next 
evening  for  LnnzB*»  bi'iicfit,  and  then 
pluyed  it  a  few  iiif;htfl  et  the  JIuymarkct. 
Air.  Arnold  beard  ofthe  iit'w  miinir, 
fur  in  this  ligbc  only  wns  he  regarded, 
tendered  an  engagement,  which  was  ue- 
cepted  under  ct-rtain  eonditianii,  and  be 
uppeared  in  a  «ort  of  monologtie,  cntitletl 
•*  One,  Two,  Three,  Four,  Five,  by  Ad- 
vertisement," in  which  he  did  enact  Harry 
AliaSf  a  lover,  who,  to  obtain  hix  adored, 
personated  Dr.  Endull  ( Hurley),  ^am 
DabbH  (.Mundeii),  Sir  Peter  Teiatc  {W. 
Farren),  Mr.  M.  (Muthews);  all  these 
cluiruL'terH  were  announced  by  Mr. ••••*. 
He  had  not  resigned  lii^  »ituatiun  in  the 
bunking  house  when  be  made  bis  ap- 
pearance in  this  piece,  hut  il^  complete 
success  decided  him  to  adopt  the  «cuge  as 
hh  profeft&ion.  Air.  Reeve,  however, 
made  no  way  nt  the  Knghhh  Opera 
House  ;  be  was  declared  by  the  erifits  to 
be  a  mere  iiitinic,  und  )uh  Pt-ilrillu  and 
Crack,  both  of  which  be  pljiycd  for  his 
benefit,  did  nut  reinovL*  ihiH  prejudice. 
His  young  frit-ndt*.  Mcisrs.  Itodwell,  in 
conjunction  with  ^Ir.  Willis  JoncR,  look 
the  Sans  Fareil,  and  chri»tened  it  the 
Adelphi ;  they  mude  on  offer  to  Mr. 
Kceve,  which  he  accepted,  and  on  the  Idih 
Ocfohcr.  iHli),  be  appealed  there  as 
Squire  Kattleputc,  in  "  The  Orecn  Dra- 
gon," and  Lord  (Jrizzle,  in  "  Tuui 
Thumb." 

During;  tbit  season  be  discovered  that 
he  bad  yrt  his  art  to  acquire;  and,  under 
the  advice  of  an  old  friend,  joined  Mac. 
ready's  compon)-  at  Brintol,  where  he 
ncicd  Falstntr,  Autolyru?*,  A.c.  and  many 
other  charactcr^i  in  the  regular  drninu,  that 
he  never  Kuhsequently  attempted. 

In  18-il  he  was  married  to  Miss  Ayletl 
(who  was  then  a  diincer),  the  daughter  of 
an  iqibolstcrcr  of  that  name,  in  Kinsbury. 
Wliilst  in  Alacrcady's  company,  Mre.  H. 
became  a  mother^aught  cold  dtirinpbcr 
confinement,  and  died  within  two  months 
uf  hrr  accouebcment. 

Mr.  R.  afterwurds  acted  at  the  Co. 
Imurg,  where  he  ^«'8H  no  freat  favourite; 
rejoined  tht;  Adelnbi  in  1822,  and  \mi.s 
the  second,  but  best,  reprewntative  ol 
Jerty  in  •»Life  in  London."

»equcntlv  Mr.  W.  dcfiarted  on  a  ttar-uin 
tour,  nnu  Mr.  V  ■'.     cntcruinmcnt 

unaided.      He  '  H  at  ihi'  Suriry 

and  Cobourg  l!  .  j^natlhe  Hay- 

mtiinff,  fthJtJt  he iWl,  brcmia*  Mr.  Mw- 


ris  would  nut  give  him  ]U.  per  week 
instead  of  1^, ;  and  9ub:>equent)y,  at 
Covent  garden,  where,  as  an  actor  of  the 
regular  drama,  he  signally  failed.  He 
retunit'd  to  the  AdelphI,  and  in  Ibc 
dmmas  written  by  liuek«toiie  and  othera 
of  ihu  present  da)',  achieved  n  re|aitatioii 
that  has  never  been  exceeded,  in  the 
«tintmer  be  went  to  the  English  0|>ont 
Huuse,  or  oeca<^ionally  to  the  Surrey,  the 
Queen's  the  City,  ite.  Whilst  at  the 
Surrey  Theatre  he  was  to  have  pUyed  a 
principal  cluuBCter  in  a  new  uiece,  called 
The  Skeleton  Witne>s.  At  rehearsal, 
on  the  day  ot  its  production,  he  literally 
did  not  know  n  line.  Niglit  nrrivetl,  and 
lie  sent  a  note  uf  apology'.  Tbc  audience 
were  uproarious:  and  ^Ir.  Uavidge,  ad- 
dressing the  house,  broadly  seated  ibe 
fiict^ ;  nt  the  itainc  time  informing  ibera 
that  Mr.  R.'s  remiincnilioii  was  30/.  per 
week. 

When  Messrs.  Bonds  took  the  Queefi'a 
Theuire  they  secured  bis  services,  and 
there  he  )>crlormed  until  the  summer  of 
iH'i  J,  wbi'ii  he  Hiiilcd  for  Aniericn,  where 
lie  ilid  not  by  nny  nifiins  make  the  hit 
that  was  expected.  Jonathan  wus  dis. 
Kiiti.KJird  with  tbc  •'  WrceJt  Ashore."  Ac. 
and  said,  *'  If  this  i^  your  great  comedian, 
where  are  the  comedies  ?"  L'nforliiiiBtely, 
Acres  cxceirted,  he  wtb3  not  perfect  in  one 
]Kii-t  in  any  ato<rU  comitdy.  He  offended 
the  deliiacy  uf  the  Vankies  by  telling 
them  chut  they  were  *'jolly  good  fellows, 
and  thiit  he  loved  theiu  hcHrt,"  &c.  It  is 
tinnecessary  to  hint  that  he  wns  tdciled 
when  he  made  this  oratorical  tlourish. 
He  snliseqiirntly  gained  upon  the  other 
inhul)itanti  of  the  United  States,  though 
he  neviT  wholly  reconcile*!  the  New 
Vurkiteii.  ilc  returned  to  Knglnnd,  and 
rc-appearcd  Ht  the  Adelpbi,  in  a  piece 
intided  "  Novelty,"  in  which  he  sjiokc 
and  sang  of  his  American  adventures. 
His  excesses  had  been  increa«cd  rather 
Ihnn  diminished  by  h\^  trip,  and  it  was 
vi'ry  evident  he  was  not  what  be  had  been. 
At  the  close  of  the  season  be  went  with 
a  portion  of  the  company  to  the  Surrey 
Theatre,  iierc  his  irregularities  were  oa 
great  as  ever;  and  on  the  production  of  a 
drama  called  the  "  Wandering  Tribr,^  in 
which  he  plavcd  a  part  which  he  had  him- 
self chosen,  he  \\u>  very  imperlect.  On 
the  second  night  of  thia  pertormancc.  on 
returning  home,  he  wil\  t:ikrnil);  and  when 
assistance  wv^  brought,  it  was  disroverrd 
that  he  had  ruptureu  a  blood  .vessel. 
From  tbut  time  lie  was  in  a  vriv  pre- 
carious  itnte.  It  was  announced  iliaT  be

genial  to  his  cuii«-tilut)'<ii ;  hui  the  dinger 
uf  A  sea  i^yage  to  ouf  wtm  had  btoken  k 
Uvod'Vctwl  was  too  up|i«rvtit.     kit  con* 
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iii''d,  ((•errfgr*',  in  )iis  o\rn<-oufitry;  ahJ 
•troDg  were  the  hopes  cntcrtmneH  of 
rrcgv«r}'  in  October  lait.  that  liis 
iwnir  was  announced  in  tlie  Adi-lpbi  bills. 
Ac  length  bU  medical  ultf^ndnnts  de- 
cUrtnl  tlmt  "  live  he  iiiiifhr,  but  ucc  n^niii 
lie  (If  ver  could."  Hi*  dcnih  ensued  trom 
ulccra  on  th«  iunf^.  a  cornplainc  which, 
to  «  ccrtNin  extent,  tvus  herttlittiry.  lie 
WW  not  awure  of  bin  dung^r  until  the 
night  Lefure  he  dird  ;  and,  though  necv«- 
mn\j  frecludrd  Trom  hi*  wonted  coni- 
piHiionp.,  and  from  all  other  Kociety  but 
that  of  bii«  fiiniily  and  tnedicitl  admepi, 
he  bad  fitii^taincd  his  tiutuial  cbeei  fulness 
throiufaout  hi«  illneu. 

Ofthe  mL-ritfiof  Mr.  Reeve  ttttalmont 
ffupettluotu  to  apmk  ; — be  was  u  farceur^ 
and  tbttl  only,  lie  \v«nced  purpose  for 
the  bij^hri  i)rd(>f  nf  drainfltit.*  illustration. 
Hift  desire  ws^  to  create  l))n|;lit('r,  and 
when  ibuc  \%  the  lir^t  wiah,  ^etitnckH 
roiinui  be  oltntned.  His  Htyte,  it  hua 
been  juttiy  remarked,  wtw  foumled  on 
that  of  the  elder  OxberrY  («  man  who»o 
liabits  ttrongiy  rowniblcd  those  of  Reeve, 
luid  ^rLo  dii.>d',  like  liim,  at  39^  but  be 
h;)d  more  vivuciiy  thiin  his  {irc-deceMOf. 
ilc  was  also  more  accomplished,  and  bad 
gmtor  mtunil  advantafces ;  but  ■«  an

diftrcfpird  to  hit  text  many  amusing  ntorie* 
are  toldi  and  howfver  eJttmvnpirit  MMue 
of  them  appear,  the  reality  crliiord  tlu-m  ;

At  Kton.  m  bis  UTlrd  ytttt, 
Mr.  Kdward  M'illiams,  uf  thotpUee,  and 
of  l8tJ,  Fleet-street,  London,  for  many 
yeari  the  respected  publixher  of  the  Kton 
Cla«»cs,  and  InokseUer  to  the  Culleffe. 

The  proximate  eaiiae  of  Mr.  W.'s  death 
was  the  very  rcprebeti^tble  practice  ot 
permitting;  slides  to  be  made  in  the  pub- 
lic fclreelK.  On  tbu  lllh  of  January,  in 
pasting  &I0119  OrangC'Dlrectr  I'dcrstrr* 
f^fpiHre^  b4«  fell  down  on  a  iilide,  and  re-> 
ccivcd  aij  u'verv  an  in4«mal  injqnr,  that  U 
eventually  pportd  bisl.

THE  reign  of  Elizulx'tU  is  a  perioti  of  our  history  towards  wliicb  Ei»g- 
liahmen  Inrn  with  mingled  feelings  of  pride  and  affection  ; — ^feelings  whirh 
it  would  be  eijually  ini|>olitic  and  unjust  to  disconrnge.  During  that 
reign  our  Protestant  cstablislinient  nas  settled  upon  tlie  aurc  foundalioD 
of  a  conformity  with  (iod«  word  ;  and,  although  attacked  byaJI  the  uioaoa 
which  cuuM  bt*  brought  to  bear  against  it, — by  private  treachery,- — by  open 
rcbcUioo, — by  the  terrors  of  superstition,  and  by  foreign  arinamenta  of 
unparalleled  magnitude,  yet,  titanks  be  to  God  !  it  rose  soperior  to  them 
all.  Elizabeth's  reign  wns  iudeed  at  once  the  trial  and  the  triumph  of 
ProtOEtaiiti^ui,  and,  so  long  as  Prnt('st;int  principles  retain  flieir  hold  upon 
the  aflVctions  of  the  people,  the  history  of  that  Queen  and  of  the  admi* 
rable  men  who  surrounded  her  throne  will  be  a  white  spot  in  every  Kng- 
lishnmn's  memory. 

It  has  recently  become  a  sort  of  fashion  to  depreciate  Elizabeth, — to 
louver  her  understanding, — tfl  magnify  her  failings,  and  even  to  attribute 
to  her  vices  of  an  odious  and  disgusting  character.  Such  a  false  c}»timatc 
can  only  arise  either  from  ignorance  or  prejudiee  ;  from  an  unncquaintanco 
with  the  proper  materials  upon  which  a  correct  judgment  resiwcting  the 
cveota  of  her  reign  may  be  fntinded,  nr^  fn>m  a  reliance  upon  the  asser- 
tions of  pervoDS  who  5[H^nt  their  lives  in  vnin  endeavours  to  support  the 
cause  nf  Koinan  Catholicism  by  tniducing  its  opiwncnts.  No  one  will 
contend  that  Elizabeth  was  an  amiable  woman,  a  pattern  of  female  excel- 
lence and  viKuc.  possessed  of  those  mild  endearing  ({ualilics  which  give 
to  the  homes  of  humbler  life  their  principal  and  most  enduring  charm. 
Khzabcth,  the  woman,  wasi  probnbly  vain,  obbtiuate,  penorions,  crafty, 
and  coquettish.  Elizabeth^  the  Queen,  was  a  lover  of  her  country  and 
her  people  ;  clear-sighted  with  respect  to  tlie  ]>olicy  u|hid  which  alone 
the  greatness  of  her  kingdom  cimld  be  founded,  and  immoveable  in  main- 
taining it.  They  who  depreciate  her  understanding,  and  represent  her 
as  a  mere  puppet  in  the  hands  of  licr  miniRter>},  take  up  opinions  in  di- 
rect contrarticlion  to  the  representations  of  those  very  minister!^  ihcjn- 
H'lvfa;  opinions  founded,  prolmbly,  upon  an  erroneous  judgment  of  the  con- 
formity between  the  j)ractice  of  tlie  contttituliou  in  Elizabeth's  days  and 

our  own.     Tlic  author,  whose  work  is  Ixforc  us,  remarks  most  justly,

— by  cflBing, — bjr  long  c3i|»erieBec,— «ho

The  letters  uhlch  have  Iwen  brought  togt-ther  with  tliis  view,  have 
been  principally  derived  from  two  t»uurces,  the  Briti:>lf  MusouiUi  and  h 
volume  of  original  letters  of  Burleigh,  preserved  in  the  public  library  of 
the  University  of  Cambridge.  They  amount  in  number  to  between  five 
and  6ix  huiidreil ;  the  greater  part  of  \Uiich  have  never  bpcn  published 
before;  bat  the  Editor  statcb  that  "in  pursuing  the  plan  which  he  pro- 
posed to  himself  of  making  a  connected  history  of  the  rcigu,  it  was  some* 
times  not  only  denirablu,  but  even  necessary,  to  fill  up  the  chain  with  a 
letter  or  two  which  had  been  already  given  to  the  public."  In  this  w-ny 
it  has  happened  that  in  the  perusal  of  the  uoik,  vie  occasionally  btumblc 
upon  tetters,  with  tlie  contents  of  ivhich,  historical  writers  ha^e  beeu 
familiarized  by  their  publication  in  Sir  Heury  Ellis's  Original  Letters,  or 
in  the  Harduickc  or  other  Collections  of  Stale  Papers.  For  our  own 
part  we  regret  that  the  author  has  not  availed  himself  more  tttigdy 
papers  already  published.  A  history  told  by  tueaus  of  really  iin])uflau' 
doeuiucnlR  compiled  from  all  iiccessible  sources,  whether  printed  or  luaau 
script,  could  not  fail  to  be  highly  useful. 

Aw  extensive  collection  of  this  descriptiou,  containing  letters  relating  to 
a  great  variety  of  subjects,  aud  to  events  spread  over  a  period  uf  fire 
and  forty  years^  must  contain  mucli  matter  iiiteiesting  tu  all  classes  of 
reader:!.  )Vc  feel  great  dilBculty  in  selecting  from  it,  but  will  cndeaxour 
to  do  so  in  such  miinncr  as  to  lunke  its  im|>ortaricc  ap|>arcnt. 

Many  of  the  eaily  k-ttei-s  relate  to  the  Queen's  ititcrfcieucc  in  the 
afiairs  of  Scotland,  (t  appears  that  she  and  Cecil  were  at  issue  upon  that 
subject  »u  decidedly,  that  the  mini&ter  tendered  his  resteitation  io  the 
following  letter.  It  is  ditlicult  to  say  whethci  its  beautiful  simplicity  or 
its  devoted  loyalty  is  the  more  admirable.

Ttie  issue  is  nell  knono  -,  the  Duke  cDihriiUed  aod  hampered  liimself 
amongst  the  plots  of  which  Mary  the  Scottish  Queen  was  the  nucleus, 
and.  in  the  end,  was  cotivtcted  of  treason  and  executed.  After  his  ron- 
demDation,  he  wrote  a  very  striking  letter  tn  his  children,  nbidi  Is 
printed  in  the  work  before  us,  and  vvhicli  wc  regret  wc  eannot  iuacrt  on 
arcount  of  its  length. 

The  affairs  of  Scotland  occupy  considerable  space  in  the  early  part  of 
the  work.  The  following  oitracts  from  C'ecilB  letters  to  the  Earl  of 
Sussex,  the  fiovernor  of  Ireland,  seem  to  lead  to  the  infer? nee  that  Kliza- 
beth's  ministers  would  pr))l>iil>ly  not  have  been  much  displeased  if  the 
coranmnders  of  the  Knglit^h  Heet  cruising  against  pirates  had  taken  upon 
themselves  to  stop  Mary  in  her  passage  froni  bVanccinto  Scotland  in  l.^fil. 
The  old  story  that  the  English  fleet  was  sent  out  pur^iosely  to  intercept] 
Mary,  and  that  tbc  Scotch  vessels  passed  in  a  fog,  h:is  been  long  dis*  { 
proved. 

On  the  25lh  July  1561,  Cecil  wrote  to  the  Earl  of  Sussex  :

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rnntain  many  incirlrnts  more  nstoiii^liing  limn  t)ic  defeat  of  the  Armada 
and  lite  delivery  of  KIJ^li^In^  "  by  ilie  hand  ui  the  Omnijinlcnt^  from  X\ 
boar  that,  sought  to  lay  Iier  vineyard  waste,"  The  edittir  has  wisely  endc 
voorcd  to  ndd  every  thing  vtithin  hib  reiich  tu  our  knowledge  ruti|)eetii 
this  marvellous  event.  >Ve  have  here  nil  the  tieparate  inridents  parade 
as  it  were  before  us,  '*  the  coiirte  in  the  campc,"  nlicrc  Kli/iibeth'e  cou 
duct  8o  enflained  the  hearts  of  her  gwxl  subjects,  that  "  tlie  ueakr 
perioti  amoDges  them  thought  himself  able  to  mateh  the  proudest  Spaiiia 
that  flared  land  in  England"  (II.  391);  Umkc  chuMog  the  Spaniards 
along  the  Channel,  and  watching  anxiously  for  the  Duke  of  Parma  to  sally 
out  of  Dunkirk — "  I  would  willingly  sec  it!"  he  exclaims.  "  If  they  once 
sallie  owt,  the  next  news  you  shall  heare  will  be  the  one  to  tome  to 
meeting  against  the  other ;  which  when  it  shall  come  to  passe,  or  whether 
there  be  meeting  or  no,  let  us  all  with  one  consent,  both  high  and  lowe, 
maguifie  and  praise  our  most  gracious  and  mercifall  God,  fur  hiii  infinite 
and  unspeakable  guodnvss  towards  us"  (11.390  )  Amongst  the  incidents 
of  the  period,  we  here  find  a  notice  of  that  which  was  not  the  least  war- 
velloiis,  the  state  of  the  weather.

Tlie  passngcK  which  relate  to  Elizal>eth,  personally,  are  innumerable^ 
All  her  peculiarities,  her  eaution,  her  love  of  p  roc  ratlin  atlon,  her  t>cuti< 
riousness,  her  confidence  in  her  *'  Spirit,"  as  site  termed  I»rd  Burleigh, 
bcr  fondness  for  reiterated  consideration  of  ntattcrs  wbieli  evcr\-  one 
thought  to  have  been  dcteruiined  upon,  her  quickness  of  rc]dy,  her 
strenuous  endeavours  after  popularity  ; — these  and  many  other  marked 
features  of  her  cliaractcr  are  exhibited  in  u  great  variety  of  instanced. 
In  this  respect  the  letters  of  Sir  Thomas  Smith  to  iiord  Burghtey,  in  the 
second  volume,  are  inralnable.     Thus  on  the  (ith  of  March  157*1  : —

We  wish  we  conld  quote  the  whole  of  tliis  Btrikiog  letter ;  bot  we 
must  hapten  to  n  close. 

Frum  the  year  1593  to  the  end  of  Lord  Burleigh's  life,  the  editor  liafl 
had  the  advantage  of  a  ootlection  of  original  letters  arldressed  by  that 
great  man  to  htA  ^on  Sir  Uobert  Cecil,  and  contained  in  a  volume  belong- 
ing to  the  Univtrsity  of  Cambridge,  which  lias  hitherto  remained  unno- 
ticed. Copious  use  bns  been  made  of  that  collection,  and  great  indeed  is 
the  value  which  the  book  has  coiisequcotly  acquired.  Boyla  has  rc- 
ninrkedj  with  equal  truth  and  lieauty,  that,  ''  us  the  [sun  is  seen  bcstat  his 
liaiog  and  h\»  setting,  so  men'^i  native  dis|x>sition8  arc  clcailicst  perceived 
wbiUt  ihcy  arc  diddren  and  when  they  are  dying."  In  the  work  before 
us,  Burleigh  shines  :idvatitageously  throughout,  but  nowhere  with  greater 
lastre  tlian  in  these  his  last  letters,  written  when  he  was  conscious  that 
his  sun  was  hastening  to  the  horizon.  Retaining  the  cheerfulness  which 
always  distinguished  him;  busied  but  not  *' broken  by  the  storms  of 
State  ;**  after  an  official  experience  of  forty  years,  still  possessed  of  the 
same  clearness  of  understanding,  simplicity  of  mind,  singleness  of  pur- 
pose, and  firm  determination  to  fear  (iod  and  honour  the  Queeu,  nith 
which  Ito  embarke<l  into  the  business  of  life.  Neither  piety  nor  loyalty 
can  be  rctidered  more  attractive  than  tlicy  appear  in  the  last  letters  of 
this  illustrious  stfltc!>iniin.  U'u  ha\e  e\hausted  our  space,  but  we  cannot 
conclude  witliout  some  further  cxtraeto  from  the  letters  of  this  great  man. 
We  will  take  them  from  a  letter  written  comparatively  early  in  Ids  career, 
ftud  froui  the  last  ithicli  passed  under  his  hand. 

Writing  to  Sir  'I'liomas  Smith  in  I'tUA,  be  says: —

phrastus ;  the  selection  of  which  authorij,  at  least,  furnishes  a  presumption 
of  fj^KJ  taste.  He  had  a  very  good  claSRical  library  apparently  well  read, 
I  possess  nmonjj;  others  his  copy  of  Ernesti's  Homer,  (to  which  he  ba:a  at- 
tached the  Hymn  to  Ceres,  edited  by  Hulinken),  and  his  copy  of  Ca:sau- 
bon's  Strabo,  iu  2  vols.  foUo,  which  is  full  oi  geographical  and  historical 
notes  by  him,  on  slips  of  paper,  appended  to  the  test.  The  work  was 
evidently  read  with  great  care,  and  with  knowledge  of  the  subject 
and  language.  This  will  corroborate  Johnson's  assertion  of  M'ilkes's  5cAo- 
hrship,  which  stood  without  any  additional  proof  Iwfore. 

P.  332.  Cibber's  Lives  of  the  Pocta. — The  account  of  this  work  \vaa 
published  in  Phillips's  Theatrum  Pottarum,  cil.  Brydges,  p.  71.  *'  It  ap- 
pears from  this,  that  some  of  the  materials  were  collectcTd  by  Coxetcr; 
that  they  were  digested  anfl  added  to  by  Shiels,  and  that  the  whole  was 
altered  and  corrected  by  Theophilus  Cibbcr."  See  a  poera  on  the  Power 
of  ficauty,  by  SliicU,  in  IVarch's  Collection,  vol.  i.  p.  191.  It  appears 
that  Ahihony  Jston  wrote  a  curious  Supplement  t(»  Cibbcr  a  Poets ;  ace 
Malone's  Drydcn,  vol.  iii.  p.  227  ;  also  consult  Censura  Uteraria,  vol.  \\, 
p.  3J2.  'I'hcre  is  a  biographical  memoir,  supposed  to  be  written  by  Dr. 
Cotton,  the  Ordinary  of  Newgate,  {account  of  Thomas  Cibbcr)  xw  Gold- 
smithb  Works,  cd.  Prior,  vol.  i.  p.  3CI. 

Vol.  \'[\,  p.  J.  '•  It  is  more  probable  that  witnesses  should  He  or  be 
miatakeu,  than  that  they  (miracle!))  should  happen."  Johnson,  "why, 
Sir,  Hume  taking  the  projrasition  simply  is  right."  Hume's  argument  on 
luiraclea  waa  rigourously  examined  by  Dr.  J.  Campbell  of  Abi'rdeeu.  See 
Borne  account  of  hia  book,  and  some  remarks  of  I  fume  upon  it,  with  his 
letter  to  CauiphcH^  in  Smellic's  Life  of  Hurac,  p.  183  to  195.  To  this 
I  shall  ftrst  add  what  the  Rev.  C.  Benson  says  in  hia  Hulsean  Lectures, 
Vol*  i.  p.  Hii — 9-1,  Disc.  iv. — "  I  deemed  it  sufficient  to  reply,  by  deny- 
ing that  experience  in  all  cases  ia  the  measure  of  the  intrinsic  credibilily 
of  facts.  The  proposition  of  Hnmc  is  of  too  general  a  nature  j  he  was 
only  authorised  to  assume  that  the  intrinsic  credibility  of  facts  ia  to  be 
measured  by  this  analogy  lo  our  past  experience  of  the  same,  or  similar 
facts  having  occurred  under  the  same  or  similar  circumstances.*'  See 
*l50  Paley's  Evidences  of  Christianity,  p  3-  Hume's  principle  concisely 
u  this — •'  That  it  ia  contrary  to  experience  that  a  miracle  should  be  trnc, 
but  not  contrary  lo  cxpcritiKC  that  testimony  should  be  false."  Now, 
there  appears  asmall  ambiguity  in  the  term  *  experience,"  and  the  phrase 
cuntran/  to  cxpcrience,or  conti cdirting  experience  ;  for  which  Paley  sbowa 
that '  tl'nnf  of  cspcrlence'  should  Iw  substituted  ;  and  then  he  proves  thai 
the  improbability  arising  from  tins  want  of  ex|tcricncc,  is  ocdy  o<juaI  lo  the 
jirolmbilitv  there  is,  thai  if  the  thing  were  true,  we  should  cxpcriencu 
hings  similar  to  it,  or  that  such  things  should  be  generally  cxpeiieuccd. 
'alcy  ahowa  how  weak  thai  probability  ia,  and  yet  that  probability  is  the 
xnct  converse,  and  therefore  the  exact  measure  of  iWt  "ua^t^iW\i\X\V'^  N^vvvCa. 
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ur'iBcs  ffoiii  the  want  of  exjK'riPiice.  and  which  Mr.  Hume  reprrsenls  ns  in- 
vincible l>y  hiiraan  tcstimonv.  Ht*  Ihcti  nbHcrrcs — "  The  f<»rcc  of  ejperh 
enct,  as  an  ubjcctiou  to  inirncies.  ia  fouudcJ  on  the  presumprinn,  either 
thnt  the  coiirsp  of  nature  is  inviiriable,  or  that  if  it  ever  vwiefl,  vnrifttioitr 
will  be  frequent  and  genenil.  Has  the  nevetsUy  of  this  uHcrnatwr  httft' 
demonstrated?  He  ihrn  observes  that  Hume  stales  the  e:iAC  nf  wirn- 
clcfl  Hs  a  contest  of  opposite  improbnbilitic!! ;  but  he  suppresses  nil  those 
circumstances  of  cx/e««a/fOrt  which  result  from  our  knoult'dge  of  the  cx- 
ortinii,  |K)\\er,  mid  disposition  of  the  Deity  (  his  concern  in  the  crefttinn, 
the  end  answered  by  the  miracle,  the  importniico  of  Ihat  end,  »nd  its  sub* 
serviency  to  the  plun  purtiued  itt  the  work  of  nature.  Lastlv)  he  trie* 
Hume's  nrginneut  by  the  rule,  that  if  a  ibcorem  proposed,  ia  tried  in  a 
simple  case,  and  produces  a  false  leHitlt,  there  must  Ix-  some  mistake  in 
the  di'moubtration.  His  simple  case  h,  that  the  a|>u8lle8  were  burnt, 
strangled,  mcked,  rather  than  p'^e  up  the  truth  of  their  account  of  tho 
miracles  wrought  before  their  eyes.  The  false  result  is — Mr.  Hume'9 
rule,  I  am  not  to  believe  them.  On  this  subject  Hey's  Ixx-turea  on 
Divinity  may  be  consulted,  and  it  has  been  discussed  by  many  other 
writers.  Mr.  Babbngc  says,  "  that  more  sophistry  has  been  adraneed 
against  it.  than  its  author  employed  in  the  whole  of  hi^  writings." — (v. 
Bridg.  Treatise,  p.  1 18),  and  he  agrees  with  Dr.  Johnson  that  the  "  main 
argument,  divested  of  its  less  important  partirulurs,  never  has.  and  never 
will  be  refuted."  W'c  recommend  the  tenth  and  eleventh  chapters  of  Mr. 
Biibbagc's  work  to  attention,  which  enter  fully  into  the  arguments,  aitd  exa< 
niiDc  it  by  cntnthtion  ;  thus  a  complete  answer  iis  given  to  the  arfpimeot  of 
Hume  against  miracleii,  by  not  only  showing  the  |>os8iliility  of  supporting 
theui  by  testimony,  but  even  of  asccitaining,  in  any  given  circumstances, 
the  precise  number  of  witnesses  required.  See  also  Or.  rhalniers's  Evi- 
dence of  the  Christian  Religion,  Vol.  i.  p.  129.  "on  the  power  which  liea 
iu  the  concurrence  of  distinct  testimonies."  'J'hus  then  wc  quit  this  inte- 
resting subject  with  the  satisfactory  result, — that  the  conclusion  at  whieb 
Mr.  iiunic  arrived  respecting  the  sullicieucy  of  testimony  to  siuiport  a 
mintcle,  will  nut  bear  the  test  of  a  nvmcrical  ralcuiation.*

2nd,  Then  the  error  con- 
sists ill  estimating  a  hull-dog's  i/ootinesn  hy  his  strength  ;   which  shows  that 
with  Jill    this  keenness  and  perspicuiti/  he  knew  nothing  of  the  matter  in 
dlsputu.     A  buU-dog  has  more  need  of  couiftge  and  nimbtc  dexterity  than 
of  strength  and  weight.     The  success  of  bis  attack,  aUrays  a  dangerous 
one.  de|M?nds  on  his  being  able  to  seize  and  retain  hold  of  sonic  tcudcr  [uirt 
of  the  biill's  bofly,  himself  avaiding  the  bull's  horns,  and  being  free  from 
iojury.     The  part  chosen  by  the  instinctive  sagacity  of  the  dog,  assisted 
perliaps  by  his  training,  is  the  npjier  lip,  hy  which  he  pins  the  bull  tu  the 
ground,  which  gives  it  such  exquisite   pain   ns  to  overcome   its  power  nf 
resistiince  ;  and  the  strength  of  the  dog  is  of  little  importance.     But  if, 
as  Johnson  argued,  the  strength  and  size  of  the  dog  were  the  important 
])ointa  to  be  considered,  it  is  plain  that  the  mastiff,  a  much  larger  and  ii» 
herce  un  animal,  would  long  have  superseded  a  dog  of  such  inferior  sise. 
thla  comes  of  a  perpttual  habit  ofcoatradiciion. 

P.  9.  "  'Inhere  must  be  a  diseased  mind  when  there  is  a  failure  of  me- 
mory Hi  seventy.  "  A  book  cont.'iining  all  the  welt  •authenticated  instances 
of  remarkable  memory,  would  form  an  interesting  and  useful  part  of  the 
history  of  the  powers  of  the  mind.  We  believe,  of  Henderson  the  actor, 
remaiKable  instances  of  memory  are  cited.  In  the  life  of  a  great  scholar, 
Lu  Cro2e«  we  have  met  with  some  more  extraordinary.  Leibnitz,  when 
at  Berlin,  had  the  curiosity  to  put  La  Croze's  memory  to  trial,  ffe  re- 
cited ttt'eJve  verses  in  twelve  different  Inngaayrs  one  singte  time.  La  Croze 
repeated  them,  and  not  only  rejjcated,  but  transp«>sed  them  at  the  will  of 
those  present.  Mr.  Pcllouticr,  to  try  his  local  memory,  selected  four  dif- 
ferent pUASages, — one  from  Catullus, — one  from  the  Scholiast  on  Pindar^ 
one  from  the  Scholiast  on  Aristophanes, — and  the  last  from  St.  Jerome. 
He  turned  tlie  conversation  as  it  were  accidently  on  the  subject.  La  Croxc 
told  liim  where  the  passages  were,  and  cited  the  exact  words.  Mu- 
rctus  in  his  Varia  Lectiones  mentions  a  Corsican,  to  whom  he  and  his 
friends  repeated  certain  Greek  and  Latin  words  without  any  connexion 
witJi  each  other, — some  words  without  any  meaning,  till  they  were  quite 
tired  of  their  dictation.  'Hie  Corsican  exhorted  them  to  continue,  and 
complained  that  the  number  of  words  was  not  sufficient.  At  length  he 
repeated  them  all  accurately,  and  in  the  order  dchvcrcd.  Muretus  meu- 
tious  the  names  of  his  friends  piesent  at  this  remarkable  exhibitioa  :— 
"  N.  Lippomanus.  La/  Moccnicus,  Job.  Malipctrus,  and  (i.  ContarenoS) 
alioMjue  pra-terea  innumerabiles  ejus  rci  testes  fasbercui,  a  quiboa  si  mcaturvs, 
vanitatem  nieam  courgui  nollcm." 

P.  10.  "  Talking  of  Kochtster's  Poems,  he  said  he  had  given  them  to 
Mr.  Slccvcns  to  be  castrated  for  the  edition  of  his  Poets,"  The  edition 
Johnson  must  have  given  to  cafitrate  is  that  of  IJ'Al  in  two  volumes,  but 
Rochester  is  not  anfeweiable  for  the  objectionuble  |Mjems,  nnd  the  book- 
seller did  not  venture  to  nllix  Ids  name  to  this  work.  "  Kothester  wioto 
but  Utile  of  the  ribaldry  that  jjasscs  under  his  name,  but  ha^•ing  obtaiucjj 
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the  clmractcr  of  a  lend  uriter,  cverytliing  in  tliut  strain  was  fatlicreU  ii]H)n 
liiiii,"     See  Nicholas  Select  Poems.  Vol.  iii.  p.  201. 

I'.  ]  I.  "■  Prior  is  a  liic)y*s  book.  No  huly  is  ashnmerl  to  have  it  standiui 
in  lier  library."  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  this  is  correct,  whatever  mai 
be  thought  of  Prior  now,  the  ^^allaiitry  of  wliosc  verseSj  as  far  as  ladies  ai 
conctTiic'd,  is  ccrtairdy  hamdess  at  the  present  day,  for  his  name  i4 
scarcely  knonn  among  them;  but  nhen  we  hear  with  astonishment,  the 
language  of  some  of  Drj'den's  plays,  the  words  often  put  into  the  mouth  of 
Mrs.  Oldjtpid  and  otlier  actresses,  and  particularly  the  prologues  and 
opilo;rucs  affixed  to  Shadwell's  |ilaj*3  ;  we  can  well  conceive  Prior's  loose 
wit  to  be  a  kind  of  iestter  morality.  The  mask,  and  aftcrwardti  *'  the 
modest  fan,"  concealed  the  no'blnshes  of  the  fair  audieuce. 

P.  12.  "  He  said  the  dispute  as  to  the  comparative  excellence  of  Homer 
and  Virgil  was  inacmrnte.  W'c  must  consider  w  hcthcr  Homer  was  not 
the  greatest  poet,  though  Virgil  may  have  produced  the  finest  \H>cin  •/*  to 
witicli  Mr.  .fames  Boswell  adds,  "  U'here  is  the  inaccuract/,  if  the  admirers 
of  Homer  contend,  that  he  was  not  only  prior  to  Virgil  in  point  of  time, 
but  superior  in  excellence."  'Jhe  inuccitracj/  appears  to  me  to  consist  ia 
the  manner  in  which  the  coiuparison  is  made,  wiitch  would  not  lead  to  ft 
satisfactory  or  ^pcvrate  result,  because  the  su[)criority  of  poetical  genius 
does  not  carry  with  it  iu  this  case,  the  necessary  su|>eriority  of  poetical 
production.  If  the  poets  were  coeval,  we  may  say  that  we  should  judge  of 
their  poetical  powers  by  their  poems  :  this  makes  an  accurate  test,  but 
considering  the  long  interval  between  the  time  of  Homer  and  Virgil,  that 
test  is  no  longer  just,  because  the  iatcr  poet  with  inferior  powerii  may  pro- 
duce the  finest  poem;  but  you  have' no  other  test  or  proof  of  their  res|)cc- 
tive  genius,  but  the  poems  they  have  left,  and  these  are,  according  to 
Johnson's  argument,  an  inaccurate  criterion  of  what  poetic  |Xiwers  they 
might  !-cspectively  possess.  The  taste  and  feeling  of  Virgil,  profiting  by, 
and  uiaUing  use  of  the  invention  of  Homer,  might  produce  a  more  huished 
and  beautiful  pm.m  than  Homer  himself;  yet  Homer's  invention  might  bo 
a  nobler  and  grander  clement  of  poetic  genius,  than  a  fiui&hcd  tnste,  or 
powers  of  felicitous  adaptation.  .lohnson,  therefore,  would  wish  the  com- 
parison to  be  made  from  the  inferences  we  draw  of  the  poetical  abilities  of 
each,  rather  than  from  the  actual  compositions  which  they  left.  Johitson 
says  justly, — *  The  dispute  is  inaccurate.'  Boswell  asks  how  the  vonch- 
ttiofi  of  one  party  is  inuccurate.  The  inaccui'acv,  in  answer  to  him,  would  be 
this — that  if  the  admirers  of  Homer  contended  that  he  was  sujicrior  to 
Virgil,  the  admirers  of  V^irgil  would  deny  it ;  then  they  must  find  a  cri- 
terion to  judge  the  respective  merits  of  each,  and  that  criteriuu  is,  as  John- 
son says,  inaccurate,  w  hen  the  rival  poets  live  at  such  difterent  teras. 
Perhaps  Johnson  meant  that  we  should  judge  of  them  by  n  double  estimate  ; 
— 1st.  That  of  their  productions  J  2ndiy.  Thntofthdr  poetical  |K)wers  con- 
sidered iu  the  abstract. 

p.  iti.  I  supjiose  no  persons  but  Boswell  and  Malonc  could  over  hare 
raised  a  doubt  al>out  the  meaning  of  ParncU's  lines,  w Inch  is  obvious  to 
the  poorest  understanding;

But  Boswell  looked  on  '  swains '  as  a  generic^  not  a  specific  term,  as  st*nd- 
iitg  for  mi?n  f  aod  some  difficulty  also  arose  from  the  rather  obsolete  term 
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*«wain/     Hwl  it  stood — "  To  find  if  books  or  penaantt  apeak  it  riglit," 
BoBtvcU  could  not  Iinvc  missed  the  inc.-ining. 

P.  jU.  "  Marble  dog  of  Mr.  Jciiuiiij^s." — Tliis  famous  dog  vras  so  talked 
of  iu  the  world,  that  the  proprietor  went  by  the  name  of  '  D<^  Jennings.* 
He  y\M  father  of  Mrs.  Lock,  of  Norburj-  j  and  a  most  extranrdinary 
chftfacier.  He  collected  works  of  vertu,  books,  pictures,  bronzes.  Ike, 
almost  to  bis  dying  day  ;  and  the  visit  I  paid  him  in  his  house  at  the  foot 
ofBattersea-bridgc, — his  curiosities,  his  conversation,  dress,  manner,  (lialf 
Knglish,  half  Italian,)  his  little  flat  velvet  cap,  and  his  thick,  high  plough- 
man's shoes,  formed  an  advcuture  never  to  be  forgotten.  1  think  lome 
account  of  him  is  to  be  found  in  the  Afemoirs  of  the  Hawkins's. 

P.  62,  *'  [t  is  remarkable  that  the  most  unhealthy  countries,  where 
Uiere  are  the  most  destructive  diseases^  such  as  Kgypt  and  Bengal,  are  the 
most  populous."  Bengal  is  not  an  unhealthy  cnuntry,  as  regards  the 
natives — the  Hindoos.  The  only  destructive  di:ieasc  of  Egypt  is  the 
plague,  which  occurs  sometimes  at  distant  intenals,  and  the  ravage  of  which, 
chiefly  coiifined  to  towns,  is  soon  repaired.  But  in  countries  like  £gypt 
and  Bengal,  the  climate,  causing  an  increased  fertility  of  soil,  creates  a 
large  popiilatinu.  Wheat  in  Eg)*pt  and  Syria  produces  70  and  80  and 
100  fold;  in  England  20  or  30.  The  plantain  produces  150  times  as 
much  fo(Nl  as  wheat,  on  the  same  space  of  ground.  In  addition  to  which^ 
the  inhabitants  of  hot  countries  re(]uirc  much  less  food  ;  so  that  a  greater 
population  is  supported  with  ease,  I  think  in  Malta  there  arc  300 
persons  to  every  acre  of  ground.  A  thriving  population  scarcely  feels  the 
efecta  of  war,  conscriptions,  or  diseases  in  the  diminution  of  its  numbers. 
Dr.  Johnson  was  quite  right  in  his  correctness  of  the  statement,  and  in 
saying.  "  countries  which  are  the  most  populous,  have  the  most  destruc- 
tive diseaaea."  So  certain  are  the  laws  of  nature  which  regulate  this,  that 
medical  men  inform  us,  that  in  masses  of  population,  if  one  disease  omits 
to  appear  in  its  usual  course,  another  kind  may  be  expected  to  break  out : 
but  as  Meric  Casaubon  aaith — "  I  foiget  myself." 

We  will  now  end  with  a  word  or  two  on  Johnson's  style. — The  style 
of  Dr.  Johnson  differs  from  that  of  the  English  writers  who  preceded 
him,  in  being  more  uuiformly  stately  and  formal,  in  the  introduction  of 
words  derived  from  the  Greek  and  Latin  in  the  place  of  the  more  familiar 
Saxoa,  and  particularly  in  the  manner  in  which  he  ofteu  winds  up  his 
Bcutences  iu  trihgica,  or,  in  other  words,  in  three  partitions  or  diviaona. 
This  is  not  common  with  our  old  writers,  such  as  Taylor,  Milton,  Barrow, 
Temple.  Clarendon,  wlio  did  not  bind  themselves  to  so  regular  a  structure, 
but  poun:d  out  their  eloquent  thoughts  in  |M.*riodB  of  a  fuller  and  wider  har- 
mony. Sometimes,  to  prtxlucc  that  variety  wlucU  is  a  necessary  constituent 
of  a  fine  style,  they  cuded  their  sentences  with  a  short  and  familiar 
word,  iu  the  manner  afterwards  adopted  with  such  success  by  Addison. 
I  have  lately  read  a  clever  little  work,  which  seems,  one  might  almost 
say.  to  have  been  the  model  of  Johnson's  imitation.  The  title  of  the 
book  is  "  Moral  Discourses  and  Essays  upon  sevcrall  Select  subjects,  by 
T.  C.  Esq.  IC55,  12mo.''  To  prove  my  assertion,  I  will  here  give  a  few 
specimens  of  the  author's  manner,  wliich  might  be  supi>o6cd  to  be  extracts 
from  the  Rambler.

IT  W6B  intended  under  the  late  Record  Commission  to  publish  a  work  which  waa 
to  contain  a  detailed  account  of  the  Acta  or  Proccedingt  of  the  Commiasioners,  with 
an  Appendix  of  illustratiTe  documents.  Amongst  other  subjecta  which  would  have 
been  treatetl  of  in  tliat  work,  the  operations  of  the  Commission  with  reference  to 
the  King's  Remembrancer's  Records  would  have  occupied  a  conspicuous  place,  and, 
with  a  view,  we  presume,  at  once  to  justify  and  illustrate  those  operations,  varioua 
miscvllancoufl  documents,  ciUculated  to  exemplify  the  nature  of  that  rx^Uection  of 
Records,  were  scU^cted  and  printed,  and  would  have  been  used  as  an  Appendix  to  th« 
contemplated  work.  The  design  was  a  good  one,  and,  in  some  hands,  might  hare 
been  made  extremely  useful,  but  *'  nimble  mischance,  that  U  so  light  of  foot,"  out- 
ran it  in  the  execution,  and  all  that  now  remains  is  the  intended  Ajipeudtx  of  docu- 
ments selected  from  the  King's  Remembrancer's  Records.  Even  that  has  not  boen 
acnt  forth  into  thr  world,  but  n  ropy  of  It  having  found  ita  way  into  OUT  pOStndOD,  W#> 
tliink  our  readers  will  feel  obliged  to  us  for  a  notice  of  its  contents. 

The  several  documents  h^re  printed  relate  to  the  reigns  of  John,  Henry  III.  Ed* 
ward  I.  and  Edward  II.  Tliey  are  thrown  together  in  what  appears  to  be  a  very 
irregular  manner,  but  we  propose  to  notice  them  in  chronological  order,  and  thufl 
tbcnsfore  direct  attention,  in  the  first  pbce,  to  a

Rolls  of  this  description  occasionally  furnish  a  date,  a  place,  or  a  dealgnatiaii  that  il 
Uieful.  but  they  are  not  of  any  great  genera]  value.  They  conaUt  of  entries  of  auma 
of  money  paid  to  persons  who  were  aftfnrarda  to  render  account  of  such  atUDS, 
olther  at  th^  Exclicquer,  or  (o  the  Keeper  of  the  Privy  Purse. 

The  Roll  here  printed,  p.  ?T0  to  p.  TtG,  \»  tbe  earliest  of  iU  kind  known  to  exiat* 
A.  similar  Hull  of  the  l^th  of  John  is  extant  in  the  Tower,  and  one  uf  the  Mtli  of 
John  is  in  tbe  same  repository  from  whence  tlic  one  now  before  us  was  derived. 

The  7th  of  John,  the  year  to  which  this  Roll  rcfcni,  began  on  the  iptli  May,  1205|  i 
and  ended  on  the  l(»th  May,  Vioii.  It  was  a  year  of  great  aStiction  throughout  Eng-  > 
land.  The  preceding  winter  had  been  distingtutthed  for  ita  severity ;  a  great  frost  set 
in  on  the  Hth  January,  and  lasted  until  the  ^2ind  March.  The  sncceedlng  summer 
was  one  of  scarcity.  Wheat  roso  to  twelve  times  its  ordinary  price,  and  the  country 
was  desolated  by  famine.  The  imbecile  monarch  choae  Uiis  ilisnAtrous  period  for  aa 
exhibition  of  apparent  courage  and  activity.  lie  published  his  determination  to  em- 
bark for  Normandy  with  an  KngUah  army,  and  with  that  view,  assembled  a  large  fleet 
and  many  Boldicrs  at  Portsmuutfa.  Many  of  his  Barons  refused  to  accompany  him  t 
and  the  Archbinhop  of  Canterbury,  for  reasons  which  Jo  not  oppear,  forbade  tbe  ex- 
pedition. The  Kiiiii'd  object,  however,  was  merely  to  raise  money.  On  tlie  IHth 
June,*  be  embarked  with  a  small  company  and  landed  again  near  Worchom  on  the 
third  day  afterwards.  Upon  his  return,  says  tlic  chronicler,  he  levied  an  infinity 
of  money  from  the  Earls,  tiai'ons,  Knights,  and  Religions  Honscs,  under  pretence 
tliat  they  would  not  follow  him  across  the  sea  to  recover  his  inheritance.  (Mat. 
Parisi  p.  I'M.)  To  complete  the  niiaery  of  this  unhappy  year,  it  witnessed  the 
death  of  Anhlnshop  Hubert,  and  the  breaking  out  of  the  dispute  between  John  and 
the  Pope. 

The  present  Roll  thrown  little  light  ujion  these  incidents,  and,  except  perhaps  aa 
a  specimen  of  o  class  of  Reconls,  was  not  at  all  worthy  of  publication.  The  foUoW' 
ing  payments  made  on  the  King's  return  from  his  chivalrous  expedition  from  Porta- 
motUh  to  Dartmouth  may  serve  as  specimens.

The  importance  of  Household  Exijenses  as  materials  for  hiitorical  illustratloii  il 
nnitersolly  ot^knowledged ;  indeed  few  antiquarian  books  are  more  justly  apprecUtod

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in  the  publications  of  thU  deficripdou  which  have  proceeded  from  the  Society  of 
LntiqaoriM.  and  from  Bishop  Percy,  and  other  able  editors.  Of  thoK  already  pub- 
ihed  tlte  earliest  is  that  of  the  'JBth  £dward  I.  printed  by  the  Society  of  Antiqua- 
les  in  1787.  The  Record  before  us  u  nearly  ninety  years  anterior.  Nor  it  its  9U« 
)rior  BDtiijalty  its  only  claim  upon  our  altenCiitn.  It  will  be  found  to  prexent  a 
triking  picture  of  the  state  of  tbd  kingdom,  of  aocicty,  and  of  manners  i  the  life  led 
)y  the  monarch  ;  the  composition  of  hia  court ;  with  many  other  minute  detaite  wtneh 
111  appear  aa  we  proceed. 

It  extends  from  tbc  4th  May,  I'JI^,  to  tbc  ??Dd  May,  1313  ;  a  period  of  fingular 
mble  and  ilitTtctilty,  Thv  kingdom  had  now  been  for  four  years  noJer  an  interdict ; 
■■King  had  been  excommnnicated ;  bio  subjects  absolved  from  their  aUegianoc ; 
id,  finally,  a  sentence  of  deposition  had  been  pused  against  him  by  the  P(^k,  which 
te  French  King  was  levying  troops  to  carry  into  execution.  The  present  Record 
tablet  na  to  trace  t)ie  conduct  of  the  vacillaUng  moruirch  under  rircuoutancea  of 
:h  pccntiar  embarraasment,  and  it  will  be  found  interesting  to  follow  him  with  some 
linutoncBS. 

The  Earl  of  Doologne,  hflTing  been  expelled  from  his  hervditary  posKisions  by  the 
Ling  of  France,  took  refuge  in  England,  where  he  and  hh  followers  were  honourably 
:ceivtd  and  abundantly  reworded  by  John.     (~MKt.  Paris,  1^1.)      In  return,  the  ejiilc 
id  homage  nod  took  an  oitb  of  fealty  to  the  Euglibb  monarch ;  and  tbiit  transfer  of 
[s  alliance  took  place  publicly,  before  an  aswrnbly  of  Earls  and  Barons  summoned 
be  present  upon  the  occasion.     {Fo;d.  I.  IfM.)     *'  llicse  things,"  remarks  John, 
"'  we  would  hare  done  thus  publicly  in   London,  that  our  friends  might   receive  joy 
id  our  enemies  utter  confusion  therefrom."     (Ibid.)     The  Peost  of  the  Ascension, 
turtfday,  tbc  3rd  May  131'.'.  was  the  day  upon  which  this  important  ceremony  took 
ICC,  and  the  Record  before  as  opcm  upon  the  dsy  following,    llic  fir»t  three  or 
'four  entries  exhibit  John  fully  alive  to  the  Importance  of  the  Eari  of  Boulogne,  as  a 
|)olitical  instrument,  and,  when  taken  in  conjunction  with  documents  in  tbc  Fwdera, 
»roTc  that  he  endesTOured  to  make  tbc  most  of  him.     On  the  4th  of  May  a  Knight 
Flanders  was  despatched  with  a  gift  of  ten  marks  and  letters  to  Fcrrsnd  the  Earl 
kf  Flanders,  and  to  the  Countess  Margaret  his  aunt.     To  t)io  former.  John  wrote 
lat  the  Earl  of  Boulogne  had  stated  that  he,  the  Earl  of  Flanders,  was  wiiUng   to 
Iter  into  John's  service  upon  payment  of  s  certain  fee  and  other  advantages  which 
Fohn  was  of  opioioa  might  easily  be  settled,  and  therefore  he  desired  the  Earl  to  send 
>me  confidential  persons  into  Enghind  by  whom  a  treaty  hetwecu  them  might  be 
mclnded,     He  referred  him  to  his  messengers ; — one  of  whom  was  the  gentleman 
rho  received  the  ten  marks,  and  the  other  a  retained  eerviut  of  John's,  who  rceeivrd 
fee  of  lu/.  jtist  before  he  started  (Rot.  Misu,  p.  S.ll) ;  for  the  particulars  of  what 
lud  taken  place  with  the  Earl  of  Boulogne.     He  also  propoaed  that  neither  be  nor 
the  Earl  ahould  travel  far  from  tbe  sea  coast  until  the  treaty  between  them  was  con- 
cluded.    (Feed.  I.  105.) 

The  invitation  to  send  a  confidential  messenger  was  complied  with  by  the  mission  of 
William  dc  Obrichecort,  or.  as  he  is  termed  in  the  Foedera  (I,  107),  Waller  de  Hau- 
!rgecurt,  Stvwnrd  of  tbe  Earl  of  Flanders.  He  received  a  gift  of  twenty  marks  from 
King  (Rot.  Mis.  33^),  and,  together  with  James  of  Cahiis,  who  received  a  gift  of 
re  maiks  (Ibid.),  cook  twck  an  intiution  to  Uie  ICarl  to  meet  the  King  at  Dover  in 
teen  days  of  bx.  Mary  Magdalene  finally  to  conclude  the  prn|H>F>ed  urrangetneat. 
lis  oppoinlmrnt  does  not  appear  to  ha>e  been  accodcd  to,  but  after  the  JTUi  August 
find  ranoud  componica  uf  Knights  uf  Flanders,  iu  the  (^rtcC  uf  iho  Kins-  I  HoL 
lis.  p.  'iiH-li,} 

To  the  Countess  of  Flinders  the  King  wrule  on  the  same  -ItU  May,  t»  reply  t«  her 
itMa  for  tbe  loaa  of  30W  marks,  tktt  he  would  let  her  bive  that  sum  upon  the 
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jeifit  leeuntgr  of  henelf,  Uie  Earl  Fcrand,  and  the  three  towni  of  Ghent,  Bmfrea.  and 
Ypre*  (F«d.  I.  lOJ) ;  nn  answer  which  fully  contimiB  the  in/trence  to  be  drawa  from 
Banerotu  entrka  id  this  Record  that  John's  wcnti  consisted  not  in  moiicy  bat  in 
nen**  hearti. 

On  the  fotlowing  day,  the  Mh  May,  a  messeitger  uf  the  Viscount  de  Tliouiirs  re- 
ceived a  present  of  half  a  mark  (Rot.  Mis.  p.  1:231)  and  a  letter  to  his  Lurd,  which  i« 
]triBte«l  in  the  Foedera.  It  is  hofnlarly  chara<:terifitie,  but  ve  cannot  du  mure  than 
altadc  to  it.  It  relates  the  procecdinj^a  witli  reference  to  the  Gnrl  of  Doalague,  al> 
ludes  to  »ome  confidential  matters  only  uaden>tood  twtween  John  and  his  correspon- 
denttond  commumeates  that  John  had  received  frnm  the  Kmperor  a  itrcouons  and 
iiuiigDant  denial  of  a  rumour  that  he  bad  forsakca  John's  cause,  and  had  admitted 
unbiModora  from  the  King  of  France.     (Feed.  I.  105.) 

A  few  days  after  this  letter  was  despatched  an  Embnjifiy  from  the  Emperofr  con- 
siitiijg  of  three  Ambassadoni  and  a  train  of  twenty-eight  pvrBons,  reached  England 
and  procMded  to  Goiblford,  where  the  King  then  was,  to  have  an  andience  with  him. 

Various  documents  in  the  Foedcra  and  on  the  Close  and  Patent  Rolls,  prove  that 
at  this  time  John  retained  in  hia  service  the  Dukes  of  Lonvain,  Limburg,  and  Sax- 
onyi  the  Count  de  Bar,  and  vuriouh  otlier  foreign  jirinces  ;  and  the  KoU  now  under 
consideration  is  full  of  paymcntd  to  mercenary  troops.  Three  aevenil  companies  of 
Knights  of  Flanders  were  paid  fees  which  amonuted  to  :^50  marks  per  aniinm  (p. 
2^i^ — :240) :  a  company  of  Knights  of  the  Einiurc  were  paid  100/.  per  annum ;  and  a 
very  great  many  Knigfata  were  hired  individnolly.  The  sums  were  Tarious,  and  range 
from  loOff.  per  annum  to  Uiirty  marks.  Besides  this  annual  fee  there  were  generally 
other  payments,  as  allowances  for  caanalties;  for  ezpensea  in  coming  to  England  and 
retnming  home  (p,  !^:l,  24'i) ;  donatives  of  two  or  tliree  marka  to  each  Knight, 
several  times  in  the  coarM  of  the  year  (p.  249.  S50,  2G5) ;  aLlomiDecs  for  Uveries 
generally  at  SZ«.  per  day.  and  '20».  to  each  person  to  buy  a  rowney.  or  40*.  for  a 
Italfrey  (ji.  !23H^!24 1  ].  The  payments  to  the  nobla  persons  whom  John  retained  wem 
considerably  larger,  and  the  actual  return  of  serricc  does  not  appear  ;  the  annual  fee 
of  the  Duke  of  Saxony  was  500  marks  (p.  ^.IH) ;  that  of  the  Duke  of  Limburg,  400 
marks  (p.  "242) ;  that  of  Wileran  de  Limburg  (\'>*le  Feed.  1.  lOti)  50/.  (p.  •iH^i) :  and 
the  Emperor  received  under  the  name  of  a  gift  and  not  a  fee  1000  marks  (p.  t/43). 

WhUiit  thus  deriving  assistance  from  the  Continent,  John  was  at  the  same  lime 
anxious  to  coosoUdatc  and  renew,  if  not  enlarge,  his  friendly  conuexions  nearer  home. 
Reginald,  the  King  of  Man  and  the  Isles,  came  to  London  at  this  time,  and  on  the 
13th  May  took,  or  probably  renewed,  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  excommunicated 
Monarch.  (Foed.  I.  lOo.)  On  the  !2Uth  May  (Rot.  Mis.  p.  £14),  Stephen  of  Ox- 
ford  received  ten  marks  to  pay  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  King  of  Man  book  to 
his  dominions. 

The  present  Roll  confirms  also  a  statement  of  Matthew  Paris  u  to  a  tranoacUoa 
calculated  to  strcD|;tben  the  friendship  at  tliat  time  suhni^ting  between  England  aud'^ 
Scotland.     The  eutry  is  as  follows  :

A  month  or  two  afterwards  tlie  King  of  Scotland  himself  attended  John's  Court  at 
Carllale,  aa  appears  from  the  following  entry  (

Andoa  the  I3th  Anguit  John  received  a  pteuut  (lom  Ui&  Va&^  ^V  ^^"Cttni^  ^"^ 
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have  whilst  be  is  at  court  for  his  kitchen  and  stable 
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three  Meont,  sent  by  three  of  his  falconers,  who  received  a  rewfird  of  S0«.  eaoh  from 
tho  Eaglush  Kin  J.— (p.  23H.) 

Whilst  thus  fortifying  himself,  as  it  seemed  on  every  side,  ii  trouble  burst  In  from 
au  unexpected  quarter.  The  X^'etsh  bad  been  fn^ovously  chastificd  in  the  preceding 
year.  John  had  penetrated  to  Saowdon,  destroying  the  country  on  every  (ide,  andj 
upon  his  witUdrsM'al,  had  receive<l  twenty-eijht  youths,  ions  of  principal  penoDS. 
hostages  for  the  futurefidelity  of  the  country.  At  the  present  moment,  when  nothii 
conid  be  more  inopportune  to  John,  he  Icnrnt  that  tbeWt^lfih  had  rotcrvd  England 
considerable  force,  and  had  even  besrigcd  and  taken  sercrul  of  his  caHtlet  upon  the 
borden.  Mat.  Paris  adds,  that  tliey  decapitated  all  the  prisoners,  and  burnt  almost 
ftU  the  tonus  into  which  they  entered.  The  first  trace  of  these  events  in  the  Roll 
before  us  is  contained  in  the  following  entry,  which  lingiilarly  marks  the  barbarism 
of  the  period  : 

*'  To  Mllliam,  Adam  CrokV  man,  who  brought  the  heads  of  six  Welshmen,  sen-ants 
of  Cadwallan,  to  tbc  Lord  the  King  at  Rochester,  61. — given  him  by  the  King." 
—(p.  2-Jl.) 

Either  John's  pending  treaties  with  his  foreign  auxiliaries,  or  Ms  own  dUatoriness 
and  cowardice,  prevented  his  proceeding  to  repel  this  invasion  for  nearly  two  months; 
and  in  the  mean  time  tlic  Wetfih,  whoBC  objects  were  merrly  revenge  and  plunder,  re- 
tired within  their  boundaries.  At  length,  towards  the  end  of  July,  writs  were  sent 
to  summon  the  Knights  to  meet  the  King  at  Nottingham  (p.  535,  23C) — a  safe  place 
at  a  suflicient  distance  from  the  meditated  scene  of  action,  and  wbere — a  proof  of  ita 
safety — tbc  Welsh  bosta^s  were  kept.  After  coumiiig  over  the  country  from 
Wincbeater  to  Carlisle,  John  reached  Nottingham  on  the  14th  August  (p.  V35),  and 
there  instantly  followed  a  characteristic  scene  of  horror.  "  Before  he  would  cat 
meat,"  tays  Matthew  Paris,  "out  of  revenge  for  the  incursions  of  the  Welsh,  he 
caused  the  twenty-eight  lads,  whom  he  liad  taken  as  liOBlsges  the  year  before,  to  be 
hanged  u]K}0  a  gidluwK,"  This  was  the  only  result  of  bis  great  armament.  AUnned 
by  letters  frum  tho  King  of  Scotland,  and  from  his  dnughler,  the  wife  of  Lcwclliu 
Prince  of  Wales,  who  gave  him  information  of  contipiracies  for  his  assassination 
crsiating  amongst  his  own  followers,  he  at  once  dismissed  his  troojis,  under  pretence 
that  certain  important  affairs  prevented  his  fulfilling  his  intentions  (Rot.  Pat.  *M} 
agninst  Walex,  and  resumed  his  accustomed  wandering  life.  Having  now  a  large 
foreign  force  in  England,  and,  the  coast  being  safe  under  their  protection,  he  was  at 
liberty  to  adopt  his  Arab-like  propensity  of  proceeding  from  pincc  to  pUcc.  Unless 
we  could  transfer  toonr  pages  Mr.  Hardy's  very  useful  Itinerary,  it  is  scarcely  possible 
for  ns  to  make  our  readers  fully  acquainted  with  the  frequency,  the  constancy,  we 
might  i«y,  and  extent,  of  the  movements  of  this  extraordinary  man ;  but  we  will  giro 
a  few  instances  frum  this  RuU.

(p.  iS').  On  the  ;{Oth  he  was  ofT again,  and  on  the  -1th  April  was  at  Wincheatcr  ;  on 
the  11  til  at  Rochester,  and  before  the  end  of  the  month  had  returned  to  London  ;  had 
gone  from  thence  toWinchenter  and  Portsmouth,  and  thence  round  to  Dover,  through 
Amndel,  Lewea,  ind  Battle,  and  bad  returned  again  to  Winchester  (p.  Sod — ^lio). 
During  the  fittal  month  of  May,  in  which  this  Roll  comes  to  nn  end,  hi»  treaty  with 
the  papal  legate  kept  him  stationary  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Dover,  vherc  he  ulti- 
mately resigned  hh  kingdom,  Mid,  u  soon  ai  be  received  it  back  again,  started  off 
once  more  upon  his  trorels. 

Thii  propensity  for  loco-motion  is  ringularly  indicatiTc  of  the  unsteadiness  of 
diapoaition — the  want  of  fixedness  of  mind  and  purpose,  which  distinguiabed  this 
unhappy  mouarch.  The  consequences  were  most  disastrous  to  himself,  and  must  in 
tome  respects  have  been  peculiarly  iucouTcnicnt  to  his  subjects. 

According  to  the  legal  practice  of  that  period,  the  courts  of  josttce  followed  the 
King*s  person.  All  writs  were  returnable  "  wheresoever  we  [thotis,  the  KingJ  shall 
thcD  be  in  England  ;"  and  there  are  not  wanting  in  the  Roll  before  us  indications  that 
John  exercised  his  prerogatives  u  the  fountain  of  jostice  eren  during  tho  vidctt  of 
his  rambles.     Thus :

The  various  prices  paid  for  parchment  would  seem  to  intimate  that  tho  skins,  or 
rolls,  or  ali[»,  or  whatever  they  were,  were  paid  for  according  to  their  dilTcrent 
sixes. 

It  ia  evident  tliat  nothing  could  be  more  tnoonTenient  than  that  suitors  sliould 
follow  a  king  whose  movements  could  be  so  little  calculated  upon  [  and  it  is  not 
improbable  that  this  inclination  of  King  John  was  tlie  immediate  cause  of  tho  provision 
la  Magna  Charta  that  "  Common  Pleas  ehonld  no  longer  follow  the  person  of  the 
King,  but  should  be  held  in  sorao  certain  place." 

There  ore  many  entries  in  this  Record  which  tend  to  give  n»  on  Idea  of  the  eorttfft 
which  accompanied  these  Royal  peregrinations.  Amongst  the  King's  constant 
attendants  were  five  mmmetarii,  or  yeomen  of  the  wardrobe,  whose  names — John 
CoiatBce,  Luke,  Ralph,  Hugh,  and  M'alter — occnr  very  fre()ueDtly.  Each  of  them 
vu  iJIowed  a  summer  and  a  winter  suit  (ro6aJ,  and  received  7«.  6(/.  to  enable 
him  to  purchase  it;  each  had  also  allowance  of  1j.  every  six  weeks  for  ealcia- 
mtnta,  or  shoes.  There  were  also  at  first  four,  and  afterwards  six,  carreltirii,  carters 
of  t)i«  wardrobe,  who  received  the  same  allowances  as  the  mntmetarii  (p.  ^fi,  9^9). 
Also  a  lotrijc,  or  laundress,  whose  tsjlciauienta  were  allowed  for  together  willi  those 
of  tite  other  attendants  upon  the  wardrobe.  Over  all  these,  apparently,  ranked  Ivo, 
the  Usher  of  the  wardrobe,  whose  ntlowances  are  not  stnled. 

The  Aemeninw,  or  articles  under  the  c*re  of  Iht  oi&ctn  ol  \.^tfi  i«»s^t(ft»,iB«t^ 
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carrierl  in  (me,  two,  and  florneHmei  In  three  carts,  each  druirn  by  one  hone.  Oso 
long  cart  with  two  hones  yna  much  uwd  »t  the  npeniiiguf  thin  aocotint,  but  it  unfor 
tuiuitely  broke  down  neor  Eaiitnni  on  the  journey  from  theuce  lu  Bradeneslok  (p.  Vtl.S), 
&nd  many  tnnntUs  cbipved  before  its  Icms  wu  ftuppUed.  On  the  Hth  Januuy  l'Jt3, 
it  seems  from  the  following  entry  thet  a  fluiuble  nicce«sor  wu  found  at  Beverioy.

The  locaginm,  in  which  was  probably  included  all  the  expenses  of  hiring  ■  ward- 
robe cart  and  one  horse,  was  frum  ^tl.  to  61/.,  and  of  a  cart  witJi  two  horKei,  from  Hd, 
to  \^d.  per  day.

But  the  wardrobe  comprised  only  a  small  part  of  the  Royal  escort.  We  read  of  the 
steward's  cart  (p.  23:);  the  buttery  cart  (ibid.) ;  two  kitchen  carts  (ibid.);  two 
renison  carts  (ibid.)  ;  a  fruit  cart  (p.  '244),  which  was  a  lung  cart  with  two  horvea, 
and,  upon  one  occasion,  if  the  Roll  before  us  is  correct,  with  five  hones  (p.  24S]  ■* 
and,  occaxionally,  carts  with  amis,  witli  mooey,  and  with  wine. 

A  sumpter-horse  was  kept  for  carrying  the  King's  bed  Ip.  9.17)i  another  for  hia 
persooal  arms  (ibid.)<  and  another  for  his  relics  (p.  331).  Four  marks  were  paid  for 
a  horse  for  the  last  serrice  Tp.  333) ;  and  it  would  seem  that  candles  were  burnt  before 
the  relief  which  were  profaahly  exhibited  from  tim«  to  time.    Thui :

Anioo^t  the  (•erauns  who  composed  the  King's  accustomed  retinue,  besides  Iboaf] 
conuocicd  with  the  wardrobe,  we  find  iiicutian  of  his  almoner ;  hia  $cutiff*rif  itho 
oeived  ISd.  per  day ;  hia  fatets,  vltli  each   ou«  hone  and  a  boy  and   looiMlnMWJ 
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fDore;  the  Hpigoroell,  or  Besler  of  tbe  writs;  ilie  clerk  of  tbe  cbap«l,  uiJ  other  p«r- 
aoo»  connected  with  the  Chuiccry ;  the  clerk  of  Iho  stable  and  vorr  fnaor  groonu  or 
stable-bofi,  the  proportiun  appurntly  being  one  to  earji  hone  ;  the  armoarpr ;  tbe 
hiker  i  tbe  cordwainer  ;  the  tailor;  and  tbe  aquaritu,  or  atteudaot  apoo  the  King'a 
balhi,  which  last,  being  a  royal  officer,  wbora  we  hare  not  Mecn  noticed  before,  wa 
shall  extrucc  the  entries  relating  to  him.

Tlir  superstition,  or  perhaps  it  ou^ht  to  he  termed  the  aense  of  religion,  which  wot 
CdUEpictious  In  John's  character,  not frith^tan ding  he  bad  tho  temerity  to  hrare  the 
Papal  thunder,  is  exempUAed  by  many  entriea  in  tliia  account.  The  following  occur* 
in  tho  coarse  of  a  journey  in  which  be  stayed  at  lleftding  one  night,  with  a  rrtinuet  th* 
nature  of  which  may  be  imagined  from  its  compriiing  55  iitablc<boyi  and  62  borsei !

Hut  the  most  cnriooi  entriei,  which  have  any  reference  to  religious  obfervances* 
relate  to  the  King's  mode  of  emu  pen  sating  bis  perpetual  brcachca  of  the  mica  pre- 
scribed by  the  church  for  the  obi^ervani-e  of  fast-days.  Whether  these  rompensotioni 
were  pi-escribed  by  way  of  penance  or  not  does  not  appear  ;  we  rather  thinV  they  were : 
at  any  event  the  practice  was  fully  established,  and  the  proportion  between  the  offence 
and  the  puniiihment  clraily  sctttrd.  Whenever  the  King  ate  twice  on  a  Friday. 
one  hundred  |>oor  persona  were  to  be  fed  with  bread,  meat,  and  ale.  If  he  pro- 
faned the  day  by  any  other  breach  of  ecclcsiairtirnl  discipline,  one  hnndrcd  mare 
were  to  be  added  to  the  nnmher  ;  and  if  he  offended  by  sedneing  any  of  his  mhui- 
tcrs  to  eat  meAt  oo  n  WcdiicKday.  the  iiimdier  of  poor  to  be  fed  bore  a  propor- 
tion to  the  dignity  of  the  seduced  person.  Thf  Wedne.tduy-sin  of  the  justiciary 
was  sometimes  compensated  only  upon  the  same  terms  as  the  Friday-«in  of  th* 
Monarch,  wtiilst  twenty  pauitcrR  were  nt  all  times  o  suflident  amends  for  Thomaa 
Basset  The  Monarch  him«.rlf  might  a]iparcnt1y  indulge  his  appetite  on  Wednesday 
OS  often  OS  he  pleased.  The  words  uitetl  in  these  entries  9rem  to  denote  that  ttte  King 
himself  "  fed"  these  poor  persuus,  except  on  two  occasions;  on  one  of  wbtch  it  ia 
said  he  "  caased,"  and  on  on  the  other  he  "  commanded  *'  ihem  to  he  ft>d.  Probohly 
he  was  present  when  (he  dole  was  dispensed  by  the  almonir.  Tlie  following  are  a 
few  specimens  of  this  clooi  of  entries.

On  the  14tb  September,  lOO  were  fed  *'  for  the  soul  of  King  Richard ;"  on  the  3rd 
October  oDothcr  humlred  "  for  the  soul  of  faLlog  Henry,  the  King's  father  ;*'  and  on 
the  IMh  February  another  liimdrrd  '*  liecnuse  the  Ktii({  went  with  his  gtrfalcuits  to 
OBlch  rranps  and  caught  nine." 

Upon  these  varioui  pretences  about  six  thousand  poor  persons  were  thus  *'  fed" 
during  the  twelrc  months  to  which  this  Roll  refers. 

The  royal  occupations  were  not  always  however  of  such  a  charitable  character 
Mauy  entries  relute  to  the  Kiug*a  "  loaaes  when  he  pbyed  at  tables  with   Brian  de 
riole,"  who  appears  to  bare  made  a  very  pretty  income  out  of  his  royal  master; 
many  other  entries  lead  to  inferences  not  over  favourable  to  the  moral  character  of  j 
the  wandering  Sovereign.     But  we  must  draw  to  a  close. 

The  chief  dispute  remainuti^  between  John  and  the  Pope  at  this  time  related  to  the 
coDtpcncation  to  be  paid  to  the  clergy  for  the  injuries  tbcy  suiTered  during  the  inter- 
dict, John  baring  i^ed  to  submit  upon  all  the  other  points.  In  antici|Hition  appa* 
reuUy  of  his  submission  upon  this  last  |>oiut,  one  of  bis  occupations  during  his  jour- 
oeyingv  apjHram  to  have  been  the  obtaining  charters  from  the  clergy,  whereby  tbcyj 
released  him  from  thrir  claim  to  compensation.  It  is  in  this  way  we  understand  thA 
following  entry,  which  pn)vc.H  tbnt  the  Kiag  was  not  altogether  unsuccessful  ;~

John  had  now  reigned  thirteen  complete  years. 

We  have  some  observations  to  make  upon  the  other  Tlecords  in  this  volume,  which 
wc  must  reaerre  for  another  paper.  The  extracts  we  have  made  are  sufficient  t« 
prove  that  at  any  event  one  of  the  Records  here  printed  is  of  some  value,  as  illustra* 
tlve  of  tbe  personal  character  aud  habits  of  a  sovenetgn  in  himself  utterly  worthless^ 
but  out  of  whose  very  worthlessncsa  England  derived  advantages  which  render  hi4 
reigu  deservedly  memorable.  There  remain  so  many  possagea  iu  this  Miss  Roll 
wbirh  merit  attention,  that  we  caunot  but  ho|)e  it  will  not  be  long  before  the 
public  will,  in  some  shape  or  other,  reap  tbe  full  benefit  of  the  collection  of  Recordt 
here  printed.  In  the  meantime,  and  as  a  sort  of  farewell  to  King  John,  we  will  con- 
clude with  the  following  charactenstir  item — 

For  taking  the  rust  off  the  King's  sword,  4d."— (p.  HI.) 
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IN  our  Magazine  for  November 
1835,  a  view  was  givtn  nf  the  Chap- 
ter-house bcloDgtng  to  the  Abbey  of 
Bocberville  Id  Normaady-,  and  the 
similarity  of  its  architecture  to  that 
exhibited  by  the  remains  of  the  an- 
cient Chapter-house  at  Rochester,  was 
then  pointed  out.  In  the  accompany- 
ing  plate  are  placed  in  juxta-positiun 
two  staluea  existing  at  Bucbcrvil)e> 
and  two  at  Rochester. 

The  introduction  of  »rulpture  into 
Western  Europe  is  thus  noticed  by 
Mr.  Flaxman  in  his  "  Lectures,"  de- 
livered as  Professor  at  the  Royal  Aca- 
medy : 

"  The  Crusaders  rctnmed  from  the 
Uolj  Wsrs ;  eager  to  imitite  the  arts 
and  mftgniiicence  of  other  countries,  they 
b«an  to  decorate  the  architecture  mith 
rich  foluge.  mud  to  introduce  »tatua 
ttgainat  the  column$,  a*  %re  find  in  iAt 
wett  door  of  Rnchwtrr  Cathedral,  built 
in  the  reign  of  Henry  I. 

"Architecture  now  improTcd;  scalp- 
ture  aIho  became  popular.  Tlie  custom 
of  carving  a  figure  in  bas-relief  on  the 
tomb  seems  likely  to  have  been  brought 
from  Prance,  frhere  it  coDtluued  in  imi- 
tition  of  the  Romans.  Figures  placrd 
against  columns  might  also  be  copied  from 
flxnmples  in  that  coaatry,  of  which  one 
mDarkal)le  iiinCance  was  a  door  in  the 
church  of  St.  (jennsiu  des  Pn^s  in  Paris, 
containing  screral  ntaiun  of  the  aneienl 
king*  qf  France,  projecting  from  co- 
lumTU;  a  work  of  the  loth  century,  of 
which  there  arc  prints  in  MoatfsucDii's 
Antiquttics." 

These  remarks  are  chiefly  ralnable 
as  showing  that  the  statues  at  Roches- 
ter were  the  earliest  in  England  with 
which  Mr.  Flaxman  had  become  ac- 
quainted, though  the  date  he  has  as- 
signed U}  tbera  is  a  little  too  early; 
and  with  regard  to  those  at  the  church 
bf  St.  Gerranin  des  Pres,  he  was  still 
further  misled,  by  the  eitravagnnt 
antedating  which  has  been  prevnlcnl 
among  the  architectural  anliquBrirs  of 
France.  Montfaucon  has,  in  fact,  en- 
graved   four   sets    of  statues   of  llua 


description,  employed,  as  at  Roches- 
ter, to  adorn  the  portal  of  a  great 
church.  The  first  are  from  St.  Ger- 
main des  Pre's,  tlie  next  from  Notre 
Dame  at  Paris,  the  thiid  and  loagcst 
series  from  St.  Denis,  and  a  fourth 
from  Chartres.  In  the  two  former 
placeh  the  figures  are  partly  saints  ;  at 
St.  Denis  there  are  eighteen  Kings  acd 
Queens.  Those  from  the  Cathedral 
nf  Chartres  exhibit  in  Montfaacon'a 
drawings  the  appearance  of  a  some- 
what later  period,  but  in  the  more  ac- 
curate and  very  excellent  work  of  Wil- 
lemin,  they  will  be  seen  in  their  true 
aspect,  quite  as  curious  aud  interest- 
ing, and  [>erhaps  more  perfect,  tbao 
any  of  the  others.  Mnnlfaacon  haa 
given  theee  statues  the  title  of  "  Mo- 
numens  des  dcrniera  K<»)'s  Mero^'io- 
gi^ns." 

The  Chapter-bouse  at  BochervHIe 
is  recorded  to  have  been  erected  by  an 
abbat  who  died  in  1311.  Tlie  build- 
ing of  Rochester  Catheilral  may  be 
correctly  assigned  to  the  reign  of 
Henry  the  Second ;  and  it  is  with 
much  probability  that  the  statues  be- 
fore us  have  been  suppu!>cd  to  repre- 
sent that  Monarch  and  his  Queen. 
They  are  about  the  sire  oflife.  Their 
general  treatmcDt  and  the  style  of  the 
draper)-  h  on  the  whole  very  similar 
to  the  sepulchral  efligies  of  the  same 
personages,  formerly  in  the  Abbey  of 
Fontcvraud,  and  so  accurately  repre- 
sented by  Mr.  C.  A.  Stotbard*  in  his 
"  Monuniental  Effigies  of  Great  Bri- 
tain." The  long  plaited  hair  of  the 
Queen  is  very  extraordinary  ;  but  in 
this  respect  the  statue  nearly  resent 
bles  some  of  the  royal  figures  pub- 
lished  by  Montfaucon.  This  circum- 
stance is  a  concurrent  proof  of  their 
common  date ;  and  it  api>ears  very 
probable  that  the  Rochester  slatnea 
were  suggested  by  those  in  France. 
Most  of  the  latter  carry  scrolls,  in  the 
same  manner  ah  the  Queeu  does  at 
R»jchc*ier;  and  the  same  accessory 
(hut  nf  grt-oler  lengili)  will  be  fuund 
in  the  very  ancitrut  i»rpukhml  fOGgy  of

This  \i  With  them  a  bpccial 
mark  of  royalty,  and  out  permitted  to 
the  inferior  cla45f8."t  Frotn  the  sta- 
tues of  the  kings  in  Montfaucon,  some 
of  which  have  long  hair  and  some  not ; 
whilst  the  queens,  like  Queen  Alianor 
before  as,  have  particularly  loogtwi&ted 
locks;  it  is  pretty  evident  that  this 
mark  uf  personal  distinction  continued 
in  fashion  with  the  female  members  of 
the  royal  houses  afier  it  had  Iteen  re- 
limiuished  by  the  males.  The  prac- 
I  tice  among  the  males  had  b^eu  checked 

by  the  energetic  exertions  of  the  clergy, 
by  whom  It  was  severely  censured ;

I         beta  Conceived  against  it.     At  length 
I         B  complete  reform  was  effected  in  the 
I         English  court,  pursuant  to  the  example

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Seez.J  This  circumstance  accounts  for 
the  fact  of  the  statues  of  Uenr>'  the 
Second,  Richard,  John,  ficc.  appearing 
with  short  hair,  and  is  a  further  cod- 
lirmation  of  the  appropriation  which 
is  given  to  the  Rochester  etatues. 

The  ladies  still  indulged  in  their 
trailing  locks,  after  the  fashion  of  the 
ladies  of  the  ECast.  It  has  been  ob- 
served by  Mr.  Planch^,  in  his  admir- 
able History  of  British  Costume,  that 
"  the  costume  of  England,  to  the  close 
of  the  tentli  century,  had  '  more  of  the 
antique  Roman  than  the  Dane  '  in  it. 
But  the  Normans  had  adopted  the 
Saracenic  and  Byzantine  fashions  they 
found  diffused  through  the  south  of 
Europe;  and  an  Knglish  female  of  the 
twelfth  century  could  scarcely  have 
been  distinguished,  by  her  attire,  from 
a  lady  of  the  Lower  Empire,  or  indeed 
from  a  modem  '  maid  of  Athens.'  " 

We  will  now  say  a  few  words  on 
the  two  statues  from  Bocherville. 
Their  situation  is  against  the  piers  of 
the  arches  of  the  Chapter-house,  as 
may  be  seen  by  reference  to  our  former 
plate.  Of  six  statues  which  there 
originally  were,  three  now  remain ; 
but  con^^idembly  mutilated, — by  the 
Calvinists  in  1562,  as  supposed  by  M. 
Deville.^  The  two  now  represented, 
arc,  from  their  inscriptions,  unequivo. 
cally  shown  to  be  allegorical  of  Death 
and  DisciPLiNK.  The  third  is  a  figure 
of  Life. 

Death  holds  a  label,  on  which  la 
inscribed  in  characters  somewhat  con- 
tracted and  abbreviated,

repreuotiog  Death,  which  the  late 
Mr.  Douce  has  assembled  in  his  very 
curious  volume  on  "The  Dance  of 
Death,"  he  has  not  DOticed  any  which 
at  all  reAemblcs  thia.  Inilced,  neither 
ilocB  Mr,  Douce  mcation.  nor  are  wc 
aware  That  there  ckiats,  any  cjtample 
of  the  persoaiflcAtioo  of  Death  in  the 
ages  which  approximate  to  the  execu- 
tion of  the  present  sculpture.  Mr. 
Douce  pas»e»  from  the  various  syni> 
bolic  devices  of  the  classical  ancients 
to  the  Agures  of  Death  as  a  skeleton 
which  formed  the  immediate  subject 
of  hi»  own  researches  ;  and  we  do  not 
think  the  latter  mode  of  representing 
Death  can  be  traced  back  for  many 
centuries.  Some  writers  on  the  sub- 
ject, a»  Mr.  Douce  has  remarked, 
*'have  contended,"  (and  as  it  appears 
to  us«  with  great  probability.)  "that 
this  figure  (a  skeleton),  so  freijuently 
to  be  found  ujwn  gems  and  sepulchral 
monuments,  was  never  intended  to 
personify  the  extinction  of  human  life, 
hut  only  as  a  simple  and  abstract  re- 
prcscntution."  This  was  written  in 
reference  to  the  remains  of  classical 
antiquity;  and  we  think  it  equally  ap- 
plies to  the  earliest  skeleton  (igares  of 
our  own  nra.  They  are  not  the  alle- 
gorical representations  of  Death  per- 
Bonified ;  but  they  represent,  reduced 
by  natural  decay,  the  same  body  of 
the  deceased  which  was  generally 
carved  in  all  the  pomp  of  that  exter- 
nal attire  which  had  denoted  his  rank 
vrheo  alive.  In  short,  they  were  in- 
tended to  represent  to  the  spectator 
without  the  toiuh  the  awful  change 
which  the  actual  body  had  undergone 
within. 

In  the  oldest  personifications  of 
Death  after  the  present  fashion,  he  is 
not  Hgured  aa  an  actual  "anatomy," 
but  as  a  withered  and  attenuated 
corpse.  OS  in  the  pamting  formerly  id 
Salisbury  Cathedral,  which  has  re- 
ceived from  Mr.  Duke  the  correct  ap- 
filiation  of  "  Death  and  the  Gallant." 
t  wae  probably  from  an  ambition  in 
the  arlUtj  to  di?4play  their  Aciuutific 
acquaintance  with  the  osteology  of 
the  human  frame,  that  the  practice  of 

» representing  Death  as  a  perfect  £ke- 
leton  arose  ;  and  the  masterly  and  de- 
servedly popular  designs  by   Ilolbcin 
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were  well  calculated  to  eatablrvh  soch 
a  practice  as  a  prevalliag  and  scarctljMj 
fiU[>erable  role. 

The  figure  stands  upon  a  head  o^. 
mask,  in  which  respect  it  resemble*' 
several  of  those  in  Muntfaucon. 

Tliecumijouion  6gure  of  Lira,  which 
is  not  represented  in  M.  DeviHe's  vo- 
lume, 13  described  by  htm  an  a  female, 
with  long;  ireBsts,  wearing  a  crown, 
and  bearing  a  bccptre;  but  altogvther 
very  much  mutilated.

IT  has  been  a  disputed  point 
whether  the  ancients  were  acquainted 
with  the  true  motion  of  the  horse 
when  trotting ;  and  even  not  luog 
since  the  doubt  was  revived  by  a, 
traveller  of  taste  and  learning;  but. 
had  the  early  itriti^h  and  Gaulish 
coins  been  CQUaulted,  there  would  have 
been  little  room  for  the  discussion. 
On  them  ap|>earft  what  is  called  by 
heralds  the  spancelled  horse,  with  the 
hind  and  fore  leg  on  the  bame  side 
fastened  together  by  a  bar ;  and  this 
is  dune  for  the  purpo«c  of  changing 
the  trot  into  an  ambtc,  and  of  course 
by  persons  who  knew  how  the  horse 
moved  its  legs  iu  performiug  that  pace. 

In  South  America  eomc  horses  natu- 
rally ambte  very  swiftly ;  and  such, 
from  the  easiness  of  the  pace,  ubtaia 
higher  prices  than  others. 

We  learn,  thea.from  these  coins,  that 
the  ancients  knew  as  much,  ia  some

IX  reference  to  the  attempt  to  make 
Glastonbury  a  Watering-place  (no-

THK  exifttencc  and  scope  of  the  C'«- 
rioritiea  of  Uterature  lUuMtrntvd  are 
now  extensively  known — thanks  to 
your  telegraphic  communicat  ions  ;  and 
I  shall  assume  that  you  will  have  r>c. 
casioa  to  notice  a  reply  to  the  work, 
entitird  Thf  tttustrator  Illugirat^,  ai< 
mulianeou&ly  with  the  publication  of 
this  letter. 

1  printed  the  Curio»Hi*»  qf  Litera- 
ture lUusiratnd  for  private  circulation  j 
and  sent  u  copy,  free  of  expense,  to 
Mr.  U'Uraeli.  Of  its  safe  arrival,  1 
rereived  no  other  intimation  than  the 
recent  announcement  of  an  intended 
reply — which  has  made  iu  ajipcar- 
ance  juat  four  months  after  the  tran.^- 
miesinn  of  ray  volume  to  llradenham 
Hbuse.  A  public  rsply  to  a  work 
which  is  not  before  the  public,  is  an 
extraordtnarv  circumstance  in  contro- 
versy; and  \  believe  it  will  be  gene- 
rally felt  that  the  pamphlet  iuelf  is 
not  less  extraordinary. 

But  this,  I  am  sure,  ia  not  a  time 
to  discuss  the  philosophy  nf  coniro- 
vprgjf;  nor  shall  1  attempt  to  calcniate 
the  exact  proportion  between  the  ar- 
pumentative  and  vituperative  jiarts  of 
this  notxUile  pamphlet.  It  remains 
for  the  public — before  whom  a  new 
edition  of  roy  work  will  soon  appear, — 
to  decide  between  us.  In  the  mean- 
time, Mr,  Urban,  as  you  are  a  yreat 
hver  t>f  truth  and  fad,  I  hope  you  will 
permit  me,  though  1  have  ceased  to 
speak  ex  cathedra,  to  record  some 
short  critical  remarks  on  this  new  lu- 
cubration of  the  author  of  the  Ctiri- 
ofitifM  of  Literature. 

I  shall  pas9  over  the  elaborate  ovto- 
tulogy  prefixed,  in  which  the  rival 
anccdotists,  Andrews  and  Seward,  are 
so  adroitiv  despatched  ;  but  some  pre- 
liminary hints  seem  requisite.  It  is 
aaserted  thst  I  have  passed  $everal 
yeorf  in  writing  a  criticism  of  150 
poffet  Cpp.  IG.  77] ;  that  I  have  made 
only  ha(f*a-dostn  rorrectiona  [p.  H, 
bu]  I  and  that  1  have  expressed  my- 
self ia  language  a»  mean  as  my  Muttjrcti 
[p.  80].  These  a&sertions  1  shall  no- 
tice ffTiafim.  The  phiase  aevcrat  yearv 
is    conveniently   vague.       When    Mr. 
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DTsraeli  was  fabricating  his  discoven' 
on  Ralegh,  he  applied  it  to  ten  yetira, 
[C.  L.  V.  234].  Can  he  mean  to  in- 
i^inuate  that  my  critical  es^^ay  occu- 
pied ten  ijeara ."  The  ninth  edition  of 
the  C.  L.  was  not  completed  till  Au- 
gust 1934  ;  and  a  portion  of  my  cri- 
tique WB3  reviewed  at  Paris  in  De- 
cember 1836.  [J.  des  S.  p.  76oj.  In- 
fluenza soon  alter  inteirupted  its  pro- 
gress. 1  roust  add,  with  pubmissiou 
to  a  writer  on  nuneriVo/  jigure»,  that 
the  work  extends  to  160  pages,  y cry 
closely  printed.  As  to  corrections, 
the  third  article  nlone  contains  sin  ; 
and  i!onie  articles,  twice  that  number. 
The  intended  censure  on  my  ttyte  and 
Buhjfcts,  I  accept  as  a  handsome  com- 
pliment;  for  I  treat  cf  Queen  Eliza- 
beth, Kalegb,  Clarendon,  Newton, 
BuffoD,  &c. 

Art.  I. — TUR  CODB  OP  JusTiNuy. 
The  first  article  in  the  Curio$itie»  of 
Litrrnture  Jttuatrated  is  an  cHposure 
of  Mree  errors  on  the  civil  law,  which 
occur  in  four  lines.  I.  D'lsraeli  had 
described  the  Florentine  MS.  as  the 
Codeof  Jiuliaian:  and  it  is  now  clear 
that  our  1).  C  L.  confounded  the  code 
with  the  pandectt  till  the  anival  of 
mv  volume  at  firadenham  House  [C. 
L.'  lOih  ed.  p.  8].  2.  He  a.«erted 
the  Florentine  MS.  to  be  Mr  original. 
I  denietl  it.  He  now  contends  that 
the  MS,  "  may  be  fairly  styled  an 
nriginal."  A  doubtful  circumstance 
should  not  ha  stated  positively.  Brenc- 
nmn,  who  had  carefully  examined  the 
.MS.  denies  its  originality  [Hist.  Pan- 
dectaruro,  p.  B]  ;  ami  thus  speaks  Mr. 
Charlefi  Buller  : — *' Some  have  sup- 
posed that  the  Florentine  manuscript 
'\A  the  autograph  of  the  Pandects;  for 
this  opinion  there  is  mo  real  ground  or 
authority."  [Hor«  Juridictc  Subseci- 
vie,  1804.  3vo.  p.  63.]  3.  He  assert 
ed,  "  that  vast  code  of  laws  had  been 
in  a  manner  unknown  from  the  time 
of  that  emperor."  1  produced,  in  an- 
swer, various  proofs  of  the  continued 
validity  of  the  lioman  /air.  1  could 
nf>t  argue  on  the  codf,  which  was  not 
contained  in  the  Florentine  MS.  I 
could  not  argue  on  the  paudectt,  for 
be  had  not  mentioned  tUe  fWHd*cl«. 
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He  now  aslcs,  wfw  deniet  its  validity  ? 
I  answer,  it  was  generally  denied  titl 
the  late  rfitarchea  of  Savigny,  which, 
aa  Sir  James  Mackintosh  declares, 
"hare  merited  the  ^rulittiJfi  of  Eu- 
rvpe."  [Hist,  of  England.  I.  173.]  1 
conclude  with  three  incidental  rc- 
inarks.  D'Uraeli  sneers  at  the  phrase 
Corput  Juris  liomano-CiviliM :  I  must 
assume  that  he  has  never  seen  the 
Anatjfsia  of  Professor  HalUfax.  [Ana- 
lysis of  the  R.  C.  L.  1779.  Svo.  p.  2.] 
He  oaks  if  I  "  ever  heard  of  the  Gre- 
gorian Code?  or  the  Hemiogenian 
Code?  or  the  Theodosian  Code?"  f 
obtained  such  information,  nn  very 
easy  terras,  from  Mr.  Chorles  Ruller. 
[Horae  Juridirw,  p.  53,  8tc.]  He  pre- 
tends that  I  clAiin  a  jirofouHti  acquaint- 
atu-fi  with  the  civil  law.  1  have  made 
no  claim  of  the  sort  t  nor  was  such 
an  acquaintance  requisite  to  enable 
me  to  cope  with  such  an  opponent. 

Art.  II. — Tub  Ra^kux  Tapkstby. 
The  article  on  the  Bayeux  Tapestry  is  a 
piece  of  catyectitrat  critici§m^  which  1 
shall  therefore  leave  others  to  appre- 
ciate. In  the  short  comment  of  Mr. 
O'Israeli  there  arc: — 1.  Twofictitious 
quotalionft;  "I  deny  the  flenlinel/'— 
"  I  deny  the  mace ;  'tis  no  mace  ;  'tis 
a  staff."  And  2.  Two  false  asser- 
tions. He  declares  that  I  cat!  his 
Rphoristical  idea.  "  a  splendid  fim- 
Jlam."  1  have  only  applied  the  words 
to  his  ascription  of  the  Tnpvstry  tu 
Matilda.

The  question 
ia, — Did  Newton  hit  ou  his  av&tcm  of 
fravity  by  '*  ob$ervhig  an  af/pU  fall 
from  a  trre  F"  as  atatcd  by  Conduilt ; 
or  did  lite  apple  strike  him  "  a  tmnrt 
blow  on  thi'  hriid,"  An<l  so  promote 
mcilitatton  i  Mr.  D'lsraeli  adopted 
the  latter  statement;  iK-ri-ods  himself 
by  iwauadiag  tu  that  the  narrative  of 


Cunduitt  was  not  pubhshed  till  1806; 
charts  me  with  tramcribinQ  titkw  at 
Kttp'haxard :  and  with  rccktesstt/  re- 
ferring  to  Dr.  Nicolls  for  a  statement 
in  conformity  wilh  that  of  Conduitt. 
I  am  not  apt  to  be  rrclclfiss  when  truth 
is  at  stake ;  nor  was  1  rfckle»M  on  this 
occasion.  Thu*  wrote  Dr.  Nicolls  in  his 
accoDDt  of  Newton,  A.  D.  1700:  "His 
System  of  the  World  took  its  begin- 
ning from  wn'njr  i"im«  nmdift /all  from 
a  tirv  in  an  orchard.  '  [Btog.  BriU 
Vol.  V.  p.  32*4.  Note  FF.]  I  may 
now  be  permitted  to  hint  to  the  man  ^ 
ideaa,  that  ideas  unsupported  by  facts 
are  mere  day-dreams. 

1  forbear,  Mr.  Urban,  to  descant  on 
the  novelty  of  the  method  which  Mr. 
D'lsraeli  has  adopted  to  (Msvrf  thf  dig- 
nity of  kin  ttation  [p.  IJ  ;   on  the  evi 
dence  which  this  pamphlet  alfurds  of 
Nfr  era  in  his  iHltrllntuat  hahtts  [p.  2] 
but  I  must  not  omit  to  thank  him  for 
one    act    nf  rondescension ;    for,   aa 
Johnson  decides,  "  /Ae  wont  thing  yoa 
can  do  to  an  anthor  w  to  be  Ji/nt/  at  ta 
his  works."

IN  my  letter  of  February,  I  ea< 
deavoured  to  prove,  from  facts,  that 
the  Welsh  language  is  not  a  dialfct  nf 
thr  Ciaelic.

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^H  bear  ia  mind  that  I  apply  the  term

in  the  Isle  or  Man,  being  all  one  and 
the  aame  language.  1  state  thia  in 
order  to  prevent  any  cavilling  about 
the  word  Celtic  which  most  writ/Ts 
have  applied  indifferently  to  the  Welsh 
and  Gaelic;  for,  a.t  I  verily  believe, 
and  am  quite  ready  to  prove  even  more 
fully  than  1  have  already  done,  that 
the  Welsh  and  Gaelic  are  not  of 
the  eame  family  ;  it  is  clear  that  if 
one  of  them  i*  Celtic  the  other  u  no/. 
Lully,  ofi  1  profesA  to  differ  from  the 
general  opinion  on  this  Kutijert.  it  will 
be  mere  waste  of  paper  to  army  a 
host  of  mere  names  and  authorities 
against  rne ;  fur.  to  compare  ({real 
things  with  t>roall,  Galileo  bad  all  the 
learned  uf  Europe  against  liitn  in  sup- 
porting the  good  old  Ptolemaic  sys- 
tem, and  in  rejecting  that  of  Coperni- 
cus ;  but  what  were  these  in  oppoii- 
tion  to  the  current  of  inductive  scicoce, 
whose  source  is  \nfacUf 

Agreeably  to  ray  promise,  1  now 
proceed  to  shew  that  there  ia  no  af- 
6aity  whatever  between  the  Gaelic  and 
the  group  of  languaireaaocicnllyiipoken 
in  the  Arabian  peninsula,  commonly 
called  the  Semitic.  By  the  Arabian 
peninsula,  I  mean  the  tract  uf  country 
south  nf  Armenia  as  far  us  the  MraiU 
of  fiabelmaodelf  bounded  on  the  eai^t 
by  the  Tigris  and  the  Persian  gulf, 
and  on  the  west  by  the  Hcd  Sea  and 
Mediterranean.  The  principal  dia- 
lects of  the  .Semitic  arc,  or  were,  1st, 
the  Arabic  and  Elhiopic;  ^nd,  the 
Hebrew.  Samaritan,  and  Phcnician; 
and  3rd,  the  Syrlac  and  Cbuldaic. 
The&e  are  really  and  truly  dialects,  or 
sister  tongues  from  one  common  pa- 
rent ;  the  roots  of  the  words  are. 
generally  speaking,  the  name  in  uti  ; 
aod  they  have  all  adopted  a  smiilar 
mode  in  extending  the  bi(;nitlcati«)n  uf 
the  roots,  so  as  to  express  the  various 
acccfisarv  ideas  naturally  arising  there- 
from. Of  all  tlicsc  the  Arabic  is  the 
most  copious  and  highly  cultivated, 
and  in  the  present  euay  I  will  eon- 
fine  myself  chieHy  to  a  compaiifion  of 
the  rootv  and  structure  of  the  last* 
mentioned  lansuaue  with  those  of  the 
Celtic ;  prcn/

The  roots  of  the  Arabic  language 
consist   generally    of  words  of    three 
^yllable^  ;  somelimes,  by  conlroctitin. 
of  two ;  and  in  a  very  few  instances, 
chiefly  particles,  of  one  sylloble.     Oo 
these  roots  the  whole  structure  of  the 
language   is  reared,   la  n  manner  at 
once    eipressive    and     highly    philu- 
Bophic,  which  is  totally  different  from 
that  of  all  the  other  languages  of  Asia 
or  of  (Europe,  excepting  of  course  thone 
of  the  Semitic  family.     Certain  letters 
of  the  alphatift,  used  for  that  purpose, 
are  employed  to  extend  the  significa- 
tion of  the  roots,  hence  called  servile 
letters.     These  arc,  m,   b,  t.   and  s, 
together  with  vowels,  or,  ns  they  call 
them,   letters  of  prolongation.     The 
servile  letters  arc  sometimes  prefixed, 
eometimcs  inserted  in  the  body  of  tlie 
root,  and  lomelimcs  added  to  the  end  ; 
and  in  many  cases  the  root  is  affected 
by  all  these  applications  at  once  :  so 
that  out    of  one  trisyllabic  or  (which 
is   here  synonymous)    triliteral   stem, 
upwards  of  three  hundred  variousforms 
may  arise,  all  expressive  of  some  idea 
connected   with   the  pnrailive    word. 
As  The  same  servile  letter*  are  uni- 
formly applied  to  all  the  roots,  and 
the  various  forms  thence  resulting  are 
traceable  to  their  respective  soorcee, 
it  i*  nccessiiri'  *•*  ^^^  i'*  mind  the 
primitive  signification    of  each    root. 
Finally,   a  language  of  this  peculiar 
structure  will  have  no  need  of  com- 
pound words  like  the  Greek  and  Ger- 
manic tont;uei ;  and  accordingly,  the 
Semitic  languages  have  no  compounds. 
Let  us  now  examine   the  structure 
of  the  Celtic,  after  which  we  may  per- 
ceive   the    total   diasimilarily    of    the 
two.     The    Gnelic  roots  are  generally 
of  one  syllable.     Tu  onlend  the  signi- 
fication t}(  the  root.  Tecoart«  is  had  to 
lernimatton:^  or  pretiics..  as  in  Greek 
iLbd  Latin.     Like  these,  too,  the  Gaelic 
abounds  in  compound  words,  and  in 
fact,   so  fur  as    llio  atniclare  of  th« 
words  is  concerned,  it    differ*   from 
the  Greek  ant]  German  merely  in  being 
less   cultivated   than   ihciic,  which  U 
simply    its    misfortune  nut   its  fault*.

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Siixon  and  Latin,  whirh  the  vanity  of 
Celtic  etymnlocists  bis  been  plt'fvscJ 
to  appropriatf  as  of  native  growtli, 
and  has  even  gone  so  far  &s  to  accii<«e 
the  Saxons  and  Romans  ofdownri^rht 
pilfering.  Of  this  Buhjcct  I  mean  to 
take  iome  notice  hereaAcr  :  in  the 
meantime.  I  proceed  to  my  comparison 
of  the  Celtic  and  Semitic. 

The  roots  of  the  Celtic,  tm  I  have 
already  mentioned,  are  mouusyllabir  ; 
those  of  the  Semitic,  of  two  or  tliree 
ayllables.  'Flie  "words  of  either  Un- 
gual are  easily  traced  to  Iheir  rc- 
•pective  roots.  If,  tUco,  thtrebeany 
affinity  at  all  between  them,  it  must  be 
seen  by  a  cmnparison  nf  the  Mints. 
Now,  mark  the  facts  :  the  .Semitic  root* 
have  two  or  three  syllables,  and  the 
Celtic  one,  which  is  in  itself  a  suffi- 
cieot  dikaiiuiUrity.  But,  besides 
this,  1  defy  the  most  extravagant  and 
imaginative  of  etymologists  to  point 
out  to  me  cue  root  in  a  liundrcd  where 
even  the  consonants  agree,  k-aving  the 
vowels  entirely  out  of  the  question. 
Heaven  koows  that  some  of  our 
etymologists  are  not  very  scrupulous 
in  changing  one  vowel  or  consonant 
into  another  when  it  answers  their  pur- 
pose so  to  do.  Thi^  may  very  well 
suit  the  reveries  of  those  who  identify 
Gaelic  with  WcUh ;  but  the  least 
smattering  of  knowledge  en  the  sub- 
ject will  shew  them  that  it  is  utterly 
inadmissible  in  the  Semitic  tongues. 
For  instance,  the  three  consonants  of 
an  Arabic  root  arc  inviolable:  if  one  of 
them  be  discanled,  the  wnid  ceases  tu 
have  any  meaning  ;  if  changed  into 
another,  it  vrill  have  a  meaning  totally 
different,  perhaps  quite  opposite.  It 
may  occasionally  happen  tlmt  one  or 
two  letters  of  the  Semitic  root  agree 
with  those  of  the  Celtic  mouusyllable  ; 
the  etymolngiht  swallows  this  like  a 
gudgeon,  not  aware  that  the  omission 
or  change  of  a  consonant  ur  two  in 
the  Eastern  root  really  reduces  ilic  word 
to  twthinr^. 

\\  sometimes  happen-*,  moreover, 
that  a  Celtic  word  compounded  of  two 
raonosyllablcf  agrees  in  signiHcation 
, -with  a  Semitic  root.  This  is  eagerly 
ihibttcd  and  commented  upon  by  the 
lyraoUigibt,  without  contiiiJeriog  that 
inch  a  coincidence  is  purely  acci- 
dental, unless  we  admit  that  the  Se- 
mitic roots,  which  arc  ascertained  to 
be  nearly  4000  years  old,  be  j>alched 


out  of  the  monosyllables  of  the  Celtic, 
which  cannot  be  proved  to  be  older 
than  half  that  period. 

With  respect  to  the  grammatical 
inflexions  uf  the  two  languages,  any 
one  who  will  take  the  trouble  of  com- 
paring ihcm  will  at  once  perceive  thai 
there  is  not  a  shadow  of  resemblance 
between  tbem.  This  is  pcrbapa  the 
verj'  best  critciiou  whereby  to  judge 
of  the  artinity  of  languages,  for  it  is 
that  which  is  least  subject  to  vicissi- 
tude. The  Celtic  noun  changes  its 
initial  consonant,  the  Semitic  never  | 
the  pronouns  of  each  tongue  are  to- 
tally different.  But  it  is  io  the  verb, 
the  very  soul  of  speech,  that  the  ut- 
most dissimilarity  prevails.  The  Cel- 
tic root,  with  a  number  of  auxiliaries 
and  particles,  furnishes  a  single  form 
or  conjugation  barely  adequate  to  ex- 
press the  more  common  ideas  coii- 
netlcd  with  the  root.  The  Arabic, 
without  auxiliaries,  out  of  one  root, 
gives  fifteen  different  fonn^  or  conju- 
gations, so  OS  to  exprc<ts  ^ith  pie- 
cision  every  possible  idea  which  can 
emanate  from  the  primitive  meaning 
of  the  word.  The  passive  voice  in 
Celtic,  if  such  a  tiling  be,  is  made  by 
means  of  the  auxiliury  tu  he  and  sun- 
dry pot  tides,  or  by  using  the  tenses 
of  the  active  voice  in  an  impersonal 
form,  with  the  object  affected  placed 
after  them.  The  Arabic  has  a  differ- 
ent inflection  for  the  passive  voice  of 
all  the  forms  or  conjugatious,  effected 
chiefly  by  changing  the  vowels  of  the 
active  forms. 

The  foregoing  comparison,  brief  and 
imperfect  as  it  is.  will  suffice,  1  Inist, 
to  show  that  the  Celtic  and  Semitic 
have  no  affinity;  but,  asmaoy  of  your 
readers  are  not  necessarily  acquainted 
with  either  language,  I  mean  in  my 
next  paper  to  expose  the  utter  ground- 
lessness of  that  farrago  of  Celtic  and 
fustern  words  concocted  by  Vallan- 
fiy,  and  imimfrU"  rlictu)  admitted  with 
intercAt  into  the  Ciaolic  Dictiunary, 
"compiled  and  publiahe^l  under  the 
direction  of  the  Highland  Society  of 
Scotland  in  the  year  of  Grace  IS38  !*' 
Had  the  editor;!  >*(  that  work  been 
well  acquainted  with  either  Hebrew 
or  Arabic,  I  um  convinced  that  they 
wouhl  have  been  le«5  free  in  display- 
ing their  (hifittat  itkilt,  at  least  in  this 
coar.

A»  to  paraUeltng  a  few  similar 
words  from  languages  radically  dif- 
fcrcDt»  the  moat  ignorant  may  do  it 
by  uieaos  of  dictionaries ;  rtnd  it  i^ 
remarkable  lliat  the  most  ignorant 
writers  arc  llie  most  apt  to  fall  into 
Ibia."

IN  on  article  by  "  A:i  Enoliih 
AjfTiQDAKY,"  in  your  Number  for 
January.  "  On  the  Oritjin  nf  thf  JVfUh 
7Wrt(/  concrnttHg  Ihe  Kiirly  Uiatory  nf 
Grtat  Brituin,"  the  writer  nsscrls, 
"  that  this  Triad  is  no  more  than  a  l*~ 
yntd,  fabricated  from  Strabo,"  life,  and 
one  of  his  arguments  is,  that  the 
Triad  states,  that  the  nation  of  the 
Cambrians  came  into  Britain  over  the 
"  //ary  Sea;"  and  that  Strabo  speaks 
of  the  Cimmerian  Bosphorns  as  t>eing 
"  hazy."  Now,  the  force  of  this  ar- 
gument will  altogether  depend  upun 
the  correctness  of  this  translation  of 
the  Triad.  In  the  original,  the  ex- 
pression rendered,  "  The  Hazy  Si^a" 
u"AfoV  Tawch."  And  in  the  His- 
tory of  Wales  now  in  the  course  of 
publication  hy  the  Rev,  T,  Pric^,*  the 
author  gives  it  as  his  opinion,  that  tltc 
words  signify  "  The  Sea  of  Vacia/* 
i.  e.  ^7^l•  German  Ocean ;  and  in  order 
to  support  this  opinion,  he  shows  from 
W^elsh  writers  that  the  sea  on  the 
southern  coast  of  England  was  called 
Afdr  Tatcc/t,  and  then  he  proceeds  to 
show  that  the  opposite  coast  of  Ger- 
many was  called  Dacia,  and  that  the 
Danes  went  by  the  name  of  Diicians. 
Some  of  his  authorities  are  w*.  fuU 
lows: — Polydore  Virgil,  speaking  of 
the  Danes  under  that  name,  says —

Now.  if  Uiis  expUnatioa  of  the  term 
be  correct,  thoogh  it  fixes  its  origin  at 
a  pcrioil  not  priur  lo  the  middle  ages, 
yet  it  eiUirely  destroys  the  hypothesis 
of  the  •*  llazy  Smj,"  aud  consequently 
demolishes  that  of  the  fabrication  of 
the  legend  from  Strabo  as  far  as  this 
portion  is  concerned. 

A%  to  the  identity  of  DfffTnham  and 
Ttipffihane,  it  has  long  ago  been  pretty 
generally  admitted.  But  whether  the 
name  was  first  used  by  the  original 
composer  of  the  Triad,  or  by  some 
later  annotator,  it  is  evident  that  it 
could  not  have  been  taken  frnro  Slru- 
bo ;  for«  had  it  been  ^o,  Conatantinople 
would  not  have  been  named  as  mark- 
ing the  locality,  a  place  differing  so 
much  from  that  described  by  Strabo 
as  Taprobanc.  And  indeed  when  we 
consider  the  sever  nl  sources  from 
which  your  Corre«pondeut  asserts  the 
materials  were  derived  for  the  concoc- 
tion of  this  Triad,  to  wit. — Sttaho, 
Onwcritui,  Pliny,  Jlutncr,  Kc.  the 
possibility  of  access  to,  and  an  inti- 
mate acquaintance  with,  these  writers, 
implies  a  state  of  literature,  and  a  de- 
gree of  erudition,  ver>'  superior  to  any 
thing  we  are  in  the  habit  of  attribu- 
ting to  any  age  prior  to  the  revival  of 
learning  in  modern  times. 

Should  the  Rngmrh  Antiquary 
still  continue  to  maintain  his  opinion^ 


1  think  it  i»  incumlient  upou  him  to 
show  at  what  period  of  our  history 
sucli  a  concnctnr  of  Iegend>  could  have 
lived,  and  why  a  writer  possessing  so 
much  classical  knowledge  should  havi* 
left  us  nothing  but  the  meagre  skelctoo' 
of  a  Triad,  as  the  fruit  of  his  exten- 
sive researches.

THE  sixth  volume  of  Mr.  Lock- 
hart's  Life  of  Sir  Walter  Scott  is  re- 
presented by  all  who  have  read  it,  as 
superior  in  intercut  to  its  predecessor*; 
and  the  transient  glaiice  allowed  me 
of  It  is  condrraatory  of  that  opinion  ; 
but  that  hast^-  view  has  also  indicated 
some  inaccutacies  which  1  think  it 
would  be  wrong  to  pass  unnoticed. 

At  p.  '4,  Mr.  L.  who  accompanied 
tlie  baronet  to  Ireland,  says,  in  refer- 
ence  to  Cork,  "  He  (Scott)  gave  a 
couple  of  days  to  the  hospitality  of 
that  flourishing  town,  and  the  beauti- 
ful scenery  of  the  Shannon,  not  for- 
getting ao  excursion  to  the  Groves  of 
Blarney,  among  whose  shades  we  had 
aright  mirthful  pic-nic."  How  Mr. 
Lockhart,  after  having  visited  this 
city,  could  have  placed  it  on  the  Shan- 
non instead  of  the  L^,  I  have  some 
difficolty  in  conceiving.  It  is  not  every 
one  who  is  authorised  to  write  with 
the  rapidity  of  Scott,  or  whose  inad- 
vertencies arising  from  that  rapidity, 
and  they  are  frequent  enough/    are

Mr.  Lockhart 
Iso  errs,  tliougb,  o(  course,  much 
lorr  excusably,  in  ascribing  the  song 
of  the  Groves  of  Blarney,  which  he 
ivea  extracts  from,  tn  the  "  poetical 
)e&D  of  Cork."  it  was  the  composi< 
ioD  of  the  late  Mr.  Richard  Miltikin. 
■n  attorney  of  .this  city;  and  our 
Dean,  Ur.  Burrowes.  must  Btill  reat 
his  poetic  fame  on  the  well-known 
•Ung  soDg  of  "Tlie  night  before  Larry 
wts  atrelchcd,"  &c.,  suppn<^in!;  this 
javenilc  effusion  to  have  been  his,  as 
19  generally  believed.  Had  Mr.  Uick- 
liart  happened  to  read  u  publicnlion,  of 
which,  as  emanating  from  thu  bfauti/ul 
fitif,  we  citizens  of  Cork  are  justly 
proud,  I  mean  the  HtfUqvcs  (ff  Father 
Prout,  he  would  have  found  AJiUikin*s 
cfaMtfic  rhaptody,  as  it  is  lliere  called 
(vol.  i.  p.  78),  admirably  Irnnslated  or 
paraphrased,  in  Greek,  Latin,  and 
French.  Porson  could  scarcelv  liave 
been  more  felicitous  in  the  Greek  ver- 
sion;  nor  Pamell,  who  so  happily 
translated  Ff)pe's  description  of  He'- 
linda'a  toilet,  in  the  Latin;  and  the 
French  is  far  superior  to  Townlcy's 
Uudibras.  which  Voltaire  represents 
as  untranslateahle,  an  opinion  rather 
confirmed  than  cnotradJcted  by  our 
countryman's  attempt;  thnugh  Vol- 
taire himself,  when  he  tried,  of  course 
succeeded.  Mr.  lockhart  would  also 
have  found  Sir  Walter's  visit  and 
homage  to  the  \aas  dvti&^s,  (Horn. 
Od.  .\.  597)  or  impudpnrp-confprr'tnff 
«tonc,  as  the  Homeric  epithet  should 
be  rendered,  narrated  in  a  strain  of 
humour,  which  even  Scott  would  not 
have  disavowed.  1  would  take  the 
liberty  of  recommending  the  work  to 
Mr.  L.*a  perusal,  as  affording  a  fitting 


siibjecl  for  a  review  in  the  Quarterly, 
'*  Fur  that  aide  man  of  pleasing  words 
had  More."  (Faerie  Queen,  canto  i. 
3.'i.)  As  Sir  Walter  owns  that  hi-t 
French  vocabulary  was  grown  curtfdUf 
muiitt/  (p.  362),  his  solecisms  in  that 
language  cannot  surprise  the  reader; 
such  as,  ct  voilii  nous  a  Paris  (p. 
3CC),  Cabinet  a  Vmn,  instead  of  Cabi- 
net U'airancf  (p.  231),  and  6du«  gens 
(p.  378) ;  but  that,  writing  on  the  hrit 
of  November,  and  directly  adverting 
to  the  solemnity  of  the  day  and  ita 
consequences  to  himself,  he  should 
have  mistaken  its  designation  (p.  971>> 
and  called  it  All  SqhU  in  pUicc  of  Ail 
J^aiat*  day.  which  ainne  is  publicly 
celebrated  as  a  holy  day,  is  singular. 
One  is  of  optional,  the  other  of  bounden 
observance  in  Catholic  countries —

The  title  of  old  Corj-afs  book,  **  Cru- 
dities hastily  gobbled  up,"  &c.,  which 
was  adopted  by  Paterson*  in  his  Six 
Weeks-'  Tour  to  the  Netherlands,  in 
1770  (3  vols.  8vo.),  is  not  inapposite 
to  all  those  hurried  jouroies  which 
are  daily  published,  and  which  exhibit 
the  most  strange  misconceptions  of 
what  the  travellers  may  have  seen. 
As  an  instance.  [  may  adduce  the  re- 
ligious association,  in  Mr.  Lockhart's

Urban,  niny  t>e  assured  that  nothing 
can  be  more  fanciful  or  less  founded 
in  fact.  Extensive  and  powerful  as 
aectartan  fet'tings  arc  in  tliis  country. 
they  assuredly  do  not  influence  the 
selection  of  our  drink  at  tabic  ;  and 
the  sotio  rore  communication  was  one 
of  those  mysfijicafiotu  to  which  credu- 
lous travelltTs  are  bo  much  exposed. 
The  taste  and  palate  solely  govern  the 
preference;  and  diftrord,  thank  heaven, 
mixes  not  with  the  enjoyment  of  our 
festive  board.  U  is  in  human  nature 
to  seek  for  the  forbidden,  and  the

By  some  accident  the  traveUers,  it 
appears,  never  met  a  Catholic  clergy- 
man at  the  entertainments  given  them ;

the  iDgenious  Mr.  John  MtUtr,  nurse- 
ryman,   at  North-end,  near  Fulham, 
I       is  praised  for  similar  devices,     Brad- 
ley  notices   his    curious  and  learned 
friend   Mr.  James  Peirver,  F.U.S.  os 
an  iadefatigable  and  curioui^  natural- 
ist :    also    tlial    excellent   lady,    lliat 


curious    Duchets   <^    Btanfort,     The 
wonderful  invention  is  mentioned  of 
the  late  Mr.  Sarory,  F.R.S.  for  raising 
water  by  fire.     His  learned  and  in- 
genious friend  Mr.  Dt'tioyulia-w,  F.R.S. 
is  praised  as  a  learned  member  of  the 
Koyal  Society  ;   Dr.  Stuurt  considered 
the  cau^e  of  different  colours  in  leaves 
and  flowers  of  plants  ;  and  Sir  Haiu 
Sloanc  is  designated  as  one  eicellenUy 
learned.     Thus  ends  this  slender  cata- 
logue uf  per$on»  the  most  eminent  in 
the  days  of  Bradley,  for  proficiency  in 
natural  learning,  practical  and  theoreti- 
cal.    In  theconrseof  his  work,  speak- 
ing of  airs  and  winds,  he  says  : — "  It  is 
remarkable    that    when     the    Plague 
reigned  in  London,  BuckV^'tbury,  which 
stands  in  the  very  heart  of  the  city, 
was  free  from  that  distemper.     The 
reason  ffivcn  for  it  is,  that  "  it  was 
chieHy  mhabited  hy  druggist*  and  apo^ 
t/irairies,  the   scent    of  whose    dragv 
kept   away   infection.      The  smell   of 
rhue  and  the   smoke  of  tobacco  were 
prescribed  a.s  remedies  against  the  in- 
fection,  but  especially   lor  and   pitch 
barrels ;  and  I  have  been  informed  by 
a  person  of  credit  that  the  people  of 
Limchousc  were  not  inrceted  with  it; 
nor  some  of  the   docks,   perhaps,  for 
the  hame   leason  :  so  also  the  use  of 
sea  coal  may  now  be  one  means  to  pre- 
vent the  Plague  in  London/'     Again  ; 
"In  the  time  of  the  great  Plagoe  in 
London,  it  was  propounded  to  have 
large  ((uaotities  uf  nnioHw  exposed  in 
boats  on  the  Thames,  which  were  to 
liave  been  continnally  bruised,  chop- 
ped, and   moved  about,  which  it  was 
imagined  would  abate    the  infection, 
FUpiwsing  the  Plague  to  have  proceeded 
from  innumerable    armies  of  mioutc, 
unwholesume  insects."  1  haveno  illus- 
tratiiins  to  give  on  the  foregoing  list 
of  Bradley*^  learned  friends  ;  but  that 
probably  the  tine  old  exotic  trees  now 
growing  at  Mumhcad,   were    plantad 
by   this  Mr.  BaUe ;  and   that  Samuel 
Keynurdftun  ptanteil  the  famous  cedar 
at  llilltngdan  ;  and  that  at  Cambden- 
house.  KeuAington,  the  town-residence 
of  Mr.  Ballc,  but  since  a  well-known 
school,  wa^  growing,  till  the  winter  of 
170^.  against  the  old  garden  wall,  the 
only  »iitcinicu  of  a  caper-plant  knuwa 
in     England  as  living   in    the    open 
air.     This  was  probably  the  lost  relic 
of  Mr.  Balle's  old  garden.    Voura  &.c.

LlTfLK  i^  known  of  the  history  of  Owcu  Feltlmm.  He  was  the  son  ot 
Tliomas  Fcltham  of  Suffolk,  Gent.'  who  diitl  in  1031.  as  appears  by  b  Latin 
rpitaph  on  hi^i  fiUlivr  inserted  in  hi^  wurks  (Lusoria,  p.  10),  and  vrho  wob 
buried  at  Uabrara,  in  CainbridgcGfairc.  Mr.  Buruet  con^ders  Itim  tohavc  been 
coooectcd  in  quality  of  (leiUtL'inau  uf  the  HoubC,  ur  Secretary,  with  the  family 
of  the  Kail  of  Thoinotid,  and  that  he  probably  died  about  1(J77.  A  Mr.  Cum- 
ming  published  an  edition  of  the  "  Resolvci  "  in  1806,  (which  containn  asome- 
what  more  detailed  account  of  hioi,)  and  another  about  18*21.  Feltham'd 
work  was  «o  popular  as  to  have  passtd  through  twelve  editions.  The  first, 
a  very  minute  volume,  uf  exccgiiivc  ^cnrclty,  is  without  date,  containing  one 
century  of  Re&olvcs.  The  second  oditiun,  b«arinf>  date  1G23,  is  in  the 
tiodleian.  Oldys,  in  hia  MS.  notes  on  Langbainc.  says,  — "  Williai  ^ 
Loughton  the  schrolmastcr,  in  Kensington,  is  the  only  person  I  have  met  wiltl 
who  knows  anything  more  of  him.  I  think  he  told  me  once,  near  thirty  year* 
since,  that  he  or  :^arne  of  his  family  was  related  to  Owen  Keltham,  and  that 
he  lived  in  some  nuble  house  in  (juality  of  Gcntlcmau  of  the  House,  or  eecrel&ry 
to  Botce  nobleman,  with  several  other  [Kirticulars  uow  forgot.  His  book  of 
Resolves  was  published  in  4lo.  1631,  \GiC},  1661,  &c.  having  been  looked  upoa 
by  some  readers  as  a  treatise  full  of  good  counsels  and  f^nc  conceits.  Bot  Mr. 
John  Constable  in  his  '  Reflections  upon  Accuracy  of  Style.'  Svo.  1734,  has, 
in  many  instances,  exposed  hia  pedantial.  affected,  and  unnatural  phrase." 
Oldys  thinks  that  in  the  edition  fol.  JC77,  is  nut  inserted  the  answer  to 
B.  Junson'a  famous  ode,  "  Come  leave  the  loathed  stage."  But  probably 
that  is  an  error;  fur  it  h  in  a  previous  edition,  of  1670.  Owen  Feltham  waa 
the  friend  of  T.  Uandolph  the  poet,  who  addressed  a  poem  to  him  on  his  *  Re- 
solves,* nnd  before  Randolph's  poemf,  Fcltham  has  verica  '  ou  his  beloved 
friend  the  autliur,  and  his  ingenious  pnems.* 

The  'Lusoria,  or  Occasional  Pieces  of  Poetry,'  were  first  added  to  the  edition 
1670,  fol.  They  consist  of  forty  poems,  from  which  we  have  extracted  a  few 
as  a  specimen,  and  uo  unfavourable  one,  of  the  author's  style  ;  a  couplet  in  thia 
epitaph  on  Charles  the  First,  has  been  the  subject  of  much  animadversion  ; 

*'  M*heu  he  hail  rusi*  !hus,  Tmtb'a  grcul  uuirilicc, 

Here  Charles  the  First,  and  Chriat  the  Sccvrnl  liei." 
"  There  are  still  some  persons.'*  fnyp  a  writer  in  the  Annual  Review,  vol.  v. 
p.  377.  "  who  consider  Charles  (he  First  as  a  sort  of  C^hiist  the  second. 
Hie  blasphemy  is  upon  record ;  Owen  Feltham  is  the  peinon  who  committed  it." 
Feltham's  Resolves  abound  wiih  ingenious  thoughu.  bnppy  images  and  illus* 
trationp.  and  occasionally  ele;;ant  expressions.  There  is  a  condensation  of 
matter  in  the  work  i  yet  the  author  aimed  rathrr  at  brilliant  and  bubtic 
thoughts,  ihiin  at  a  logical  and  well-cimductrd  urgument;  n»j  that,  the  con- 
tinued perusal  becomes  fatiguing.  His  [loenis  are  worth  preservation,  and  his 
character  of  the  Low  Countries  humourous  and  enterlammg.  Wc  have  ex- 
tracted those  poems  which  arc  connected  with  the  history  of  our  coBntry«  and 
give  the  concludtng  liue«  of  hiii  fK>em  un  Randolph  :

In  one  of  his  letters,  p.  80,  he  mentions  "that  a  scbolar'a  life  ii  not  my 
profession  ;  for  I  have  lived  in  such  a  course,  as  my  books  have  become  my 
delight  and  recreation,  but  not  tny  trade;  though,  perhaps,  I  could  wish  they 
had."  And  this  is  almost  the  only  piece  of  personal  history  to  be  met  with  in 
jhe  book.     At  the  last  page,  99.  he  has  written  his  own  epitaph.

the  people.  How  comes  it,  it  may 
be  aakcd,  that  while  the  education  of 
the  higher  rooks  haa  within  the  lA*t 
quarter  of  a  century  received  such  es- 
sential improvement  as  has  already 
become  visible  in  its  effects, — while 
amoii^  the  lower  orders  the  attention 
of  Government  has  been  long  and 
anKiously  directed  to  the  state  of  crime, 
the  reformation  of  the  offender,  and 
the  whole  question  of  Criminal  Juris- 
prudence,—  while  30  many  plans  in 
every  department  of  the  slate,  and  re- 
lative to  every  branch  of  society,  have 
been  brought  forward  in  the  Parlia- 
ment by  pcrs'ins  representing  interests 
and  constituencies  of  ever>'  kind — none 
have  yet  been  found,  till  within  a  very 
late  period,  who  have  seen  the  abso- 
lute necessity  of  beginning  their  Im- 
proved  social  structure  by  a  solid  and 
broad  foundation  ;  who  have  confessed 
that  the  right  of  Government  to  punish 
is  most  closely  conuf^cted  with  its 
duty  to  instruct,  and  who  have  ac- 
knowledged that  the  truest  and  best 
reformer  of  the  prison,  must  be  tlic 
ichool?  We  do  not  want  for  men  of  in- 
telligence, activity,  public  spirit,  zeal, 
good  intentions,  and  philanthropy — 
men  who  entertutn  a  true  regard  (or 
their  fcltow  creatures,  and  an  honest 
real  to  promote  their  welfare.  Where, 
^_  then,  is  the  cause  of  this  strange  su- 
^■pinencss  on  this  great  and  leading 
^^naliunal  subject  to  be  fuuud: — We 
^HUiink  chielly  (mm  the  energies  of 
^^Ktovernment  having  been  fur  the 
^^Da^t  half  ceotur>'  directed  to  subjects 
P^lmmetjialely  affecting  the  national 
I'  safety  and  existence:  wc  have  been 
OkNr.  Mag.  Vol.  IX. 
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watching  the  dark  cloud  of  war  that 
so  lung  hung  over  our  shores,  and 
threatened  us  with  tlie  fatal  produce 
of  its  wuinb,  with 

1  run  sluet  and  arrowy  sho^'cr  : 

we  have  been  steering  the  vessel  of 
the  state  through  the  muny  perils 
and  diliicuUies  mto  which  on  expen- 
sive war  and  an  enemy  of  gigantic 
[Kiwcr  and  inextingui&hubic  hatred 
had  brought  us  —  financial  embar- 
rassments, and  social  disorder  :  and 
we  have  been  opposed  by  the  vari- 
ous/ac/toiu  which  had  shot  up  their 
hydra  heads  in  these  days  of  con- 
tention ;  which  embarrass  and  im- 
pede every  step  taken  or  proposed,  and 
which  consume  the  time  and  waste 
the  energies  of  those  who  would  be 
labouring  for  the  public  good.  7*his 
country,  with  all  its  various  relations, 
its  complicated  interests,  its  conflicting 
opinions,  itB  extended  resources,  its 
foreign  conucxioas,  and  its  internal 
dissensions,  has  grown  up  into  such 
a  vast  and  tremendous  piece  of  social 
machinery,  that  some  part  or  other  is 
for  ever  becoming  disordered  ;  some 
are  wantonly  defaced  {  otliers  negli- 
gently watched  ;  others  unskilfully 
repaired  :  so  that  our  statesmen  have 
been  su  occupied  in  repelling  the  at- 
tacks of  enemies  both  abroad  and  at 
home;  have  so  concentrated  theiratten- 
tiontothe  urgent  pressure  of  public  ne- 
cessities ;  in  raising  ways  and  mcaos ; 
in  devising  new  methods  uf  taxation, 
and  subsidising  foreign  powers ;  in 
getting  our  allies  out  of  the  diSicuIties 
they  have  plunged  into ;  and  in  watch- 
ing, far  and  wide,  east  and  west,  every 
possible  point  from  which  danger 
might  come, — that  they  have  hod  no 
inter%als  of  repoac  for  the  c(|ually  im- 
portant interests  which  lay  oegjecled 
at  home, 

What  is  the  present  state  of  the 
Church  owing  to,  but  to  more  than 
holf  a  century's  neglect? — and  what  a 
half  century  it  was  1  What  was  the 
stale  of  the  Poor  Iawb.^ — why,  one 
of  utter  disintegration  and  rum.  Mr. 
Pitt  cared  more  about  his  sinking- 
fund,  and  Mr.  Fox  about  hia  «AaX  %3k 
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Weatisinstcr,  than  they  did  for  all  the 
churches  and  workhouses  in  the  king- 
dom. So  that  while  in  the  splendour 
of  its  outward  prosperity,  in  its  ex- 
tended wings  of  commerce,  in  its 
crowded  marts,  its  well-tilled  fields, 
its  opulent  and  busy  cities,  its  wharfs 
and  docks  fitU'd  with  the  trotle  of  half 
the  globe,  England  has  no  rival  near 
her  throne  •  in  these  mora  silent  and 
unohtrnsive  arts  of  peace,  which  arc 
the  real  strength  and  lasting  foundation 
of  a  nation's  strength,  she  is  far  be- 
hind many  nations  on  whose  compara- 
tive poverty  she  lookfi  down  with  con- 
tempt. In  the  system  of  education, 
and  in  the  practical  working  of  it, 
Prussia  and  Holland,  and  even  France, 
are  far  in  advance  of  her.  In  fact, 
there  is  no  system  at  all  provided  for 
the  lower  classes  of  society  :  they  are 
left  ill  a  great  measure  to  the  igno- 
rauce  of  village  matrons  and  rural 
schoolmasters;  but  wc  trust  that  the 
exertions  of  Lord  Brougbara,  and  the 
measure  proposed  by  Lord  Laniidownc, 
will  not  fail  of  awakening  due  atten- 
tion to  this  important  subject.  When 
they  do>  this  work  of  Mons.  Coasins 
will  prove  of  great  utility  :  it  contains 
a  very  exact  and  judicious  account  of 
the  schools  of  Holland  ;  the  system 
adopted  there  by  the  Government,  and 
the  success  with  which  that  system 
is  crowned,  in  performing  its  double 
object,  of  instructing  the  mind,  and. 
secondly.  K'ssciiing  the  amount  of 
crime.  The  account  of  the  normal 
schools  is  ver>'  interesting ;  and  the 
disadvanta£;es  of  the  system  of  niMfNnl 
instruction  are  most  forcibly  pointed 
out.  The  difference  between  the  Dutch 
and  German  systems  is  given  and  ex- 
amined; the  introduction  of  religious 
instruction  into  tlte  primary  bchools, 
aspart  of  the  education,  is  proved  to  be 
feasible,  without  producing  sectarian 
jealousies  or  diviKJonR  ;  while  the  prac- 
tical informAtinn  on  the  character  of 
the  Mentors,  inspectors,  and  teachers, 
is  of  exceedingly  great  value.  We 
thank  Mr.  L.  Horner  for  making  this 
work  accesi^iblc  to  the  public  at  the 
very  time  when  it  will  be  of  material 
Mrvice ;  and  wc  have  no  iloubt  that 
it  will  be  considered  as  one  of  the  bebt 
guides  to  any  system  of  national  edu- 
cation wc  may  adopt.  We  cannot 
canelude  without  saying,  that  the 
volume  ia  written  in  a  mo«1  interesling 


manner,  aa  we  might  have  expected 
^nm  its  illustrious  author;  and  we 
shall  take  the  liberty  of  quoting  a  few 
of  the  fine  remarks  he  made  on  the 
arts  of  the  counlrica  he  visited,  and 
the  effect  they  produced  on  him. 

"  I  wasbsppy  to  visit  some  of  my  fellow 
labourers  Id  Ibe  jtudy  of  the  history  of  cha 
Greek  philosophy,  nnd  to  become  sgucut  in 
the  Platonic  srhi»>I  of  Myttrrbank.    I  che- 
rished the  hope  of  meeting  at  Atn*ferdani, 
in  the  old  book  establishRicntofBlH^-w,  nnd 
At  Lcyden,  amon^  the  papers  of  liuTi^enR, 
some  anpubliihed  fragments  of  Uescartu  | 
and,  abaJl  I  express  it?  a  secret  fr«Un^of 
gratitude  aUractet)  me   to  a  land,  whiHi 
for  two  centuries  ha>  been  tlie  a.4Tlam  of 
persecuted    philu«0)iherft,    and    where   at 
another  epoch  of  my  life  I   wns  otfered  a 
refuge.     Wo  remained  two  or  three  day* 
at  Autwer|i,  absorbed  in  the  rnntempla- 
tion  of  these  mnsteri>icce3  of  art  of  every 
sort,  which  arc  t*)  be  seen  in  tlie  luoseura, 
the  churehrs,  and,  above  nil,  iu  Oiemthe* 
dral.     One   must  go  to  Antwerp  to  oh-  ' 
tain  a  just   and  tme  couceptiou    al'  tho  I 
Flemish  school ;  to  know   Rulfemi,   witli'l 
whose  works  the  town  is  tilled  ;  bis  best '. 
scholar  Vand^ck,  his  master  Olio  Vrniua, 
and  the  master   of  the   last   nientionedi. 
Forbus  and  Q.  MaCays,  who  bd<>ng»  toj 
the   fifteenth   crnlury,  and  thiTefnrc    to, 
the  old  school  of  the  \"an  Ejtks,  of  which 
he  possesses  all  the  nnlvet^  and  all  th« ' 
vigotir.     T  also   marie  nt  .\ntwerp  a  dis« 
covcry  of  what   was  almost  unknown  ttt 
me  before ;  I  mean  the  art  of  cxecutinf ' 
sculpture  in  wood.      I   had  seen  in  tbsJ 
omamcntfl  of  many  churches  in  Fraot 
and  cspeeially    in    Amiens,    carvings    i»' 
woo«l  of  great  delicacy  ;  but  nowhere  be- 
fore either  in  France  or  Germany,  or  in 
the    nurtli    of  Italy  ;    the   only    part    of 
Italy,    however,    with    which    I    mn  ae- 
uuatoted.  Here  I  »aw  sculpture  in  wood  oo 
the  great  scale — figures  as  Inrgr  as  life. 
At  Antwerp,  in  the  cathedral,  and  par- 
ticularly   in   the  church   of  St.   Jamea,, 
tliere  is  a  vast  number  nf  ttatnes  of  thlff^ 
description,  formlo)^  pnrt«  of  pulpits  anU 
confessionals,  in  admirable  RTOupniK-  And 
why,    in    truth,   Hhoidd  not  W'     '   '        ,< 
capable  ns  mnrblr  and  stonu  ol 
pressioD  to  thouj;ht  ?

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but  the  N6tr«  Dame  of  Antwerp  bu  an 
incamparable  spire,  almn^t  aa  loft;  and 
mure  clc^ut  than  that  of  Stnubour^.  The 
latter  ii  a  tour  th  /bref,  frhtch  rather  de- 
Iracls  frum  its  merits  nsn  work  of  art,  at 
Icut  in  jay  ejen.  The  spire  of  Aatwcrp 
in  perfect  in  proportion  and  f^r&ce  ;  it 
rite*  with  lightness,  and  at  (he  ume 
time  wrilh  strength,  and  produces  an  ef- 
fect at  ancti  |(rand  and  serene.  The  aii- 
cieal  towers  of  our  cathedral,  reared 
ia  the  darkness  of  the  twelfth  century, 
have,  doubtiestf,  ade^eruftnnjcfity  which 
no  one  can  feel  more  strongly  than  [  do, 
who  wag  baptised  in  N6tre  Dame,  and 
faroo^ht  up  witliin  thir  shadow  uf  iiA  waJls ; 
but  as  a  work  of  art,  there  is  do  compnri. 
•on  between  the  two  temples.  The  mass 
and  tlie  heAVines.i  of  one  seems  to  press  to 
the  earth  the  poor  mortal  creature  who 
has  fallen  on  hia  knce&  beneath  its  archec  ; 
whereaa  the  other  raise*  him  up,  and  car- 
ries birn  aloft  with  her  on  the  wings  of 
PraytT  aiid  Hnpe  to  tlie  regions  of  Peace. 
"At  Breda,  there  is  a  tomb  of  KngeU 
bert  II.  and  hi^  wife,  which  has  four 
statues,  spiid  (o  be  a  work  of  Michael  An> 
gelo.  I  do  not  Tcry  well  »ce  how  works 
uf  the  great  Florentine  artist  should  have 
fiiund  their  way  to  Breda;  and  there  is  a 
heavinetf  in  the  execution  which  leads 
me  tu  doubt  their  authenticity.*  In  pass- 
mz  through  tho  town,  I  could  not  help 
•aying  to  myself,  *  There,  jtrrhaps,  at  the 
comer  of  that  very  street,  was  posted  np 
the  aonouncement  of  the  mathematical 
problem,  which  a  young  French  officer  in 
the  serriee  of  Holland,  in  garrison  here, 
getting  a  neicfabour  to  read  it  to  him,  im- 
mediately solved.'  Tliia  young  officer  was 
the  future  author  of  the  application  of 
Algebra  to  Geometry.  The  thought  of 
Deacartea  took  imsscHKion  of  me  from  the 
time  of  my  entering  floUand,  and  never 
left  me.  We  had  a  stormy  passage  from 
Moerdyk  to  Willcn^.Idrp,  and  arrived  at 
night  at  Dort.  the  town  of  the  celebrated 
aynod.  Some  leagues  further  on  we  again 
got  into  a  boat,  and  the  passage  wna 
longer  and  more  unpleoisaDt  than  uenal. 
Our  two  tNMitmen  talked  together  in  the 
language  uf  the  country  ;  not  one  word  of 
which  WAS  understood.  I  amused  myself 
with  thinking  of  the  adventure  of  Descar- 
te«,  who,  in  crouing  >ome  river  or  other  in 
llullond,  overheard  the  sailors  conversing, 
nod,  umlcrstanding  their  language,  disco- 
vered that  they  had  some  evil  design  upon 

•  I  believe  the  notion  of  the*e  figures 
'tuning  been  executed  by  Michael  Angelo 
is,  as  a  vulgur  »tory,  current  at  the 
place  and  in  the  ^uiih-  books.  As  far  as  1 
recMillcet,  their  workmanship  was  inferior,

him,  and  were  even  meditating  to  throw 
him  overboard.  He  drew  his  sword,  and 
going  right  up  to  them,  swore  he  would 
run  them  through  If  they  showed  the  least 
symptoms  of  attacking  him.  An  adven- 
tare  nearly  of  the  lamc  sort  happened  to 
Leibnitz  in  Italy  on  the  Adriatic.  Having 
been  overtaken  by  a  storm,  he  heard  the 
Italian  sailors  attributing  the  storm  to 
him  as  a  heretic,  and  deliberating  among 
themselvea  whether  they  shonld  throw 
him  into  the  sea.  Leibnits,  without  seem- 
ing to  have  overheard  them,  drew  forth 
from  hiii  pocket  a  roi>ary  which  he  hap- 
pened to  have  aboat  him,  and  this,  re- 
monng  all  doubts  from  the  minds  of 
the  sailors  as  to  the  orthodoxy  of  his 
faith,  sAved  the  author  of  the  iJieodosia 
from  the  violence  and  folly  of  man.  In 
the  contrast  which  these  two  great  men 
exhibited,  in  circumelances  so  similar,  we 
may  recognize  the  whole  difference  of 
their  eharacten,  tlieir  philosophy,  and 
tlielr  nations.  In  the  one,  that  intrepid, 
instinctive  feeling — that  fiiria  Francttt, 
which  gives  birth  Co  revolutions;  in  the 
other,  the  wisdom  which  bringothem  lu  a 
termination,  and  which  rises  superior  to 
all  opinions,  by  knowing  how  to  under- 
stand them  and  to  assign  to  them  their 
just  tbIuo.  What  should  I  myself  hare 
done  if,  at  that  time  of  night,  thew! 
two  peaceable  boatmen,  who  were  mutter- 
ing together,  had  taken  it  into  their  heads 
to  serve  me  after  the  same  fashion  ? 
Fifteen  years  ago  I  should  have  done  as 
Descartes  did  ;  but  now  I  should  have 
imitated  the  example  of  l^baitz:  but, 
thank  God,  I  was  not  put  to  the  trial : 
and  while  I  was  thus  musing  on  these 
things,  wc  reached  the  magnificent  har- 
bour of  Rotterdam.  I  passed  throogh 
the  town  in  the  dead  of  the  night,  while  all 
were  in  deep  repose,  and  I  made  for  the 
hotel  d'Angletcrre  In  the  market-place  op- 
posite the  statue  of  Erasmus,  to  which  I 
made  my  obeisance  before  going  to  bed." 
•  ••••• 

"  The  mention  of  these  pointings  brings 
me  back  to  the  Hague  and  the  Royal  Mu- 
seum. Tlie  collection  of  pictures  hero 
and  that  in  the  Moseum  of  Amsterdam 
ore  the  most  considerable  in  the  Nether- 
lands. The  gallery  at  the  Hague  is 
very  rich,  even  in  the  works  of  foreign 
raostcrt.  1  would  willingly  have  car- 
ried off  (o  our  Paris  gallery  these 
charming  pictures  of  our  truly  nation- 
al school  in  the  Uth  century— a  Pons, 
sin,  a  Claude  Lorraine,  and  a  Bour. 
gitgnone.  I  found  exoellent  sprcimen* 
of  all  Ibe  schools  of  Italy  ;  of  the  Spanish 
school,  several  by  Velas(|ucs,  and  two 
l)eautiful  Murilloa,  the  one  of  which,  a 
.Madonna,  is  in  no  dv^grec  inferior  to  tihiL 
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of  tUphul,  but  quite  of  adiffrteatcbonc- 
tcr.  Tlie  Spanish  MedQiinB  bas  not  the 
cbanufl  of  tbe  Jtaliui,  that  union  of  dig. 
nity  nnd  reservr,  which  oxpre^sea  both 
the  vinrin  and  the  mother  ;  hut  it  bn-nthcs 
a  graudour  nnd  n  majesty  which  belong! 
only  to  the  mother  of  our  SaTiour.  The 
German  school  is  represented  by  scTcral 
pieces  of  Durer  and  Holbein,  all  of  which 
arc  pnrtraitJ) ;  and  they  arc  duuhly  }>reoiGua 
un  that  account.  It  was  natural  to  ex- 
pect that  we  should  find  at  the  Ho^uc 
leveral  tnastrrpicm  of  Ihc  Fli'miiih  schnol ; 
among  these  there  are  four  by  Rubens ;  two 
of  which  ore  portraits  of  Elixabclh  Brants, 
the  tirst  wife  of  the  great  arti»>t,  and  of 
Eleanor  Forman  his  accoml  wifr;  and 
fire  by  Van  Dyck,  one  of  them  being  a 
groap  of  n  whole  family  uf  Huy»t:n».  Hut 
what  1  most  sought  after  and  examined 
with  most  care  were  the  ])iclures  of  the 
genuine  Dutch  masters,  and  it  is  there  wo 
must  go  to  study  that  school.  If  Antwerp 
made  uie  autjuainted  willi  Rubens,  tl  was 
at  tbo  Hague  and  at  Amsterdam  that  1 
was  taught  to  understand  Rembrandt." 
•  «••*• 

"The Baron  Falck. — ^Tbc name  is  one  of 
the  most  respected  in  the  present  day  in 
Holland  ;  nor  is  it  unknown  in  the  rest  of 
Europe.  The  mind  of  Mr.  Folck  is  emi- 
nently adapted  for  political  atfatrs ;  and 
he  was  for  several  years  Minister  for 
Public  Instruction.  1  could  not  therefore 
address  myself  to  any  individual  more 
likely  to  assist  me  in  my  endeavours 
to  acquire  a  tborouf;h  knowledge  of  the 
principles  upon  which  tbe  public  in- 
stitutiuus  fur  cducatiou  in  Holland  arc 
founded.  As  for  the  details  and  the 
manner  for  carrying  the  priuciplea  into 
CKCCiition,  I  intendtnl  to  see  and  judge  for 
myself;  but  to  obtJiin  o  general  Tiew,  to 
understand  the  laws  by  which  it  Lt  regu. 
lated,  it  is  necessary  for  mc  to  have  a 
guide,  and  I  foond  one  in  Mr.  Falck. 
But  education  has  relation  to  nil  things  ; 
and  when  speaking  with  him  about  pri- 
mary schools,  i^ymuasia,  and  universities, 
it  was  not  iliincnlt  for  me  to  understand 
the  cast  of  his  mind  and  Its  political  bias. 
I  am  well  aware  that  reserve  on  my 
part  is  proper  iu  ray  account,  but  I  trust 
that  J  am  not  erring  in  that  respect,  in 
thus  openly  expressing  the  profound 
rsterm  wliirli  Mr.  Palrk  iuMpire*!.  Heio, 
iu  ray  mind,  one  of  the  very  sniall  number 
of  tltiise  eiislioc  in  the  present  day  in 
KuropP  who  HIT  truly  cnlittrd  to  the 
appellation  of  «tAtcsinen :  and  be  would 
nut  be  out  of  plarr  at  the  bead  of  affairs 
in  any  mimlry  in  the  world.  He  ren- 
dered more  eminent  ^rrrtces  to  the  King, 
upon  bin  rt'lurn  tn  Holl.ind,  than  auy 
ulber  individual.     He  ttu*  at  Arst  Secre- 


tary of  State,  then  Miaiatcr  of  Public  Is- 
sfruction,  and  afterwards  AtnboMadur  lA 
London.     He  held  chat  Eitualiun  at  the 
Revolution  of  1^0,  but  gave  it  tip  some 
years  agv,  at  tbe  conclusion  ot  the  cim- 
ference  ;  and  be  now  resides  at  the  Hague 
in    high   cotuideration  as   a   Minister  of 
State,   but  without  any  special  employ- 
ment.    Mr.   Falck  is  a  true  Dutchman, 
and  possesses   tbe   good  qualities  of  hla 
countrymen  in  an  eminent  degree.    Those 
wbieh  1  at  once  rr-cogniscd  in  htm  were 
a  straightforward,  hnn,  and  luund  judg- 
ment,   more  force  thau  pliancy   of  cha- 
racter, and  great  selfcontmand.     He  be- 
longs evidently  to  the  old  school  of  John 
de  Witt,  nnd  is  devotedly  attachrd  to  the 
honour  and    permanent   intciests   of  hii 
country.      Hp  dueM  not  Ukc,  uor  can  h« 
like,  the   revolution  of  Jnly,  nor   Franc* 
now  as  it   if  :    but  his    mind  is  far  too 
liberal  and  bis  sagacity  for  tiMi  profimnd 
not  to  be  able  to  dislingni^b  what  is  pos- 
sible from    what     is    no  lunger  so.      In 
political  opinions  he  appcnri*  to  me  U>  be 
a  liberal  of  tbe  close  of  Nitbubr  and  Sa« 
\igny.     At  once  a  |mtriiit  and  an  aristo- 
crat in  the  elevated   scnst*   of  these  two 
words ;  as  a  philosopher  he  belongs  to  tbe 
school  of  Hcnibterbnis  and  Wvtterbaok, 
In  religion  be  i»  an  anti-mcthudist.    Hit, 
opinions  ou   public  instruction  are  quit*  ^ 
in  accordance  with  the  cxi^lmg  laws  ott: 
that  subject.     He  is  a  great  advocate  fori 
normal  pdmary  scUooU  ;  and  iu  the  edo^] 
cation    uf   the   higtu-r   ranks,    a   decide 
friend  of  tbe  long-establi»brd  study  of 
Classics.      But  I   prrceive  tliat,  wilhoofe] 
intending  it,  I  am  giving  way  to  the  ple«*] 
■ure  ]  experience  in  drawing  a  porlrail 
which    may    [lerbnps    offend  tbi*    mode 
dignity  of  Mr.  Falck.     I  must  beg  him  to 
forgive   an  error   which    the  senltmenu 
himself  has  inspired  have  led  mc  into." 

"  Amsterdam. — 1  found   myself  bri 
completely  out  of  Pntnce,  and  transport! 
to  quite  another  region.     The  a£j>ccl 
places,  the  general  habits,  and   peculii 
customs — oil  were  new  to  me.     Amster- 
dam contains  above  ^tXigOOO  sools,  ottd  it 
situated  at  the  mouth  of  tbe  Am«tcl,  whervj 
it  flows   lutvt    the    buy    of  the  Northei 
Ot^ran   imllcd  the   Zuydrr  Zee.

BoUd  foundation  fur  huth  nc-rvous  dis- 
urdtTB  Ob  will  pirvcnt  their  langiitsbiag 
under  a  very   long  widowhood  after 


their  lamented  husbands  have  gnzsled 
themselves  into  the  family  vault,  lliat 
much  valuable  time  U  wasted,  aud 
much  folly  and  even  sinfulness  of  this 
kind  ii*  committed,  we  fully  believe. 
Yet,  in  our  opioiooi  the  low  vices 
of  gluttony  and  drunlcenia'ss  arc  so 
debasing,  and  shew  such  an  inhe- 
rently vulgar  and  bestial  disposition, 
that  it  is  of  little  consequence  what 
bL'comea  of  their  votaries  ;  they  never 
will  be  of  any  good  to  society  — 
fruQPB  cnnsntnere  nati :  it  matters  not 
whether  they  linger  on  a  few  years 
longer  by  making  their  brandy  and 
water  a  jA«(/e  weaker ;  or  whether 
they  are  su  fit  reil  to  go  head  lung 
to  their  natural  end  by  a  stilling 
hydrothorax,  or  a  fungous  dropsical 
abdomen,  or  an  apoplectic  hammer 
striking  a  death-tune  on  their  senseless 
skuIU.  Tu  the  world  it  will  signify 
little,  whether  they  linger  a  few  years 
or  months  longer  under  the  gripe  uf 
that  gamboge- looking  fiend  the  jaun- 
dice ;  or  gasp,  like  fish  on  the  shore, 
from  lungs  and  heart  loaded  with  fat; 
or  are  found  by  their  sempstress  in 
the  morning  witli  their  brainless  beads 
fast  nailed  to  the  floor. 

Yet  we  suppose  (hat  an  union  of 
doctors  and  saints,  the  exhortations  of 
the  college,  and  the  suspirations  of  the 
tea-totallers,  have  been  of  some  ser> 
vice  to  the  race  of  these  Yahoos ;  as  we 
find  the  average  rate  ofbuman  life  longer 
than  it  was,  aud  the  assurance  offices 
acting  on  new  and  closer  computa- 
tions. We  therefore  may  presume, 
that  this  pleasing  indulgence  in  vari- 
ous kinds  of  flcAh.  this  yearning  for  the 
legs,  thighs,  ribs,  and  fat  pieces  of 
sheep  and  oxen,  this  gloating  of  the 
eye  over  cod  and  tuibut  and  mullet,  this 
clamorous  call  of  the  pylorus,  crying, 
like  the  daughter  of  the  liorsc-leech, 
for  ever — "  Kive,  give;" — we  may  pre- 
sume that  tlus  cramming  propensity  is 
contioed  very  much  to  gentlemen  of 
civic  birth  and  breeding ;  to  a  few 
comely  and  corpulent  personages,  mem- 
hers  of  rich  corporations;  associates 
of  the  Salters',  and  Mercers'  nnd  Gold- 
smiths' corapanie»  ;  faulors  of  snug 
hotels,  patrons  of  club  houses,  the 
Dartencufs  of  the  old,  and  the  Cur- 
tises  and  Waipoles  of  the  present  day. 
With  regard  to  the  kindred  fiend  of 
Alcohol,  he  chielly  makes  his  pungent 
aud  fiery  attacka  on  the  tribe  of  horse- 
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jockeys,  grooms,  1  rish bricklayers  (w ilh 
a  stray  couatry- parson  or  so),  low 
players,  gentlemen  of  the  orcbeatra, 
attornies'  clerks,  and  Kuch  vrorthiea  as 
the  world  may  well  spare. 

We  believe  that  little  or  no  excess 
is  committeil  in  good  dociety :  and 
since,  iu  imitation  of  uur  polite 
neighbours,  the  ladies  now  require 
the  gcntleoieii's  attendance  in  ibe 
drawing-room  when  they  themselves 
retire ;  no  time  is  k-ft,  as  here- 
tofore, for  the  lords  of  the  creation 
to  discuss  politics  and  farming,  dis- 
pute on  prize  nxen,  look  hot  and  reso- 
lute over  their  fiery  port,  or  gradually 
unbutton  their  waistcoats  as  the  rnby 
fluid  demands  a  larger  aod  a  larger 
space.  We  ourselves  are,  we  think,  a 
model  of  the  most  temperate  propriety. 
A  little  before  curfew. time,  or  so,  yet 
varying  with  the  seasons,  we  ring  a 
nmnll  silvLT  bell,  which  gives  notice  of 
our  wish  for  dinner  ;  and  soon  after 
we  may  be  »cen  picking  at  some  minced 
pea. fowl  ser\Td  ti  la  crfmr,  vr  a  email 
quail  or  two  from  Picartly  ;  then  a 
glass  (we  use  only  the  finest  Venetian 
glass,  made  of  that  incomparable  Dal- 
matian sand,  and  brought  at  great  ex- 
pense up  Uic  Lagoons,)  of  Richebourg 
or  Pouilly ;  and  a  small  cup  of  rq/e  sam 
lait  scndA  us  to  a  light  and  gonial  re- 
pose. We  think  Mr.  Johnson  will  not 
consider  this  too  much  for  Sylvanus 
Urban  j  the  wear  and  tear  of  whose 
nerves,  from  irritable  and  disapiwintcd 
authors,  is  becoming  daily  murr  seri- 
ous; and  in  return  for  his  indulgence, 
we  recommend  his  work  to  be  bound 
up  with  every  future  treatise  on  gas- 
tronomy,  like  the  pictuic  of  Death 
with  his  dart  standing  over  the  glutton 
with  arm  uplifted  to  Mrtke.  Yet, 
after  all  the  exclamations  whirh  are 
made  by  our  vigilant  and  afT^ctionale 
Medical  Adviser  against  the  luxury  of 
the  times,  we  cannot  help  considering 
ourselves— 09,  of  the  19th  century — as 
not  only  very  temperate  coiiipared 
with  our  forefathers,  but  as  living  on 
fond  more  pIcaAing  to  the  palate  and 
digestible  by  the  stomach.  What 
vfBs  the  diet  in  England — not  in 
remote  and  sequestered  villages — but 
at  court,  amuog  kings  and  queens, 
ladies  in  raiment  of  fine  needlework, 
and  genllemen  with  caps  of  velvet 
and  diamoud  Uiops?  What  did  that 
fair,  delicate,  and  atlmirc^l  lady,  called 


for  her  beauty  "  the  White  Rose  of 
England."  choose  fur  her  breakfast  f 
We  sec  her,  in  our  mind's  eye,  iu  all 
her  feminine  loveiinees,  with  a  chine 
of  fat  pork  and  a  tankard  of  ale,  on 
which  she  is  rejoicing  to  her  btart'a 
content.  What  did  the  lovely  Anne 
Bolryn  see  on  her  dinner  table?  Hugi 
joints  of  salted  beef  nnd  mustard — on 
gala  days,  an  ox  roasted  whole.  What 
did  she  convey  down  her  slender  ivory 
throat  to  moliify  the  irritated  tube? 
Ale,  by  the  quart ;  while  her  portly 
spouse  by  her  side  was  bending  hi* 
lion -like  mouth  over  piles  of  satt-fiish, 
haunches  of  salted  mutton  and  bcevesj 
buttered  eggs,  baconcd  herrings,  and 
such  thirst-provokmg  comrooditiea. 
No  wonder  he  cut  her  head  off !  Ho^v 
dry  the  monster's  throat  must  have 
been!  how  parched  and  foul  his  faoces! 
How  he  must  have  thirsted  for  hef 
blood  when  he  was  satiated  witb 
her  beauty  !

U  ii 
written  with  a  ttpirit  congenial  to  the 
subject,  we   think  very  fair  and  im- 
partial,   and    apparently  with  all  the 
materials  that  arc  known,  or  accessible.

All  this,  even  if  some  of  the  criticism 
may   be  just,   which   we  believe  ii  to 
be.  IB  beneath  the  dignified  impartiaUly 
of  a  history  of  evenu  long  past:  it 
forma  unnecessary  digressions,  and  it 
sinks  the   historical  narrative  to  the 
level  of   a   party  pamphlet.      Beaide 
that    the    tone    and  manner    of   the 
ouLhor  is  surely  such   as   he  has  no 
right  to  assume.     To  call  Xapoleon  a 
poor  wfak  crffature,   may  be  indulging 
his  own  belief,   hut  it  will  not  be  ac 
knowlcdged  by  the  public,  or  make  any 
rmprcssion  on  their  judgment.     Had 
the   author   written   a  work   on    the 
comparative    military   skill    and    ta- 
lents of  the  great  commanders  of  the 
respective     times,    and    carried    that 
through  a  critical  and  exact  analysis 
of  their  operations,   we   should    feel 
grateful  to  him  for  the  information  he 
had  given  us,  and   there   would  have 
been  an  nppottunily  for  advancing  any 
opinions   he  pleased,    fortifird   by  his 
arguments,  and  drawing  any  oompA-

*^ad  they  all  survived,  in  a  very  short 
me  have  driven  them  from  the  field  : 
t  we  most  add,  that  he  possessed 
Ihe  same  oilvantagc  over  them  in  the 
aterici  of  his  army,  that  Cromwell 
od  over  Charles  tJie  First ;  indeed  the 
circumstances  are  not  very  dissimilar, 
arles's  piy,  reckless  cavalieri  were 
ike    Wallcnsttfin's    freebooters ;     and 
:he  same  order,  severe  discipline,  good 
nduct.  and  strong  religious  princi* 
les  distinguished  the  armies  both  of 
Cromwell    and  Gustavus ;    while   the 
rallel    might   even    be    extended   to 
rince  Rupert  ond  Pappenheim.  Wal- 
nstein's  was  a  shameful  deathj  but 
not   too   early  for  his   fame,  for   he 
would  have  earned  do  more  laurels  in 
c  Held  of  war.     Wc,  however,  feel 
d  own  that  he  was  a  man  of  re- 
arkable  talents,  and  jicrformed  great 
ions,   under  many  drawbacks   and 
disadvantages.   T^robahly  the  obscurity 
which   still    hangs  over    his    history, 
as  to  how  far  and  to  what  bis  ambi- 
tion leapt,  will  never  be  dissipated. 
Colonel   Mitchell  has   thrown   out 
ivers  sneers  on  the  use  of  the  Aayone/, 
d  representa  it  as  a  clumsy,  weak, 
and    inefficient    instrument    of  war. 
Now  assuredly,  a  bayonet  opposed  to 
a  pike  or  partizoii,  might  be  the  fee* 
bier ;     but,    bayonet    is    opposed    to 
yonet,  and  whatever  be  ita  disad- 
ntagcs,  they  are  shared  alike  by  the 
opposing  parties.

pike  is  very  ingenious,  (hough  it  majr 
not  possess  the  excellence  of  the  two 
f;eparale  neopons  ;  and  sun'ly  in  brave 
hands,  it  has  decided  many  an  engage- 
ment Here,  again,  is  the  disadvan- 
tage of  introducing  such  diaquiiitioiia 
into  general  history;  for  the  author 
has  not  space  to  unfold  or  complete 
his  dis(|uisition,  and  his  readers  are 
at  a  toss  to  know  anything  more^ 
than  that  Colonel  Mitchell  disapproves 
of  the  bayonet.  Such  observations 
and  such  military  criticism  would  form 
ver>'  interesting  essays,  and  we  advise 
the  author  to  work  up  bis  scientific 
knowledge  into  some  such  a  form.*  It 
would  then  he  read,  examined,  and  the 
merits  oscertatned ;  of  such  or  any 
other  future  work  on  similar  subjects, 
the  Life  of  Wallcnslein  gives  promise 
uf  the  merits  which  will  be  found 
in  it. 


The  Despatches  and  Correspondence  of 
the  Marquis  It'eHestfy  in  Spain,  4rc. 
1S3S 

THIS  volume  ia  opened  by  a  speech 
from  Lord  Wcllcftley  (then  Earl  of 
Momington)  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons  in  Jan.  1794.  on  a  motion  for 
an  address  to  his  Majesty  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  session  of  Parlia- 
ment, and  which  we  consider  one  of 
the  moiit  extraordinary,  eloquent,  and 
powerful  orations  ever  recorded  on  the 
parliamentary  journals.  It  occupici 
no  less  than  sixty>nine  closely  printed 
pages,  which  would  fdl  twice  that 
number  if  disposed  in  ordinary  type. 
The  object  of  it  is  to  display  the  spirit, 
purpose,  and  designs  of  the  French 
Uevolutlon,  and  thence  to  urge  oo 
England  the  necessity  of  opposing 
them  with  all  her  power.  So  lumi- 
nous i  a  its  general  statemenb^  and 
principles,  so  sound  in  the  reosoninga 
and  inferences,  so  vivid  and  effective 
in  the  description  of  those  particulars 
that  are  necessary  to  complete  the  pic- 
ture,— it  could  not  fail  to  produce  a 
powerful  effect  upon  the  houie,  and 
mast  ever  remain  a  remarkable  me-

mento  of  the  viuQur,  eloquence,  and 
informAtion  of  ue  philosophical  and 
practical  statesman  who  delivered  it. 
The  editor  did  ■well  lo  preserve  it ; 
though  it  is  only  remotely  connected 
with  the  rest  of  the  volume.  It  is 
well  known  that  in  the  year  I30y, 
Mr.  Canning,  then  Secretary  n(  State 
for  the  Foreign  Department,  stated 
that  it  was  intendc<l  to  send  a  large 
armament  to  Spain,  and  to  place  it 
under  the  orders  of  Sir  Arthur  VVel- 
lesley;  and  by  command  of  the  King, 
he  offered  to  the  Mnrqui*  Wellcsley 
the  fttation  of  Ambaasadur  Extraor- 
dinary to  the  Supreme  Junta,  with  a 
view  to  an  efficient  negotiation  which 
would  render  the  operations  of  the 
army  under  Sir  A.  Welleslcy  of  solid 
benefit  to  the  cause  of  the  Allied 
Powers.  Tlie  Marcjuis's  return  from 
Spain  was  caused  by  the  command 
of  his  Majesty  George  the  Third,  who 
nominated  him  to  the  office  of  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  Foreign  Depart- 
meut,  on  the  change  of  the  adminit»- 
tration  which  ensued  upon  the  death 
of  the  Dulte  of  Portland. 

These  despatches  of  the  Marquis  to 
the  government,  and  his  cotrespon- 
dencewith  his  brotlier  Sir  Arthur  Wcl- 
lesley,  throw  considerable  light  on  the 
situation  of  Spanish  affairs,  civil  and 
military,  during  that  |>eriud ;  and 
particularly  exhibit  the  WL-aknebS 
always,  sometimes  the  apathy,  of  the 
Spinisb  government ;  the  utter  want 
of  power  over  the  provincial  officers, 
and  the  consequent  difficulties  in 
which  the  British  army  was  placed  ; 
and  which  nutliing  but  the  firmness, 
sense,  temper,  and  judgment  of  Sir 
Arthur  Welleslcy  could  have  over- 
come. What  can  be  n  more  painful, 
heart-rending  feeling  tliaii  that  of  a 
General  seeing  his  aimy  gradually  be- 
come weak,  ineff^ective,  and  distressed 
from  want  of  supplies ;  and  honr  mucli 
must  such  a  feeling  become  stilt  more 
bitter,  when  |hat  distress  U  owing  to 


the  neglect  of  those  in  whose  ctuit 
it  was   even   then   fighting. — to  »avf 
whom,  at  that  very  time,  its  banners 
were  stained  in  the  blood  of  a  con- 
quered enemy ;  and  to  enable  whuia 
to  rally  their  scattered  forces,  and  coU 
Icct  their  wasted  energies,  an  admira- 
lite  plan  of  defence  was   laid  down, 
which  only  wanted  a  wise  and  faith- 
ful co-operation  on   the  part  of  the 
Allies,  to  be  crowned  with  success* 
This   was    the  melancholy   and   dls- 
ti«<ising  situation  in  which  we  find,  bjr, 
these  despatches,  that  Lord  W^eUingtoii 
was  placed  ;  with  his  brave  and  noble 
army,  fre^h  from  the  conquest  at  Tala«, 
vera,  now  hungry,  ill-fed.  ill-clothed, 
aud   dispirited,   fading   away   arouna 
him.     To  hear  up  against  thi».  pro* 
ceeding  as  it  did  from  weakn. --    <fi\v- 
ardice,  obstinacy,  and  simil  i 
required  a  vast  degree  of  lu 
rage;  a  mind  confideut  iu  ita  own  re* 
sources,  and  in  its   pure  and  sing 
purpose,    and   well    disciplined 
trained  to  endurance,  and  a  discreti 
and  temper  fitted  to  move  among  th 
wayward  tcniptTs,  and  act  upon  th 
various  passions  and  intercuts  ofmaa 
kind.     By  these  despatches  it  appeart, 
that   the  Spaniards   deceived   him 
tJieir  promises  of  aupplieif,  thwar 
him  in  his  opcratinne.  and   dese 
him  in  the  field  of  battle.     Yet  ere 
this  strange  medley  of  mini&l**r»«  weak 
timorous,    vatilUting.   uiid    in    boi 
cases  treacherous, — of  soldiers  ond 
ciplined,*   half-armed,  and   cowardi 
beyond  all  common  examolc, — did  th 
English  general   gradually  ^o  far  re- 
model and   renew,  as    to  make  them 
at  least  useful  agents  to  h\s  career  i 
unexampled  success.     The  despatch 
of  the  Marquis  to   Mr.  Canning  a

The  TrimaactioHM  of  the  Hoptl  Soctetf 
<^  Literature.     Fol.  III.   Part  I. 

WE  notice  the  most  important  ar- 
ticles of  this  publication.  The  fir»t  in 
order,  by  the  Rev.  K.  Nolan,  treats  "on 
the  antiquity  and  connexion  of  the 
early  cycles,  and  their  utility  in  act- 
tlinp  the  differences  of  chronologisls." 
In  the  Jewish  annalis,  the  author  af- 
firms that  the  evidence  of  a  sabbatical 
cycle  is  eoiiily  distinguishable,  and  that 
the  games,  mysteries,  and  fe.stivalfi  of 
the  ancients  were  regulated  according 
to  periods  founded  on  the  revolutions 
of  time,  indicated  by  the  phenomena 
of  nature.  *'  In  confirmation  of  this 
position,"  the  author  saya.  "  it  will 
be  ^ufliclent  to  allude  to  the  Olympiad 
of  the  Creeks,  and  the  Lu&trum  of 
the  Komans.  As  this  period^  which 
was  completed  in  a  revolution  of  four 
years,  is  identical  with  the  bisMxtilc 
cycle,  according  to  which  our  years 
arc  at  this  day  c<)uated.  it  funiishefi 
a  familiar  hut  demonstrative  proof  of 
the  Inveteracy  with  which  the  princi- 
ple has  obtained,  out  of  which  the 
connexion  between  the  ancient  cycles 
has  arisen,  that  lits  them  for  tlie  pur- 
pose to  which  they  ranv  be  applied  in 
giving  to  chronology  the  certainty  of 
science."  Tlie  solar  cycle  is  we  know 
a  period  of  twenty- eight  years,  reso- 
luble into  sabbatical  divisions  ;  and  it 
seems  to  u^  indeed  reasonable  to  infer 
thai  the  systems  of  the  ancients  were 
all  in  some  manner  referable  to  the 
principles  on  which  the  AiUhor  of  Na- 
tore  founded  the  chronolngy  of  crea- 
tion: hi«  sabbatical  rest  beini;  the  first 
great  division  of  time  indicated  in 
Holy  Writ. 

The  next  paper  is  a  report  by  Mr. 
(•uUimorc  on  the  systcmof  uieruglyphic 
interpretation,  proposed,  in  aa  Italian 
trealiAC,  by  Signor  Jnnnelli.  who  dis- 
cards the  three  general  and  exclusive 
roodeahy  which  hieroglyphics  have  been 
hitherto  interpreted,  the  ideographic, 
the  alphabetic,  and  the  lexcngraphic. 
The  author  affirms  that  of  900  or  looo 


hieroglyphic  characters,  300  are  fuu* 
damcntally  analogous  to  those  on 
which  the  Chiaeac  language  is  founded, 
and  that  in  both  Egypt  and  China  the 
original  common  hieroglyphics  were 
representAtinns  o(  xpwtihlc  aUjrcta  ;  thus 
the  Hun,  the  moon,  a  hill,  an  eye,  an 
horse,  were  cxpresBcd  by  monograph 
characters,  both  in  the  Kgyptiao  and 
Chinese  writings ;  the  systems  had 
emanated  from  the  same  source,  but 
the  characters  employed  were  difTcrcnl, 
and  bad  been  re-modelled  in  the  lapse 
of  ages.  Jonelli  aaserts  that  the  lan- 
guage of  hieroglyphic  writings  was  es- 
sentially Hebrew.  Mr.  Cullimore  is. 
however,  of  opiuion  that  his  hypo- 
thenin  cannot  with  safety  be  adopted 
in  the  face  of  the  popular  mode  of  in- 
terpretation,  contirmcd  by  the  evidence 
of  the  senses  and  the  testimony  of  the 
ancients ;  he  thinks,  nevertheless,  that 
much  useful  elucidation  of  the  re- 
ceived method  of  interpretation  may 
be  derived  from  the  studv  of  Janelli's 
extentiivc  researches.  l(ow  inferior* 
after  all,  to  the  simple  Cadmjean 
scheme  of  literal  combinations  to  ex- 
press sounds,  are  the  laborious  con- 
trivances of  the  Egyptians  and  Chi- 
nese fur  producing  modes  of  symbolic 
nutation,  which  from  their  complexity 
seem  to  involve  the  elements  of  a  per- 
petnal  doubt  and  confusion.  Those 
languages  destined  to  communicate 
true  knowledge  to  the  world,  have  been 
prcscrve<l  from  the  fate  of  Babel  by 
the  simple  variation  of  a  few  curves 
and  lines.  If  the  mass  of  Egyptian 
writings  are  still  a  great  enigma  for 
the  learned,  we  may  console  our- 
selves in  the  mean  while,  by  cousi- 
dering  that,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  chronological  successions  of  their 
kings,  they  can  be  of  little  advantage 
to  history  or  science.  We  except 
also  of  course  the  collateral  testimony 
to  the  former,  occasionally  elicited  by 
certain  of  tlieir  paintings,  as  the  re- 
presentation of  the  captive  Jews  mak- 
ing bricks,  8cc.  &c.  That  is  a  sort  of 
archaruUigical  idolatry  which  confines 
itself  to  the  mere  admiration  of  xvbal 
in  curious  or  olscurr^  simply  on  ac- 
count of  the  prnpertica  to  which  those 
lerni^  may  tvUr. 

A  letter  to  W.  R.  Hamilton,  E8<^. 
on  the  Saxon  names  of  places,  by  Sir 
Thomaa  I'biUipps,  Bart,    la  vVw  it» 
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marks  Sir  Thomas  very  clearly  de- 
monstrates that  tilt:  uamcs  of  our  vil- 
logcs  and  towos  are  for  the  greater 
part  of  Saxoii  origin.  The  Saxons 
wagerl  a  war  of  extermination  against 
thu  Romano-Cells  and  their  dwellings, 
and  the  exceptions  are  consequently 
but  few  within  the  limits  of  the  Hept- 
archie  rule  in  n*hich  British  appclla- 
tions  have  been  preserved.  We  know, 
however,  that  London  has  retained  lU 
ancient  title  almost  without  change 
from  tlte  Roman  times,  and  that  some 
of  the  more  eminent  of  landmarks  and 
boundaries,  as  rivers  uod  mountains, 
are  still  distinguished  by  their  original 
names.  The  change  from  the  Saxon 
to  the  Norman  dynasty  after  the  battle 
of  Hastings  was  not  of  so  radical  a 
character;  this  fact  is  well  attested 
by  the  entries  in  the  famed  Liber  Cen- 
suaiis  of  the  Conqueror,  Domesday,  iu 
which  BO  many  pure  Saxon  appella- 
lions  are  found  applied  to  our  locali- 
ties and  scarcely  one  of  Norman  ori- 
gin. Sir  Thomas  Phillipps  shows  that 
the  graves  of  particular  individuals,  or 
sometimes,  wc  might  suggest,  their 
family  tombs,  supplied  denominations 
for  various  places.  Five  different  ob- 
jects pointt'd  out  the  tombs  of  the 
Saxons, — Lau,  Stan,  Birir,  TVpo,  and 
Crow ;  we  may  conclude  that  by  these 
were  indicated  the  low  or  grave  hill; 
the  upright  fitcia  or  srpulchr&l  stone; 
the  bury,  barrow  or  tumulus;  the 
tree  planted  on  the  grave  ;  or  the  sym- 
bol of  Christianity  placed  on  the  spot. 
Of  tlic  examples  given  from  Domesday 
Book,  we  select  a  few;  —  'Ofivhw;' 
Brightwalde's  barrow ;  '  Tamenastau,' 
Tamena's  low  or  grave;  '  Guthlaci- 
Stan,'  Guthlac's  stone ;  '  Urixistan,' 
Brichswi's  stone,  now  brixtoo  ;  '  ila- 
vochesbcrie,'  the  tomb  of  llavoche  ; 
*  Brictwoldsberg,*  fienj  here  munning 
a  grave  hill,  Qie  wurd  su  spelt  in 
Domesday  never  signifying  a  town  ; 
the  orthot;raphy  of  the  latter  is  burc 
in  that  venerable  record.

By  this  we  gather  tliat  the  moun- 
tain way  overhanging  the  Lycus  was 
widened.  &c.  by  the  Ruman  legions; 
a  much  defuced  Arabic  inscription, 
probably,  records  the  restoration  of 
the  road  once  more  by  the  Caliph 
Omar,  in  the  Uth  century*. 

Vi.  R.  Hamilton.  Esq.  remarks  oo 
sundry  incdited  Greek  inscriptions ; 
and  first,  on  the  words  rm'oTiiro*  and 
iiTtutffTji^piop,  in  the  Siga-an  tD&ciip- 
ttons;  bethinks  these  words  refer  to 
a  certain  form  of  vase  for  pouring  out 
liquor,  and  that  the  etiiaTaTov  ia  tlic 
bowl  or  crater,  and  the  vTTOKpqrrifHnv  the 
upper  or  ewer  portion  of  the  utensil. 
The  Lexica  arc  silent  on  these  expres- 
sions, and  tlte  definition  belongs  to 
the  minutice  of  Hellenic  criticism. — He 
next  comments  on  the  first  fasciculus 
of  inedited  Greek  inscriptions  received 
from  our  minister  at  the  court  of  King 
Otbo.  Thepecutiariliesorihc^e  records 
appear  to  form  their  importance  ;  in 
une  ut  Tt'gca  the  Etnpuror  Hadrian  ia 
termed  'OAt-^wc  —  a  circumstance 
which  points  at  his  deification  ;  and, 
by  the  way.  confirmiit  the  conjecture 
that  the  colossal  bronze  head  of  that 
personage,  found  two  or  tlirec  ycora 
since  in  the  Thames,  irprcsented  him 
as  Jupiter.

Mr.  Hamilton  corrects  a  note  in 
the  late  aapplenientary  volume  of 
Stuart's  Athens,  now  known  as  the 
tifth  volume,  rclaiinf;  to  the  cameo 
head  of  Flora,  eiecuted  by  Pistrucci^ 
which  was  purchased  as  an  original  by 
the  late  R.  P.  Knight,  Ksi\.  and  thua 
accidvntalty  serves  to  deteriorate  the 
treasures  of  ancient  art  bequeathed  by 
that  eminent  antiquary  and  classical 
scholar  to  the  British  Museum.  Mr. 
H.  fuUy  vindicates  the  honour  of  his 
friend  Mr.  Pistrucci  from  the  insinua- 
tions a^insthira  fora  fabrication  wliich 
the  nutc  contains,  although  those 
reflections  originated  rather  in  misin- 
formation than  any  willing  perversion 
of  the  facts  on  the  part  of  the  writer, 
llic  infamy  of  the  transaction  seems 
to  belong  to  a  third  person,  on  whom, 
certainly,  the  following  relation  fixes 
a  very  disgraceful  charge.  "  When," 
says  Mr.  Hamilton,  "  the  subject  was 
rife  in  the  minds  of  the  public,  and 
some  denied,  and  others  asserted,  that 
Mr.  Knij^ht  had  been  deceived  in  his 
purchase.  I  called  in  person  at  the 
house  of  Mr.  Donelli,  from  whom  he 
had  got  his  Flora.  I  told  him 
what  1  came  about,  i.  e.  to  know  the 
truth  of  tlie  matter  ;  and  I  at  once 
asked  him,  how  he  could  think  of 
imposing  ou  Mr.  Knight  a  modem 
cameo  for  an  antique:  He  assured 
me  it  was  not  his  fault.  He  h&d 
never  intended  it  for  him  ;  and  that  he 
was  never  more  surprised  than  when 
be  opened  to  Mr.  K.  hi^  drawer,  or 
box.  containing  all  that  he  had  picked 
upon  his  travels  in  Italy,  Mr.  K.  at 
once  seized  upon  this  cameo,  declared 
it  instantly  to  be  one  of  the  finest  au- 
tiqnfs  he  had  ever  seen,  and  offered 
one  hundred  guineas  for  it,  part  in 
duplicate  coin*,  part  in  money.  He 
added.  "  Mr.  Knight  was  tim  good  a 
friend  of  mine  for  mc  tu  think  of  un- 
deceiving him.  or  refusing  any  thing 
he  offered  :  I  was  therefore  under  the 
ticccssity  of  ceding  it  tu  him  without 
further  explanation  I ! !"  P.  165.  A 
pretty  modest  avowal  this  on  the  part 
cif  the  individual  who  really  ^a^ctioned 
the  imposition  ;  it  appears,  therefore. 
that  deft-rrncc  to  ihc  judgment  of  a 
Iiatron.  fortified  by  a  handsome  pecu- 
niary nw»ni,  aasi,  in  mAttcsi  o(  U4W> 


outweigh  all  the  minor  considerations 
of  truth  and  open  dealing.  We  sup- 
pose the  dealers  in  antiques  assume 
the  same  licence  as  the  ilealcrs  in 
horses,  ("Specially  in  cases  similar  to 
this,  where  the  purchaser  takes  the 
warranty  ou  his  own  unerring  judg- 
ment. 

A  paper,  by  Mr.  Hamilton,  on 
"  Honorary  MtdaU,"  proposes  to  ren- 
der them  an  award  of  a  more  lasting, 
personal,  and  public  nature,  than  they 
are  at  present,  by  mrr//iji'yiitp  the  number 
of  impressions,  the  obvercea  of  which 
are  to  be  portraits  uf  the  individuals  to 
be  distinguished,  and  to  be  struck  in 
bronze  instead  of  in  the  precious  * 
metals,  which,  under  various chaugesof 
circtimstanccs  in  the  possessors,  con- 
stantly olTcr  a  tcmptntton  for  medals 
being  dcstrnycd,  Tliere  is  much  of 
thathighand  independent  fecUngwhich 
adorns  the  disinterested  literary  cha- 
racter in  these  Buggeetlons  ;  but  such 
is  the  prejudice  in  favour  of  the  in- 
trinsic value  of  a  prize,  that  we  much 
doubt  if  the  victors  in  the  race  of  the 
fine  arts  or  the  turf,  will  be  persuaded 
to  exchange  the  silver  cup  or  the  golden 
wreath  for  one  of  simple  earth  or  of 
vegetable  product.  Mr.  Hamilton's 
hint  for  establishing  an  emporium  for 
casts  from  the  antique,  at  the  Uritish 
Museum,  has  been  recently  brought 
into  operation,  and  must,  we  conceive, 
be  a  means  of  improving  the  national 
taste. 

Mr.  Leake's  paper  on  some  disputed 
positions  id  the  topography  of  Athens. 
ntfords  an  interesting  commentary  on 
Thucydides  and  other  Greek  writers. 
Of  Ihcise  singular  productions  of  Greek 
military  architecture,  by  means  of 
which  cities  placed  near,  but  not  upon, 
the  sea  coast,  were  connected  in  ihc 
same  circuit  of  defence  with  thiTr  har- 
bours, it  is  observed,  Athens  alone 
preserves  any  visible  remains.  Spou. 
in  U)7(n  asserts  that  the  foumlatioiiu 
of  the  lung  wall  connecting  the  Piraeus 
with  Atliens  were  visible  almoitt  all 
the  way.    Two  very  interesting  plans

The  Rev.  G.  Tomlinson  describes 
an  E^ptian  Coffin  in  the  British  Mu- 
seum, bearing  an  inscription  conmic- 
morating  Nmititjih  or  Enmitoph,  a 
prince  of  the  times  preceding  the 
eighteenth  dynasty  of  Kgypt  j  conse- 
qaently  the  lowest  date  which  can  bis 
assigned  to  the  relic  is  the  seventeenth 
century  before  the  Chriotion  a-ra ;  but 
Mr.  Tomlinson  thinks  it  two  centuries 
older.  It  api>ear5  by  the  testimony  of 
Signor  d'Athanasi,  that  the  Arabs,  on 
finding  thia  chest  with  the  mummy 
which  it  contained,  proceeded,  accord- 
ing to  custom,  to  break  up  the  latter 
for  the  soke  of  the  ornaments  it  might 
afford.  Another  mummy  was  after- 
wards, a.f  is  very  usual,  fniuduli'iitly 
placed  in  the  ca^e.  Round  the  bend 
of  the  royal  corpse  was  a  diadem  uf 
silver  and  beautiful  mosaic  work,  its 
centre  formed  of  gold  representing  the 
asp,  the  emblem  of  royalty.  Inside 
the  case,  alongside  the  body,  were  dc- 

Kositdl  two  bows  with  six  arrows,  the 
eftds  of  which  were  of  flint.  Uy  n 
letter  from  Dr.  Cooratl  Leemans,  di- 
rector of  the  Museum  at  Leyden,  it 
appears  tliat  this  identical  diadem,  by 
a  singular  chance,  has  found  its  way 
into  that  depositurv. 

J.  Ilogg,  Es(|.  Af.A.  comment!,  with 
considerable  critical  acumen  on  two 
inscriptions  relative  to  the  contjuest  of 
Britain  by  the  Emperor  Claudius. 
That  of  white  marble,  preserved  in 
the  wall  of  the  Court  of  the  narberini 
Palace,  he  shews  to  be  spui  ious,  while 
the  fragment  of  an  inscription  on  the 
same  subject  is  genuine.  Wc  perhaps, 
however,  can  hardly  esteem  that  tu  be 
a  fufi^crv,  which  is  evidently,  as  (he 
writer  admits,   a   restoration   of  ihc

Saxons:  the  iityle  in  question  is  to- 
Tally  diiri?rt?iit  from  the  circular  tirclii- 
tecture  which  prevailed  lu  this  country; 
and  its  distinguibhing  fentuit-s  are — 
windows  and  panels — which, instead  of 
being  arched,  are  formed  of  two  diago- 
nal stones  meeting  in  an  acute  angle  ; 
a  I'oluron  u^ed  in  windows  like  iin 
Italian  hallu^lrftde ;  and  coin  stones 
alternately  long  and  short;  this  «(pt!- 
cie9  of  architecture  hoe.  until  lately, 
received  but  little  attention,  although 
it«  features  are  well  worthy  the  no- 
tice of  the  architectural  antiquary. 
as  manifc^itly  exhibiting  a  style  of 
building  of  an  earliei  dutc  than  the 
Norman  examples  .so  profusely  scat- 
tered over  the  country.

The  monument  of  a  priest  in  Be- 
verley Minster,  shown  in  Plate  XL. 
liRfi  been  described  in  the  Gent.  Mag. 
(Vol.  C.  pi.  i,  p.  20y),  with  nn  en- 
graving. \Vc  have  there,  we  think,  sa- 
tisfactorily proved  that  the  effigy  and 
the  tomb  uq  which  it  rcpoaes  are  not  of 
the  same  age;  it  is  a  beautiful  exam- 
ple of  the  richest  sacerdotal  costume, 
and  represents  George  Percy,  sixth 
son  of  the  second  Karl  of  Xorlhum- 
berland,  the  date  is  about  U74.  Tlit; 
decorative  ports  of  the  tomb,  on  which 
this  effigy  now  repo<ics,  prove  that 
it  is  of  an  earlier  date  than  the 
statue.

Memiiirt  of  Jtfs^ph  Holt,  Gneral  ofthf 
Irish  rebfU  in  1798.  Edited  from  Aw 
urigimil  mitnutmpt  in  the  poMetnon 
if  Sir  lyUiuim  Hrthom,  Vhfer  King 
at  Jrms  of  nil  trvland,  Keeper  of  the 
Rertirds  of  frtlaad,  l^-e.  fly  Thos.

THE  autobiography  of  this  cele- 
brated rebel  po9<^e.s8es  all  the  interest  of 
a  romance,  and  perhaps  we  may  con- 
sider it  as  more  nearly  allied  to  that 
species  of  composition  than  to  plain 
matter  of  fact.  But  after  making  some 
allowance  for  exaggeration  and  over- 
colouring  in  his  narrative,  we  must 
still  allow  the  writer  to  have  been  an 
extraordinary  man ;  and  as  he  imagined 
the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland  to  say, 
ill  speaking  of  him  to  Lord  Ros^imore 
whih-  visiting  him  in  prison jubt  before 
his  transportation,  we  are  constrained 
to  repeat  after  reading  his  book.  "  what 
an  interesting  man  this  is !"  He 
took  up  the  character  of  a  rebel  as  a 
matter  of  expediency,  being  driven  to 
it,  as  he  says,  by  the  unfounded  ana- 
picionn  of  those  in  authority ;  and, 
having  taken  the  United  Irishman's 
Oath,  he  rapidly  rose  to  the  command 
of  the  insurgent  |)arty.  Some  of  his 
military  exploits  were  very  brilliant ; 
and  according  to  his  own  account, 
supported  indeed  by  Uie  testimony  of 
contcm{>orar>' writers,  with  which  Mr. 
Croker  has  fully  illustrated  these 
volumes,  he  frequently  struck  terror 
into  the  military.  He  found,  however, 
that  rebcU  were  not  the  most  manage- 
able of  men :  to  use  his  own  words, 
"  they  were  wild  uncultivated  ii>:nnrant 
creatures,  whom  it  was  dithcult  to 
control,  and  impossible  to  keep  in 
discipline  when  excited."  As  a  natu- 
ral consequence  of  being  concerned 
with  sucU  c!tuv\Ki;v,  "«\Ltu  ^  \\vi^

waa  svt  on  his  hoad  by  the  gftvern- 
inrnt,  he  was  nu  longer  safe,  and  was 
several  times  tionrly  betrayed  by  his 
own  riipu.  At  last,  after  many  hair- 
breadth escapes,  he  came  to  the  reso- 
lution of  delivering  himseirup,  having 
an  understanding  that  hia  life  should 
he  ispared  ;  he  accordingly  surrendered 
to  Lord  Powerscourt,  on  the  10th  of 
Nov.  l79Sf  after  having  kept  the  coun- 
try in  a  fcmiont  for  eight  months. 
He  vcRs  kindly  treated  by  those  in 
power  and  sent  to  New  South  Wales, 
with  pormisaion  for  his  wife  and  family 
to  accompany  him. 

Ilie  second  voluoie  contains  his  ac- 
count of  hi^  residence  there,  and  the 
description  he  gives  of  the  state  of  the 
coloDV  at  that  time  is  deplorable 
enough ;  however,  he  made  a  mode- 
rate fortune  therein  a  very  short  time  ; 
with  which,  having  obtained  his  par- 
don, he  returned  to  Ireland  in  1814,  a 
step  of  which  he  afterwards  repented, 
as  he  found  his  conntrymen  not  much 
inclined  to  make  themselves  agreeable 
to  him.  He  died  May  16,  182G,  aged 
70  years. 

Holt  was  naturally  shrewd  and 
clever,  but  possessed  of  no  advantages 
of  education:  his  spelling,  of  which 
Mr.  Crokcr  occasionally  gives  us  a 
specimen,  is  most  illiterate,  and  roust 
have  been  quite  enigmatical  in  the  MS. 
His  style,  however,  is  very  clear,  but 
some  of  his  illustrations  are  sufficiently 
ludicrous ;  for  instance,  in  Vol.  ii.  p. 
212,  he  says.  "  it  was  hinted  tome, 
that  if  I  had  as  many  lives  as  Plutarch, 
I  was  sure  to  lose  them  all.  for  that 
my  persecutors  were  determined  upon 
my  destruction."  And  the  religious 
redection  that  follows  is  almost  as 
strange  :  "  But  I  put  my  trust  in  Him 
who  jmd  so  often  saved  me,  and  said 
inwardly  that  God  hod  more  power 
than  ten  devils."  He  seems  to  have 
felt  deeply  in  religion  according  to  hia 
own  ideal*  on  the  subject,  and  to  have 
firmly  believed  in  tltc  interposition  of 
Providence  in  his  favour  on  various 
occasions  ;  his  piety,  however,  did  not 
extend  so  far  as  to  teach  him  the 
chnsiian  virtue  of  forgiveness  of  ene- 
mies ;  for  he  indulges  on  all  occasions 
in  the  contrary'  sentiments,  and  even 
teaches  his  children  on  their  knees  to 
cur*B  lJ»c  Governor  King,  who  is 
•(tAtrd  to  hau"  di-ult  rnther  hardly  wiUt 
ia  AVft-  South  Wales. 


But  we  must  not  judge  him  harshly. 
as  he  appears  to  have  acted   up  to  hiaj 
own    principles  of  religion,   honour,] 
and    honesty,    but  only    regret   th: 
such  abilities  had  not  been  enlisted  onj 
the  side  of  regular  government,  and  la] 
the  service  of  his  king  and  country ! 
and  we  cannot  refrain  from  indulging  | 
a  hope  that  the  experience  of  a 
who  has  tried  the  career  of  a  rebeli 
leader,  and,  with  abilities  so  suited  W 
the   enterprise,  has  Btill  found  it  soj 
unsatisfactory  and  so  fatal,  may  deter' 
others  from  incurring  the  like  suffer* 
ing  and  the  like  criminality.

Tliis  was  not  the  ouly  play  in  which 
mention  is  made  of  the  Royal  Ex- 
change ;  it  is  referred  to  in  anotlier 
drama,  which  in  two  ports  rcprescDls 
the  building  of  the  Exchange  and  the 
victory  over  the  Spanish  armada. 
These  circumstances  plainly  evince  the 
estimation  in  which  the  laudable  work 
of  Gre^harn  was  held  in  his  own  times. 

It  may  seem  extraordinary  that  any 
doubt  should  eiist  as  to  the  architect 
of  the  structure  when  it  was  rebuilt 
after  the  great  fire.  Tradition  has 
ever  assigned  the  edifice  to  Wren ; 
but,  referring  to  some  extracts  from 
the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
firM  puhlibhed  in  Malcolm's  Londi- 
njum  Kcdivivum  (a  book  which  con- 
tains a  great  fund  of  original  informa- 
tion on  ihc  historv  of  the  metropolis^, 
it  would  appear  that  Mr.  Jcrman,  one 
of  the  City  sorvcyors,  was  employed 
to  rebuild  the  btruclurc.  On  the 
aulhiirily  of  Mr.  Herbert's  History  of 
the  Twefvo  Companies,  it  is  stated  that 
Jerman  ertctcd  two  other  buildings,

Fishmongers'  Hall  and  Drapers*  ilall. 
The  former  of  thfse  edifices  has 
always  been  attributed  to  Wren,  and 
has  been  considered  as  tfac  com* 
mencement  of  bis  grand  de&ign  of 
building  the  halls  of  the  principal 
companies  on  a  quay  occupying  the 
back,  of  the  Thames.  In  our  opioion 
there  la  nothing  inconsistent  in  this 
statement  with  the  supposition  that 
Jerman  built  both  the  Exchange  and 
the  Hail  from  Wren's  designs.  That 
Drapers'  Hall  is  not  the  work  of 
Wren,  the  slightest  glance  at  the 
structure  will  convince  any  one  j  and, 
comparing  it  witb  the  Royal  Exchange, 
it  can  scarcely  be  supposed  to  be  the 
design  of  the  same  architect.  There 
can  be  little  doubt  the  question  will  he 
suoa  set  at  rest,  as  the  present  age 
possesses  a  spirit  of  inquiry  too 
strong  to  suffer  such  a  matter  to  re- 
main in  doubt ;  and  wc  think  that  in  a 
bookj  however  small,  dedicated  solely 
to  the  Royal  Exchange,  Oie  author 
might  reasonably  have  been  expected 
to  have  added  something  to  the  stock 
of  information  on  this  head,  and  that 
he  ought  not  to  have  left  the  point  as 
undecided  us  he  found  it. 

The  embellicthments  of  the  present 
work  consist  of  two  copper  plates, 
being  reductions  of  the  old  prints  of 
the  Exchange  published  in  Wilkin- 
son's "  Londina  lllustr&la,"  and  five 
otL  wood,  shewing  the  building  in 
several  stages.

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and  if  Mr.  O'Uraeli  has  laid  bis  flail 
about  htm  A  little  too  fiercely,  we  must 
coniider  that  it  is  to  defend  a  rcpu* 
Uttion  which  he  has  been  constructing 
and  guarding  for  more  then  fiAy  year^. 
"  Srrvuvit  tre^idam  flsgTBnli  ex  cde  Mi- 
ncrvom." 

We  have  not  time,  having  lefl  our 
villa  at  Tusculiim  for  a  few  days'  visit 
to  our  friends  at  Rome,  to  enter  into 
any  minute  porticiilnrs  about  the  points 
at  issue,  wpcciaUy  a«  we  are  awny 
from  all  our  true  and  faithful  friends — 
uur  books ;  but  we  will  give  a  faint 
outline  of  the  stale  of  the  controversy 
on  one  or  two  points.  We  bclievt.' uur 
minds  and  feelings  to  be  perfectly  im- 
partial ;  wc  have  no  prejudices  to  fos- 
ter; no  favours  to  Kolicit ;  no  enmities 
to  serve ;  and  certainly  no  favourite 
opinions  to  maintain.  "  Inter  abrupt- 
nm  contumaciam  ctdefnrme  ohscquium 
pergam  iter,  (and  we  hope  wf  may  add 
with  the  historian,)  et  periculis  vacu- 
um/' 

Art.  I.  Mr.  D'Jsraeli  asserted  the 
discovery  of  the  MS.  of  the  Code  of 
Justinian  by  the  Pisans.  Now,  Mr. 
Corney  observed,  that  for  fWr  he 
fihould  have  f aid  Pandnta  ;  and  it  np> 
peafft  that  instead  of  "  TYji*  original 
MS.,"  it  should  have  been  written 
'*  an  original  MS."  Thus,  then,  in  any 
future  etlitton  of  the  Curiosities  of 
Literature,  instead  of  "  the  originBl 
MS.  of  the  Code,"  it  will  be  "  an  ori- 
ginal MS.  of  the  pAndects." 

Such  is  the  first  of  Mr.  Corney "s 
animadversions.  With  regard  to  the 
further  i>oint.  in  which  the  Wowah  Loif 
is  distinguished  from  the  laic  of  Jun- 
/laian,  we  think  Mr.  D'Jsrncli  has  vin- 
dicated the  conectness  of  his  original 
aasertion. 

Art.  11.  In  the  disputed  point  of  tlic 
moce  or  the  Wo/f  in  the  Bayeux  Tapes- 
try, Mr,  Corney  in.  prahalily.  right ; 
and  Mr.  D'Uraeli  roust  search  fur 
•ome  better  proof  of  Uclieion  having 
entertained  Ihe  "  quibble"  that  cccle- 
siaaticB  might  carry  maces  which 
would  not  fchcd  blood,  though  pro- 
hibited from  cairying  swords.  But 
Mr.  D'Uraeli  hns  here  allowed  his 
warmth  to  surpaf-t  hi^  good  sense,  in 
the  strain  of  coutcmpt  wtrli  which  he 
alludes  to  that  valuable  hiitoricat 
monument.  After  sneering  at  its  de> 
fcctivF  drawing  iiiiil  famt  colours,  he 
4lJJs^    "the  CorucvH  appear  to  revel 


in  this  union  of  rude  art  and  cuars« 
materials."  It  may  console  his  opiKo 
nent  for  the  epithets  elsewhere  lavished 
upon  him.  to  be  here  classed  witb 
Montfaucon,  De  la  Rue.  Douce,  Amy- 
ol,  &c.  and  with  the  whole  Society  of' 
Antiquaries,  who  had  the  Tapestry 
drawn  and  engraved  at  the  expense  at'\ 
many  hundred  pounds. 

Art.  111.  OntheTM/w.Mr.D'UfaeU 
had  asserted  that  the  tester  had  a  hei4 
on  each  side  ;  but  he  owns  that  eark 
was  amisprint  for  onp  ;  and  with  regard 
to  the  "  red  pimples  that  broke  out  ia 
their  silver  faces,"  it  was  "  written  in 
the  v.-aDtonne5s  of  an  improvident 
fancy." 

Art.  IV.  On  the  subject  of  the  as-> 
sistancc  given  by  Kazzi  to  Va^ari,  in 
his  Lives  of  the  Painters,  it  certainljr 
appenrd  from  .Mr.  D'lfraeli's statement 
that  thefactwas  mentioned  only  ina/ofe 
edition  of  Tiraboachi  (1794),  and  waa, 
unknown  to  Lanzi  altogether.  VVhether< 
this  was  a  fact  we  do  not  know;  but 
Mr.  D'lsraeli's  assertion  is  sufficiently 
vindicated,  if  he  can  prove,  as  he  ilot*^ 
his  authority. 

Art.  V.  It  would  have  been  more 
prudent,  and  perhaps  more  correct,  if 
Mr.  D'ifiraeli,  in  speaking  of  Camotut^ 
had  sub^tituletl  some  other  term  for  the 
one  he  used — "  the  sotitaiy  pride  of' 
Portugal ;" — but  to  tall  it  an  *'  error  " 
would  be  overstraining  the  mark,  and 
no  one  could  suppose  Mr.  D'Israeli  ig-  , 
norant  of  the  large  and  splendid  body 
of  Lusitanian  literature. 

Art.  Vl.  Wc  have  not  room  to  en* 
tcr  into  this  article  relating  to  th» 
death  of  Queen  Elizabeth ;  but  we, 
recommend  to  our  readers  to  perus*- 
the  ftlalenicnt.  and  to  envy  the  titua- 
Uoo  of  Mt.  Corney,  "  who  is  etn- 
ploycd, "  *ftys  his  respondent.  "  in 
picking  grey  hairs  out  of  an  au'a 
tail." 

Art.  Vlll.  Mr.D'tsraeli  atatrd  thai 
— "  Cervantes  composed  the  most 
agreeable  book  in  the  Spanish  lan- 
guage during  his  captivity  in  liarbafv  ;** 
it  appears  Uiat  there  is  ua  absolute 
authority  fur  tliis  statement,  but  Mr. 
D'Ururli  repCKts  — "  Tlia*  hf  w'»a 
guided  by  a  right ,'  ''<••  in- 

sciibed  the  name  <  >   the 

catalogue  of  lltoie  sv>iu«i.-  (:ii;^MftOO- 
mcnt  did  nitt  di4turb  the  progrcu  of 
their  genius." 

In  the  IXth  Artklr,  rcliaiAC  to  Sir 
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Walter  Raleigh,  and  ibe  assistance  he 
received  in  his  history,  we  consider 
Mr.  D'Israeli  has  auccessfully  re- 
moved  some  of  Mr.  Comey's  objec- 
tions, especially  that  relating  to  Mr. 
Serjeant  Huskyns.  Were  wc  at  howfi, 
we  could  quote  a  MS.  Letter  of  Dr. 
Parr's  on  ttic  subject  of  Raleigh's  re- 
ligion. 

Art.  X.  Tlie  chief  point  here  turns 
on  a  clerical  error,  relating  tn  the  a(fc 
and  reipM  of  Philip;  which  latter  word 
Mr.  D'Uraeli  should  have  substituted 
for  the  former. 

Art.  XII.  Tlic  author  of  the  Curi- 
n»iticA  of  literature  had  stated — "  that 
Purchos  had  spent  his  life  in  tra- 
vels to  form  his  relation  of  the  world." 
In  this  a!i5crtiou  it  appears  that  he 
was  misled  bv  the  fit/itratirc  style  of 
the  author,  wLo,  "  personifying  him- 
self as  a  traveller,  entrapped  a  young 
reader  who  did  not  plod  on  through 
the  pilgrimage." 

Art.  XIU.  This  is  a  disquisition  on 
arm-chairs,  in  which  Mr.  Corney  has 
shown  that  Mr.  D'Israeli  has  in- 
creased the  liberality  of  the  Grand 
Monarque  by  ten  more  chairs,  than 
that  illustrioDS  person  bestowed  on  the 
Academy. 

The  Wlh  and  XVIth  Articles  turn 
on  the  subject  of  serr*/  history,  to 
which  the  two  w^rilcrs  have  given 
different  significations ;  bat  we  think 
Mr,  D'Israeli  may  justly  designate  any 
information  which  he  imparts  to  the 
public,  as  lerrr/  history,  if  he  draws 
it  from  its  recesses,  whether  priutrrl 
or  manuscript.  The  term  "  secret," 
when  applied  to  hUtoiy,  seems  intend- 
ed to  convey  the  meaning  that  the 
BuChoi  has  discovered  causes  and 
principles  of  action,  which  were  pre> 
vioujiy  passed  over  or  neglected  as 
too  minute  and  unimportant  to  have 
been  agents  iu  great  events;  and  of 
cour*c  ihe^r  were  principally  sought 
for  and  discovered  in  the  intrigues 
of  courts,  and  In  the  jecrr /  Chambers 
ofPrincc&i  in  persona!  anecdotes  and 
private  scandal ;  in  the  favour  ur  dis- 
grace of  courtiers,  mislrciaes,  atid 
Iacqueyb«  acting  on  the  weakness  and 
caprice  of  tlieir  masters.  As  the  *'  va- 


tei-um  penetralia  Regum"  were  no 
opened  by  the  common  historian,  and 
generally  not  known  to  him,  when 
these  tales  in  after-days  were  drawn 
from  the  cabinets  in  which  they  had 
been  airiouily  preserved,  and  when, 
through  them,  "  things  of  great  pith 
and  consequence"  were  found  suspend- 
ed, perhaps,  on  the  "single  hair"  by 
which,  as  the  poet  says,  beauty  oftca 
draws  the  wisest  of  mankind ;  when 
the  private  doors  of  the  monarch's 
closets  were  thrown  back,  and  when, 

"  Apparct  Jomus  inter,  et  atria  longa 
jiatescittit ;" 

to  such  writings,  whether  of  Weldon, 
in  the  time  of  James,  or  of  Walpole, 
in  the  days  of  George/  the  term  "w- 
arvt  history"  was  given  \  and  still  the 
same  term  may  be  appropriately  used, 
though  the  documents  themselves  have 
long  been  submitted  to  the  press,  and 
in  lime  have  become  incorporated  in 
general  history.  But  wc  must  break 
off — Melfmroeue  is  waiving  her  scep- 
tre to  us,  and  her  majestic  voice  is 
calling  us  to  other  and  more  attractive 
scenes.  To  Mr.  Corney,  as  a  parting 
word,  wc  consign  the  wise  admoni- 
tion of  Lord  Bacon, — "Read  not  to 
cuitfradict  or  refute,  nor  to  believe  or 
take  fur  granted  ;  nor  tu  fiul  talk  ami 
discount,  but  to  weigh  and  consider  ;" 
and  for  Mr.  D'Israeli.  feeling  as  wc 
do.  that  he  stands  ton  high  to  be 
reached  by  any  poor  breath  nf  our?, 
wc  gladly  adopt  the  words,  which  we 
have  just  met  with,  of  one  whose 
brows  are  covered  with  the  laurels  of 
genius,  and  whose  heart  is  enriched 
with  the  brightest  gems  of  wisdom 
and  of  virtue  ;  "  Mr.  D'Israeli,"  aaya 
Mr.  Soulhey  in  his  Life  of  Dunyan, 
•■  from  whose  works  the  best-informed 
reader  may  learn  much,  and  who,  in 
Me  temper  of  hui  u-rifinys,  as  well  as 
in  the  research  which  they  display, 
may  be  a  useful  model  for  succeeding 
authors."

The  renort  of  the  condition 
and  pro«p«ctt  of  LniverAity  College,  at 
the  annual  meeting,  was  highly  saiisfac- 
tory.  The  total  n(tmt>er  of  «tndent«,  on 
the  ITlli  of  Februnry,  was  597 :  467  in 
the  faculty  of  Aleditiiur,  nnd  i-tl  to  tlu- 
farulty  of  Art*  fa  few  entered  to  both) ; 
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being  an  increase  of  thirty  in  Medicine^ 
and  forty  in  Arts,  over  cbe  number  at  th«l 
corresponding  periud  last  year.  In  ib« 
Junior  Department  the  number  of  pupilij 
during  the  Iu<it  session  wnt.  3Ui,  and  the 
number  now  in  the  school  ahnws  an  in- 
crease of  thirteen.  The  amount  of  eol- 
Iftje  and  gchool  fee*  received  up  to  thr 
l7ihof  February  wuM^ilil.;  being  an 
lni-rea«e  of  odj/.  on  the  receipts  at  the 
Mime  date  la«c  year.  The  grota  amount 
of  fee»  for  tbe'last  iesoion  was  l.l.GlU. 
The  portimi  of  the  receipts  on  the  account 
of  the  year  reserved  lor  the  purposes  of 
the  college,  amounted  to  +,7l4/.,  the  cx- 
pt-ndirure  to  .l.'iOl/.,  leaving  a  biilaMce  of 
1,:£I0/.  At  the  hospital  in  connexion 
with  the  college,  the  niiml)cr  ofpupiUdor- 
ing  the  Ko-'ision  ending  in  October  lust  was 
187  ;  the  income  derived  irom  these  fees, 
^1,0361.  ;  bfingan  inerpaKe  of  thirty-three 
in  the  number  v(  students,  atid  ^68/,  in 
the  amount  of  fees  on  the  preceding  year. 
The  donations  and  legacies  tu  the  college 
during  the  year  amounted  to  2,6aO/.,  and 
Ihe  endowment  fund  is  now  augmented  to 
10.700/,  This  lund  is  constituted  of  do- 
nations and  legacies.  Of  these,  the 
council  have  determined  to  leave  the 
capital  untouched,  and  to  employ  the  In- 
tereftt  only  for  especial  purpo*c«  con- 
nected with  the  promotion  of  education. 
On  thi<  principle  they  have  devoted  the 
5,)X10/.  presented  last  year  by  Mr», 
Flaherty,  to  the  foundation  of  four  Kbo- 
liirships,  each  of  60/.  a  year  for  four  years. 
They  are  lo  be  called  the  Flaherty  Scho- 
liirships  ;  and  will  be  given  in  ajtemate 
years  to  the  be«t  proticient  in  Latin  and 
Greek;  and  the  best  proficients  in  Ma- 
Ihemntics  and  Natural  Philosophy  ;  this 
year  the  scbolantbip  will  be  given  for  thi 
first  time,  and  will  be  the  prize  of  the 
be«t  proticient  in  Mathematics  and  Natu- 
nil  Fhiioaopby.

At  tbe  c)a»c  of  tbe  nitrwin)^, 
Baron  Welter«tedc  exbitHCcd  «ome  rpeci* 
mens  of  limber  and  cloib,  luaprepnatcd 
with  a  mixture  ot  bis  inventiuri,  wbicb 
was  intended  to  render  those  eubt^tances 
iocombus^tible.

Tbe  rcnuitiis  convint  of  a  quadnuifpilar 
cloister,  above  160  feet  square,  with  an 
octaffiinat  building  wtlhin  the  area,  at- 
tached to  one  of  tbe  inner  wbIIb,  and  an 
oUong  buildinif  on  the  exterior  of  one 
aide.  Tbe  ortaj^unal  building  wa,4  in  two 
!!toriei>,  the  lower  being  \-aulted  and 
groined  with  ribi^  •tpringinif  from  attached 
columns,  or  ralhrr  rorl>els,  and  converg- 
ing toa  common  centre.  Tbe  vault  was 
bnrk.  Air.  Godwin,  from  tu  form,  con- 
jectured that  (be  building  was  designed 
for  a  Baptistry.  Tbe  ubiong  buildings 
consisted  of  three  ailes,  the  arches  were 
pointe^l. 

The  abbey  was  founded  soon  after  the 
canonization  of  tbe  |iatron  saint,  and 
Hnishcd  nbout  656.  In  tbe  year  1067, 
the  buildint^s  wuuld  nppenr  tu  ban- 
been  rvconstmctefl.  and  were  then  con. 
Mcraled,  probably  on  account  of  tbe 
rftUes  of  S(.  Macaire  having  liei>n  depo 
sited  in  tbe  abbey.  The  octagon  building, 
Mr.  Godwin  suted  to  be  popularly  ttyled 
lbecha|)«I  of  S(.  Mnrnirr.  arid  ihr  square 
atone  liiffure  it  i«  said  to  lead  to  a  crypt, 
wbicb  contain*  tbcvc  identical  relics.  I  be 
remains  in  que^itiun  wi-re  aitributed  by 
Mr,  Godwin  lo  tbe  tenth  century.*  The 
abbey  was  destroyed  in  tbe  siateeitth  cen- 
turyDjr  Claries  \  ..  to  erect  tlie  citadel.

Tlif  Act  of  the  l-Ufd  of  Eli^'.i.belb  Mill 
rcniaiua  in  force,  and  the  whule  object 
of  tbe  PiMir  Luw  Amendment  Act  of 
IbSt  was  to  enforce  the  due  and  proper 
npplicntinn  of  the  principles  csiublished 
Iw  that  Act.

—  ilefcsrii.  Lidilrtl,  day,  Darby,  and 
Ho^igci  opposed  the  motion.

Harvey,  while  be  complaint d  of  many 
parts  of  the  new  enactment,  more  par. 
tieularly  the  refusnl  of  out-door  relief, 
huid  thar,  us  be  wu-t  alwuya  opposed  lo 
State  p;iuper»,  so  likexvise  be  could  nevci 
eoimtenance  paupers  in  tbe  hiunbler 
walks  of  life  who  were  »ble  to  \^ork.

C'rie»>  ol  diHtrrs*  and  the 
b«Howtiig  of  cattle  were  heard  in  «urh 
a  Dianiier  a%  In  <>pri>nd  generul  ronitter- 
nation,  Heaps  of  ice,  like  inountiiins, 
roAe  ill  every  direction,  tiiid  the  waii-r, 
being  interrupted  by  the  ice,  h^nt  ofjuin^t 
the  dykes ,  « h ich  wert*  mxm  curried 
■way  in  many  phiee«.  All  the  eoin- 
muncft  on  the  left  bank  of  the  AIc«se 
were  overflowed,  front  the  ^Iae«bond  to 
Slock  hem  nnd  llooj  en.  At  eleven 
o'clock,  the  ier  took  a  coiirM'  actoii^  the 
country-,  and  the  meudowt  ol  Puluienhuir 
•nd  Matrajek  lowaid*  Si(M*khrtit,  flooyeii, 
•ltd  JLHe«»«ii,  oirrylng  uwny  whatever  it 


(act  with  in  ili  iWHll'-  '^1^  bridge 
the  covemmenti  over  the  old  Meuw 
Stockhem,  was  firfl  de^troyeil  by  tl 
mfiiK  of  iee.  Thou'iiind'i  of  tree*  were 
toni  up  or  injured.  'I'he  water  wna 
higher  than  it  bad  been  for  Hfty  yi 
At  three  in  the  oftrmoou,  the  *viiH 
begun  to  «ub^de  with  groat  rapidity/ 
leaving  the  meadows  covered  with  moun- 
tains of  ice.

The  frequent  overflowings  of  the  Amo 
hnving  carried  awHV  a  large  {torlion  of  the 
beautiful  Tower  of  'i'ivoli,  und  ultimately 
threatcniim  the  ruin  nf  nil  thai  rcninined, 
it  was  at  length  found  to  be  absolutely 
necessary  to  divert  the  eoui<^  of  the  river, 
■  lid  to  rimduct  it  by  a  new  chaimel  to  the 
vulley  into  whieh  it  Howb.  tJf  variuuH 
plans  proposal  on  the  occasion,  thut  of 
the  Chevalier  Kolchi,  an  eminent  Itidiuu 
engineer,  was  choicn.  Ilissuegefttlon  wa& 
to  open  a  double  gultery  in  Munte  f'utillo, 
fur  the  passage  ol  the  river,  in  such  a  man. 
ncr  as  should  pniterve  all  the  pieturesque 
betinty  of  th*  ancient  eoui<ic  of  the  Amo, 
while  it  protected  the  town  and  ibt  imme- 
diate neighho  III  hood  from  the  incunve> 
nienee  and  perils  of  that  couroe.  Under 
the  an«)pice(i  of  Pope  Gregory  XV*L  the 
ChevHiier  Fulrhi's  plan  hti«  been  carried 
into  effect ;  and  (he  result  bait  completely 
ju6ii6ed  every  expectation  entertRined 
respecting  it.  In  the  progress  uf  ihe  un- 
dertaking, an  antique  •iefMilcreto  \vns  dift- 
covered,  the  rrmntnfi  of  Hhicli  have  been 
preoerved  with  greut  care.  A  Kperie-i  of 
lithographic  stone,  and  two  kinda  of  mar- 
ble, uf  singular  boiuty,  wero  aloo  found.

The  town  i^  hand- 
Mjine,  and  ••urroundcd  with  n  \\<i|l  built 
wiib  fitonem  taken  from  the  ruin«  ol 
severul  adjoining  Uoman  monument*. 
During  bin  march  bMck.  OenetHl  Negrier 
viitited  an  elevated  and  rugged  «ite,  where 
a  number  of  Kamun  ruitn  are  M*iittered 
over  II  liible  tund,  nearly  Ktniilur  to  ihnt  nti 
which  (.'unstantine  i»  built.  Steep  rocki 
••urround  it  almost  on  every  tide,  arid  it  i* 
considered  by  many  tm  (he  ml  teal  of  Ibe 
famuufl  Cirtba  of  Jugurtho.

He  \va«  held  in  much  esteem  by  George 
the  Third,  and  with  his  succofsur  he  ¥ras 
in  habits  of  more  familiar  intercourse;

eonnected  with  the  improvement  of  the 
royal  Palaces,  and  their  iniernal  decora- 
tions, and  the  purchase  of  pictures,  8(C. 

Lord  Furnborou^h  nninicd,  May  38, 
1793,  Amelia,  clde:*t  daughter  of  Sir 
Abraham  Hiime.of  Wormlcybun,  ilcrrs, 
Bart,  by  Amelia,  daughter  of  the  Bighl 
Ker.  John  Kgerton,  U.  D.  Bishop  of 
Durham,  and  sister  tn  John  ojid  FranHfl- 
Hcnry,  the  two  last  Eurls  of  Bridgewuter. 
Lady  Fumborough  died  without  tsjtiic  on 
the  15{b  of  January  lu^t  year;  utid  the  title 
has  consequently  becuntc  extinct.

tutor.  After  ii  few  ycun  of  faithful  dis* 
chvgc  of  ihi»  trust,  the  nunt  of  hi^  uu}iil 
Lord  riianthmu,  the  Countesb  de  urey, 
ofTcred  htm  the  rectory  of  Mylnnd.  near 
Colcheiter,  and,  after  a,  diligi'ni  ministry 
nf  iwpnty  yuar^  in  lluit  luirish,  in  1817 
the  more  lurralivo  benefice  of  (jreat 
HurlccKlcy.  In  the  meanwhile,  thron^h 
Ibc  mtereU  of  other  (nend»,  be  bad  in 
IBI2  obtained  from  the  Lord  Cbnncetlor 
the  reetory  of  .Mph.(inston(\  in  the  *ame 
couury  ;  imd.  in  l)5t  1  from  his  own  friend. 
Bishop  Kihher,  ii  stiill  of  srnull  viilue  ^ebut 
uf  Wilfford  aiid  Woodford)  in  Sulisuury 
cathedral. 

In  the  yi'itr  IH27,  the  Riirl  of  Ripon 
(Cbeii  V'iMoiint  Oodctieli)  being  tifbl  Lord 
of  the  Treoiury,  wished  to  recomtnend 
his  old  tutor  to  bin  JMajeMy  to  fill  the 
vacant  »ec  of  Sodor  und  Man ;  but  nt 
first  bt!  declined  to  undertake  the  ehurgc, 
not  dcfiihng  to  leave  his  retirement  of 
llorkefelcy  for  a  distant  Ii^bind  i  till  otic 
day  eulh'iii;  upon  a  friend,  he  told  him  of 
the  ofltT  he  bad  received,  upon  hearing 
nbich  hia  friend  exclaimed,  "I  would 
rather  be  Bishop  of  Sodor  and  Man  than 
of  any  Diocese  in  the  Church,  for  I  should 
there  learn  my  dutit"t  at  the  verv  tomb  of 
the  Fiiintcd  WiUon."  TbcK'  few  words 
detcimined  l>r.  Witrd  not  to  ohrink  from 
the  tti(.k,  to  whieh  he  lieemed  »o  e-^peeially 
called.  How  he  learnt  to  pcrtorm  his 
duty,  and  how  his  lubours  biive  been 
blvsf>ed.  that  Island,  formerly  mj  mi-temhly 
potrt-  tn  its  consceruted  buildings,  but  now 
Htndded  with  beautiful  und  even  ktntely 
Churche«,  can  be>l  tell.  By  an  uet  of 
liiKt  scr<iun,  the  Uiucrsu  ut  Sodor  and 
Man  wtks  (o  be  now  inc'f;;(.-d  in  that  of 
Carlisle,  should  the  Bishop  of  C-Jtrlinle 
accept  the  charge  ;  but  there  U  u  hill  at  the 
urc^ent  inne  before  the  Hou'.e  of  Lords, 
brought  m  by  ilie  Karl  of  Ilipon,  to  le- 
jM-al  tlml  lu-t;  which  bill,  to  it^e  the  la- 
mented Bi»ho^>*A  own  ^\■ord*,  fn''p»enlly 
rciK-nled  within  the  hi-it  month  of  his 
lUe.  **^it  will  Ifc  iinpuMsititi:  for  Parliament 
lu  reject" 

For  the  Kcclc»hiAtlcal  Comiuisuoncrs 


at  least  it  will  he  impossible  to  forget  the 
warning  which  (ugnin  to  u^e  bis  own 
word.^  at  ttie  close  of  his  Memorial  to 
themi,  the  ^bole  Church  is  now  witnesa 
to  him,  be  did  not  ^'  cease  to  repeat  with 
the  greater  eome^tnesM  a»  the  nppronch 
of  his  death  hastened  the  aecomplii<hment 
of  this  measure."  Hi«  death  hiu  hujitencil 
the  uccomplivhment  of  this  measure  ;  and 
by  an  Order  in  Council  the  Commis- 
xioners  might  now  \upe  out  from  nmong 
the  Cburebe.s  of  Christendom,  the  lime- 
htillowcd  and  independent  Bishopriek  of 
Man ;  but  could  they,  while  ihene  word;;  of 
the  la^t  Bishop,  with  the  sen!  of  his  dcatli 
ujHJM  them,  ure  present  Xo  their  coiiKcietu 
CM — "  i  believe  must  solemnly,  that  in 
a  very  few  year*  after  the  removal  of  the 
Bikhop,  the  name  only  of  a  Church  will 
be  left  to  her,  and  her  empty  walh  will 
stand  a»  sad  memorials  of  an  arrange- 
ment, needless  and  uncalled  for  in  itself, 
burdensome  to  Carli.sle,  and  destructive 
tu  her  own  best  interests.  Bui  it  shall 
be  never  Nud  that  the  last  of  thia  long 
line  of  Bishojw  stood  by  with  foldetl  arms, 
without  an  effort,  in  the  mime  of  God, 
to  arrest  the  stroke  before  it  fell.  While 
then  my  many  years  give  serious  tmrnuig 
that  1  ntufit  speak  as  a  dying  man,  and 
when  I  tell  yon  That,  iifterall  othcrearthly 
eare^  arc  loi^tten,  my  fears  for  this  the 
Church  of  my  afleotioiiii  will  add  u  psing 
to  my  dying  hour,  1  have  good  hope  thtiC 
my  wurd<i  will  not  pa^s  tmhecded,  but 
that  the  Church  of  Alan  may  even  yet  be 
S|ifired,  as  a  mcmunal  of  hiippier  diiys 
that  are  past,  and  as  an  earnest  of  brighter 
days  to  come." 

On  the  tiwA  Feb.  the  Ir^arl  of  Ripon, 
in  inonng  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill 
for  continuing  the  Bishopric  of  Sodor 
and  Alnn  (to  which  the  Ecclesiastical 
('ommi^?<ioners  have  now  i^iven  their 
ronsenl),  remniked  fhnt  '*tht?re  \>'as  one 
circiim«l»nce  which,  in  a  rertaiit  degree, 
diniiniihed  the  gnitilication  he  felt  ut  the 
success  of  the  bill  ;  and  tb»t  was,  that, 
since  its  introduction,  thuf  exccUeiit  mail, 
the  lute  Bishop  of  the  ibhmd,  has  eea-sed 
to  exi^t.  In  the  discharge  of  his  duties 
for  the  proinotioii  of  religious  cducntton, 
that  right  rev.  person's  exertions  liad 
not  been  eonfined  to  mere  zral  and  ac- 
tivity; be  had  contributed,  from  his  own 
pecniiiBry  resouree.s,  more  than  3fOOO/, 
After  holding  the  bishopric  lor  ten  year*, 
he  died  poorer  iliun  he  was  at  the  time  it 
wti6  tirst  bcsilowi-d  on  hitii ;  und  the  very 
last  dueuineut  he  signed  \ms  ou^  tnnkin^ 
himself  re*«)»u)it>ible  for  a  Bub*^eriptioll, 
hii\tiig  for  its  i.lijiTt  the  Ruginintntiun  of 
rbe  iin-tinu-^  nf  llii<  pot>rer  elenry.  When 
he  iierfurmi'd  tht^  act  he  was  at  the  pinnt 
of  death— uu  txtnt.  >«VacV\w,\auLN<  -wiiviW 
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remove  bis  family  from  a  fttiite  of  comfort 
■lul  nfflucnce  to  comparative  obscurity; 
but  be  felt  (but  tbe  duty  whit-li  he  owtrd 
bis  flock  wtis  EU[H'rior  even  to  thuC  be 
owL-d  bis  fiiinily."  Tbe  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  paid  tbnthc  IcU  great  pIcoMirc 
in  adding  bis  leftimuiiy  to  thomerii*  of  tbo 
lutenisbup;  and  be  afrsurt'il  their  iurilt>hi{)?t 
tbnt  tbe  tiublc  Ktirl  Itad  in  no  de^'rec 
exH)if:eratt-d  ibu  truth  in  bit  timt  be  bud 
Miid  ref^anliiig  bis  zeul,  ptclVt  and  activity 
in  tbe  iicrformnncc  of  his  duties,  and  in 
tbe  iironiotion  uf  rcli|puu&  editcatiun.

cliism  on  the  Ten  Commniidmenta,  or 
"  Jnstmrtions  for  Young  Person*  nlKiul 
to  be  confirnK'd,*'  which  Ima  since  been 
reprinted  with  additions  :  lie  also  obtained 
a  sttbscription  to  preiKrnt  eiieh  of  them 
with  a  Pruyer  Boot,  «nd  distributed  "  A 
Parlins  Address."  To  many,  ttiid  even 
to  their  parent<;,  be  appeared  tu  he  tedioti«; 
but  he  apprehended  it  might  be  bin  last 
opportunity  for  imparting  that  sound  rc- 
ligiaut^  instruction  wihich  he  conceived  to 
be,  to  use  his  own  expression,  "the  only 
means,  by  the  Divine  bte^'Sing,  of  prc- 
Kerving  them  from  the  roiitugion  of  acur- 
rupt  nnd  vicious  world,  in  wliich  they 
were  about  to  talce  a  part."  Tbit  mode 
of  exhortation  he  at  nil  times  adopted 
prerious  to  confinnntion. 

In  tbe  yenni  1810  and  1820.  be  took  a 
prominent  part  in  n  controversy  with  the 
Socininns,  or  self.^tyli-d  UnitariouRf  by 
puhli<^hing  variuuh  tructs  and  remiirku  on 
tbe  second  note  in  the  Unitarian  version 
of  the  New  Testament,  in  which  he  «uc- 
cessftitly  exposed  the  fallacious  reason- 
ings ot  that  sect. 

At  the  eluse  of  the  year  IR13.  on  the 
death  nf  Ihiit  highly  rospeeted  and  popu- 
lar cler>;ymf(n  the  Rev.  John  llampson, 
Al.A.  Risbup  Darrin^on  selected  hiin 
as  a  proper  person  to  succeed  to  the 
rectory  ot  Sunderland,  wlion  he  H'curcd 
the  services  of  the  lute  Rev.  Menry 
Parker.  OS  one  of  his  cunitcs.  with  which 
gentleman  he  had  become  at'iiminted  at 
the  time  of  bis  urdiimtinn.  He  entered 
upon  tbe  duties  of  liis  new  upiwintmcnl 
with  all  the  zenl  and  piety  for  which  be 
was  so  eminently  di<tingnihlied ;  estali- 
lifthingu  lecture  at  the  church  on  each 
Weiliiesiluy  evenintf,  ordtwo  full  scrneei 
aK  8t.  John's  rha|H'l,  at  which  there  hod 
previously  been  but  one.  The  Snb- 
srriptioii  School  on  the  Lanetuiterlan 
principle  hoving  been  difconiinued  in 
Sunderland,  he  obtained  a  large  biiihliii}; 
in  Vine-Street,  formerly  used  as  a  Wes- 
lej-an  Mcthodi«t  cliapel.  nnd  cunrcrtiil  ic 
into  Q  school. room,  conducted  on  tbe 
Natinnal  ^y*tem  of  iiist ruction,  whirli 
luis  been,  and  still  continues,  in  o  flonri^b- 
iiig  state.  The  scat*  in  the  pnri-«h  church 
iK-itii"  private  property,  lie  caused  .•»  Mutn- 
brr  uf  toniporury  siitmgs  to  Ite  [>larcd  in 
the  aili'H  for  the  aeoomtiiodalion  of  tho 
poor,  and  aftetvcatii*  (AiXw^vtA.  ^<a^  *Aia.- 
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C!On«  to  tlie  free  lUting*  in  St.  Jobrri 
cbapvl,  nrtusled  by  i\\e  sauw  [lious  mo- 
tire.  But  still  deiirou»  to  Ilivc  increased 
secoramodatron  for  niipplyingtliespiritiidl 
wanti)  of  ibe  poor,  he  nt  li?nj[tli  procured 
a  license  I'rom  the  late  Bishop  of  Durham. 
to  celcbmtc  divine  servire  in  (he  school- 
room above  ultuded  to,  nince  xvhicb  time 
lecturer  have  Iiceii  reeiilarly  ;;iven  ort 
Monday  cvciiinp«,  and  in  general  hove 
been  well  aicendid.  Eneh  Tue«duy  it 
\rns  also  hi«  rL'gtilar  habit  to  viint  the 
parish  workhouse  for  the  purpose  of  im- 
parting religious  Instrucuun  to  its  in- 
roaie^.  who  coold  not  be  induced,  or  were 
not  able,  to  avail  ibemsclven  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  attending  the  duties  of  publir 
worship. 

In  1331,  he  bnilt  an  infant  school  near 
to  Si.  John**  chnpcl,  wlilrh  is  well  at- 
tended. It  might  hare  been  previously 
mentioned,  that  in  the  year  18^  he 
formed,  with  the  aid  of  Air.  Parker,  an 
Auxiliary  Church  MtsKionary  Soi-iety, 
whirli  ill  now  in  a  Aourishini^'  condiiion. 
Uf  this  Socielv  be  %vas  alvxays  president. 
Much  of  liis  time  vim  Kpenc  in  vi^itinf:: 
the  schooU  undfT  hi<i  jiatrunagc — the 
Ladies'  Church  Missiojiary  Afixocintion — 
the  Ladies'  Bible  Association^thr  Sab- 
bath Society — and  every  other  institu- 
tion  calculated  to  promote  tbe  welfare  of 
his  fellow  men. 

The  revenues  of  the  living  of  Sunder- 
land would  have  been  tutully  inndequate 
to  4ii|>{>ort  his  roi'tiiiBciii  expense*  ■.  but, 
whilst  Curate  of  Bi^hopwearnioiiih,  and 
for  u  fihort  time  after  \\i^  appointment  lo 
the  rectory,  the  allowance  received  from 
his  father  wiiti  liberal,  and,  that  gentle- 
man dying  i'oon  after  Mr.  Gray's  removal 
to  Sunderland,  he  came  into  possesion 
of  an  ample  fortune.  Foremost  in  every 
pood  work,  hiA  wbs.  "  the  open  baud.* 
not  only  dispensing  bountifulty  himself 
from  tbe  resources  of  a  splendid  priviite 
fortune,  but  swelling  the  current  of  pub- 
lic charity,  causing  contributions  from 
numerous,  tributary  streams,  by  tbe  forfe 
of  his  great  example.  It  is  rclatml  that 
Bisbop  Barrington.  on  hearing  of  %U. 
Oniy's  eliaracter  for  bennvolenec.  once 
offered  him  a  prcbeitdal  etull  in  IJurlmm 
Cathedral,  of  000/.  per  fuinum— being 
roore  tluiii  the  entire  amnitnt  of  hi*  in- 
come at  Sunderland.

Sunday  Feb.  II,  when  bit  phjrtician 
tlidu^'bt  him  mthcr  better,  and  a  notice 
to  that  effect,  placcfl  on  the  door  ol  tbe 
rburch,  ron\Tyed  the  ^•atifying  intelli- 
genre  to  his  anxious  |MinKh>oncrs,  Atas  ! 
before  the  close  of  the  morning  service, 
hh  soul  hsd  tied  to  Ood  who  gave  it. 

Hy  the  death  of  Mr.  Gmy.  has  been 
extingtiLsbed  u  shinirif;  lit^ht  in  tbe  tHiureh 
of  Chnst.  A  meek  nnd  lowly  tbllower 
of  his  Divine  Master,  he  showed  forth  a 
fervour  of  piety  meet  for  an  apostolieage. 
Po<isessed  of  the  riches  of  this  world,  be 
scattered  with  a  benevolefit  hand  tbit 
wealth  which  most  men  live  only  to  enjoy. 
Hli'st  with  the  iMiitenrmi.>nta  of  an  aSec- 
tionute  family,  he  spared  not  bimaelf 
white  searching  out  the  wants  of  others. 
He  went  nbont  doing  good  continaally, 
aod  at  last  fell  a  victim  to  that  mibounded 
phihuithropy  which  brought  bim  daily 
into  contact  %vith  the  miseniblo  among 
men  :  "  When  the  eyt*  saw  him  then  it 
blessed  him,  and  when  tbe  ear  heard  liim 
it  gave  witness  unto  him.'' 

As  a  preacher,  tbe  doctrines  he  incul- 
aited  were  rsound  and  orthodoi,  and  lie 
rather  sought  to  convince  hy  earnestness 
of  nuuiner,  and  c1o!tenc»(&  of  reasoning, 
than  to  dazzle  by  the  powers  of  omiory. 
Kxalted  in  his  perceptioii»  of  the  Christian 
life,  he  H-Bs  ardent  in  peraiiaM on— power- 
ful  in  reaaoning — vieoroua  in  thought— 
affectionHte  in  appealing  to  the  hearu  of 
liifc  hforers,  and  eminently  successful  in 
enforcing  the  vital  doctrines  of  Christianity. 

His  body  was  deposited  on  Tuesday, 
the  Wtb  Feb.  in  the  burial  ground  at- 
tacfacd  to  Sunderland  Cliurch.  Thou* 
Konds  of  all  rankn  and  parties  embraoed 
the  opportunity  of  paying  respect  to  hk 
memory  ;  and  there  nts  a  very  numerow 
atiendtince  of  the  neighbouring  clergy 
nnd  gentry. 

Rbv.  Thomas  Catton.  F.U.S. 

Mr.  Catton,  whose  death  was  briefly 
noticed  in  p.  'iiS^  was  a  native  of  N«-- 
lolk.  Hi-:  )iarrnt»  were  not  wealthy,  but 
yet  in  t^uch  circufnitAncei  aa  to  be  able  to 
provide  tor  ibeir  cbildnii  •  good  edurti- 
lion.  He  pasaed  one  or  two  yMrs  of  his 
childhood  in  a  school  at  Downham,  kept 
by  tt  very  worthy  man  of  the  name  of 
Noakcn,  who  had  migrated  from  Bum. 
ham  ThortH.'  to  that  place.  Horatio 
NeUon,  wlio  rose  afterwards  to  eucb  a 
height  of  gturv,  wiii-  one  of  his  »cboo)- 
futliiws  there  tur  ti  kbort  time.  The  only 
imprvitsion  which  remained  on  Mr.  Cat- 
ton's  memory  refipecting  him  was,  tliat 
he  WHS  somewhat  backward  in  lemming; 
ibr  that  he  i  Calton^  (hough  nearly  a  year 
younger  was  above  bim  in  the  school.

Atii'r  being  made  Fellow,  Uc 
poKwd  BC-on-'«idriut>le  ttnioiDiu  tutor  in  the 
familyt>f  Sir  Wiliiatn  Wuke.in  NortbHinp- 
tontlitre.  The  present  lioronet  woi  bis 
pupil :  nnd  lie  L-ontinucd  durin;?  the  re- 
intinder  of  his  life,  on  vtry  intitnttte 
terms  wth  that  fmnily.  On  bis  return  to 
college,  be  became  connected  with  the 
pnblie  tuition,  niid  uiut  one  of  the  lirad 
tutors  for  nboiit  ten  years.  For  this 
ofiice  he  uas  enunrntly  qublilied  by  hit 
grcal  nttninincnts,  a^  well  a*:  by  liis  kind. 
Desfl.  and  uuremiltini;  endmvonrs  to  pro- 
rtioti'  thf  L'oud  of  111**  I'lipils;  h(i  that  fi^w 
irho  have  bcid  that  oihi-e  hiivc  been  niurc 
fEUcceuful  in  ftecnring  Uie  rpspecl  and 
kltu'hinpiit  of  thoHC  rtiinitt'ted  with  thciii 
in  that  relationship. 

He  rcHig^jcii  the  tutorship  in  1810;  but 
be  ronlttiucd  to  reside  in  rollege,  and 
passed  h)R  time  very  hnppily  in  the  society 
of  hifi  friends,  and  nursuinf*  his  usual 
BtttdieM.  Pmcciral  Afttiunoniy  was  the 
tnibjfH't  which  muiic  engaged  his  Attention. 
He  hail  llic  care  of  the  (Ibservutory  in 
St.  John'p,  which  ir  fiinii&hed  with  some 
good  initrnmencs  ;  and  he  oert^cvcrL-d  with 
{;re*ii  ililik't-iKc  to  rnuki'  olHUTvittioiin  till 
within  abuut  fooi  ymrfi  ut  hi<<  death. 
Thefic  observations  he  has  left  aceu- 
ntely  recorded  :  and  (here  is  reeAoo  to 
ho|>e  that  (h06e  who  Imve  now  pODfeasion 
of  ihcm  will  think  them  worthy  of  pubU- 
cation.

Uy  the  reeoin- 
miMidutioii  ot  a  friend,  however,  he  wiu 
induced  to  try  liis  fortune  unee  nioiv  in 
Uuisid.  ]>urinj^'  \m  tonr  Throuj*h  the 
nortli  of  Europe  hi-*  inlraordinnry  power* 
as  a  pianint  »ere  icknowledgcd  with  due 
honour;  lie  uus  judicious,  too.  in  availing 
bimKclt  of  many  popular  liunish  and 
Swedish  oielodieii  in  bi^t  concert  pieces, 
which  rnnirihnted  tu  secure  for  iheiii  ii 
liivourulde  bearing.  His  northern  plans, 
however,  were  diiitnrbud  by  the  canipnifTn 
of  ltfl'^%  which  inducdl  bini  Ui  visit  Kng- 
lund,  then  the  only  settled  European 
Itahilation.  He  reached  Londun  in  iHl.'i^ 
and  remained  here  for  the  next  twelve 
years,  during  which  he  U  nndeiscood  to 
huvc  gathered  a  suflicicnt  fortune.

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J.  R.  remarks  : — "  Id  the  obienrations 
on  the  sixth  volume  of  Mr.  Lockbart's 
Life  of  .Sir  Walter  Scott,  pnhlishitl  in 
your  number  for  April,  I  pointed  oat  a 
nnf^Iar  nnachro ilium  (M>niniitte<l  by  Mt>n- 
tesqiiicu,  and  carried,  uncorrected,  through 
A  variety  of  editions  of  bis  work  ;  though 
I  had  little  doubt  of  its  having  attracted 
the  nnticu  of  lome  of  bis  commentntort. 
Accordingly.  I  find  that  Voltaire  hud,  at 
an  early  period,  been  ttmck  with  the 
glarinfc  error,  as  may  be  seen  ta  his '  Com- 
mentaircc  Eur  TEflprit  des  Lois,'  forming 
part  of  his  numrroustrscti  on  Ic^slntton, 
contained  in  the  'Z2nd  and  33rd  volumes 
of  his  works,  printed  at  Pnris  in  IHlfi. 
Indeed,  Voltaire  seldom  naffered  an  op]»or- 
tanity  of  as^iailing  the  reputation  of  hia 
illustrious  contemporary  to  eacape ;  not 
only  in  the  detection  of  his  inaccnracicm 
which  was  perloeily  justifinbic,  hut  in  the 
im|>cachment  of  hit  views,  and  compe- 
tency of  hjs  mind  for  thi:  tii»k  he  had  un- 
di-rtaten,  though  occaaiounlly  anxious  to 
soften  these  strictureei  by  highly -coloured 
praideH,  as  wlu-u  he  itaid,  '  !^  genrr  hu- 
main  arait  perdu  acs  litres,  et  Monies* 
qoieu  Ics  a  retrouv^s.'  To  the  passaj^ 
corrective  of  the  anachronism  in  question, 
a  note  is  added,  (I  believe,  by  Condorcet,)

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THE  LETTERS  OP  CHARLES  LAMB;  editbd  btThokasN.  TAtrouiiD, 

S  VOLB.   1837. 

MR.  LAMB,  \ro  think,  hats  been  very  fortanatc  in  finding  in  tbe  samo 
friend    nnd    execntor   who    protects   And  superintends   his    property^  a 
biographer  who  also  can  do  jnstice  to  hiiii  high  litemry  reputation.     An 
acquaintance    of  twenty    years    has  given    Mr.    Talfourd    an    intimate 
knowledge  of  the  virtues  and  character  of  the  deceased  j  and  he  has  in 
theae  volumes  pourtrayedthera  in  a  manner  and  spirit  uhich  every  admirer 
of  Loaib  i)cr»onally.  or  as  a  writtr,  must  approve.     The  amiable  quah'ties 
of  his  heart  are  dwelt  on  with  affectionate  regret,  and  the  rare  endowments 
of  his  intellect  are  develoj^d  ivilli  a  delicate  and  discriminate  appreciation 
of  their  value.     The  professional  character  of  Mr.  Talfourd,  and  his  emi- 
nence in  the  highe«t  and  rhoiceat  walks  of  literature,  gave  an  assurance  to 
the  public,  that  the  ta.sk  of  lovu  would  be  at  once  ably  and  honourably 
diwhnrged,  nnd  inspired  coufidencc  in  all  the  friends  of  the  deceased  j 
so  that  wc  may   presume,  whatever  memorials  C.  Lamb's  friends   pos- 
sessed,  which   were  considered   as   doing  honour  to  his    memory,  were 
freely  cntnistcii  to  Mr.  Talfourd's  judgment.     This  may  well  be  a  sub- 
ject of  congratulation,  because   Lamb's  correspondence  uitli  his  friends, 
in  terms  of  exprctisioii,  in  style  aud  thought,  in  its  Ui;»tingui&hiug  pecu- 
liaritirs,  and  in  its  general  features,  differs  less  from  the  tone  and  manner 
of   his    previously    published    works,    than    that    perhaps   of    any    other 
writer.     Those  who  enjoyed    the  various  excellencies  of  Klia,   its   wit, 
humour,  pathos,  and  the  happy  sketches  of  lively  portraiture,  must  feet  a 
Bimilar  ilelight  in  having  the   same  qualities  exhibited  in  their  happiest 
manner  in  the  volumes  now  before  us.     Many  productions   have   the  out- 
ward form,  and  pass  under  the  name  of  '*  letters, '  which  have  little  claim 
or  right  to  the  title.     Others  bear  but  distant  rescinblancc  to  the  previous 
works  and  presumed  character  of  the  author,     'llic  sage  and  pious  DckI- 
dridge   Hppcaru  in   his  correspondence  a  warm  and  amorous  g:dlant ;   and 
the  romantic  VVi/.ard  of  the  North  a  somewhat  too  keen  admirer  of  the 
perishable   eotumiKlilies   of   earth.      But    Lamb    preserves   a  consistency 
throughout — nnuj>  et  idem — he  is  the  same  whether  in  his  morning  inky 
cloak,  or  in  his  dress-coat  and  sable  gaiters.     His  wit  runs  as  fine,  aa 
fresh  and  sjiarkling  ;  bis  banter  and  his  jokes,  grave  or  gay,  are  as  laughter 
moving  ;   while  his  serious  moods,  his  affectionate  feelings,  his  *  fond  com- 
laints,'  his  little  despondencies  and  diurnal  trials  iutd  temptations,  are,  as 
y    be    prcAiimcd,    more  fully  and    openly    beheld,  and  more  cordially 
xpresscd.     Indeed,  in  many  parts,  his  letters  fail  no  »h)t  bchiud  his  more 
reful  and  published  works,  forming  a  most  desirable  addition  to  thcmj 
nd  accompanied  as  they  are  with  the  illustrations  which  Mr.  Talfourd  haa 
ivcn  of  Lamb's  person,  character,  manners,  aud  friends,  they  enable  tho 
ader  to  feel  the  pleasing  anali)L;y  between  the  author  and  his  writings, 
streams  flowing  in  opposite  channels  are  fed  by  the  same  parent  fount  j 
the  writings  of  Lamb,  howcvea^  dilToreut  their  qiinlitics  and  tendency, 
their  rise  in  the  one  prevailing  and  characteristic  temper  oC  his  mind.

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easily  be  Iraccd  op  to  one  coiiiition  feeling,  of  wliicli  tliey  ore  but  separate 
GxpressiuttB.  Tliis  sometimes  took  Ihe  g:»rb,  .is  musUTiiig  pnssion  moved, 
of  the  incmt  untcstniincd  luirtti.  aiu)  soiiietitncM  of  solemn  thuuglit  or  peu- 
sivc  medittitiuti ;  it  led  liiin,  as  it  Nliifted  its  air'itd  colours,  soiiiclimcs  to 
enjoy  (nnd  no  one  more  inleiieely)  the  intelleetdnif^mtilieation  Bnd  stimnluB 
of  the  goeiiU  supper  table,  suiTouiidcd  as  it  wns  with  the  topping  wits  o»4 
Fpirtts  of  the  day  ;  and  at  otlicis  bcekoned  liiin  off  «itli  sliadovvy  finger 
to  the  secluded  roeessr^  of  his  rural  domaJn,  and  led  him  to  wander  tha 
live-long  day  in  solitary  meditation,  amid  the  wuudy  lanefi  and  j^eqiiestered 
scenery  of  Enfield.  Lamb's  serious  vein  and  Ids  humour  ore  Ixith  cxoel- 
lent.  Mr.  Talfourd  (fives  the  superiority  to  the  former.  Be  that  ji»  it 
may,  the  latter  we  consider  the  more  cltai'acteristie  ;  it  is  of  a  very  fjiiished 
kind,  the  work  of  an  artist,  and  sctdoai  fails  to  hit  the  mark.  There  ift 
nothiug  cheap,  vulvar,  or  conimon-plaec  about  it.  On  the  other  hand,  it  ift 
the  result  of  fine  nud  delicate  tjiatc.  uovel  associations,  lively  imnginatiour 
and  a  most  discriminating  power  of  commanding  the  very  images,  phrases, 
and  word  in  the  very  ]>osilion  and  order  in  which  they  are  wanted.  Somc- 
titncK  he  effects  his  purpose  by  startling  contrasts  lietweeu  the  insignifi- 
cancy of  the  subject,  and  the  importance  of  the  disquisition.  Souietiiue$ 
by  casual  surmises,  ambiguities,  supplementary  corrections,  premises  and 
conclnsions  strangely  brought  together,  predicates  fetched  from  uiiknowa. 
distances,  a  gui^cous  and  elaborate  fiction,  seeming  substantial,  'till  a  fmal 
word  dropped  in  dissolves  the  whole  argument.  Laughter  is  his  under 
the  garb  of  gravity^  mock  solemnities,  Sloiuus  in  a  gown  and  cassock, 
learned  allusions  and  all  the  treasures  of  untiquity  brought  to  illustrate  an 
idle  fancy,  a  whim,  a  creation  of  the  moment,  an  open  confessed  fiction.. 
The  authority  of  Preater  John,  or  the  great  Khan  of  Tarlary,  twlicittul  as 
by  a  stately  ambassage,  to  support  some  brat  of  a  vngar)'«  begotten  in  the 
back  seat  of  the  Edmonton  stage ; — all  witty,  quaint,  thoughtful,  and  imagi 
native.  Lamb's  wit  is  not  of  a  popular  kind— eiVcwm  comy>i/a  currere — 
but  when  it  pleases,  its  success  is  perfect.  It  is  a  thoughtful,  Ijookish^ 
grotesque,  learned  kind  of  wit,  full  of  wisdom  and  eloquence,  as  Butler'*, 
was  -J  a  wit  to  niminate  on  ; — "  Habuit  a  natuiA  pluriuium  acuntinis  quod 
etiam  arte  limarit.  Habuit  cum  gravitate  mistos  sales,  et  facetos,  qui  in 
narrando  aliquid,  \'cnuste  versantnr."  W'c  have  nothing  rcseini>ling  it  in- 
modern  literature.  Polilicjil  oeconomy,  and  polemical  divinity,  and  stmitj- 
lical  tables  have  dried  up  our  brains;  but  it  is  occasionally  to  be  srca 
darting  its  glittering  corrut>cations,  or  playing  with  its  lamhent  lights  in  the 
pages  of  our  older  writers  ;  in  those  golden  days  before  we  were  taken. 
from  the  s(»ft  and  overflow  ing  bosom  of  ease  and  leisure,  to  be  consigned 
to  the  hanl  iron  gripes  of  our  present  stern  stepmother — L'tilitj,  But  witU 
them  it  was  often  fantastic  and  extravagant,  for  the  anthor  liad  nut  learned—, 
omnibus  in  rebus  seHtire,  quid  sit  satis, — yet  in  its  wildest  rti;;hti  bearing 
rightful  marks  of  its  divine  birth — of  the  flame  of  genius, — and  strongly, 
contrasting  with  the  nakedness,  the  meanness,  and  |M)vcrty  of  the  modem 
Utilitarian  disquisitions.  Look  into  any  page  of  our  old  divines,  oik] 
dramatists,  uud  moralists^  and  essayists.  How  copious  their  invention  ! 
how  masterly  their  arguments  !  how  comprehensive  their  learning  !  then 
how  richly  expanded  and  varied  their  metaphors  <  how  funcitul  tbeirj 
annlc^cs  and  allusions,  how  forcible  their  exprehaiuna  !  These  »ei-e  thi 
authors  whom  Lnnib  loved.  lie  would  not  call  modern  nubhcatiuns; 
books;  in  rAeir  Inmbrations  he  fonnd  a  rich  giattfication  )  there  be  in- 
gcafib!)'  imbibvd  a  cougcuiul  spirit.    He  cauf^Ui  the  qualutnctis^  bappinosd,

tlic  iiMinitnbIc  choice  of  tlieir  words  iiikI  phritscs,  niif)  t1iU6  some  of  tlie  goM 
(iust  of  tbi!i  treasure  of  aiitii|iiity  wuh  sprinkle!  over  all  his  writing's,  in 
IKU'lry  or  |>rosc;.  Vet  uutlcr  circutustanccs  less  atlvantRgeoii'j  for  improv- 
ing and  hoi|j:htening  it  which  he  po9scsserJ,  ttiis  tjuality  of  humour  would 
5tjll  have  been  cultivnled  by  him.  Indeed,  where  it  exists*,  it  is  generally 
found  niiiung  pcr^uua  of  habits  and  dlspobitions  of  life  not  far  from  resem* 
bliiig  hi:^.  'the  view  which  the  witty  and  humorous  take  of  life,  and  the 
representation!}  they  give  of  the  motley  character  and  diversified  scenes 
before  tliemt  has  more  in  it  of  the  spectator  than  of  the  actor ;  of  one 
who  is  plc;tAed  rather  to  survey,  than  to  partake  of  what  is  passing  before 
him  ;  who  has  disengaged  himself,  not  from  tlie  social  HfTectiong,  or  com* 
maudiitg  duties,  or  reciprocal  obligations  of  life  to  whieh^  on  the  contrary, 
he  is  most  deeply  buiuid,  but  from  something  of  the  ordinary  pursuits,  the 
low  vulgar  ambition^  and  the  hungry  and  clamorous  demands  of  worldly 
mcu — 

Tlic  ungorcmable  pack  wbo  bark 
WiUi  impious  honlin^  ut  lienreo's  twfiil  gate — 


of  one  who  has  wi|>ed  off  a  little  of  tliat  earthy  film  that  is  more  or  less  on 
all  our  eyes  ;  who  looks  on  worldly  objects  more  rationally,  estimates  them 
more  modestly,  and  reasons  on  them  more  consequentially.  M'hose  mind 
therefore  is  disengaged,  and  has  leisure  to  look  placidly  about  it.  The 
pursuits  which  occupy  us  all,  through  the  best  years  of  life,  and  dim  its 
golden  noon,  have  a  too  fatal  seriousness  in  them,  considering  what  Ihcy  are. 
The  race  of  life  Ands  us  always  at  full  speed,  aud  out  of  breath.  Wc 
carry  too  mucli  weight. 

The  love  of  iDonvy,  the  presumed  nccexsiti/  of  having  it,  the  pursuit  of 
jKiwer,  fame — those  vultures  of  the  mind — bind  us  down  and  fetter  us  in 
stem  and  cruel  captivity.  Wc  look  ati  1  iulliiential  things  only  at  the 
nmrket  price.  VVe  permit  not  an  inch  of  unproductive  soil  to  remain  in 
the  mind  ;  no  smiling  open  wastes,  no  breezy  flowery  commons  for  room 
and  recreation — no  long  summer  days  of  pastime  and  innocent  enjoyment. 
The  carc-woni  heart  has  become  the  slave  of  iiitlexible  purposes,  of  stern 
resolves,  aud  unbending  |»erseverance.  The  tittle  joyous,  ligltt,  and  festive 
motes  of  nit  and  pleasure  that  used  to  dance  and  career  (Fancy's  light  horse* 
men)  before  the  intellectual  eye,  drop  down  cold  and  lifeless  under  tlie 
frowu  of  Ambition's  iron  brow.  Lamb  was  a  [>crs<in  of  wise  moderation,  of 
reasonable  wishes,  uncxpensive  habits,  che;tp  pleasures,  and  gentle  and 
quiet  thoughts  and  resolves.  Hence  his  mind  was  free  to  form  and  eujoy 
its  own  pleasing  creations,  or  take  a  calm  and  impartial  suivey  of  what 
was  passing  beyond  its  boundary.  He  wm  not  for  ever  dashed  to  and 
fro  by  the  crossing  and  opfiosing  tides  of  hopes  and  fears,  and  the  whole 
train  of  besetting  anxieties  and  cares.  The  afflictions  which  he  felt  were 
of  a  very  differeut  kiud,  leaving  the  disposition  uachanged  or  improved, 
tf  men  will  force  themselves  iuto  those  hazardous  situations  which  border 
on  all  sides  on  entbairassmcnt  and  dilliculty  ^  with  large  fortunes  to  create, 
families  to  advance,  business  to  direct,  pn»jccts  to  secure,  dangers  to  avoid 
—nuncprece,  nunc  pretio,  nunc  vi,— they  must  Icam  that  what  they  acquire, 
if  KucccssfuL  must  be  made  at  a  tremendous  sacrifice  :  they  must  not 
wonder  if  the  delicate  an<l  sensitive  tissue,  which  used  to  iV-el  the  faintest 
touch,  has  become  inert ;  if  the  Inic  and  tender  bl<MMn  Ium  fallen  ofl'  the  sur- 
face of  tlic  wasted  afTeettons  and  neglected  syuij»athics  and  feelings  ;  if  all 
the  bright  aud  tlewy  freshucas  of  the  mind  li.is  dibappcured.  With  others, 
vaiiities  tuke  the  place  of  ibc  puasioud,  aud  iwa^uvM^  ^k«i\\^%  \<\^\k^  '^ 
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im]K>rtuufitc  and  imperative  ns  real  wiuits.  Th}is,  to  obtain  some  fa>*otiritc 
picture  (Titian's  masterpiece),  some  marble  breathing  ivith  life,  n  gum 
(Aspasia's  once),  an  urn  from  Crotona^  or  one  of  the  old  Etruscan  citicf, 
a  rare  edition  of  n  northless  volume^ — become  the  too  aerious  occopations 
of  a  lifCj  and  enchain  the  thoughts  and  wUJ  in  [lerfect  thraldom, 

Gemmiu,  mamior.  cbur,  Tyrrhcni  ligllla,  tabeUu, 
ArgQUtnm,  vestei  Otttulo  morice  tincuu] 

or ]>crhapsi>oIiticaruiflacncc arid  borough  interests  and  parly  inovcmeats claim 
the  entire  submission  of  the  riaiugand  pro.spen>usmaji.  Thus  it  is,  that  among 
the  unnumbered  multitudes  of  maukiud,  how  few  arc  to  be  found,  wbo»c 
minds  are  free  to  breathe  the  fresh  and  genial  atmosphere  of  nature,  and  who 
can  estimate  aud  enjoy  that  wi.se  and  moderate  liberty  which  I^mb  delighted 
in  and  so  profitably  employed  !  With  him  the  natund  passions  had  room 
to  play }  and  hi»  wit,  flashing  out  of  his  melancholy,  was  as  the  summer 
lightning  )>layiiig  innocuously  round  the  very  cloud  which  giive  it  birth. 
And  thus  it  is  tlie  overburdened  spirit  relieves  itself :  a  pun  mnv  discharge 
a  whole  load  of  sorrow ;  the  stiarp  jHtint  of  a  quibble  or  a  joke  may  let 
out  the  long-gathered  waters  of  bitterness.  Wc  want  no  Hamlets  to  tench 
us  this.  We  need  no  Sternes  to  tell  us  how  thoughts  and  imaginings, 
pensive  and  jocose,  alternate  and  play  across  each  other  and  tntermiuglc 
in  the  mind.  This  was  I^-imb's  xvit — it  kept  apart  by  itself.  It  did  not 
sharpen  the  airowi*  of  satire,  it  did  uot  grin  with  a  pro\*oking  malice,  it 
did  not  thirst  for  reward,  it  did  not  rater  to  vanity,  it  did  not  lire  on 
adulation.  It  was  his  own  quiet  possession  and  delight.  It  had  no  fellow- 
ship with  the  Footes,  the  Shcridans,  the  Colmaus  of  the  day.  it  rose 
higher,  as  it  sprang  from  a  greater  depth  than  theirs  j  but  it  held 
acquaintance  with, — It  paid  a  becoming  deference  to  the  wits  and  wise 
men  of  old.

everjwherc  it  smacked  rarely  of  antiquity  ;  and  had  an  equal  command 
over  our  tears  aud  smiles.  Bemg  thns,  it  wUl  oudure.  This  ia  otir

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holy  mystery  of  the  veiled  goddess  of  Sais,  he  aslca  for  no  more :  he 
has  fiilhlled  liis  destiny."*  We  now  hasten  to  give  a  few  specimens  of 
some  of  the  qualities  so  well  described  iu  the  above  passage.

(dexterously  replaced  by  a  salamander),

Lamb's  faioovs  letter  to  Mx.  Soutkcy  is  written  nitb  great  ainll  and 
pon-er  ;  and  to  os,  wbo  were  only  spectAtors  of  tJie  fray,  was  very 
entcrtaiuiiig.  He  says  (for  the  lion  soou  cooled  down  to  the  natund 
iiaixib)  that  the  accursed  Qiiarterly  Review  had  vexed  him  by  a  gratnitoiis 
apcuking  of  his  own  knuwlcdgc,  that  the  confessions  of  a  D-— d  wan  a 
geflitine  description  of  the  state  of  the  writer.  Mi-  thought  it  might  do 
hitn  harm  at  his  office,  and  kts  life  was  iimared.  \Vho  the  writer  of  this 
anfortunatc  article  was,  Mr.  Talfourd  has  not  informed  his  rcnd^^rs  -,  but 
we  believe  (though  wc  do  uot  draw  our  information  from  Mr.  Murray's 
back  jHirloiir)  tltat  it  waa  the  late  UuDcntctd  and  cxccllcul  Doctor  Goocli 
of  Herncrs  Street. 

The  following  letter  wan  addreiifled  to  Bernard  Barton^  on  the  latter 
exprcwu4(  a  very  abeurd  and  tttireasoiiuble  wish  to  Ik  liberated  froiu  the 
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toil  of  keeping  other  {>copIe's  accounts,  and  balancing  ledgers,  which 
produced  him  notlnog,  The  ad%ice  ivas  sound  and  good  in  the  dnys  it 
was  given  j  but  the  character  bestowed  on  tlie  booksellers,  which  makes 
them  appear  as  ugly  and  unaniiablc  a  set  of  heads  as  those  surrouodlng 
the  theatre  at  Oxford,  or  as  the  j^hastly,  grinning  yur^oi/rx' on  Magdalen 
tower,  is  no  longer  applicable.  The  trade  is  now  in  the  hands  of  gentle- 
men of  high  feeling  and  uuboimdcd  liberality.  The  slightest  merit  in 
authors  is  neither  overlooked  nor  unrewarded  j  rising  genius  is  fosttred ; 
large  sams  arc  paid  for  volumes  which  never  sell.  Ad  author  in  repute, 
with  all  his  sails  set,  and  a  stifl*  gale  blowing  favourably  bcliind  him  from 
Albemai'le  Street  or  Chancery  I^ne,  may  afford  to  have  a  bed  to  himself. 
The  old  dramatic  line  of  Peele  and  Oreenc  is  very  lucrative ;  liand^ome 
sums  arc  daily  paid  for  single  sermons  \  and  thus  the  Church  is  benefitted. 
A  poetic  vein  (that  divine  art  being  now  rare)  insures  easily  a  rapid 
fortune :  a  late  lamented  biographer  is  said  to  have  made  the  enormous 
»um  of  four  thousand  pounds,  by  only  fifty-six  years  of  unremitted  labour  ! 
poor  man  I  he  fell  a  victim  to  bis  love  of  money.  The  booksellers  of  the 
present  day  are,  moreover,  as  sagaciouii  judges  of  the  merits  of  a  work  as 
they  are  its  liberal  rewardcrs — their  hyKivoia.  is  on  a  par  with  llieir  fieya.- 
\o\i/vxia. — But  *' ye  Gods,  we  pratc  " — let  us  return  to  Mr.  Barton  and 
his  baukiug  account:

"  Hirow  yourself  on  the  world  without 
any  rational  plan  orsuppart  bfyond  what 
the  chance  employ  of  booksellers  wouU 
afford  you.  Throw  yourself  ralher,  my 
dear  Sir,  from  the  steep  Tarpeian  ruckf 
sUp  -dash  headlong  down  upon  iron  spikes  t 
If  you  haTO  but  five  consolatory  minutes 
between  the  desk  and  the  bed,  make 
much  of  them,  and  live  a  century  in  them, 
rftlher  than  turn  ilsre  to  the  booksellers. 
Tliey  are  Turks  and  Tartars  when  they 
faave  poor  authors  at  their  )>crk.  tl  Uherto 
you  hare  been  at  arms'  length  from  them. 
Come  not  within  their  grasp.  I  have 
known  many  autbora  want  fur  bread  ; 
some  repining,  others  enjoying  the  bless- 
ed security  of  a  spunjpng-honse ;  nil 
agreeing  ther  had  rather  luive  been  tailor«. 
weavers, — what  not  ?  rather  than  the 
thingi  they  were.  I  hitve  known  some 
■tarred  ;*  some  go  mid  ; — one  dear  friend 
literally  dying  in  a  workhunse.  You 
know  not  what  a  rapacions  set  these 
buokseUers  are.  Aak  even  Southcy,  who 
(a  single  case  almoat)  haa  made  a  fortune 


by  book -drudgery,  what  he  has  found 
them.  O  !  you  know  not— may  you  never 
know,  the  miseries  of  *  Eu1»istiug  by  an- 
thorship!'  'Tis  «  pretty  uppeudoge  to 
sitmitions  like  youra  or  mine,  but  a 
slavery  worse  than  all  slavery  to  be  a 
bookseller's  dependent,  to  drudge  ytmr 
brains  for  pots  of  ale  and  breaita  of  mut- 
ton, ta  changt  your  frtt  thought*  and 
voluntary  nHmtters  for  ungraeiouM  taMlt- 
work.  Tlie  bookjelicrs  Iwte  a«  I  The 
reason,  I  take  to  be,  that — contrary  to  all 
other  trades,  in  which  the  master  gets  all 
the  credit  (a  jeweller  or  ailversmith  for 
instance),  and  the  journeyman  who  really 
docs  all  the  fine  work  Is  in  the  back 
ground — tn  oitr  work,  the  world  gives  all 
the  credit  to  ns,  wlium  thrg  cunnidcr  as 
their  journeymen,  and  therefore  do  they 
hale  ns,  and  cheat  us,  and  opprcAs  tu,  and 
would  wring  the  blood  of  us  out  to  pot 
anotlier  sixponoc  in  their  mechanic 
pouehes.f  •  *  •  Keep  to  your  bank, 
and  your  bank  will  keep  you.  Tniat  not 
to  the  public;  you  may  hang,  atanre, 
drown  yourself,  for  Anything  that  worthy

the  general  sense  of  the  inercaiitite  world,  which  holds  that  desks  arc  not 
deadly.  It  is  the  inimi,  good  fieninrd  Barton,  and  not  the  limbs,  that 
taints  by  long  sitting.  Tliink  of  the  patience  of  tailors — think  how  long 
the  Lord  Chancellor  sits — think  of  the  brooding  hen  !  " 

We  cannot  overpass  the  letter  to  the  Quaker  banker  suggested  by  the 
mistakes  of  the  late  unfortunate  Mr.  Fauntlcroy,  whose  accounts  with 
the  Bank  of  England  were  not  kept  with  the  accuracy  expected  when 
dealing  with  a  large  commercial  company}  in  conscqaence  of  which 
tlicrc  occurred  a  msperision  of  some  consequence^  and  the  iine  of  pro- 
ceeding adopted  wns  considered,  however  strong,  to  be  necessary.  Thus 
be  guards  his  friend  agmnst  similar  misfortunes  :

Fauntlcroy  once ;  to  have  thought  many 
besides  him,  who  at  hut  have  expiated  as 
he  has  done.  You  are  as  yet  upright — 
but  you  ore  a  hanker,  or,  at  least,  the 
licit  thing  to  it.  I  feel  the  delicacy  of  the 
subject; — but  csfth  mn»t  sometimes  {Mifs 
throogh  your  hands  :  sometimes  to  n  great 
■  mount.     If,  in  an  uuguarded  hour, — but 


will  bring  upon  these  of  your  pcrsaailon  I 
Thousands  would  go  to  see  a  Quaker 
hanged,  that  would  be  indifferent  to  the 
fote  of  an  .Anabaptist  or  a  Presbyterian.

I  am 
shocked  sometimes  at  the  shape  of  my 
own  fingers]  not  for  their  resemblance 
to  tho  ape  tribe  (whinh  is  something), 
but  for  the  exquisite  adaptation  of  them 
(o  thi:  purpnscs  of  fingering,  pirkinc;,  fac.

We  hare  little  or  nothing  that  we  can  ndd  of  personal  recollection,  to 
wli&t  Mr.  I'alfnurd  has  reluted  of  this  somewhat  eccentric,  but  most  ex- 
cellent person  j  hut  whnt  yxc.  Ho  know  bear«  n-itncas  to  the  fidelity  of  the 
Jwrtrait  which  his  accomplished  hio^raphcr  has  dmwn.  The  last  time  wc

'I'horr  was  no  one  but  his  sister  with 
IB.  lAtnh  was  in  (^ood  snirila,  talked  of  his  different  friends, — of  Cole- 
ridge's vast  reading,— of  Wordsworth,— of  Southry,  (whose  hair,  he  trl- 
unphed  to  wy,  ww  grey,  while  his  own  retaiued  'M  iwtti\v*v.\<tS — ^"^^^w. 


reached  his  staircase,  he  detained  me  with 
an  nrirrncy  which  would  not  be  denied, 
aad  wc  mounted  to  the  top  story,  whore 
anohl  petti^d  iervant,  Becky,  was  ready  to 
receive  u*.  We  were  soon  ttuatcd  hcforx! 
a  cheerful  fire.  Hot  water  and  its  better 
adjuflcts  were  before  us ;  and  Lamb  in- 
sisted on  my  sitting  with  him  while  he 
smoked  one  pipe, — for,  nlaal  for  poor 
human  nature,  he  had  resumed  his  ac- 
quaintance with  his  fair  traitreas.  How 
often  the  pipe  and  glosacs  were  reple- 
fliHhed,  1  will  not  undertake  to  disclose : 
but  ]  caa  never  forget  thu  conversation  ; 
tluiugh  the  lirjtt,  it  was  more  solemn  and 
in  higher  mood  than  any  I  ever  had  witli 
Lamb  after,  throngb  the  whole  of  our 
frirndpthip.  Hnw  it  took  nich  a  turn 
between  two  strangers,  one  of  them  a 
lad  of  not  quite  twenty,  I  cannot  tell,  but 
so  it  ltap|>ened.  We  discoursed  then  of 
life  and  death  ;  and  our  anticipation  of  a 
world  beyond  the  grave.  Lamb  spoke

higlily  of  KcatSj  and  Bnrry  Cornivall.  Iii  old  poetry,  Cliapinaira  floner 
detained  us  loiif^j  nud  Lnmb  nas  deli4;hted  to  lie  informed,  whirh  be  vsta 
for  the  first  time,  tliat  tliere  are  two  or  three  distiurt  Iranslatious  of  the 
old  bard  by  this  same  venerable  admirer.  We  offered  to  lewd  him  one  of 
the  earlier  translations.  *'  No,  no,"  he  said,  "  I  know  yon  wout  like  the 
gap  it  will  leave  in  your  Ubrarv."  He  liked  Ambrose  Phillips's  delicalc^^ 
little  verses.  We  talked  of  Klilton's  Samsou  Agonistes,  when  Mitf^H 
Lamb's  mcmor}'  beat  us  both  at  a  long  distance.  In  prot<e,  he  api>earwH 
to  know  more  or  less  of  most  of  our  great  authors  of  Elizabeth  and 
James's  time,  Fuller,  Burton,  Sir  T.  Browne,  Felthnm,  were  his  favourites  j 
and  he  was  very  fond  of  picking  up  the  little  duodecimo  volumes  of  l^ve- 
lyn  i  he  mentioned  his  book  ou  "  Sallets  "  with  delight.  We  forget  whether 
we  touched  on  Tom  Corj-at  and  the  "  Water  Poet,"  but  remember  Hau- 
dolph  was  not  overlooked.  Being  a»ked  how  he  knew  his  own  books,  one 
from  the  other,  (the  choice  gleaDiugs  of  umny  a  studious  walk  at  the 
book  stalls  in  Barbican,)  for  scarcely  any  were  lettered,  and  all  were  to 
a  bibliopiiilist  but  a  stray  set  of  foundlings;  "How  does  a  shepherd 
know  his  sheep  ?"  was  the  answer.  At  our  departure  he  warned  us  of 
tlic  neighbourhood!  of  the  New  Iliver  (only  a  few  feet  apart  from  his 
door)  and  the  fate  of  poor  George  Dyer.  We  called  a  few  mornings  after; 
Lamb  was  out,  and  we  sate  chatting  with  Miss  Lamb  for  an  hour.  Miss 
Mitford  had  but  just  left,  who  came  to  consult  them  on  some  dramatic 
reading  for  a  new  play.  Lamb  was  then  reading  the  old  dmmatists  at 
the  Museum,  and  making  extracts.  His  sister  expressed  her  delight  in  his 
new  employment,  as  occupying  his  time,  and  keeping  him  from  his  walks, 
which  she  seemed  to  think  over  long.  Little  did  we  think,  that  we  were 
never  again  to  enjoy  the  society  of  this  truly  amiable,  simple,  excellent, 
and  most  highly  gifted  pair.  During  the  evening  repast,  I>anib  sprinkled 
pretty  copiously  his  pans  on  albums  and  other  similar  evils  over  the  sur- 
face of  the  conversation ;  and  this  leads  us  to  add  one,  oil  Coleridge's 
authority,  which  we  do  not  see  iu  Miss  Beotham's  collection.

1813. — Read  Southey's  Omniana.  The  idea  that  tlie  state,  with 
respect  to  different  religious  sects,  like  the  eyes  of  a  well-drawn  por- 
trait, should  look  on  all  alike,  is  very  ingenious  mid  happy. — A  buU, 
Southey  distinctively  defines,  "  a  mental  juxla-posltlon  of  Incungmoos 
ideas,  with  the  settsatiun,  but  without  the  seusv  of  connexion."  The 
fancy  (p.  117)  that  trimuphant  generals  in  Home  wore  rongv  tu  imttate 
blushes,  is  admirably  facetious,  lie  uifntions  that  a  StK'imnn  wit  trnncvl 
original  siu,  '*  the  crime  of  being  b<»m."  The  divisions  of  madness  in  the 
next  article  are  far  from  being  clear  and  distinct.  It  is  stitcd  that  the 
hens  whicJi  .tre  hatched  tu  Kgypt  by  artificial  heat  will  rtfcly  aJt  upon 
their  eggs»  and  on  this  account  only  fetch  half  price. 
Jan.  J9.  Pursued  Omniana.  U'hciiover  Southey  Attempts  to  bc  auimatod 
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and  grand,  ho  bprorncs  inHatpd  nml  obscure.  Met  Sir  Uiclmrd  Fletcliff 
at  dinner,  wlio  spolic  in  lii(;li  tt'niiR  of  llic  l*ortiij;uesc  thanicter — civil 
without  servility  :  but  lie  repregcnlfd  the  Spaniards  as  jmi^uned  and  |»er- 
vertcd  by  pride  and  jealousy.*  Fiiiislied  Soutluy's  Oinniima.  I  cor- 
dinlly  agree  in  tlio  ridicule  of  ^\*est"a  Immortality  of  Nelson  (p.  '2*24). 
Tirniites  presenting Cariuesinu  for  n  picture  of  liis  luistrcas  with  a  mirror, 
is  a  pretty  idea.  The  figure  of  the  hungry  Hosh'tlies  of  biographem 
swarming  iibout  Ibe  lion,  as  stwn  as  ho  expires,  is  apfH^sitc  and  foreibie. 
Of  toadu  lie  olteerves  (p.  2.'i.'t),  tlitit  many  that  were  cased  up  nt  llie  De- 
luge in  rocks,  are  likely  to  live  till  they  arc  baked  in  their  celU  at  tha 
general  conflai^ratiou. 

Feb.  3.  Called  ut  Colonel  Dupui's.  Mc  mentioned  an  aDecdotc  of  the 
icess  Charlt>tte  of  Wales  j  she  vowed  t-he  would  not  go  to  the  Queeu'i 
iwing-rooui,  or  the  Prince  8  ff^te.  without  her  mother.  Lords  Hertford 
and  Varmoutli  went  down  to  ^Vind»or,  but  could  make  no  impression  ; 
she  would  not  listen  to  them.  On  this  the  Prince  ilespatoheH  the  Chan- 
celJor.  After  some  remonstrance  and  altercation,  "  Ma'iam,"  said  he,  "  if

Feb.  21.  Began  Crabbc'g  Tales.  He  is  very  solicitous^— much  more  so, 
I  think,  than  the  occasion  require^i, — to  maintain,  that  the  poet  who  paints 
from  reality,  from  life  and  nature,  ujid  merely  describes  without  any 
proper  exercise  of  invention,  is  still  entitled  to  tliat  character.  He  might 
have  consulted  Tvviuing's  Aristotle  on  the  subject  with  wlvantage.  'Vha 
effect  of  iwetry,  Crabbc  observes,  should  be  to  lift  the  mind  from  the 
painful  realities  of  real  existence,  by  substituting  objects  M'hich  it  may 
contemplate  with  interest  and  satisfaction;  and  this,  he  thinks,  maybe 
cflectcd  not  only  by  mere  description,  but  by  a  description  of  these  very 
realities,  provided  they  arc  not  the  very  realities  uliich  happen  actually 
to  distress  tlic  readers.  This  is  certainly  fmrly  meeting  the  great  objec- 
tion to  his  poetry,  but  J  am  afraid  it  is  only  meeting  it. 

/V6.  25.  Finished  Crabbe's  Tales;  most  of  them  as  tales  are  too 
meagre,  even  for  the  introductitm  of  his  uaturat  and  vivid  colouring  with 
effect.  The  11th  (Kdward  Shore)  exhibiting  the  desperate  e*id  of 
genius  misapplied,  and  the  1-lth,  the  Struggles  of  Conscience,  please  mc 
the  best,  as  being  most  in  ('nibt)e'8  way.  who  evidently  shines  most  in 
the  terrible.  In  twlh  he  exhibits  a  masterly  instance  of  hurrying  over 
ft  part  of  the  iiarridtve  on  which  he  must  not  dwell,  with  instant  dis- 
patch, yet  {Hiwerful  indication  of  his  meaning.  Some  passages  in  the  dth 
(the  Patron)  touched  me — from  particular  circumslnuces — nearly.  The 
physical  misery  of  Merchant  Paul  in  the  l"th  is  absolutely  agonising  in 
the  recital,  aud  the  moral  sufferings  of  Sailor  George  in  the  20th  are 
little  less  so.  Sympathy  in  both  is  pushed  to  pain.  Crnhbe  has  the  art 
to  give  an  air  of  truth  und  reality,  ami  by  this  lueans  additional  force  to 
Actions,  by  making  his  worst  chnracters  endowed  nith  some  touches 
Tight  feeling.     'I'his  is  strikingly  exemplified  with   respect  to  Brother 

in  the  'JUth  tale.

AVnlked  to  Whitton  -j  then  took  a  path  to  the  left  leading 
to  the  paper-mills,  and  pursued  it  till  the  light  broke,  presenting  a 
most  lovely  prospect  over  the  volley  of  tUe  Gippin,  of  the  heights  be- 
yond, circling  round  from  Bramfield  spire  to  Claydon  church,  the  river 
serpentising  most  sweetly  in  the  bottom.  Read  the  9tli  Report  of  the 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  India  Affairs  1783,  by  Burke, 
in  which  he  evinces  astonishing  plastic  powers  over  a  mass  of  most  multi- 
farious and  intractable  matter.  His  laboured  diligence  in  collecting  mate- 
rials must  have  been  immense,  and  cau  only  be  surpassed  by  the  mas- 
terly ability  with  which  be  arranges  and  compounds  them.  Burke's 
charges  against  Hastings  are  so  contrived  as  to  carry  with  them  their  own 
endcnce  in  a  great  measure,  and  they  certainly  appear  to  bring  home  with 
irresistible  force  a  confessed  and  enormous  delinquency. 

Jprii  14.  Read  Home  Tooke's  trial  for  a  libel  in  1777.  He  displays 
throughout  a  matchless  sngacity  and  force  of  mind — reducing  his  judge 
Lord  MansBeld,  and  even  his  prosecutor  the  Attorney  General  'lliurlow,  to 
comparative  insignificance — but  most  perversely  misapplied.  ^\'herc  this 
is  not  the  case,  when  in  his  reply  to  Thurlow,  who  in  praying  for  judg- 
ment virtually  bespoke  the  piUorij,  the  gentleman  breaks  out,  his  eloquent 
appeal — the  eloquence  of  nature  and  genius  and  Bue  fcehng — absolutely 
withers  and  consumes.  I  am  clear  that  judgment  ought  to  have  been 
arrested  for  the  insufficiency,  the  incompleteness  of  the  charge  in  the 
information,  which  no  evidence  on  the  trial,  (as  Mansfield  endeavours  to 
help  it  out  by,)  could  legally  supply.  It  appears,  from  an  allusion,  that 
Burke  was  present  at  the  trial.  H.  Tooke,  in  his  address  to  the  JHr\', 
expressly  mentions  that  where  there  is  no  assertion,  there  can  be  no  truth 
or  falsehood.  Nothing  reduces  Johnson  so  much  in  my  estimation  as  his 
dreading*  to  meet  Thurlow. 

Jpril  18.  Read  Horsley's  Speeches.  His  arguments  on  the  Adnltcrv 
Bili,  in  favour  of  prohibiting  the  seducer  from  marrjiug  the  seduced  wife, 
appear  to  me  quite  conclusive.  The  close  is  most  pathetic,  and  many  of 
the  turns  in  the  course  of  it  original  and  happy.  There  is  a  manly  spirit 
about  Horsiey,  iuqmticnt  of  being  overborne,  which  commands  our  esteem. 
He  maintains  that  papal  tyranny  arose  out  of  the  encroachment  of  nietro- 
jwlitins  and  patriarchs  on  the  independent  authority  of  bishops.  In  hid 
last  speech  he  pleads  the  abolition  of  the  tilavc  trade  with  surpassing 
eloquence.  Many  strokes  in  the  course  of  it  are  very  bold  and  fine — "  We 
have  reason  to  conclude  (says  he)  from  the  mention  made  of  slave-traders 
by  St.  Paul,  that  if  any  of  them  find  their  way  to  heaven,  they  must  go 
thither  in  company  with  murderers,  parricides,  and  sodomites  ;*'  and  again, 
•*  to  contend  that  uiuultivated  land  justifies  the  continuance  of  the  trade,  is 
in  efVeet  to  say,  tiiat  llie  possos.sioii  of  a  certain  (piantity  of  land  in  a 
barren  state  givt-s  the  owner  a  right  to  manure  his  soil  with  the  carcasses 
of  murdered  Africans."  The  whole  forms  a  noble  finale  to  his  pailia- 
mcntary  harangues. 

Matf  7.  Rcjid  a  pamphlet  by  a  Mr.  Blakeway.f  full  of  weakness  and

which  he  endeavours  to  establish  that  General  I>ee  was  tlic  author.  It  is 
an  odd  eircuinstunec  cerlninly  that  Lee  shuuM  have  represented  himself 
as  abroad,  when  he  was  aetually  in  Knt^Iand,  during  the  first  blaze  of 
Junius  ;  and  in  the  nolencc  of  their  politienl  animosities,  though  by  no 
means  on  the  precise  objects,  they  perfectly  ayrci*.  But  Lee  seeius  to 
faiiTC  been  a  hot-headed,  impetuous  ehanietcr.  easily  stirred  to  angor,  and 
intcni|>erate  in  the  e\pression  of  his  feelings  ;  whereas  Junius,  though 
susceplibk'  of  the  fiercest  indignation,  n hen  vehemently  moved,  always 
retainti  the  most  |»erfc"et  sclf-conimani),  and  in  the  very  **  fury,  tempest, 
and  whirlwind  of  hiK  passion  "  maintains  a  tciopcrance  which  enables  him 
to  direct  it  with  the  deadliest  eflect. 

Mat/  'M)  Reiitl,  in  Pinkcrton  s  Collection,  travels  in  Burbar)-,  by  Addison, 
the/afher  0/ the  cefebriUed  writer,  written  in  a  strange,  cpiiiiut,  pedantical 
style,  Hut  not  the  k-ss  amusing  on  that  account. 

Jvne  5.  Read  Str/thvnxs  Life  of  II,  Tooke  He  is  quite  eorrect  in 
representing  Toohe  !is  friendly  to  the  Church,  and  hostile  to  Dissenters. 
/  havr  o/tcH  heard  him  rj'/tress  himself  idtli  much  waiinlh  to  that  t'ffcet. 
When  I  mentioned  Hvauson's  doctrines  to  liim,  he  said  lie  had  don*r  with 
theological  ini]niries.  He  appears  U>  have  been  vcrv  sanguine  and  ardunt 
in  hi;>  joiitli.  1  am  soiry  to  find  thai  IVley  opposed  his  degree  at  Cam- 
bridge. Stephens  affirms  that  Tooko  told  him  he  knew  the  author  of 
Junius,  and  th:it  he  lately  assured  nnother  gentleman  that  he  was  still 
liniig.  8.  considers  tiiat  he  completely  foiled  Junius.  I  Chink  that  he 
had  the  best  of  the  argument,  but  far  the.  worst  of  the  battle. 

Jane  7.  I  am  staggered  by  Tookc's  peremptory  dcclar.-ttion  that  he 
kuciv  the  author  of  Junius.  He  might  have  ae4|U)red  his  information  since 
I  talked  with  him  on  the  subject,  but  it  half  excites  a  surmise,  that  he 
himselj  was  the  author,  or  connected  with  him.  The  acrimony  nud  its 
objects  would  pretty  well  agree,  Wilkes  and  himself  excepted.  The  de- 
struction of  the  remaining  MS.  of  bis  epic,  beginning  with  *'  belief,"  is 
moat  vexations.  But  I  half  suspect  he  found  himself  unable  to  satisfy  the 
ex|>ectations  he  had  excited.  The  Treatise  on  Moral  Phihwophy,  in  op|M)- 
sition  to  Palty's  system,  is  another  grievous  loss,  and  I  should  like  aliovo 
measure  to  sec  his  notes  (the  rod  in  pickle)  ou  Professor  Stewart's  Stric- 
tures. 

June  8.  Went  to  the  Tower  Church,  to  hear  the  Bishop  of  Norwich'fl 
charge.  The  sermon,  by  Mr.  H  Berners,  on — *'  I  wish  thmi  wert  either 
hot  or  cold," — evidently,  but  skilfully  and  delicately,  impugning,  by  anti- 
cipation, the  Bishop's  production.  The  charge  itself  conceived  in  the 
true  spirit  of  Christmu  charity,  itud  nioat  impressively  delivered,  inculcating 
(Wi  every  topic  niodemlion  and  indulgence  towards  the  opinions  and  feelings 
of  others,  delivered  as  if  extemporaneous.  The  Bishop  expressl)  declared 
it  to  be  his  mature  judgment,  that  all  civil  disabilities  on  account  of  reli- 
gious opinions  were  at  once  useless  aiul  injurious,  and  he  coucludcd  nith 
stating  tlmt  he  had  .tdnpted  early  in  life  the  scutinients>  religious  and  poU- 
Ucal.  of  Bitbup  Hu.idh  y  ;  that  bubseipicnt  retlectiou  Imd  confirmed  the 
adoptiun,  uiid  that  by  ttiese  he  was  coitleut  to  stand  or  fall,  here  ftud 
hereafter. 

Jn/te  \),  Fuiishcd  Stephens's  Life  of  Tooke.    ^VTtcr  alU  tUura  U  ^wiA- 
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hcrent  iiwl  indelible  pcrverbity  about  this  oxtraordiiiury  man,  wliich  de- 
monstrates gomctlilng  rsscntially  wiY>iig  iii  his  itttcllcotiiat  and  moral 
confunnution.  Ha  must  have  madcBotiic  fiilse  estimate  of  human  cliaructcr 
and  our  political  conditiou,  or  his  ilibpotiitioii  Qud  temper  were  utisuited  to 
work  upon  them.  In  his  conierftational  opinions,  we  discover  little  real 
sag&city  or  reach  of  thought,  and  much  iu^eniouH  error;  and  if  we  are 
occasionally  gUddeiied  with  gteuins  of  good  licusc  aud  jufit  feeUiig,  hko 
breaks  of  sunshine  in  a  stormy  day,  they  derive  their  charm  from  liic 
contrast.  Perspicuity,  rather  than  grasp  of  mind^  seems  his  prcdoiuiuaitt 
intellectual  featuie  ;  whiUt  his  moral  nature  is  deformed  and  abaflcd  by 
the  most  violent  acrimonies  aud  shocking  personal  antipathies,  for  which 
it  is  impossible  to  account  from  public  principle  nlonc.  I  am  as  scn&iblc 
aa  Tookc  could  be  of  the  weaknesses  and  errors  of  Dr.  Johnson  ;  but,  good 
God  !  am  [  on  this  account  iu  anger  to  t>hiit  my  eyes  to  hU  trail  seen  dent 
merits  ?  1  can  have  no  high  opini(»n  of  the  understanding,  and  6till  leas  of 
the  heart,  which  judges  so  hardly  as  Tooke  nppcais  to  have  di»uc  :  tlicrii 
in  nothing.  I  am  satibtied,  in  human  mtturc  al  large  which  warniuts  nuch 
conclnaions  }  and  the  dcdncliona,  it  is  to  be  feared,  cnme  from  witluii- 
Stephens  notices  his  declared  aversion  to  the  institution  of  marriage — a 
wretched  symptuuk  in  n  icforniing  purist,  however  much  the  n»an  might 
have  t>ccn  personally  disinclined  to  the  yoke.  1  once  heard  him  at  a 
public  dinner  on  some  |>oliticat  occasion  compare  the  monarchical  part  of 
our  Constitution  to  a  wife,  of  which,  as  wc  hml  got  fter,  it  woe  prudent  to 
make  the  host.  Here  he  was  all  over  !  His  arguments  for  or  aijainst  wine, 
as  he  indulged  or  abstained,  remind  mr  of  my  poor  friend  Syroonds. 

June  U,  liooked  over,  for  it  is  impossible  t*>  read,  Ciarkson's  Life  of 
Pew.  He  seems  to  have  combined,  iu  a  remarkable  degree,  (hat  goo*! 
sense  in  ordinary  matters,  and  folly  on  religion,  which  is  cliaracteristic  of 
his  sect.  On  the  subject  of  toleration,  or  rather  religious  emancipation, 
he  justly  remarks  that  religion,  under  any  modification  of  church  goveni* 
ment,  formed  no  part  of  the  old  English  Constitution  ;  aud  that  to  live 
honestly,  do  no  one  an  injury,  aud  give  every  one  bis  due,  entitled  every 
UHlivc  to  English  pririleges.*  Our  title  to  our  rights  and  privileges, 
oor  liberttea  aud  properties,  rises  higher  than  auy  ecclesiastical  prctcii- 
sioDS  i  and  nonconformity  to  the  Established  Church  ought  not  to  drpriva 
UB  of  them.  It  is  curious  to  ob^cr^'e  extremes  meeting  in  hib  friendly 
counexion  with  James  the  Second.  I  am  not  surprised  at  bis  being 
8US|)ectcd  as  a  Jesuit. 

June  27.  ^^'ent  to  the  Tower  chnrch ;  after  service  took  Wcshy  up  to 
the  organ-loft,  where  he  lomanced  in  a  most  stupendous  style  for  ubo\r  an 
hour  :  declared  that  he  never  thought  bcfonhnnd  nor  remembered  after- 
wards, nnd  could  always  play  when  he  sal  doggeilly  about  it.  Dr*  Hague 
of  Cambridge  was  with  us.  ^V'calcy  played  a  voluntary,  which  actuaUy 
took  awuy  the  breath. 

June2i>.  Wesley,  Dr.  Hague,  and  others,  diocd  with  uic  :    Wesley  full

Carried  tu  hear  Horace's  Carmcau 
Su'cularc  performed  to  music  :    in  tli<'  nild^t  of  one  of  the  choruses,  he  said 
to  a  gentleman   who  R.it  next  to  liim, — "  And  now,  air,  do  you  really  and 
conscientiously  affirm  that  yon  hke  tlii^  howling  V — Said  to  Burney,  how- 
ever, that  he  cuvied  him  his  ujtth  sense.     Dumcy,  Wesley  thought,  po8« 
sesscd  ratlicr  more  taste  than  science — too  much  attached  to  the  ItaliaQj 
school— the   (jermaos  far  their  superions  in    liarmony — Mozart    uniting 
both  excellencies.     Wesley  got  prodigiously  dated   in  the  evening,  atu 
cltom|K>rised  most  stupendously  :    joined   in  shiging>  with  good  cfTcct  3' 
mentioned  that  he  was  |ierfeetly   versed  in  all  the  minutiic  of  the  Itoman 
Catholic  religion  ;  could  perform   masses  as  a  priest :   wonderfully  quick 
aud  brilliant.

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Ata  the  approachiug  Coronation  of 
bcr  Maje&ty  cxcilcs  gn-al  intercut,  1 
wish  to  call  the  attention  of  your 
readers  to  the  fxistencf  of  a  volume 
vhich  claims  equal  antt(|uity  with  St. 
Edward's  Chair,  if  not  with  the  atone 
'*  whereon  Jacob  dreamed  hia  dream" 
an<t  the  ancient  kings  of  Scotland  sat, 
and  which  in  at^sertcd  to  have  been 
us«d  at  the  coronatioDs  of  the  English 
sovereigns  three  ceuturifs  before  the 
choir  anil  stune  wore  hrou^ht  from 
Scotland.  I  allude  to  a  Lntifi  MS.  of 
the  GoHPEi-s,  on  which  traditioo  as- 
serts, whether  truly  or  falaely  remains 
to  be  seen,  that  the  ancient  kings  of 
England  took  lluir  respective  corona- 
tion oaths. 

No  one  can  believe  that  either  the 
cbair  or  the  stone,  or  any  of  the  old 
andvrnerable  Regalia,  posiiess  of  them- 
selves any  power  by  which  they  confer 
aught  of  additional  solemnity  ufton 
the  ceremony  of  a  coronation,  nor  that 
ao  oath,  Bwora  upon  a  time-honoured 
volume  of  the  iJuly  Cu^pctti  (oiichird 
by  furnier  kinp,  i«  muTz-  hiiidiug 
iherrfore  than  if  t^kcn  upon  a  i^hilling 
sheep-bound  copy  fresh  from  the 
printer's  and  the  binder'^  bands  i  sltU 


all  arc  alike  part  and  parcel  of  that 
antiquity  which  I,  for  one,  should  b^J 
sorry  to  sec  cast  aside  in  thin  august 
office ;  and  at  a  time  when,  owing  to 
economy,  »o  many  ancient  customs 
are  omitted  and  suits  and  services  dis- 
pftnsed  with,  it  may  be  thought  advis- 
able to  retain  those,  which,  among  othefi 
merits  have  that  of  costing  nothing. 

Owing  to  the  chiqucred  fortunes  di 
this  volume,  its  history  is  not  knuw'O' 
throughout  with  such  certainty  as  that 
of  the  chair  and  stone  juat  mentioned, 
since  the  time  of  Edward  the  First. 
Tiiat  it  is.  hnwever,  of  the  antiquity 
asftigntd  tn  It,  no  one  acquainted 
with  monuscripts  can  for  a  moment 
doubt ;  that  it  did  belong  to  .Ethel, 
Stan,  the  grandson  of  Alfred 
Great,  and  that  it  was  presented  bi 
him  to  the  church  of  Dovor.  there  is 
strong  prima  facie  evidence;  that  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  tifteenth  century 
it  was  in  itie  possession  of  Margaret 
of  York,  Duchc«h  of  llurgundy,  sistoT] 
of  Edward  tlic  Fourth,  aod  that  it  wi 
lietievtMl  hy  her  to  have  been  used 
thecoronnlicin-3  uf  former  kinf;^, there  U 
gfrod  proof;  aotl  lo  the  fact  that  it' 
was  uscfl  at  the-  coronation  of  CKuU:^ 
the  Flt*\,  -we  \w4(;  >^t  Y^x^sv^t  \*>Ai- 
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mony  of  a  contemiwrary,  the  well- 
known  antiquftry.SirSimoiidaU'Cwes. 
The  book  wad  the  property,  at  that 
time,  of  Sir  Koberl  CoUun,  and  it  »tili 
forum  part  of  the  Cotloniao  library  ia 
the  Uriliah  Museum. 

This  MS.  is  u  quarto  volume  of  217 
leaves,  written  apparently  at  the  latter 
part  uf  the  ninth  century,  and  it  is  n 
fine  specimen  of  the  writing  as  well  as 
of  the  art  of  illuminating  at  that  early 
time.*  It  is  of  the  Continental  rather 
than  the  Anglu-Saxon  school.  Al- 
though it  narrowly  cicaped  from  total 
dcittruction  in  the  fire  in  1731,  at 
Ashburnham -house,  where  the  Cot- 
tonian  library  was  then  deposited,  and 
yet  bears  evident  marks  of  its  danger 
in  the  crumpled  leaves  and  singed 
margins  which  it  exhibits,  the  text 
and  illuminations  arc  quite  perfect; 
and  enough  of  its  origiual  tspk-nduur 
remains  tn  shew  that  it  yis^  a  truly 
royal  book,  such  as  at  the  time  was 
possessed  by  none  but  personages  of 
the  highest  distinclioa.  or  monastic 
institutions  of  grent  wealth. 

The  volume  contains  the  four  Gos- 
pels, with  the  usual  prologues  and  llie 
cannuB  of  Kusebius  prefixed.  Besidtfs 
richly  ornamented  initials,  each  Gospel 
has  also  a  figure  of  its  writer  at  the 
commencement,  painted  nn  ft  dark 
ground;  and,  in  addition,  the  Gospel 
of  St.  Matthew  has  the  genealogy  of 
oar  Lord  written  in  small  gold  uucial 
characters,  upon  a  ground  oiiginaily 
blue,  but  now  having  a  somewhat 
greenish  tint.  It  i^  not  my  purpose 
to  describe  minutely  the  writing  or 
ornaments  of  tlie  MS. ;  but  to  proceed 
to  the  evidence  and  tradition  of  it5 
having  belonged  to  ..Klhelstan,  and 
been  used  at  former  coronations.

I  have  before  stated  that  1  believe  the 
volume  to  have  been  executed  on  the 
Coutineot.  and  not  in  an  Anglo-Soxoa 
scriptorium. 

That  the  manuscript  did  in  fact 
belong  to  ^-Ethelstan,  is  believed,  not 
only  from  a  rh;»rter  of  his,  grttQtiD| 
Kolkstonc  to  the  church  of  Dover,  ana 
from  some  verses  in  his  praise,  wbicll 
appear  at  ff.  12 — 14,  of  the  volume, 
but  also  from  the  following  positive 
declaration,  written  in  acontcmporarf 
hand : —

Jo  Mr.  I'lanta'd  catalogue  of  the 
Cottonion  Library,  printed  in  180*2  by 
the  then  Commissioners  of  Records. 
Smith's  words  are  repealed  with  few

Mr.  Plnnta's  first  mistake,  aa  it  ap* 
pears  tome.  isinquotingWauIey.  {who, 
so  far  as  I  can  find,  tloes  not  mention 
the  volume^  instead  of  Smith,  whose 
description  we  have  seen  and  who 
lived  a  generation  before  Wanley ;  even 
ifWonlcy  does  any  wheie  doi^ciibc  the 
volume.  Smith,  as  the  earlier  writer, 
should  have  been  (jiiotcd.  Ilia  »econd 
mistake  is  in  a^si^ning  these  vcrsea 
and  their  accompauimenta  to  tlie  time 
of  Richard  the  Second,  nearly  a  cen« 
tury  before  their  real  date.  To  judge 
merely  from  the  pointing,  the  itlumi- 
nation  was  not  executed  until  very 
long  after  the  year  1400.  With  re- 
gard to  the  "  Bed  aliis  dubiura,"  Mr. 
Pianta  gives  no  names  and  assigns  no 
rearons;  although  the  "alii"  differ, 
he  says,  from  Wanley.  whose  learn- 
ing and  judgment  on  these  points 
have  been  rarely  equalled,  perhapa 
never  excelled,  and,  when  called  in 
question,  fully  deserved  that  reasons 
should  be  assigned.*'  I  take  the  worda 
to  be  nothing  more  than  a  timid  ex- 
presaioa  of  Mr.  I'laula'a  own  vague

doiibtft;  evidently  he  hnd  not  cx- 
amioeil  the  subject,  nml  |>crhn|>R  was 
afraid  of  committing  him»cir  t>y  a  po- 
anttvo  opinion." 

The  *•  handsume  illumination." 
which  Mr.  FlanU  menlioniii  h  a  leaf 
insetted  at  the  commencciKent  of  the 
volamc  by  Margaret  of  York,  sister  of 
Edward  tJie  Fourth,  and  third  wife  of 
ChatlcA  the  Uold,  the  last  Duke  of 
Burgundy,  to  whom  she  was  married 
in  June  1467.  It  is  worthy  of  notice 
that  the  MS,  was  thus  in  the  pnssos- 
aton  of  royalty  long  before  the  difiso- 
lution  of  the  monasteries. 

The  tradition  we  have  spoken  of 
retts  mainly  upon  the  verses  contain- 
ed in  this  leaf,  and  which  hare  been 
given  above.  Mr.  Planta  considers 
this  leaf  to  be  of  the  time  of  Richard 
the  Second,  who  died  in  1399.  No 
mean  antiquity  for  even  a  fable !  I 
assume  that  it  is  not  earlier  than  I477. 
It  is  divided  into  four  compartments; 
the  uppermost  containing,  on  the  left 
hand,  the  temptation  of  our  Lord  (ap- 
parently), and  un  the  right  hand  the 
arruK  attributed  to  iEtlichlan."  sur- 
mounted by  a  crown  resembling  in 
form  an  archducal  bonnet.  In  the 
next  compartment  is  a  fi^rc  clothed 
in  a  surcnat  quarterly  of  ancient 
France  and  England  kneeling  before 
an  altar.  This  may  be  intended  for 
Richard  the  Second,  as  Planta  sug- 
goats,  althougti  I  know  not  why  Mar-

Tlicre  bUiusanrvtdrnt 
allusion  to  tne  different  dynasties  by 
whom  this  hook  is  supposed  to  have 
been  used  ;  the  arms  of  Edward  Aland - 
ingfnr  the  Saxon  kings,  DatM/trIc  for 
Cnulc,  iVormoBf/y  for  William  I.  and  H, 
and  Henry  I.   England  for   Henrj-  H.

Krom 
the  arms  being  in  a  lozenge,  I  believe 
this  leaf  to  have  been  etecutcd  nfler

Inhere  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  date 
orautbcoticity  ofthiB  leaf.  Margaret, 
we  know,  was  possessed  of  no  mean 
literary  acquirements  for  that  age.  and 
collected  books;  the  Museum  posses- 
ses several  other  MSS.  from  her  col- 
lection, having  the  same  arms  :*'  that 
she  patrunisvd  Caj[ton,**and  even  con- 
descended to  criticiife  hi!5  language,  and 
that  David  Auhert*'  wos  employed  to 
write  books  for  her,  is  certain. 

I  have  described  this  leaf  with  some 
minuteness,  as  the  words  in  the  Mu- 
seum catalogue,*' divers  royal  and  other 
arms  and  various  other  ornaments," 
give  no  information  whatever ;  whereas 
the  leaf  when  examined  proves  the 
important  fact,  that,  more  than  three 
centuries  and  a  half  since,  the  si>ter  of 
the  reigning  king  of  England  believed 
this  MS.  to  Ik  the  volume  on  which 
the  coronation  oath  was  taken  by  the 
successive  monarchs. 

Ifow  ur  when  this  book,  like  many 
others  of  value,  came  into  the  posses- 
sion of  Sir  Robert  Cotton,  it  wouhl  Ije 
futile  to  inquire,  and  will  probably 
never  be  known.  That,  whilst  in  his 
possession,  its  claims  were  not  lost 
sight  of,  is  proved  by  Its  having  been 


used  at  the  coronation  of  Charles  I. 
a  fact  established  by  the  testimony  of 
Sir  SymonJs  D'Kwcs.  in  a  letter  to 
Sir  Martin  Stutevillc,  still  extant,  ami' 
printed  in  iSir  Henry  Ellis's  Collection 
of  Original  Letters  :'- 

"  About  eight  of  tbc  clocke  his  Majes- 
tte  was  expected  to  h«ve  landed  nt  Sir 
Robert  Cuttnn'»  staim,  my  Lord  Mar- 
shall having  bioiiielfc  given  order  for  car* 
pets  to  bee  loicd.  Sir  Robert  stood  rradic 
Iber  to  receave  him  with  ■  booke  of  Athel* 
Stan's,  being  the  fuwcr  EvsagcIiKts  in 
Laliu,  that  King's  Saxon  •>  Epistle  pne* 
fixed,  u}ion  nliich  Tar  divers  hundred 
fcnrcs  together  tbc  Kings  of  Englnnd  had 
Boleiunly  taken  tber  Coronutiim  Oath. 
But  tlie  roUll  bnrge  hawked  thosie  steps 
80  fitlte  accommodated,  and  being  put 
forward  was  run  on  ground  at  the  Parlia- 
ment Staires  ;  by  which  both  bis  Mojestle 
and  the  lordes  were  fainc  to  use  the  neigh- 
bour boatfi  for  ther  landing.  Sir  Robert 
tolde  mee,  and  I  bclccvc  it,  that  this  act 
might  have  brought  a  custome  of  settling 
there,  and  soc  was  gladd  it  missed ;  hot 
1  conceived  the  Duke  had  prevented  that 
art  tif  grace  to  be  done  him,  by  reason  of 
that  piece  I  shewed  yoa  which  began,  '  Soe 
luuK  at)  those  attended  our  Master  now 
with  God,'  S:c.  framed  by  him  ;  yon  msy 
remember  how  I  told  you  that  I  doubted 
him  the  anthnr  by  reason  of  the  style  and 
graviliu  in  it.  Yet,  I  thinke  a  little  after* 
the  booke  was  delivered." 

Whether  or  not  it  has  been  used  at 
any  later  coronation  t  know  not,  ooil 
cannot  learn. 

With  regard  to  the  truth  of  the 
story,  I  6nd  that  it  is  believed,  ur  at 
least  that  no  Huapicion  is  expressed 
by  Margaret  of  York,  Sir  Robert  Cot- 
ton, SirSymonds  D'Ewe*,  the  learned

IN  Tait*»  Edinhuryk  Magazine  for 
August  lastj  will  be  found  a  graphic 
description  of  the  pediment,  or  fnm' 
ton,  of  that  remarkable  building,  by 
O.  P.  Q.,  the  well-known  radical  cor- 
respondent of  the  Morning  ChranicU. 
The  article,  notwithstanding  some 
characteristic  observations  of  the 
writer,  is  an  interesting  one,  and 
would  have  well  suited  your  MisceU 
lanv;  but  though  in  general  sutfici- 
ently  explicit,  both  as  to  the  history 
of  the  edifice  and  embellishments  of 
the  pediment  by  the  sculptor  David, 
(nephew,  I  believw,  of  the  colehralcd 
republican  painter,!  a  few  supplemen- 
tary circumstances  connected  with  thia 
magnificent  structure  may  not  be  un- 
acceptable to  your  readers. 

The  church,  dedicated  to  St.  Gene- 
vieve, patroness  of  Parti,  originally 
b«gan  by  Clovis.  and  fuii^hed  by  his 
widow  St. Clotilda,  in  llie  siithcentury 
(8e«  Butler's  Saints,  January*  3rd  and 
June  3rd),  had  fallen  into  decay,  when 
Louis  the  Fifteenth  '*  determined  to 
erect  one  near  it  upon  n  large  and 
magniticcnt  scale.  Uesigns  [ursentrd 
by  Soufflot  were  adopted  j  and  on  llio 
0th  of  September,  1764,  the  Kinglaiil 


the  first  stone."*  But  scarcely  hftd 
it  eme-Tgcd  from  the  foundation,  when 
the  wide-sprending  impiety  of  the  aga 
made  it  evident  ihut,  iH'fore  its  com- 
pletion, its  dcstinatton  would  be  wholly 
changed,  and  perverted  to  u«e»  utterly 
foreign  to  its  original  purptrs?.  7*he 
probability  uf  such  a  result  accord- 
ingly suggested  so  long  since  as  the 
year  17/7  the  following  signally  pro- 
phetic  lines,  which  appeared  at  leaet 
fourteen  years  before  their  acrompltah-

Tht!  French  inacription  waa  the 
happy  thought  of  M.  Pastoret,  origio- 
ally  ao  advocate,  and  subsequently 
employed  in  various  public  functions  : 
but  Montgaillard  (Hi&t.  de  France, 
torn.  iii.  p.  108)  maintains  that  the 
words.  "  Ln  Palrie  rfrntmniatuatr,** 
were  redundant ;  and  that  the  simple 
exi>re89ion,  "  Aujc  Grandi  Hommew,'* 
wu  quite  sufficient ;  and  1  think  he 
is  right.  The  first  who  received  the 
honours  of  the  Pautheun  was  Mira- 
beau,  id  April  1791. — "  L'Aascmble'e 
Nationale,  k  I'unanimite  et  par  accla- 
mation,  decema  a  Mirabeau  dca  hon- 
neurs,"  Sic.  And  on  the  30th  May 
following.  theannivcrAary  ofthc  death 
of  Voltaire,  "  L'Assemblcc  d*5clara  cot 
^crivain  tib&attnr  de  tajiensee,  et  digne 
de  recevoir  lea  honneurs  di'ccrne's  aux 
gnmda  horame:)."  ficc.  On  the  27tb 
August  ensuing,  a  similar  distinction 
was  decreed  to  J.  J.  Rous&eau,  on  a 
petition,  composed  by  Ginguen^  (P-L.) 
the  author  of  "  L'Histoire  LittiVaire 
d'ltalic,"  and  signed  by  Fnurcroy, 
Champfort,  Fanny  Bcauharnaia,  and 
numerous  other  perionu  of  celebrity. 
The  petition  was  publi-^hed,  with  the 
auswer  of  the  president  of  the  A<tsera- 
bly.  M.  Victor  de  Broglie,  in  8vo. 
(pp.  Li."!  In  January  1822,  however, 
the  tunibs  of  thctte  apostle*  of  incre. 
dulity  vverc  removed  ;  but  have  been 
o^ia  reinstated.  Such  have  been  the 
viciaaitudes  and  ever-recurring  con- 
testa  in  the  feelings  and  principles  of 
the  ascendant  parties !

In  July  1793.  Marat,  the  sanguinary 
Murat,  v^'aa  interred  therewith  all  the 
mark^  of  popular  enthusiasm  that  had 
accompanied  the  funeral  of  Mirabeau ; 
but  he  did  not  long  maintain  his 
ground  ;  for,  on  the  8tJi  of  February 
1735,  his  corps*  woA  llung  into  "  li-a 
immondici-*  dc  I'e'v^tmt  Muotmartre." 
(.MontgaiUard.  turn.  iv.  ari.) 

Tbtt  cost  of  this  bt^auliful  edtiSct 


may  be  estimoted  at  about  a  milUoft 
sterling,  or.  taking  into  calculation  thoj 
dilfcrence  in  the  value  of  money  at  tha^ 
periods,  one-third  of  what  waa  ex* 
pended  on  our  cathedral  of  St.  Paul*; 
A  letter  from  Napoleon  in  April  I8O7, 
referred  to  by  M.  Bignon  (whose  bis-j 
tory  1  am  glad  to  see  resumed  aAer  a 
long  cessation),  torn.  vi.  p.  27t,  states, 
that  fifteen  millions  of  francs,  or 
Goo.ooo/.,  had  been  absorbed  in  the 
construction,  Ae  (Napoleon)  knew  not 
hour;  but,  with  the  Bourve  and  the 
Mai/dalm?  church,  it  constitutes  one 
of  the  proudest  monuments  of  modera 
French  architecturt;.  In  the  Almamach 
Pojmhirp  dr  h  France  for  the  current 
year,  a  work  to  which  Arago,  Come- 
nin,  and  f>ther  distinguished  members 
of  f'er/re'mp  gauche  of  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies  have  contributed,  there  ia  a 
very  good  representation  of  the  new 
fronton  or  pediment. 

M.  Postoret.  author  of  the  present 
inscription,  was  one  of  the  few  acade- 
mirians  that  embraced,  at  its  origin, 
the  principles  of  the  Revolution,  wfajch 
he  followed  through  its  varying  phases, 
and  had  the  good  fortune  to  survive, 
af\er  attaining  the  rank  of  peer  of 
France.  &c.  He  belonged  to  the 
"  Academic  dea  Inscriptions  et  Belles 
Lettres,"  which,  with  that  of  the  Sci- 
ences and  the  French  Academy,  now 
form  the  Royul  Inntitntp.  In  literary 
statiAtics  it  may  he  worthy  of  notice 
that,  of  the  thirt\'-sevcn  members  of 
the  French  Academy  (the  maximum 
was  forty.!  existing  in  1789,  seven  only 
were  declared  partizaos  of  the  revolu- 
tion, viz.  Baiily.  Duels,  La  Harpe 
(who  quickly  changed),  Chamfort, 
Target.  Condorcet.  and  the  Marquis 
de  Montesquiou,  of  whom  at  least 
three  fell  victims  to  the  cause — Bailly 
and  Montesquiou  by  the  guillotine, 
aud  Condorcet  by  suicide.  The  Aca- 
demy of  Sciences  then  contained  ninety 
members ;  that  of  Inscriptions  and 
nelles-Lcltres  reckoned  sixty.  Ofthc 
former,  only  two,  Fourcroyand  Monge, 
mode  themselves  conspicuous  as  adhe- 
rents ofthc  new  order  of thinps;  and 
of  the  latter,  nnt  more  than  three, 
Camus.  Dugsauli,  and  i'astoret,  cx- 
tlusivi'ly  of  Bailly  and  Cuadorccl,  who 
bdongeit  to  the  three  academics.

**  Nor  is  the  modi-  of  taming  viciatu 
horses,  latrlj  practiseil  hj  an  Iri^li  suiilli, 
•  fict  witne*M:J  by  per]>on»  of  liigli  rank 
and  reputation,  fesK  luarTpllouK.  Tliifi 
man,  at  a  race*  io  Ireland,  proffered  \o 
reduce  an  animal  to  obciitcnce,  which  had 
hitherto  been  prrfffctly  unmanai;cable. 
He  was  for  a  short  time  shut  up  with  him 
in  the  stable,  ^\'hat  parsed  on  the  orca- 
aionianot  known,  Tlir  result  vrn<t,that  the 
horse  prored  not  only  disciplined  to  all 
useful  purpnseK,  but  afti-r  iccciring  a 
irfttKjirr  (for  it  WHg  thus  he  itrctcmled 
to  convey  hi&  coinintntdK),  for  tlie  first 
time  performed  a  variety  of  tricks  witli 
the  utmo^t  readiness  and  docility.  The 
man  pmfeiised  hin  inicDtion  of  communt- 
cotiniE  hi»  secret;  but  Itc  died  suddenly, 
and  the  wonder  is  yet  unexplained."

'Hint  there  is  truth  in  ihe^e  two  stale* 
meiitA,  givtMi  nt  such  different  pt-riuds 
and  in  different  places,  of  the  satnc 
facts,  V.-C  raust  believe ;  the  further 
invcstig«ti»n  of  it  is  worth  the  pursuit, 
and  great  practical  benefit  would  re- 
suit  from  success  in  the  di6Cuvef7  of 
this  cxtntordinary  secret.

poets."  I  cannot  tell  whether  Mr. 
fiucke  may  take  the  trouble  to  follow 
the  advice  of  the  critic,  but  1  have  nut 
ftuffcied  it  to  be  lust  upon  mc. 

It  appears  that  some  difference  of 
opinion  had  subsisted  between  Mr, 
Fox  and  the  present  Lord  Grey,  about 
the  song  of  the  Nightingale  -,  and  Mr, 
Fox,  in  a  letter  lo  Lord  Grey,  refers, 
in  support  of  his  own  0|iinion,  to 
Chaucer,  *•  who,  of  all  poets,  seems  to 
have  been  the  fondest  of  the  singing 
of  birds,"  and  who  calls  the  note  of 
the  Nightingale,  "  a  merry  note." 

I  have  before  mc  a  very  tliin  quarto, 
with  margin  of  very  goodly  dimen- 
sions, and  the  whole  not  exceeding 
sixteen  pngc^,  purporting  lo  be  "  Ob- 
Bervatioiib  "  on  the  above  letters,  and 
written,  as  I  underEtaud,  by  a  mooter 
of  a  college  at  Cambridge,  now  and 
for  thirty  years  last  past  a  D.D.  F.R. 
and  A.S.  I  hope  it  will  not  be  un- 
ainusing  to  your  readers  if  I  introduce 
them  to  an  acciuaintance  with  the 
learned  Doctor's  lucubrations,  and  sub- 
join my  own  opinion  upon  them. 

He  is  inclined  lo  suspect,  tliat  Mr. 
Fox  was  not  aware  of  the  ancient 
usage  of  the  word  marry  :  and  for  this 
suspicion  I  think  he  haa  sufficient 
ground.  He  adds,  that  in  "oldEng. 
lish  poetry,  it  is  frequently  employed 
to  express  what  is  ayrerabl^  or plpaaanf, 
without  having  any  relation  to  miVM." 
He  should  have  ^aid.  in  our  modern 
acceptation  of  the  word,  mirth ;  for 
in  their  acceptation  of  the  word,  the 
a*sertion  is  unwarrnntable.  He  fur- 
ther proceeds  to  maintain,  that  the  pe- 
culiar quality  in  Kounds,  to  which 
Chaucer  has  so  frequrotly  applied  the 
word  "  merry,"  is  "  sweetness." 

His  first  example  is  from  the  Man- 
ciple's Tale;  in  which  "the  white 
Crowe,  that  song  whilom  an  hundred 
thousand  time  more  mfrity  than  the 
Nightingale,"  is  turned  black,  and 
condemned  never  more  to  make  a 
"  swtte  noise ;"  and  Cbnunticlcrc. 
whose  voice  wos  "  mrriw  than  the 
nwry  or^on,"  is  imuiedintvly  after  rc- 
presciilrd  as  singing  with  dnnie  Par- 
ti'ltite  "in  tuvlf  accord."     VT>.rtft, vVvx* 
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fippfe.  llie  Doctor  presumes  Chaucer 
meant  them  as  epithets  of  the  sftmc 
purport. 

Tlie  leorocU  Doctor  also  produces 
or  refers  to  the  following  uiiges  of 
thii  word  merry  (or  mcry).

In  not  one  of  these  examples  can  the 
word  mran  nrpr/ ;  nor  docs  indeed  the 
Doctor  contend  that  they  do.  Mr.Tudd 
has  collected,  in  his  edlliun  of  Jofan- 
aoD.  half  a  dozen  instauces  ofthe  u&age 
of  the  word,  iu  all  of  which,  as  in  the 
four  last  above  quoted,  the  waiters 
seem  to  have  meant,  chetring  or  cAwi*- 
ful,  UtHrty,  cniiveHittg  ;  though  Mr.  Todd 
has  not  so  explained  tbem.  Nur  has 
he  thought  proper  to  refer  to  tlic  ety- 
mology and  meaning  proposed  by  Home 
Tooke,  for  the  substantive  "  mirth," 
viz.  that  it  is  from  the  A.  S.  verh, 
mirran,  to  dissipate,  to  spread  abroad, 
to  scatter;  and  thus  means,  that  which 
dissipalctb,  *i£.  cart,  sorrow,  mclaa- 
cboly.

bird.  It  is  upon  this  fable  that  th«1 
character  ascribitl  to  the  song  of  the:

is  founded.  "  Milton  imagines  her] 
(says  the  Dictionarv)  singing  in  hert 
sweetest  saddest  plight."  Chauoer'*! 
"  merry  bird"  is  the  true  Kogliahl 
songislres^.  rattling  out  her  notes,  aod^j 
like  the  lark,  though  at  different  hours, 
"  startling  the  dull  night ;"  or  even 
like  the  cock,  who  with 

•*  lively  dtn, 
Scatters   the  rear  of  darkness  thin.*' 

Such  also  was  Chaucer's  chanticlcrc, 

"  Elis  V'liit  mericr  than  tlie  mrry  orgon.** 

And  it  may  l>c  addeil,  the  wery  orgoa 
itself,  ".o  named  from  its  cflfecl  in  burst- 
ing upon  "the  mute  silence." The critie 
remark?.  "  it  has  always  appeared  to 
us  thnt  the  song  of  this  bird  has  de- 
rived its  title  of  melancholy  ■lulely  from 
itsas:iociation  with  night."  Itm.iyhave 
originally  so  derived  it ;  and  we  thence 
discern  a  reason  for  tlic  metamor- 
phosis of  the  wretched  mother  into  the 
melancholy,  complaining  bird.  But 
modern  usage,  1  contend,  is  a  mere 
repetition  of  classic,  and  traced  bock 
no  further  than  the  fable, 

Perhaps  the  two  most  majiterlr  de- 
scriptions of  the  song  of  the  nightin* 
gale  that  ever  poet  wrote  U'liny's  pros* 
is  admirabtei  are  that  by  Strada,  to 
exquisitely  translated  byCnuhaw.wid 
entitled"  Mu:iic»  Duel,"  "and  a  poem 
entitled  "  the  Nightingale.'*  Xyy  Mr. 
Coleridge.     I  am.  &c.

I  KKGRKTto  observe,  in  Mr.  Lo- 
GA-!w's  lost  communication,  that  he  fats 
not  leisure  for  the  discussion  of  those 
paints  on  which  we  dinVr  so  widely, 
and  thot  he  should  mea-ly  have  con- 
6ned  his  remarks  to  small  loattcra 
which  do  nut  bear  upon  the  main 
question.  It  were,  however,  unhand- 
some in  me  not  to  notice  them.  In 
the  drhi  place,  tlien.  we  may  pass 
over  the  **uhject  of  the  eulogy  oit  val- 
lancey.  as  I  ^hnll  judge  Jl^  b]r  hU 
works,  immedmtclv.  In  \1\o  aoeond 
place  Mr.  Logan  s.  idciit  as 

Fiua  OuAKL  mav  r  nartltiule 
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of  his  opinions,  he  neverthcleM  brings 
three  authorities  in  corroboration  of 
them!"  Truly  I  ask  Mr,  lagan's 
pnrtlnn,  and  tiust  he  will  forgive  mc 
this  eNonnity  when  he  recoilccts  that 
the  three  workA  tn  which  I  alhirlcd 
ftppeareil /or  Ml?  ^rW  /imp,  lonp  after 
my  opinions  were  formed.  1  trust  I 
may  be  exctuied,  if  in  the  indulgence  of 
gratified  feelings,  1  referred  to  the 
works  of  Balbi.  of  Sir  William  Bcthnm. 
and  of  Gesenius,  merely  to  shew  that 
men  infinitely  my  superiors  in  learn- 
ing, in  experience,  and  in  renown, 
have  come  to  the  same  conclusions  at 
which  1  bad  myself  previously  arrived. 

lu  the  third  place  Mr.  l^gan  ob* 
ser\'es  "  none  of  these,  however,  bear 
upon  the  plain  statements  of  Caesar, 
Strat)0,  Tacitub,  and  others,  some  of 
which  I  adduced  in  my  last  communi- 
cation^ and  which,  I  apprehend,  cannot 
he  otherwise  received  than  as  positive 
evidence  to  matters  of  fact  regptctiug 
tht  »aiatne*a  of  the  Icaffuagct  of  iceftem 
Muropr.  or  the  siippoMvd  iitvernfy  of 
KeUic  tUttUch,  in  the  Jimt  tttfvg  nf  our 
ara."  I  rausteay,  with  due  deference 
to  Mr.  Logan,  that  I  love  not  the 
style  of  the  la&t  part  of  the  above  sen- 
teoce ;  a  style  which  would  do  great 
crcflit  to  the  disciples  of  Loyola.  The 
verbal  adroitness  of  that  school  is  nn 
admirable  weapon  wherewithal  to  buUtf 
ignorance,  but  it  is  powerless  against 
a  little  knowledge.  Neither  Cu>£ar, 
Strabo,  nor  Tacitus,  has  said  a  word 
resptetinff  the  iamt'iieim  of  the  languages 
of  Western  Kurope ;  whereas  they 
have  apokeo  distinctly,  not  on  the 
mtjtfMted  but  on  the  real  divt-rnity  of 
the  languages  of  Gaul,  all  of  which  1 
am  wilting  to  receive  aspusilive  ovUteHCf 
tu  matters  of  fact. 

In  order  that  the  reader  may  per- 
Cfiv«  the  weight  attached  to  thi)  part 
of  the  iltscu««ion,  1  omy  briefly  stAte 
the  conclusion  at  whtcli  an  impartial 
examination  of  fact-s  has  led  mc  to 
arrive;  1  found  tiie  Gaelic  and  Welsh 
languagea  to  be  of  different  families, — 
I  therefore  began  to  search  for  tlie 
cause  of  this  diversity.  I  could  ac- 
count for  it  only  on  the  suppoiition 
that  there  wen*  two  dilToient  immi. 
graltone  of  people  from  the  Continent 
into  Britain  lU  ancient  times,  and 
that  each  of  the^e  had  a  different  lan- 
guage. In  all  thi»  1  am  fully  bornt5 
wX  by  the  very  writers  tu  whom  Mr. 


Logan  so  injudicioufily  (for  his  own 
side  of  the  argument]  alludes.  I  con- 
sider that  the  Gauls  fonned  the  first 
wave  in  the  tide  of  population  from 
the  East  soon  afler  the  tlood,  Krnm 
Gaul,  Britain  and  Ireland  were  peo- 
pled. In  the  course  of  time  another 
wave  followed  from  the  east.  viz.  the 
Belgians,  who  drove  forward  the  an- 
cient GauU  from  the  Rhine  and  the 
German  Oceaji  as  far  as  the  Seine  ; 
aii<l  a»  was  most  natural,  sent  coin, 
nies  into  the  south  of  Britain,  by  which 
the  Aborigines  or  Gaels  were  driven 
northwards  and  into  the  interior. 
The  present  Irish  and  Highlanders  I 
conceive  to  be  the  descendants  of  the 
aboriginal  inhnbitantn  of  Britain  ;  the 
Welsh  are  descended  of  the  Belgian 
Colonies  who  were  many  centuries 
later  in  settling  iu  the  laland. 

Now  let  us  observe  how  all  this  is 
borne  out  by  Cicsar  and  Strmbo. 
Cn:sar  speaking  of  Britain,  Bell.  Gall. 
6.  12,  eavH,  "  Britaunix  pars  interior 
ab  iis  incolilur.  quns  nutos  in  insulA 
ipeA,  memoria  proditum  dicuut;  mnri- 
tima  pars  ab  iis.  qui  prredu:  ac  belli 
inferendi  causik  e  Belgio  transierant, 
qui  omnes  fere  iis  nominibus  civtta. 
lum[appellantur.  qutbus  urti  exciviuiti- 
bus  eo  i*ervi'nerunt,"  &c.  Now  this 
clearly  shews  the  existence  of  two 
distinct  races  in  Britain  in  Ciesar's 
time  ;  and  let  mc  add  that  it  was  only 
the  Belgian  race  with  whom  Ca»ar 
had  CO  do,  and  the»e  he  describes  as 
differing  littJe  from  their  forefathers 
uii  the  opposite  shores  of  Gaul,  then 
occupied  bv  the  Belgians.  Of  the 
natives  of  the  interior  or  jEor  phael  of 
Britain,  we  have  no  proof  whatever 
that  Cxsar  had  any  knowledge,  except 
what  he  gleaned  from  the  Belgian 
usurpers  on  the  coaat.  whom  he  him. 
self  was  the  means  of  usurping  in  his 
turn.  It  now  remains  to  shew  that 
the  languages  of  the  Gauls  and  Bel- 
giaos  were  different;  a  fact  on  which 
Ciesaj  gives  positive  evidence.  In  his 
first  chapter  speaking  of  the  Belgiani« 
Aquitant,  and  Gauls,  he  says  "  hi  Ora- 
m's lingua,  institutii>,  Icgibus  inter  sc 
difftTUiit."  Mr.  Logan  in  his  letter  of 
January  endeavours  to  smooth  down 
the  terra  d\fferuAi,  as  if  Ctrsar  did  not 
mean  tu  say  that  the  languages  were 
tjniif  dissimilar.  In  this  sentence 
iiijfcriini   t£  used    in    the  inttavi^vW**

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vnlike,  and  it  is  quite  useless  for  Mr. 
Logaa  to  attempt  sortcning  the  dis- 
siiiiilarity  by  a  simde  or  two.  Strnlio 
is  oqualty  decisive  on  the  diversity  in 
languftge,  &c.  of  the  three  (or  in  bis 
time  four)  ostions  that  dwelt  in  Gaul. 
In  the  begioDiDg  of  book  4th  be  says 
*•  there  arc  acme  who  divide  Gaul  into 
three  parts — the  Aquitani,  the  Bclga;, 
aud  the  Celts.  o(  whom  the  Aquitani 
arc  totiilly  tlifferrut,  tcX«W  r^XXay/i*- 
vovs  (from  the  others)  not  only  in 
their  language  but  in  their  persons, 
resembliag  the  Spaniards  mure  than 
the  GauU  ;  and  even  the  re«t,  who  are 
Gauls  as  to  appearance,  have  not  all 
the  same  language."  This  pas^itge, 
by  the  way,  accounts  for  the  total  dis- 
aimilariiy  of  the  Basque  language  with 
the  Celtic^  another  point  in  which  I 
have  the  misfortune  to  differ  with 
what  Mr.  Logan  would  call  the  gene- 
ral opinion.  Again  in  the  Chrcsto- 
mathla  of  Strabu's  Gcograpliy,  book 
3rd,  we  have  "  t'm  nvx  ftm  fravratv  rtav 
KcXrui*   o^r  Opoot  ovX"  la  y^frvt,"  viz, 

"  that  alt  the  Celts  or  GauU  have  not 
the  same  language  nor  the  same  accent 
or  sound."  It  is  quite  evident  then, 
from  the  testimony  of  Caesar  and 
Strabo,  thut  in  ancient  Gaul  tlierc 
were  at  least  three  difTorent  lan&:uages. 
That  in  Caesar's  time  the  Island  of 
Britain  was  inhabited  by  two  different 
nations — in  the  interior  the  Aborigi- 
nes or  first  settlers,  aud  in  the  south- 
ern part  colonics  from  Bclgic  Gaul, 
which  then  extended  from  tlie  mouth 
of  tJte  Seine  as  far  as  the  Germans 
who  iuhabitL'd  the  LanVn  of  (he  Rhine, 
'ilicfie  Belgic  GauU  displaced  the  Cel- 
tic aborigines,  and  in  their  turn  were 
displaced  and  driven  to  Wales  by  the 
Saxons.  The  remains  of  the  Celts  are 
now  in  Ireland  and  Scotland,  and 
those  of  the  Belgians  in  Cornwall  and 
Wales.  Now  be  it  remembered  that 
this  is  not  a  reverie  formed  in  the 
closet;  it  i.1  in  the  strictest  sense  a 
process  nf  inductive  reasoning,  founded 
on  a  fad  whicli  cannot  be  sulivcrtcd. 
What  are  we  to  think  ihi-n  of  .Mr. 
t<ogan»  when  htt  (ptotes  f.'ii>Har  and 
Strabo  reit[iecting  the  tamrnvn  of  the 
langu:igcs  of  western  Kuropc?  "I 
apprehend  "  (to  u^l-  his  own  wordO, 
"  they  cannot  be  nlherwi»c  received 
llian  ft"*  positive  evidence  to  matters 
of/ftr/.  "  To  be  aure  the  main  iwrt  of 
l^r,  Lo^i'i    wnfoncr  t»,  oa  1  b&vc 


observed,  so  ingeniously  wonlcd  that  it 
really  may  affirm  or  deny  nntf  thintj  or 
nuthiug — which,    let    me    obfteive,   Ja 
paying   no  very  high  compliment  to 
the  understanding  of  your  reader?  in 
general,  and  my   own   in  particular. 
But,  that  he  may  have  no  escape,  1 
now  call  upon  Mr.  Logan  to  point  out 
to  me,    1st  those    passages    of  Cx*»ttr] 
and  Strabo  whith  treat  of  "  the  same-*] 
ness  of  the  languages  of  western  Eu< 
rope,"  -2nd  those  passages  that  state] 
tlie  diversity  of  the  aforesaid  languages^ 
to  be  "  sujtyoied,"  not  real. 

In  his  letter  of  January  Mr.  X^gan 
says,  "  WMI  Fior  Ghael  be  ao  good  as 
to  recollect  that  Tacitus  bears  te&tU 
mony  from  personal  knowledge  that, 
the  Bclgic  was  the  Gallic,  and  that, 
the  language  woa  the  language  spoken 
in  Britain."  For  the  truth  of  thi4 
assertion  we  are  referred  by  Mr,  Lo- 
gan toTacitus — De  Moribus  Gerra.  and 
the  words  "  lingua  Britannicw  pra- 
pior ;"  and  I  can  only  say  on  tl»e  sub- 
ject that  it  would  Indeed  be  very  diffi- 
cult for  me  to  reco//^/  tchat  I  never 
kattr.  Indeed  charity  leads  me  to 
hope  that  Mr.  Logan  never  saw  the 
works  of  Tacitus,  or  if  be  baa  acea 
them,  that  he  has  strangely  misunder- 
stood that  eminent  author.  In  the 
first  place  Tacitus  does  not  write  front 
personal  knowledge,  for  there  is  not  a 
shadow  of  rea&on  to  suppose  that  br 
was  ever  on  this  side  of  the  Alpa. 
Secondly,  Tacitus  does  not  say  one 
word  of  what  Mr.  Lugan  attributes  to 
him.  With  respect  toTacitU6's  having 
been  jirocurnfor  in  Hrlglum,  the  only 
ground  for  it  h  an  expression  of  Pliny 
the  elder  in  the  T\h  book  of  his  Natu. 
ral  History,  cap.  \G,  where  he  atate* 
that  a  Cornelius  Tacitus,  procurator  of 
Belgic  Gaul,  had  r  prrtdigioia  jkm  who 
grew  three  cubits  in  as  many  year*. 
Now  ob8er\'ef  tlie  seventh  book  of 
Pliny  must  have  bt-en  written  long 
before  his  death,  which  ti.*ok  place. 
A.D.  79.  when  the  historian  Tncitaa 
WHS  only  twcnly-two  or  twenty-three 
years  old.  But  besides  thi«.  Tacltui 
Iiim8e)f  >>tivtc»  that  bis  marriage  look 
place  after  thr  con^u)!diip  o(  ^  ■  .'-..ii 
i.f.  A.i>.  7H.only  unt*  jcar  Iwl 
death.  It  i^  pprfectiy  clear 
I'liny  the  elder  does  not  reftr  to  Taci- 
tus tlir-  hi-tori^ti,    ntuj  I  know   of  nu 
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le  of  Bayle,  every  clauic  sclia- 
lar  worthy  of  the  name,  is  well  aware 
of  tftit  /nri.  How  Mr.  I^o^o  cua- 
trives  to  make  Tacitus  say  "  that  the 
Belgic  woj}  the  Gaelic,  nnj  that  the 
language  was  the  language  spoken  in 
Britain."  15,  I  must  confess,  a  few 
shades  beyond  my  dull  comprehension. 
The  language  alluded  to  (in  the  work 
Dc  Moribus  Germ.)  ub  being  "  Bri- 
tonnicic  propior,"  19  neither  tlic  Gaelic 
nor  thv  Belgic,  but  that  of  n  German 
tribe  called  the  Aestii.  who  dwelt  about 
the  mouth  of  the  Vistula,  at  least  COO 
miles  distant  from  the  Belgians !  I  ! 
The  fact  is.  that  Tacitus  doea  not  even 
otlnde  to  the  Belgians  in  the  work  in 
qucAlion ;  and  I  shall  feel  greatly 
obliged  if  Mr.  Ix>gan  will  point  out  to 
me  where,  in  any  of  the  other  works 
of  the  Roman  historian,  it  is  stated, 
that  the  Gat^lic  and  Belgic  languages 
ore  the  sarae.  In  concluding  this 
roust  classic  discussion,  I  beg  leave  to 
say  that  I  had  no  intention  wbatc%-cr 
to  notice  Mr.  Logan'ti  quotation  of 
Tacitus,  were  it  not  that  he  hrou|;bt 
it  forward  himself  in  his  last  cummu- 
njcatlon ;  and  1  think  be  will  now 
find  that  Ctcsor,  Strabo,  and  Tacitus, 
do  not  contribute  much  to  the  sup- 
port of  his  side  nf  the  question,  and 
that  if  he  hod  not  alluded  to  these  at 
all,  it  would  have  been,  perhaps,  as 
well. 

Mr.  Logan  next  enumerates  a  list 
of  those  who  acquired  Cioelic  by 
"grammars  and  Uictiunarics,"  and 
thinks  they  had  the  advantage  thereby 
tu  e&i'ape  pTtmnciulitm$.  True,  tliey 
eAcai>ed  Gaelic  provincialisms,  hut  in- 
stead thetenf,  they  abounded  in  Angll- 
cbniB  or  Saxoniums  which  are  ten 
time«  more  intolerable  in  the  language. 
Lastly,  1  am  happy  to  see  Mr.  Logan 
shew  symptoms  uf  a  gradual  retreat. 
He  in  »oine  dci;ree  admits  (with  an 
\f.)  That  the  WcUh  and  Gaelic  are  not 
"now  dialects  of  each  other."  Let 
him  comparr  the  most  ancient  remains 
of  butb,  and  he  will  tind  that  they 
were  not  a  bit  nearer  Men,  than  they 
nttm  are.  Of  course  tbc  neit  admis- 
sion will  be,  that  theCiaelioand  VVeUh 
ore  noi  and  nriter  wcr^  dialtrta  of  each 
other.  We  ehall  then  have  only  one 
stop  to  get  over.  vir,.  that  the  Gai-lic 
and  Welsh  are  not  of  thv  m(»r  fitvtUy 
of  '.     Now  in  the  tcrm/umiVy 

*•;  let  rocbediklinctly  under- 
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stood.  In  that  case  I  mean  Utat  the 
roots  or  at  least  the  greater  part  of 
them  must  be  identical,  and  thegram- 
raatical  structure  of  the  language* 
similar.  By  this  test,  the;  French, 
Italian,  Spanish,  and  Portuguese,  will 
come  under  the  same  family.  In  hke 
manner  the  English,  Dutch,  Flemish, 
German,  Danish,  and  Swedish  are  of 
the  same  family.  As  to  languages 
luiving  a  number  of  words  in  common, 
it  is  no  proof  of  their  being  of  the 
■ame  family.  Observe,  for  instance, 
the  English  and  French,  or  the  Eng- 
lish ami  Latin;  or  still  more  to  the 
point — the  Turkish  and  Arabic,  or  the 
Persian  and  Arabic,  which  lost  three 
have  a  very  great  number  of  words  in 
common,  and  yet  are  of  totally  dif- 
ferent families. 

I  now  come  to  the  works  of  General 
Vallanccy.  since  Mr.  Logan  has  again 
brought  him  on  the  tapis,  and  for  the 
present  t  shall  cunfme  myself  to  one  of 
hiH  lucubrations  connected  with  Eu- 
rope. Vallanccy  Took  it  into  his  head 
that  frrlttndw&s  theThnte  of  the  anci- 
ents ;  and  in  *<npport  of  this  assump- 
tion, most  learnedly  quotes  the  Greek 
and  Korann  classics.  As  a  specimen 
nf  that  gentleman's  iirguracntative 
powers,  I  beg  to  subjoin  a  few  ex- 
tracts, which  1  think  will  prove  enter- 
taining, more  particularly  to  the  tehool- 
boy  portion  of  your  readers.  In  |>age 
Utof  ihe  "  Kasay  on  the  Antiquity  of 
the  Irish  Language,"  &c.  1823,  the 
author  says,  "  Ireland  properly  so 
called  was  probably  the  lirst  of  the 
Hritiiih  IhIcs  that  gut  the  name  of 
Tliule."  Now  tills  is  what  they  call 
begging  the  question;  but  in  order  to 
keep  up  a  decent  ap|>carance,  there  is 
a  quotation  from  Ari&totle  having 
nothing  whatever  tu  do  with  the  as- 
sumption, and  merely  stating  that 
"  the  Carthaginiaitii  discovered  a  large 
island  abounding  with  navigable  riven 
many  days'  journey  beyond  the  Pillar^i 
of  Hercules."  Now  if  Vallanccy  had 
consulted  Aristotle  for  the  sake  of  in- 
formation, he  would  have  perceived 
that  the  iii^Und  nlluded  tn  could  not 
be  Ireland,  which  ia  di-stiiictly  noticed 
by  tlic  Grecian  sage  in  another  place 
as  one  of  the  two  large  Britannic 
l»lc?.  AA/5toi'  ftoi  Itpyrf,  quoted  by  Vol  • 
laiicey  him«ctf  a  page  or  two  further 
00  I! !  Well,  to  proceed ;  in  p.  2  we 
have,  "  the  a&avuTvV%  %%«:rv  toowJOc^  ^a 
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agree  that  Thule  was  one  of  those 
islands  that  are  called  British/*  Now 
this  is  what,  in  the  vulgar  tongue, 
they  call  coming  it  strong.  The  fact 
is  that  none  of  the  ancients  place  Thule 
among  the  British  Isles.  They  all 
agree  that  it  is  an  indescribable  some- 
uing  to  the  north  of  the  British  Tales, 
and  that  is  all  they  know  of  it.  It  is 
astonishing,  however,  to  find  Vallan* 
cey  quote  Strabo  in  support  of  this 
reverie.  Had  he  read  Strabo  as  he 
ought,  he  would  have  found  that  a 
whole  chapter  is  devoted  to  the  de- 
scription of  Ireland,  a  description  by 
no  means  complimentary,  1  confess. 
After  the  chapter  on  Ireland,  Strabo 
mentions  Thule,  concerning  which  he 
says  "  the  accounts  are  very  unsatis- 
factory because  of  its  remote  situa- 
tion," Sia  TOP  fKTOTTia-fJuiv,  literally  its 
"being  so  out  of  place."  Having 
stated  these  facts,  I  may  safely  leave 
the  reader  to  form  his  own  opinion  of 
a  writer  who  quotes  Strabo,  "  one  of 
the  roost  ancient  and  best  geographers 
extant,"  to  use  his  own  words — in 
order  to  prove  that  Ireland  and  Thule 
were  the  same. 

In  page  3rd  Vallancey  says,  **  Pliny 
places  Thule  among  the  British  Isles, 
and  Tacitus  says,  when  the  Roman 
navy  sailed  about  Britain,  'despccta 
est  ct  Thule.'"  It  is  strange  to  see 
how  much  a  man's  reason  and  under- 
standing may  be  blinded  in  the  sup- 
port of  any  favourite  though  faulty 
system.  Pliny  first  describes  Britain, 
Ireland,  and  the  surrounding  islands, 
and  then,  like  all  the  rest  of  them, 
comes  to  the  "  ultima  Thule  ;"  but  so 
far  from  making  it  one  of  the  British 
Isles,  he  states  as  a  fact,  that  Thule  is 
six  days  sail  from  Britain,  and  that 
the  days  and  nights  are  six  months 
long.  Tacitus  is  equally  distinct  in 
his  description  of  Ireland,  to  which  lie 
devotes  a  chapter  ;  and  with  regard  to 
Thule  he  says,  that  "their  navigators 
had  occasional  glimpses  of  it  wrapt  in 
snow  and  storms."  After  these  plain 
statements  respecting  Vallancey,  I 
need  not  add  many  ccmmcnts.  His 
bias  in  favour  of  a  whimsical  system 
leads  him  to  set  common  sense  at  de- 
fiance. The  theme  he  has  chosen  in 
this  case,  viz.  that  Ireland  and  Thule 
were  identical,  is  so  indefensible  that 
any  fcbool-hoy  of  the  upper  forms 
Buy  rei\ite  it. 


The  following  is  another  sample  of 
Vallancey'smode  of  ratiocination — and 
a  cnriosity  in  its  way.  In  page  4th 
he  says,  "  Ireland  was  ever  anciently 
remarkable  for  learning,  it  was  the 
insula  sanctorum."  Now,  I  beg  the 
reader  to  observe  the  authorities  and 
the  extreme  aptness  of  the  quotations 
adduced  in  support  of  this  bold  propo- 
sition. 

They  arc  verbatim  et  literatim  as 
follows : —

(maximse?)  quas  Britannicas  appellant, 
Albion  et  lerna. — De  hac,  vide  plnr. 
apud  Andr.  Schottum,  lib.  II.  Obser- 
vat.  cap.  20.  Festo  Avieno  in  ora 
maritima  Hibemia  vocatur  sacra  insu- 
la ;  quod  quam  aliam  ob  causam  fecc- 
rit  nunc  non  succuirit,  nisi  quod  'Upfj 
legerit  pro  'UpyijlU 

Now  those  who  know  nothing  of 
Latin  or  Greek,  (and  for  such  only, 
the  whole  thing  seems  to  have  been 
concocted),  might  imagine  that  the 
above  quotations  arc  very  fine,  and 
clearly  prove  the  Emerald  Isle  to 
have  been,  time  out  of  mtnd,  a  nursery 
of  sages  and  saints.  But  what  will 
be  the  surprise  of  these  honest  folks 
when  I  assure  them  that  the  whole  of 
the  Latin  and  Greek  above  quoted 
might  be  employed  with  equal  pro- 
priety to  prove  tfiat  the  moon  is  made 
of  green  cheese.  The  first  quotation 
merely  signifies  that  Ireland  is  an 
island  about  the  world's  end  in  the 
west,  and  the  learned  remarks  of  Hol- 
stenius  thereon  amount  to  this,  viz. 
that  "  Ireland  is  Ireland."  The  quo- 
tation from  Aristotle  is  "that  there 
are  two  very  large  islands  in  the  ocean, 
called  the  British  Isles — Albion  and 
Ireland,"  which  undeniable  fact  is 
further  repeated  in  the  Latin  transla- 
tion thereunto  appended.  Then  we 
are  referred  for  further  information  on 
this  subject  to  the  works  of  the  learned 
Andreas  Schottus,  which  I  am  sorry 
to  say  I  never  saw.  Lastly,  Festos 
Avienus  seems  to  say,  that  "Ireland 
-^^s  V>vk  Vu  Unxe)  oUled  the  Micrcd 
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island/'  whereupon  some  body  else 
seems  to  remark,  "that  he  (FesttuAvit- 
nut)  had  no  earthly  reason  for  to  toy- 
ing, except  that  he  read  the  Greek 
word  itpi}  tacred,  for  ^Upvij  Ireland." 
This  last  is  a  very  judicious  obscrva- 
tion,  and  I  presume  (for  the  Latinity 
is  by  no  means  clear  in  this  part)  it  is 
the  additional  information  for  which 
we  were  referred  to  the  learned  An- 
dreas Schottus  aforesaid. 

The  length  of  this  rambling  com- 
munication is  already  such,  that  I  have 
to  apologise  for  transgressing  so  far 
upon  your  pages  and  the  patience  of 
your  readers  ;  yet  I  trust  the  whole  of 
it  will  be  found  to  bear  upon  the  sub- 
jects which   1  undertook  to  discuss. 
In  replying  to  Mr.  Logan's   remarks, 
I  have  incidentally  met  with  a  strong 
proof  (in  Strabo)    respecting  the  di- 
versity of  the  Basqne  and  Celtic  lan- 
guages, which    diversity  I  have    for 
years  observed  to  be  a  fact.     I  have 
also  touched  upon  those  views  which 
I  entertain  with  regard  to  the  origin 
of  the  Gael  and  the  Cimbri.     My  ob- 
servations on  Vallancey's  works  are 
also  to  the  point ;  for  had  it  not  been 
for  Mr.   Logan's  observations,  I  in- 
tended in  this  communication  to  have 
shewn  how  very  shallow  and  ground- 
less is  the  opinion  that  the  Celtic  has 
any  connexion  with  the  Eastern  lan- 
guages, as  set  forth  by  Vallancey.     In 
so  doing,  I  should  have  had  occasion 
to  expose  even  greater  absurdities  than 
what  I  have  above  pointed  out,  and 
under  circumstances  too,  where  fewer 
of  your  readers  would  be  able  to  see 
the  merits  of  the  case.     General  Val- 
lancey's works  have  been  long  before 
the  public.     Of  his  industry  there  can 
be  no  question,  but  of  his  judgment 
and  accuracy,  what  I  have  seen  of  his 
works  does  not  induce  me  to  form  a 
high  opinion.     In  this  world  of  ours, 
nothing  is  perfect ;  at  the  same  time 
I   know  not  a  work   in  existence   so 
very  full  of  errors,  to  say  the  least  of 
it,  as  the  Essay  on  the  Antiquity  of 
the  Irish  language.     My  remarks  ex- 
tend only  to  the  four  pages  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  work  ;  but  I  pledge  my 
honour  that  any  four  consecutive  pages 
throughout  the  whole  of  it  will  fur- 
nish similar  absurdities.     Brief  as  my 
observations  are,  they  will  suffice  to 
shew  that  Vallancey,  In  proving  Ireland 
to  be  the  ancient  Thule,  haa  misrepre- 


sented all  the  ancient  authors  to  whom 
he  alluded  on  the  subject;  and  shewn 
a  total  disregard  to  common  sense, 
and  his  own  reputation.  In  proving 
"  that  Ireland  was  anciently  famed  for 
learning  and  piety,"  he  brings  forward 
a  mass  of  Greek  and  Latin  which  has 
nothing  to  do  with  the  subject,  which 
is  an  insult  to  the  understanding  of 
the  reader ;  and  which  can  be  ac- 
counted for  only  on  the  supposition, 
cither  that  Vallancey  knew  nothing  of 
Greek  or  Latin,  or  that  he  expected 
those  who  were  to  read  his  book  to  be 
totally  ignorant  of  them. 

In  short,  I  am  afraid,  when  we 
come  to  these  troublesome  little  matters 
called  fads,  Mr.  Logan's  encomium 
on  the  works  of  General  Vallancey, 
will  be  found  to  rest  upon  very  fratl 
foundations,  somewhat  like  the  infer- 
ences drawn  by  him  from  Csesar, 
Strabo,  and  Tacitus,  respecting  the 
sameness  of  the  Gaelic  and  Belgtc 
languages. 

In  closing  this  long  letter  I  would 
beg  to  remark,  that  1  am  well  aware 
that  opinions  will  differ,  as  is  now  the 
case  between  Mr.  Logan  and  myself. 
Yet  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  the 
objections  brought  against  me  by  that 
gentleman  were  adopted  without  due 
examination  of  the  facts.  On  this  ac- 
count, I  may  have  occasionally  been 
severe  in  some  of  the  preceding  stric- 
tures, but  assuredly  not  more  so  than 
justice  required.

KING    JOHN'S    TAVERN,    EXETER. 
a  Plate.) 
description  of  an  Ancient  Column  in 
Win  cheater -street  in  that  city : 


THE  old  house  known  by  the  name 
of  King  John's  Tavern,  of  which  the 
front  door  is  represented  in  the  ac- 
compauying  Plate,  stood  in  South- 
street,  Exeter,  but  has  lately  been 
pulled  down, 

l*he  inquiries  of  our  antiquarian 
friends  in  that  City  have  resulted  in 
ascertaining  that  no  deed  or  other 
document  relating  to  It,  of  more  than 
eighty  years'  age,  is  known  to  be  in 
existence;  nor  is  any  tradition  cur- 
rent, except  that  which  ascribes  its 
name  to  the  circumstance  of  King 
John  having  once  occupied  it  duiing 
a  visit  to  Exeter.  The  late  liousc, 
however,  was  probably  erected  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  the  Scventli,  and  was 
chiefly  remarkabU*  for  its  richlv  carved 
waiuscotings  and  ceilings,  and  for  a 
singularly  beautiful  circular  staircase. 
The  statues  at  the  doorway,  which 
were  well  executed,  appear  to  have 
represented  a  porter  or  scrjeant  at 
mace,  and  a  clown  or  domestic  fool. 
Above  the  head  of  the  former  was  a 
shield  of  the  royal  arms  of  France 
and  England,  quarterly ;  and  over 
that  of  the  latter,  a  shield  charged 
with  a  castle,  the  armorial  ensign  of 
the  city  of  Exeter,  We  hope  these 
figures  arc  preserved;  and  perhaps 
some  correspondent  will  oblige  us  by 
•tating  where. 

The  drawing  was  made  by  Mr.  F.

city  of  Norwich,  The  present  is  of  a 
more  recent  and  not  so  elegant  a  form; 
probably  of  the  reign  of  James  or 
Charles  I.  Mr.  Reptou  ba>  made  se- 
veral quotations  from  the  dramatists 
and  other  old  authors  relative  to  lliese 
Sheriffs'  Posts,  to  which  it  was  cus- 
tomary to  affix  proclamations  and 
other  public  notices,  which,  from  re- 
spect, the  townsmen  read  bure-headcd. 
The  Posts  were  gaily  painted  and  gltt 
at  the  commenceiuent  of  the  year  of 
ofllce.  to  "  garnish  out"  the  entrance 
of  the  municipal  dignitary;  and  in 
this  view  we  may  connect  lliem  with 
the  figures  at  Kioler  in  the  plate  be- 
fore us,  and  say  with  "The  Widow," 
in  Beaomont  and  Fletcher's  comedy  of 
that  name —

for  posts  without  door,  indcc^l,  to  make 
a  shnw  at  a  new-chourn  magistrate's 
gale,  llioii  to  be  used  in  u  Yvuman'a  cluuii- 
ber,"  &c.

THK  incidents  in  the  Lives  of  Emi- 
nent Literary  Men  arc  so  fully  re- 
corded, so  eagerly  read,  and  so  amply 
discussed,  it  becomes  necessary  for 
those  who  havf  beto  connected  with 
tliem  to  guard  themselves  against 
painful  misstatements,  which,  at  fu- 
ture periods,  may  be  construed  to  their 
disadvantage  when  the  means  of  ex- 
pUnnt ion  have  been  lost.  1  n  th is 
^situation  I  find  myself  placed  by  the 
rarious  publications  of  the  late  Mr. 
L'fleridgc  and  hi*  friends,  and  it  is 
with  reluctance  1  now  come  before 
the  public  to  explain.  It  ii  not 
enough  that  Coleridge  himself  per- 
sonally denied  my  interpretation  ; 
that  I  have  numerous  letters  of  his  to 
the  same  effect;  or  that  Mr.  Gillman 
gave  me  assurances  of  Coleridge's 
respect,  esteem,  and  affection  for  me. 
Coleridge  and  hts  friends  have  put 
forth     in     print    misreprcsentationti 


which  T  feel  to  be  injurious,  and  m 
rtriut  they  must  l>e  publicly  refuted. 
In  tenderness  to  Coleridge's  infirroi- 
ties,  his  motives,  and  views,  I  passed 
over  the  insinuations  in  his  literary 
biography  twenty- two  years  ago. 
After  bis  death.  I  hoped  Mr.  Henry 
Coleridge,  his  nephew,  in  his  nume- 
rous publicattouB  of  Coleridge's  re- 
mains, would  have  placed  my  conduct 
in  a  corrert  point  of  view,  for  which 
purpose  I  provided  him  with  mate- 
rials.  Disappointed  there,  the  offence 
being  aggravated.  I  lastly  trusted  to 
Mr.  Gilliuan.  but  I  tind  myself  still 
nn  nearer  my  object,  though  I  am  sa- 
tiisfied  of  Mr.  Gillman's  hind  inten- 
tions. Coleridge's  "Tabic Talk"  is  an 
imitation  of  Boswc  IPs  Life  of  Johnson^ 
and  some  future  Mr.  Croker,  amplify- 
ing and  euncbjog  it  by  new,  amusing, 
and  iotcrcstiug  anecdotes,  may  hold  me 
up  as  an  ungrateful  person,  who  waa 
rolling  about  in  my  carriage,  while 
Coleridge,  who  made  ray  fortune,  waft 
starving  in  Mr.  Ciillman's  garret.  To 
shield  myself  from  such  consequences 
therefore  1  reluctantly  come  forward 
to  tell  a  plain  talc,  in  which  it  shall 
be  my  aim  to  wound  the  feelings  of  no 
one. 

Mr.  (afterwards  Sir  James)  Mack- 
intosh was  on  a  risit  at  Cote  llonsc, 
Bristol,  the  residence  of  Mr.  Wedge- 
wood,  passing  the  Christmas  holidays 
in  1797-  A  large  party  of  Uie  Wedge- 
woods  and  Allans  was  assembled, 
among  whom  were  Coleridge  and 
Mackintosh.  Coleridge  was  not  a 
mere  holiday  visitor:  he  had  been 
an  inmate  for  some  time,  and  had 
BO  riveted,  by  his  discourse,  the  atten- 
tion of  the  gentlemen,  particularly  of 
Mr.  Thomas  Wed|iewood,  an  inflrm 
bachelor;  he  had  so  prevented  all 
general  conversation,  that  several  of 
the  party  wished  hirn  out  of  the 
house.  I  believe  the  Wedgewooda 
were  at  the  same  time  ver\'  liberal  to 
him  with  Ihfir  purse:  he  was  said 
to  be — his  family,  at  least — starving, 
and  that  he  had  no  means  of  employ- 
ment. Mackintosh  wrote  to  me.  so- 
liciting for  him  an  engagenwnt  to 
write  for  the  Morning  Post  pieces  of 
poetry  and  such  trifles.  I  agreed ;  and 
settled  him  at  a  small  salar}-.  Mac 
kintosh,  at  the  instance  of  some  of 
the  inmates,  attacked  Coleiidge  on  all 
ftubjecta,    politics,    ^<i^ri,    xtVoe*^"^*

Coleridge.  In  half  a  year  or  there- 
abouts, Coleridge  went  to  Germany, 
and  Bouthey  continued  on  the  smalt 
salary.

Me  had  not  writ- 
rlen  r  word  ;  n<»r  could  lie  write.     The 
tkubjcct  was  one  nf  a  temporary,  an 
Jmportftnt,  nntl  a  pres^ing  nature.      I 
Tftumed  to  the  Morning   Post  Office, 
wrote  it  out  myself,  and  then  I  went 
to  Coleridge  at  Howrll's.  read  it  over, 
kibeggcd  he  woulri  correct  it,  and  dcco- 
'mte  it  a  tittle  witli  some  of  hid  grace- 
ful touches.     When   I  had  done  read- 
ing, he  etclaime»l,  ••  Me  correct  that  ? 
It  is  as  well  written  as  1  or  nny  other 
man  could  write  it."     And  ho  I  woa 
LAbliged  to  content  my»clf  with  my  own 
rorka. 


[  did  not  suppose  Coleridge's  illness 
to  be  of  the  pprnmnenlly  disabling 
kind  which  it  proved  years  afterwarda 
to  be  ;  1  expected  his  heaUli  to  be  re- 
stored soon,  and  tliat  I  should  have  an 
ample  -supply,  on  paper,  of  the  bril- 
liant things  he  said  iu  conversation. 
I  did  not  complain,  or  in  any  way  be- 
tray itupaticnce  or  discontent,  1  took 
him  to  the  gallery  of  the  Ifouse  of 
Commons,  in  hopes  he  would  assist 
me  in  parliamentary  reporting,  and 
that  a  near  view  of  men  and  things 
would  bring  up  new  topics  in  his  mind. 
But  he  never  could  write  a  thing  that 
was  immediately  required  of  him. 
The  thought  of  compulsion  disarmed 
him.  I  could  name  other  able  literary 
men  in  this  unfortunate  plight.  The 
only  occasions,  I  recollect,  on  which  this 
general  rule  was  contradicted,  were 
his  observations  as  a  k-adrns  paragraph 
in  the  MoiTiing  Post  on  Lord  Gren- 
ville's  state  paper,  haughtily  reject- 
ing Bonaparte's  overtures  of  peace  in 
January  1800.  1  remember  Cole- 
ridge's sneers  at  his  lordship's  using 
the  double  phrase^  "  the  result  of  ex- 
perience and  the  evidence  of  facts.'' 

Mr.  Gillman  has  much  misrepre- 
sented the  circumstances  of  the  other 
occasion,  arising  from  the  House  of 
Commons.  He  says  Coleridge  went 
very  early,  was  much  pressed  in  get- 
ting in,  and  obliged  to  remain  so  many 
hours  before  the  debate  began,  that  he 
was  exhausted,  fell  asleep,  and  wrote 
a  brilliant  speech  for  Pitt  mostly  out 
of  his  own  imagination,  he  having 
heard  it  but  by  starts  when  his  slum- 
bers were  broken.  I  remember  the 
occurrence  perfectly,  though  I  do  not 
recollect  all  the  circumstances.  On 
coni^idering  the  overtures  for  peace  by 
Bonaparte  in  January  ISOO,  Parlia- 
ment had  voted  by  large  majorities  to 
sup[>urt  a  continuance  of  the  war ;  and 
some  time  after  this,  on  the  17th  of 
Krbniary,  Mr.  Pitt  moved  for  half  a 
million  to  be  sent  to  Germany,  to 
assist  our  different  allies.  In  two 
separate  speeches,  he  said,  that  after 
the  strong  votes  to  support  the  war» 
he  did  not  suppose  there  would  l>eftny 
opposition  to  this  vote  of  money  ;  and 
hence,  1  think,  there  was  no  crowd  at 
the  gallery,  no  eorly  hour  for  seats,  as 
no  debate  was  cxpr<:tcd.  Hut  Mr. 
Ticrncy  rose  and  made  a  speech  in 
oppoailtou  to  lUc  NQ^^i  Va  ■^\i^<^^.  ^x.

It  has  not  been  my  practice  to  keep 
lette^:^  carefully,  though  I  have  some- 
times done  it  carelessly.  But  about 
the  time  1  loft  the  Morning  Post, 
Coleridge  said  one  day,  as  if  consci- 
ous of  his  indbility  to  produce  a  great 
work  worthy  of  him,  a  man  might 
leave  many  valuable  productions  and  a 
great  character  behind  him  by  letter 
writing  only.  1  took  the  hint,  and 
from  that  time  preserved  his  letters, 
of  which  he  was  a  frequent  and  full 
producer.  This  accounts  to  me  for 
not  having  any  but  two  or  three  Knpt 
^\i\W  V  ^*a&  ia  the  Morning  Post*  and 
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for  having  many  long  letters  wliile  I 
was  in  the  Courier.  After  thii*  obser- 
vation of  Coleridge's,  when  I  was  de- 
stroying many,  many  letters,  I  found 
only  the  few  following  scraps  from 
Coleridge,  sent  while  I  was  in  the 
Morning  Post,  and  up  to  that  time 
pmerred  by  accident.  Let  them  bo 
read,  and  let  Uie  reader  say.  whether 
Coleridge  was  likely  to  make  the  for- 
Uioe  of  a  daily  morning  paper,  the 
success  of  which  depends  upon  inatant 
temporary  effect. 

Few  of  bis  letters  are  dated.  The 
tttne  when  written  must  be  made  out 
by  the  post-mark  and  the  circum- 
stances referred  to.  The  first  nf  these 
(no  date)  was  written^  I  think,  in  the 
winter  of  1800,  when  he  was  at 
Howell's,  and  ii  as  followB  :

The  following  letter  Is  of  three  pages, 
and  is  dated  Greta  Hall,  Keswick, 
19th  July.  1800;  it  begins, — 

"  Dear  Stuart, — Since  I  quitted  you,  I 
have  never  been  within  150  miles  of  Lon- 
don ;  I  left  Grasraere  witli  tlie  intention, 
indeed,  but  at  Kendal  received  letters 
which  forced  me  Stowey-ward.  Since 
my  arrival  here,  I  have  been  confincfl  by 
illness  (he  deacrilttt  it).  Why  should  1 
have  wished  to  avoid  you?  Surely  wc  have 
always  behaved  kindly  and  honourably  to 
each  other  ?  On  Thursday  I  will  set  to 
work,  and  will  not  leave  on,  on  my  honor, 
till  I  have  done  n  second  port  of  Pitt  and 
Bonaparte.  VTitb  these  1  will  write  you 
further  whether  or  no  I  shall  be  able  to 
coutinuc  any  regular  species  of  cngago- 
uicut  with  your  paper,"  &c.  Ace. 

I  have  a  piece  of  another  letter  from 
Greta  Hall,  which  I  suppose  to  have 
been  written  abuut  the  same  time.  It 
proraii^es  a  number  of  cesaya  :  two  ou 
the  war,  as  respecting  agriculture ; 
one  on  tlie  raising  of  rents ;  one  oa 
the  riots  (corn  riots  in  1800) ;  and  one 
on  the  countenance  by  Government  of 
calumnies  on  the  King.  This  piece  of  a 
letter  seems  to  have  been  a  part  of  the 
cover  of  some  long  essay  sent  by  post. 
Again  he  promises  in  it  a  second  part 
of  Pitt  and  Bonaparte,  and  add-t. — 
"better  late  than  never."  He  aays. 
"  my  wife  has  given  mc  another  son  [ 
but,  alas!  1  fear  he  will  not  live.  She 
is  now  sobbing  and  crying  by  the  aide 
of  me."  This  determines  the  date  of 
the  letter. 

In  &  letter  from  Greta  Hall,  dated 
(no  month  or  year)  but  by  the  post 
mark  2ud  Oct.  1800,  he  excuaea 
himself  on  occoant  of  bis  wife's  iUneaa, 
promises  several  essays,  and  aeoda 
8ome.  as  the  postage  is  35.  Sof.  He 
proposes  several  on  tlie  Corn  Laws, 
again  nroraioes  Pitt  and  Bonaparte, 
which  1, 1  suppose.was  constantly  dun- 
ning fur,  ritinaving  made  a  great  sen- 
sation. He  propose*  a  letter  to  Sir

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been  divided  into  pieces  and  published 
in  the  Morning  Post,  he  doubtiog 
whether  they  art*  of  value  for  a  news- 
Early  in  1801  I  was  confined  by  a 
violent  fever.  For  several  weeks  I  was 
delirious;  and,  to  my  astonishment, 
when  1  recovered,  i'itt  was  out  of 
place  and  Home  Tooke  in  I'arliament! 
The  fever  left  me  very  weak  ;  1  retired 
to  lodgings  at  Old  Brompton,  and  did 
not  resume  the  conduct  of  the  paper 
till  the  spring.  The  next  IctterofCole- 
ridge's  is  dated  iGth  May  1801,  Kes- 
wick. Me  allufles  to  my  illness,  la- 
ments it.  and  dctaih  his  own  suffer- 
ings from  illness,  which  have  prevented 
bim  from  writing  to  me.  He  says. 
'•  my  ill  health  and  the  habits  of  irre- 
solution, which  are  perhaps  the  worst 
bad  consequences  of  ill  health,  forbid 
me  Qt  present  to  rely  on  myself."  It 
apprars  i  had  written  soliciting  him 
to  write,  ami  offering  terms. 

19th  Sept.  IKOt,  he  acknowIvdgeB 
(from  Keswick}  the  receipt  of  a  30/. 
note.  He  says  he  has  been  much 
pinched  for  money,  and  is  much  af- 
fected by  the  wish  I  expressed  that  he 
had  applied  to  me  in  his  dififtrultics. 
It  appears  he  had  formed  a  new  en- 
gagement with  me.  He  says.  '•  I  am 
nut  so  blinded  by  autliorship  as  to 
believe  that  what  1  have  done  is  at  all 
aderiuatelo  the  money  I  have  received." 
I  nave  two  other  pieces  of  letters  in 
the  end  of  1801.  interesting  in  them- 
selves,  but  not  applicable  to  my  pre- 
sent purpose,  which  is  to  shew  that 
Coleridge  did  not  materially  contribute 
to  tlic  success  of  the  Morning  Post. 
How  could  any  man  living  at  Keswick 
do  so? 

The  only  other  letter  I  have  from 
him  while  I  was  engaged  in  the  Morn- 
ing Post,  is  directed  to  me  at  the  office 
uf  tbat  paper  (no  date),  but  post  mark 
igih  Jan.  1902.  with  llie  post  town, 
not  very  legible,  Rridgewatcr.

These  letters  shew  that  in  July  and 
October  1800.  Coleridge  was  at  Kea- 
wick ;  that  in  May  1  HOI  he  was  at  Ki 
wick;  that  on  the  30ih  Sept.  1901 
was  at  Keswick  j  that  on  the  Ipth  Jj 
1802  he  was  at  Stowey.  In  the  au-^ 
t\tmn  of  this  year,  his  Letters  U» 
Jmlge  Fletcher  and  on  Mr.  Fox  at 
Paris  were  puldiblied  On  none  ofj 
those  to  Judge  Fletcher  and  other  sui 
essays,  rather  fit  fnr  pamphlet",  tin 
newspapers,  did  I  set  much  valui 
And  on  this  subject  hear  Coletid^ 
himself,  in  a  letter  dated  4th  Jud«I 
18J 1,  when  he  was  engaged  with  Mr. 
Street  in  the  Courier,  who  did  not  pay

So'far  with  regard  to  the  MoraiDg 
Post.  ThioaghoQt  the  last  year,  dur- 
ioff  my  must  rapid  success,  Coleridge 
did  not,  I  believe,  write  a  line  for  me. 
Seven  montliti  aftt-rwardti  I  find  Cole- 
ridge at  Portsmouth  on  his  way  to 
Malta.  At  Portsmouth,  where  he  re- 
mained some  time,  1  intro<luced  him 
to  Mr.  Mottley,  the  bookseller;  a  man 
of  great  influence,  and  of  a  kind, 
lively,  obliging  dispo»>ition;  Coleridge 
waa  delighted  with  h\%  attentions.  1 
have  letters  from  Coleridge  from 
Purtjmoutb,  Gibraltar,  Maltu,  Syra- 
cuse. Ace. ;  and  on  bis  return  to  Eng- 
land in  the  summer  of  ISOO>  he  ap- 
plied tu  me  OS  bin  best  friend.  I  gave 
hint  apartments  at  the  Courier  Office 
to  spare  e\penFe.  In  180?  he  was  en- 
gaged with  his  play.  Early  in  180R, 
be  gave  his  lectures  at  the  Royal  In- 
stitution, and  again  he  had  apart- 
ments in  the  Courier  Office.  At  the 
end  of  that  year  be  began  his  plan  of 
"  Tlie  Friend,"  which  lasted  him  till 
toward*!  the  end  of  1609  ;  and  rempect- 
log  which,  I  took  great  expensive  and 
useleta  trouble,  ai  a  bundle  of  Cole- 
ridge's letters  show,  about  subscrip- 
tions, paper,  fttamn?.  printers'  money, 
&c.  &c.  When  all  these  things  failed. 
then  Coleridge  in  IHI!  pro(>osed  to 
write  for  the  Courier  on  a  salary.  It 
is  true  he  sent  some  essays  upon  the 
Spaniards  m  the  cud  of  ISon,  but  that 
he  did  rather  as  some  return  to  me 
for  the  sums  I  had  expended  on  his 
account,  than  on  my  soliritalirin. 

In  truth,  Mr.  Street,  who  was  editor 
and  half- proprietor  of  the  Courier 
with  me,  never  thought  so  highly  of 
Coleridge's  writings  as  I  did ;  and 
whenever  I  proposed  an  engagement 
for  Coleridge,  Street  received  ray  sug- 
gestion coldly.  The  Courier  required 
no  assistance.  It  was  and  long  had 
been  the  evening  paper  of  the  highest 
circulation.  From  August  180.1,  when 
1  led  the  Morning  Post,  but.  in  truth. 
from  ibe  ttHluiiin  of  180'2,  when  Cole. 
ridge  loftt  wrote  for  it.  till  the  autumn 
of  luO<J,  Coleridge  did  not  write  a 
line  for  any  poper  with  whirh  T  wan 
connected  \  and  yet  be  $ay«  he  wn«ted 
hw  prime  itnd  manhood  in  writing  fur 
these  pafiers.  A  few  weiki  in  IStXt. 
and  a  few  weeks   in  1802,  that  w(u 


nil  the  time  he  ever  wasted  on  the^ 
Morning  Post ;  and  as  for  the  Courier, 
it  accepted  of  his  proffered  services,  oft] 
a  favour  done  to  him,  when,  every-' 
thing  having  failed,  he  could  do  no- 
thing elie.  Upon  money  aifairs.  I 
fmd  the  following. 

In  1808.  Coleridge  wrote  to  roe  for 
100/.  as  the  Roval  Institntion  would 
not  pay  for  his  lectures  before  he  hi 
given  ihcm,  and  1  sent  it ;  a  part  of  j 
this  was  repaid  me,  and  was  used  for} 
stamps  lo  "The  Friend."  But,  pro-i 
vious  to  this,  I  had  paid  considerable 
sums  for  hira  on  account  of  Malta* 
&c.  I  find  among  my  papers  a  state, 
ment,  dated  in  18U5,  amounting  to 
342f.  Ll«.  od.\  of  which  sum,  Coleridge 
was  in  my  debt  M2/.  1  U.  bd. 

By  a  statement  of  Green,  the  clerk 
of  the  Courier  in  I80g,  in  respect 
stamps  and  paper  for  "The  Friend,**' 
it  appears  60f.  was  received  from  the 
Hoyal  Institution  for  Coleridge's  lec- 
tures, and  that  104/.  was  expcadcd;, 
so  that  Coleridge  was  in  my  debt  oa] 
this  account  44/.  and,  according  tu  my  [ 
vouchers,  [  advanced  bedsides  bmoller 
sums.     Kxtra  to  Malta  beyond  receipt 
13'W.  and  for  paper  and  stamps  for 
"l*he  Friend."  and  other  monies  that 
year.  1809,  300/. 

Tlie  preceding  statement  from  the 
beginning  of  the  letters  was  sent  to 
Mr.  Henry  Coleridge,  after  be  had 
published  the  "Table  Talk,"tocnabl«' 
him  to  do  me  justice  in  some  of  hit 
future  works.  I  accompanied  it  with 
the  following  : 

"  Sir, — I  have  already  informed   yon 
(Mr.  Hrnry  Colcridgi!)  that  on   the  ap- 
IKsrmce    of    the  Literary  Itiop-tiphy,    1 
went  to  Colcritl^  at  Higbgate,  in  angcr^ 
and  warmly  rvmonMnited  with  him.     Ha 
reasoned  against  me,  and  on  my  return 
home,  I  prepared  but  did  not  fiui«b  a  let- 
ter lo  liim  in  reply,  a  copy  of  whicb  yott 
win  herewith  And.     I  conbidrrcd  tbnt  h« 
waa  tuiieb  reproached  fornot  doing  tome-^  , 
thing  worthy  of  him,  and  Uiat  hia  trfer- 
ence  to  tbe  Morning  Post  and  Courier  was 
a  resourct;,  an  rxcuMs,  it  woiddbe  cruel  U^' 
deprive  him  of;  I  coniiidi.-n:d,  too,  tba^^ 
he  woA  probably  laying  cluing  to  unwr.  ap«  i 
iHjinltiu-nt    under    gtivcntmcnt,  iuch   ac 
Godwin  Ka4  lately  had  from  Uic  Whigs  f^ 
and   itiftikiDi;  L\  public  .-ipj>t-nl,   I   let   ih«i 
nffr.ir   ditjp.

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In  all  of  about  2(10/.  Tliu,  after  1  had 
donn  with  all  newspaper*.  I  (ook  no  in.

parted  with  my  lut  ahan*  in  it  in  iK'i?. 
AfitT  ray  nuirriagc  in  1)^13,  1  wn*  not  so 
morh  with  Coleridge,  or  so  acceisible  to 
him,  and  thiii  1  think  displeased  hira. 
lie  tiays  he  waited  the  prime  and  man- 
hood of  his  intellect  on  the  Muming  Post 
and  Courier.  "Why  r — lii»  letters  are  one 
coatjnued  rtow  of  complaint  of  ill  health 
and  Incapacity  from  ill  health-  llut,  al- 
though I  passed  over  hi«  misreprcBcnta- 
tiona  in  pity  tu  him,  in  his  Literary  Bio- 
Rrapby,  that  reasou  for  my  silence  no 
louger  exists,  nml  I  therefore  put  you 
intu  possession  of  facts  to  guide  you,  ai 
1  would  do  myself  injusticD  to  allcin'  his 
misrepresentations  to  become  undisputed 
history. 

"  I  hare  no  doubt  you  hnire  been  mis- 
1e<t  by  him  and  others  to  speak  ns  you 
hare  done  in  the  Table  TVlk  ;  airrum- 
stances  havini;  long  persuaded  mc,  that 
many  of  those  around  bim  have  con* 
docted  themselves  under  wrong  impre«- 
aionn  received  from  Colcndge  rcJipeccing 
my  conduct  to  him.  In  one  of  his  let- 
ters, pending  the  Friend,  he  says  all 
my   letters   are  preserved.      If  »o,  they 


can  be  referred  to;  and  I  will  br  rendy 
tu  correct  or  recant  buy  thing  herein  aa- 
scrtcil  which  con  be  proved  lo  be  wroni;. 
Itut  his  letters,  of  which  1  send  you  co- 

fies,  will,   I  think,  bear  out  CTcry  thing 
hoTC  sold. 

■*  I  mait  be  pennitted  to  add,  Uuit 
oflcr  a  pcrnsal  of  his  letters,  and  a  re- 
view of  my  conduct  towards  him,  instead 
of  feelint:  myself  n  *  knowing  person,* 
1  think  I  shuuld  rather  be  regarded  as 
•  Tery  great  simpleton.  He  never  had  a 
prime  and  manhood  of  intellect  in  tUu 
sense  be  speaks  of  them  in  the  literary 
BiogTiipby.  He  had  indeed  the  j^rat 
mind  and  the  great  jmwers,  but  be  could 
not  use  them  for  the  press,  with  regnlnnty 
and  \ii;our:  he  was  always  ill.  Admitting 
all  he  says  of  hia  serN  ice?  to  the  Morning 
Post,  yet  after  1  left  that  paper,  be  did 
nothing  to  serve  me,  although  be  had 
had  at  least  700/.  of  mc,  l>nidea  miay 
acts  of  kindness.

CORRESPONDENCE  OF  WALTER  MOYLE,  Eb*.    Ko.  III. 


Mr.  Canon  Kfrnlall  to  Mr.  Moyle  on  the 
foUoicing  laicripiiont 

"  CtTUniua  jacet  hie  CuHomori  Jiliua."* 

THIS  is  the  ioscription  on  the 
monumental  stone  that  stands  in 
the  highway  leading  from  the  wcsl 
towards  Fowey.  Looking  lately  into 
CaaidcQ*&  Britannia,  and  there  find* 
ing  Carausius  to  have  assumed  the 
purple  in  the  time  of  the  Em- 
peror Dioclesian,  and  to  have  go- 
verned here  for  seven  years,  wlicn  he 
waa  made  away  with  by  his  treach- 
erous friend  Allectus.  who  (afUr  him) 
governed  these  islands  for  three  years, 
1  imagined  with  myself  that  this  Ca- 


rausius must  be  the  Mtmc  with  oor 
Cenuius,  there  being  only  the  difler- 
enre  of  a  northeru  and  western  dialect 
in  pronouncing  their  names;  and  this 
difl'eriTice  so  far  continues  even  in  this 
day  ;  the  northern  people  being  stiH 
among  us,  as  the  Dorians  and  Mo- 
lians  were  among  the  ancient  Grecians, 
Tr\€rrvtrofUjt,  —  that  if  the  man  Were 
now  living,  his  name  vrould  be  pro- 
nounced much  afler  the  same  manaer* 
especially  considering  that  C  before 
£,  as  well  as  Ix'fore  A.  or  O,  or  Up 
was  among  the  Romans,  in  the  pu- 
rest time  of  their  language,  pna- 
nounced  hardly,  like  K — as  Che  is  now 
pronounced   among  the   Italians ;   so

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that  Cvru&ius  is  all  ouc  as  if  it  were 
writlen  Kcrusius.  And  we  need  not 
wontlcr  that  tlie  n.imc  should  be  tto 
(liH'crently  written  and  pronounced^ 
bceintj;  Camden  tells  us  aome  pages 
before  that  the  famous  Queen  Boa* 
dicca  wa«  also  named  iioadlcia.  Boa- 
dicen,  V'oadicia,  or  Bonduca.  I  pre- 
sume the  name  in  the  Dutch  tongue 
was  Kami-,  or  Kcrus,  orCerus;  the 
Xjatin  teriuiaation  made  it  Carauaiu5  ; 
and  the  different  proounciaUoQ  Ka, 
or  Ke,  or  Cerusius. 

Our  author  telts  us  further,  that 
thi>  man  waa  a  Meuapian,  or  bot  n  ia 
that  part  of  Gallia  Ccltica  now  called 
Braliaot;  and  that  he  was  of  obscure 
parentage.  To  this  latter  I  can  aay 
nothing ;  but  he  seems  plainly  to  have 
been  of  British  extraction,  not  only 
by  his  so  easily  obtaining  the  govern- 
ment hcie,  and  managing  it  uo  vctl, 
to  the  satisfaction  ut  the  Biitons  :  but 
by  the  very  sound  of  hia  name — Kar, 
or  Kcx,  or  (which  1  think  the  !.amc} 
Cer«  in  the  British  tongue,  signifying 
Me  rociE-;  and  is  now  reckoned  ad 
great  a  note  of  antiquity  in  our  Bri- 
tish farailies  asTre  (signifying  a  town) 
or  Pol,  or  Pro  (signifying  a  heiid)  ; 
and  in  the  Roman  accounts  of  Bri- 
tain we  meet  with  Cnr-actacus,  Car- 
tiimnndua,  &c.  which  is  further 
confirmed  by  considering  his  fa- 
ther's name  —  Cunoroorus.  Cuno  ia 
plainly  British,  and  a  name  of  ho- 
nour, a«  iu  Cun-  or  Ciu-gcturix^  Cuoo- 
beliaaa,  &c. 

This  1  find  by  dealing  in  second- 
hand writing.  If  youj  who  possess 
tbe  originals,  can  tind  any  more  of 
*  is  Carausius,  and  particularly  if  hia 

[her  was  called  C'unomorus,  1  think 
It  will  put  this  matter  bcyotid  dispute, 
iJiat  this  monument  was  erected  for 
him. 

But  how  should  this  great  man, 
who  for  seven  years  governed  Britain, 
and  must  be  supposed  to  have  lived 
in  some  principal  (wirl  of  it.  come  to 
be  buried  here  ?  What  t  have  to  say 
to  this  depends,  1  must  confess,  on  con- 
jecture;  but  it  seems  not  improbable. 
Carausius,  as  Camden  tells  us,  was 
particularly  famous  tor  his  exploits  at 
sen,  and  was  pn  fvrred,  upon  that  ac- 
count, to  keep  the  British  seas  free 
from  pirates.  Likely  enough  there- 
fora  4i  is,  that,  in  one  of  his  naval 
expeditions,    his    Ircacheroua    friend 


Alleclus  got  hira  to  be  murdered,  and 
then,  to  avoid  tlie  proof  of  the  fact, 
ordered  bim  to  be  buried  in  a  remoiu 
and  obscure  corner  of  the  island,  not 
willing,  as  having  been  his  friend,  to 
deny  him  funeral  rites;  and  so  the 
body  was  lirou^ht  ashore  at  a  place 
which,  ever  aince,  has  the  name  of 
PoUkarrns  or  Pol-perras  Bay ;  and 
as  the  Roman  monuments  were  gene- 
rally upon  the  great  highways,  this, 
where  the  atone  now  stands,  ia  the 
next  highway  to  that  bav,  and  the 
manumcnt  might  afterwords  be  set  up 
by  some  friend  of  the  deceased. 

It  seems  further  probable  byCarau- 
sius  being  an  enemy  of  Diocletian,  a 
violent  persecutor  of  the  Christians, 
that  he  himself  was  a  Christian  ;  and 
certainly  that  hole  or  mortice,  now  to 
be  seen  on  the  top  of  the  stone,  was 
made  there  for  the  tenon  of  a  trans- 
verse piece,  and  then  another  piece 
standing  over  it  made  the  figure  of  a 
cross ;  and,  cither  out  of  reverence  to 
that  sacred  figure,  or  because  tlicre 
was  not  room  enough  in  the  upper 
part  to  cut  the  words,  the  inscripuon 
was  made,  as  it  now  anpears,  on  the 
side ;  and  considering  the  height  and 
bigness  of  the  stone  (a  part  of  the 
stem  and  all  the  upper  part  being 
broken  by  the  fait  of  it),  it  was  at  first 
a  handsome  monument. 

Dr.  llcyiin,  in  his  Cosmographia, 
reckons  Carausius  to  have  lived  in  the 
time  of  Caracaila,  and  says  he  was  a 
native  of  this  island.  He  was  cer> 
taiuly  mistaken  in  the  first,  as  to  the 
time  of  his  living,  and  I  wish  he  be 
not  also  as  lo  the  place  of  his  birth. 
This  1  should  not  have  mentioned, 
but  to  express  my  wonder  that,  in  the 
many  editions  that  have  been  made 
of  that  very  useful  book,  care  has  not 
been  taken  lo  correct,  not  only  the 
literal  errors,  which  are  iiuiumerabic, 
and  apt.  many  times,  in  the  names  of 
persons  and  places  to  betray  the 
reader  into  mistakes,  but  even  the 
grosser  errors  in  chronolog)*,  which, 
10  a  work  containing  that  vast  va. 
riely  of  matter,  might  well  escape  a 
more  wary  anil  exact  writer  than  Dr. 
Heylin  was.  A  new  edition  of  this 
book,  with  the  historical  |Hirt  brought 
down  to  ihis  timr,  would  !>e  a  labo- 
rious (indeedi  but  a  very  noble  under* 
takiog.

Jtfr.  Moylf**  jlnswfr  to  Cajton  KendaU. 

I  have  hunted  every  corner  of  Enti- 
quity  in  search  of  the  family,  father, 
and  country  of  Carausius,  but  can 
make  tw  great  discoveries,  becAuec  the 
old  writers  have  given  very  imperfect 
sccuunts,  not  only  nf  him,  but  of  nil 
otherft  •*  quod  Tyrannos  aliorum  Vic- 
toria fecerit,"  as  Spartianus  ftays  (.ia 
ISigro,  c.  1).  Vulcatius,  who  writes 
Qtider  Diocletian,  makes  the  same 
complaint  (in  Avidio  Cossio.  c.  3), 
and  adda  the  reason — "  Nequc  cnim 
plarm  de  his  scire  possuut,  quorum 
vitam  illustr&re  nullus  audet,  carum 
c«U88B  quibus  oppress)  fucrunt."  It 
is  on  the  same  account  that  Eumc- 
tuns,  in  a  paneeyric  made  on  purpose 
to  compliment  Conatantius  on  faiB 
victory  over  Allectus  and  the  con- 
qiieht  of  Britain,  has  never  named  Ca- 
rausius, though  he  has  described  him 
by  the  style  of  Pirata  and  Jrchipirata 
(c.  12),  and  Mainertinus  has  dune  the 
same  in  hif^  panegyric  to  Maximian 
(c.  12).  Add  to  all  these,  Iq  order 
that  the  names  and  actions  of  usurpers 
might  be  entirely  buried  in  obiivioo, 
care  was  taken  to  destroy  and  burn 
their  statues,  deface  their  inflcriptions, 
melt  down  their  coins,  and  (in  a 
word)  to  abolish  all  monuments  that 
might  pre«er\e  their  memory.  Kor 
this  reoiion,  there  are  no  inscriptions 
of  Carausius  extant  tliat  I  ever  saw; 
but  the  cuius,  being  easily  hidden^ 
have  escaped  better,  and  there  have 
Leen  more  of  them  found  in  Kngland, 
because  he  resided  here,  than  of  any 
other  Emperor,  llic  historians  are 
not  agreed  about  hia  name;  though 
Victor  Schotti  calls  him  Cornosius ; 
the  other  Victor,  Carausio  ;  ond  Nen- 
nius,  who  lived  in  the  beginning  of 
the  seventh  century,  calls  him  Cnran- 
tius.  KutrcjpiuH,  with  his  Greek 
translator —  Ptcanias,  Orosius,  Euse- 
bius,  Jornandcs,  and  Panlus  Dioco- 
nus,  call  him  Carausius,  which  is 
certainly  the  triie  reading;  and  is  con- 
firmed, and  fiet  beyond  dispute,  by  the 
medals.  His  father  Js  entirely  un- 
known, not  being  mentioned  by  any 
author  now  eitant.

gtttioD   made   admiral  of  the   Raman 
fleet  in  Gaul.     As  for  hia  country,  the 
same  Victor  says,  he  was  "  Menapiai 
Cim;"  hut  the  modern  critics  cannot 
agree  in  what  part  of  the  world  this 
Menapia  Uy.     De  la  Uaumc,  in  his 
Commentary    on    Mamerttnus,    says 
that  Camden  places  Mcnopia  in  Hun- 
gary ;    but  I  caa  find  nothing  like  it 
in  my  edition;  nor  can  I  find  in   the 
old  geographers  any  such  city  or  pro- 
vince in  Hungary.     Nor  is  it  liketyi 
that  one  who  was  bred  a  aailor  fr 
his  youth  should  have  been  born  ia^ 
a  country  so    remote   from   the   sea, 
Ortelius,  against  all  the  editions  ai 
MSS.,  instead  of  Menapia,  substitute 
Mauapia,  which  is  a  city  in  Ireland., 
mentioned  by  Pliny,  suppos^l  to  be 
Waterford.  or    (according  to   otbcra)< 
Wexford.     And  in  this  he  is  fortitied) 
by    Ob.  Walker,  in   his    treatise   obi 
medab,  who  makes  hint  an  Irishman*: 
Uut  there  arc  many  objections  against  | 
this  correction.      First,    no  MS.  fa- 
vours   it.      Secondly,  the  medaU   all 
give  Carausius  theprsnomen  ofCaius^ 
which  shows  him  to  have  been  bom 
a  Roman  (by  a  Roman,  I  mean  any 
subject  of  Rome,  for  the  whole  em* 
pire  were  free  people  of  Rome  after 
the  reign  nfCaracalla) ;  and  1  need  not' 
obftorve  that  the  Romans  were  never, 
masters  of  Ireland,  and  never  had  any^ 
footing    there.       Besides,   the    pane, 
gyrist  Eumenius,  &c.  would  not  have 
failed  to  reproach  him  with  being  « 
forpigiier  and  barbarian,  hod  he  really 
been  so.     Add  to  this,  that  there  is  no 
example  till   the  last   irruption  of  the 
Goths    under   Valens,   that   ever   the 
Romans  trusted  a  foreigner  with  the 
command  of  their  fleets  and  annic«. 
For  this  reason  I  am  of  M.  Dacier'f 
mind,  that  Menapia  sii^nifies  the  ter*| 
ritory  of  the   Menapians  in  Flandera 
and  Brabant     It  is  a  barbarous  word, 
I  own ;    and  Cpe&ar,  with  the  purrr 
ages   of  the  Latin,  would   have  said 
Civitas  Mcnaplorum,    instead   uf  Me* 
napiie;    hut  A.  Victor  was  a  t»«rb«-, 

rou*  writer,  and  •!    -     ■ •- 

rnniigh.  in   thi^   l:i 

kind.

The  only  jnusagc  besides  this,  in 
r)1  antiquity,  that  can  give  hdv  tt^bt 
to  the  country  of  C'arau»ius,  is  in  Eu- 
nienius'sranegyric{Constantine,c.  5.). 
where,  nAer  mentioning  the  tnkin^  of 
Boulagnc  by  ht^  father  Constajitius, 
which  wa«  then  in  the  hands  of  Ca- 
rauaius,  and  hii9  preparatioD&  far  in- 
vading Britain,  he  ad(l<)  these  words 
of  Constantius  ; — "  Terram  Bataviam^ 
sub  ipso  quondam  alumno  suo.  a  di- 
tersifl  Francornm  gcntibusoccupatam, 
omni  hosie  purgavit,"  Sec.  But  be 
recovered  Batavia  out  of  the  hands  of 
the  Franks,  who  had  possessed  them- 
selves of  it,  even  under  the  govern- 
ment of  a  prince  that  was  either  born, 
or  at  least  bred,  among  them.  This 
•'  alnmnus,"  aft  I-e  Baiime  rightly  ob- 
serves, "  can  he  understood  of  no  other 
person  but  Carausius  ;"  and  it  is  a  sa- 
tirical stroke  at  bis  ill  management, 
in  suffering  the  place  of  his  birth  or 
educatitm  to  be  overrun  by  the  barbn- 
rians.  The  only  difficulty  in  this  pas- 
sage is,  whether  "alumnus  Bnlavise" 
signifies  a  man  born,  or  bred  there  • 
for  the  word  is  equally  used  by  good 
writers  in  l>olh  senses.  In  th«  first 
sense  we  meet  with  it  In  Virgil  (.En, 
VI.  979.).  Juvenal  Ci.  20.),  Claudian 
<Kp.  I.)  ;  in  the  Inst,  in  Tacitus  (Ann. 
c.  2.),  Apul.  Floru«  fxviii.&c.)  If 
"quondam"  is  joined  to  "alumnui," 
which  seems  the  most  natural  cnn- 
struction,  it  must  signify  that  be  was 
bred  there  only;  because  it  would  be 
absurd  to  liay  that  a  man  wai* /nrmer/y 
a  native  of  such  a  place  ;  if  he  was 
OAOe  so,  he  was  always  so.  Tliis  pas- 
sage,  as  !■»  Baume  observes,  canfirmn 
Mad,  Docier's  interpretation  of  Mcna- 
pia  ;  for  it  is  easier  to  suppose  a  man 
bom  in  the  territory  of  the  Mcnapii, 
whu  hurdereil  on  the  old  BatKvia,  to 
have  been  bred  there,  than  an  Iri<ih. 
man  or  Hungarian  :  so  ttint,  upon  the 
whole  matter,  1  believe  Carausius  to 
have  been  born  In  the  country  of  the 
Menapians,  who  inhabited  part  of 
Brabant  ondOuddeiland,  and  eitrad.- 
[ti\  as  ttir  as  the  Khine. 

Hrylin  ia  the  only  modern  writer, 
that  I  know  of,  who  maken  liim  a 
Iriton.  for  which  he  hath  no  other 
pouchur,  thai   1  can  find,  but  Molt. 


Westminster,  who,  indeed,  seems  to 
favour  that  opinion ;  but  he  was  an 
ignorant  monk  of  the   Utb  century, 
and  not  to  be  depended  on  in  any  point 
of  antiquity.     This   shameful   blun- 
der, in  placing  Carausius  under  Cara- 
calla,  I  was  a  good  while  at  a  loss 
to  account  for  ;  but  I  have  since  met 
with  a  passage  in  Ncnoius — a  sorry 
writer, God  knows! — which  might  lead 
an  ignorant  reader  into  such  a  mistake. 
Polydore  Virgil  (B.  2.  p.  24.)  hinU  at 
some  other  namclcaa  aulbora  who  had 
fallen  into  the  same  error,  whom  he 
very  justly  Uughs  at  for  tiieir  pains, 
which  might  have  taught  Dr.  Hcylin 
more  wit ;  for  it  is  certainly  a  mistake 
of  his  own  and  not  of  the  press,  be- 
cause he  has  connected  the  beginning 
of  Carausius  with  the  216th  year  of 
Christ,   which    was    GO    years    before 
Diocletian.      But,  what  is  worst  of  all, 
that   reckoning  would   not  agree  even 
witJt  the  age  of  Coracalla.  who  was 
dead  two  years  before  ;  which  shows 
with  how  much  care  Dr.  Heylia  wrote. 
Heylin.   in  that  passage  where  he 
makes  Carausius  a  Briton,  and  con- 
temporary  with   Caracatia,    has   laid 
down    the  catalogue   of  the   British 
kings,  as  he  himself  expressly  afiirms, 
according  to  the  tenor  of  the   British 
history,  that    is,   as    he    found   it   set 
down  in  Jetfry  of  Monmouth,  Alfred 
of  Beverley,   and  other   historians  of 
the   same  Rtamp.   who   arc  not  to  be 
depended  upon  in  a  point  of  antiquity. 
It  is  not  to  be  imagined  that  a  man 
of  Ilia  BCDse  and  learning  could  give 
any  credit  to  such  a  fabulous  list ;  but 
he    should     have    given    his    readers 
warning.     And  you  may   be   assured 
that  none  of  the  modern  writers  who 
make   Carausius    a  Briton   had   any 
better  authorities  than  the  pre-men- 
tioncd  authors,  who  deserve  no  credit. 
Vnu  add,  that  he  had  not  so  easily 
obtained    the    government  of  Britain 
unless  he  had  been  of  British  extrac- 
tion.    To  this  1  answer,  that  he  won 
and  maintained  it  by  the  sword,  and 
not  by  any  interest  he  had  in  the  affec- 
tions of  the  jicople,  or  by  any  faction 
formed  there  in  his  favour.     It  is  plain, 
from  Kumenius,  in  his  Pancg.  to  Con- 
fttontius  ic,  12;  et  alibi),  that  he  tirsl 
rwolted  witli  the  fleet  be  commanded. 
inCiaul;  possessed  himself  uftlie  Low 
Countries  ;  raised  an  army  ut  foreign- 
ers, ood,  withthcm,  invaded  aadcach- 


qucrcd  Briuun.  All  vour  arguments 
that  nrc  taken  from  tlic  name  of  Ca- 
rnusius  nnd  the  Hritinh  language  are 
equally  good  if  vte  suppose  bim  to  be 
n  Briton  or  a  Gaul ;  for  ever)*  body 
knows  that  the  old  Gaelic  and  Britisfi 
were  but  different  dialects  of  the  s&mc 
tongue. 

No  historian  makes  Carausius  a 
Chiiftttan,  So  remarkable  a  circum- 
stance could  not  have  escaped  the 
Church  writers — especially  Eu<ieljius, 
who  has  made  mention  of  bim  in  bis 
Chronicle.  Less  probable  is  it  that  he 
declared  himself  »o  in  opposition  tu 
Diocletian,  who,  at  the  time  of  his  re- 
volt, and  many  yeai  h  otter,  favored  the 
Christians  beyond  any  of  his  prede- 
ccssors  ;  of  which  I  ueed  produce  but 
one  instance  from  Eu5cbius>  viz.  his 
dispensing,  in  their  favour,  with  the 
Pagan  tests  that  disqualitied  the  Chris- 
tians for  civil  employments ;  which 
you  will  grant  to  be  an  extraordinary 
act  of  grace  from  a  Heathen,  since, 
now-a-days.  it  will  not  be  allowed  by 
Christians  to  Chriatians,  or  by  Protcs- 
UkntA  to  Protestants. 

We  are  not  informed  by  the  Roman 
writers  in  what  part  of  Brit&iu  Carau- 
sius was  murdered  by  AMIcctus.  Ncn- 
niussayshe  was  killed  at  York;  which 
is  probable  on  other  accounts  (for  1 
lay  no  stress  upon  his  authority),  be- 
cause the  emperors  that  lived  in 
Britain  commonly  resided  at  York,  to 
be  near  the  borders,  where  the  army 
was  posted.  There  died  Coostantlus 
and  Scvcrus  ;  and  from  hence  it  comes 
that  more  Roman  monuments  arc 
found  in  the  North  than  in  all  Eng- 
land besides,  and  fewer  in  Corn- 
wall ;  for  there  are  no  remains  of 
Roman  camps  or  military  ways  to  be 
found  in  the  whole  couoty :  not  but 
that  I  think  Cornwall  to  have  been 
subject  to  the  Romans,  for  which  there 
are  arguments  enough  ;  and  we  are 
sure  the  Romans  were  masters  of  the 
Scilly  Islands  beyond  the  Land's  End ; 
for  Sulpicius  Scvcrus  says  tliat  Instan- 
tius.  a  gnostic  bishop,  was  banished 
there  by  Maximus  the  tyrant;  which 
Cby  the  way)  is  the  first  instance  of 
spiritual  arms  bring  called  in  to 
punish  an  obstinate  heretic ;  and  which 
was  then  thought  n  crying  scandal  to 
the  Church,  tbnugh  now  it  is  thought 
its  only  security,  j  kttuw  you  will 
«y^  /  am  oiwuy$  abasing  the  ckrgy  \ 


so  I  will  not  add  a  word  on  that  heod| 
hut  return  to  tny  argument. 

If  some  friend  of  Carausius,  as  you 
snppoae,  had  set  up  this  monument, 
though  perhaps  he  durst  not  give  him 
the  style  "Imperator  et  Augustus,'* 
for  fear  of  his  successor,  yet  (at  least) 
he  would  not  have  omitted  his  Prteno* 
men  Caius,  which  was  never  left  out 
of  the  gravc-sluue  of  any  men  of  rank, 
in  order  to  di&tioguij^h  them  from  any 
otheiH  of  the  same  house,  who  had  all 
the  same  family  name  in  common. 
But  it  seems  a  great  deal  more  prol»a- 
ble  for  the  reasons  set  down  at  the 
beginning  of  my  letter,  that  nn  man 
durst  have  erected  such  a  monument 
to  his  memory. 

That  Ceru9iv3  was  ft  Christian  is 
plain;  not  only  from  tlic  omission  of 
the  "  Diis  majiibuB  sacrum,"  (whicli 
generally,  though,  ]  confess,  not  aU 
ways,  appears  in  the  head  of  Heathen 
monuments,)  but  from  the  Cross  cut 
in  relievo  on  the  back  side  of  the  stone. 
But  even  that  proves  him  later  than 
Diocletian  ;  for,  though  the  primitive 
Christians  (os  we  know  from  Tertul- 
lian,  dc  Cer.  Militis,  c.  3),  like  modem 
Papists,  used  to  cross  themselves  on 
almost  all  occasions,  yet  we  hear  of 
no  material  permanent  crosses,  till 
Constantine's  Vision  brought  them 
into  play.  After  that  lime  they  were 
placed  on  the  labaruro,  or  imperial 
banner,  the  soldiers'  (shields,  and  (iu 
a  word)  grew  to  be  the  dibtingnishiog 
badge  of  Christianity.  As  for  high- 
way crosses,  they  were  certainly  ages 
later.  What  the  hole  on  the  top  of 
the  stone  was  made  for,  1  am  at  a  loss 
to  guess.  The  stone  at  St.  Clore  has 
such  another  mortittc,  though  it  ap- 
pears,  by  the  inscription,  to  have  l>ecn 
set  up  fnr  a  monument  of  a  donation 
made  to  the  church  by  a  Cornish 
prince;  as  bolh  Camden  and  Lloyd, 
have  explained  it.  Perhaps  both  nf 
them,  though  set  up  at  lir^l  for  another 
design,  might  afterwards  l>e  convetted 
to  crushes. 

I  shall  conclude  this  letter  n  l^li  Mr. 
Lloyd's   account  of  this   i;. 
which  I  copied  from  an  rihg"< 
of  bis:* — "The  elone   which    lies    in 
the  way  near  Fowey*  atut  in  curomoDly 
called  the  l^ong  Stone,  may  |wrhi]is

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be  of  1200  years  standing.  The  read- 
ing is,  Cirusius  hie  jacet  Cuaoaiori 
Filioa.  For  the  fifth  letter  in  the 
second  line  must  need^  Ue  an  M  re. 
ver»ed  ;  W  being  but  lately  ititroUuced 
into  any  alphabet.  TUia  man's  name, 
in  British,  was  Kirys  ap  Kinvor,  and 
I  do  not  much  question  but  Polkiris, 
a  village  wiOiiii  half  a  mite  of  this 
stone,  received  its  name  from  him." 
This  remark  upon  the  w  in  Kunowori 
is  very  probable.*  In  a  British  in- 
scripiioD  at  Gulval,  S  is  inverted  in 
like  manner — 5,  Kinvor,  as  1  believe, 
is  only  a  slip  of  the  pen  for  Kinmor. 
1  believe  the  luoniiirient  is  about  a 
hundred  years  older  than  he  makes  it. 
The  Christiana  had,  at  the  year  500, 
left  off  ban'ing  in  the  highway.  St. 
Chrysostom.  as  cited  by  Muretus,  ex- 
pre^bly  affirms  that  at  his  time,  in  the 
beginning  of  the  5th  century,  they  had 
their  pecuhar  burying  places,  or  ce- 
meteries, in  all  parts  of  the  empire. 
The  orthography  is  exactly  that  of  the 
5tb  centurv.  •  '•  •

Pvttyn,  Mar.  5,  l^lj.  Sir.— I  am 
much  obliged  to  you  for  the  learned 
pains  you  have  taken  to  convince  me 
of  ray  mistake  concerning  Cirusius, 
I  was  led  into  it  by  the  names  being 
very  near  tjutdem  *oni ;  and  if  the 
conjecture  might  have  l»een  confirmed 
by  any  note  in  history,  (to  which,  ynu 
will  please  to  remember,  1  refeired 
myself,  and  to  you  to  find  it  out.)  it 
Would  have  appeared  not  improbable. 

If  our  Cirusius  was  but  a  private 
Briton, — nay,  though  we  should  allow 
him  to  have  been  a  great  man,  or  a 
prince  among  them,  it  seems  strange 
to  me  that  we  have  not  many  such 
monuments  ^f  fur  if  it  was  the  custom 
among  the  Britons  to  record  the  me- 
mory  of  their  great  men  by  such 
monumental  inTtcriptions.  one  would 
expect  to  meet  them  in  ever)-  corner. 
But  I  have  done  with  CiruaiuB.  Hf- 
qnitKal  in  pace  ! 


I  hope  you  nillgiveme  leave,  under 
covert  of  a  private  letter,  to  consider  a 
little  of  the  two  hi«torical  rcmarkfl 
concerning  Diocletian  and  Maximus. 
It  is  very  likely  that  Diocletian  did  not 
presently  upon  his  taking  the  purple 
diaraiss  all  thu!»e  that  had  counselled, 
I  du  not  say  governed,  his  predecessors ; 
some  of  which  might  be  friends  to  the 
Christiana ;  who,  as  Dr.  Cave  ob- 
serves, had  enjoyed  a  long  peace  and 
prosperity,  and  (except  a  little  disturb- 
ance  in  the  time  of  Aurelian)  had  met 
with  no  opposition  through  the  reigns 
of  Gallienus,  Claudius,  Tacitus.  Flo- 
rianus,  Probus.  Carus,  and  Numeriaa. 
But  you  say,  "  This  would  not  l« 
allowed,  now-a-days.  by  Christian  to 
Chri&tian,  or  by  Protc&tant  to  Pro- 
testant." 1  hope  not ;  fur  this  good 
reason,  because  I  am  truly  persuaded 
many  of  those  whom  you  call  Pro- 
testants, and  who  are  most  earnest, 
now-a-days.  to  take  away  the  disqua- 
lifying teats,  are  as  very  heathens  aa 
any  were  in  the  lime  of  Diocletian. 

The  other  remark  you  call  a  primi- 
tive instance  of  the  secular  arm  being 
called  in  to  the  aid  of  the  clergy,  when 
ft  heretical  bishop,  at  the  request  nf  the 
orthodox,  was.  by  Maximus,  banished 
to  Scilly  ;  whence  you  infer  that  then 
Scilly  and  Cornwall  too  were  in  sub- 
jeetion  to  the  Romans.  But  might 
they  not  banish  a  man  to  a  country  not 
subject  to  them  ?  However  that  be, 
you  know  there  is  a  more  primitive 
instance  of  the  Emperor  Aureiian  con- 
firming a  decree  of  the  synod  of  An- 
tioch,  and  banishing  F*aul  of  Samosata, 
a  heretical  bishop.  And  no  doubt 
Aureiian  could  not  but  think  that  an 
assembly  of  such  grave  and  learned 
men  would  not  have  condemned  him 
but  after  due  examination,  and  for  just 
cause.  But  now  after-age*  will  read 
in  history,  if  it  be  impartially  writ- 
ten,  that  once  upon  a  time,  under 
a  Christian,  under  a  Prote&tant  prince, 
a  synod  was  not  suffered  to  meet  lest 
they  should  pass  ecclesiastical  cen- 
sures upon  a  rotten  member  of  their

owD  body,*  who,  by  putting  himself  at 
the  head  of  a  party  called  then  free- 
thtokers  or  Deists,  had  plainly  endea- 
voured the  ruin  of  their  church.  Such 
use  wa^  then  made  in  those  times  of 
the  ecclesiastical  supremacy  annexed 
to  the  Imperial  crown,  and  of  the  royal 
style  of  being  Defender  of  the  Faith  ! 

You  do  not  mention  what  the  par- 
ticular heresy  was  for  which  that  bi- 
shop was  banished  to  the  Scilly  Islands, 
nor  perhaps  does  your  author  Sulpiclus 
Severus  take  notice  of  it.  If  it  were 
for  making  a  jei>t  of  all  the  most  sacred 
institutions  of  the  Christian  religion, 
for  denying  all  power  aud  authority  in 
church  f^overnors,  and  at  the  same 
time  making  it  aniawfut  for  the  civil 
magistrate  to  enforce  the  laws  of  the 
realm  by  rewards  or  punishments, 
sarelv  yon  will  think  he  was  served  in 
his  kind.  And  if  uue  heretical  bishop 
more  (f  hope  there  is  but  one)  were 
sent  to  Scilly,  or,  if  yon  will,  to  Pan- 
dataria,  there  to  propagate  his  new 
notions  of  civil  and  ecclesiastical  go- 
vernm<>Dt,  it  were  a  good  riddance.

Mk.  UnsAN, 
1  SHOULD  have  thought  that  the 
adduction  from  Strabo  of  authentic 
materials,  cuDcerning  an  important 
point  of  Welsh  archaeology,  would 
have  been  kindly  received ;  but  it 
seems  not,  because  the  gallant  coun- 
trymi'n  of  Flucllcn  will  have  it,  that 
nationality  implies  infallibility.  The 
circumstances  are  these.  Among  the 
Triads  of  the  Isle  of  Britain,  which  are 
Triads  of  memorial,  Mr,  William  Pro- 
bert,  a  Welsh  gentleman,  has  pub- 
lished the  following  tiansUtinn  ui  one 
of  these  Triads  : — 

*'  There  are  three  pillar*  of  the  nation 
of  the  Isle  of  Britmu.  The  firvc  was  Hu 
tbe  Mit;bty.  who  broiurbt  the  orUiim  of 
the  Cfinibriftn»  first  to  the  Isle  of  Ilhtain. 
nod  they  cimefrom  the  Summer  Country; 
which  is  called  Defrob&ui  [tliat  L^,  wbtre 
CoDstautinople  noir  sUods],  and  they

morica[  Bretafttc,  io  France] .  where  thef 
settled." 

Now  in  your  Magazine  for  April 
last,  p.  375.  a  writer  suliscribing  him* 
self  a  WcLsu  ANTigL'^^nv,  says,  tbat^ 
in  the  nrtginsl.  the  eipmsion  ren* 
dered  *'  the  Hazy  Sea,"  is  *'  Afor 
Tawch,"  which,  io  the  opinion  of  tbe 
Rev.  T.  Price,  means  the  Sfao/Daeiat 
i.  e.  "  the  Gemtan  Oc^an," 

Here  then  is,  according  to  the  state- 
ment, a  mistranslation  bv  Mr.  Pro- 
bert,  for  which  he  alone  is  of  course 
responsible. 

The  WeUh  Antiquary  then  pro» 
ceeds, 

"  At  to  the  identity  of  Deffrobani  and 
Taprohana,  it  has  long  ago  been  pretty 
generally  admitted.  Bat  whether  the 
name  was  firnt  usrd  tiy  thr  nriginnl  com* 
poaer  of  tbe  Triad,  or  by  some  liter  nDno« 
tator,  it  is  evident  that  it  could  not  havo 
been  taken  from  Strnbo  :  for,  hod  it  beca 
w,  Conttantirtoplf  would  not  have  been 
nnmed  as  markini;  the  loc'aUty,  a  placa 
diffeTiog  so  mnch  from  thst  described  hy', 
Strabo  M  Taprohanc." 

Here  then  Mr.  Probctt  is  in  another 
scrape  ;  for  it  does  not  appear  that  the 
name  Ka»  in  the  original  Triad,  but 
may  have  been  a  later  interpolation  t 

Astoraysclf.Ta^ro&oitais  the  modern 
Ceylon,  aud  the  Cingalese  priests  ore 
at  this  day  Druids.  This  fact  it  was* 
that  iuduced  me  to  fasten  upon  thia 
triad,  in  particular  relatioD  to  the  word 
Dffruimni,  admitted  to  appertain  to 
Taprohana,  i.  e.  Ceylon. 

In  a  work,  entitled,  "  The  Reasons 
of  the  Laws  of  Moses,"  from  the 
"  More  Nevochim  of  Maimonides,  by 
James  Townley.  D.D.  Svo.  1827,"  on 
p.  44  is  the  fullowiog  passage: — 

"  Zabianism,  or  Sabtennisim  [Cronof*- 
triM,  or  worship  of  the  heaveoU  bodies] 
was  not  only  the  most  ancient  sprcics  of 
idolatry,  bat  extended  its  influence  more 
universally  ihan  any  other.  'This  reli- 
poD,'  sayci  Mr.  Young,  '  having  taken  its 
rise  in  ChaUlra,  was  soon  carried  into 
Egypt,  and  from  thence  into  Qrnece.  It 
sproul  it.<ieir  to  Uie  mo^t  distant  parts  of 
the  world,  and  infected  not  only  tbe 
Eastern  and  Western  Scjthions  or  Tar- 
tom.  but  the  Meiicans  ton ;  for  there  iSie 
Spani/irds  found  it  wh^n  thry  fir»l  cane 
ainoiiesl  them.*  T^'ar-m  of  thit  pf'or«A^ 
■rr  ttiti  found  ra  the  ialand  <^f  VsjfUm^

There  axe  other  Dtukdisms  practised 
by  the  Cingaleae,  of  which  due  notice 
is  taken  in  a  work  now  in  the  press. 

Tu  return  :  there  is  such  a  thing  u 
proving  too  much.  The  Welsh  Anti- 
quAHY  makes  the  fnHowing  conces- 
sions  : — l.That  "MorTawrh"  was 
the  word  uscdintheari^ina/. — i.Tliat, 
however,  there  wuiio  original  known  ; 
for  he  Uoi^f  it  in  doubt  whither  the 
term  Difrubuni  was  first  used  by  the 
DriyiAiaJ  composer  of  the  Triad,  whereas 
Just  before  he  had  the  original  before 
him.  Mr.  Probertsayt,  that  he  trans- 
lated his  Triads  from  a  copy  printed 
io  the  third  volume  of  the  Archaeology 
of  Wales;  which  copy  was  a  tran- 
script made  in  169S,  from  ancient 
MSS.  belonging  to  Sir  Edw.  ManscI 
of  Margam  ;  of  the  antiquity  of  which 
MSS.  he  (Mr.  Probcrt)  knows  nothing. 
Pr^. 

The  Welsh  ANTigtSAsr  then  pro- 
ceeds to  insinuate  that  the  Triads  were 
written  at  a  period  when  the  state  of 
literature  was  »uch  that  nothing  could 
be  known  of  Strabo,  &c. — certainly 
not  of  that  concoction  of  his  materiaU, 
the  r*al  Triads,  among  which  there 
never  was  such  a  strange  affirmation, 
at  that  Britain  derived  its  name  from 
Pk-idayn,  son  of  Aedd  the  Great. 
There  is  no  smoke  without  fire.  Mr. 
Probert  says  these  (bis)  Triads  were 
formed  by  Dynwal  Moelwud,  about 
400   years  before  th*  Christian  eera.

tory,  and  the  Druids  most  certainly 
could  read  Greek  ;  for,  says  Cicero, 
Greek  was  more  common  in  his  time 
than  Latin  :  "  Grcca  leguntur  in  om- 
nibus fere  gentibus  t  Latina  suis  fini- 
b<JsexiguiitsaQe,continentur."Orat.26, 
pro  Archia  pocta.  Opera  390.  Ed.  fol. 
l^nd.  Diogenes  Laertius  says,  of  the 
GyninusjOphiHta  and  Druids,  "  aiviyfui- 
rtaitas  cnrfxpSryyotutrais  (ftiXotraffnjaat." 
Which  passage  Henry  Stephens  trans- 
lates by  "Obscurd  ac  per  sententias 
philosophari  ;"  and  such  were  the 
sentences  which  formed  genuine  Triads, 
and  appear  in  the  figurative  archaisms 
of  the  early  WeUh  poets.  Tliere  are 
DO  characteristics  of  Di-uidlcal  modea 
of  expression  in  Mr.  Proberl's  Triads, 
nor  is  there  the  slightest  evidence  of 
these  being  the  original  Triads  of  the 
Bera  of  Dynval  Modniud  ;  for  Mr. 
Probert'a  Triads  do  not  speak  "ob- 
scori  ac  prr  seotentiaa  "  only.  The 
Ten  Commandments  in  a  triadic  form 
are  law  books,  singularly  enough, 
quite  intelligible.  But  the  occurrence 
of  Ceylon  (Taprobana)  and  the  preva- 
ience  of  Druidism  in  that  place,  doea 
certainly  induce  a  Huspicioo  of  some 
real  archEeology,  which  being  accom- 
panied with  the  "  hazy  sea"  of  the 
primary  country  of  the  Kymri,  gave 
birlh  to  the  geographical  jumble  of 
Mr.  Probert's  Triad.  That  jumble 
alone  is  sufficient  evidence  of  concoc- 
tion. 

But  I  am  boond,  says  the  Wklsh 
Antiquary,  to  name  toe  concoctor  of 
Mr.  Probert's  Triad,  and  some  other 
points  of  Welsh  Archa»logy.  This  is 
just  as  reasonable  as  to  require  a  co- 
roner's inquest,  when  they  give  a  ver 
diet  of  "  murdered  by  some  persons 
unknown,"  to  say  wbo  was  the  mur- 
derer. 1  am  also  expected  to  assign  a 
reason  why  the  concoctordid  not  write 
more.  Might  he  not  have  died?  But 
1  am  not  of  opinion  that  there  was  an 
individual,  but  several  corruptora  of 
those  materials  which  were  furnished 
to  Slrabo.  Herodotus  has  been  de- 
rided  as  the  father  of  fables,  though 
the  paternity  manifestly  belonged  to 
his  informants;  and  Strabo  only  writes 
in  this  respect  at  least  from  similar 
knowledge. 

Being  otherwise  engaged,  and  per- 
fectly satisfied  that  Mr.  Probert's  book 
of  Triads  is  only  a  compost  (which  is 
neverthele«s  manure),  I  here  leave  the 
Buhjecl.    An  En.qv.\*ih.  ^•^■^\v^^iKv^»

YOU  reccDtly  ^vcftdmissioD  to  the 
commuDications  uf  two  correspond- 
ents,* discussing  the  etymology  of 
•uroanies  termiuating  in  -cock  ;  and 
their  remarks  wore  neilher  uaamustng 
nor  uh profitable.  I  am  somewhat 
surprised,  however,  that  one  origin 
and  meaning  of  Cock,  both  as  a  sur- 
name standing  nione,  and  probably  in 
many  of  these  compounds,  has  escapeil 
their  investigations,  nor  has  it  been 
luggented  by  any  other  correspondent. 

Permit  me,  therefore,  to  point  out 
that  this  name  is  of  frequent  occur- 
rence in  the  aoticitt  records  of  this 
country,  under  the  various  forms  of 
Coc.  Koc,  and  le  Cok\  le  Coq',  &c. 
answering  in  fact  to  the  Latin  coqnus, 
more  usually  in  rho  middle  ages  written 
C0CU9 ;  and  whilst  the  greater  number 
of  the  descetdauts  of  these  ancient 
profe.«sori  of  the  culinary  art  have 
modified  their  orthography  wiih  the 
times,  to  Cuke,  nr  Cuoke,  or  Conk 
(and  these  are  still  very  frequent  sur- 
names among  us),  others  have  evi- 
dently retained  the  final  c.  and  thus 
assimilated  their  name  to  the  victims, 
instead  of  the  lords,  of  the  kitchen. 
Hence  we  proceed  to  Cock,  and  Cocks, 
and  Cox. 

In  the  Great  Roll  of  the  Exchequer, 
for  35  Hen.  HI.  1241,  I  have  found 
Adam  Coc  (sometimes  Cok).  evidently 
the  King's  Cook,  at  Clarendnn  Pa- 
lace, near  Salisbury.  commi&<tioned 
by  the  King  to  superintend  certain 
repairs  there,  and  tu  instruct  the  work- 
men, so  that  the  kUcftpm  and  stable 
night  be  incloacd  within  the  outer 
wall  :— 

— "  10  nitgnn  porta  omovenda,  et  ea  in 
alio  loco  poncndm,  sicat  Adam  Coc  ejc 
parte  R.  ci  dixit,  ila  i^uud  coquiae  et 
stabutum  iint  infra  clausumi  c  ct  xv  li 
Tiij  s.  X  d. 

So  late  as  1503  we  Gad  the  name 
spelt  Cok  on  a  sepulchral  liras^  at 
Blickliog,  Norfolk. — (Bloraefield,  xi. 
405.) 

Now  thifl  clue  will  clearly  explain 
iomc  of  the  names  which  terminate  in 
-cock,  as  Meacock,  the  meat-cook  ; 
Salcock.  the  salt  meat  cook  ;  Slocock. 
the  alow-cook  ;  Badcock,  the  imper- 
fect cook;  and  Grocock.  the  gross  or 
wholesale  cook,    who   kept  a  cook's 
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shop.  Or  Grocock  maf  be  U  gro$ 
eo<,  or  fat  cook.  And  those  com- 
pounded with  Christian  names  are 
thus  readilv  accounted  for:  Wilcox 
will  be  William  the  cook ;  Hancock. 
Johan  the  conk  (not  Anne,  for  cooka 
were  more  frequently  male  than  fe- 
male) ;  Sandcrcock,  Alexander  the 
rook ;  Jeifcock,  Jeffrey  the  cook.  &c. 
The  Allcocks  may  be  descended  from 
Hal  the  cook,  unless  their  great  an- 
cestur  was  aule  coch».  the  Hall-Cook. 

At  the  same  time  it  is  evident  that 
some  names  of  this  class  have  origin- 
ated in  other  ways.  Some,  do  doubt, 
are  of  local  origin,  as  Laycock  from 
Lacock  in  Wiltshire.  Baldcock  is  per- 
haps acoiruplionof  Baldock.  thelowo 
in  Hertfordshire.  Adcock  is  possiblv 
derived  from  at-Cole.  like  al-Hill, 
at-Wood,  &c.  Compounds  of  Cote 
are  frequent  in  the  West  of  England, 
and  we  have  them  from  all  four  quar- 
ters of  the  compass,  —  Norihcote, 
Southcote,  Kaslcole.  and  Wcstcote. 
On  the  other  hand,  Mallcott  may  be  a 
conversion  from  l»  mil  roc,  and  &o  lj« 
synonymous  with  Badcock. 

It  must  alfio  be  allowed  that  Mmi> 
of  the  families  of  Cock  have  been 
named  after  the  bird ;  and  there  are 
various  reasons  why  such  a  mbriquei 
should  be  given,  to  persons  of  a  vaia« 
or  noisy,  or  pugnacious  disposition. 
Old  Stowe  also  helps  us  to  another  and 
more  honourable  origin — the  practice 
of  early  rising.  He  tells  as  that  among 
the  earliest  Ijenefactors  to  Christ's 
Hosipilal  in  Londnn,  was  "  one  Richard 
Castell  alias  Casteller,  shoomakcr, 
dwelling  io  Westminster,  a  man  of 
great  travAile  and  labour  in  his  faculty 
with  his  owne  hand^.  and  such  a  one 
as  was  named,  Tht  Cftckf  u/  HW/- 
wiM/er,  because,  both  winter  and  sum* 
roer,  hee  wa<t  nt  hia  workc  before  foore 
of  theclocke  in  the  morning." 

There  it  a  highly  re<^pectable  ramny 
which  bears  the  name  of  CorkfrflL 
Here  the  allusion  to  the  bird  is  ond«- 
niable ;  Dr.  Littkton,  in  hij  Latin 
Dictionary,  interprets  (he  word  "  pol- 
laater"  aa  "  *  young  cockerel,  or  a 
little  dwarf  cock.  ShnkBpeHre.  In  tlla 
Terap«st  (act  ii.  dc.  1.)  haa  BppU«il 
these  terms  tu  human  charactrrs.

HOUSE  OP  TRISTRAM  L'HERMITE  AT  TOURS. 


IN  the  city  of  Tours  is  fitill  stand- 
ing the  remarkable  hnuse  of  which  a 
alight  view  is  here  presented  to  our 
readers.  It  is  said  to  have  been 
erected  bjr  Tristram  rHermitc,  the  ce- 
lebrated provost  •  marshal  or  hang- 
man-general of  Louts  XI.  whose  cha- 
racter, as  well  as  that  of  his  cunning 
and  pertidiuus  roaster,  aecms  to  be 
brought  home  to  the  acquaintance  of 
every  Knglisb  reader  in  the  Author  of 
Waverley's  graphic  Romaace  of  Qucn- 
lin  Uorward. 

The  House  is  situated  in  the  Rue  les 
Trois  Pucellcs.  It  is  to  the  best 
preservation,  and  has  undergone  little 
change.  It  is  now  occupied  byamar> 
chnnd  rfe  CHtre, 

The  hangman's  coid  is  emplnyed 
everywhere  as  an  ornament.  Two 
cords  extend  along  almost  the  whole 
of  the  front  of  the  house.  It  occurs 
over  the  elegant  doorcase,  along  the 
sides  of  the  stairs,  and  around  the 
well  in  the  court.  Over  the  windows 
looking  into  a  small  court  yard  at  the 
back  are  the  following  inscriptions  : 
over  the  two  windows  on  tlie  first  floor, 
tttia  oiav  p\m;  o\ft  the  window  on 


the  left  hand  asbbs  avbons  ;  and  over 
the  window  on  the  right  est  pev 
VIVRON8.  The  windows  are  orna- 
mented witli  figures  of  saints,  archers, 
and  dogs.  Among  them  are  two  men 
who  appear  in  great  distress. 

There  is  a  tower  which  rises  above 
the  remainder  nf  the  building,  and 
was  evidently  intended  for  communi- 
cation with  Plcssis.*  About  half  way 
up  is  a  smalt  room,  which  has  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  guard  room. 

la  a  room  on  the  ground  Hoor, 
under  a  picture  now  over  the  chimney 
piece,    is    this    inscription  :     tandkm 

TAaDt.it    IVSTICIA    OBTIKET. 

We  are  informed  tfaatMons.  I'Abb^

iV  we  bad  had  an  unlimited  power 
of  sclectinff  any  writer  we  chose  to 
be  Uie  bion^rapher  of  Lord  J  {owe.  we 
conld  not  have  named  one  who  in 
every  respect  was  more  competent  to 
di&charge  the  trust  with  ability  and 
impartiality  than  the  person  who  has 
volontarily  engaged  in  it.  Sir  John 
Harrow's  oiiicial  situation,  his  know- 
ledge of  naval  affairs,  and  hie  general 
ability  as  o  writer — all  fit  him  to  per- 
form Kucresbfully  the  task  which  be 
has  undertaken.  We  have  now  three 
excellent  biographies  of  three  of  our 
great  naval  commanders — Nelson,  Col- 
lingwood,  and  Howe; — books  which, 
wc  trust,  will  not  be  found  alone  in 
the  libraries  of  the  rich,  but  will  be 
rca*l  on  the  very  water*  which  were 
the  scene  of  those  heroic  exploits,  by 
the  9ont  and  succeasora  of  tho»e  who 
participated  in  the  well-earned  laurL-la 
which  covered  their  commandcra* 
brows.  Wc  believe  such  desirable 
jwuularity  has  attended  Mr.  Southcy's 
Ijfr  of  Nelson;  and  the  present  volume 
ia  written  in  a  ploin,  manly  style.  05 
intellififibic  on  the  /nrcctntle  as  iu  the 
stuHy  :  indeed,  we  have  no  duubt  but 
that  Sir  John  Barrow  designed  that 
his  volume  should  be  a  manual  in  the 
navy,  and  should  hold  out  the  modol 
of  Ixird  Howe  to  the  imitation  of  the 
officers  and  the  respect  of  the  seamen 
of  the  British  Navy.  As  such,  we 
hope  when  this  edition  has  been  sold, 
which  we  have  no  doubt  but  it  speedily 
will,  aitolhtr  will  he  published  in  a 
smaller  and  cheaper  form. 

It  is  not  our  intention  to  give  a  nar- 
rativc  of  Lord  Howe's  Life,  nor  to  re- 
capitulate the  series  of  cveuts  attend- 
In^  it,  whirb  will  be  best  read  in  the 
volume  before  us  ;  but  rAlhcr  to  make 
what  eictrarts  we  have  room  for,  from 
those  passages  and  parts  which  we 
consider  most  instructive  and  interest' 
in^,  and  which  impart  information 
that  may  not  elsewherr  be  so  correctly 
or  90  cosily  obtained.  First,  on  Pro. 
motion  in  the  Navy,  p.  19  : — 
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'*  Hitherto  tho  character  of  young 
Howe  hot]  bfcn  cxliiliiti.>[)  unly  as  an  officer 
employed  in  the  onlinary  course  of  service, 
DO  opportunity  havinp;  occurred  for  the 
display  of  tbosu  fifileiidid  talents  which 
in  after  yrors  distiniratshed  thi^  mature 
man.  He  lioil  the  good  forlunet  hovrever* 
to  reach  tbe  hi|:)u^t  step  of  rank,  that  of 
a  rtog-otliccr,  about  tho  2t»th  year  of  his 
age,  and  tlie  Glii  of  hi»  ^ervituJe.  But 
such  rapid  advoncpmrnt  does  not  appear 
iu  his  ci8e  to  have  been  the  rrsult  of  any 
undue  influence,  either  from  parly  »r  fomt- 
ly  conneiions  ;  in  thoie  days,  such  early 
pmmotioa  was  not  unusual  ;  oixd  nume. 
rons  instances  might  be  auoted.evcD  of  a 
much  later  date,  of  youtns  having  risen 
to  the  rnnk  of  enptain  nt  the  age  of  15 
or  H).  That  abuse,  for  such  it  cer- 
tainly irus,  has  long  ceaiicd  to  exist,  and 
nu  such  untimely  progress  can  by  posHi- 
bility  be  made  in  our  days.  A  youth  who 
now  enters  the  naval  profession  moat 
serve  nx  years  or  more  in  one  nr  more  of 
bin  Majesty's  ships,  and  must  have  com- 
plrtcil  his  iptli  y^v  of  age  before  be  can 
he  examined  even  as  to  his  qualifications 
to  render  hitnh-If  eligible  for  the  rommts- 
sioii  of  lieutenant.  He  must  servo  two 
yesrs  more  in  a  fiea-(;oing  :»htp,  to  qaalify 
for  the  cotnmittsion  of  commander  ;  and 
one  year,  for  that  of  captain.  So  that  llic 
verr  earliest  period,  supposing  not  a  day 
to  be  lotit,  at  which  a  naval  officer  can 
now  arrive  at  the  rank  of  captain,  is  when 
he  has  completed  the  ago  of  ?9 ;  and  he 
may  deem  himself  fortunate  if  he  gain 
that  rank  by  the  time  he  is  ^0.  Many, 
inderd,  are  they  who  uever  attain  it  nt 
all.  Such  is  the  effect  of  the  long  list  of 
cnptJiins,  amounting,  in  the  year  1B37,  to 
nboat  7(jO,  innlcad  of  ^H4,  the  number  on 
the  li«t  in  the  ycir  17^0  ;  and  of  utlmirals 
in  the  former  year  I3fi,  in  the  place  of  181 
In  the  latter." 

P.  68.  on  theUnifonn  of  the  Navy  : 
"  Perhaps  it  is  not  ijuile  correct  to  say, 
as  it  has  been  said,  that  George  II-  con- 
ferrrd  no  JtBtintrtion  on  the  navy — he 
gave  ihcm  whut  they  had  not  hitherto 
had.  a  fited  uaiform  dreis.  From  the 
portraits  in  the  Naval  Gallery  in  Green- 
wich Ho-ipttal,  Mr.  Locker  baa  furnished 
ID  amuaiiig  ciccoudI  of  the  vtrious  modes  I 
in  which  our  old  gallant  admirals  were 
clothed.  .Some  of  these  ancient  heroes, 
ftt  one  of  their  clubs,  resolved  *  that  a 
DoHonn  dress  is  nsefuJ  and  neccuary  for 
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imisnoncd  officers,  a^enble  to  the 
practice  of  other  nations ;'  ftnJ  ■  com- 
mittee wa.1  Bjipointrd  to  watt  on  the  Duke 
of  Bedford,  then  tint  lord  of  the  Admi- 
raltj.  Adinirttl  Forbes  wu  finally  selected 
to  this  office  ;  he  was  shewn  into  n  room 
curToanded  with  drcAsei.  On  being  asked 
whirh  he  thouxbt  the  must  ajiprnpriote, 
he  said,  '  one  with  red  imi)  blue,  or  blue 
and  red,  as  these  were  oar  national 
rolonra.'  'No,'  replied  his  praco,  'the 
King  has  uttled  It  otherwise ;  he  saw  my 
dacfaess  riding  in  the  park  a  few  davR  ago, 
in  a  habit  of  blue  faced  with  white,  which 
took  the  fancy  of  his  Majt-sty,  and  he  bas 
ordered  it  as  the  uniform  of  the  Royal 
Nary;*  and  in  I74H  it  wan  evtablished 
accordingly.  We  have  kepi  tiie  blue  and 
the  white  tQt  within  a  few  yearn  Inu-k,  hut 
now  red  lias  sm>er»cde4l  the  white;  and 
thus  his  late  Majeflly  William  IV.  re- 
stored us  to  our  '  nmional  coloors.*  " 

r.  69.  Of  JIowc's  coolness  of  mind  : 
**  While  in  the  Princew  Amelia,  a  ctr- 
cumstoucc  occurred  which,  thou>;h  tntlin;; 
in  itaelf,  furnished  an  in:^tnnce  of  that 
cool  andnnrutfled  conduct  of  L-ord  tluwe, 
which  was  conspicuous  on  all  orxaKions 
where  dan^r  existed  or  wot  apprehend- 
ed.  WHiile  aaleep  in  his  cabin,  the  lieu- 
tenant of  the  watch  Euddeiily  |;nint;  up  to 
his  bed-side,  called  out,  in  apparent  agi- 
tation, *  My  lord  t  the  ship  is  on  fire 
chiMJ  to  the  magazine  !

10  in  the  forenoon,  the  Royal  (Jcorge 
suddenly  filled,  and  almost  iiutAntaneous- 
ly  went  down.  '  It  in  with  ineipre^^ibUs 
concern,'  sayi  Lord  Howe,  *  that  I  hare 
occasion  to  jjifonn  you  of  the  loss  of  the 
Royal  Creorgc,  which  ship,  hdnif  tifton  the 
^eWtbis  morning,  soddenly  overset,  filled, 
and  sank.  The  captain  ta  much  bruiMrd  ; 
and  some  few  of  the  people.  I  fear  not 
many,  hare  been  saved ;  but  I  have  not 
the  satisfaction  to  hear  that  the  rear- 
admiral  h  among  the  number.  Mnch  as 
this  misfortune  is  to  bA  lamented,  I  es- 
teem  the  Uisr  of  Uint  officer  the  most  in- 
teresting circumstance  attending  it,  as  re- 
gards the  detriuit-nt  to  the  King's  naval 
serricc.

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Tli«  many  tlclays  wliirh  more  or  U'l^s 
attend  the  care  of  all  convoys,  oiloncd 
the  commandrr^in-chief  to  prnctue  tLe 
licet  in  cvoltitiona  by  vifrnnl!) ;  uid  in 
these  opcmtiona  he  niiut  have  felt  a  great 
lois  in  tlic  di-flth  of  rcnr-odrnind  Krm- 
penfelt.  one  of  the  few  officers  that  bad 
taken  up  Lord  Howe's  plmi  of  numeral 
bilfuaU  when  \in  w.ia  a  cnptain,  and  of 
whom  the  following  anccdottj  is  related. 
Being  captain  of  Admiral  Geary's  flag- 
•hip,  when,  in  ITBO,  he  conmanJed  the 
Channel  tleet.  he  was  coiistaatly  in  the 
habit  of  eaereisiug  the  chips  by  his  »ignals 
when  the  weather  and  other  circum- 
atancea  vtould  ndiiiit.  Ooc  dny  a  fleet  of 
ihips,  HuppcBcd  to  be  that  of  the  enemy, 
hove  in  si^ht.  The  si^ala  were  resorted 
to ;  tmt  in  the  hurry  and  confuninii  of 
preparing  for  battle,  they  somehow  or 
other  were  nut  managed  »o  well  U5  wheu 
made  more  at  leisure.  Geary  at  last  grew 
impatient,  and  i^oing  up  to  Kempcnfelt, 
and  laying  his  liund  gontly  un  his  fthoul- 
dcr,  esclaimed,  with  a  gnod-uatured  earn- 
estneu,  *  Now,  tiiy  dtrnr  Kcmpy,  do,  for 
God's  fake,  do,  my  dear  Kempy,  oblige 
me  by  throwing  your  eignnU  overboard, 
and  make  that  which  we  all  understnnd — - 
Bring  the  enemy  to  close  action ! '  So 
little  halfn  century  a^o  were  numeral  sig- 
niii  undcntood  in  the  British  nary." 

A  verj*  interesting  account  is  given 
from  the  MS.  journal  of  an  Italian 
officer,  who  served  with  the  Spanish 
army,  of  the  famous  siege  of  Gibraltar; 
to  relieve  which,  Huwc  conducted  and 
guarded  a  fleet  of  transports,  and  exe- 
cuted the  important  tru.^t  confided  to 
htm  with  admirable  skill  and  judgment. 
We  cannot  help  transcribing  tlii'  con- 
cluding passage  from  Sir  John  Bar- 
row'a  narrative,  as  a  pleasing  remem- 
brance of  manners  and  feelings  passed 
away,  alas  !  never  to  return  \ — and  wc 
cordially  agree  in  the  cause  which  he 
assigns  in  his  concluding  sentence  of 
their  being  lost,  "  never  to  return." 

P.  161.  "  Neither  were  the  French  and 
Spaaiardfl  nngmtffal :  the  kiud  and  ct^ur- 
toons  offices  of  hutnunity  nhown  to  a 
distratsed  enemy,  which  dLsiinguinhRd  the 
old  nobility  of  both  eonotrics,  were  not 
wanting  on  this  oceuion.  Before  the 
arrivul  of  Howe,  when  the  garrisun  was

the  eipret*  purpose  of  conreyins;  tliem 
himself  to  Gibraltar,  to  which  place  he  was 


proceeding  along  with  the  Due  de  Hour* 
bon  to  join  the  bcxiegiog  army.  At  tha 
same  time  the  Due  dc  Crillon,  the  com- 
mander-in-chief of  the  combined  forces* 
in  sending  this  packet,  wrote  to  General 
Klliot,  infurminic  him  of  the  arrival  of  tha 
French  Princes  in  the  camp,  and  convey- 
ing to  him  the  strongest  expression  of  their 
rifgard  and  esteem  for  his  personal  charac- 
ter ;  and  he  took  this  opportunity  to  re- 
cpiest  his  acceptance  ofa  snial)  prrmt  qf 
/ntit  and  ve^etablcf  for  hi»  own  vjrt,  ffiul 
(ff  gome  part ridgn^  andicr,/or  kitttaff't 
and  uuderAlonding,  he  said,  that  the  gene- 
ral lited  almost  entirety  on  Tcgclablcii, 
bejcgod  to  know  what  particular  kinds 
wouhl  be  most  acceptable,  in  order  that 
he  might  scad  him  a  further  supply. 
The  reply  of  the  general  was  such  as  be- 
came tlic  veteran  hero.  After  an  expres- 
sion of  regard  for  the  Princes  and  tho 
Dnkc,  he  iuformod  the  latter  that  in  ac- 
cepting his  present,  he  had  broken  a  reso- 
lution he  hiul  made  from  the  commence- 
ment of  the  siege,  and  hitherto  strictly 
adhered  to,  never  t«5  receive  or  procura 
any  provifliomi  for  his  own  private  use  ; 
tlmt  every  article  was  sold  publicly  la 
the  gitrritton,  in  order  that  the  pnrate 
soldier,  if  be  had  money,  might  pur- 
chase crjually  with  the  rest ;  .in d  that  he 
made  it  a  point  of  honour  to  partake, 
whether  of  plenty  or  scarcity,  in  common 
with  his  brave  fell ow -sol dier».  He  in- 
trentcH.  therefore,  that  no  further  fiivoart 
of  this  kiud  might  be  henpcd  ujran  htm, 
as  he  could  noc  apply  them  to  his  own 
use.  When  the  pnliminary  articles  of 
peace  were  signed,  the  Dae  de  Criltoa 
sent  a  flag  of  truce  to  inform  General 
Elliot  thereof.  SncH  were  the  courttMift 
iiUerciangetl  among  brace  men,  ihottffh 
enffayerl  in  hoHtilitien  vith  each  other,  Oe- 
fore  ihe  e-recrable  J-'rench  HeleUitn  He- 
utroyed  all  eonfdence  ami  kind  feeiing 
beUreen  man  and  ma*  ttnd  turned  them 
uito  bruteM.*' 

By  the  administration  which  succeed- 
ed ihc  coalition  mini&try,  Lord  Howq 
wa^  made  first  lord  of  the  Adrairaltv. 
Sir  John  Barrow  makes  the  following 
observations  oa  the  appointment,  (p. 
173). 

**  Tlie  prominent  eituation  in  which  tha 
noble  lord's  career  in  the  navy,  andabova 
.ill  his  murnl  worth  and  strict  integrity, 
as  well  as  hi:*  profcs.'ional  character,  had 
placed  liim  in  thr  piiblie  mind,  pointed 
him  ont  to  the  min^-iter  as  one  eminently 
suited  to  fill  the  ofiice  of  first  lord  of  tha 
admiralty.  He  stood  decidtrdly  at  tha 
bead  of  the  naval  profeition.  and  enjoyed 
the  undivided  confldouce  of  all  ranks  in 
the  Krvice.     The  apiwintmcnt  o(  vqaV 
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a  man  was  hailed  u  a  hippy  omen  for 
apholding  the  rliarmcti^r  of  tbe  navy. 
The  bthtr  <[u»Hfii:fttion*  iiccc«(ary  to  en- 
ible  this  miolster  to  fulfil  all  th^  duties 
of  thnt  important  branch  of  the  nnval 
aerrlce,  are  not  required  to  be  of  the  very 
highe!it  iirder.  Ottod  t&ntt^  honenty,  and 
bHpartia/ity,  are  the  chief  reonisitea  to 
carry  liira  inianikly  And  plauAihiy  tlirough 
the  routine  of  husiiiesn;  providfil  n  sutfi- 
eient  lum  of  mooey  be  granted  on  tbe 
navy  estimateH^  adequate  to  the  building, 
repairing,  aad  maintaining  such  a  flee!  as 
iihall  be  etjual  to  any  exigency  the  couu< 
try  may  re^juirir;  that  the  selcctloD  for 
promotion  of  otficrrs,  who  have  rendered 
brilliant  and  ucritonoua  serviccH.  be  left 
to  hia  choice  and  disrr[*titin,  and  not  in> 
tcrforcd  with  from  other  (|iinrtcr«;  and 
that  he  be  oefiisti'd  by  able  and  honeit 
priifm?iiniial  nitli*nirin*x  ;  —  under  thtAe 
conditioni,  tbe  wiuiBter  appointed  to  the 
head  of  the  naval  dppartmont  nuiy  sleep 
upon  a  bed  of  roues  ;  will  mi-et  with  no- 
thing but  uniting  faces  at  his  Ictitb,  and 
bo  hailed  as  tbe  dedijt  et  tutamtni  of  that 
atrong  arm  of  power,  on  whirh  the  nnfety, 
honour,  and  profqierity  of  the  Urittah  em- 
pire mainly  depend.  Hut,  onfortiinalcly, 
this  i.t  not  always,  it  may  be  aaid  seldom, 
the  state  of  the  com.  He  most  be  con- 
tent to  nib  on  with  itiirh  funds  tis  tbe 
Cabinet,  or  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchc- 

Sieri  are  willing  to  w}vc  him,  and  the 
onae  of  Commons  to  vole;  and  must 
not  expect  to  art  altogether  as  a  free 
agent  in  matters  of  prouiutton.  Perhujis 
the  following  brief  outline  will  be  found 
to  convey  the  general  nature  of  the  qua- 
Ufieatiuos,  character,  and  duties  of  ii  first 
loni  of  tlic  Admimlty.  The  cliief  of  the 
naval  admiuiatration  of  the  united  Icing- 
dom  undertakea  one  of  the  mual  iin[>or- 
tant  and  responsible  offices  of  the  state. 
To  him,  and  to  hia  co-ndjutors,  are  in- 
tnuted  the  proper  management  and  di- 
rection of  the  great  arm  of  our  etrength, 
and  with  it  the  bigheiit  interedt.-;  of  the 
community.  Without  a  well-appointed 
and  commanding  naval  force,  tbe  llritish 
army,  and  the  lofty  spirit  of  Briloos, 
would  be  confined  to  their  own  shores  at 
bomei  and  become  powerless  and  un- 
known abroad ;  their  commerce  wouhl 
fall  into  decay,  and  paAS  into  other  hands  ; 
nnd  wc  should  once  more  be  reproached 
as  the  Bn'tarwi  tola  ob  orbf  ejclusi,  in> 
stead,  as  now,  known  and  feared,  and  ru- 
sjKcted,  in  every  part  of  the  ghibe.  In 
the  tclertioa,  therefore,  of  the  minister, 
who  is  to  iiive  to  thin  powerful  inachiite  life 
«n-I           I              '     "  111.   il 
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should  be  well  considered ;  he  should 
t>os£C5S  A  i;ciicral  knowledge  of  naval  his* 
tory  and  i^^I^pr^ld^;*uce ;  good  Rense  and 
unbU'mit>hcd  integrity  ;  a  sound  juilgment 
and  great  discretion;  a  patient  and  pla- 
cid temper ;  a  courteous  deportment  anil 
civil  dexneanonr  to  all ;  an  easy  access  to 
officers  of  i^very  rank  ;  and  a  ready  anil 
obliging  Acknowledgment  of  all  applica- 
tions nddrcfltvfd  to  hini  in  writing:  ha 
should  make  himself  well  acqaainted  witb 
the  services  and  the  cbim^  of  individaala 
of  the  several  ranks  of  ofTu-ers  ;  and,  al- 
though in  the  present  overgrown  state  of 
the  lists,  it  is  not  po»fiible  to  comply  with 
the  multitude  of  claims  preferred,  mor« 
or  less  strong,  yet  a  kind  manner  of  re- 
ceiving and  replying  to  tlicm.  personally 
or  by  letter,  goes  a  great  way  to  sonen 
the  iiitrcr  pang*  of  dlsapifointment.  the 
unavoiilable  result  of  a  noo-ciiniplutnce 
with  what  is  requrpted.  The  two  prin- 
cipal and  most  painful  soiu-cea  of  vexa- 
tion and  nnnnyaiire,  which  a  first  lord  of 
the  Admiralty  must  lay  (o  hts  account  of 
being  doomed  to  undergo, — and  they  aro 
bronglu  perpetimlly  before  him.  and  if 
hr  be  endued  with  the  proper  feeling?  of 
huiiwiiiity,  muhl  perpetually  dii^tms  bins 
— are.  the  presning  ^ol [citations  for  pro- 
motion, and  fur  cmploymeot.  The  scene*

Mr.  Barrow,  at  p.  Ili2,  di&cuasea  a 
point  odeu  argued  among  naval  men  : 

"  Whether.  fi»  the  army  hu  always 
had  B  military  officer  for  its  eommonder* 
iu-chief,  the  lirst  lord  of  the  Admiralty 
ought  nt>t  slfio  to  be  ii  prul'ettsionnl,  thnt  in, 
a  navM)  man.  The  casex  are  not  pfirallel. 
I'hu  Kitii;  ri'^erTCS  to  hitiisi*lf  the  mm- 
niand  nf  (he  military  forces,  be  delcgntes 
his  [towvr  over  the  navy  to  a  lord  hii-h 
ndiiiiral  ot  lords  cumminsiuDLTH.  It  is, 
rer,  one  of  those  questions  on  which 
may  be  said  on  iMtfa  side-i.  Naval 
ID  general  would  natiirnlly  enough 
•sk.  who  is  the  description  of  pcrAon 
most  likely  und  best  (|tudif)ed  to  do  jus- 
tice to  those  who  have  had  the  labouring 
oar  in  tighrint:  the  battles  of  the  country, 
in  the  iisue  of  whti:h  is  Involved  »11  that 
w«  hold  dear?  And  tlie  answer  would 
as  natorally  he — '  a  naval  firiit  lord;'  and 
yet  they  will  find  tliat  on  taking  a  retro* 
spect,  many  bitter  complaints  have  been 
mode  from  their  own  eor/u,  against  n 
purely  naval  adminiiitrDtiim,  on  tbc  score 
of  partiality.  Ilotv.  indeed,  can  it  Ik*  cx- 
preted  that  a  pnjfcji»ioiinl  man  i^hould  be 
able  to  divest  himself  of  prejudice  in  fa* 
VQur  of  those  individunts  with  whom  he 
has  aasoeiated,  sometime')  almost  rxclu< 
BtTuly,  for  yiars.  in  a  c«jnfincd  and  unin* 
lerrupled  intercourse?  flow  euulil  it  be 
CKiMxted  I  hat  he  nhnulil  rosit  aitide  tlie 
best  feelings  of  hnmsn  antnre,  nod  dis< 
regard  those  early  and  socicut  friend- 
ship* from  the  moment  he  takes  his  seat 
at  the  head  of  the  adniiralty  board  ? — 
that  he  obould  turn  aaide  from  these 
oompanions  of  his  early  days  who  nioed 
laurels  by  his  dde,  who  shared  with  him 
the  dant^ri  of  the  '  battle  ojid  the  brrexe.* 
and  v^rttcipNted  in  his  pleasures?  Sueb 
ore  the  oifitrrrii,  whether  most  fit  or  not, 
who  will  e3|K:ct  to  ahurc,  ond  who  wtU 
ahare,  largely  in  a  nuval  lord's  palrouagc. 
"  ifti  u«  educaliun  of  a  Moinan  ia  not 


poactly  such  as  U  suited  to  fill  an 
pni-taot  place  in  the  ministerial  cabinet. 
The  time  that  is  taken  up  in  actpiiring  that 
degree  uf  profetisioDol  vkill  and  eminence 
of  character  which  coidd  atone  justify 
the  appoiatment  to  such  a  situation,  al- 
utoiit  precludes  the  acquisition  of  that  ge- 
neral knowledge,  and  of  those  broad  und 
t'ompreheosive  viewK  iusepumble  from  tho 
character  of  a  great  statetiman.  Take 
the  list  of  Admirals  as  it  now  stands,  and 
let  any  one  ask  hinioclf  how  many  flag- 
officers  there  are  upon  it,  whom  he  con- 
ceives the  ininisier  would  deem  ((uaUflcd 
to  (ill  the  uflice  of  finit  loni  nf  the  ad- 
miralty.  Then,  if  distinguished  success 
against  the  enemy  bo  allowed  to  furnish 
a  mlerion  of  good  management,  as  it  re- 
garde  good  shifis  and  good  officers,  it  will 
be  found  that  the  pruu'Icst  triumphs, 
the  roost  brilliant  nctorie*,  have  been 
achieved  by  fleets  and  sciuadrons  pro* 
pared  ond  distributed  under  the  direc- 
tion and  wan/ijremen/  of  hwittHen  as 
tirst  lords.  ThuR  the  battle  of  Rodney 
and  his  splendid  victory  in  171^, — the 
defeat  of  the  French  Heel  on  the  Ist  of 
June  17!>4,— Uie  victories  of  Cape  St. 
Vincent  and  Camperdown  in  1T97,— of 
the  Nile  in  nr»8,— the  battle  of  Cujwo- 
hagen  in  lH()|,_and  the  total  defeat  of 
the  combined  tlL-ett  of  France  and  Spain 
befori*  Trafalgar. — were  all  ubtjiiuetl  by 
fleets  prepnrrid  and  commaaded  by  of- 
firerd  appointed  by  Krst  lords  who  were 
landtmen.  Though  l^rd  St.  Vinceitt  ac- 
tually ^at  ut  the  b4)aril  when  the  battle 
of  Cuptuhugen  whs  fought,  the  prcparu- 
tionst  were  made  under  Lord  S|teacer*B 
eupcriatendence.  It  was  also  a  naval 
lord  who  presided  nn  I  he  12th  of  April 
ITH?,  yet  the  arrangement  and  dispoii- 
Uuu  were  a';tually  mode  by  bis  able  pre- 
dccciisor  Lord  Sandwich.  It  was  on  this 
occasion  that  Lord  North,  addressing 
himself  to  the  new  ministry  in  the  Honse 
of  Commons,  obser%cd, — '  It  Is  true  yon 
have  triumphed,  but  yon  have  fought 
with  Philip's  troops.'  It  must  be  nd> 
mittcd,  however,  that  withont  the  assist- 
ance of  two  or  tliree  able,  honest,  and 
judicious  naval  coadjutors,  no  landsman, 
whniuver  his  LalcntH  might  he,  could  at- 
tempt to  carry  on  the  numerous  duties 
of  this  important  office.  On  the  other 
baud,  a  naval  first  lord  may  not  always 
be  disposed  to  seek  for  such  assislanc«.'* 

Of  Lord  Howe's  conduct  when 
placed  in  this  arduous  and  Dio4t  rc- 
eipundihle  .situation,  hi»  hict;ra]>hcr 
gives  the  following  account : — 

"  As  Lord  Howe  held  the  situation  in 
time  uf  peace,  and  was  not  called  upou 
lu  prti^ue  koy  soddw  Mnuuncat,  but 
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only  to  keep  up  an  cfficierit  Qtci ;  the 
onljr  difliculcy  ngainst  wliich  he  had  to 
coutcDft  WAS  the  pIpHgc  ^vcn  bjr  minis- 
ters, but  Dot  atrirtlT  Rclhcred  to,  for  the 
observniice  of  rigiii  fcoimmy,  in  a  consci- 
cotinus  compliance  with  which  he  found 
himself  UDable  to  anliKfy  the  numtToaB 
claimants  uu  h'n  patroniigc.  Tliis,  how< 
ever,  did  not  appear  to  disturb  the  cqua- 
nimitjr  of  his  temj>er  :  he  (dM  evei'y  une 
candidly  what  he  could,  and  what  he 
could  not  do.  He  ii  said  never  lo  have 
made,  and  consequentiv  never  to  liave 
broken,  a  promise, — a  charge  ivhich  every 
first  lord  of  the  Admiralty  haA  found  it 
difficult  to  estrspe  from.  Nor  haa  he 
ever  been  accused  of  undue  partiality,  or 
of  giving  his  coantenanre  or  sanction 
to  «ny  measure  that  could  be  construed 
into  what  in  the  rulgar  tongue  is  Uisually 
called  a  jub.  He  strtruiiouslj  resisted  all 
attempts,  from  whatever  quarter  they 
came,  tn  make  the  public  iiervice  beud  to 

{irivatc  accommodation,  of  which  the  fol- 
owiuK  may  be  taken  as  au  instance.  Sir 
Cbarloa  Pole  being  appointed,  in  the 
Rusaian  armament,  to  a  guArd-ship  at 
Sbeemesa,  Lord  Boriugdou,  as  a  vcai- 
country  friend,  applied  to  LonI  llutve, 
when  firit  lord  of  the  Admiralty,  to  have 
him  removed  to  one  stationed  nt  Ply- 
mouth, as  more  convenient,  by  bcmg 
nur  to  hii  family  connexions.  '  My 
lord  (said  Xowe)  it  i»  the  first  tiniii  I 
have  heard  of  a  priratf  convenience  spokcD 
about  within  these  walls.'  " 

Of  the  cause  -whicli  led  to  Loid 
Howe's  resignation  fif  his  honourable 
and  distinguL-ihc'il  situation,  Sir  John 
Barrow  has  the  following  mention  : — 

"  But  that  which  appears  to  liavc  an* 
noyed  Lord  Howe  most  was  the  urgent 
demand  of  the  minister  to  keep  down 
the  navy  estimates,  when  the  fleet  re- 
quired a  larger  sum  to  preserve  it  in  an 
efficient  state  than  the  gOTcmmcot  was 
witling  to  grant.  Thus,  for  the  paltry 
Baviog  of  150,UU0/.  a-yrar,  the  building 
and  Tvpoirs  of  the  licet  were  restricted ; 
for  instance,  we  find  the  siun  set  down  for 
building  and  rcpntriii)^  ships  iu  I'i^tj  to 
be  BW,(»0O^  ;  in  the  following  jcnr  it 
was  reduced  to  (i.~>0,000/. ;  ninking  a  differ- 
ence, OS  above  staled,  of  I."»it,0(Hj/.  SurJi 
parainiooy,  for  it  wai  not  economy  when 
applied  to  hiu'h  an  ubject,  is  tlie  woiitt 
policy  that  could  be  pursnctl.  U  was 
that  amoD|;  other  thiiif^s  which  drove 
liOrd  Howe  frnm  the  helm  of  naval  af- 
fairf,  and  in  later  times  it  had  the  fame 
effect  on  ooi*  (rl  the  oiilett,  matt  iiiteili' 
gtnt,  ami  AonoumA/r  moh  that  evcf  wal 
nt  tht  Aedtl  lif  ike  Hoard  of  AtlmifoUift 
>fr.  Chaj-ln  I'orkr,  who  it«%ucd  bit  of- 


fice because  the  minister  would  not  con* , 
sent  tu  grant,  fur  navid  puriioses,  whi 
he  considered  necessary  to  prepare  aud^ 
preserve  the  fleet  in  th.it  slate  of  effi- 
ciency which  thr  honour  and  the  interest 
of  thi:  country  demanded." 

Among  much  interesting  inrorma- 
tioQ  on  a  variety  of  topics  connected 
■with  naval  affairs,  we  find  some  ac- 
count given  of  the  atate  of  tt\r  fituft; 
a[\cr  Sir  John  Barrow  had  infonucd 
ud.  that  Lord  Howe,  at  his  Maje»ty'« 
curamand,  hoisted  the  Union  flag  ^\ 
the  main,  on  board  the  Queen  Char.>> 
lotte  of  100  guns.  The  Ia%t  liroe  it 
was  hoisted  at  the  main  top-mast 
head,  prior  to  that  of  Lord  Howe,  wa» 
by  Vice-Admiral  Bcnbow,  ia  1701. 

*' It  is  generally  known  that  until  the 
early  part  of  the  present  century,  the  red 
flog  at  the  main  had  no  existence  ;  hut  it 
is  not  known  why  the  three  cUsaes  of 
that  rank  Khoold  have  been  left  ineom- 
plele.  Tlicre  is  an  idle  story  prevalent 
in  the  na\7,  that  one  of  the  Van  Trompc 
or  De  Ruyters,  who  so  often  and  so 
bravely  contested  with  ui  the  sovereignty 
of  tlic  seas,  carried  olf,  in  one  of  the  ac- 
tions, our  red  Hag  of  a  full  admiinl ;  it 
has  even  been  said  that  they  stole  it  from. 
Sbecrncas  or  Chatham,  when  thvy  block- 
ed up  the  Thnmes.  There  is  not,  bow- 
ever,  the  slightest  foundation  for  either  of 
theae  stories.  Wbetlier,  indeed,  England 
ever  had  a  red  flog  at  the  main  or  not^ 
remains  ut  this  day  an  undecided  ques* 
tion  ;  ns  is  nlso  that  of  this  colour  hav> 
ing  only  two  classes,  while  the  white  and 
blue  squadrons  were  complefe.  An  aJ- 
mirnl  of  thu  white  then  held  the  highect 
rank  in  the  navy,  except  the  admiral  of 
Iho  lleet.  The  battle  of  Trafslgor,  if  it 
did  not  restore,  at  least  coDtfibut«d 
maiuly  to  give  to  the  navy  the  red  tUg  at 
the  main ;  a  new  edition  of  the  general 
instructions  was  then  preparing,  wbick 
rame  out  the  following  year,  and  in  Uiei4 
the  three  ranks  of  tlie  three  colom-s  wera 
made  coinpU-te.

the  cannon's  mouth:  and  it  woa  cot 
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icreforo  that  tlic  proper  tiinc  had 
come  whcu  it  might,  both  morally  and  po- 
litically, b«  spontaiiL'on^ljr  aUsndonfd." 

We  regret  cxcccdiDgly  ihnt  wc  have 
not  room  to  do  justice  to  the  various 
iaformation  which  is  given  on  ."o  many 
naval  subjects  in  thisvolume;  or  even  to 
detail  the  great  events  of  Lord  Howe's 
life,  his  splendid  victorie&  and  unvceo- 
ried  exertions  in  his  country's  cause, 
which  stcmcd  the  one  ^cat  leading 
object  of  his  life  ;  nur  should  we  dwell 
Willi  scarcely  le«s  pleasure  on  the  un- 
sullied integrity,  the  simplicity,  and  the 
many  virtues  which  adorned  his  pri- 
>'ate  life :  we  can  only  refer  to  the  in- 
teresting  volume  in  which  they  are 
preserved.  But  we  cannot  altogether 
close  the  book  without  extracting  in 
part  a  most  just  and  able  comparison 
which  Sir  John  Barrow  has  made  of 
the  character  of  Lord  Howe  with  some 
of  the  rivals  of  his  glory. 

"  It  will  be  admitted  generally  by  narol 
men,  that  the  greatest  and  most  distin* 
guisbed  officers  of  latter  tiroes  were  the 
Lordt  Hoirf,  St.  Vinrenf,  and  AV/j&n  ; 
and  it  may  nut  be  uninteresting  to  add  a 
few  words  on  their  distincttvc  characters, 
and  the  modes  rcspcrtivi-ly  pursued  by 
them  in  carrying  on  their  professional 
duties.  lu  the  extensive  sense  of  a/i  three 
beiDg  sVilful  nnd  accompli i^hed  f1ng<oHi- 
ecrs,  thoroughly  experienced  in  every 
branch  of  tlie  service — who  by  tlieir  superior 
knowledge,  energy,  and  zeal,  in  introdur. 
ing  and  maiotaiaing  good  order  in  ihe 
fleet,  mny  be  considered  pretty  nearly  on 
an  equality — and  it  is  perhaps  not  too 
much  to  isy  they  have  done  more  towards 
elevating  the  character  of  the  profession 
than  any  or  all  of  their  (iredeceasors — 
Hnwe  unquestionably  led  the  way.  Ho 
was  his  own  sole  inftruetor  in  nnval  mat- 
ter*— not  brought  up  in  any  particular 
Kho4>l.  Whatever  he  gained  from  the 
various  commauders  under  whom  he 
served,  must  have  been  by  rum|mrison, 
nhservaUon,  and  reflection.  At  that  time 
tlitre  was  very  little  system  observed  in 
the  navy,  aad  ilitl  less  of  science.  Navnl 
tactics,  evolutions,  and  signsls  were  then 
but  feebly  and  slowly  creeping  into  une,  in 
imitation  of  the  French, — rarely  attempt. 
ed  to  be  carried  into  praclice  except  by 
one  individuul,  the  tuletited  imd  unfortu- 
nate Kemjtenfelt,  who  [wrished  in  the 
lloyal  George.  After  him  Hotrr  seri- 
ouily  tiHik  Ihem  up,  ond  never  lost  sight 
of  these  important  objects,  until  he  had 
completed  n  sytteni  which  long  liorc  the 
name  of  Howe's  signals.  In  the  per- 
of  tliis  ayiteni  he  was  indc( 


ble  :  whether  on  shore  or  afloat,  theore- 
tically or  practically,  this  favourite  and 
most  useful  object  was  uppermost  in  his 
mind.  It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  repeat 
that  fftttce  was  professionally  and  cbarac- 
teristicfllly  bold,  cool,  decuive — a  tho* 
rough  seaman  in  theory  and  practice-* 
and  his  knowledge  was  conveyed  to  otberS 
mo:itly  by  mildness,  iMrinasion,  and  the 
force  of  example, 

*'  In  tarcics  and  discipline  5^  Vmemi 
was  a  disciple  of  Howe.  In  discipline  the 
»cboUr  may  be  said  to  hare  carried  hlfi 
mode  of  instruction  ^jeyood  the  master* 
Where  Howe  was  patient,  gentle,  iudul.  | 
gent,  and  kind,  St.  Vincent  was  rigorousp 
peremptory,  and  resolute;  rigidly  main- 
taining that  the  life  and  soul  of  real  dis- 
cipline WHS  obedience — his  favourite  word 
was  obedienza.  The  one  oblamed  ht«J 
object  by  pursuing  the  ntaviter  in  modOfi 
the  other  by  the/or67er  In  re.  The  mu* 
tinous  fteamen  at  Portumoutli  were  com., 
plelely  reduced  to  order  by  the  kind  and 
gentle  treatment  of,  and  the  confidenosi 
they  placed  in,  Ix>ril  Howe.  The  matinyj 
in  the  fleet  at  Cadiz  no  sooner  sprung  up, 
than  it  was  crut^hed  by  the  prompt  and^ 
vigorous  measures  of  Lord  St.  Vincent^ 
whose  determined  and  resolute  coudact 
was  necessiu-)-  to  prevent  the  spirit  of  iih 
subordination  from  spreading,  which  h 
manifested  itself  in  many  of  the  ship4 
employed  in  blorVading  a  distant  and  aa 
enemy's  port.  These  two  gallant  adm{« 
rals  purstiing  different  modes  of  attaining 
the  same  ends,  and  of  very  difTercnt  tem- 
peraments, had  the  greatest  respect  and 
defprence  for  each  other.  St.  Vincent 
always  fpokc  of  Howe  in  terms  of  the 
highest  praise  and  regard.  ~  He  used  to 
say  he  was  a  man  of  few  words;  but  what 
he  raid  was  always  to  the  jmrpotie,  and 
well  worthy  to  be  remeiiihcred.  And,  on 
the  other  hand,  St.  Vincent  was  consi- 
dered by  Howe  as  the  6nt  naval  officer 
of  hia  day.  In  a  letter  olnrady  quotcdi 
he  says,  *  1  will  only  commisBiou  you 
assure  him  in  my  behalf,  in  simple  ve 
racity,  tlutt  his  eminent  services  have  oi 
exceeded  my  expectaCioas.'  He  was  an 
questionably  a  fearle^  and  intelligent' 
eommoiiiler.  bold  in  design  and  prompt  in 
execution,  fne  in  his  opin)ou^,  generous 
and  charitable  without  ostentation ;  a 
keen  observer  of  mankind,  indulgent  to 
minor  oflences,  setere  in  those  of  au 
aggravated  nature.  In  politics,  he  was  a 
%Vliij[,  tirmly  attached  to  hi<>  party  ;  Init 
his  rHeiuU  always  maintained  that  lie 
never  allowed  his  political  feelings  to  in- 
terfere with  his  priifrsai final  dalirs.  As 
nil  officer,  his  talents  were  certainly  of  the 
highest  order,  and  many  excellent  cum* 
uuiudcrs  y*erc  educated  &cid  bxty^u^cXV^-

MR,  DUNLOP  has.  we  think,  cor- 
rectly accounted  for  the  comparative 
neglect  of  the  Latin  Anthology,  while 
the  Greek  has  received  such  attcntiun, 
from  the  great  inferiorit)'  of  the  former. 
Some  of  the  most  beautiful  produc- 
tions of  the  Grecian  muse  are  tn  be 
found  in  the  iViithoIogia ;  whcreott,  if 
you  except  the  fragments  of  tbe  older 
poets,  Knniufi,  racuviua,  &c.  collected 
and  edited  by  H.  Stephens,  Scriveriua, 
£tc.  (in  praise  of  which  too  much  can- 
not  be  said,  and  which  were  the  model* 
and  exemplars  of  the  greatest  poeta  of 
succeeding  ages,  an  may  be  seen  in 
Virgil  and  Horace,  i  the  others  are  t>f 
comparatively  little  value,  though  occa- 
sionally some  pleo&ing  and  elegnot 
compositions  arc  to  be  found  among 
thera ;  which  their  Inat  editor,  Bur- 
raann,  has  overwhelmed  with  a  tame- 
less multitude  of  nute»,  and  an  unin- 
formed mass  nf  half-u&eful  liulfuae- 
less  erudition.*  Mr.  Dunlop  has  d(me 
well  in  dragging  out  some  of  the  most 
attractive  of  those  pnttluctions  from 
the  power  of  thi^  scholaf^tic  incuhu*.

AHtoretmn  Britatmicvm.  by  J.  C.  Lou- 
don.    No.  XLVII.  to  LIV. 

THIS  excellent  and  elaborate  work 
is  drawing;  to  a  close,  and  with  it  mu&t 
terminate  the  plcaslnc;  task  wc  have 
enjoyed  of  pointing  out  its  merit  to 
oar  readers.  Such  a  vast  mass  of  in. 
f-nrniAtion  will  probably  never  be  ngain 
collected  on  the  aubject;  fur  it  is  not 
to  be  expecte<l  that  such  unwearied 
industry,  such  zeal  and  knowledge 
sliould  be  found  again  traverf>ing 
the  same  path,  with  a  seeming  dis- 
regard  of  any  pxpendituri*  that  might 
enable  the  author  to  increase  his 
stores  of  scientific  knowledge,  and  pre- 
sent his  volumes  to  ihe  public,  with 
au  assurance  that  nolliiog  had  been 
wanting  on  his  part  to  make  them  as 
perfect  as  the  widest  inquiry  in  pro- 
curing his  materials,  and  the  most 
careful  discrimination  in  using  thera, 
could  effect.  .  .  We  are  able  of 
our  own  strength  to  add  nothing  to 
the  particulars  collected;  and  though 
tolerably  well  acquainted  with  the 
moat  curious  specimens  of  trees  exist- 
ing in  the  country,  we  can  delect  few 
that  Mr.  Loudon'^  anxious  search  haa 
not  discovered  and  made  known. 

In  the  present  Number  is  a  most 
excellent  and  elaborate  account  of  the 
various  species  coming  under  the  ge- 
nus "  Pinusj"  including  Pines,  Fira, 
Cedars,  Larches.  Arnucarios,  &c.  on 
which  W6  have  only  to  remark. 

1.  That  Mr.  Loudon  has  satisfacto- 
rily disproved  the  ns^ertion  (toa  hastily 
and  broadly  made)  of  SirW.  Scotl  iu  the 
Quarterly  Review,  of  our  seed  of  the 
Scotch  Pine  being  now  imported  from 
Ctinoda  by  the  nurserymen,  instead 
of  being  \)rocuTcil  €Tr>\ft.  vW  ^^\^-s.v^  *A 
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Scotland  ;  Ihis  IHrtuin  of  Sir  Walter's 
has  been  adopted  by  Mr.  Gilpin  in  his 
late  Treatiftc  on  Ciardeuiug  and  by 
others;  but  we  always  disbelieved  its 
truth,  from  having  been  assured  by 
maov  of  the  first  nurserymen  near 
London,  that  it  was  not  the  ca.'^c ;  we 
recollect  thp  late  Mr.  Malcolm  of  Ken- 
sington informing  as  of  the  money 
he  paid  for  Scottish  seeds,  and  the 
quantity  he  had  collected  by  him. 
Mr.  Loudon  proves  from  his  comma' 
nicatioD  with  the  Scotch  planters^  that 
there  is  a  great  variptp  in  the  manner 
of  growth,  and  the  colour,  and  qua- 
lity of  the  wood,  among  the  trees  that 
form  a  Pine-forest  in  Scotland.  We 
trust  after  this,  that  the  trees  on  the 
Canadian  Iiills,  will  not  bu  called  on, 
to  prove  their  paternity  to  our  British 
saplings. 

'2.  Among  the  fine  specimens  of 
this  tree  -which  Mr.  London  has  de- 
scribed or  drawn,  he  ought  not  to 
have  omitted  that  singularly  beautiful 
and  perfect  si>ccimen  (probably  un- 
equaled  in  England)  at  Sir  H,  Fletch- 
er's at  Moulsey.  At  a  little  distanccp 
so  extraordinary  close  and  perfect  is 
its  bead,  that  we  took  this  Pine  for  an 
Oak  Tree. 

3.    Among  the   large   Pinasters   in 


^^  5.  Mr.  Loudon  is  quite  right  in  his 
belief  that  Mr.  Gilpin  was  not  accu- 
rately acquainted  with  the  species  and 
varieties  of  trees ;  we  spoke  on  this 
Bubject  to  his  pupil,  his  friend,  and 
his  patron,  the  tale  Colonel  Mitford 
of  Exbury,  who  said  Gilpin  knew  little 
about  the  matter. 

6.  Mr.  Loudon  should  have  visited, 
or  at  least  described,  the  fine  speci- 
mens of  the  Pinus  Picca  ^Silver  Fir)  at 
Lord  Cgrcmont's  at  Petworth,  which 
arc  the  largest  we  ever  saw  :  they  grow 
on  loam  and  snud-stune.

KoglanJ,  that  one  in  the  street  of  the 
village  of  Yoxford  in  Sufl'olk  should 
hive  been  noticed,  both  for  it^  age  and 
size  J  when  last  we  measured  it,  it% 
girth  was  eleven  feet.  Mr.  London 
has  not  mentioned  a  very  fine  one, 
standing  near  the  Virginia  Water, 
where  the  artificial  ruins  have  boea 
made. 

4.  The  Stone-pine,  as  Mr.  London 
says,  attains  a  fiue  »ize  and  height 
in  Italy.  Wc  remember  a  beautiful 
grove  of  them  in  the  Coscina  at  Flo- 
rence; and  we  saw  ihe  woodman's 
axe  relentlessly  employed  in  bringing 
them  to  the  ground ;  when  wc  nsked 
the  reason  uC  buc|^  tasteless  barbarity. 
tlic  anawcr  given  was,  that  the  contfs 
might  not  lull  on  the  heads  of  the 
Grand  Duke's  children  when  walking 
there  with  the  virgins  that  bear  them 
company. 

By  the  by,  this  story  reminds  ua

an  account  of  the  extraordinary  beau- 
tiful Larches  at  Lord  Aiteshury's,  at 
Tottenham  Park,  Wilts;  consisting  of 
three  brought  from  the  Duke  of 
Atholl's.  They  are  larger  by  far  than 
those  at  Ken-VVood.  which  came  from 
the  same  place,  and  with  a  fiowing 
amplitude  of  branch  and  foliage,  which 
we  never  before  saw.  They  are  no 
doubt  unequalled  in  England.  We 
may  observe  that  tlie  Larch  growa 
particularly  welt  and  luturiantly  in 
VViltahire.  as  may  be  seen  at  Slour- 
head  and  eUewhcrc.

Wc  tfu^t  tliitt  the  public  will 
have  sense  and  tu<>te  enough  to  esti- 
mate ita  value,  aod  that  Mr.  Loudon 
will  not  have  given  his  time  and

THE  Act  of  Parliament  which 
stands  at  the  he&d  of  this  article,  and 
which  bos  given  occasion  to  the  little 
books  "  by  a  Proctor"  and  "  by  J.  C. 
Hudson/*  isreally  one  of  the  roost  im- 
portant that  has  been  paued  for  many 
years.  Disputed  points  in  party  poli- 
ticjt  sink  into  intjignilicaoce  when  com- 
pared with  a  measure  which  both 
directly  and  indirectly  affects  every 
single  individual  in  England  and  Ire- 
land ;  which  alters  in  a  most  im[>ortant 
manner  the  law  of  succession  to  pro- 
perty of  all  descriptiuus,  and  which  i? 
in  fact  an  entirely  new  lestameutary 
code. 


As  the  law  lately  stood^  real  pro- 
perty could  only  be  devised  by  a  will 
executed  in  the  presence  of  three  wit- 
nesses, whilst  any  testamentary  paper, 
however  loose,  and  although  unattest- 
ed by  any  witness,  was  held  sufficieat 
to  dispose  of  personal  property  to  any 
amount.  Ry  the  new  law,  the  dis- 
tinction in  this  respect  between  real 
and  personal  property  is  abolished, 
and  ail  wills  must  be  executed  In  the 
prcsr'nceoftwo  witnesses.  The  altera- 
tion is  probably  a  good  one.  It  hoi  a 
democratic  tendency,  inasmuch  as  it 
increases  the  facility  of  diitiDheritiag 
heirs  at  law  ;  and  it  will  probably  be 
fuund  to  add  to  the  stamp  duties  by 
multiplying  the  number  of  intestacies ; 
these  are  drawbucktt :  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  adoption  of  one  sim- 
ple general  rule,  applicable  to  all 
cases,  and  to  all  descriptions  of  pro- 
perty, is  a  great  advantage.  'I'o  the 
principle  of  this  new  law,  tlien,  wc 
are  favourable  ;  but  what  are  we  to 
say  to  the  law  itself? 

If  there  ever  waa  a  case  ia  which 
cleanieii!*  of  expression  and  simplicity 
of  diction  were  absolutely  necessary  ia 
an  act  of  Parliament,  this  is  that  cose. 
Verbiage  and  tautology',  which  are  bad 
wherever  they  arc  found,  are  utterly 
inexcusable  in  a  law  which  concerns 
equally  the  peer  and  the  peasant,  and 
which  will  be  brought  into  operation 
not  only  to  dispose  of  the  lordly  maji- 
sion  and  the  broad  acres  of  the  land- 
holder, the  stock  of  the  fuodholdcr, 
and  the  book-debts  of  the  merchant, 
but  even  in  connexion  with  Ihe  few 
pounds  lodged  in  a  savings-bank,  or 
stowed  away  in  some  secret  comer  of 
a  cottage  cupboard.  A  law  like  thia 
ought  to  be  as  simple  as  the  decalogue. 
It  affects  the  people  ;  it  ought,  there- 
fore, to  speak  to  tlie  people,  and  5peak 
to  them  in  a  language  which  they  can 
understand.  This  U  seldom  the  Case 
with  our  taws  ;  the  great  fault  of  which 
is,  that  they  are  written  as  if  intended 
solely  for  lawyers  ;  they  are  full  of  the 
technicalities  of  courts ;  they  smack  of 
those  "  nice  sharp  quillets  of  the  law  '* 
which  make  common  people  wonder;

law-«uitd.  The  law  claims  ta  itself 
to  be  "  the  perfection  of  reason,"  and 
truly  tlu?  lawyers  are  wise  id  their 
getierftliun  when  they  keep  thia  claim 
peqKtually  befora  us.     If  we  sought 

I  the  fact  not  In  their  afscrtiona  but 
in  their  *'  cases  and  tenures  and 
tricks/'  we  fear  it  would  be  as  dilli. 
cult  to  6nd  "  as  two  grains  of  wheat 
hid  in  two  bushels  of  chaff."  Dut  to 
the  particular  law  before  us. 
It  is  spread  over  nine  folio  pages 
and  divided  into  thirty-six  sections. 
It  commences  with  an  interpretation 
clause — a  def^cription  of  clause  which 
has  become  very  common  wiihin  the 
laatfew  years.and  the  object  of  which  is 
to  simplify  legislation  by  declaring  the 
particular  sense  in  which  ccitain  per- 
petually recurring  words  are  to  be 
I  uodcrstootl.     Tlius  in   the  act   before 

^^L  tts  "  Will  "  is  to  be  underhtood  as 
^H  comprehending  every  description  of 
^^  testamentary  paper;  "real  estate" 
is  to  comprise  ever}'  thing  that  is  not 
a  chatttlj — that  is,  every  thing  that 
will  pass  to  an  heir  at  law  ;  and  "  per- 
sonal estate,"  every  thing  that  la  not 
real  estate. — that  is,  every  thing  that 
will  vest  in  an  executor.  The  second 
clause  repeals  some  eiistiog  acts  of 
Parliament ;  and  the  third  conducts 
us  to  the  main  subject.  It  enacts  that 
all  prrijiL'ity  may  Ue  disposed  of  by  will. 
P\ow  property,  legally  speaking,  con 
be  only  of  one  of  two  kinds— real  or 
personal ;  and  wc  have  seen  that  by 
the  interpretation -clause  the  words 
••  real  estate  "  and  "  personal  estate  " 
are  to  be  understood  in  their  most 
Comprchcu5ive  senses.  It  is  evident 
thurefurc  that  a  simple  declaration 
that,  "  it  shall  be  lawful  for  every 
person  by  his  Will  to  dispose  of  all 
real  estate,  and  alt  prntonal  estate, 
which  he  shall  bu  intitled  to  at  the 
lime  of  Uh  death."  would  have  lieen 
quite  sufficient.  But  that  would  have 
been  too  close  an  approximation  to 
cammon-scnce  to  have  been  made  by 
an  act  of  Parliament,  and,  ridtculona 
05  the  fact  Is./fKrt"  huntlnuJ  un-/  thirty' 
three  H<(/f-(/«  ami  prftly  «**rtr/y  tt  /vtio 
jmi/r  h»\v  been  takt  n  up  in  the  c«pU|. 
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nation  of  what  are  the  various  dfr» 
scriptions  of  real  estate  and  personal 
estate,  which  are  intended  to  be  com* 
prised  under  "  all  "  of  both  of  them. 

A  little  further  on  we  find  (scctioD 
Vil.j  that  ••  no  will  made  by  any  per. 
son  under  the  agf  of  twenty-one  yeartj 
shall  be  valid."  ITiis  is  sim'ple  enough, 
and  exactly  what  the  whole  act  of 
Pailiament  ought  to  have  bfen  ;  but 
to  have  been  in  conformity  with  the 
former  cinase,  it  shoald  have  run 
thus  :  "No  will  made  by  any  person, 
whethtT  tall  ur  short,  or  gentle  or 
simple,  or  born  in  Yorkshire,  orCum- 
bcrUritl.  or  Lancashire,  or  Westmore- 
land, or  aiiy  other  county."  enumcral- 
iag  every  one  of  tbem.  and  so  lorth. 

Again,  we  tind  (section  IX.)  that 
every  will  shall  be  signed  in  the 
presence  of  "  two  or  more  witnesses* 
present  at  the  &ame  time,  and  sucbl 
witnesses  ihoU  attftt  nnil»fnxUsubsLrib€ 
the  will  in  the  presence  of  the  testator', 
but  HO  form  of  atteitatii/n  shall  6r  upcm- 
fttry."  Does  this  mean  that  the  wit* 
nesses  ore  to  attest,  without  any  at- 
teslutiuD }  or,  that  they  are  to  attest 
without  any  j^Miiticular  form  of  words 
being  necessary  in  the  attestatiooB 
The  "Proctor"  and  Mr.  Hudson,  to 
whom  the  public  are  indebted  for  the 
Plain  Instructions  and  the  Plain  Direc- 
tions, think  the  former,  and  stater 
expressly  that  the  mere  signatures  of 
two  {lersons,  without  anything  to 
indicate  that  they  are  wilocsscs.  will 
comprise  all  that  is  essential;  but  so 
little  confidenc  docs  the  latter  gentle- 
man seem  in  this  very  questionable 
position,  that  he  kindly  gives  hfa 
readers  the  old  form  of  attestation, 
framed  in  confonnity  with  the  Statulo 
of  Frauds — '*  Signed.  *<•«/«/.  pubtufiHl, 
and  drrhirf^,  &c/'  and  advises  them 
to  continue  that  form,  althou);h  the 
sealing,  publication,  and  declaration 
arc  all  done  away  with.  If  the  will 
be  executed  according  to  the  ni-w  law, 
the  witnessea  will, consequently,  under 
Mr.  Hudson's  advice,  attest  what  is 
not  the  fact. 

Section  IX.  declares  that  notbinf 
but  signature  is  necc^sar)'  to  be  done 
by  the  testator,  repealing,  consequent- 
ly, by  implication,  thr  old  mo<les  of 
^rullnp.  publication,  and  declanttinu. 
Section  aIII.  provides  tliat  no  "  uthtr 
publictttiuii "     shall     be     necessary,. 
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"  Other  "  than  what  ?    No  publication 
at  all  has  been  mentioned  before. 

We  might  go  through  the  whole  act 
of  Parliament  in  this  manner,  setting 
forlli  its  tuutulogics  and  ambiguities  ; 
but  few  of  our  readers  are  ignur.Uit  to 
what  an  extent  lawyers  pile  words 
upon  wordsj  and  what  a  fruitful  source 
of  uncertainty  this  banct'ul  practice  is. 
It  will  probably,  thertfurr,  be  more  use- 
ful if  we  shortly  statu  the  chief  provi- 
sions of  the  law  respecting  wills  as  it 
now  stands  under  this  act  of  Parlia- 
ment. 

All  the  property  of  a  person  above 
twenty-one  years  uf  age,  and  nut  under 
any  disability  arising  from  wcakne-is 
of  intellect,  or.  in  the  case  of  a  mar- 
ried wumau,  from  marriage,  may  be 
disposed  of  by  wilt ;  which  must  be  in 
writing  and  signed  "  at  the  foot  or 
cud  thereof"  by  the  testator,  ur  some 
other  pcrfton,  in  his  presence,  and  by 
his  dircxtion,  and  such  signature  must 
be  made  in  the  presence  uf  two  wit- 
nesses, who  must  Attest  and  subscribe 
the  Hill  in  the  presence  of  the  testator. 

Wills  executed  and  attested  in  that 
manner  will  be  valid  without  publi- 
cation, or  any  other  solemnity,  and 
that  even  in  cases  where,  under  settle- 
ments or  private  arrangements,  other 
8ulemnit)e&  are  prescribed. 

Legacies  to  witnesses  to  witla  are 
null  and  void. 

Every  will  is  revoked  by  marriaf;c, 
or  by  making  onuUicr  will,  or  by 
burning,  tearing,  or  detdrnying. 

Alterations  in  wills  must  be  executed 
and  attested  in  the  same  manner  as 
wills. 

Every  will  is  to  he  construed  to  speak 
and  take  elTcct  as  if  it  hod  been  ex- 
ecuted immediately  before  the  death 
of  the  testator. 

A  gift  to  a  child*  of  the  testator, 
who  dies  in  hi^  lifetime,  leaving  issue 
living  at  the  testator's  decease,  will 
nnt  lajitie,  but  pais  to  the  re|ire^enlu- 
tives  of  the  deceased  child. 

The  new  law  dues  not  olTcct  wilU 
mode  btfure  the  1st  of  Jrtnuary  1338. 

Of  the  twrj  sets  of  books  at  the  head 
of  this  article,  the  superiority  in  re- 
spect of  accuracy  and  fulness  of 
information   rests   with   the  Pructor. 


but  Mr.  Hudson  is  unrivalleil  in  his 
Index.  We  have  no  doubt  he  Is  an 
excellent  clerk  in  the  Legacy  Office; 
but  law  books,  and  these  are  law  books 
of  the  most  important  character,  ought 
to  be  wrillen  by  lawyers.  Any  one 
who  will  compare  his  chapter  Ufion 
"  lapsed  legacies,"  with  the  new  net, 
will  see  the  force  of  our  remark.

HOW  various  are  the  causes  which 
operate  in  the  production  uf  books  1 
Some  men  write  "from  hate"  and 
some"  for  hire;"  some,  conscious  of 
their  strength,  delightedly  pour  forth 
a  flood  of  knowledge  which  nt  oncu 
purifies  and  enlightens  their  feltuw. 
men;  whilst  others,  stimulated  by  an 
irrepressible  racDf/Arjf,  put  pen  to  paper 
under  the  influence  of  a  blind  law  of 
invincible  necessity.  The  present 
author  seems  to  have  written  because 
his  name  is  Tuui/ins.  If  it  hod  been 
Tnmlin?,  or  ony  other  variation  uf 
Tom  and  int,  in  all  probability  this 
book  would  never  nave  existed.

Many  of  our  reader?  know  that  there 
is  a  book  called  Tumlins's  Law  Dic- 
tionar)' ;  a  standard  work,  which  has 
passed  through  several  editions,  and 
IS,  in  the  best  sense  uf  the  word,  a 
"  popular"  book,  'lliat  book  was 
written  by  Sir  Thomas  EdJync  Tora- 
lins.  llie  present  writer  is  a,  not  Me, 
Thomas  Edlyne  Tomlins.  Now  the 
former  Thomas  Eldlync  Tomlins  having 
compiled  a  Law  Dictionary,  why  should 
not  the  latter  do  the  like?  There  were 
two  rraaons  why  he  should  :  i,"Tora- 
lins's  Law  Dictionary"  was  already 
a  familiar  sound;  it  had  obtained  a 
hold  upun  the  public  ear  which  would 
ensure  his  bnuk  something  uf  a  sale ; 
and,  2.  He  Koil  a  precedent,  which, 
bcinf;  "an  attorney  and  solicitor/'  ho 
could  estimate  at  its  full  value.  What 
/Ap  Tomlins  had  done,  a  Tomlins  might 
attempt.  We  will  not  trouble  our 
readers  with  any  uf  the  reasons  uu 
the  other  side  of  the  question. 

The  example  given  by  this  publica- 
tion is  of  great  value.  Might  not  a 
compaay  be  formcU  lu  strmulate  per- 
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Uevikw.— Tomliuti'a  Late  Dictionary. 
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■ODs  whose  names  are  the  same  as 
those  of  authors  of  established  fame 
to  imitate  the  great  works  of  their 
nredcceseors  ?  "  John  Millon,"  who 
keeps  a  chandler's  »hop  near  the 
Tower,  might  be  encouraged  to  try 
his  hand  at  an  epic.  "  David  Hume." 
the  bukiT  at  Shoreditch,  woaM  pro- 
bably give  us  a  batch  of  history. 
"  Kdmuad  Burke/*  who  passed  the 
Insolvent  Court  not  long  ago,  would 
do  famnu&ly  for  "  Observations  on  the 
March  of  Intellect."  and  could  no 
doubt  be  had  cheap.  And.  if  the  com- 
pany were  once  afloat,  we  could  re- 
commend them  to  a  Walter  Scoll,  a 
Mrs.  Hadcliffe,  a  veritable  Daniel  Do 
Foe,  and  seven  Charlotte  Smiths.  But 
let  us  return  to  a  Toinlins. 

The  book  professes  to  be  "  a  po- 
pular Law  Dictionary  familiarly  ex- 
{ilainiDg  the  terms  and  nature  of  Eng- 
lish law,"  and  "  adapted  to  the  cuni- 
prebension  of  persons  nut  etlucatt-d  to 
the  legal  profession/*  A  few  extracts 
will  prove  how  truly  the  work  answers 
to  the  title  page.

pay  the  costs  of  it;  or,  if  any  ex- 
ecutor, who  wishes  to  prove  a  will 
in  cotnmun  form,  takes  witnesses  to 
Doctor's  Cotnnions,  relying  upon  the 
representation  at  p.  213,  there  will  be 
a  long  bill  for  unncc^iisary  conch-hire 
and  expenses ;  or,  if  any  siMer  or 
grBodniother,  who  is  entitled  to  admi- 
nistration of  the  effects  of  a  deceased 
person,  act^i  opon  the  prc!«uinptioa 
that  she  comes  in  "lastly"  with 
"  cousin?,"  as  stated  at  p.  220,  there 
will  be  a  clear  action  for  tnisrcpre- 
itentation.  Nay,  it  is  nut  at  all  un- 
likely that  some  noble  lord  wilt  take 
up  very  seriously  the  doctrines  laid 
down  al  p.  280,  respecting  inipeacli- 
menta — doctrines  which  go  the  length 
of  rendering  their  lordships  liable  to 
impeachment,  not  only  at  tlie  instance 
of  "the  Commons  of  England, "  but 
of  every  single  member  of  the  Lower 
House.  If  this  be  not  a  breach  of 
privilege  we  know  not  what  it  is. 
Verily,  Messieurs  Publishers,  we  do 
not  envy  your  situation.  Perhaps  the 
best  thing  for  the  author,  the  pub- 
lishers, and  the  public  —  for  every 
body  but  the  lawyers — would  be  to 
transfer  the  book,  quietly  and  imme- 
diately, to  its  ultimate  destination.

WE  never  found  any  thing  but  praise 
to  give  to  this  our  most  favourite 
poetess  of  the  age,  because  her  poetry 
is  founded  on  knowledge  of  the  sub- 
ject, good  sense,  correct  taste,  and 
elegant  fancy.  Such  rpmlities  as  these 
are  common  to  all  good  poets;  but 
Mary  Ilowitt  has  also  a  strain  of 
quaint  simple  humour,  never  descend- 
ing too  low,  and  sometimes  wearing 
ft  smile  of  mock  gravity,  like  a  young 
lady  putting  on  her  grandmother's 
farthingale,  that  is  very  successful.

therr  pleasant  occupation  uf  petitioning 
for  the  downfall  of  the  Church,  and 
the  lifting  up  of  the  conventicle.  What 
a  life  she  must  have  led?  like  a  pretty 
rose-bud  in  a  bcil  of  nettles,  a  poor 
little  warbling  linnet  amid  a  pack  of 
ravens  ojid  butcher-birds !  But  to  the 
volume  before  us.  We  think  it  not 
only  sustains  all  her  former  reputation, 
but  in  some  ca^es  surpasses  her  previ- 
ous productions  in  excellence.

As  regards  num- 
ber, the  strength  of  the  exhibition  lies  in 
its  UndscupeH,  home  of  which  poiitess  a 
contiidcrahle  degree  of  merit ;  but  look- 
ing at  quiility,  wi'  arc  inclined  to  think 
that  its  cxfTilencc  i»  to  be  found  prinei- 
pally  in  the  figure  piece».

61)  rt*s(M!cling  the  turtrejfa,  Minoa, 
of  the  .Mognrinniir  with  that  of  Straba 
(B.ii.[39l't;  the  fotmerdcK'hbin^itaB  an 
ittand,  about  ei^lit  »tadia  from  Me^rii — 
the  lattercallinffica  jfromon/urjf  ot  penin- 
ttt/fl.  In  agreement  uith  the  devcnption 
of 'I'hurydideti,  n  rocky  irijiuliited  hill,  with 
a  ruined  fortren*,  itand^  on  the  marfitn  of 
the  tea.  a  little  more  than  a  mile  from 
Megam.  Thnt  (his  hill  wus  once  n  pe- 
iiUifula  is  clear  fiom  the  dry  beds  of  two 
riven,  which  pass  cloae  to  its  ha«c,  one 
on  each  side,  Icavinp  between  only  a  nar- 
row neck  of  eleviited  ground.

The  notes  made  on  the 
spot  by  Colonel  t<cakc  were  unfortnuatcly 
lost,  the  year  following,  in  the  wreck  of 
the  brig  .Mentor,  on  butird  of  which  were 
a  con«)dcniblc  portion  of  the  marbles  re- 
moved by  Lora  Flgin  ft"om  the  Acropn. 
lis  of  AthetiH  :  tho^c  nf  licut. -Colonel 
Squire  bharcd  the  snmc  fate  An  ac- 
count of  the  entire  journey,  however,  in- 
cluding a  notice  of  the  mimument,  ai»- 
peareil  in  the  second  volume  of  "  Wal- 
nole's  Alemoirii,"  relutiiig  to  Turkey,  pub- 
lished in  IKiMt ;  compiled,  probably,  tiom 
letters  written  by  Colonel  Squire  during 
the  excursion.  ()ne  of  .\)r.  Hamilton'a 
notc-bouks  was  uniung  ihe  few  iii1h.t  ar- 
ticles which,  l>ef>ides  the  celebrati-d  mar- 
bles ihem^telves  (all  of  which,  it  is  well 
known,  were  afterwards  recovered;,  were 
saved  from  the  wreck,  after  having  been 
some  months  at  the  bottom  of  the  «ca.

They 
rarely  appear  but  in  n  state  of  captivity 
urid  degradiition- — bound  for  imcririre  on 
Ihe  thrones  of  ihe  kings,  on  ihc  f^oteK  of 
thf  lOgyptiun  sandulti,  &c. ;  and  are  ma- 
nifestly the  'l'yphiMiiaii<(,  or  red  ciiplives, 
who,  according  to  Plutarch,  were  sneri- 
ficed  ut  certain  feittivalfi  in  honour  of 
Oinrifi;  otbiTwiaf,  the  Hyrsiis,  or  chep- 
herds— the  moat  ancient  and  detet^ied 
enemies  of  the  Egyptians,  by  whom  they 
were  n'duced  to  u  stHte  of  slavery,  nftrr 
having  lyrunnificd  over  the  coiuitry  for 
(several  centuries.

An  cxliihition  of  Gothic  snd  oilier 
armour,  opened  in  Grosvcnor  Street,  is 
one  of  tlic  most  briltiinil  und  inlerestinff 
ever  seen  in  London.  The  princi|)al 
|>ortion  of  it  confiistK  of  the  collection  of 
the  illustrious  House  of  Ferrani;  but 
there  is  also  a  very  curiouK  series  of  fire- 
arms from  ibc  famous  gun -manufactory 
of  I<iepe.  where  ^cve^ll  generations  of 
ingcniotiti  artisans  of  one  family  carried  it 
im  fur  a  great  length  of  time.  To  these 
rich  stores  huve  been  added  many  superb 
(Uid  remarkable  ajiecimcns  of  Ifermrin, 
Italian,  and  French  armour;  di^playing 
every  variety  of  form  and  oriiiiment,  and 
being  altogether  a  beautiful  and  instruc- 
tive assemblage  of  the  trcu*<ures  of  those 
times,  when  so  much  of  taj^te  and  luxury 
was  expended  on  such  urtirlcs.  Some  of 
the  Kuii^,  e^perially  that  of  Alpboii60  IJ. 
the  magnificent  L>uke  of  Fernini,  are 
extraordinary  lor  the  iuinninsc  IiiUiiiris  uf 
art  be^to\ve(l  n|)on  thcni ;  whilst  oilicr», 
though  more  rude,  arc  not  Icsfi  worthy  of 
note,  for  their  iiiunples  ul  engmving, 
gilding,  cmbluxonr)*,  emboxsinc,  cbasini;, 
and  mechanifim  of  every  kind.  Two 
bannen  of  Fcrmra,  in  perfect  preservii- 
tion,  urct  it  is  suppoAcd,  unique. 

AWIENT  TULATttE. 

M.  Tciier  has  discovered  an  nnrit-nt 
but  entire  theatre,  in  the  town  of  As- 
pendus  in  Paiophylia.  The  stage  is 
ornamented  with  two  ordiis  of  columns, 
Ionic  and  (xiniithinn,  of  white  nurble, 
with  red  vein*.  The  ehliiblutufL'  is  of 
the  richest  ftculpturv.  Five  (ratr\  led  mtti 
the  saloon,  the  luul'  wos  ul  wiHrd^  and 
between  it  ntKJ  ibv  ttagn  was  a  tpaMT  fur 


machinery.  All  thp  parliculars  of  its 
luundiition  are  contiiincd  in  ihc  iubcrip- 
tions  in  ^-nrious  pluees.  Aulns  Curtius 
Criitpiuus  was  the  founder,  and  'Jjcno\v*A 
the  architect.  A  statue  wbieli  ornnments 
the  front  of  the  Mage  has  been  an  object 
of  Turcomfinian  adminition,  and  con- 
eemiiig  which  they  do  not  fail  to  invent 
fables.  They  imagine  the  whole  to  have 
been  tl»e  work  of  genii,  and  this  statue 
to  be  the  purtmil  of  an  unfomintte  prin- 
cess.

In  consequence  of  the  difficultirt  lo 
which  the  existing  government  of  Spain 
bus  been  reduced  in  the  war  with  l)on 
Carlos,  u  large  quantity  of  bells,  which 
were  the  nru[terty  of  the  convents,  and 
tranffcrred  Ironi  them  lor  the  relief  of 
the  Queen's  cause,  were  sent  to  Mar- 
seilles and  sold  as  nld  metal.  About 
sixty  were  purchased  by  an  Amrrifan 
gentleman,  and  shipped  to  New  York, 
whore  the  most  cxiM'ricncedbell-foimdrM 
examined  llictn,  and  pronounced  that 
they  arc  such  11^  cannot  be  made  in  Ame- 
rica, nor  probably  nnywhere  at  this  lime. 
It  is  well  known  that  the  ancient  Sj4nish 
belU,  and  indeed  uU  the  oM  bells  cast  in 
cutholic  countries,  were  corij-idercd  as 
sacred  J  the  more  precious  their  metal. 
the  grrHter  their  sanctity  [  and  neaily  all 
of  them  are  thought  to  have  mnre  or  Ies» 
silver  in  their  composition.  The  art  of 
comiwunding  silver  with  the  other  metaU 
entering  into  the  comno^ition  of  brils, 
is  now  entirely  lost.  1  he  tunes  are  said 
10  Iw  inimUably  bcauliful  ;  ami  il  is 
stated,  that  one  of  these  bells  weighing 
lOU  pounds  has  as  much  jwwer  and 
strength  of  tone,  as  an  ordinary  liell 
weighing  3«X).  They  weigh  from  100  to 
1700  poundh  carh;  and  are  often  highly 
ornamented  with  figures  of  the  cto*s, 
royal  anus  of  Sjmin,  and  \-arioiis  devices 
in'alto  relievo.  After  being  a  certain 
time  on  view  at  >'cw  York,  rhtjy  were 
dispersed  by  public  sale,  and  will  now  be 
scattered  ah<Mit  w  every  quarter  of  the 
States.

March  29.  Sir  O.  Strickland  brYinghc 
forward  the  question  of  Ni-oao  ArrREN- 
TiujiHip.  He  urged  tbe  inconsistency  and 
inconvenience  of  continuing  the  apprcn. 
tiecship  of  pncdial servants  till. ^wy.  1840, 
when  servants  not  proNllaliu-eiobeeman. 
ri[tuled  in  Any.  1B3B;  and  moved  a  reso- 
lution for  terminating  (he  system  on  the 
Ist  of  Aug.  next. — Air.  Ptatt  seconded 
tbe  motion.  He  enumerated  the  gheran. 
CCS  now  endured  by  the  negroes,  particu. 
larly  in  British  Guiana.  Their  food  %ras 
insiilTicient  fur  tbe  sustenance  of  labouring 
people;  white,  on  the  other  hand,  their 
puuisbmeiitB  were  excessive,  and  inflicted 
in  order  to  force  ■  still  increasing  pro- 
duce with  a  still  decreasing  population. 
Mauy  indulgences  urwl  relaxations  which 
the  negroes  enjoyed  bi-fore  the  abolition 
hid  bci'n  witlidmwn  fjom  them  since; 
tbe  rolonial  legislulures  liad  abused  tho 
eontideiiee  of  government  and  of  the 
House  of  Cominons;  and  if  the  Englisb 
jH-'ople  could  have  foreseen  these  resuUi, 
they  would  never  have  consented  to  pay 
n  compensation  of  twenty  itiilliuns  ster- 
ling (o  the  planters.  In  Jamaica  the 
deaths  of  children  and  mifiearnages  of 
mothers  bad  already  mode  a  frightml  gap 
in  the  population,  and  be  had  evidence  of 
similar  effects  in  other  colonies, —  Sir 
(tetirye  Orry,  the  Under  Sceretanr  for 
the  t'olon>et<,  moved  as  an  amendmcnl 
tbe  order  of  the  day  for  tbe  seeoiid  rt^itd- 
ing  uf  the  Aboliliuii  Amendment  itilf,' 
The  objects  of  (be  motion  \\ould  bo  let- 
ter efTected  by  tbe  Govemmont  Bill;  and 
tu  the  luotion  it<^elf  he  felt  himself  bound 
to  oppose  hit  resistance,  because  the 
whole  mutter  bad  been  made  the  subject 
of  a  L'oui|Kiet  from  which  it  would  be  un<  ~ 
allowable  to  depart,  except  upon  tbfti 
clearest  evidence  that  it  had  been  violated 
on  the  other  part,  and  in  the  total  lack  of 
any  ulber  remedy;  unless,  indeed,  the 
House  were  prepared,  which  he  himself 
was  not,  to  vote  a  further  ^'ran(  fur  buying 
up  the  rcmiiinuigtwo  Venn*  uf  the  buigain. 
Instances  of  ill  usage  should  not  have  been 
briiti}.>h(  forward  alone  t  (hi- great  bencAtiT 
derived  from  tbe  apprenticeship  should' 
have  been  carried  to  credit  on  tbq  othc^ 
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side.  He  cited  vmioiiR  iIcRputcIies  of 
govenioi-s,  aiid  rtporrs  of  magislrntev, 
proving  a  very  genurdl  umcliorutiori  ot 
tbciicffro  condition. 

On  tnc  foItoH'iiigcvi'ning,  thedcbatc  wns 
restuiicd,  nhpii  Sir  R.  Suffdtn  wid  that 
Jamaica  Imd  not  [K'rrurmrd  lier  piirt  of 
the  arniiigtinuMit,  nor  hod  the  Govern- 
uiciit  lakcii  steps  fitbLT  to  carry  it  out  or 
to  prepare  the  negroes  for  the  eiiiuiicipn- 
tion  of  ItvVU,  ut  which  time,  therefore, 
ihcy  wouhl,  lie  tlinu}^)iL,  he  as  unfit  for 
liberty  as  at  the  prc»eiu  moment.  The 
other  cotoiiics,  hun-ever,  hud  not  been 
so  culpable  uti  Jiininicu,  and  upon  them 
ihiii  resohition  would  be  lui  injunticc. —

The  iirong  little  fortrcu  of  Vera,  on 
the  Utda»flOH,  tlie  poisrsHion  of  which 
hus  been  of  the  f^reateit  advantage  to  the 
Curlist*.  was  on  the  Ub  of  April  carried 
by  afisauit  by  the  Queen  uf  Spain's  truops 
under  O'Dnrinell.  The  BricUb  mixiliu- 
ries  bcbavcd  with  their  accustomed  gaU 
Iwitry,  und  were  the  first  to  enter  tbe 
fortrcftit.  About  twenty  men  of  Cnpt. 
HorriR's  Aitillery,  who  bud  previously 
exjieiidciJ  tbetr  ntn munition,  cburgcd  ut 
the  point  of  the  bnyonet,  haped  the 
panipet,  uml  rli*urfd  the  stockadcK.  Thii 
party  was  beudtrd  by  Ijieut.  I^iiwson,  who 
took  po85e»8ion  of  the  keys  of  tbe  fort. 
Tbc  tirsl  mun  in  tbe  battery  wus  the  siime 
who  fir^t  entered  Jrun,  h  Diiblln  sboe- 
inuker,  naiUL'd  Bolton,  und  ulio  bad  been 
decorated  three  times  witb  the  cross  of 
Isabel  II.  b^  (ieneral  E^nnp,  for  bravery. 

The  garriwni  was  indcbteil  for  its 
safety  to  tbe  timely  arri^'ol  of  ibree  com- 
panies of  Cbapclcburies  ot  Guipuicoa, 
under  tbe  orders  of  Il>cro,  ubo,  hiiring 
charged  tbe  Cbristinos  with  tbc  bayonet, 
cnabh*d  tbc  b.mdful  of  men  who  were  in 
the  fort  to  effect  their  retreat.  A  corps 
of  2,000  Naviirrfsc,  stupiu'd  durinf(  twen- 
ty-four honn*  by  a  column  from  Pumpe- 
luna,  came  iiC  lust  to  reinforce  tbe  Cbupcl- 
churie-t,  and  compelled  the  Cbristinos 
to  fall  back  on  tbe  inountuiri  of  Endere- 
za^  near  Irun.  General  O'Donnell  liad, 
however,  time  to  blow  up  tbe  fortilicu- 
tious  of  tbe  town,  and  place  Ids  urtillery 
in  Mifety  on  the  rreneb  territory.  'I'be 
CarlisLs  harrassed  him  continuully  in  bis 
relreuC.  Tbere  were  very  few  killed  on 
viUiersidc,  mid  the  number  of  wotmded 
uiuounted  in  all  to  nearly  "iOO.

Twciity-rtgbi  men  of  the  .'find  regiment 
were  wounded  more  or  les^  dungi-ruukly, 
nrtd  two  kiUed.  ('ulonct  MaiiUnd  ha* 
sutx-ccded  in  capturing  the  pirate  general 
Sutherland  wbo  Ulely  ineniued  Maldun.

machinery  of  4.0O  horse  power.  Tlie 
most  remarkable  thing  about  the  ship  Is 
her  four  masts,  whicL,  when  rigged,  will 
supersede  the  use  of  steam  when  the  wind 
is  favourable.  There  are  four  boilcrt, 
and  the  K]iaet?  below  is  so  great  that  pas. 
sagea  are  formed  in  wbieb  persons  can 
walk  between  them  without  incoDve. 
nicnce.  The  boilers  weigh  about  95  tons, 
und  hold  HO  tons  of  water.  Notwith. 
standing  the  Urge  space  devoted  to  the 
boilers,  engines,  and  machinery,  she 
makefi  up  150  beds,  besides  sleeping 
places  for  the  officers  and  crew,  and  tltere 
is  also  room  for  200  tons  of  cargo.  The 
eoitl  tanks  are  so  disiiosed  that  as  fast  as 
they  shall  be  emptied  during  the  voyage, 
they  will  be  filled  with  sea  water  to  sup- 
ply tlie  place  of  Iwllast.  The  pointings 
with  which  the  saloon  is  profusely  adorned 
from  (hi!  masterly  pencil  of  K.  T.  Parrii, 
esq,  11.  A.  have  excited  general  admira- 
tion. On  the  passage  to  Bristol,  when 
uO'  Sheerncss,  an  alarming  but  not  very 
cnhtmirouc  accident  oceurred  ;  this  was  no 
less  thun  a  sudden  fire.

flis  Lordshtji  was  born  Oct,  2:^,  1770, 
the  eldest  son  of  George,  the  eighth  Earl 
of  DalhousiCf  by  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Andrew  Gleni  cku.  niece  and  heiress  uf 
Junes  Glen,  of  Longcroft,  co.  Linlitfa* 
gonr,  esq.  Cuptain-genoml  of  the  prurince 
of  CunMiiia.  He  !>ucceedcd  his  futber  in 
tbe  peerage,  Nov.  ♦,  1797. 

His  Lord»hiji  iiurchatted  »  rumetry  in 
ihe  dd  dragoon  guards,  July  '<i,  lltjO ; 
from  which  he  >^'ai  appointed  Captain 
in  an  independent  company  raised  by 
himself;  and  on  the  lib  Jan.  1791. 
was  made  Captain  in  the  2d  battalion  of 
Royals,  which  be  joined  nt  Gibraltar. 
In  June  I7l>2  he  was,  by  purejiase,  ap- 
pointed Maior  in  the  2d  Foot,  and  went 
in  coinmana  of  it  to  Alnrtinique  ;  in  Aug.

In  IHO^  bis  Lordship  was  placed  in 
garri.>M>n  at  Uibmltar;  in  18l).')  appointed 
Brigadier-Gejieral  on  the  Staff  in  Scot- 
land, which  situation  be  held  till  be  re- 
reived  the  rank  nf  Majur-Ciencriil,  April 
&j,  1806.    h\  May  IbUb  be  was  aviK>intcd 


to  tbe  RtafT  in  England ;  and  afterwards 
ser>'ed  in  the  ex)H.'ditiun  to  the  Scheldt, 
when  he  ivas  placed  in  the  reserve  under 
Sir  John  Hope,  and  latterly  in  command 
at  Flushing.  On  the  e^'acuatton  of  Wal- 
cheren,  Dee.  lHOr>,  bin  T^rdubip  returned 
to  England,  and  wu<i  aftenvardu  appointed 
to  the  staff  ia  the  Peninsula,  where  be 
commanded  the  7th  division,  and  was  en- 
gaged in  several  of  the  moat  important 
artions.  He  received  a  medal  and  clasp 
tor  the  battles  of  Vittoria  and  the  Py- 
renees ;  and  was  one  of  the  Gcnenil  Of- 
ficers to  whom  tbe  thanks  of  Parliament 
were  voted.  He  was  appointad  Colonel 
of  the  Gth  iHittalion  of  the  (i(Ub.

In  August  1810  be  was  appointed  to 
tbe  command  of  Nova  Scotia;  and  jii 
181!),  on  the  death  of  the  Duke  of  Rich- 
mond, be  was  appointed  Captain- General 
and  Goverttor-in- Chief  ot  the  Forces  in 
North  Americo.

With  this  regiment  Colonel  Browne  went 
un  foreign  servii-e,  and  in  ISli   received 
the  brevet  rank  of  Major,     (in  the   rc- 
durtiou  of  tbe  army.  Major  Jlrowne  re- 
tired on  hiilf  pay.  but  was  soon  nfterxvarda 
promoted  to  a  Majority  in  the  3()tb.     He 
joined  the  regiment  at  Corfu ;  and  never 
was  an  officer  more  truly  beloved   by  bis 
nicn,  or  c>iteemed  by  bis  brothers  inarms, 
than  Major  Urmvne.     On  the  homeward 
voyage,   Major  Browne,  as  senior  officer 
on  board  the   imnepoi't,  bad  command  of 
the  troops  ;  duiing  the  vurage,  it  cnme  on 
to  blow  a  burrinme ;  Major  Browne,  ever 
sensitive  and  zeulous  for  theprnleclion  of 
his  men,  and  being  bncked  in  his  opinion 
by  most  of  those  on  board,  that  the  t'essel 
bore   too  great  a  Ktretch  of  eanra^,   tx- 
po-itulated  with  tbe  Captain,  on  the  pro- 
priety of  reefing.

This  lady  having;  died 
ill  1796.  Sir  Thomas  nmriied  tieeondly, 
in  Nov.  1799,  llists  Margaret  Huncry.  by 
whom  he  had  two  »on«  and  two  duughter^i. 
She  died  in  lj<ll.

their  shfiuldcrs.  After  an  unbticcewiful 
contest  for  (ilusgow.  he  appeared  in  llur 
House  of  Commons  as  member  lor  I'ais- 
ley ; — a  tlowery  scholar  in  a  mo»t  mutter, 
ot-faet  itssembly — n  pledged  follower  of 
Mr.  Hume  in  all  inatteni  mI  economy — 
a  ataunrh  sup)>uitcr  of  Mr.  Guulbnrn 
against  the  einancipiition  of  the  Jews— a 
high. minded  gcntlciuun,  to  whom  honour 
was  more  than  life — and  last,  and  mo<it 
painful  of  all,  a  nio6t  excitable  ndventui(*r, 
to  whom  fuilure  wa«  fatal  and  inevitable. 
He  fuiledt  and  retired  in  ill  health.  The 
ln*t  jiruduclions  of  his  pen  were  some 
b^-nutilul  passages  in  Ulatksvood'K  Magn- 
zinr,  entitled,  "  iMciiiiudi-s,"  where  also 
have  aiiprnred  ixfithioinilly  some  of  his 
udmirarde  iran-tl  itious  of  f  Jreck  p<ii'try.

At  I'niut,  n^vd  1»,  after 
All  illness  of  nearly  ei^ht  months,  the 
Kev-  Richard  Polwbele,  of  Polwhele, 
la  muiiAion  aliout  two  miles  from  Truro,) 
hi«(otiiin  nf  Itoviiri«liiie  itnd  C-ornwidl,  ot 
Hbieh  latter  county  he  was  a  mnKisimte. 

The  hubjet-t  of  this  meniuii'  was  horn 
ftt  Truro,  on  the  tith  of  Jan.  I7(jl>,  the 
unly  son  of  Thonm*  Volwhele,  esq.  ot 
J'olwhcle,  by  Mary,  dau.  of  H.  I'homas, 
aldcrmiin  ol  Truro,  ilia  lutlier  was  a 
Aliip-^lnitc  und  deputy  Lieutenant  for 
Cornwall,  and  wa*  a  sentlcmi*n  mui*h  ic- 
ape<*ted  buth  in  puliltc  and  private  life ; 
he  died  an  curly  victim  to  thL>  ^out  in 
|-Vh.  1777.  YouitK  l*ol»vlnle  wu»«fnt  U) 
Ibe  grammar  &elioot  ot  Truro,  ihcri  under 
the  cafu  of  the  Itev.  Ur.  L'ardew.  Here, 
encouraged    by   the    approbation  of  fau 
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m;i!-trr,  lu^  fathrr,  and  the  Ri'v.  Mr. 
rcnr*jsc.  and  with  tltc  n^cB^innal  nMist- 
iince  of  Ur.  Wolcot,  then  a  nhysirian  nt 
'i'nirrt.  nnd  afterward';  im>  well  known  as 
feter  IMndar.  yoiinjt  PoIwhcIc  wrote 
sontr  poetie^d  fdcees,  iat  t>eyond  the  pru- 
dnrtiouH  of  boys  of  the  same  a;^.  Two 
of  tbcM  were  puhUithed  whilit  he  was  nt 
school,  vit. 

•■  The  Genius  of  Kornbre,"  written  In 
177fi,  before  his  fnther'a  death,  (a  tlight 
of  poetirat  enthuxinsm,  composed  on  a 
romantic  hill  near  Hcdrulli,  culled  Kam- 
bre) ;  and  the  "Fate  of  Lew7llvn,  or 
tin?  I>ruid*s  SHrrificc,  a  I/cgcndary  'fale," 
written  in  1777.  during  a  journey  to 
Uatb,  with  his  mother,  after  the  lost 
of  hi«  father.  At  the  recom metida- 
tion  of  Mr.  Hack,*  of  Hath,  the  quaker 
|KM>t,  and  nnlhnr  of  I^Icntor's  Letten. 
these  two  jroems  were  printed  and  pub- 
lished at  that  city  in  1777,  and  were 
favourably  noticed  by  tht?  ReviewB. 
Whilst  at  nulb,  he  was  encouraged  to 
present  an  Ode  to  Mrs.  Catharine  Ma- 
caulay,  on  the  celebration  of  her  birth- 
day, April  2,  1777;  and  nt  the  aame 
pcriud  wnn  introduced  to  Mini  Hannah 
jMore,  who  was  rising  into  notice  as  the 
youn^  dramatic  poetess  of  Bristol . 

In  177b  Mr.  Polwhele  wns  entered  a 
commoner  of  ChiiK  ('hurch,  Oxford, 
then  undtr  the  care  of  Dean  Bagot,  with 
whtv4c  cstinnible  character  be  was  much 
charmed ;  but  appears  to  have  stood  in 
(treat  awe  of  the  rollepe  tutors.  Dr.  Ran- 
dolph,t  aftcraurds  Uisboti  of  London, 
and  IJr.  Cyril  Jackson.  Two  of  Fell'a 
exhibition!*  wrtr  confcircd  on  htm,  and 
had  he  confmcd  himself  to  the  College 
exercise]:,  it  was  the  oiiinlon  of  the  late 
Ruihop  Rathufht  (at  that  timi*  a  Canon 
of  Christ  Church),  that  be  would  have 
won  ncudemical  honours;  but  bis  poetU

to  be  absent  from  Oxford  one  term,  and 
he  nii^  tu^eiuy  in  not  being  mure  noticed 
by  hi<  omiomiiorttrics  at  CoIIcrc.  On 
apptyink'  to  hm  tutor,  Dr.  Randolph  ^- 
vourcd  bim  with  a  letter  of  advice.  "  to 
study  to  improve  and  strengthen  the 
bowers  of  hi^  mind."  hihI  then,  "  with  a 
litllr  a(ldrc&4.  you  mu«t  \u<  uceeptiible  to 
others  j"  an  excellent  Icller,  which  Mr. 
PulwlM.dehiuiin&crtedintbc"Trttditiotif," 
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cal  friends  hftd  unfortunately  flattered  the 
schoolboy's  muse,  and  he  continued  lu 
•rciiniulati!  siunzas  upon  ataitzas.  Some 
of  these  were  puhlisbed  :  "  The  Cave  of 
l«emornii"  was  spoken  well  of  by  Tom 
Wiirton  ;  and  b  poetical  "  K  pis  lie  from 
l{o»Jimuiid  tu  Heury,*  w»j>  iti^erted  uiiiuhk 
Mrs.  Macaulu/i*  "Miscellaneous  Works," 
Ht*  uUo  invoked  "  The  Spirit  uf  Krazer" 
in  an  ode  to  (jencnil  Burgoyne;  laughed 
at  "  Tbu  FoUicK  of  Oxford"  in  a  satiric 
iketcfi,  and  translated  Clitudiun'b  ^'  Rape 
of  Froscrpiiie.*'  Thc*e  poetical  atnuse- 
inenU  ao  interfered  with  bis  i^uvurer 
■tudles,  that  on  leuviii(,'  the  (.'iiivcriiity  he 
put  on  a  civiUuii's  >;uwn  to  avoid  the 
expenses  of  a  <_Irand  Compounder,  though 
he  went  through  all  tiin  exaininitiunR  for 
bis  Bnehclor's  degree,  without  which  no 
member  of  Christ  Church  was  permitted 
to  put  (HI  the  civitiuii's  gown. 

In  \lb'l  Mr.  Polwbele  was  ordained 
into  Deacon's  orders  by  Dr.  Koss,  Binhoji 
of  Exeter,  and  served  for  a  short  time  the 
cure  of  Lomorran  near  Truro,  IJere  he 
shortly  after  married  MIks  Warren,  and 
removed  to  Kenton  to  become  Curate  to 
Archdeacon  Sleech  near  Towderham 
Cuttle,  the  seat  iif  Viscuunt  Conrteiiay, 
where  be  resided  about  ten  ycarii,  and 
produced  many  of  his  works,  both  in 
Terse  and  urose.  Among  his  poems  of 
this  perioa,  the  "  English  Orator"  was 
the  most  impurtuiit,  and  bis  *'  Transla- 
tions from  the  Idyllia  of  Theocritus, 
Bioit,  and  Muschus,  and  the  Elegies  of 
TjTiBJus,"  were  deservedly  commended. 

At  Kcntou,  too,  lie  phiiined  his  **  His- 
tory of  Pevonsbirc,"  of  which  the  second 
volume  (the  first  published)  appeared  in 
179.'!.  In  tliis  work  his  taleiitqaaa  writer 
were  inure  cun^ipicuous  than  bis  fitness 
for  the  minute  detail  so  necessary  as  a 
county  histurian  and  iiniirjuary.  The 
aecond  and  third  volumes  consist  of  a 
•'  Cborograpbical  Description  or  Parochial 
Survey:"  but  the  most  curious  and  striking 
particulars  usually  interwoven  in  county 
histories  Mr.  Polwhele  reserved  for  his 
iirat  volume,  intending  tlu-re  to  have  dis- 
cussed the  most  iniere«iing  points  iu 
antiquities  or  history;  the  civil,  miliiai-y, 
and  religious  notices,  and  architectural 
description  of  castles  and  monasteries, 
and  the  memoirs  uf  ri!mtirk)d>le  persons. 

In  July  17!»7  appeared  the  first  part  of 
hii  first  volume,  containing  the  "  Nntural 
History  and  the  British  Period,''  from 
the  first  settlements  in  Uaiimonium,  to 
the  Arrival  of  Julius  Ca.>sar.  I'he'ie  sub- 
jccu  are  entered  into  at  considerable 
leugtb.in  176  pages.  To  thin  portion  is  ap. 
]>cnded  u  (iuerutoii«  Post!*cri|it,  complain- 
ing  of  hi$  £ub«cribers  wiriidmwing  their 
patronui^e ;  of  his  friend  Mr,  Prcbtndary 


John  Swete  interferinf;  with  his  accoont 
of  Cromlechsiljogan  Stones,  A:r.;  of  the 
public&iioiis  of  Watkins's  History  of 
Bideford,"  and  Dun^ford'a  "  Tiverton," 
of  tbe  publication  of  Sir  John  de  la 
Pole's  CoUeciions,  &c.  In  all  this  Mr. 
Polwhele  acted  very  injiidiriously,  dis- 
gusting those  who  were  inclined  to  con- 
tinjti  hi'>  friends.  Tbe  first  volume  was 
ultimately  completeil  by  giving  a  sketch 
of  the  lU'man,  Britinb,  Saxon,  and  Grr- 
man  periods  ;  the  period  from  Edward  1. 
to  Charles  I. ;  the  period  of  tbe  llebellion 
and  Kevolution  from  Charles  I.  to  the 
present  time  ;  the  wluric  compressed  in 
100  pages,  being  a  mere  outline  o(  what 
Mr.  Polwbele  teems  originally  to  have 
contemplated,  as  exhibited  in  the^ro/fOffrf 
contents  of  the  tirst  volume.  Jiluch  mat- 
ter also  collected  for  the  third  volume, 
with  the  Domesduy,  fte.  was  omitted, 
and  This  unfortunate  work  wu  concluded 
neither  to  the  satisfaction  of  its  au- 
thor, or  his  subscribers.  But,  after 
all,  Mr.  Polwhele's  *'  History  of  Devon- 
shire *'  will  ever  be  consulted  with  plea- 
sure by  the  man  of  genius,  who  will  be 
sure  to  find  much  that  is  rongeutal  to  bis 
taste,  in  tbe  poetical  descriptions  ol 
scenery,  choicti  biographical  notices,  &c. 

In  1793  Mr.  Polwhele  published  in 
qu;irio,  the  first  volume  of  '•  Historical 
Views  of  Devonshire,"  embracing  the 
British  period ;  discussing  the  same  sub- 
jects as  in  tbe  first  volume  of  tbe  flistory 
of  Devon  ;  uiid  nniinunnng  four  other 
volumes,  of  which  he  printed  the  proposed 
contents,  bringing  the  history  down  to 
the  present  time.  These  four  volumes 
never  appeared,  we  suppose  for  want  of 
encouragement. 

Toa  third  edition  ofthe  "  En^rlisbOni- 
lor,"cntitled  '' Poems,  Ac."  were  added. 
*'  An  Address  to  Pennant, "nn  "  Odeon 
the  Susceptibility  of  the  Poetical  Mind," 
"  An  Kpittle  to  a  College  Friend,"  &c. 

AIkmiI  the  sume  lime,  wliilst  re<iidetit  at 
Kenton,  Mr.  Pol»bele  also  published  in 
two  volumes  fctvo.  **  Discourses  on  di0er* 
cnt  Subjects." 

In  1793  Mr.  Polwhele  bad  the  mis. 
fortune  to  lo<>e  his  tint  wife,  and  baring 
seen  ber  remains  deposited  at  Kenton 
(wbere  two  of  their  children  had  been 
interred),  he  went  to  his  mother's  house 
in  Coniwall;  whence,  after  ■•ome  lime,  he 
removed  to  Exeter,  in  order  to  aupcr- 
iniuiid  the  printing  of  his  '•'■  History  of 
Devonfihire."  In  the  fallowing  year  he 
was  married  to  bis  second  wife,  a  daugh- 
ter of  f!Iapf .  liob.  Tyrrell,  of  Starcro^s,  and 
removed  to  Exinouth,  of  whieh  he  served 
tbe  cure.  Here  he  was  scarcely  settled, 
before  Dr.  Buller,  Bishop  of  Exeter,  col. 
VaVcd  Vvvuv  (o  the  small  vicarage  of  Ma- 
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TiarcRn  in  Cornwall,  "not  worthy  (m  the 
Bishop  Mid)  of  your  acci'|itAtif  c*.  Imtaiiiiti 
cnrncst  of  Batnething  bttttT."  To  this 
little  [Kirish  Mr.  Polwhi'leimincdiHtcly  re- 
moved, nndfTtintk  uUo  tin*  curacy  of  St. 
Antboiiv.  and  was  appointed  a  mnetf^trate.

In  I7i*7Mr.Polwhelc  published  "  The 
Old  English  Gentlomim,  a  Poem,"  In 
which  he  exhibited  the  mnnm-rit  of  the* 
i7th  century  in  a  country  cenllemin  of 
family.  And  in  1708,  "The  Unsex'd 
FcmalM."  (iddffMcd  to  the  author  of  the 
Puniuita  of  Literature.  In  thia  poem 
the  author  notii-es  the  mo^it  di<«fi(ipilMbed 
literary  rlmnicters  nnivng  the  British  fftir, 
T)ii>i  natirieul  sketch  was  republished  by 
<  !obl>elt  in  America  in  1H0U|  with  a  com- 
mendatory preface.

In  April  lft2«)  Mr.  Polwhclc  delivered 
to  the  Literary  and  Philo<fO]ihical  Insti- 
tution of  'I'liiro,  a  "  J-L'ctuff  un  'I'ttite,** 
in  which   he  read  copious  cxtracU  Iruni 
an  unpublished  poeni  on  **  tbe  IMciisiires 
f  Tuj-te."

puczUiig  inver^tul)  uf  r<tyle,  and  too  fre- 
quent n»u  ol  obsolete  and  afl^'ectcd  wordt.

pher  and  N  dtserimiiuitor  of  churocicr.  be 
t«  dcMTriiig  of  peculiar  romtuendatlon.

In  addition  to  thcnumerou!;  works  with 
Lis  name  attached,  euumcratcd  in  this 
memoir,  hU  writing*  in  the  periodical 
publications  of  the  day  remain  to  bo 
noticed.  To  the  Gentleman's  .Magazine 
he  was  for  many  yi-ur^  a  frequent  eorres- 
potident  bolli  in  prose  and  vcme ;  niul  to 
the  liritihU  C'ritie,  the  Anti-Jacubtii,  and 
other  Reviews,  he  wus  u  large  contribu- 
tor, as  appears  by  bis  rorresjiondence  with 
tbe  late  Mr.  Anhdeurun  Nnresand  John 
GiiTord,  esq.  If  \vc  add  tu  ihcie  labours 
his  voluminous  correspondence  with  the 
J.iterati  of  tbe  day,  as  printed  or  notitn-'d 
in  his  biographical  volumes,  it  would  be 
a  difficult  taitk  to  eintmerate  tbe  immense 
mass  of  his  writing. 

Ill  bis  domestic  relations  he  was  highly 
estimable.  In  the  discharge  of  bis  ckrn- 
col  and  mu^^lcrial  duties  lie  was  correct 
and  exemplary,  atul  he  was  the  best  of 
biDslHiiids  ami  liithiTs. 

Mr.  Pohvhclc**  Inst  illness  wa»  uf  lung 
duration,  ile  was  lirst  taken  ill  ubouC 
the  end  o]  July  IH37  at  Polwhele,  whither 
he  removed  from  Truro  for  tbe  summer. 
In  the  Sept.  following  he  was  removed 
from  Polwhele  to  Truro,  but  with  this 
exception  ho  was  never  ubic  to  leave  liii 
bed  from  the  comuinicemeiil  of  his  pain-, 
ful  illnem  tu  his  death.  On  the  uiorning 
of  the  I'ith  of  March  be  eiiiired  calmly 
and  peaceliillyi  and  full  uf  hope  in  Hint, 
whose  minister  he  was.  On  Saturday 
the  nth  his  remains  were  deposited  in 
the  (umily  viiult  in  St.  CtementV,  Truro.

Perceiving,  however,  tbe  decline  of  the 
Italian  school,  RJid  foreseeing  tbe  ascen- 
dancy of  tbut  of  Germnny,  he  proc«edcd 
to  Vienna,  and  immediately  benroe  a 
pupil  of  Mozait,  with  whutn  he  soon 
formed  a  eIo»c  intimucy,  uiid  lenmt  from 
him  not  only  the  general  principles  ot 
modern  compoKition,  but  ulso  those  secrettt 
of  bis  art  which  seldom  iire,  or  csa  l>e.

the  oppressor.     Wc  should  find  it  diiricult  to  give  too  much  praise  to  thdj 
manner  in  which  tliis  very  considerable  work  h  executed.    Just  and  traft 
in  its  moral  Bcntiuicuts  and  opinions,  correct  in  the  constitutional  know 
ledgj  of  the  great  tpiestious  tliat  have  come  within  its  view,  impartial  ii 
its  spirit,  accurate  in  the  circumstantial  details  of  its  narrative,  animated,^ 
copious,  and  elegant  in  its  style,  we  think  that  it  may  be  fairly  considerccLI 
as  the  best  historical  manual  of  the  important  events  it  describes,  which  i 
exists  in  our  language.     The  moral  and  constitutional  spirit  which  pervades; 
the  whole   narrative,  anil   by   the  rule  of  vvhieh,  the   author  gives   liia 
judgment  of  the  counsels  and  conduct  of  the  diQcrent  parties  coiicerned^l 
is  founded  on  the  firmest  and  most  authentic  principles.     The  duty  of  aa^ 
historian,  which  extends  far  l>cyond  the  narrative  of  events,  is  never  lost] 
sight  of:  and  had  we  larger  space  wc  should  gladly  have  availed  ourselvctj 
of  the  opportunity  of  transcribing  some  distjuisitions  which   do  credit 
Mr.  Alison's  judgment  and  tiiforaiatiou,  and  show  his  knowledge  of,  aoc 
reverence  for,  those  great,  primary,  and  universal  laws,  arising  ont  of  tbd^ 
nature  of  man,  ajid   the  very  structure  of  society,   by  which,   above     " 
ordinary  enactments,  the  great  social  system  is  maintained,  and  which 
never  be  infringed  without  danger  and  injury. 

The  volume  opens  in  that  most  painful  and  interesting  period,  whei 
the  brief  and  brilliant  campaign  of  Jena  destroyed  at  one  blow  the  rash^ 
and  inconsiderBtc  valour  of  Prussia,  and  laid  all  her  powers,  her  TCsource8,'J 
and  the  whole  of  her  territory  at  the  mercy  of  the  spoiler.  But  Russii 
was  stiU  untouched-,  and  the  Itardy  valour  of  its  nofthcrn  warriors,  th< 
])atriotic  spirit  of  the  people,  and  the  advantages  which  the  iron  scverit] 
of  its  climate  gave  to  them  against  the  inrader,  at  once  gathering  its  uwi 
children  in  safety  under  its  protecting  mantle  of  the  winter's  snow,  nud^ 
hurling  its  arrowy  sleet  of  death  against  its  enemies  ^ — all  this  mMsfi

been  deeply  felt  by  Napoleon,  as  the  rival  armtcs  appro.iclu'd  cath  other, 
and  as  lliat  mortal  conflict  was  now  at  hand,  su  important,  if  successful,  to 
the  advuncemciit  of  his  uun  ambitious  designs,  aud  tu  the  cuuiplete  &ub* 
jugalion  of  Europe.  Wc  arc  first  iutioduiTd  to  this  striking  picture  of 
the  advance  of  the  Frencli  banners  on  the  Lilhuauian  frontiers. 


•'Tlie  troops  who  rrcrc  now  prcsfling 
forward  to  defend  the  wrhtern  frontiers  uf 
Ihe  empire,  were  very  different  from  those 
vith  whom  the  French  had  hitherto,  for 
the  most  part,  contended  on  the  fieldn  of 
Germany  or  the  Italian  plftius.  The  forces 
of  ciriluation,  the  resources  of  JUt  were 
oxbuuted,  the  leKioutf  ofNafKitcon  had 
reached  the  old  frontier  of  Ktiropc ;  the 
energy  of  the  desert,  the  hosts  of  Asia 
were  before  thrra.  Pfcwion^  hitherto. 
Bare  in  La  Vend^>c,  inexperienced  in  the 
f»ntKat,  were  now  biou^ht  into  acdmt. 
ReliffioDs  cnthtuiosm,  pntKotic  ardour, 
the  fenrour  of  youthful  civilisation  were 
arraynl  ugninst  the  powers  of  knowled^, 
the  discipline  of  art.  and  the  rctourccs  of 
ancient  opulence.  There  were  to  be  (teen 
the  itrrf  but  rei^ently  emnnr-i]>ated  from 
theierntudc  of  htefnthcrs,  who?e  brother 
and  ulsters  had  checked  the  lamentations 
uf  nnturc,  when  he  RKSunied  the  mili- 
ary habit,  and  hade  him  go  forth,  the 
cbuDpion  of  Christendom,  to  present 
glory  or  future  Pariidi»e.  7*hrre  the  ptfa- 
lant,  inured  from  iofnory  to  hnrdy  exer- 
cise, ignorant  alike  of  the  enjoyments  and 
the  corrtiplions  of  urban  nocicty,  long 
accaitomed  to  rural  labour,  and  habituated 


equally  to  the  glow  of  a  Russian  bath  or 
(he  severity  of  a  Scythian  winter  : — there 
the  (Jos«aLk,  whose  steed  uounshed  on 
the  atcppcs  of  the  Don,  had  ncrcr  yet  felt  a 
curb,  while  hU  maatcr*  following  his  bc- 
lorcd  altamnn  to  the  theatre  nf  action,  boro 
his  formidable  Uioce  in  hlnhnnd,  his  piatoU 
andswordby  hisside,and  lii.<i  whole  effects, 
the  fruit-!*  of  years  of  warfare,  in  thr  fold* 
of  his  saddle.  Careless  of  the  futurf ,  the 
children  of  the  desert  joyfully  took  their 
way  to  the  animating  fields  of  plunder 
and  triumph.  Mounted  on  small,  but 
«wift  and  indefatigable  horse*,  they  were 
peculiarly  adapted  for  a  country  where 
provisions  were  acanty,  forag:-  e.thnustcd, 
and  hardships  universal.  The  heat  of  sum- 
mer. tb«  frost  of  winter,  were  alike  ud« 
able  tti  check  the  vigour  of  their  deiultory- 
npcrationa  ;  hut  when  tlie  hottfi  on  citltef. 
side  were  arranged*  in  battle,  and  thft' 
charge  uf  regidar  forces  was  re((iti8ite, 
they  often  appeared  with  decisive  effect 
at  the  critical  tooment,  and  urging  their 
binod-borses  to  full  speed,  bore  dow^>| 
by  the  length  of  their  spears,  and  th« 
vehemence  of  their  oneei,  the  most  power* 
ful  cavalry  of  western  Europe/'* 


The  whole  disposable  force  of  Uiissia  at   this    time   consisted  of  an 
hundred  and  hfty  thousand  men;  ngainst  which,  it  is  probable,  that  the 
greatest  exertions  of  Xapoleoii,  then  so  distaut  from  his  ouu  resources, 
would  have  been  cxeited  in  vain.     At  Eylau  the  hostile  force  was  iicnrlfi 
eqnal  in  nnmbcr;  and  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  the  rv^ult^ 
would  have  been  different,  if  oven  part  uf  the  army  of  Moldavia  hiuJ  beca 
present,  who  were  then  watching  the  Ottoman  standards  on  the  banks  of^ 
the  Daitubc.     The  bravery  of  the  Russian  soldiers  conid  not  com  pen  sat  v 
for  the  mistakes  of  the  council^  and  the  unskilfidiiess  of  the  commanders  ^ 
and  to  add  still  more  to  the  embarrassments  of  the  Kmperor,  the  KnglUh 
Government,  which*  says  Mr.  Alison,  had   then  nt  her  disiwsal  tvtcuty 
millions  of  subsidies,   aud  a  hundicd  thousand  of  the  best  soldiers   io 
Kuvopc,  refused  any  assiist^mee  but  uj>ou  terms  which  the  iiononr  of  Uusvii 
could  not  accept  -, — terms  more  fit  to  oflcr  to  a  petty  rradestnan  of  dubitablel 
credit,  than  to  an  empire  whose  territory,  the  security  for  the  del»t,  Is 
equal  in  extent  to  one  of  the  planets  ivhich  revolve  round  the  eun.f     We

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bare  no  room  to  follow  in  details  the  various  oi»cnitionft  of  the  anuics 
which  preceded  the  genernl  engagements  ^  but  it  is  quite  iippnreiit  that 
tlic  Kiibsiaiis  were  defeated  solely  by  the  btt\  erior  )iiilitar\'  skill  of  Niipoleon 
and  his  generals,  long  traiued  to  the  art  of  war  under  his  eye,  nud  con- 
sunnnute  in  their  knowledge  of  its  various  principles.  The  Emperor  left 
\>*ar8»vv  in  the  dead  of  winteri  nnd  as  ftooii  as  he  arrived  in  sight  of 
Okcrnin,  he  formed  the  plan  of  his  immediate  movements.  The  Kus- 
aians  were  pierced  m  the  centre  by  the  passage  of  the  Uhra  at  Cyarnown, 
and  the  combat  of  Nasielk.  Their  commander,  the  venerable  Kamenskoi, 
lost  all  his  presence  of  mind,  and  the  army  was  soon  in  full  retreat.

Blncher,  to  surrender.  A  more  ma^tM-iff 
project  never  v-a§  conrrived.  It  was  prc- 
ci»cljr  n  repetition  of  tbv^^  lemicircular  route 
of  bi4  left  wing,  under  Benmdottu,  round 
Mack  nt  Utm;  and  the  hesitation  of 
Kamcnskoi  between  au  advance  and  a  re« 
trograde  movement  ser^'cd  to  offer  crcry 
facility  for  the  success  of  the  cnterpriie. 
The  celerity  of  the  Kubi^inii  retrfjit,  ttt«^ 
8acri6cc  of  70  pieces  of  their  heavy  arlil- 
lery,  and  the  dreadful  state  of  the  roads, 
which  impeded  the  French  advance,  and 
the  impervious  intervening  couatrywhic 
separated  their  numcruus  coq>B  from  eac 
other,  oltnin  defeati^d  this  profound  c 
bination,  and  broug);t  their  corp^  to 
tusk  and  Golyuiin  a  few  huur^  befure  the 
ejieiny,  who  were  there  destined  to  fall 
upon  their  retreating  columnA,  as  far  aa 
the  roatl  to  the  frontiers  of  Russia." 


The  battle  ^hich  ensued  between  these  mighty  armies  by  the  nllagc  of 
Prcuss-Eylau,  is  briefly  but  well  described  ;  of  the  results  of  it  Mr.  Alison 
says, 


••  Such  wQji  tlic  terrible  battle  of  Eyiau, 
fougbt  in  the  depth  of  winter  amidst  ice 
and  snow,  under  circumstaaces  of  uocx- 
amplrd  horror.  The  moiit  bloody  and 
obstinately  contested  (bnthnd  yet  occurred 
during  the  war  ;  and  in  which,  if  Napa< 
l»io  did  not  ^ustnin  a  pf>!:i(ivc  drffat,  be 
underwent  a  di;ja;»tcr  which  bad  wtll  nigh 
proved  }u&  ruiu.  The  lu<«  on  Ixjlh  .•'tilt-a 
prored  immense,  and  never  in  modem 
time*  bad  a  field  of  battle  beca  strewn 
with  such  a  niullitnde  cif  slain.  (.In  the 
aide  of  the  Uu^-siina  ^.J.OOO  bad  fidlen,  of 
whom  above  7. OIK)  wurc  nlrcnily  no  more. 
On  tlint  uf  the  FrtMub  upwordis  of  .10,000 
wvTC  kilk'd  or  wounded,  uiid  nearly  l(>,(K«t 
liad  left  rhcir  colours  nudcr  pretence  of 
attending  to  the  wounded,  and  did  not 
make  their  apjfcamnrQ  till  scvernl  days 
afterwards.  The  other  trophies  of  victory 
were  nearly  ei^ually  h.ilanccd  :  the  Uua- 
aians  had  to  booitL  of  (lie  unusual  "iKrctiiclc 
of  twelve  eagles  taktn  from  (hctr  iuiIjii;d. 
»ist»,  whtlo  they  had  m.idu  hjioil  of  «ijL. 
teen  of  the  llushtan  gun.i  and  fimrtit^'n 
standards.  lUrdly  nny  prisoners  were 
made  on  eilhi'r  pide  during  the  action  ; 
but  six  tboustod  vf  tbc  wounded,  most  o( 


tJiCm  in  a  helpless  ata'c,  were  left  on  the 
field  of  battle,  and  fell  ioto  the  hands  of 
the  IVeQch.  Never  was  cpcclacte  so 
dreadful  as  the  field  jf  battle  presented 
on  tbc  following  mormag.  Above  50,000 
men  lay  in  the  apace  of  two  leagues,  wcl- 
terin^j  in  ihcir  blood.  The  wounds  wtio 
for  the  most  part  oi  the  rcvcrt'st  kind 
from  the  extraordinary  quantity  of  cannon 
balli  whi'jb  bad  been  discharged  during 
the  action,  itnd  the  ch.se  proximity  of  the 
canli:nding  masses  to  '.be  deadly  battcriea 
which  spread  grape  at  half-musket  alwt 
through  their  ranks.  Though  Htrctebed 
on  llu-  L'uhi  snow,  nud  esiK7»cd  to  the 
seventy  of  an  Arctic  winter,  they  were 
burning  with  tlitrat,  ojid  |iileon$  cries 
were  heard  on  all  sides  for  water,  or  a**ist. 
ance  to  extricate  the  wouadeil  men  from 
Ijencatb  the  heaps  ofslain  or  loads  of  horses 
by  which  they  were  rniidu'd.  Six  thou- 
sand of  these  noble  onimiila  (iicunilit-rt  d 
the  field,  Dr>  maddcULd  hiLIi  pain,  wire 
shrieking  aloud  amid  the  attflird  gmnnn  of 
the  wounded.  .Subdued  by  l<>*>n  of  blood, 
tamed  widi  cold,  rkhMUMetl  with  bimgei, 
the  founcu  Uj  *\ik  b-^   ^x-^^  v^vtX^bVCiMb 
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besiile  the  lljtlian ;  the  gmjr  vine, 
ir  from  Uic  luiiliajf  h&itkj  of  the 
IGsroDDC  lay  atLwort  tiii*  rUtq  iw-asant 
^m  the  plains  of  the  L'kmiD.  "The  ex* 
tmnity  of  suffen'og  had  extiBfui^ied  alilce 
the  fiercest  uid  most  (^oemiu  paaiioni. 
After  bU  ujuaI  ciutom,  N&poleoa  iu  the 
IsArmooQ  rode  through  thii  dreidfal  Aeld, 
•ccoiDpaiiicd  by  bis  gcaerals  and  bis  sUff,

decuive  time,  wc  had  a  Ministry  who  had  saccecded,  on  the  denth  of  Mr. 
[Pitt,  to  the  |)os8ession  of  the  power  whicU  tbey  had  so  long  coveted,  and 
I  were  fiit«<l  to  poRscss  but  a  short  ttuic  indtii'd,  yet  too  long  for  their  own 
character  and  England's  glory.

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scene  of  his  country's  glory,  nnd  Europe's  liberation,  wrought  if  by  niiv 
single  thing,  by  his  uiulauntcd  courage,  bis  persevering  ho]>e,  hift  high 
princifJe,  aud  his  political  sa^ucity.  Years  {lasseil  on,  and  the  trtumphul 
procession  nt  length  was  seen ;  but  as  it  moved  along,  it  had  to  wave  its 
banners  over  the  statesman's  tomb. 

Let  us  pass  on  to  other  ficenes  ; — nnd  leave  fur  a  moment  the  field 
4>f  battle  and  the  hanest  of  death,  for  the  more  attractive  scene  of  social 
improvement,  the  arts  of  legislation,  mid  the  voice  of  huinnulty.  It  is 
not  without  interest  at  the  present  period,  to  turn  back  and  open  the 
now  forgotten  pages  of  those  earlitT  deliHtcs  in  which  the  deplorable  trailic 
of  the  slave-trade  was  held  up  to  detestation,  by  the  voice  of  a  few 
whose  Ch^i^ti[tu  feelings  had  pierced  through  the  heavy  superincumbent 
mass  of  twl6sh  interests  —  national  or  personal,  and  appeared  in  those 
pure  aud  lovely  colours  which  not  even  time  itself  can  obscure.  The  fol- 
lowing was  the  language  of  Mr.  V\ilberforce  and  l^rd  Greuville  on  one 
part  of  the  question  now  so  strongly  agitating  the  public  mind,  and  di- 
viding the  feelings  aud  opinions  of  the  senate  :' —

Thin,  it  i*  taiil, 
flowB  necessarily  from  tlie  step  now  about 
in  be  taken;  if  yuu  Jo  not  follow  it  op 
in  this  mannert  you  stop  jthort  half-way 
in  your  own  priocipks ;  in  fact,  the  ul- 
tenur  measure,  if  the  first  be  adoptetl, 
canaoC  bo  averted.  It  is  to  be  hoped, 
indeed,  that  this  great  ytep  will  tn  the 
end  le«d  to  the  nbuHtinn  of  slaTery  in  all 
OUT  oolonie»,  but  not  in  the  way  or  with 
the  dangen  which  are  aaticipated.  On 
the  contrary,  it  ia  here  that  nnother  of 
the  great  benefits  of  the  measure  under 
eonaidcration  i»  to  be  fouud.  Hy  the  ef- 
fectaofthia  meaiorr.  it  is  to  be  Imped, 
Slof^y  wi//  tjraduall^  wear  otit  vithout 
the  intertTntivn  of  ariy  potitii^e  iav,  in 
like  uinuner  ax  it  did  in  a  oertnin  degree 
in  the  states  of  Greeet;  and  Rome,  and 
Bom«  parti  of  the  states  of  Moileru 
Europe,  where  slave*  hare  been  permit- 

More  than  thirty  years  have  nnw  imssed  into  the  bosom  of  eternity 
since  Lord  rirenville  concluded  his  speech  on  the  subject,  with  the 
expression  of  these  generous  sentiments  and  eloquent  words: — '*  I  caunot 
(he  said)  conceive  any  consciousness  more  truly  gratifying  than  most  be 
enjoyed  by  that  eminent  |»erson  (Mr.  ^^'ilberforce)  on  finding  a  measure, 
to  which  he  lias  devoted  the  labours  of  his  life,  carried  into  effect ;— m 
measure  so  truly  benevolent — so  admirably  conducive  to  the  virtuoas 
prosperity  of  his  country  and  tlie  welfare  of  mankind — a  measure  which 
will  diO'nse  happiuru  among  nullions  now  in  (xi^tcitce,  and  for  which  his 
memory  will  be  blc»s<*d  by  millious  yet  uuboru."  This  is  the  voice  of 
justice  and  humanity ;  the  only  language  iu  accordance  with  the  great 
principles  of  morality  and  religion.     It  is,  Iwwevcr,  lamentabh;  to  think. 


led  to  work  oat  and  purchaAe  their  own 
freedom,  and  as  baa  been  permitted  with 
the  bappieaC  effocta  in  the  coloniea  uf 
Spain  aud  Portugal,  lo  America,  mea-

thai  the  measure  under  disooasion  is  pro- 
poaed."

to  Imiv  small  n  circle  its  Ucnefil  is  coiifiuecl,  and  how  dark  with  rrimc 
and  stained  witli  blood  is  the  surge  ihnt  rollii  beyond  its  sacre<l  boundary 
The  pn'M^nt  extent  and  horrors  oftlic  Slave-trade  arc  more  than  doubled  ; 
at  least  1100,000  victims  are  annually  imported  to  the  AVest :  Cuba  re- 
ceives 55,000  a  year  ;  while  the  uunibers  devoted  to  the  Brazils  arc  still  oa 
the  increase  :  and  thiii  demand  for  slaves  is  occasioned  by  the  continual 
decline  in  the  cultivation  of  sugar  in  the  British  West- India  i^lands^  under 
the  combined  intluence  of  heavy  ti^xation  and  the  emancipation  act  j  so 
tliat  the  profit  of  a  ViMgle  cnr^o  of  slaves  imported  into  the  Kavimnah  is 
ISO  jM't  cent,  and  the  adventurers  cannot  be  considered  as  losers  if  one 
vessel  arrives  safe  out  of  three  despatched  fruni  the  eoahl  of  Africa. 
Mr.  Alison  says,  '*  that  the  decline  iu  the  produce  of  the  West-India 
islands,  and  the  ex|)ectation  of  a  still  greater  and  increasing  deficiency^ 
has  given  an  impulse  to  the  foreign  Slave-trade  to  fill  up  the  gap,  which 
i»  untmunded,  and,  it  is  to  be  feared,  almost   irremediable."* 

Here  we  intended  to  pause  in  our  narrative,  and  pasd  over  at  once  to 
other  and  distant  scenes  of  a  new  glory  ofjcning  to  onr  countr)'*8  valour: 
a  voice  of  new-born  Liberty  is  shouting  from  beyond  the  Pyrcneau  moun- 
tains, and  the  great  struggle  for  the  *'  world's  mastery "  is  to  be  main- 
tftincd  by  a  new  power,  which  had  not  before  appeared  upon  the  field  of 
war.  Yet  before  we  proceed,  we  cannot  help  ofleiing  to  the  perusal  of 
every  wise  and  moderate  mind,  the  rcHcctious  with  which  our  author  con* 
eludes  hb  view  of  the  domestic  policy  of  the  ^^'hig  adminislratiOD  :

And  upon  nti  attentive  cnusideration  uf 
these  mcasureii,  it  must  be  obrjous  to  the 
candid  rfarter  iliot  they  were  founded  on 
jnst  principles  and  directed  to  inipurtant 
ends  I  that  humanity  an<l  benevolence 
breathed  in  their  spirit,  and  wi&dum  and 
foreaij^ht  rcgulntnl  their  eirrutiun :  alHive 
nil,  Ibcy  were  characterised  equally  with 
the  lueasures  of  Mr.  Pitt,  by  that  regard 


for  the  future,  and  resoUtion  to  submit 
to  present  evils  for  the  sake  of  ultimate 
adTuntajt;c,  which  h  the  main  sjiring  of  all 
that  is  great  or  good  boUi  in  individuaU 
and  nations.  On  comparini;  the  slates- 
manlike  measures  of  the  Whigs  at  that 
period  in  England  with  the  frantic  Inno. 
VQtions  nhich  tore  sueiety  in  pieces  in 
France  un  the  coninicnccment  of  their 
Revolution,  tlic  dtllVrenL-e  appenr<i  pro- 
digious, aiul  is  highly  deserving  of  atten- 
tion. Thence  may  be  learned  both  the 
important  tendency  of  free  constitutions 
to  nioilify  tliOKC  ardent  aspirations  after 
Cfjuolity.  wliich,  when  generally  dllTufted, 
are,  of  all  other  political  iio^hiona,  the 
most  fatal  to  the  cause  of  frecdoui,  and 
the  ui-ie  difference  between  tbt*cha«leued 
effect*  of  a  libernl  sjiirit  when  guided  by 
aristocratic  power,  and  mndilying,  nul 
goTenttiig,  the  incnnurcit  of  (liivemmcnt ; 
and  the  wUd  ezc^Ksesor  atrocious  criiuet.

If  such  were  the  lou«a 
to  ibe  victors,  it  uiuy  readily  be  believed 
that  those  of  the  vanquished  were  still 
greater  ;  and  patting  the  two  together,  U 
may  fairly  be  concluded  that  fnim  the  1st 
Oft.  180*)  to  the  list  June  MOT,  thai 
ii,  during  a  period  of  nine  months,  a  mil- 
lion  of  human  beingti  irerr  cunngned  to 
miUtary  hotpitals^  of  whom  at  least  a 
hundred  thousand  perished,  independent 
of  those  slain  in  battle,  who  were  at  least 
as  many  more.  The  mind  finds  it  im- 
|K>Hsible  to  apprehend  such  I'rioriiioun  ra- 
lamitic!) — like  the  calculations  of  the  dis- 
tance of  the  sun  ur  the  fixed  stars,  they 
elude  the  grasp  uf  the  moift  vivid  imagina 
tion ;  but  even  in  the  bewildering  impres* 
sion  which  they  produce,  they  tend  tu 
show  how  boundless  was  the  suffering  thus 
occasioned  by  human  anibiUuii — liow  nm- 
ful  the  judgments  of  the  Almighty  then 
executed  upou  llie  earth  t"

Reft  of  her  dominions,  bound  in 
chainit  for  the  insult  of  the  conqueror, 
with  the  iron  driven  into  her  soul,  Prus- 
sia beheld  her  last  hopes  expire  on  the 
tihorrs  of  the  Vistula.

Nu  suboiUsiun  or 
subju^jatiun  had  rjlloivcd  the  iiroption  of 
three  hundred  Ihausand  men  into  the 
Pcniuauin  ;  driven  from  ilicir  capital,  the 
Kpaniardit,  like  their  ouccjcors  in  the 
Etuman  and  Moorish  warn,  wore  preporini; 
in  the  provinces  to  maintain  a  separate 
warfare,  while  the  number  of  their  for- 
Ircases  and  chains  of  mouotaiii*,  joined  to 
the  aid  of  England,  promised  them  the 
mean*  of  prulougiujt  a  desperate  rettistance. 
And  what  lud  happened  in  the  same  cam- 
paign to  tJie  hitherto  invincible  arms  of 
France?  One  whole  corps  iDujiont'A} 
bad  laid  down  its  anna  with  uuhcard-uf 
disgrace;  another  had  capituUtcil,  and 
surrendered  a  kingdom  to  purrbatie  its 
retreat  (Jiniut's).  Foiled  in  more  than 
cue  provincial  expedition,  the  imperial 
arms  had  been  driven  from  the  LMpitel 
behind  the  Kbro,  and  only  regained  their 
lost  KToand  by  dcmandint;  Gcrmanr  of  its

Already  the  cffecU  of  thu  discovery  bul 


become  manifest.  Europe  boil  bcci| 
shaken  from  one  entremily  to  the  other 
by  the  Peniosular  diaasters,  and  Austria* 
which  held  unmoved  the  desperate  strife 
of  Pultusk  and  Eylau,  encouraged  by  tha 
immisjiou  of  the  best  French  armies  ii| 
the  Peninsula,  was  preparing  to  renew  tbi 
otru^lc  on  a  &calc  of  unprecedented  mag* 
nitude.  The  movements  in  ailvance  by 
Sir  John  Moore  to  Snbagan,  bis  rapid 
subsequent  retreat  when  lurroundetl  by' 
superior  forces  to  Beuevento,  the  skill 
with  which  be  re-organiiad  bU  shattered 
army  at  Lugo,  and  the  flnnnesi  with 
which,  distlairiing  every  proposal  for  a 
capitulation,  he  boldly  fronted  the  eoamf 
at  C'orunna,  and  met  a  glorious  death  oa* 
the  field  of  victory,  arc  worthy  of  tha'^ 
highest  veneration,  and  will  for  erer  oe- 
cuns  him  a  place  in  llic  temple  of  British ' 
heroes.  Nor  is  it  oierrly  the  fond  par> 
tiality  of  national  gratitude,  often  mis- 
taken or  exaggerated  in  its  opinions,  wbtcli 
has  secured  this  distinction.  A  calm 
consideration  of  the  conse<|uences  of  thia 
campaign  must,  with  all  impartial  ob- 
servers, lead  to  the  same  result.  In  tha 
wbob  Bunols  of  the  Revolutionary  war, 
there  is  not  to  be  found  a  oingle  move* 
ment  more  ably  conceived  or  attaadad 
with  more  important  t-ousequenccs,  Liv 
veiled  against  the  vital  line  of  the  eneny'l 
commuuicationi,  based  on  the  prindplaa. 
which,  unUnuwn  to  Ibr  Kiighsh  general* 
Napoleon  had  so  emphaiicnlly  unfolded 
six  monthti  before  in  his  srcri-t  despatch 
to  Navary.  it  bad  literally  iwrnlyscd  every 
hostile  army  iu  ^pain,  snatched  tha. 
Sponifib  monarchy  from  the  verge  of 
destruction,  when  it«  own  resoureea  war*' 
exbatuted,  and  by  drawing  Napolemi 
himnnir,  with  his  terrible  legions,  into  llie 
northern  extremity  of  the  PemnsnU,  It 
both  gave  lime  to  the  southern  provincaa 
to  re-Store  their  urmittB  and  arm  Ihrir  for- 
tresses, and  averted  the  war  from  Portugal 
till  an  opportunity  of  organising  fresh.; 
incoiis  of  rcBislance,  wilhm  its  frontierS|. 
was  ufl'ordrd.     But  for  thii  bold  and  well

"  Bal,  If  ia  these  partienbra  the  con- 
duct of  Sir  John  Moore  was  worthy  of 
unqualified  ndmimtion,  (here  are  others 
in  wMch   the  inapartial  voice   of  history 
miut  deal  out  k  different  uieaAure  of  ca- 
lofiiiD.  Admitting  that  the  celerity  of  the 
retreat  to  Aftorga  wm  unavoidable,  and 
Mved  the  aruiy  from  deslrutition,  mhcro 
wu  the  neccsiiicy  of  the  luhseqnent  forced 
msTchea  to  Lugo,  when  Napoleon    had 
retired  with  his  guards  from  the  pursuit, 
in  drradful  weather,  attended  as  it  was 
with  ruinous  effectH  upon  the  discipline 
nnd  spirit  of  the  troops  ?     His  ablest  de- 
fenders admit  that  tliere  were  in  tJie  ma- 
ipuines  of  \'illti  Frauca  and  Lugo  prori> 
■ions  for  fourteen  dnys  consamption;  and 
cren  if  there  had  been  nothing  but  the 
resoorcex  uf  the  country  to  he  hnd,  Hub- 
sequent   events    protcd    that    they  were 
sufficient  for  the  maintenance  of  an  anny ;

There  wos  no  necessity  for  hurrying  on

«nemy.     The  rapid  reslomtion  of  disci- 
pline and  ordcTi  when  battle  wai  olTered 
at    Logo,  the  issue  of  the  tight  at  Co- 
runna,  leave  no   room  for  doubt  as   to 
what  would  have  been  the  result  of  siicU 


a  conflict;  and  the  example  of  Morcou'^ 
retreat  throngh  the  Black  Forest  in  l7fK> 
was  not  required  to  show  how  e tfectuallf 
each  a  fierce  aspect,  on   the  part  of  the 
retiring  force,  SAves  the  blood  and  secures 
the  safely  of  the  remainder  uf  the  army. 
The  luminous  fact,  that   the  losses  los' 
tained  by  the  rear  guard  when  they  ar- 
rived at  Coronna,  notwithstanding  all  Iho 
i>ombats   they  had   undergone,  were  le«s 
than  those  of  any  other  di%'isions  uf  equal 
number  in  the  army,  affords  a  decisive 
proof  how  much  would   have  been  gained 
upon  the  whole,  by  fighting  at  an  earlier 
period,  when  the  strength  and  discipline 
of  the  army  was  still  cnmpnmtivfly  un- 
broken.    Bat  most  of  all,  the  s(e]>  adopt- 
ed by  Sir  David  BairJ,  though  a  most 
gnllnnt   officer,  in  unison  with  Sir  John 
Moore, in  counselling  the  British  Govern* 
mcDt,  instead  of  frvnditig  out  6lron|if  rV' 
iiiforcemcots  which   they    projected   and 
had   in    preparation  to  Gallicin,  to  for- 
ward nnply  troHJiportt  lo  bring  nway  the 
troops,  appears  to  hare  been  unhappy  in 
its  consequences.     These  despatches  wcrd 
sent  off  in  the  course  of  December,  ini4, 
they  were  not  acted  upon  by  the  Brilislk 
Government  without  toe  most  severe  re* 
gret ;  but  at  this  distance  from  the  scene 
of  action,  they  had   no   alternative  but 
ncfiuicsccncc.

For  this  fccHng  of  dcspoodcace  or  tlistnist  in  Ibe  resources  of  tlicir  own 
courage  and  military  charncterj  whicli  acted  so  fatally  on  thc/r*(  scene  of 
our  catnpaigns  in  the  Peninsuln.  Mr.  Alison  very  justly  accounts,  partly  by 
the  nature  of  our  former  transient  c\|>editions  against  Sugnr  lalantis  and  Co- 
Ionics,  when  our  soMiers  looked  not  to  their  guns  and  bayonets,  but  to  their 
ships,  as  their  ultimittc  refuge  i  while  the  English  nation  itself  was  igno- 
rant of  the  cffecta  of  invincible  tcuacity  of  purpose  in  public  under- 
takings, and  regarded  the  strength  of  the  State,  ]>erhaps  ever  since  the 
days  of  Wolfe,  as  consisting  almost  entirely  in  its  naval  i»ower.  We  all 
remember  I^rd  Chatham's  declaration. — "  That  the  list  of  our  owa  ge- 
nerals, made  hiu  tremble."  Agaiii^  this  error,  for  such  it  proved  emi- 
nently to  be,  was  enhanced  in  the  ewe  of  Sir  John  Moore  by  hu  con* 
itexion  with  the  opposition  party, — by  whom  the  military  strength  of  Eng- 
land had  been  always  underrated,  the  system  of  continental  alliances  and 
o|H:ration8  discouraged,  and  the  ]>owcr  and  talents  of  the  French  Em- 
peror almost  extolled  to  a  degree,  that  would  seem  to  make  resistance 
hopeless  or  desperate,  'jlien  again,  when  he  looked  to  his  allies,  nothing 
could  equal  the  boasting  exaggerations  of  the  Spaniards,  but  their  pusiU 
lanimily  and  disorgauibutton.  Thus  dcftpairing  of  any  cflectuul  assistance 
from  his  allies,  forming  a  too  unequal  estimate  of  his  own  and  his  enemy's 
[Btrength.  and  at  the  head  of  a  force  far  too  inferior  in  numbers  to  act  with 
luny  effect  against  the  numerous  and  highly  disciplined  armies  of  the 
French,  Sir  John  Moore  was  content  to  relinquish  the  uneipial  contest, 
lecuring  his  own  honour  and  the  safety  of  the  troops  committed  to  his 
charge.  We  shall  now  hnish  with  one  more  extract  from  a  passage  which 
[closes  Mr.  Alison's  volume  on  the  character  of  these  rival  forces. 


*'  Tlio  pecaliar  character  of  the  Dritish 
and  foreign  troops  lud  already  clearly 
manifested  itself  in  the  course  of  this 
brief  but  active  campaign.  In  every 
regular  cDgagument  from  first  to  lost,  the 
English  had  proved  successful.  They 
had  trampled  equally  over  the  consrriptfi 
of  Junot  and  the  imperial  guords  of  He>- 
aieren  ;  tlie  heroes  of  Austerlitx  and  Fried- 
land  had  sank  and  (|uniled  beneath  the 
British  steel,  (.'onuidcring  how  inexpe- 
rienced alntost  idl  the  English  rt^- 
nenta  were,  and  Umt  most  of  the 
troops  engaged  at  Vimicro  and  Co- 
runna,  then  saw  a  shot  fired  for  the  first 
time  m  anger,  thcso  ftuccesirii  were  ct- 
trenirly  remarkable,  achieved  as  they 
were  »ametimes  over  veteran  troops  uf 
tho  enemy,  always  over  those  who  had 
the  discipline  and  experience  gained  by 
fifteen  yc*rs  of  victory,  to  direct  their 
ixation  rih)  anim.ilr  their  spint*. 
point  evidently  to  what  subsequent 
fricat.-e  so  clcaxly  vorirird  ;  a  gnratcr 
degree  of  courage  at  tbcdeciiivv  tnomrnt, 
•ruing  either  from  sftute  ioherout  ptot- 


llarity  of  rai:e,  or  the  animating  In- 
fluence of  a  free  conitlituliou  anil  a  lotig 
train  of  historic  glory.  But  iu  oliier 
respects  the  superiority  of  the  enemy  was 
manifest,  and  all  the  good  effects  of 
achieved  victory  were  liable  to  be  loit  oa 
the  English  anny  by  the  want  of  due  dia- 
ctplino  and  docility  of  the  troops,  or  of 
remissness  and  inexperience  on  the  part 
of  the  oflicen.  Place  them  in  a  fair  field 
in  front  of  the  enemy,  and  both  would 
honourably  discharge  their  duty ;  but  ex- 
pose them  to  the  fatigues  of  a  campaign, 
subject  them  to  the  frozeu  snow  or  tho 
dripjiiog  bivouac,  require  them  to  recods 
before  the  enemy,  and  h«'-ar  the  gnlling 
reproaches  of  a  punucr  or  ally,  in  e»- 
pettntion  of  the  time  when  the  proper 
Kason  for  action  arrived,  and  it  was  eri* 
dent  they  had  itiU  much  to  learn  in  tfaa 
mihtary  art.  Above  all,  intoiicalion— 
the  inherent  national  vice —  too  often 
loosened  tlie  bonds  of  discipline,  and  ex- 
;>OF«d  the  army  to  the  roost  Kriou>  dii- 
nstcr».  Tlti'i^e  di»ortlers  explain  the  va.- 
Uuitin  ^^  ^  IvtWVLwKif «  wNsmx, 
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go  1^  to  render  blameleu  hiit  ^outny 
prewDtiments  as  (o  the  issue  vf  the 
campaign.  lu  fiobricty,  durable  activity, 
perscveranee  ituder  fatigue,  cai-e  of  (bcir 
horiei,  TeraatiUty  of  talent,  and  cheer- 
fulneM  in  disafter,  tbe  French  norc  evi- 
dentlj  and  painfully  tbe  superiors  uf  their 
undaunted  rivals.  The  Briciab  army 
ctmld  never,  in  tbe  same  lime  and  with 
the  same  order,  bare  tnado  Napoleon's 
march  from  Madrid  to  Aatorga.  Such 
were  tbe   varied  cjcelluncira  of  the  two 


armies,  who  were  destioed  in  sli 
Kire  campaigns  to  emulate  each  other'a 
victories,  and  show  e«cb  otlier'ii  de- 
fecu.  And  such  tbe  aspect  of  tbe  war, 
when  Great  Britain,  throwing  off  tbe  un- 
worthy timidity  of  former  years,  first  de- 
Rcended  as  n  pnoeipal  into  tbe  liebC,  and 
Weliin^on,  alternately  tbe  Fahlus  and 
MBrc-dlua  of  tiie  i-ontest,  prepared  in  Ui» 
fields,  illustrated  by  a  former  Scipiu,  tb« 
trioinplis  of  a  secood  Zama," 


Wc  cannot  now  in  conclusion  ivitbhuld  some  most  jodiciouB  ob$er\'a* 
tiotis  of  our  author  on  that  spirit  of  centralization  wliirh  sccins  gradually 
cnlcriug  into  all  our  iiistitutionti,  and  usurping  the  place  of  the  old  local 
influeucee  and  constitutional  feeling  ami  spirit  of  tbe  country. 


"  Centratization  in  such  a  state  of  pub- 
lic feeling  (■'.  e.  a  comipt  one)  is  the 
great  enemy  which  freedum  ba&  to  dread, 
because  it  is  the  one  which  addresses 
itaelf  to  the  principles  which  possess  the 
most  durable  sway  over  tbe  human 
heart.  More  than  miUury  force  or  snar- 
ebical  misrule,  it  has  in  every  age  been 
the  grare  of  real  liberty.  If  snch  o 
withering  system  is  attempted  in  the 
healthful  »tate  of  tbe  body  politic,  that 
ii,  where  property  and  education  arc  the 
ruling,  and  numbers  and  popular  seal 
the  controlling  power,  it  will  always  ex- 
jiericnce  from  the  natural  jealousy  of  Go- 
Ycrnment  on  tbe  part  of  all  who  do  nut 
participate  in  its  advantages,  the  most 
decided  opposition,  and,  except  in  extra- 
ordinary oireumstance«i  is  not  likely  to 
meet  with  ony  considerable  success.  But 
the  case  i*  widely  difTcrent  when  tlie  de- 
mocratic rulers  are  thcnit^clveti  in  power. 
Ctntrniixatlion  then  goes  on  at  the  gallop, 
and  for  a  Tery  obvious  reason,  that  both 
the  necessities  of  Government,  the  in- 
terests of  its  democratic  supporters,  and 
the  expericnred  mrils  of  the  |M)pukr  elec- 
tion of  public  functionaries,  concur  in 
recommending  it.  The  executive  being 
erected  on  the  ruins  of,  or  ngoiiibt  thu 
wishes  of  the  holders  of  prop«rty,  bos 
nothing  to  expect  from  their  eupport,  and 
therefore  is  fain  to  extend  its  influence, 
and  provide  for  iLfl  numerous  needy  fol- 
lowers, by  tlic  multiplication  of  oflicers, 
all  in  the  appointment  of  the  central 
government.  TUc  |KJpiilar  Itiaderft,  hoping 
to  protil  largely  by  this  accumulation  of 
uHiuinl  patronage  in  the  bands  of  their 
chieffli  not  only  in  no  ways  oppose,  but 
give  their  most  cordial  support  to  the 
same  system.  While  the  grriit  mass  of 
the  people,  disgusted  with  the  weak  or 
rornijit  adminiatjatian  of  the  muuicipol 
or  liicai  funt'lionariei;,  who  owed  their 
ehralioQ  to  popular  ulecUon,  rav'vt^lY  ^^^^ 
ineritabty  glide  into  Uic  opiiuoai  XU«X  u« 


mode  of  appointment  can  be  so  bad  as  that 
under  the  enls  of  which  they  are  now 
suffering,  and  that  a  practically  good 
government  can  never  be  attained  till  tliq 
disposal  of  all  offices  of  any  importance 
is  vested  In  the  executive  authority. 
Thus  all  classes,  though  for  very  differenC 
reasons,  concur  in  nupporting  the  system 
of  emtretisatiotii  a  system  neverthelesa 
which,  though  doubtless  often  productive 
of  improvements  in  tbe  outset,  in  prac- 
tical administration  and  local  goTerninent 
is  the  moflt  formidable  enemy  in  the  end 
which  the  cause  of  ^cdom  has  to  combatt 
and  against  which  therefore  it  behoves  ita 
real  friend»  in  an  citp^-i^iul  manner  to  b« 
on  their  guard.  Tlie  anarchy  which  is 
the  first  effect  of  democratic  ascendooey, 
nacesaarily  and  rapidly  terminates  in  mi- 
litary despotism.  That  despotism  itself, 
from  its  brutality  and  violence,  cannot  in 
any  well-informed  state,  be  of  long  In- 
duranee ;  but  the  irresistible  away  of  a 
cfntraiized  govenimcnt,  established  by  a 
democratic  executive,  and  sustained  b^ 
thv  aid  of  wllish  support  from  tbe  popular 
party,  may  finally  crush  the  spirit  and 
C'Xtinguifih  all  the  blessings  of  freedom, 
by  remox-ing  all  the  practical  evils  which 
preceding  coavulsions  bad  ocresiooed, 
inlisting  alike  tho  friends  of  order  and 
the  partisans  of  democracy  in  its  ranks, 
and  engaging  the  most  influential  portioa 
of  the  people,  by  interested  motives,  in  its 
support.  It  was  neither  the  vengeaiidB of 
Marius,  nor  the  proscriptions  of  S^U. 
neither  the  constancy  of  Pmnpry,  nor  the 
genius  of  Cvsar,  which  finally  prostrated 
the  liberties  of  Rome;  it  was  the  cm- 
tralized  government  of  Augustus  which 
framed  the  chains  which  could  never  be 
shaken  off.  There  is  the  ultimate  and 
deadly  foe  to  freedom  ;  (here  the  enemy 
ever  ready  to  break  in  and  reap  the  lust 
spoils  of  tho  discord  and  infotufittou  of 
Q^^Ts.    And  wherever  such  neeniralueil

leis,  and  Ihst  the  sepiJj  of  Denih  are 
Implnnted  in  tlie  commuitity.*  It  ii  id 
IboM  prrdiKpoaing  circumsUinceii  that  we 
mnvt  look  for  the  real  cjiums,  not  merely 
flf  the  deipotUm  of  Knpoleon,  but  of  the 
mdf  reception  which  it  met  with  from 
mil  cloMcst  and  the  alacrity  with  which 
the  fervent  [lastions  of  dpmocmcy  were 
ronvcrted  at  once  into  the  deba.«ing  ser- 
vility of  Asiatic  dr.<;pi»tifini.  The  rrpub- 
lirnn  writers  fall  into  (he  most  palpable 
error  when  they  accase  that  rreat  man  of 
havinjf  oTcrlurned  the  [irinriple*  of  the 
rcvoIutiDn,  and  of  bcioR  the  real  f»u«« 
of  ita  terminating  in  the  eittablitthment 
of  arbitrary  power.  So  far  fiotn  it,  he 
worked  out  thete  prineipha  to  their  na- 
tural  and  anftvoidable  result.  He  did  no 
more  than  reap  the  harvest  from  the  crop 
which  liad  been  town  by  other  and  very 
ilifferenl  hands.  The  n*nl  oiithnrH  of  the 
deipotism  of  Napoleon,  were  thoac  who 
overtonied  the  mnimrrhy  nf  Louiff.  It 
was  Sieyea  and  Mirabeaa  and  the  exalted 
apiritJ  of  the  Com^titaent  Assembly  who 
a«t  in  motion  the  chain  of  causen  and 
effectt,  which  necessarily,  in  thi-ir  final 
result,  iiidiicrd  the  chAinit  nf  tlit-  empire. 
Doubtless  Napoleon  availed  himself  with 
great  altill  of  the  extraordinary  combina- 
tion of  rtrrtimstanceft,  which  had  thos  in 
a  manner  prcsenlcd  dc"poti«m  to  bis 
grasp.  The  leAdini;  principles  of  his  go- 
verDment.DsMe.dcSLael  haswcllobserved, 
were  to  reKj'cct  strenuoasly  the  inltrtaU 
whtc'i  the  revohttiun  had  created  ;  to  turn 
ita  paitiont  into  the  career  of  military 
conquest  or  civil  ambition  ;  to  open  tlie 
rju-ecr  of  sticccva  alike  to  uli  who  dcKcrred 
it,  and  to  govern  public  opinion  by  a 
skilful  nae  of  the  influents  of  the  preas. 
Ko  maxims  more  likely  togovcrn  an  active, 
energetic,  and  corrupted  people  could  i>os- 
nibly  have  been  devised ;  but  still  they 
would  hare  failed  In  producing  the  desired 
effect,  and  the  attempt  to  cnilore  France 
would  have  proved  abortive,  even  in  hU 
able  hands,  if  tucoMt  hod  not  been  ren- 
dered certain  by  the  madnes*  and  guilt 
which  preceded  him.  And  in  eseouting 
the  mission  on  which  b*  firmly  b«li«Ttd 
be  was  sent,  to  close  the  wounds  and  put 
a  stop  to  the  horrors  of  the  revolution, 
wo  are  not  to  inugine  that  he  was  to 
blame,  tn  far  at  least  aa  hU  domestic 
government  was  concerned.  On  the  con- 
trary, he  liiuk  the  only  measures  which 
remained  practicable  lo  restrain  Its  ex- 
ceasc5i  or  {mt  a  period  to  Its  suffhings; 
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and  Rubse^nent  px^teHence  hAs  abvn- 
dantly  proved  thnt  every  government 
which  was  founded  on  any  other  princi- 
ples, or  pnurticnlly  giive  the  people  any 
share  of  thni  jwwer  for  which  they  bad  so 
pasaionalely  contended,  involved  in  itself 
the  seeds  of  its  speedy  destmcljoii.  And 
although  nothiuR  can  be  more  certain 
thfin  thnt  rfntraUsation  is  the  ultimate 
extiogui'her  of  freedom,  and  the  insidious 
foe  whirh,  elcTBted  in  its  triumph,  is 
finally  destructive  of  its  principles,  yet  it 
19  not,  in  such  n  slate  of  society  as  France 
was  in  the  time  of  Napoleon,  to  be  re- 
garded as  an  evil,  which  tt  was  the  doty 
of  a  real  patriot  to  resist.  As  lonK  indeed 
aa  the  real  elements  uf  freedom  etist  in  n 
state,  that  is.  as  long  as  the  higher  and 
mid^ng  classes  retain  their  public  spirit 
and  their  possessions,  it  is  impossible  that 
public  jealousy  can  be  too  atrongty  aroused 
on  tbii*  subject,  or  that  it  cad  be  too 
strongly  impressed  upon  the  people.  That 
ifatl  tlie  intrresis  nf  the  state  are  oen- 
tcrcd  in  the  hands  of  the  executive,  be  it 
monarchical  or  democratic,  the  extinction 
not  only  of  the  rights  but  of  the  spirit  of 
freedom  is  at  hand,  and  nothing  remains 
to  thft  state  but  nn  old  age  of  decrepitude 
and  decline.  But  if  the  people  would 
shun  these  evils,  they  must  piiuso  in  the 
threshold  of  their  career,  and  avoid  tho 
destruction  of  those  classes,  inferior  to  the 
throne  though  soperior  to  themselves, 
whose  influence  forms  an  essential  ingre- 
dient in  the  composition  of  public  free- 
dom. The  Entjlhh  if  id  jio — the  nghts  of 
the  middling  classes,  the  church,  and  the 
oriatocrocy  survived  the  triuinpbsuf  Cram- 
well,  and  in  consequence,  'iOO  years  of 
liberty  hare  been  enjoyt-d  by  the  British 
nation.  The  fVtmch  did  not  do  to — Ih* 
church,  tJie  middling  ranks,  and  the  aris- 
tocracy were  utterly  destroyed  during  the 
fervour  nf  the  revolution,  and  in  conse- 
quence, notwithstanding  oil  their  safTcr- 
ings  since  that  time,  they  hare  not  en- 
joyed one  hour  of  real  freedom.  Many 
struggles  have  cnaueil  and  may  enime  for 
the  possession  of  supreme  power ;  many 
rcvolattoDs  of  the  palace  have  shaken  and 
may  hereafter  shake  the  fabric  of  their 
society,  hut  no  ntti'rnpt  has  been  made  or 
will  be  made  to  limit  the  power  of  the 
eiecotivc,  or  extend  the  liberty  of  tho 
people.  The  centralixed,  despotic  govern- 
ment nf  Napoleon  still  remains  untouch- 
ed :  thr  i|nestion  with  all  parties  is  not 
whether  its  powers  ihali  he  restrained, 
but  who  shall  direct  them?  TItc  more 
popular  and  democratic  the  faction  if 
whiah  gains  tb«  awmilancy,   the  more

THK  longth  to  which  my   former 

communication  extended,  thu  Dear  a|t- 
proach  of  your  lime  of  publication, 
my  Je&ire  U-%  net  on  the  txcileuient  nf 
the  moiaent,  and  not,  as  I  had  done 
before,  fall  intn  indolence  and  dislike 
nf  publicity,  prevented  me  frtm  ex- 
plaining fully  and  in  bistorical  order 
respecting  Coleridee  and  the  Morning 
Poftt,  in  rt-ply  to  Mr.  GilbunnN  book, 
ich  reached  me  only  inte  on  Ihe 
iUrsday  night  preceding  the  Satur- 
dftv.  the  day  I  delivered  my  papers  to 
you  at  your  office.  Mr.  Gillmaa 
says, — 

"  Soon  after  hU  return  from  Germany, 
Coleridge  wa<  cnga^d  by  tlie  proprietors 
of  the  Momitip*  Pu»t  to  uinlurtake  the 
literary  tlcpartment  of  thot  journal,  &C. 
A«  contributors,  xht  ediror  had  also  the 
■uiKtADcc  of  Mr.  WunUworth,  Mr. 
Southcj^  antl  Mr.  Lunb.  Mr.  Soutbey, 
with  puweis  be&l  suited  tu  such  employ- 
munt,  wns  tbe  lor^st  roatributor,"  &c. 

Soutbey  never  wrote  a  line  of  prose 
for  the  Morning  Po&t ;  nor,  I  think, 
citlicr  of  prose  or  verse  for  the  Cou- 
rier. He  contributed  freely  pieces  of 
poetry  on  a  small  salary.  VVords- 
worlh  contributed  lome  political  sou- 
nets,  without  pecuniary  reward ;  but 
he  never  wrote  a  Ime  of  prose  for  the 
Morning  Poet.  To  the  Courier,  yeora 
afterwards,  he  sent  some  cxtractn  from 
his  then  unpublished  pamphlet  on  the 
Cintra  Convention,  atill  without  re- 
compense oi  any  kind.  Wordsworth 
was  at  that  time  little  known  to 
the  public:  but  as  for  good  Charles 
I^mb,  I  never  could  make  any  thing 
of  his  writings.  Coleridge  often  and 
repeatedly  pressed  me  to  settle  him  on 
a  salary,  and  often  and  repeatedly  did 
i  try  ;  but  it  would  not  do.  Of  poli- 
lics  he  knew  nothing;  they  were  out 
of  his  line  of  reading  and  thought ; 
and  his  droller)'  waa  vapid,  when 
given  in  short  paragraphs  fit  for  a 
newspaper:  yet  he  has  protluced  aome 
agreeable  books,  pOMc«aing  a  tone  of 
humour  and  kind  feeling,  in  a  quaint 
stylo,  which  it  is  amusing  to  read, 
and  cheering  to  remember.  Soch  is 
my  account  of  Mr.  Giltman's  combi- 
nation of  the  able  literary  men  whom 
Coleridge  brought  to  co-ojjerate  with 
him  in  the  Morning  Post,  and  who 
made  the  fortune  uf  that  paper.  T)iey 
were  all  his  pttsoiiAt  frii-nds.  But  to 
Gbnt.

fully avomed  by  uue  man  tbe  most  noto- 
rious of  these  mob  sycophants.  From 
tbe  commenccnient  of  the  Addingtou  ad< 
miuistnttinii  to  t)ie  present  day,  whatever 
I  hsvc  written  in  the  Morning  Post,  or 
(after  tbr.t  paper  was  tronsfeiTed  ro  oilier 
proprietors)  in  the  Courier,  baa  been  in 
defence  or  furtherance  of  the  measurea  of 
Government.

and  seals  by  his  mifttatemeDts  the  &a- 
scrtions  of  his  uncle,  of  which  I  had 
coniptaincd.  tn  the  Table  Talk,  vol. 
i.  page  173,  he  makes  Coleridge  say, 
"  I  raised  the  sale  of  the  Morning 
Post  from  an  inconsiderable  numlier 
to  7,000  a  day  in  the  course  of  one 
year."  This  was  magic  indeed!  I 
began  the  management  of  the  Morning 
Post  in  the  autamn  of  1795,  when  its 
sale  was  only  3S0  per  day.  In  the 
spring  of  1 797  it  waa  1,000  per  day  ; 
before  Coleridge  returned  from  Ger- 
many  it  was  upwards  of  2.000  per 
day.*  The  Morning  Herald  and  the 
Times  had  been  the  leading  papers : 
ihcy  were  then  much  neglected,  and 
the  Morning  Post,  by  vigilance  and 
activity,  threw  ihera  both  into  the 
back  ground.  It  took  a  strong  part 
against  Bona[>arte  dnring  the  Peace  of 
Amiens  :  that  was  popular,  and  raided 
the  paper  rapidly,  till  its  pi-rnianent 
circulation  was,  in  August  1803,  4,500, 
while  no  other  morning  journal  sold 
80  much  as  3,0(X).  Good  writing  is 
valuable  to  a  newspaper ;  but  not 
nearly  bo  valuable  aa  early  informa- 
tion, communicated  with  good  sense. 

ITic  "Table  Talk,"  vol.  ii.  page  49. 
says,  ••  Fox  and  Pitt  constantly  played 
into  each  other's  hands.  Mr.  Stuart 
of  the  Courier,  a  very  knowinc  person, 
soon  found  oat  the  gross  lies  and  im- 
postures of  that  club  ("Tlie  Friends 
of  the  People"  associated  for  Parlia- 
mentary Reform,  at  the  head  of  which 
was  the  present  Earl  Grey)  "as  to  its 
members,  and  told  Fox  so."  I  waa  the 
secretary  to  that  society  ;  but  I  never 
BiKike  to  Mr.  Fox  but  once,  in  the 
lobby  of  the  House  of  Commons,  when 
Mr.  Sheridan  called  him  out  of  the 
House  that  I  might  personally  com- 
municate to  him  some  agreeable  infor- 
mation, and  I  never  in  any  way  cor- 
responded with  him.  Out.  that  I 
should  communicate  to  Mr.  Fox  the 
lies  and  impostures  of  that  club  re- 
specting its  numbers?  Some  Whig 
peers,  and  a  score,  at  least,  of  Whig 
members  of  the  House  ofCommoni, 
belonged  to  that  club.     Thty  were  the

intimate  associates  of  Mr.  Fox,  who 
would  scarcely  pass  by  them  to  listen 
to  me  :  besides,  the  proceedings  of  that 
society,  and  a  full  list  of  the  namcn  of 
all  il«  members,  were  published  in  the 
newspapers.      This  nonsense  I  would  1 
not  have  noticed  but  for  the  character-) 
given  mc  of  being  "  a  very  knowingj 
person,"  a  phrase  at  all  times  of  ani 
equivocal  nature  ;  but  under  the  cir- 
cumstances of  Coleridge's   cunnexionj 
with  me,  and  the  inferences  unavoida-^ 
hie    from    his  representations  of  mf^ 
having  profited  so  largely  by  his  ser- 
vices while  I  left  him  to  starve  in  a 
garret,    have    an  effect  highly  tg  my 
disadvontoge.      Add    to   these  things, 
Mr.  Gillraan's  assertion  that  I  did  not. 
disclose    to    Mr.   Canning's  inquiries.| 
that    Coleridge    reported    a    brilliaAt^ 
speech  nf  Pitt's,  and  nny  future  writoi 
giving  an  account  of  Coleridge's  life 
would  be  justified  in  rcpresrntiog  roe 
08  a  selfish,  ungratrful,  unworthy  per- 
son.    It    is  (nie   1    know  .Mr.    Honrjrj 
Coleridge  and  Mr.  Gillman  have  beei 
misled  by  Coleridge,  who  made  such-l 
representations  for  the  purposes  abovv^ 
stated.     But  why  did  they  not  npp)? 
to    roe?     Evidently    they    thought    ij 
would  not  iipenk  the  truth,  so  deepljf  j 
had  Coleridge  impressed    their  mindtj 
with  his  representations.

I  to!d  him  to  hare 
patience ;  that  at  present  the  paper 
was  so  filled  with  debates  and  ad- 
vertisements, there  was  do  room  ;  but 
that  when  ParliamcDt  rose,  there  would 
be  abundant  space  to  enable  him  to 
compensate  as  well  for  his  present  as 
his  future  salary.  When  Parliament 
rose,  Coleridge  disappeared.  1  expected 
this.  In  short,  Coleridge  iwrer  cnuld 
vrit«  any  thimj  that  ira»  rpquirfd  of  him, 
itutantly.  UMfor  a  daily  neicspnp*r.  The 
sense  of  cooipaUion  disarmed  him — 
laid  hira  prustratc.  And  yet  he  has 
persuaded  his  friends  he  mode  the  for- 
tunes of  the  Morning  Post  and  the 
Courier,  the  two  most  successful  jour- 
nals of  their  day.

Miu  Hutchinson  is  copying  out 
(what  1  tiuBt  you  will  think)  an  in- 
teresting article  for  the  Courier,  on 
the  grounds  of  Hope  and  Fear  in  a 
war  of  a  nation  against  armies,  as  il- 
lustrated by  the  close  analogy  between 
the  present  Spanish  Revolution  and 
that  of  the  Belgic  Provinces  against 
Philip  the  Second.  I  have  drawn  my 
facts  from  a  very  scarce  and  valuable 
Latin  book,  written  by  a  contemporary' 
during  the  first  eight  or  nine  years  in 
the  insurrection  : — a  man  of  high  trust 
in  the  Spanish  diplomacy,  consequent- 
ly in  thL-  Hispane-Austriau  interest.

It  18  in  truth  a  contemptible 
book;  the  style  villanous :  but  as  to 
iodufitry  and  research,  he  i^  neither 
worse  nor  better  than  Hume  and 
Robertson.  It  is  to  me  a  most  pain- 
ful duty  to  be  obliged  to  point  out,  as, 
if  Southey  does  not,  1  shall  feel  mpetf 
obligc<l  to  do,  the  shameful  carefesS' 
nesa  and  idleness  of  our  Fnglish  his* 
torions ;  could  you  believe  it  ?

Watson.  History  has  occupied  hut 
little  of  my  attention  ;  yet  with  my 
little  knowledge  derived  from  contem* 
porary  writen  tn  the  Latin,  German, 
and  Spanish  langaages  <wbich  last  I 
have  lately  made  myself  master  oD,  I 
could  fill  an  octavo  Tolame  with  iLe 
blunders  and  omissions  of  RobertBO»l 
and  Watson,  while  Harte's  Guslavaa 
Adulphus  and  Carlton's  Nfemoirs, 
(both  of  which  I  earnestly  advise  yon 
to  procure,  and  carefully  peruse.)  lie 
on  stalls  unread.  That  cursed  phnw* 
"  the  dignity  of  history'*  has  made' 
our  late  history  nothing  but  poropooa 
dull  romances.

and  Oct.  1809. 
My  dear  Stuart. 
I  am  confident,  that  in  the  present 
bosinew  you  will  confine  the  right  and 
wrong,  as  far  aa  it  concerns  me,  to  the 
present  busmess.  The  mortification  I 
endure  in  consequence  of  my  misap- 
prehension (which  I  am  sure  you  would 
think  very  venial  if  you  could,  as  I 
have  just  now  done,  read  over  again 
all  your  letters  to  me  from  the  first 
fllarting  of  the  plan  of  T\iv  Friend)  is 
a  sufficient  proof  how  little  I  could 
have  been  capable  of  wittingly  and 
forcknowinuily  brmging  myself  within 
the  possibility  of  prcsatnii;  upon  you 
against  and  beyond  your  own  iuclina- 
tioos.      It  never  occurred  to   mc  to 


make  you,  or  to  wish  or  even  permit 
you  to  be,  responsible  for  the  paper  and 
stamps  in  general.  The  utmost  of  my 
expectations,  and  these  not  formed  by 
myself  but  arising  nut  of  your  own 
letters  (mi<Mipprehended,  it  appears; 
but  so  I  understood  theral  was.  that, 
OS  you  had  kindly  made  me  a  present 
of  the  fir^t  1.250  sheets,  and  had  al- 
lowed me  to  appropriate  the  GO^  re- 
ceived from  the  Royal  Institution  to 
the  purchase  of  stamps^  that  you  might 
have  hclfH'd  mc  out  till  the  15th  or 
20th  number;  as,  subtracting  the  1,250 
stamps  from  ifaefiO/.,  it  seemed  scarcely 
possible  that  out  of  600  subscribers 
and  odd,  enough  should  not  pay  me, 
to  settle  the  balance  with  you  imme- 
dinlely  after  the  20lh  week.  Beyond 
that  lime  I  never  dreamt  of  either  soli- 
citing or  even  accepting  assistance ; 
because,  if  the  work  did  not  then  move 
forward  on  ita  own  legs.  I  should  of 
course  either  give  it  up  or  alter  the 
form  and  plan  of  publication.  It  is  not 
quite  accurate. dear  Stuart,  that  "  I  was 
well  aware  of  my  present  embarrass- 
ment." On  the  contrary.  I  did  fully  ex- 
pect that,  after  I  had  purchased  a  num- 
ber of  stamps,  and  continued  the  publi- 
cation  a  sufficient  time  to  invest  me 
with  a  sort  of  tradesman's  character, 
I  should  he  able  to  purchase  the  re- 
maioder  at  a  quarter  of  a  year's  credit. 
sun,  however,  in  your  letter  of  the 
35th,  you  say  you  will  advance  mc  the 
stamps  for  two  numbers  t^eyond  the 
8th  J  while  in  another  part  of  the 
letter,  but  for  that  passage,  you  seem 
to  imply  that  you  would  go  a  little 
farther ;  yet  if  ihe^c  two  numbers, 
i.  e.  9  and  10,  had  been  sent  out,  1 
should  not  be  in  my  present  state  of 
perplexity  and  distress.  I  have  been 
''*'ggi"S  hanl.  and  doubt  not  that 
(though  dearly,  ver)'  dearly  earned  bv 
aulTerittgs  of  sickening  humiliation)  I 
shall  receive  the  meant  of  going  on, 
after  the  IOt}i  number;  but  if  Street 
does  not  comply  with  my  request  and 
send  down  paper  for  the  9th  and  lOtb, 
all  is  as  good  as  over. 

As  I  am  so  far  beforehand  with 
The  Friend.  1  should  have  been  right 
glad  to  have  worked  for  the  Courier, 
and  have  sent  two  essays  weekly,  on 
a  variety  of  subjects,  too  much  con- 
nected with  persons  and  immediate 
events  to  fit  them  fur  ray  own  work, 
BO  as  to  have  greatly  reduced  «JL  Ua;^ 
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final  balnnce  at  the  20lh  week. 
Ant!  Street  will  bcc  from  the  article 
sent  to  hiiD,  how  far  I  shuuld  he  likely 
lo  serve  the  paper.  But  I  »upposc  the 
great  sale  ot  the  Courier  raises  it 
above  the  want  of  literary  OMutoHCt ; 
and  1  could  not  -write  in  any  strict 
hnrmony  with  the  tone  predominant 
in  tl\e  leading  parBRrapbs  of  late. 
However,  if  he  thought  that  what  /,

venience, relating  to  yourself.  But  it 
struck  me,  that  by  devoting  myself, 
for  the  next  half  year,  to  the  Courier 
OS  a  regular  duty,  1  might  prove  use- 
ful to  tbc  paper;  as,  if  it  were  desir- 
able, I  could  he  at  the  office  cTer^ 
morning  by  half-past  nine,  to  read 
over  all  the  morning  papers,  8tc.  and

1  am  very  uneasy  about 
the  payment  of  ray  annuity  assurance.

To 
turn  from  the  paper  to  myself,  as  can- 
didaie  for  the  place  auxiliary  to  it.  t 
drew  with  Mr.  Street's  consent  and 
order  10^  wlucb  I  shall  repay  duriog 
the  week,  u  soon  as  1  can  aee  ^v. 
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ikhouse  of  Budge  row,  who  has 
collected  llmt  sum  for  me.  This  there- 
fore I  put  wholly  aside,  and  indeed 
expect  to  r**place  it  with  Mr.  Cjrccn, 
clerk  of  the  Courier,  to-morrow  morn- 
ing, besides  this,  I  bad  hi.  from  Mr. 
GrecD.  chieBy  fur  the  purposes  of 
coach  hire.  All  at  once,  I  could  uot 
venture  to  walk  in  the  heat,  and  other 
accidents  of  wciither,  from  Hammer- 
smith to  the  oHtce  ;  but  hereafter  I 
intend,  if  1  continue  here,  to  return  on 
foot,  which  will  reduce  my  ccrnch  hire 
for  the  week  from  18*.  tops.

of  the  day,  as  ore  the  S.  S.  which  J 
have  for  the  most  part  hitherto  been 
CMUc%i  to  cooirjbutc ;  and  by  my  offer 


to  sustiun  the  literary  character  of  the 
paper  by  larger  articles  oa  open  days 
and  more  leisure  times. 

My  dear  Stuart,  —  knowing  the 
foolish  mental  cowardice  with  which 
I  slink  o0'fiom  all  pecuniary  subjects, 
and  the  particular  weight  I  must  feel 
from  the  sense  of  existing  obligations 
to  you,  you  will  be  convinced  that  my 
only  motive  is  the  desire  of  scttlmg 
with  others  such  a  plan  for  myself,  as 
may,  by  setting  my  mind  at  rest,  en- 
able me  to  reati&e  whatever  powers  1 
possess,  to  OS  much  satisfaction  to 
those  who  employ  them,  and  to  mv 
own  sense  of  duty,  as  possible,  if 
Mr.  Str(^ct  should  think  that  the  Cou- 
rier does  not  retjuire  any  auxiliary,  I 
shall  then  rely  on  your  kindness  for 
putting  me  in  the  way  of  some  other 
paper,  the  principles  of  which  arc  saf- 
bciently  in  accordance  with  my  own.

My  letter  will  scarcely  be  worth 
two  pence  ;  but  I  write  to  say.  that  I 
hope  in  another  week'b  time,  I  shalt 
have  learnt  lo  compre&s,  or  rather  to 
select,  my  thoughts;  so  as  to  make 
them  more  frequently  admissible  ;  jmu 
will  st-e  the  Courier  to-day.  1  own  in 
cottfidncr,  it  grieved  me.  The  affair 
of  the  Stamford  editor  might  have 
been,  as  it  was  in  several  papers, 
compressed  into  a  third  of  a  column, 
which  took  two  and  more  unleaded 
ones.

I    did    not 
mention  it  tu  Mr.  Street,  for  it  never 
occurred  to  me  that  it  couid  be  over- 
looked.     I  venture   to   say,   that  fur 
one   person   throughout    the   empire, 
who  would  read  so  as  to  feel  any  in- 
terest in  any  one  column  in  ihe  Cuu- 
rier  of  to-day,  there  are  a  thousand 
who  would  have  gone  about  showing 
Graham's  letter.     I  have  this  moment 
looked   nt   the  Courier,  and  write    in 
the  first  overfiow  uf  my  surprise  and 
regret.     I   should    like,   after   a  lime, 
and  if  I  feel  as  if  1  had  Street's  confi- 
dence^ to  propose  to  him  (written  at 
Hammersmith)  whenever  it  is  practi- 
cable, i.  e.  whenever  the  three  prin- 
cipal papers,  the  Morning  Chronicle, 
the    Morning    Post,    and    the   Times. 
come  out  at  a  tolerably  early  hour, 
to  employ  me  fur  the  f)r.<tt  half  hour 
in  abridging  the  paragraphs  he  means 
to  transfer  into  the  Courier,  where  it 
is  possible,  and  to  re-wnte  them  when 
they  merit  it  :  as,  for  instance,   I  did 
in  announcing  the  death  of  Boticawen 
and  Cumberland.     This,  supposing   it 
practicable,  w^ould  have  two  good  ef- 
fects ;  it  would  leave  more  room  for 
the   inaertioo  of  ver\*  interesting  ar- 
ticles which  must  otherwise  be  omit- 
ted (which,  nine  times  in  ten  Is  the 
same  as  lost, — for  what  once  goes  into 
the  editor's  drawers,  seldom  finds  its 
way  out  again),   and   it  would   give 
somewhat  of  an  original  cast  to  the 
paper,  at  least  a  keeping,  as  the  pain- 
ters say.    But,  hitherto,  the  only  paper 
I  can  get  a  sight  of  for  the  first  hour 
and  more,  is  that  astonishing  pnpcr. 
called  the  British  IVe&s  ;  for  it  aato- 
niibes  me  where  it  tind«  purchafers, 
■o   utterly  dry   and  worthless   is   it. 
As    to    what    1    write     myself,    that 
Itas  not  once  entered  my  thought*.    I 
feel   1   have   yet    to    learn   how   much 
larger  a  space  my  scraps  occupy  in  the 
paper   than  I  am  in  the  least  aware 
of  while  writing  them.     What  I  hod 
imagined  a  song  little  paragraph  turns 


out  to  be  a  column,  and,  considering 
the  press  of  debates  and  foreign  news, 
I  think   it  a  great  compliment   that 
Street  has-  inserted  what  he  has.     But* 
on,  just  at  one  glance,  comparing  the' 
Morning  Chronicle  of  to-day  with  the^ 
Courier.  I  was  vexed  at  the  manifest 
superiority  o(  the  former,  for  which  I 
saw  no  earthly  reason ;    and  what  I 
could  of  course  ^ay  tu  no  other  person 
in  the  world,  I  find  a  relief  in   saying 
to   you.      For  if  ever  an  article    ap- 
peared likely  to  become   the  general 
topic  of  conversation,  it  is  lurely  Gra- 
ham's masterly  letter. 

There  was  a  well-written  and  plau- 
sible attack  in  the  Morning  (Jhro- 
nicic  on  the  remarks  in  the  Courier  in 
my  S.  S.  of  Monday  last;  but  it  owed 
its  plaosibUity  to  misstatement,  as  ifj 
the  reasons  assigned  in  the  Courier^ 
preferring  to  wait  for  the  dcbnlcs  itt 
the  House  of  Commons  on  one  very 
didirult  and  complex  question,  from 
which  debate  no  one  expected  any 
other  result  but  that  of  knowmg  dis- 
tinctly the  opinions  and  arguments  on 
both  sides,  were  meant  as  a  general 
principle  for  all  questions,  and  as  if 
the  sneer  on  Cobbett  and  his  com- 
peers were  meant  for  all  who  had 
written  previous  to  the  parliamentary 
diacassion.  I  wrote  about  half  a 
dozen  lines  in  calm  and  respectful  re- 
ply, which,  as  there  was  not  room  for 
them,  may  make  the  first  sentence  of 
my  essay.  As  «oon  a.s  I  got  sight  of 
the  Courier  to-day.  I  went  up  to  Mr. 
Street's  room,  intending  to  have  chat- 
ted a  little  on  politics;  and  so  to  have 
introduced  my  admiration  of  Gra- 
ham's letter,  in  the  faopei  that  he 
might  havp  given  it  out  tn-morrow. 
(which,  perhaps,  he  may  have  done). 
But  it  was  two,  and  he  hod  left 
tlie  office.  If  anything  should  occur 
to  you.  which  I  can  do.  or  which  I 
may  do  better,  you  will,  I  know,  be 
as  usual  kiod  enough  to  suggest  it  to 
me.  The  new  Friends  of  the  People 
have  occasioned  much  talk.  I  have 
procured  two  articles  from  the  Morn- 
ing Post.  "  with  the  addrrss."  and 
shall  write  a  paragraph  on  it,  not  aa 
if  it  had  been  omitted  in  the  Courier, 
but  as  recalling  the  public  attention 
to  the  fact  as  iutroductorv  to  the  rea- 
sons grounded  on  it.  If  indiurd  to  a 
nap,  this  letter  may  aid  in  composing 
you.     Had  I  vaxX.  ^o'a,  V  ^QM\<i.  tvv.v 
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hRVC  written  it,  or  if  my  mood  had 
hoeo  the  n^me,  when  i  began  as  now 
1  have  finished  it.  But  a  letter  ie  a 
sort  of  escape -valve,  nod  serves  to 
cool,  hy  evacuating,  the  writer,  how- 
ever it  may  tire  the  leader.

Since  you  left  me,  1  have  been  re- 
flecting a  greot  dral  on  the  subject  of 
the  (^'atlitdic  Qiicaliun,  am)  «nmew]ut 
on  the  fVjuriVrin  genernl.

t  is  for,  very  for,  from  being  an  hy- 
perbole to  afurm,  that  you  tlid  more 
a^inst  the  French  scheme  of  Conti* 
nentnl  domination  than  the  Duke  of 
Wellington  has  done  ;  or  ratbcr,  Wel- 
lington could  neither  have  been  sup- 
plied by  the  Ministers,  or  the  Mirii« 
ters  supported  by  the  nation,  hut  for 
the  tone  first  given  and  then  con- 
stantly kept  up  by  the  plain  urimiois- 
ferial,  anti-opposition,  antJ-Jacobin, 
ftuti-Gallicao.  auti-Napuleon  »ptrit  uf 
your  writings,  aided  by  u  colloquial 
style  ond  evident  good  smsc,  in  which, 
as  acting  on  an  inimcn»e  mass  of 
knowledge  uf  existing  men  and  eiist- 
if)g  vtrcunaiAacm,  you  art  nu^ierwr  to 
Miy  tuAn  I  cycj  racl  with  m  in^  \vCc- 


time.  Indeed  you  are  the  only  hu- 
man  bting,  of  whom  1  ran  say  with 
severe  truth,  that  1  never  conversed 
with  you  for  an  hour  without  remem- 
benibie  in»l ruction;  and  with  the 
same  simplicity  I  dare  afiBrm  toy  be- 
lief, that  my  greater  knowledge  of  mofi 
has  been  useful  to  you,  though  from 
the  nature  of  things  sot  so  useful  as 
your  knowledge  of  men  ba$  been  t« 
me. 

Now,  with  Bucb  convic-iions,  roy 
dear  Stuart,  how  is  it  possible,  that  I 
can  look  back  on  the  conduct  of  the 
Courier,  from  the  period  of  the  Duke 
of  York's  restoration,  without  some 
pain  ?  Vou  cannot  W  seriously  of- 
fended or  affronted  with  me,  if  in  this 
dtep  confidt-nce  and  in  a  Ifttcr,  which, 
or  its  contents,  can  meet  no  eye  but 
your  own.  I  venture  to  declare,  that 
though  since  then  much  baa  been 
done,  very  much  of  high  atihty  to  the 
country,  by  and  under  Mr.  Street, 
yet  the  Courier  itself  has  gradually 
lost  that  sanctifying  spirit,  which  wa» 
the  life  of  its  life,  and  without  which 
even  the  best  and  soundest  principles 
lose  half  their  effect  on  the  human 
mind  ;  1  mean,  the  faith  in  the  faith 
of  the  person  and  paper  which  brings 
them  forward.  They  arc  attributed 
to  the  arcidrmt  of  their  happfnintj  to 
be  for  such  a  side,  or  for  such  ft  parly. 
In  shoit,  there  is  no  longer  any  ruut 
in  l)ie  paper,  out  of  which  all  the  va- 
rious branches  and  fmits,  and  even 
fluttering  leaves,  are  seen  or  believed 
to  grow.  Bnt  it  is  the  old  tiee,  bark- 
ed round  above  the  root,  though  the 
circular  decortication  is  so  small  and 
so  nenlly  filled  "p  «(id  colonrcd  a'!'  to 
be  Kcaiccly  visible  hut  in  its  effects, 
excellent  fruit  still  hanging  on  the 
boughs,  but  they  ore  tied  ou  by  thieada 
aod  hairs. 

In  all  this  I  am  well  aware,  that 
yuu  ore  no  otherwise  tu  be  blamed 
than  in  permitting  that  wliich,  with- 
out disturbance  to  your  heart  and 
tranquillity,  you  could  not,  pt'ihnps, 
have  prevented  or  effectively  modified.

(1  cpeak  from  fact«)  both  tlie  pnpor 
and  ita  conductor  would  have  been 
held  by  the  adhrrcntu  of  miniKtera  in 
far  hight-r  respect;  and  after  all,  nii- 
nistera  do  not  l>ivr  newspapers  in  their 
hearts,  not  e^i-n  lliobc  that  support 
them ;  indeed,  it  seema  epidt-mic 
among  Porliaoieot  men  in  geneml  to 
affect  tu  look  down  upon  and  de> 
fipise  newspapers,  to  wliich  the)'  owe

Can- 
not Mr.  Street  send  me  (•omc  onu  or 
other  of  the  daily  pajHTs  without  ex- 
pense to  you  after  he  has  done  with 
thera.

long    letter 


wrote 
stating  tliat  as  long  as  I  actively  in- 
terfered, the  paper  was  conducted  «n 
tlie  inrlependent  principles  alluded  to 
by  Coleridge;  that  Street  rarely 
(though  sometimes)  disagreed  from 
me  on  public  topics ;  but  that  on 
giviug  him  advice,  though  he  usually 
attended  to  it,  yet  he  so  often  mis- 
tttaled  my  opinions,  that  he  did  us  rois- 
rbief  with  the  Government.  I  was 
desirous  of  keeping  on  terms  with  the 
Ministers,  and  the  paper  hati  done  so 
for  several  years.  When  we  disagreed 
from  them,  it  was  in  the  most  friendly 
way,  and  if  we  thought  one  thing 
wrong,  we  placed  forward  two  that 
were  right.  But  this  course  required 
delicacy  of  managerucnt ;  the  slight- 
est  mistake  spoiled  the  plan ;  Uicsc 
mistakes  Street  fell  into,  and  embar< 
rassod  himself  with  tlic  Ministers.  1 
found  it  better,  therefore,  from  the 
year  1811,  to  leave  Street  entirely  to 
Ilia  own  course,  as  I  would  not  take 
the  trouble  of  conducting  the  paper ; 
so  it  gradually  slid  into  a  mere  Mi- 
nisterial Journal  —  an  instrument  of 
the  Treaaury  j  Street  making  it  ac- 
quire the  reputation  of  being  even  half 
official  J  but  from  the  year  1816,  I  re- 
solved gradually  to  withdraw  from  it 
altogether,  and  at  the  end  of  that  year 
took  steps  accordingly.  The  paper 
acquired  a  high  character  fur  being 
the  organ  of  Government,  and  obtain- 
ed  a  great  circulationi  hut  it  became 
odious  to  the  raol>— excited  by  the 
falsehoods  of  the  weekly  journals.  To 
this  effect  1  wrote  in  reply  to  the  let- 
ter Ib.«>1  infierte<I. 

Coleridge's  request  for  50/.  from 
the  Courier  was  not  complied  with. 
In  the  next  year  after  the  preceding 
letter,  the  Litermr\'  Biography  made 
its  appearance,  in  which  Coleridge 
claimed  the  merit  of  having  made  the 
fortunes  of  the  Morning  Pust  and 
Courier,  and  said  in  effect  he  had  been 
Ul  paid.  Notwithstanding  all  the  flat- 
ter>-  of  the  preceding  letters,  he  in 
that  Biography  never  glanced  a  kind 
exprr»^»iun  or  feeling  towards  me, cither 
by  name  or  oihviwise.  If  he  still 
imagini'd  he  had  tatulc  the  fortunes  of 
the  Morning  Post  and  Courier,  he 
might  nt  kaat  have  added,  that  "al- 
though he  had  the  tiet^t  salary  thru 
given,  it  was  but  a  small  one  in  com.- 
parison  v\t.h  \\\^  SjoXm^A  vtv^  vuVv»%\

yet  Mr.  St  uart,  a'lncif  he  led  the 
Morning  Post,  bad  be«n  most  liberal 
to  him,  he  havinc;  adTanced  —  that 
is,  given  to  bim  —  several  hundred 
pounds." 

Thta  is  an  account  of  what  orcurred 
before  the  appearance  of  llic  Literary 
Biography,  of  which  I  bo  warmly  com- 
plained tu  him  in  person  at  Mr.  Gill- 
man's.  A  few  years  afterwards, 
Coleridge  again  applied  to  me  for 
rooaey.  and  at  various  times  had  to 
the  amount  of  about  ?00l.  in  sums  of 
30/.  20/.  10/.  On  these  occA«tnns  he 
represented  himself  to  be  dtrtr^tsfd  for 
money.  The  publication  of  his  let- 
ters making  such  applications  is  not 
now  made  ;  but  only  such  aa  preceded 
the  Literary  Biography.

1  suppose  y'  Castcrne 
continued  not  very  long  in  the  hands 
of  those  iQoukSi  for    1   kaow   divers 
other  Lordships  w"^^   were  past  away 
by  them  many  hundreds  of  years  since, 
I  shall  be  very  glad  to  doe  you  any 
service  relating  to  your  own  family, 
and  otherwise  when  I  have  any  sca- 
soDable  oportunity ;  but  at  this  time 
I  am  soe  busied  in  preparing  a  fair 
transcript  of  my  copy  for  the   printer, 
and  correcting  the   pretis  here  for  my 
Warwickshire  worke.   (.whereof  about 
80  sheets  is  allready  printed.)  that  I 
cannot  have  scarce  an  bowers  liberty. 
1  beleive  my  bookc  of  Warwickshire 
will  be  two  hundred  sheets,   soe  y'  I 
feare  it  will  hardly  be  finished  till  the 
next  spring,  vi'^  occasions  my  stay  here 
a  long  time;  for  I  began  to  print  about 
Candlemas    last.      It    will    he  inricbt 
w"*  a  multitude  of  rare  cutts  of  the 
arras   and    monaments    every   where, 
and  w'*  severall  maps  of  the  particu- 
lar hundreds,  and  other  things  w***  I 
am  »ure  will  much  please  you ;  but  all 
lyes  upon  my  own  charge ;  but  that  t 
am    hclpt  out    w***    the    most   of  tlie 
monuments  by  many  of  Ule  gentlemen 
of  y' counlrey,   whose  ancestors  they 
cheifly  cuuccrne,  and  of  some  by  other 
well  disposed  and  geoeiouj  hearted 
meo. 


Well.  S'.  let  me  It-ll  you  that  you 
give  noe  other  jadgmcut  of  tlie  Mo- 
nosticon  than  all  the  learned  men  here 
docs  [»ic]  who  doe  most  highly  cxtoU  it; 
and  well  they  may,  for  I  dare  be  bold 
to  say  that  there  is  not  now  extant  In 
any  one  volume  such  a  magazine  of 
extraordinary  rarities ;  nor  can  you 
imagine  the  vast  labour  that  hath  been 
token,  besides  noe  small  cost  in  the 
gathering  of  them. 

Those  mistakes  you  tell  me  of  grew 
thus;  we  were  misguided  in  MicUel- 
ney,  supposing  it  had  been  in  Dorset- 
shire, OS  Middlcton  was.  whereto  it  is 
joyned.  In  that  of  SloLecurcy  'tis 
the  corrector's  fault,  for  1  have  lookl 
my  copye  and  Hnd  it  directed  for 
SomcrsShire.  And  that  of  Newmin- 
ster  juxta  Morpeth,  1  suppose  it  was 
Mr.  Dodsworlh's  oversight,  for  1  de- 
pended much  on  him,  being  a  Northern 
man,  for  tixing  the  stations  of  the 
monostries  in  those  parts.  But  he  is 
now  dead  (about  a  1*2  mouth  since) 
soe  that  as  at  least  the  third  part  of 
this  whole  collection  was  got  together 
by  me  as  I  can  well  demonstrate,  and 
the  ordering  and  methodizing  thereof 
lay  totally  upon  my  fihoulders ;  soo 
am  I  not  like  to  have  any  assistant  to 
help  me  for  the  future  y'  I  know. 
Nevertheless  (by  God's  ble&sing)  1  shall 
goe  cheerfully  on,  to  revive  our  an- 
tiquities here,  in  other  matters  as  well 
as  what  1  tell  you  of,  soe  long  as  God 
spores  life  and  health  tome;  and  should 
account  myselfe  very  happy  to  enjoy 
you  again  amotigat  us.  S*,  1  oftca 
thinke  of  you  and  doe  truly  honour 
you,  and  soe  shall  doe.  resting 
your  must  oblif^ed  and 
humble  servant.  \V.  Dugd&lr.

ON  reading  your  late  account   of 
Prior's  Life  of  Goldsmith,  and  sobsc' 
quently  the  work  iutelf,  I  was  disap-j 
pointetl  in  not  finding  the  least  refer-! 
cncc  to  a  tradition,  which  I  &uppo4«j 
has  not   reached   tbe    learned    world.^ 
but  which  exiiits  hereabouts  respect- 
ing the  Poet  and  hi*  Deserted  VUlagct^ 
it  amounts  to  this.  That  the  poet  sftent' 
the  principal  part  of  one  sommer  at 
leoflt  at  the  village  of  Springfield,  near 
Chelmsfurd.  lodging  at  a  farm  house  ; 
and  that  that  village  was  the  scene  of 
thenoem.    Of  I  he  truth  of  the  firstpart 
of  this  account  1  have  no  doubt ;   for 
the  late  Major  Gretton,  the  son  of  one 
of  the  rectors  of  Hpriogfi»td,  and  the 
brother  of  another,  and  a  gentlrmaa' 
of  the  strictest  integrity,  once  told  me 
that  he  knew  nn   old   lady  who  recol- 
lected .'^efingGolilsmith  walking  aiioat 
Springfield  with  a  long  cane;  and  I 
think  he  said  the  hou^c  was  well  known 
to  almost  every  body  in  the  village  j 
aod  I  once  mentioned  the  matter  to  a 
miller  at  Springfield,  named  Wallis,  I 
believe,  and  he  appeared  to  bo  wrll 
aware  of  the  tradition,  and  to  believe 
it.    saying  that   his   wa^t  the  "  busy 
mill"  on  the  "  never-failmg  brook." 
ttud  that  tlic  "  forty  [K>urid&  a  year  " 
had  not  b*een  much  increased,  for  the 
then  curalx:  hud  but  fifly.

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the  poet,  in  his  dp<lication,  states  thot 
be  had  "  Mikcn  all  [»o«i.iblc  pains  in 
his  eoim/i-y  exruraiuns  I'ur  fotir  or  five 
ycftra  past  to  be  certain  of  tbc  troth 
of  what  he  alleged."  which  excursions, 
I  believe,  are  not  pretcndrr)  to  have 
been  aoy  other  than  Englith  ones ; 
bcftides  which,  be  represents  Britannia 
ai  mourning,  and  England  a»  grieving 
over  the  result  of  the  luxury  against 
which  he  declaims — that  luxury  refer- 
ring, as  the  work  itself  admits,  to 
England,  and  being  inapplicable  to 
Ireland.  The  tinpoetical  description  of 
Lissuy  amounts  to  this,  "  that  it  con- 
sisted of  arable  and  pasture  land,  with 
the  recommendation  of  a  good  sheep- 
walk  ;"  that  there  was  a  school,  the 
master  of  which  was  Paddy  burns ;  on 
alehouse,  at  that  time  kept  by  a  woman 
called  Walsey  Cruse,  with  a  hawthorn 
hush,  remarkably  targe,  standing  oppo- 
site tn  it;  and  a  hou^e  (neither  par- 
sonage nor  glebe)  pleasantly  situated, 
and  of  good  dimensions,  once  occupied 
by  the  rector  (the  poet's  father),  with 
two  or  three  vrf/cfitd  cottages  sur- 
roanded  by  mwi  adjoining  it:  almost 
all  of  which  Is  so  unlike  the  village 
described  in  the  poem,  that  scarcely  a 
feature  can  be  traced  : — in  particular, 
here  is  no  sheltered  cot,  nor  cultivated 
farm,  nor  village- green,  nor  any  night- 
ingale, all  of  which  are  to  be  found  at 
Springfield.  As  to  the  nightingale, 
we  have  the  poet's  own  authority  for 
stating  that  it  is  not  even  known  in 
Ireland  f  and.  besides,  there  la  this  dis- 
crepancy respecting  the  keeper  of  the 
public-house,  the  Lissoy  account  being 
that  it  was  kept  by  a  woman,  while 
Goldsmith  makes  no  mention  of  any 
hostess,  but  docs  of  the  host ;  and  as  to 
the  hawthom-bu»h,  upon  which  great 
•troaa  Is  laid,  if  there  was  not  acluaJIy 
nne  at  Springfield,  such  things,  with 
scats  round  them,  were  formerly  very 
common  In  Englinh  villages,  and  in- 
deed have  not  yet  totally  diF>appeared ; 
and  I  should  think  that  the  parlour 
splendours  of  the  alehouse  so  felici- 
tously described  by  the  poet  would 
vei7  ill  accord  with  those  of  an  Irish 
alehouse,  with  which  is  associated,  in 
my  ideas,  more  of  whiskey  than  of  the 
nut'hrown  ale  of  sweet  Auburn;  to 
all  which  may  be  added,  that  the 
"  Village  of  the  I'lain  "  is  as  applica. 
ble  to  Springfield  as  it  can  well  be  to 
Lissoy  ;  and  that  there  are  a  never- 
Omt.  Mae.  Vot.  iX. 


failing  brook,  a  glassy  stream,  a  busy 
mill,  n  village  alchause,  and  a  dcrent 
church  at  Springtield  as  well  as  at 
Lissoy  ;  and  there  is  to  this  day  on 
the  villagc<green  at  Springfield  a  pool 
whereon  noisy  geese  have  time  out  of 
mind  gabbled,  and  do  still  gabble. 

There  is  also  this  other  circumstance 
in  favour  of  Springfield,  trifling  in 
itself,  but  which^  coupled  with  others^ 
may  be  considered  of  soma  import- 
ance. It  Is  admitted  that  the  charac- 
ters of  Mr.  PrimroHC  in  the  Vicar  of 
Wakefield,  and  the  Village  Porsoa  in 
the  Deserted  Village,  are  identical,  that 
of  the  one  being  a  continuation  of  that 
of  the  other,  or.  as  it  is  expressed  in 
the  work,  the  character  in  the  first 
is  carried  out  in  the  other;  and  in  tlie 
Vicar  of  Wakefield,  Mr-  Primrose  is 
described  as  having  been  imprisoned 
for  debt.  Now,  it  so  happens  that 
the  rector  of  Springfield,  who  was  in- 
ducted in  1746,  ami  was,  as  it  should 
Rcero,  alive  in  176S  (the  Vicar  of 
Wakefield  having  been  published  in 
1766),  was  actually  imprisoned  for 
debt ;  at  what  exact  period  [  cannot 
say ;  but,  as  1  have  understood  hia 
embarrassment  arose  from  his  having 
uew-built  the  paraonagc-faouse,  ttwaa 
most  likely  in  the  early  part  of  hia 
incumbency,  and  consequently  before 
Goldsmith's  supposed  visit  to  Spring- 
field :  now,  as  we  do  not  lenrn  that 
ever  such  a  misfortune  happened  to 
tlie  poet's  father  or  brother,  surely  it 
is  not  unreasonable  to  suppose  that 
the  poet  might  have  taken  the  hint  of 
Mr.  Primrose's  imprisonment  from  the 
misfortunes  of  the  Springfield  pastor. 

Upon  the  whole  1  thmk  the  trutli 
may  b«,  that  some  of  the  figures  in 
the  picture  are  Irish,  and  no  doubt 
from  Lissoy  ;  but  that  many,  perhaps 
roost,  of  tliem  are  English  ;  and.  if  so, 
surely  we  may,  in  the  absence  of  other 
evidence,  refer  to  Springfield  for  the 
originHls,

THE  life  of  ^sop,  sometimes  printed 
with  his  Fabli»,  was  an  invention  of 
the  writer  Maximua  Planudes.  a  Greek 
monk,  as  is  shown  by  the  auacfaron- 
isnui  which  are  fouud  in  it.  He  makes 
bira    contemporary    with  &   LucerH** 
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king  of  Babylon,  and  a  Nectaneh.  kinR 
of  Kgypl ;  the  latter  of  whom  (unless 
Plaaudes  is  to  be  tin.*  oulv  oracle  of 
ancient  histonO  did  not  ifve  till  200 
years  after  .tlsop,  and  ilia  former 
never  existed  at  all.  lie  never  speaks 
of^-Evop  an  living  at  A tb ens,  though 
Phcedrus  places  bim  there.  Lib.  I. 
Fab.  2*,  Lib.  II.  Fab.  9t.  Lib.  III. 
Fab.  U.  and  Lib,  IV.  Fab.  4.*  And 
he  nt  one  time  puts  into  bis  moulh  n 
passage  from  tiiiripidc3«  who  was  not 
l>orn  till  nearly  a  century  adcr  his 
death.  See  "  Fabica  of  ^Ksop  and 
others  in  Knglii^h,  bv  Croxall,  London. 
1731."  Lib.  III.  Fab.  14.  -Esopus  lu- 
dens. 

We  are  bound  to  believe,  from  the 
evidence  of  ahtit|uity.  that  ^^i^sop  was 
a  Phrygian,  an  lie  is  called  "  Aiaamos 
6  ♦pi/f  by  Lucian  ;  "  Phryx  .Kso- 
uuft,"  by  Phiedrus  ;  and  "  vE&opus  ille, 
e  Phrygift,  Fabulator."  by  A.  Gettius. 
Neither  need  we  question  that  he  was 
a  blavc.  nr  that  he  lived  in  the  time  of 
Crnesus  king  of  Lydia,  if  we  believe  on 
the  aulhnrity  of  ancient  authors,  Phsc- 
drus  and  Plutarch,  that  be  spoke  to 
the  Athenians  on  the  occasion  of  Pj- 
fiistratus  ruaking  himself  master  of 
their  liberliis  (Phwd.  Lib.  1.  Fab.  2>, 
which  theOifurd  marbles  fix  SGl  «.  c, 
about  the  time  ('ru.>sus  lo<jt  his  eldest 
son  ;  or  that  he  was  sent  by  Crnesus 
to  consult  the  nrncle  at  Delpbo^,  and 
as  envoy  to  Pcriander  king  of  Corinth  ; 
though  Lnrcher,  in  his  chronoluj^icnl 
table  (1  know  nut  un  what  authority), 
while  he  puis  down  C'rosus  and  Peri- 
andcr  as  contemporarii's,  makes  /Ksnp 
flourifih  62  years  before  Cnusus  ascend- 
ed the  throne.  It  also  soenia  likL-ly 
that  yEsop  was  a  Phrygian,  and  con- 
temporary with  C'roMus,  and  might 
have  lived  in  Cireece,  from  the  coin- 
cidence of  historical  facts. 

HerudutuH,  t'lin.  2^,  gives  the  Phrj-- 
Kians  asoneuf  the  nations  thai  Crce^^im 
had  broufflit  under  hie  power;  so  that, 
being  a  Phrygian.  Ai<op  was  a  subject 
of  Cru-sus ;  und  as  Cra'sus  was  the 
fiTMt  who  «ubju(tated  some  nf  the  Greek 
states. — the    lunians,    .-Kuliana,    and

Dorians, — and  brought  olber*.  the 
Lacedemonians,  into  alliance  wil 
him  (Hfrod.  Clio,  6.).  ALsop  migl 
have  been  brought  into  Greece,  and  to 
Athens,  in  the  war;  or  in  Uie  subse- 
quent intercourse  between  Crcesus  and 
the  Greeks,  when  so  many  of  the 
Greek  men  of  learning.  naX  ot}  koI  £A- 
\cov.  ayijp  'Aft)vuioj,  went  over  to  the 
court  of  Crtpsus  nt  Sard  is. 

But  though  ^-l!^?op  might  have  brongltt 
his  fables  into  Greece,  internal  evi- 
dence, and  historical  as  well  aa  actual 
fact,  afford  grounds  for  belief,  that 
those  fables,  or  their  prototypes  in  a 
somewhat  different  shape,  were  known 
to  surac  of  the  nations  nf  A$iu  long 
before  he  was  born  ;  and  that  he  only 
Ilellenized  and  applied  them  in  Greece, 
as  Phaedrus  afterwards  UomanUed 
them  in  Italy,  though  both  :.-i:l8ap  and 
Phnidnis  might  have  written  a  few  of 
those  in  their  collections.  Eastern 
nations  have  spoken  in  fable  and  alle- 
gory from  the  most  remote  time;  al- 
legory  is  imbndied  in  their  very  lan- 
guages; and  fables  and  tales  consti- 
tute the  chief  part  of  their  popular 
literature. 

If  anyone  begin  to5tudy  the  modi'm 
languages  uf  the  lilnsl.  the  book  that 
he  will  read  first  iu  Ilindonstanee, 
Persian,  or  Araljie.  will  mo^l  likely  be 
a  collection  of  tales,  among  wliicb  lie 
will  be  sure  to  find  soniu  of  iEiop'a 
fables. 

The  Selection*  from  Hindoo  Writers, 
u:gcd  at  the  ICast  India  Academy,  begin 
with  the  "  Dog  and  Shadow."  or  llic 
"Cunis  oatans"  of  Pheedrus ;  and  next  to 
this  we  havevirluully  the  common  fable 
of  "reckoning  one's  rliickentt  before 
they  arc  hatched:"  though  thecharactcr 
of  the  piece  ift  not  a  girl  following  the 
fancied  gritwth  of  future  wealth  from 
a  pail  of  milk,  but  a  man  with  a  pitcher 
nf  oil  on  his  head.  Then  wc  tlnd 
"The  Ass  m  the  Tigi  r'-*  skin."  eKsen- 
tiidly  i.ur  fftble  uf  "The  Ais  in  ihe 
Lion's  itkin,"  and  the  weM-kuown  oiic 
of  "The  Man  and  his  Son  with  the 
Aj5,"  trying  in  vain  to  escape  ridicule 
and  censure.  Uut  if  we  takf^  up,  after 
lhfsefablc4iu  Hiudou»innee^  a  Pentian 
bwjk,  the  '/Vo/i  Ntmoh.  or  "Taica  of 
n  Parrot,"  not  only  some  that  ar*  m 
the  MindiHi  Scltvlinn*.  but  that  of 
.y.iim  of  the  man  who  put  a  serpent 
intn  liiu  lui&um  ;  though  in  the  K.ast  he 
of  ^^w%«  \v^^3  il  iulu  what  is   ihtrt 
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nsetl  as  the  Greek  K'iXfros,  hi*  slfeve. 
Now  the  PiTftian  I'alcs  of  a  Pairot, 
of  wliich  I  am  speaking,  wvte  written 
in  or  translated  into  popular  Persian 
for  common  readioff  by  Mahummi-d 
Kadery,  thr  original  talcs  by  Nakh&ha- 
by  being,  as  he  pay^i  in  hi$  preface, 
writtrn  in  a  diflorcnt  and  abstruse 
style — pL'thaps  in  old  Persic;  and  yet 
the  fable  of  the  man  wbu  put  the 
RCffkcnt  into  hlii  sleeve  has  been  so 
long  known  in  India,  that  the  Hin- 
doos have  derived  from  it  an  epithet 
foroneAvho  abusi'i  tJic  coiiiidcucc  of 
intimacy,  callini;  liiin  Jstetntca  tiampt, 
"  a  serpent  of  the  ^sleeve." 

Sir  William  Jones  (Preface,  Persian 
Grammar)  says  that  the  most  excel- 
lent book  in  the  Persian  language  \r, 
in  his  opinion,  the  collection  of  talex 
and  fables  called  Amrnri  Snhnil,  or 
"The  lights  of  Canopus."  by  Hussein 
Vaes,  or  (Jashefi  ;  nho,  it  aeeme, 
copied  from  an  older  writer,  Pilpay 
or  Bidfuiy. 

The  Kastern  mind,  if  not  the  human 
mind  every  where  in  some  state  of 
cultivation,  seems  to  delight  in  fablc« 
and  tliereforc  to  be  ver\'  susceptible  of 
fable  or  allegorical  teaching.  Our 
Lord  himself,  who  knew  what  was  in 
the  heart  of  every  man,  taught  his 
disciples  by  parables,  and  without  a 
parable  spake  he  not  unto  them  ;  and 
Mr.  Shijrmaiin  of  the  mission  at  Dc- 
narcs.  in  5peaking  uf  the  preaching 
l>est  suited  to  the  Hindoos,  snya  (Mis- 
sionary Mag.

teacher  of  every  other  Irulli,  that  when 
{people  arc  to  be  taught  by  figure  or 
fable,  it  shoutd  be  taken  from  the 
sphere  of  their  own  observation;  and 
it  seems  likely  that  a  man  who  should 
try  to  teach  any  people  a  truth  by  a 
fable  of  animals,  would  select  those 
animals  whose  characters  and  babiLi 
should  be  known  to  them  rather  than 
those  of  which  they  know  little  or 
nothing  but  from  hearsay.  But  eight 
or  nine  of  /Ksop'a  fables  are  of  the 
lion  ;  and  others  are  of  the  crocodile, 
the  camel,  and  the  upc  :  and  as  Hero, 
diitus  says.  Mclp.  4<1,  that  the  Indus 
was  the  only  river  besides  the  Ndc 
that  produced  crocodiles,  and  in  Thalia 
1U3,  describes  some  r\ternal  pcculi. 
arities  of  the  camel  which,  he  says, 
were  not  known  to  the  Greeks  ;  and, 
as  the  lion  and  ape  were  not  com- 
mon animals  among  them,  internal 
evidence  also  directs  us  fur  the  origin 
of  those  fables  to  the  East. 

One  of  .lisnp'a  fables  is  of  a  fisher- 
man who  piped  to  the  fiKhp*i  that  they 
might  dance,  but  made  them  do  so 
only  by  pulling  Lhcm  out  with  the  net ; 
and  this  is  Uie  very  fable  that  Cvrus 
tells  to  tlic  loniana  and  .iiloliaos,  when, 
after  the  overllirow  of  the  Lydians, 
they  sent  him  ambassadors  to  Sardis 
(Herod.  Clio,  HI).  How  did  he  get 
this  fable?  It  is  not  likely  from  his 
birth  and  breeding  that  he  hod  read 
Gretrk  authors  before  he  subdued 
Lydia,  and  so  far  the  inference  is  that 
he  had  found  it  in  some  other  lan- 
guage, and  therefore  did  not  get  it 
from  ^sop.

Book  are  louoded  upon  a  paa«ac;e  JD 
♦l*oweir»  Ucpcrtory  of  Hccords.'  " 

In  Dr.  O'Connor's  Catalogue  of  the 
Stowe  Maouscrtpt*.  vol.  2,  p.  35 — 37. 
nay  be  seen  a  di-tailed  account  of  this 
book,  which  is  more  coirect  than  that 
of  Dr.  Dibflin,  or  of  your  Corrcapon* 
d<nt.  and  from  which  it  will  appear 
that  it  is  not  a  Psalter,  but  a  part  of 
the  Goapels  :  that  uo  mention  is  made 
of  ita  ever  having  been  in  the  posses- 
aion  of  Speltnan,  and  that  its  ctaimft 
aa  a  "Coronation  Rook"  are  not 
founded  upon  the  passage  in  "  Pow- 
ell's  Repertory  of  Krconis,"  but  upon 
the  authority  of  Mr.  Madox,  the  hii- 
toriogiapher.

Urhas,  Maidttont, Feb. 3, 
I  HAVE  consulted  every  biographi- 
cal and  historical  work  within  my 
rrach,  but  have  never  yet  been  able  to 
discover  any  account  of  the  Rev.  W. 
Gurnall.  the  author  ofthat  wcll-knowa 
and  popular  theological  work,  "The 
Christian  in  Complete  Armour/'  pub- 
lished in  four  volumes,  lie  appears 
to  have  led  a  very  pivate  life  at  La^i 
vcnham,  and  was  litllc  known  beyond 
the  ncit^hbourbood,  in  which  he  la- 
boured iu  n  truly  zealous,  talented 
clergyman  fur  many  years.  The  above 
celebrated  work  has,  however,  render- 
ed his  name  familiar  to  moit  of  lUe 
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JUfMoir  oftke  Rev.  W,  Gurmin. 
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clergy  and  dissenting  ministcra  of  the 
pt09cnt  day ;  on  which  account  it  is 
to  be  irgrettcd  that  so  few  particu* 
lars  rv»i«octing  our  author  should 
cxi»t.  The  substance  of  the  inclosed 
memoir  was  printed  scTcrat  years  ago 
in  a  magaxtne  of  a  ^-ery  limited  circu- 
lalion»  and  contains*  perhans.  all  that 
can  now  be  collected  about  liim.  The 
tVtnenl  sermon  of  this  excellent  divine 
was  pn«chcd  by  the  Rot.  W.  Burkitt, 
the  auUior  of  a  commentary  on  the 
New  Testament,  frwu  whicK  it  may 
be  eoncludcxl  that  a  main  part  of  the 
inckv^l  statement  wa5  taken.

William  Gvhxail 

Wai-  the  son  of  Thoma*  .ind  Ethcl- 
dreda  Ciurnall.  of  Walpolc  St.  Teter's, 
in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  in  which 
place  it  is  prol>abIe  that  he  was  Kirn 
in  the  year  IftlT.  I'he  exact  date  of 
his  birth  and  the  character  of  his  youth- 
ful days  arc  unknown.  He  entered 
the  university  at  an  early  age,  being 
only  in  his  fifteenth  year.  He  became 
pensioner  of  Emanuel  College.  Cam- 
bridge,  and  matriculated  on  March 
29,1632.  He  took  his  degree  of  M.A. 
ia  i639,  and  subeequently  became  a 
lelhw  ofhu  college. 


It  would  appear  that  he  quitted  tbe 
University  when  he  took  his  degree, 
and  was  appointed  to  officiate  in  the 
parish  church  of  Lavenham.     In  the 
character   of  assistant  or  curate  he 
continued  till  1644«  when,  on  the  dcadi 
of  the  Rector^  Dr.  Copinger,  and  at 
the  request  of  the  parish^  he  was  pre- 
sentcd  to  the  living  by  the  pabtMi,  Sir 
Symonds  D'£wes.    This  preaentatioo 
was  duly  con6rmed  by  an   order  of 
the  House  of  Commons*  bearing  date 
Dec.   16,    1644.      In  this  order  Mr. 
Gurnall  was  described  as  a  "learn- 
ed, godly,  and  orthodox  divine."     It 
will  occur  to  the  reader,  that  Mr.  Gur- 
nall's    induction  to  the    living    was 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  reign  of 
Charles  the    First,  when  Prcsbyteri- 
anism  had  become  the  dominant  reli- 
gion of  the  land.   Numerous  and  fierce 
were  the  religious  controversies  of  that 
day.      Painful   and  deadly  were  the 
struggles  made  for  liberty  of  consci- 
ence aud  perfect  freedom  in  all  matters 
pertai n ing    to    religion.      Occasional 
allusions  to  these  scenes  occur  in  the 
early  parts  of  the  Christian  Armour.  It 
is  gratifying,  however,  to  perceive  that 
the  eminent  piety  of  the  author  would 
not  allow  him  to  stoop  to  the  odious 
task  of  reviling  his  opponents,  a  mea- 
sure too  often  adopted  by  the  ecclesi- 
astics of  his  time.      It  is  somewhat 
remarkable,  that  in  so  large  and  mul- 
tifarious  a  work  as  the  "  Christian  in 
Complete  Armour,"  and  a  work  which 
was   published   at    inter^'als,    during 
the  closing    years    of   the   reign    of 
Charles  the    First,  the  whole  period 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  first 
year  of  Charles  the  Second,    should 
contain   so  little  of  the  bitterness  of 
controversy,  and  of  the  asperity  of 
partizanship.     His  "  love  of  peace,  his 
universal  charily,"  and  his  supreme 
aniiety  for  the  spiritual  good  of  bis 
readers,  undoubtedly  led  him  to  ab- 
stain  as  much  as  possible  from  all 
allusions  which  might  awaken  painful 
associations,  or  provoke  needless  or 
injurious  controversy.     As  a  Presby- 
terian. Mr.  Gumall  continued  to  mi- 
nister  in   holy   things,  in  the  parish 
churchufLavenham,for  eighteen  years. 
The  fatal  year  of  1602  at  length  arrived, 
and   the  "  Act  of  Uniformity "  was 
passed.    The  day  of  trial,  Aug.  24 tb, 
was  fast  approaching,  and  now  waa  the 
>ju&%  -w\Mea  >3dm  "  Veaiued,  godly,  %n^ 
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orthnilox  divine/'  in  common  with 
his  brethren,  must  be  put  to  the  test. 
He  was  held  in  great  e»teem  by  his 
brethren,  and  many  were  looking  to 
his  example.  He  doubtless  duty  con- 
ftidered  the  mntter ;  but  at  length 
yielded,  and  consented  to  take  the 
oath  by  which  he  d^lnred  his  previous 
ordination  to  be  invaUd,  and  promised 
to  give  his  unfeigned  a&Kcnt  and  coa- 
Ecnt  to  all  and  every  tiling  contained 
in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  He 
was  epii»cupally  ordnined  on  August 
22nd,  only  two  days  previously  to  the 
Act  of  St.  Bartholomew,  when  two 
thousand  ofhis  fellow  labourers  quitted 
at  once  and  for  ever  the  bosom  of  the 
church.  His  appointment  was  recon- 
firmed by  the  Court  on  the  presenta- 
tion of  Thomas  Bowes,  Ksq.  of  Brom- 
ley-hall, in  Kssex.  It  is  -.aid  that 
several  ministers  in  neighbouring  pa< 
risfacs  followed  his  example.  His  con- 
formity excited,  no  doubt,  the  surprise 
of  many,  and  gave  ri&e  to  various 
suspicions  respecting  cillier  his  &ince- 
rity  or  his  orthodoxy.  These  were  pro- 
hably  unfounded;  and  indeed  his  friend 
Burkitt,  in  the  sermon  he  preached  at 
hi^  funeral,  repels  the  insinuations 
with  indignant  scorn.  It  would  seem 
that  some  of  the  titles  and  vestments 
of  episcopacy  were  not  very  congenial 
to  Mr.  (iuinall's  mind.  He  had  for 
nearly  twenty  years  been  accustomed 
to  designate  iiimself  as  "  the  Minister 
or  Pastor  of  tbe  Church  al  l^venham," 
a  designation  which  be  ever  afterwards 
retained  ;  and  a-i,  during  his  presbyte- 
riau  pattiifiship  he  had  never  worn  a 
fcurplice,  so,  now,  though  a  conformist, 
he  could  not  bring  himself  to  wear  it : 
he  therefore  kept  a  curate  to  discharge 
thoae  dutieg  which  necessarily  required 


that  sacerdotal  habiliment  for  their  due 
performance. 

Mr.  Gurnall.  in  the  year  following 
his  first  presentation  to  the  rectory  of 
Lnvcnham.  married  the  daughter  of 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Mott,  of  Stoke  by 
Nayland.  He  is  describnl  by  Calaroy 
as  a  valuable  man.  Twelve  children 
were  the  fruit  of  this  marriage.  Mrs. 
Gurnall  sun'ivcd  her  husband  nineteen 
years.  Several  of  his  daoghters  were 
subsequently  ranrried  to  clergymen. 
One  of  his  sons,  John,  became  a  mi- 
nister in  the  estahliflhed  church.  Of 
his  family  little  is  now  known,  and  it 
is  not  improbable  that  it  is  nearly,  if 
not  altogether,  eitLnct.  Mr.  Gurnall 
appears  to  have  possessed  but  delicate 
health.  To  his  bodily  weakness  he 
aflectingly  alludes  in  bis  "  Christian 
Armour." 

Of  his  last  days  no  particulars  are 
recorded  ;  his  death  was  easy,  and  look 
place  on  the  r2tb  Oct.  167^.  He  waa 
interred  at  Lavcnham ;  but  no  stone 
marks  the  place  of  his  sepulture,  or  re- 
cords a  memorial  of  his  worth.  Besides 
the  Christian  Armour,  be  published 
two  separate  discourses  ;  one  in  16SC, 
entitled,  the  Magistrate's  Portraiture, 
preached  at  the  couuty  election;  the 
Chriatian's  La  bourandUcward,  preach- 
ed on  occasion  oftbe  death  of  Lady 
Mary  Vere.  of  Castle  Hedingham,  Es- 
sex. It  is  slated  in  Watt's  Bibliotheca, 
that  he  publii^hed  a  quarto  volume  of 
sermons  in  IfiGo,  but  of  the  correct- 
ness of  this  statement  there  is  at  pre- 
sent some  doubt.  Perhaps  some  of 
your  antiquarian  literary  friends  will 
be  able  to  decide  the  qucstian>  by  fur- 
nishing a  description  of  the  volume^  if 
it  be  in  existence.

THE  Old  Golden  Lion  Public  House, 
which  stood  in  the  High  Street,  Ful- 
ham,  and  was  polled  down  in  April 
1636>  presented  a  curious  Bpecimen  of 
the  architecture  of  the  Tudor  ages. 
The  irregular  form  of  the  building  had 
a  picturesque  effect :  it  was  construct- 
ed iu  the  usual  manner  of  the  period, 
being  of  brick  to  the  first  &tory,  and 
timber  work  and  plaster  above;  the 
roof  highly  ridged  and  tiled.  An  en- 
trance  from  the  street  opened  into  a 
small  passage  or  hall,  having  the  great 
stairs  immediately  facing  the  entrance 
door ;  the  massive  balusters  and  huge 
posts  surmounted  by  lofty  pinnacles, 
and  the  dim  light  from  the  small  lat- 
ticed window,  gave  a  sombre  appear- 
ance to  this  part  of  the  edifice. 

In  a  room  north  of  the  hall  was 
discovered^  at  the  north-east  corner, 
on  taking  down  the  wainscot,  the  re- 
mains of  a  small  winding  staircase  of 
brick  and  stone,  which  led  originally 
to  the  upper  part  of  the  mansion ;  the 
low  pointed  arched  doorway  was 
about  two  feet  six  inches  in  width : — 
these  stairs  immediately  joined  a  large 
fire-place.  In  the  apartment  on  the 
south  side  of  the  hall  was  a  trap 
door,  which  opened  on  to  a  short 
flight  of  winding  stairs  leading  into 
M  Vaulted  cellar,  wall  built  of  brick 
with  courses  of  Btooe,  having  a  i^ceti 
on  the  north  side;  $a  ftiched  dooi- 
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way  of  stone  faced  a  flight  of  stone 
steps  leading  to  the  back  part  of  the 
building :  this  vault  had  not  been 
used  for  many  years,  and  was  com- 
monly known  as  **  Bishc^  Bonner's 
Dungeon."  The  east  view  of  the 
mansion  presented  a  more  irregular 
front  than  the  west.  The  general  cha- 
racter of  the  original  structure  was 
distinguished  by  long  windows  di- 
vided into  numerous  lights  by  massive 
muUions  and  transomes.  Ad  apart- 
ment on  the  principal  story  was  of 
some  interest  ;  the  obtusely  pointed 
arched  fire-place,  enriched  panelling 
of  oak,  and  abay  window,  together  with 
its  size,  being  larger  than  the  other 
apartments,  would  prove  this  to  have 
been  the  grand  room  of  the  house. 
Heavy  beams  of  chetnut  crossed  the 
ceiling — supported  by  a  slender  pillar 
at  the  intersection.  Some  apartments, 
south  of  this  principal  room,  had  been 
disused  for  many  years ;  the  windows 
being  partly  blocked  up.  A  room  on 
the  east  side  was  wainscoted  and 
panelled  in  a  plainer  style ;  a  long 
window  extended  the  whole  length  of 
the  east  end  of  the  apartment,  and  a 
thick  beam  crossed  the  ceiling,  sup- 
ported at  each  end  by  rude  pieces  of 
timber.  The  fire-place  was  highly 
enriched  by  caryatid  figures,  and  carved 
work  of  oak-foliage  in  low  relief  orna- 
mented the  atone  mantle.— (S^e  Me 
PUte.'^ 
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■  The  ftre>plBce  in  the  •partnient  im< 
nediatety^  under  this  on  ttic  biucment 
tfloor  was  aUo  much  oniaincntcd,  and 
41  also  represented  in  the  occuiupany- 
ing  etching. 

The  upper  rooms  were  exceedingly 
lofty  and  airy,  the  spare  usually  di- 
vided off  into  lofts  being  open  to  the 
roof — showing  the  heavy  beams  and 
girders  in  all  their  rude  simplicity  ;  the 
windows  small  and  near  tlic  roof,  the 
doorways  narrow  aod  low,  and  formed 
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roughly  of  unplaued  boards— opening 
by  a  wooden  latch  and  spring. 

Mr.  Faulkner,  in  bis  History  of 
Fulbam.  supposes  this  mansion  to 
have  been  of  the  time  of  Henry  the 
Seventh  ;  and  that  it  was  the  residence 
of  Uishop  Bonner,  is  the  current  tradi- 
tion of  tlie  neighbourhood.      C.  W.

*ith  four  great  giants,  with  goodly

THE  last  number  of  the  British  and 
Foreign  Review  contains  an  article  rc> 
Bpecting  Sir  Edward  Coke,  in  which 
the  writer,  after  a  reference  to  Roger 
Bigod  Earl  of  Norfolk  and  Lord  Mar- 
shal, makes  the  following  observation 
by  way  of  note  : 

"This  is  the  title  according  to  the 
statute  31  Henry  VIIL  c.  10,  a  title  ana- 
logons  to  l40rd  Chancellor,  LordTreasurer, 
Lord  Steward,  Lord  Admiral,  &c.  Earl 
Marshal  ii  an  unauthorised  innovation, 
for  which  we  do  not  know  that  there  is 
any  more  authority  than  for  Earl  Chan- 
cellor, Earl  Treasurer,  Earl  Admiral, 
Earl  Steward,  or  Earl  Chamberlain.*' 

Had  the  writer  of  the  foregoing  note 
taken  the  trouble  to  consult  Sir  Ed- 
ward Coke's  works,  he  would,  I  ap- 
prehend, have  been  convinced  that 
theie  is  ample  authority  for  the  as- 
sumption  of  the  title  in  question. 

In  the  Commentary  on  Littleton, 
chap.  viii.  sect.  153,  Sir  Edward 
Coke  remarks — "  And  this  is  to  be  ob- 
served, that  though  there  were  divers 
Lord  Marshals  of  England  before  the 
reign  of  K.  II.  yet  King  R.  11.  created 
Thomas  Mowbray  Duke  of  Norfolk 
the  first  Earl  Marshal  of  England,  per 
nomen  Comitis  Mareschalli  AngUae." 
And  in  the  fourth  Institute,  page  128, 
he  cites  n  grant  dated  12th  June  20th 
Richard  H.  (and  which  he   says  was 


confirmed  by  Act  of  Parliament)  in 
which,  ader  reciting  that  he  had  grant- 
ed the  office  of  Marshal  of  England  to 
Thomas  [Mowbray]  Earl  of  Notting- 
ham for  life,  the  King  grants  the  afore- 
said office  "UNA  CUM  NUUINE  ET 
HONORS  COHITIB   MaRBSCHALLI,**    tO 

the  said  Earl  and  the  heirs  male  of  his 
body. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  Sir  Ed- 
ward  Coke  is  mistaken  in  the  date  of 
the  document  thus  cited,  as  it  agrees 
with  the  copy  of  a  grant  bearing  date 
the  12th  January,  9th  Richard  II. 
given  at  length  in  a  note  to  Edmond- 
son's  Heraldry,  vol.  i.  p.  55;  and  $ir 
Henry  Spelman/  Sandford,"*  Collins,*^ 
andother  authors,  concur  in  stating  that 
Thomas  Mowbray  Earl  of  Nottingham 
had  a  grant  of  the  office  of  Earl  Mar- 
shal to  him  and  the  heirs  male  of  his 
body  in  the  ninth  of  Richard  II.  Both 
the  latter  writers,  however,  appear  to 
be  in  error  in  stating  the  grant  to  bear 
date  on  the  12th  February  instead  of 
the  12th  ot  January t  and  Collins  calls 
the  grantee  Duke  of  Norfolk,  although 
he  did  not  bear  that  title  till  some 
years  subsequently  :  a  mistake  likewise 
committed  by  Sir  Edward  Coke  in  the 
passage  cited  from  his  Commentary  on 
Littleton. 

The  error  of  Sir  Edward  Coke  in 
fixing  on  the  20th  of  Richard  II.  as 
the  date  of  the  grant  to  the  Earl  of 
Nottingham,  may  probably  be  referred 
to  some  confusion  created  by  the  cir- 
cumstance of  the  King  having  on  the 
1 6th  of  February  in  the  last  mentioned 
year  made  a  grant  (confirmed  by  Par- 
liament) to  the  Earl  of  Nottingham, 
by  which,  after  reciting  the  grant  lo 
hira  and  the  heirs  male  of  his  body  of 
the  office  of  Earl  Marshal,  the  King 
granted  to  him  and  such  heirs  male, 
the  reversions  of  the  several  offices  of 
Marshal  of  the  King's  Bench,  Marshal 
of  the  Exchequer,  and  Marshal  Pro- 
claimer  before  the  Steward  and  Mar- 
shal of  the  Household;  and  that  he  and

Then?  if*  ample  proof  that  previously 
to  Richard  the  Sccond'n  grant,  ihe 
title  of  JCarl  Marshal  was  occaflionally 
used. 

Madox  cites  documents  of  tlie  re- 
spective dates  of  the  Ut  John,  Itilh 
John.  I4th  Henry  III.  and -lUt  Mcnry 
III.  in  which  the  title  o(  Enrl  Slat- 
Bhal  occurs.* 

It  also  occurs  in  a  record  cited  by 
Blomefield  of  the  date  of  .34tli  Henry 
UV  in  the  Parliament  Uollof  the  J6th 
Edward  I.*  and  in  a  document  of  the 
date  of  20th  Edwartl  in.  quoted  in  a 
note  to  Rclifiuiic  Spelmannianu-> 

In  the  3i)th  Ivdward  I.  Alicia Hygod 
is  styled  Cotinlest  Mar&hal,  and  by  that 
title  constituted  attornies  to  sue  for 
her  dower  before  the  King  and  his 
Council,'  and  in  the  9th  Edward  II. 
the  hundred  of  tCarsham  in  Norfolk  is 
stated  to  be  held  by  the  Countess  Mar- 
shal .J 

Various  otiier  instances  of  the  early 
application  of  the  titleof  Eail  Munthal 
and  Countess  Mart>bal  arc  given  by 
Edmondson,  whose  remark  on  the 
subject  1  shall  take  leave  to  quote. 

" '111 e  style  of  Comes  Mnresmtlas  was 
prcbnbly  ftlill  more  anuicut  ttisn  any  of 
the  inetanres  here  produced,  and  in  all 
likcUliood  arose  fiom  tbe  pcTMiDii  on 
whom  the  office  of  Mari>bnl  wnn  usaally 
conferred,  being  EorU  or  Couiitei,  at  or 
before  the  time  of  their  investiture,  the 
word  CatneH  being  used  in  thotte  eiiHy  ages 
mft  A  8ty1e  of  o/ficir  and  judicature)  and  not 
as  a  title  of  dignity."* 

It  is  hanlly  necessary  to  add  that 
since  the  reign  of  Richard  II.  the  title 
ufKarl  Marshal  has  been  used  in  all 
Oic  various  grants  by  which  the  olTicc 
has  been  conferred.  '  Yours,  &c

Nf>Tfi.  The  Britikh  and  Foreign 
Reviewer  was  certainly  wrong,    and 


our  Correspondent  is  correct  in  the 
fitatcment.s  he  has  made  ;  still,  we  do 
not  think  that  Edmondsun  is  supported 
in  hia  view  of  the  origin  of  the  title, 
if  he  meant  to  infer  that  this  high 
officer  was  styled  Earl  Marshal  because 
he  exercised  a  judicial  function.  The 
family  weic  Marshals  from  the  Con- 
quest, but  the  title  of  Earl  is  not  found 
until  their  alliance  with  the  heiress  uf 
Clare,  Earl  of  Sti  igul  or  Pembroke,  io 
the  reign  of  Richard  the  Eir&t,  when 
they  acceded  to  that  dignity  (see  t 
table  of  the  hereditary  descent  of  the 
office  of  Marshal  in  Geot.  Mag,  1827, 
i.  5as.)  We  think  its  origin  may  be 
attributed  to  two  causes :  1 .  Some 
epithet  was  necessary  to  distinguish 
this  ofiicer  above  the  many  inferior 
functionaries  bearing  tbe  same  name, 
in  like  manner  as  the  Gnat  Chamber- 
lain and  Hiyh  Coo!<table  Twhu,  also, 
were  both  Earls, — uf  Oxford  and  of 
Hereford,)  were  so  distinguished  from 
tlie  numerous  domestic  Chamberlains 
and  petty  Cotidtahles  ;  this  may  be 
one  rroson  why  the  officer  should  be 
styled  Earl  Marshal  instead  of  Mar- 
shal ;  but,  2.  we  think  another  maia 
reaiinn  of  \hv  adoption  of  this  title  was, 
that  the  family  had  no  otlier  sumam*. 
'rhu5  the  title  of  Earl  Marshal  had  the 
threefold  purpose  of  conveying  its 
owner's  name,  his  dignity,  and  bia 
office ;  and  so  we  need  not  wonder 
tlmt  it  WHS  picfcrrcd  at  court  tu  his 
title  of  Earl  of  Strigul  or  Earl  of 
Pembroke  la  dignity  of  com^mrativcly 
local  impoitance),  partJculorly  when 
wc  find  another  family,  the  EarU  of 
Surrey,  ulways  preferred  the  title  of 
theu  funnMne, — Earl  Warren.

reasouablc  trme  of  service,  ftc  &c. 
And  about  the  year  1728  or  S9  1 
myself  printed  a  bonk  for  Ralph 
Saodyford,  another  of  your  friends  of 
this  city,  against  keeping  negroes  in 
slavery,  two  editions  of  which  he  dis- 
tributed gratis.  And  about  the  year 
173C  I  printed  another  book  oa  the 
sarac  subject  for  Bcnj"  Lay,  who  also 
professed  being  one  of  your  Friends, 
anil  he  distributed  the  books  chie6y 
amnng  them.  By  these  instances  it 
appears  that  the  need  woa  indeed  sowa 
in  the  good  ground  of  your  profe&aion, 
though  much  earlier  than  the  time 
you  mention;  and  its  springing  up  to 
elfect  at  last,  though  so  late,  is  some 
confirmation  of  Lord  Bacon's  otjaerva- 
lion  that  a  yood  motion  Merer  din,  and 
may  encourage  os  In  making  8ucfa« 
though  hopeless  of  their  taking  on 
immediate  effect.  I  doubt  whether  1 
shall  be  able  to  finish  my  roemoirv 
and  if  1  finish  them  whether  they  wiJ] 
be  proper  for  publication  :  you  seem 
to  have  too  high  an  opinion  of  them, 
and  (o  expect  too  much  from  them.

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Ma.  UnsAN', 

IT  is  doubtless  well  kaowa  to  most 
of  your  readers,  that  the  grand  ban- 
quettlug  room  at  the  Maniiiua  Hou«c 
is  called  the  "  Egyptian  Mall,"  for 
which  1  have  never  seen  or  heard  any 
satisfactory  reason  assi^ed  ;  that  most 
commonly  correot  I  believe  is  an  ab- 
surd conjecture  that  it  iras  »o  called 
on  account  of  the  eiaraiuationofMary 
Squires  the  gipiy.  (tried  in  1732  for 
the  abduction  of  Elizabeth  Canning.) 
having  been  held  in  it;  and  that  from 
this  Gipsy  or  Eg^'ptian,  the  hall  re- 
ceived its  name.  All  I  think  must 
allow,  that  tbia  derivation  is  too  far 
fetched  and  absurd.  Some  of  tbobc 
who  have  written  deecriplions  of  the 
house,  plainly  admit  thrir  iniLbilily  to 
give  any  reason  for  the  tlesignation, 
among  whora  is  Mr.  Moffat,  who  in 
Britton's  "Public  Iluildings  of  Lon- 
don "  saya :  "  to  the  south  of  the 
saloon  is  the  Egyptian  Hall,  for  the 
appeltatioQ  of  which  we  are  unable  to 
account,  oa  it  displays  no  vestige  of 
Egyptian  architecture,  or  decoration. " 
Tliere  being  then  this  paucity  of  in- 
formalioQ  on  the  subject,  I  take  this 
opportunity  of  giving  what  appears  to 
me  to  be  tite  true  cause. 

There  is.  as  is  well  known,  a  very 
ugly  "ark-like  excrescence"  rising 
from  the  roof  of  the  Mansion  House, 
containing  the  upper  ston,-  of  the  ball 
room;  this  has  continuntly  been  the 
subject  of  much  censure  and  ridicule, 
weighing  down,  as  it  does,  the  other- 
wise handsome  front,  and  giving  the 
whole  building  an  intolerably  heavy 
appearance.  Now  at  the  southern 
end  of  the  house,  over  the  Egyptian 
Halt,  there  formerly  cxititcd.  a  similar, 
though  somewhat  wider  building;  in 
which  state  the  Mansion  House  will 
be  seen  represented  in  a  plate  in 
Strype'a Stow,  pubtiahcd  in  1754.  The 
only  reprrsentation  o(  the  interior  be- 
fore the  demolition  of  the  attic,  that  I 
know  of,  is  in  CarapWirn  Vitruvius 
Britanntcus,  17G7,  where  there  is  a 
section  of  the  bouse  from  north  to 
south,  thus  giving  a  represeotation  of 
one  end  of  the  hall.  It  appears  from 
this  plate,  that  the  hall  at  that  time 
was  ornamented  with  two  row*  of 
colunina,  one  above  the  other,  viz.  the 
present  Corinthian  pillars,  from  the 
entablature  of  which  the  roof  now 
aprings,  and  above  them  a  row  of  com- 


posite three-quarter  columns,  about 
two  diameters  less  than  those  beneath 
them ;  these  supported  their  proper 
entablature,  from  which  rose  a  per- 
fectly flat  ceiling,  .\bove  the  present 
lurge  arched  windows  at  either  end  of 
the  hall,  was  one  of  an  oblong  form,' 
and  there  was  a  series  similar  to  those 
lighting  the  ball  room  along  the  aides. 
The  Venetian  windows,  aeen  on  the 
exterior,  but  now  stopped  up.  were  at 
that  time  open.  There  was  also  a, 
heavy  ballustraded  gallery  carried  all 
round  the  h&tl,  un  a  level  with  the 
present  Music  Galler)%  which  appcora 
to  be  a  remnant  of  it.  I1ic  effect  oa 
the  whole  must,  I  imagine,  have  been 
rich  though  heavy,  and  totally  devoid  of 
that  .•simplicity  which  is  the  chief  point 
to  he  aimed  at  in  architecture. 

Now    if    we   look   to  VJtruviua  de 
Arch i tec tur4.  Lib.  vi.  cap.  5,  sec.  31, 
we  shall  find  a  dej^cription  of  a  hall 
(which  anfiwers  almost  exactly  to  that 
1  have  just  described)  which  is  called 
Effifptian  from  the  double  row  of  pil- 
lars,  having.  It  was  supposed,  beeo 
introduced  from  Egypt.   The  passage  ia' 
as  follows ; — "  Between  the  Corinthiaa 
and  Egyptian  halls  there  is  this  dif- 
ference.     The  Corinthian  have  a  single 
row    of  columns    placed  cither  on   a 
stylobate  or  on  tlie  ground,  and  above 
them  their   architraves  and  cornices^ 
made    either    of  wainscot   or   plaster 
wotk  ;  and  above  the  cornice  a  vaulted 
roof  of  an  elliptical  form.''     So  far  this 
is  a  description  of  the  hall  as  existing' | 
at  present.      "  But    in   the  Egyptian 
there    are    above   the   columns    their 
architraves,  from  which  rafters  extend 
to  the  surrounding  walls,  above  which, 
there  is  a  floor  and  a  pavement,  to 
give  a  passage  all  round.     Now  above 
the  architrave,  other  columns,  a  fourth, 
part  less,  must  he  placed  perpendicu* 
larly  over  those  beneath  ;  and  abov^j 
their   architraves   and   proper  decora* 
tinna,  rkscs  an  ornamented  ceding,  aii^^ 
between  the  upper  column;*   arc  win- 
dows."    \Vc  here  see  that  the  appelw 
lation  "  Egyptian   Hall"  arises  froi 
no  accidental  circumstance  connectedtj 
with  this  particular  buildioc,  but  is  n 
proper  architectural  term,  designalinj] 
those  hall»  which  have  a  double  row 
of  columns.     So  that,  now  the  attic  i» 
destroyed,  the  term  is  no    longer  ap' 
propriate,  that  of  Corinthian  being  the 
proper  one.

THE  object  of  the  fomier  of  thc«e  treatisea  is  to  rebuke  the  profanG  and 
Joose  manners  aod  conduct  which,  at  the  restoration  of  Charles  the  Second, 
well  nigh  frightenetl  all  serious  persons  from  thpir  propriety.     "The  rudenesa, 

profanencss,  stealing,  drinking;,  lighting,  dancing,  w %,  misrule,  raispencc 

of  precious  time,  contempt  of  Gad  and  ^ndly  raagistratca,  ministers,  and  people 
which  oppose  the  rascality  and  rout  in  this  their  open  profancness  and 
heathenish  customs :"  and  "here  (says  the  author)  you  have  twenty  argu- 
ments against  those  prophane  sports,  and  all  the  cavils  made  by  the  BelJalists 
of  the  time  refuted  and  answered."  The  great  object,  however,  which  exckea 
the  author^B  indignation  is  the  Maypole,  which  he  esteemed  popish  and  idola- 
trous, and  lays  about  him  with  his  pen.  as  with  an  axe  to  hetv  it  to  the  ground, 
aa  Jerubbaal  hewed  the  groves  of  Midian.  lie  begins  his  treatise  by  showing 
the  changes  of  the  times  ; 

'*  Befurf  (i.  e.  tlurinp  the  Commonweallli)  men  vrere  fnoatick  aod  wiltle  in  their 
principlff,  now  men  are  funatick  and  frantick  in  their  jtraetieah.    They  rant,  they 

roar,  they  sins*  they  «wcar,  they  drink,  they  ilaiioe.  they  w e,  tl»ey  lyc,  they  scntTi 

— yea,  some  there  art*,  I  hope  not  many,  /An/  put  t/irir  blood  into  their  drink  and 
then  driuk  *  a  health  to  the  King^,  nad  to  the  conTiiaion  of  Siou  auJ  her  King  I ' — yea, 
"  I  some  pliiws  maid*  dr'uil-  heaUfiM  vpon  tkfir  knecx,"  !fu'. 

*'  Lately  wc  were  troiibU-d  with  irAi/c  dcriU,  who,  uu<lcr  prctoace  of  extraordinary 
«VicttCy,  published  open  heresie  and  blasphemy  against  Oud,  hts  Word,  vurk, 
and  ordinances.  Now,  we  run  madding  on  the  other  hand,  and  are  like  to  be 
troubled  with  black  rfrriTff,  blasphemers,  drunkards,  bloFplirmous  hcalth-dnnker*, 
blasphemcMis  ]>f>rfleeutors,  A;c.  '  I  da  believe  (he  sayit)  there  hath  been  a  i;n-Atert1tH>d 
of  open  prophnnenpss  in  ten  weetapart,  than  in  tenye/rrt  lifforr.  Uo  we  tlius  requite 
the  Lord  : — Oh.  fuoliith  and  unwise  I  is  this  the  th-inks  we  Ktve  him  for  o.\\  hundred 
years'  preaching  of  the  Gosjiel,  Ate.

BOTH  these  works  will  hi  accept- 
ofTeriogs  to  public  curiosity  at  the 
pre^nt  period.    Mr.  Planch^'s  volume 
II  a  compilation  as  judicious  as  it  is 
well-timed.     It  at  once  displays  much 
iDlelligent  antiquarian   rpscarcb,  and 
also  that  research  rewarded  by  the  pro- 
duction  of  many  new  and   original 
iterials.     But    it   baa,    besides,    the 
still  rarer  merit  of  being  relieved  from 
tediouH  and  backnifd  matters,  the  only 
result  of  which  is  to  conceal  what  is 
of  value,  aod  to  weary  and  di.'igust  the 
reader.     How  many  arc  the  volumes 
that  we  could  point  out,  in  which  this 
error  has  been  committed  ;  which  is 
one   that  those  writers  in  particular 
who  attempt  to  popularise  antiquities, 
cannot  too  cautiously  avoid.    After  all 
that   has   been   published    re!.|>eciing 
Coronations,  durmg  the  tost  eighteen 
years,  it  was  certainly  wise  in  Mr. 
Planch^  to  limit  his  details  principally 
tothet'oronatiooB  of  Queens  Regnant; 
and  it  appears  to  be  singularly  fortu- 
nate for  him,   that  on  that  branch  of 
the  subject,  the  best  of  the  prt-ceding 
works,    Mr.   Arthur  Taylor's  •'  Glory 
of  Regality,"  was  peculiarly  deficient. 
Mr.  A.  Taylor  had  missed  tinding  the 
accouuti  of  the  Coronations  of  Mary 
the  First  and  Filizabeth,  which  actually 
existed  ;  and  to  a  later  pcriotl  than  the 
reign  of  Klizabeth  he  did  not  extend 
his  researches.    Mr.  Planche  has  now 
for  the  first  time  published  the  accounts 
of  the  Coronations  of  Mary  the  Second 
and  Quoen  Anne,  from  the  ofhcial  re- 


cords  In  the  College  of  Arms;  and 
these  are,  of  course,  in  the  way  of  pre- 
cedent on  the  present  occasion,  of 
especial  value,  and  more  particularly 
the  tost.  The  church  service  performed 
in  the  abbey,  is  supplied  from  the  col. 
lection  of  Mies  Banks  in  the  British 
Museum. 

On  the  point  of  the  Ifomage,  which 
has  lately  excited  some  discussion,  this 
document  (which,  however,  it  must  be 
remembered,  is  a  formulary,  not  a 
narrative,)  makes  the  following  state- 
ment :  —

It  appears,  however^  that  this  men- 
tion of  the  hand  is  more  worthy  of 
attention  as  a  Kuggestton  than  as  a 
prea^ent,  for  the  narrative  report  in 
the  London  Gazette  tells  a  different 
story : —

the  Garter.  We  are  eunbUil  by  his 
kindness  to  present  our  readers  with 
his  original  and  interesting  represenl- 
aiionsoftheCoronntion  Chairof  West- 
minster, and  the  Coronation  Chair  of 
Winchester.  Often  as  the  Chair  at 
Westminster  has  Iieen  engraved,  Mr, 
Plaoche  says  he  has  found  but  one 
artist-like  representation,  and  that  is 
in  Carter's  Antient  Architecture  of 
England,  from  which  his  print  haa 
been  faithfully  copied.  Of  the  legen- 
dary history  of  tlie  stone  placed  within 
it-a  scat,  from  the  lime  when  it  served] 
for  the  pillow  of  the  patriarch  David 
to  the  year  1296,  when  King  Kdward

Qnl  gintc,  rrsplpudeiit  with  gilding  and 
cnibhuoncd  hcraltltc  charges,  its  oncicnt 
tasteful  forms  retraced,  and  its  decova- 
tions  new  wrought  by  a  skilful  hand,  it 
wonld  become  an  appropriate  Adjunct  in 
any  ceremony  however  gorgeoua,  and  re- 
quire no  adventitious  covering  to  give  it 
luntrr  and  suitableness. 

"  Heartily  (ndJs  Mr.  Piancb^)  do  I 
echo  this  wish,  and  respectfully  recom- 
mend it  to  the  attention  of  the  authorities 
interested  with  the  preparation  of  thia 
])ortion  of  the  Coronation  porapberoaUa. 
The  approval  of  her  Majesty  would  b« 
certain  to  .«atii-liuH  the  good  work  of  re-

If  Mr.  rianchc's  excellent  advice 
has  not  already  been  adopted,  we  fear 
that  there  may  not  be  time  now  left  to 
perfect  this  (le&iiablc  restoration  before 
the  Cortmatiop  of  Queen  Victoria,  We 
wish,  however,  it  may  be  at  least 
partly  effecteO,  »o  that  it  may  no  longer 
be  necessary  to  conceal  the  ruineil 
Chaifvlikc  a  whitened  sepulchre)  with- 
in screens  of  tapestry.  Then  we  would 
strenuously  urge  its  complete  restora- 
tion Ix-furc  the  occasion  is  furguttcn. 
It  should  be  reniaikeil  that  John  Car- 
ter's plate,  besides  a  view  of  the  back, 
furnishes  numerousdctailsof  the  paint'- 
ings;  and  what  li  there  dcHcient  we 
arc  sure  can  be  adequately  supplied 
with  the  utmost  historical  truth  by  the 
correct  and  experienced  taatc  uf  our  i 
friend  Mr-  Willement.  The  heraldry 
will  be  furnished  by  the  royal  tomha 
of  nearly  tho  same  age,  within  the 
Abbey  ittielf. 

Wc  have  now  lo  introduce  to  the 
notice  of  our  readers  the  chair  called 
Queen  Mary's  CoTunation  Chair«  stilt 
prewrvcU  in  the  cathedral  of  Win- 
chester. We  du  not  find  this  remark* 
able  relic  noticed  in  Dr.  Milner's  Ilia- 
tory  uf  tliat  city;  our  arc  wc  aware 
that  it  has  hitbcito  been  engraved  or 
described  in  any  other  place,  except 
the  Antiquariiin  Repertory,  where  it  is 
ill  drawn*  and  the  only  tJebcriptioa  i» 
as  foUowa : —

U  et-eins  not  to  have  occurred  to  Mr. 
InnchiS   to  invMtigatc    the    tradition 
rbich  ascribed  this  chair  to  the  Coro- 
lation   of  Queen    Mar\-.      We   liavc 
generally  found  that  traditions  are  in- 
•corrrctin  their  modern  shapes,  though 
ihey  have  not  arisen  without  the  m&o- 
ciation  of  some  kindred  ideas.     It  is 
not  at  all  probable  that  this  chair  was 
ever  in  Weitniiuster  Abbey,  or  that  it 
•was  used  at  Marv's  coronation.     But 
there  is  every  probability  that  it  was 
already  in  Winchester  cathedral  when 
Mary  wm  iiium>d  there,  and  on  that 
occasion  she  probably  wore  hercrown. 
She  may  very  probably  have  tat  cn)ir«. 
fd  in  this  chair.     With  regard  to  the 
chair  itself,  we  think  its  make  may  be 
very  safely  ascribed  to  about  one  cen- 
tury before  Marv's  Coronation  :  for  it 
is  very  remarkable  that  in  the  Bedford 
Missal,  executed  temp.  Hen.  VI.,  be- 
fore the  vear  1430,  a  chair  of  exactly 
this  form  is  seen  behind  the  kneeling 
figure  of  the  Duchess  Jaquclta  (see  the 
engraving  in  Gough's  Account  of  the 
Bedford  Mi«sali.    The  only  differences 
are  that  instead  of  the  flat  knobs  here 
shown,  there  are  round  balls  ;  and  the 
whole  of  the  back  is  concealed  with 
hanginsB.      in  the  Winchester  chair 
the  two  cross  bars  of  the  back  are  quite 
modern  ;  as  in  the  Antiquarian  Reper- 
tory it  has  neither  any  auch  bars,  nor 
any  seat. 

In  bis  concluding  remarks  Mr. 
Planche'  has  made  some  judicious  re- 
marks on  the  royal  armorial  insignia, 
and  the  Britibh  orders  of  knighlhood, 
with  a  few  extracU  from  which  we 
moat  conclude.

The  arms  of  Wales,  we  think,  may 
be  fiimpiv  blaxoned.  Quarterly  Gules 
and  Argent,  four  lions  Counterchanpcd. 
The  blazonries  which  have  been  given 
fur  them  arc  more  complicated,  as  may 
be  seen  in  Mr.  Plauche's  note.  p.  H>*. 
As  for  the   diflference  of  rampant  or 
paasant,  we  ascribe  no  importance  to 
It;  for  in  the  mostancient  coats  it  will 
be  found  that  no  such  minute  diatinc- 
tions   were  made.     A  single  lion  or 
other  animal  was  invariably  rampant; 
three  were  paseant :  the  posture  being 
gettled  bv  the  space  upon  the  shield. 
Mr.  IManche  has  justly  remarked,  that 
an  excellent  authority  for  the  arms  of 
Wales  is  furnished  bythe  senlsof  Owen 
Glcndowcr  as  Prince  of  Wales,  to  a 
document  dated  1404,  Bngravcd  in  the 
35th  volume  of  the  Archteologia.    One 
word  more,  on  Mr.  Planch^'s  frontis 
piece,  in  which  he  has  tantefully  ar- 
ranged the  shields  of  the  four  couo- 
triea  upon  a  cross  of  St.  George.     It 
is  founded  upon  a  drawing  of  the  reign 
of  Elizabeth,*  in  MS.  Uarl.  0o96,  (en- 
graved in  Willeraent's  Regal  Heraldry, 
and  copied  in  the  present  little  volume, 
p.  34,)  which  "  consists  of  three  shields 
picturesquely  disposed  upon  what  may 
be  termed  a  fonrth,+  surrounded  by 
the  Order  of  the  Garter.     The  dexter 
shield  bears  the  arms  of  France  and 
England  quarterly,  the  sinister  thoae 
of  Ireland,  and  the  escutcheon  iu  base 
is chargedwiththoscof  Wales"  [the  co- 
lours as  we  have  blazoned  them,  but 
the  posture  of  the  animals  paasant.  and 
not  rampant  as  in  Owen  Glcndower'* 
seals].     Now  we  have  to  remark  that 
Mr.   Planch^  has  well  and  taMefully 
imitated  thia  design,  so  far  as  the  arms 
are  concerned :  but  he  has  marie  a  grand 
error  in  the  supporters;  which,  instead 
of  being  represented  beraldicalty  up-

arbitran'  postures  in  which  we  sec 
them  sprawl  orcrapBstr>'-cook'A8hop. 
"We  have  only  the  head  of  the  Hod,  and 
leas  than  half  the  unicorn.  To  plcane 
true  heraldic  eye,  »upporters  should 
always  be  drawn  entire,  and  actually 
supporting  the  shield,  not  crouching 
behind  it,  nor  leaning  against  it,  nor 
running  away  from  it, — as  has  been 
too  much  the  plan  with  modern  artists, 
who  have  attempted,  with  inappro' 
priate  freedotn,  to  give  the  fabulous 
or  peculiar  soology  of  the  herald 
all  the  graces  of  the  Regent's  Park 
menagerie. 

Official  persons,  in  matters  of  this 
kind,  are  particularly  backward  to  ex- 
ercise cither  taste  or  invention.  Pre- 
cedent is»  every  thing.  We  will  there- 
fore repeat  what  Mr.  Plancht^  has  well 
remarked,  that  "  the  harp  of  Ireland 
was  first  quartered  hy  James  I."  after 
the  Kings  uf  England  bad  been  "  lords 
of  Ireland"  for  centuries;  ergo,  the 
armsof  Walca  may  still,  after  the  lapse 
of  two  centuries  more,  be  properly 
added  to  the  British  atchievcment. 
This  alteration  would  to  the  eye  appro- 
priately fill  the  void  left  by  the  aban- 
donmeat  of  the  lilies  of  France,  a  cir- 
mmatauce  lamented  by  the  judicious 
editor  of  Camden  in  ISOO;*  but, 
which  is  a  far  weightier  consideration, 
we  tiiink  it  would  be  not  merely  an 
act  of  courtesy,  but  of  justice,  to  the 
Welsh  nation.

and  St.  Patrick  with  bis  '  most  ilhiiitnoui 
order'  for  Ireland;  but  Wales,  thr  fourth 
gem  of  the  Briti»h  crown, — that  5itc»  o 
title  to  itji  beir.— thst  gave  a  title  to  the 
BUrk  Print.^  I  tbe  land  of  Arthur  snd 
Llcwrllyn,  the  country  of  the  bards,  tlie 
toil  of  the  rojf«l  tree  of  Tudor, — boa  not 
uoly  been  excluded  from   repre»eiilativii

in  the  nrrns  of  every  British  Sovereign, 
but  her  patron  saint  bus  been  denied  the 
hononrik  of  chivnlhc  fellowship  which  have 
been  lavished  on  every  other  holy  and 
renowned  champion  of  Cliris tendon.** 

After  alluding  to  the  "collars  of 
the  royal  livery"  which  it  was  for- 
merly the  practice  of  our  Kings  to 
distribute,  and  of  which  the  collars  of 
SS.  still  worn  by  ihp  judges,  tbe  Lord 
Maynr  of  London,  and  the  heralds,  are 
the  remains,  Mr.  Planche  adds, — 

'*  Such  a  decoration,  without  the  (la 
mnnjr  iiuttanccs  inconvenient]  rank  of 
knighthood,*wonld  assuredly  be  mnst  high- 
ly prized  as  a  mark  of  royal  approbation  ; 
and  the  While  Hirse,  Uie  aiicient  ensign 
of  Kent  as  well  .is  of  Snjrony.  be  doubly 
appropriate  as  tbe  family  badge  of  the  il- 
lustrious daughter  of  the  Duke  of  Kent 
and  a  Princcsa  of  the  bouse  of  baxe 
Ci>burgb,  iudependenll;  of  her  MajcfCy's 
descent  from  the  long  line  of  Anelo- 
Sjuou  iDOuarchf,  in  right  of  which  aJont 
that  symbol  was  assumed  by  the  House  of 
Hanover,'* 


With  regard  to  the  second  book  on 
Coronatioas,  the  title  of  which  we 
have  prefixed  to  this  article,  we  can 
ODly  say  that  it  is  an  ogreable  o/io  of 
matters  relating  to  tbe  subject,  drawn 
up  in  a  readable  form,  and  profusely 
adorned  with  woodcuts  < many  of  the 
latter  being  more  effective  than  cor- 
rect), aflcr  the  foohion  of  the  Penny 
Magazine.  It  bears  evident  marks  of 
haste  ;  and  of  course  is  not  deficient 
in  errors  and  raisapprehonsions.  Per- 
haps one  of  the  worst  of  these,  con- 
sidering the  subject  of  the  book,  is 
this,  that  engravings  are  given  of  four 
Crowns  all  supimeed  to  be  now  in 
eitistonee  ;  hut  of  the  sumptuous  State 
C'rown  made  by  George  the  Fourth, 
and  which  is  familiar  as  an  ornament 
of  our  Peerages,  fltc.  the  only  repre- 
sentation (of  course  undcscribcdj  ii 
from  the  bookbinder's  tool  on  the  ex- 
terior. We  arc  told  by  the  author, 
copying,  of  course,  from  some  "very 
old  book,"  that 
' '  On  (he  day  of  Coronation  the  jewels  and 

Srerious  fctunes  belonging  to  tbe  Crown  of 
tatr,  pn  calird  lieratiic  it  is  worn  by 
every  Sovereign  coming  in  stotc  to  Par- 
liament, nrr  tnkrti  oat,  fited  in  aillets, 
and  pinned  into  the  Imperial  Crown  [8t. 
Edward's  Crown,  with  which  tbe  act  of

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Coronation  is  pcrforoiEttJ  ;  tbeir  plod's 
are  supplied  by  mock  stoacs  when  llie 
cercinuny  of  tlieC'orutuitiuu  iscuuctuikd." 

Now.  the  fact  is,  thnt  ull  this  par- 
Biniontoui  cootrivance  did  Dot  suit  the 
fiumptuous  taste  of  George  the  Fourth; 
hut  previously  to  his  CoronatioD.  na 
Mr.  Plauche  informs  us,  "an  entirely 
new  Slate  Crown  was  ordered.  The 
old  one  was  broken  up,  and  the  luag- 
nificent  article  now  shown  in  the 
Jewel-house  at  the  Tower,  [and  par- 
ticularly described  by  Mr.  Planch^J 
was  coostructed  by  Messrs.  Randell 
and  Bridge."  George  the  Fourth  wore 
this  State  Crown  on^  his  return  from 
the  Abbey;  and  a  smaller  one  i  made  as 
u»ual  for  the  nrcosiou.  and  as  usual 
afterwards  broken  up),  at  the  banquet 
in  the  Hall. 

In  p.  78  we  have  this  extraordinary 
piece  of  ioforroatioo  : 

"  Knights  of  the  Bath  were  created 
uyton  the  coronation  and  uiarriage  of 
Uritish  sovereigns,  the  innugunititiii  of 
regents  and  coDMirts.  the  birth  and  mar- 
riuge  of  the  royal  issue,  when  monarohs 
nndertook  cjiiieUitintut  against  fureigu  ene- 
mies, when  knighta  of  the  Ciartv  were 
inktoJlcd,  and  when  aniUTcrsory  festivals 
were  celebrated." 

Now,  this  is  all  fudge ;  with  the 
exception  of  some  few  made  by  King 
Henry  V.  at  the  feasts  of  St.  George, 
Knights  of  the  Bath  have  laen  made 
ouly  at  Coronations,  at  the  creations 
of  Princes  of  Wales  and  Dukes  of 
York,  and  at  the  marriage  of  Richard 
Duke  of  York,  son  of  l^dward  IV.  until 
the  order  was  revived  on  it3  modern 
footing  in  1725*     We  arc  next  told  : 

'*  The  Queens  in  Uicirown  nijht,  Mary 
nud  Klizabcth,  though  ihejf  tj'udtd  the 
twfirdu  OH  Ihe  KnightM  with  lAeir  uutt 
kandMf  did  not  give  them  tlie  accolade," 
&c. 

Where  will  Ihe  author  ttnd  hi&  au- 
Uiurily  for  this  ? 

In  p.  80  it  ii  stated, 

"  The  proccAsioD  through  Hie  r\\.y  wns 
omitted  at  the  Copninlinn  of  .Iiinrs  I. 
in  consequence  of  the  I'lngae  which  then 
dcvrLi^ratcJ  LunJoQ." 

This  is  very  far  from  the  mark,  aa 
the  lunj;  dobcriptions  of  the  triumphal 
arches,  pHf^eants,  and  spwchcs.  writ- 
ten by  Uckkcr  and  lien  Jonson,  and  re- 
printed  in  Nichuls'd  "  Progresses,  fltc. 
€)f  Kiag  Jatmes  Ibc  Kirst/'  very  aantly 


prove.*  At  the  Coronation  of  Char 
the  First  the  Pioccs^ion  was  omitu 
which  was  partly  excused  by  I 
plague,  but  was  really  dune  becai 
the  money  of  the  citizens  wa»  wan 
for  the  war  with  Spain. 

In  pp.  90  et  seti-  we  have  woodcuia 
of  the  whole  of  a  Coronation  prucc; 
sion  i  but  why  was  it  not  copied 
one  of  the  several  representations  of 
George  tlie  Fourth's  procession,  in- 
stead of  some  buckoeyeil  print,  a  cen- 
tury old,  where  all  the  gentlemen 
wear  long  perukes?  We  ore  entitled 
to  ask  this  question,  because  it  fa 
not  given  as  a  record  of  the  past,  but 
all  in  the  present  tense,  as  "  the  pro- 
cession moves  forward  in  the  following 
order," — a  statement  which,  at  any 
everit,  our  present  Ministers  have  de- 
termined shall  be  inaccurate. 

Araonc;  the  "  Coronation  Anec- 
dotes," under  the  name  of  Edward 
HI.  wc  find 

"  A  mnarkahle  Coronation  medid  wu

But  let  them 
not  turn  over  many  pages,  or  tbey 
would  laugh  the  author  out  of  their 
meeting-room  fur  that  exquisite  piece 
of  lom-foolery,  the  prices  of  seats  at 
all  the  Coronations  from  the  CoDt|ue»t 
downwards  (taken  from  the  London 
Magazine  fur  17'Jl)-  "Atlhcr.>ii. 
querur's,  a  good  place  cost  a  hln.^. 
and  jiruhahty  the  same  at  his  son  Wil. 
liam's.  At  Henry  the  First's  it  wiu  a

'"\Vhile  Dr.  Kennic  and  Mr.  Swainson 
are    arrttuging     their     writing-desks, 
mending  their  pens,  and  opening  their 
Buflbn^.    l^innfenses    and    Auduboos. 
Mr.  Watorton  ha*  taken  ofT  hi«  shoes 
and  stockings,  and  is  half  way  up  a 
gigantic  oah  tree  in  search  of  a  moun- 
tain cat :  or  he  is  iu  Gyiaiia  »mong  the 
water  snakes  and   crocodiles;    or  at 
home   ia  Walton   Park  watching  his 
tarac  widgeon*  through  a  forty-guinea 
telescope.

Our  author  appears  to  us  in 
Walton  Park,  jturrounded  by  hi*  va- 
rious tribes    of  "  fowl    of  feathered 
wing/'  like  the  old  Bible  prints  at  the 
head  of  Genesis,  of  Adam   and   the 
animals  coming  to  be  named  ;   or  a 
kind  of  portrait  on  a  large  fc«ale  of  the 
man  and  his  wonderful  cage  on  Watcr- 
loo-briilge,  which  contains  on  emblem 
in   miniature  of  the  perfect  concord 
that   is   hereafter  to   eiist  amid    the 
various  tribes  of  Nature's  offspring. 
Though  "  the  leopard  doe*  not  now  he 
down  with  the  kid,"  yet  the  mouse 
creeps  for  safety  to  the  maternal  pro- 
tection   of  a  philanthropic   cat ;    the 
robin  whistles  his  song  in  the  ear  of 
the    demure    and    delighted     kestrel ; 
ami  ihL'  owl  looks  on  the  guinea-pig 
with  nn  carnal  nr  impure  longings  for 
a  small  flitch  or  griskm  for  his  supper. 
Seriously,    nothing  can  he  more  de- 
lightful Ut  any  humane  and  entichtrne<l 
mind,  than  the  manner  in  which  Mr. 
Waterton    <lescribcH    the    harmonious 
Assemblage  of  binls   (commonly  sup- 
posed ns  grvat  r>nemies  to  each  other, 
as  he  hiriiM'lf  appears  to  be  to  the  poor 
Protei^tnnt  parsons  and  their  tilhea), 
l>rought.  by  his  care  aitd  tenderness 
towards  them,  to  drup  much  either  of 
the  lAvagcnrss  or  the  timidity  of  their 


natural  disposition,  and  convrrse  to- 
gether as  th<fy  UBe<)  to  ilo  in  jl^sop's 
fables:  owls  and  doves,  carrion  crows 
and  starlings,  hawks  and  thrushes. 
)iavc  adopted  n  roansuetude  and  for- 
hrurance  they  had  no  credit  for.  The 
once  thievish  jay  passes  a  partridge's 
nest  tike  an  honest  man.  and  would 
sooner  lose  his  head  than  displace  an 
egg :  chaffinches  respect  the  apple- 
btoKsoms  -,  crows  and  hawks  have  left 
young  leverets  and  pheasant  pout£  for 
beetles  and  water-rata  ;  th<?  heron  con- 
tents himself  with  a  frog  nr  so,  cold^ 
for  sup|>er ;  wild  ducks  absolutely 
walk  into  Mr.  Waterton's  kitchen  In 
fearless  confidence  and  patronize  the 
cook:*  and  the  whole  live  in  such  un- 
broken peace,  that  their  sentinel,  the 
long-cared  owl,  has  never  henrd  the 
sound  even  of  a  random  gun  to  dis- 
turb "his  silent  solitary  reign."  Mr. 
Waterton  has  succeeded  in  keeping 
every  thing  out  of  his  park  but  the 
PntPMtant  partov. 

In  this  "  garden  of  Zoology/'  Mr. 
Waterton  has  had  admirable  oppor- 
tunity nf  studying  the  manners,  habits, 
pursuits,  and  nature  of  the  various 
little  pensioacrs  on  Nature's  bounty 
that  he  has  gathered  around  him,  and 
he  has  turned  it  to  good  account, 
as  the  present  volume  (we  hope  it 
won't  h«  the  last)  will  bear  witness. 
In  part  of  this  work,  he  has  pointed 
out  or  remove<l  errors  in  disputed 
points ;  in  part,  he  has  brought  on 
accession  of  new  facts  to  our  previous 
knowledge ;  and  in  no  case  is  ho 
guilty  of  that  hasty  ppirit  ofgenerali- 
xation,  the  bane  of  Truth,  to  which  the 
irt'door  naluralitit  rushes,  to  conceal  the 
poverty  and  inaccuracy  of  his  infor- 
mation, and  to  save  himself  from 
the  trouble  of  further  investi^tioo. 
Mr.  Waterton  is  well  aware  that  be- 
fote  we  can  lay  down  our  laws  and 
axioms  relating  to  ihp  snhject  of  Zoo- 
logy^ and  draw  round  the  scattered 
and  single  instincts  and  habits  and  for- 
mation of  the  animal  creation,  the  ab- 
stract circle  of  orders  and  genera  and 
classes,   we   must  commence  with  n

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very  extensive  and  accurate  knowledge 
of   each    separate    individual.      This 
knowledge  is  to  be  procured  in  a  two- 
fold manacr :  first>  in  the  dead  sub- 
ject,  by   anatomical    investigntion  of 
structure ;  secondly,  in  tlie  living,  by 
closely  watching  the  actions  and  mode 
of  life  of  the   animal ;    but  then   the 
latter  employment   requires   previouii 
knowledge,  patient  endurance,    quick 
and  rapid  obscnation,  changes  of  place 
and  cuuDtr^',  with  lite  power  of  mEiking 
just  analogies,  and  drawing  clear  and 
logical  inferences.     No  wonder,  then, 
that  our  book-naturalists  are  anxinus 
to  substitute  for  this  toil,  in  which  the 
eyes,   hands,   and  raind,   and   purse, 
must  all   be  exerted, — the  far  easier 
and  cheaper  employnicnt  of  a  fanciful 
and  showy  clasaification  ;  then  adding 
a  few  scientific  namea  which  few  but 
themselves  con  understand,  and  the 
atfttem  is  compltte.'    But  all  this  while 
nothing  is  added  to  oar  stock  of  in- 
formation,  except,   as   Hamlet   says, 
"Words,  words.'*    To  be  sure,  hn- 
nets  and  chaffinches,  and  yellowham- 
mers.  have  got  rid  oftheir  old  vulgar 
family    appellations,    and    have    got 
new  titles  from  a  Greek  and  Roman 
uomenclature  ;  but  we  are  not  a  bit 
wiser    as    to    the    birds  themselves, 
nor  is  our  knowledge  of  their  nature 
at  oil    enlarged ;   and    by    the    time 
we  have    learned    something    of  (he 
new  system, — a  newer  still  has   de- 
molished it,  and  risen  for  a  time  on  its 
ruins.     Now  Mr.  Waterton  has  gone 
the  right  way  to  work  ;  and  the  result 
of  his  labours    !»,  to   show  us   how 
slight  and  bupcrficinl   was  our  know- 
ledge  of  many  animals  most  familiar 
to  us  :  how  incorrect  our  observations, 
and  consequently  how   far  our  con- 
clusions were  wide  of  truth. 

lo  the  controversy  with  regard  to 
the  vuUnrt,  and  the  means  Nature  has 
given  the  bird  of  discovering  his  prey, 
we  think  Mr.  Waterton  decidedly  cor- 
rect;*  and  that  the  instance  of  the 
stuffed  horse  is  far  from  being  a  trructal 
instance,  as  Bacon  calls  it ;  becau&c 
the  power  of  smell,  with  which  this 
biid  is  so  highly  gifted,  was  never  de- 
signed  by   Nature    to    suyersctle  the

power  of  sight,  or  render  it  uonecei 
sary.  The  vulture  eaw  the  stuffe 
carcase  as,  he  passed,  andheapproachcil 
to  ascertain  if  there  was  any  food  con- 
venient for  hira.  The  sight  of  tlie  bii 
was  meant  as  an  organ  of  assistaiK 
to  the  smell  \  both  united,  more  se- 
curely conducting  him  to  his  prey.  It 
seems  to  us  absurd  to  duppoie  that  tlie 
vulture  was  to  pass  by  the  carcass  ofj 
a  large  animal  lying  in  his  way,  be- 
cause he  had  not  previously,  when  on 
the  wing,  smelt  its  putrified  efBuvia, 
The  scent  was  to  lead  him  primarily  to 
the  animal ;  but  having  attained  pos- 
session of  the  animal  by  a  different  way 
in  this  instance,  he  knew  by  sight  that 
there  was  his  prey,  and  he  remained 
with  it,  tilt  satisfying  neither  his  scent 
nor  sight  he  went  away.  The  dog 
recognises  his  master  sometimes  by 
sight,  sometimes  by  smelt.  When  he 
approaches,  the  dog  sees  him,  and  one 
sense  is  sufficient ;  but  if  his  master 
disappears,  he  calls  in  the  assistance 
of  another  sense,  the  smell,  and  he 
confides  in  that  '  sagacious  nostril,' 
which  traces  the  most  delicate  eflluTia 
on  the  tainted  green.  The  cniel  and 
brutal  experiments  made  in  America* 
of  destroying  the  vulture's  eyes,  is 
far  too  imperfect  and  incorrect  to  be  of 
the  least  value,  or  lead  to  any  just 
result. 

The  whole  of  Mr.  Waterlon's  book 
is  fall  of  the  most  entertaining  discus- 
sion and  observation.  The  reroarka 
uu  the  naked  bill  of  the  rook, — on  the 
birds  using  oil  from  glands, — the  de- 
fence against  animals  of  the  feline  and 
canine  tribes, — on  the  habiU  of  the 
water  ouzel,  arc  curious,  acute,  and 
just.  An  amu?iing  piece  of  autobio- 
graphy opens  the  volume  ;  while  some 
admirable  hints  to  ornithologists,  and 
some  well-merited  criticisms  on  exist- 
ing museums,  add  to  the  merit  and 
usefulness  of  the  whole.  Honoured  in 
our  estimation  ever  be  the  twin  names 
of  our  jrnrking  naturalists — Waterton 
and  Jes^e  !  Roth  eager  in  the  pursuit 
of  their  favourite  science,  and  both 
bringing  to  it  that  same  tendcrneM  and 
kindness  of  feeling  towards  the  hum- 
ble creation,  which  having  once  sur.

liim  '*  walking  without  his  shoes  and 
•tocking^."     Bat  as  it  may  be  plead- 
ing to  remark  (af^er  the  example  of 
the  CberotiKan  Sage)   the  differences 
that  exist  amid    much  similitude,    in 
the  habits  and  mtiniicrs  arthe«(r  iUu«< 
trious    iiaturaliists,    we   shall    observe 
that  there  are  customs  of  Mr.  Water- 
ton,  which  we  have  not  found  co-ex- 
istiog  ill  such  full  development  in  Mr. 
Jesae.     We  have  never  scrn  him  with 
'*  lerches  hanging  to  his  naked  legs  ;'* 
he  does  not  pour  "  spirits  of  turpen- 
tine Into  the  cavity  of  the  great  toe  ;" 
he  is  not — and  we   can    »peak   from 
otuervaiton — much  in  the  habit,  like 
hii  giUcd  compeer,  "  of  u^iog  his  five 
outspread    toes    in   picking   up    small 
objects  from  the  ground  ;"  nnr  do  we 
believe  *'  there  iaanyeflUivium  from  his 
p«rK(iii  which  can  affect  the  olfactory 
organs  of  the  vulture  when  he  i^  wind- 
ward of  his  object."     We  do  not  be- 
lieve that  he  has  bled  himself  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  times  with  his  own 
hand  ;  nor,  like  Mr.Watcrton's  friend, 
does  "  he  keep  bts  5ii.tecu  fine  teeth  '\\\ 
a  box,  which  fell  out  of  his  head  from 
an  arsenical  preparation  of  hitd<skins." 
Again,   Mr.  Waterton  appears   to  us 
more  daring,  adventurous,  and  excur- 
sive ;  piercing  into  the  depths  of  the 
trackless  forests  of  Guyana,  and  spear- 
ing crocodiles  on  Ihi'  astonished  waters 
of  the  Orinoco;     Mr.  Je«se    cnnfinej 
his    excursions  within   the  home- cir- 
cuit, or,  at  farthei^t,  launching  a  sickly 
turtle  into  his  native  element  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Thami?B,  and   wishing 
him  a  prnsperuus  return  to  AscenMon. 
Mr.  Wattrton  watches  the  habits  of 
birds  in  the  wild  vatleys  of  Franronia, 
or   among  the    Helvetian   mounlainn. 
where  the  laninier-guyer  re^idf.1  in  his 
anlitary  and  undisturbed  majesty  ;  Mr. 
Jease  •cjually  observes  the  hoopoe  and 
the   oriole  amid    the   (]uict   lanes   of 
Surrey,    and    the   umbmgeuus    lawns 
and  elmy  mends  of  Twickenham  »nd 
Moulsey.     Mr.  Waterton  shoots  ma- 
roudies   in   the  swampA  of  Saropan; 
Mr.  Jesse  fbhe<i  for  barbel  on  the  plea- 
aant  aits  of  Richmond  and  Sunbury. 
Mr.  Waterton  toils  on,  from  sunrise

Mr.  Waterton 
describes  himself  '*  as  anything  but 
comely  to  look  on;"  while  Mr.  Jesse. 

on  the  contrary Mut  the  night   is 

far  advanced,  and  we  can  proceed  do 
further  with  our  parallel.  Our  dying 
lamp  is  flickering  with  an  uncertain 
flamf.  and  the  hooting  oi  the  tawy 
owl  from  a  neighbouring  tower  rf- 
uiinds  us  that  we  hare  long  passed  the 
salutary  hour  of  repose.  We  leave  the 
subject  and  the  society  of  these  amiable 
and  intelligent  "  natune  spccutatores** 
with  infinite  regret,

THE  preceding  parts  of  this  clever 
compilation  have  been  noticed  in  oor 
pages  at  the  time  of  their  publication. 
The  entire  work  is  now  nearly  com- 
pleted ;  and  when  the  next  portion  is 
published  it  will  comprise,  in  seven 
small  volumes,  a  compendiam  of  the 
entire  topography  of  England  :  brief, 
it  is  true,  but  nevertheless  embodying 
a  mass  of  useful  and  valuable  informa- 
tion, selected  and  arranged  with  accu- 
racy and  precision. 

The  volume  before  us  comprises  the 
six  northern  counties,  a  district  of  vast 
extent,  and  replete  with  interest  both 
in  its  ancient  and  modern  condition  ; 
to  give  bo  much  information  on  ita 
history  and  present  state  and  appear- 
ance as  we  And  it  to  contain,  must 
have  coitt  the  author  much  labour  and 
attention,  and  we  are  happy  to  see  he 
has 80 successfully  performed  his  task. 

To  each  of  the  counties  is  appended 
a  list  of  the  works  illustrative  of  its 
topography  and  history.  It  is  surpris- 
ing to  see  what  a  deficiency  exists  in 
regular  county  historief;  a  fact  which 
can  only  be  accounted  for  upon  the 
supposition  that  the  magnitude  of  the 
work  has  had  the  effect  of  detecHog 
the  historian  from  nnderUkJng  a  task 
BO  important  and  laborious.

"WK  have  no  wish  to  tliscourBgc 
Mr.  Merritt  in  the  outset  of  bis  poe- 
tical career ;  nor  is  there  any  just  cause 
for  our  so  doing;  yet  we  roust  tell 
hira  that  we  neilner  approve  the  plan 
nor  the  execution  of  his  principal 
poem ;  and  we  arc  sure  that  he 
has  powers  to  produce  something  in 
a  different  and  better  manner.  The 
fabric  of  his  tale  is  altogether  dis- 
agreeable, and  passes  all  power  of 
our  symimlhy.  Otho  is  a  reninrscless 
villain,  tit  only  to  be  shot  ur  hanged 
amid  the  execrations  of  the  rabble;  and 
Kvadne  ceases  to  interest  us,  after 
she  has  coasented  to  become  his  bride; 
while  the  termination  amid  death 
and  dungeons*  fire  and  sword,  more 
resembles  a  theatrical  mclodrame,  than 
a  serious  poem.  Again,  the  events 
are  few — scarcely  worthy  of  the  name, 
and  yet  the  poem  extends  to  near 
a  hundred  pages,  without  any  va- 
riety of  interest,  or  introduction  of 
character.  Thus  we  fairly  give  our 
opinion  that  the  purposes  of  poetry, 
which  arc  to  give  plenHure,  are  here 
not  answered,  by  reason  of  that  which 
excites  misery  and  disgust  (viz. — the 
coarse  and  brutal  crimes)  prevailing 
over  every  otjier  feeling.  The  idml 
disappears,  and  nothing  but  boie  Na- 
ture in  her  drcailful  detniU  comes  be- 
fore us.  An  author  is  half  way  to 
success  who  chores  a  subject  agree- 
able to  our  feelings  which  can  com- 
isaDd  our  sympathy*  and  which  will 
nim'n  oftepoic.  Th^n,  as  to  the  et- 
tcutioa,  Mr,  Merrill  haa  o\ci:w\i<\m«4 


his  talc  with  a  luxuriance  of  erprw- 
sion,  and   copiousness  of  words  and 
iroagcr\',  which  we  do  not  think  agree- 
able to  good  taste,  or  likely  to  tatitfy 
the  nioie  enlightened  part  of  his  rea- 
ders.    If  Mr.  Merritt,  either  led  away 
by  the  style  of  Boroe  of  his  contem- 
]K>raries,  or  seduced  by  the  false  glit- 
ter and  brilliancy  of  the    Magazine 
and  Annual  verses,  should  doubt  the 
justness  of  our  decision,  let  him  go 
at  once    to   the    pure   founuin^head 
of  taste — the   Greek    pools,    and   if 
he  finds  anything  resembling  the  gor- 
geous tapestry    of  modem    vensifico- 
tion  in    Homer,    Suphorles,    Pindar, 
Sappho,  or   whom   rise  among   those 
illustrious  names  he  will  choose. — wa 
will  be  content  to  be  set  down  amons 
the  ignorant  and  envious  Zoiluscs  of 
the  present  day.     IJnt  we  know  that 
we  ore  right,  and  what  we  say  is  ia 
the  best  feeling  towards  Mr.  Merritt. 
and  with  every  wish  for  his  future  sue 
cess.     Let  hira  dismias  all  wish  tu  be 
line  io  his  language  and  splendid  ill 
his  imagery  ;  let  him  consider  simpli- 
city of  stylo,  clearness  of  narration, 
justness  and  propriety  of  thought,  aa 
the  flrst  eiementa  of  his  art;  let  him 
take   some   pleaBiog   story,  in  which 
there  are  neither  daggers,  nor  pistolay.^

TO  draw  the  attention  of  the  public 
lo  a  poem  in  the  present  day,  requires 
that  it  should  possess  a  large  portion 
of  true  poptic  fire,  rich  with  Apollo's 
costliest  gifts,  or  thnt  it  should  at- 
tract by  the  elegance  and  cliuice  of  iU 
workmanship,  the  grace  and  delicacy 
of  its  language,  and  the  beauty  and 
harmony  of  its  versification.  Quali- 
ticj)  less  than  these  will  not  induce  the 
admirers  of  Byrou  and  Wordsworth 
and  Scott,  to  sloop  on  lower  prey. 
The  present  poem  is  written  on  the 
model  of  Bcppo,  a  sort  of  olla  po- 
drida,  admitting  anything,  giave  or 
gay,  serious  or  comic,  satirical  or  de- 
scriptive, tliat  the  author  chooses  to 
throw  into  tlic  kettle.  It  is  a  style 
affording  much  amusement  in  skilful 
hands  as  of  those  of  Frere  and  Byron ; 
hut  as  it  depends  for  success  on  the 
choice  of  its  wit  and  fancy,  and  as 
ihece  are  rare  commodities!  it  is  apt 
lo  become  fadr  or  vulgar  if  touched 
by  ordinary  workmen.  Mr.  Sheidierd 
has  taken  little  puinit  to  polish  his 
'verse  or  to  dovetail  his  rhymes;  and 
therefore  does  not  presume  that  his 
readers  are  of  a  very  high  critical 
caste.

Now  we  confesA  our  stupidity,  but 
wc  have  not  the  icmolcst  conception 
at  what  pace  the  author  wishes  us  to 
undcrst.ind  that  the  maid  up'^prung^^ 
for  all  that  he  rcficmblcs  her  tti,  are 
different.  If  she  went  as  swift 
liijhtnimj,  how  did  she  go  as  slow  a 
falcon:  or  if  she  went  like  a  coiael, 
how  could  she  fly  like  a  snow  storm 
one  going  at  some  nnllinus  of  mi' 
an  hour,  and  the  oUu-r  at  aboQ' 
thirty  miles.

TTic  third  volume  closed  with  the 
ftcccsaion  of  Mahaioiid  to  the  throne 
of  Giizna.  The  fourth  commences 
ivith  his  invasion  of  India,  which  gave 
80  new  and  so  deplorable  a  turn  to 
the  history  of  that  country.  "The 
Hindoos  i^&iys  our  author)  liavc  re- 
tained a  painful  and  melanrholy  re- 
membrance of  Ihc  exploits  of  Mah- 
iDoud  ;  for  it  was  he  who  laid  India 
open  to  all  succeeding  concfuerord;  for 
which  reason  they  regard  hi^  name 
with  detestation."  From  that  (Krriod, 
the  history  of  India  is  given  in  cir- 
cumstuntinl  di-tail.  As  it  approachen 
our  own  time>  it  of  course  becomes 
less  copious  than  it  would  have  t)cen 
in  the  hands  of  an  Englishman ;  but 
the  general  course  of  events  i»  traced 
with  sufficient  accuracy.  The  narra- 
tive i»  always  animated,  nor  does 
there  appear  any  reason  to  cumplaio 
of  it  in  regard  of  faithfulness. 

It  is  remarkable  how  little  Oriental 
hislory  is  read  in  England.  What  \t 
known  of  it  by  the  ranjorily  of  rea- 
ders, is  chiefly  gleaned  from  Kuro- 
pfnn  hist/iry,  when  the  narrative  brings 
the  two  into  connexion.  We  suspect 
that  many  know  little  more  of  India 
than  the  fact  that  WariL-n  Hastings's 
trial  originated  with  Inilian  traiiaac- 
lions.  Our  cabinet  libraries*  arc  gra- 
dually introducing  a  bettor  acquain- 
tance witli  it,  because  it  can  be  ob- 
tained more  easily  than  heretofore. 
For  a  long  time.  Dow's  History  of 
Hindostan.  which  must  always  re- 
main an  Oricntiil  riAnsic,  was  almost 
the  only  work  on  the  subject,  if  we 
except  that  of  Mr.  Orme,  who  has 
been  designated  "l*hc  lingli»hl*hucy- 
dides ;"  but  this  latter  is  rather  a  his- 
tory of  llriiinh  India  than  of  India 
itself.  C^lohol  Wilkes  and  i^lr  John 
Malcolm  have  produced  valuable 
works,  the  one  on  Southern,  and  the 
other  on  Central  India;  but  these 
have  chiefly  circulated  among  those 
readers,  who  were  conoecled  with  the 
scenes  described  in  them.  The  ex- 
tensive work  of  Mr.  Mill  has  attained

not  only  a  standard,  but  aUo  a  gcde- 
lal  reputation  at  home.  Yet,  aXlci* 
all,  it  is  the  single  but  comprehensive 
volume  of  Mr.  Wallace,  that  has  prin- 
ci^tally  tended  to  make  the  subject 
known  ill  thiK  country. 

Still  wo  must  disclaim  the  intention 
of  fixing  a  stigma  on  the  reading  part 
of  the  community.  When  a  subject 
is  treated  with  neglect,  the  probability 
is,  that  it  is  unattractive,  if  nut  re- 
pulsive. Such  iii  {leculiarly  the  cose 
with  Oriental  history.  One  must 
realty  be  a  student  of  history,  to  take 
much  interest  in  it.  Lord  Orford,  in 
a  letter  to  Mr,  Pinkcrton  (dated  Au- 
gust 14,  1789).  says,  *'  I  was  forced 
to  quit  Dow'-i  History  of  Hindostan, 
because  the  Indian  names  made  so 
little  impression  on  me,  that  1  went 
backward  instead  of  forward,  and  was 
every  minute  reverting  to  the  former 
page,  to  tind  about  whom  I  was  read- 
ing." If  he,  who  read  forinformation* 
found  himself  bafllcd,  what  must  the 
c.nse  be  with  the  desultory  reader  ?  We 
can  mention  a  circumstance  that  will 
answer  the quc<ition.  A  French  hnok- 
scllcr,  who  kept  a  circulating  library, 
offered  us  the  work,  which  forms  the 
subject  of  this  article,  at  a  reduced 
price;  not  that  he  had  any  faults  to 
chorge  it  with,  but  because  it  was  tou 
heavy  for  the  generality  of  readers. 
So  that  in  France  and  in  ICngland,  the 
public  taste  appears  to  be  very  siroilar 
in  this  respect. 

After  making  allowance  for  some 
discourngcmenls.  such  as  the  constant 
reiK'titton  of  the  same  name,  and  au 
occasional  monotony  of  events,  the 
stuitent  may  peruse  this  history  with 
pleasure  and  utility.  An  observant 
mind  may  some-times  trace  an  impor- 
tant parallel  between  Oriental  and 
Western  history.  The  former  baa 
seldom  been  read  with  this  object, 
yet  by  doing  so,  a  greater  interest 
would  be  imparted  to  it.  To  ascer. 
tain  what  arc  their  common  features^ 
and  what  their  distinct  ones,  is  a  task 
well  worthy  the  attention  of  intelli. 
gent  readers.  In  perusing  the  His- 
tory of  India,  it  will  always  be  ne- 
cessary to  beat  the  feudal  system  in 
mind;  the  «amc  cfl't'cts  will  be  dis- 
cernible as  were  produced  by  it  in  an- 
cient Per^i«.  and  in  Kurope  itself,  dur* 
tng  the  [Diddle  ftgvi. 
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The  general  impression  which  is 
led,  on  risiu^  from  the  perusal,  is 
likely  to  be  lhi«, — the  cf»nstant  re- 
currence of  invasion  in  India.  A  little 
reflectioa  will  shew  that  it  could 
scarcelv  be  otherwise.  A  territory 
which  IS  far  too  large  for  a  single  em- 
pire, must  necessarily  be  broken  up 
into  a  number  of  subordinate  govern* 
roents.  Even  were  the  regularity  of 
succession  assured,  this  would  yet 
have  a  tendency  to  weaken  the  central 
authority ;  but  when  every  death  opens 
a  field  for  competition,  that  effect  is 
vastly  increased.  This  vice  is  inherent 
in  all  Oriental  dynasties ;  in  the 
present  instance,  M.  de  Maries  con- 
siders that  the  decline  of  the  house  of 
Tunur  lony  be  traced  two  centuties 
back.  Speaking  of  the  revoltof  Shah- 
Jehan,  he  terras  it,  "  fruitful  of  every 
kind  of  evil,  and  the  prelude  to  the 
civil  dissensions,  which  were  des- 
tined, at  a  later  period,  to  bring  the 
empire  to  its  otter  mm."  (vol.  v. 
p.  n.'i.) 

Even  to  ascend  no  higher  than  the 
death  of  Aurengzebe,  in  1707,  it  is 
easy  to  account  for  the  fall  of  the  Mo- 
gul empire.  A  contest  for  the  crown 
took  place  between  his  sons,  and  a 
few  years  after  the  sons  of  the  con- 
queror again  disputed  the  succession. 
During  these  straggles,  the  balance 
was  naturally  held  by  the  subordinate 
princes,  by  whose  support  tbey  were 
decided.  Hence  it  became  obvious, 
that  the  real  power  lay,  not  in  tlic 
sovereign,  but  in  his  nominal  va&sals. 
Nor  were  they  slow  in  acting  upon  the 
discovery.  Every  such  contest  enabled 
them  to  claim  immunitiea  as  the  re- 
ward of  their  assistance,  or  enabled 
them  to  acquire  on  influence  greater 
than  that  of  the  throne.  All  this 
naturally  tended  to  iodejiendcnce, 
under  which  arose  a  number  of  sepa- 
rate states,  too  weak  to  stand  alone, 
and  too  divided  for  union.  The  in- 
vasion of  Nadir  Shah  shook  the  fabric 
that  already  tottered;  that  of  Abdaliah 
completed  its  fait.  'Ilie  English  had 
only  to  clear  away  the  ruin!^,  in  order 
to  erect  their  dominion  in  its  room.

A  good  genealogical  table  of  the 
house  of  Timur  would  have  made  the 
work  more  complete,  and  occasionallv 
more  perspicuous.

IF  we  make  no  quotation  from  this 
discourse,  it  is  not  frum  any  low  cstl- 
matc  of  the  ahility  and  piety  with 
irhicb  it  is  composed ;  but  that  brief 
passages  takrn  from  work*  of  this 
nature  are  but  little  cftlculated  to  dis- 
play their  excellencies.  Mr.  Daniel 
has  taken  for  his  text.  I  Cor.  xt.  53.  ; 
"  Therefore,  my  beloved  Brethren,  be 
ye  stcadfaat.  unmovcable.  always 
abounding  in  the  Work  of  the  Lord, 
inasmuch  as  ^c  know  that  your  la- 
bour is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord." 
lie  then  draws  his  argument  from  the 
Apostle's  authority  ;  divides  the  sub- 
ject of  Steadfastness  into  the  different 
forms  or  channel*  in  which  it  will  be 
expected  to  appear. 

1.  In  the  faith  of  Christian  Doctrines. 
2*  In  the  practice  of  Christian  Duties. 
3.  In  Qttacliment  and  obedience  to  the 
Church  and  its  rulers. 
These  separate  branches  of  the  gene- 
ral argument  are  discussed  with  sound 
reasoning,  and  examined  with  scrip- 
tural authority;  and  scaicely  is  any 
topic  omitted  which  could  give  strength 
or  efficacy  to  the  rules  which  the 
preacher  enjoins.

This  desertion  will 
begin  in  a  profe^i^ed  iadiiTorcnce  to  any 
particalar  fonn  i«f  Christintiity,  under  the 
pretence  of  univcrsial  tolerntion ;  whjt-h 
tuleration  could  not  prwted  from  a  tnia 
spirit  of  charity  and  forbearance,  but  from 
H  dvsign  to  undermine  Chrtitianity  by 
multiplying  and  cnoouragiDi;  sectariea. 
The  pretended  toleration  will  go  far  be- 
yond B  ju»t  tolerstion.  even  as  It  regards 
the  dtffei'tut  necIs  of  Cliriatinns.  For 
GovfmmenI  will  pretend  an  indiffereace 
to  all,  and  will  give  a  protection  in  pre- 
ference to  none.  .Ml  t-Klablishnicnts  will 
br  set  aside.  From  the  toleration  of  the 
most  peenliar  hrresiM,  they  will  proceed 
to  tbe  tulcrationof  Mahometonism,  Athe- 
ism, and,  at  lost,  to  apoiiitire  per«ecutian 
of  the  truth  nf  Christianity.  In  tfacM 
tiroes,  the  Temple  of  God  will  be  redneedl 
almost  to  the  Holy  Place,  1.  e.  to  the 
small  number  of  Christians  who  worship 
the  Father  iu  spirit  and  io  truth,  and 
regulate  tlirir  dnctriae  and  wnmhip  and 
their  whole  conduct  itrictl^  by  the  Word 
of  God.  The  uiei-ely  nommal  rhri.ttians 
will  all  drsi^rt  the  iirofcssiun  of  the  Truth, 
when  the  powers  of  the  world  desert  it. 
And  this  tragic  event  I  take  to  he  typified 
by  tbe  order  of  8t.  John,  to  measure  the 
temple  and  the  altar,  and  leave  the  outer 
court  (nitiooal  churches)  to  be  trodden 
uutler  foot  of  the  Gentiles.

It,  I  imagine,  be  considered  hy  an  iiu- 
jtartial  person,  as  having  rtprcHScd  my- 
wlf  too  iitrongly  when  I  saiU  that  parts  of 
hia  correspoadcnce  with  the  author  of 
Antichritit  in  the  French  Revolution,  ap- 
|>eared  to  me  to  have  been  written  alroort 
with  the  ]ien  of  infipiration." 

lliis  is  indeed  a  most  remarkable 
passage,  exhibiting  the  great  sagacity 
011(1  tiuc  •tcrlptural  knowledge  of  that 
"  last  of  our  grc&t  divines;"  and  Mr. 
Daniel  ver>'  judiciously  adds: — "If 
the  principles  herein  apoken  of  gain 
ground,  a»  they  seem  now  to  be  doinK. 
'—if  governineuts  aie  to  uphold  and 
maintain  the  religious  opiniona  of 
the  majority,  whalcirer  those  opiaions 
be,  let  us  expunge  from  the  Liturgy 
the  prayer  that  magistrates  (especially 
the  chief  Magistrate)  may  have  yracf 
to  nainlain  7V«/A."  We  strongly  re- 
commend this  excellent  and  judicious 
discourse  to  the  attention  uf  the 
younger  clergy. 

Chapter  ami  Colleffitite  Memorial, 
adfirfatfd  to  the  Church  Comnii- 
tioHfra  in  1930  aitd  1837-  Seo. 
TllKSK  MemorinU  were  originally 
printed  by  an  order  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  at  the  motion  ofSir  Robert 
Inglis;  and  they  are  r>?printed  in  the 
present  volume  for  general  circulation. 
It  is  impossible  to  read  them,  as  we 
advise  all  lu  do  who  nrv  interested  in 
the  preservation  uf  our  Church  Flila- 
hlishment,  without  being  persuaded  of 
the  gross  injury  that  the  church  Com- 
missioners proposed  tu  inllicl  upnn 
it,  the  daring  violaliun  of  pro|wrty 
most  sacredly  guarded  by  the  will  of 
l)ie  founders  and  benefactors,  and  (be 
miiirhief  which  would  have  accrued  in 
numl»erles^  way«»,  bail  the  recoirimen 
datiun  of  the  Cnnimissioners  U>vn car- 
ried into  eflVot.  Strange  would  it  be 
coi>Atd<^red,  in  any  other  days  tlian 
Oiesr,  that  such  aCommt!i.=iion  .should 
foe  p/dct>(l  with  such  powers,  onAtom- 


|K»ed  of  such  pcrKtai^  over  the  whole 
propertyandcoostitufioQuftheChurck: 
persons,  some  of  whoin  may  be  coa- 
sidered  as  not  friendly  to  ii»  inlr* 
rcAts,  and  others  ignorant  of  its  alrur- 
ture  and  design:  and  str&iige  too. 
that  the  expostulations  and  remon- 
strances made  by  the  highest  xa- 
thorities  of  the  Church,  by  it»  bi- 
shops, deans,  and  chapters,  should 
have  been,  as  appr:irs  by  the  papers  in 
this  volume,  utterly  neglcclod,  their 
arguments  unanswered,  and  even  thrir 
presentation  not  ocknowlcUged.  Well 
may  the  Dulie  of  Wellington  say,  that 
the  present  Ministry  ha-i  oegltcted  the 
Church  in  a  manner  that  was  never 
known  before :  and  so  they  will  con- 
tinue to  do  from  the  very  situation  is 
which  they  stand.  The  luonient  they 
would,  if  so  inclined,  move  a  finger  fur 
it,  upstarts  an  angr^'  Dissenter  in  their 
path  and  threatens  them  with  his  frown 
tn  submission.  Tlie  crying  want  of 
the  Church  is,  the  nut/mmtnt ton  nf  iJkt 
ainall  livinyt,  witliout  which  it  most 
remain  in  an  anomalous  and  ineffiTlive 
state.  This  is  not  to  be  cffecttnl  by 
the  spoliation  of  cathedral  property, 
but  by  an  cnlargemcut.  partly  by  graot, 
partly  by  vutuutary  subftcription,  of 
the  fund»  of  Queeii  Anne's  ttuuaty, 
and  then,  tn  this  fund,  u  iif{«N/ary 
subscription  front  the  richer  chapter*  of 
thecathedralt  might  bejustly  eipected, 
The  lay  impropriations  should  also  Ike 
purchased,  where  it  vras  po^^ible,  by 
government.

THIS  is  n  large  book,  and  trtata  ua 

a  nirious  subject;  nnd  it  is  onr  rr*  ', 
muv^  «vf.tvs  that  the  eierti^ni  > 
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have  been  made  of  late  to  call  at- 
tenlion  to  our  old  literuturn  bavc 
not  bceu  without  effect.  To  give 
anything  like  a  detailed  uxaminatinn 
of  all  the  muUifiirious  mntten  hrought 
together  within  nearly  800  pages 
would  Tar  uxcced  our  space.  The  au- 
thor has  shon'n  throughout  an  amaz- 
ing indu3tr>'.  and  there  is  a  good  deal 
that  IB  valuable  in  his  work  ;  but  we 
regret  to  be  obliged  to  say  that  there 
ia  very  much  that  is  erroneous,  and 
mnch  that  is  injudicious.  For  our- 
selves, we  disapprove  altogether  both 
the  principles  and  the  inue  of  his 
general  criticiamsi  and,  without  wish- 
ing at  all  tu  be  severe  on  Mr.  Guest'^ 
bonk,  we  cannot  let  it  pass  without 
endeavouring  tn  sonif  measure  lo  Hot 
him  right  in  the  matter  of  general 
principles,  and  without  cftrrrcting  a 
few  of  his  errors  of  detail.  To  fallow 
him  through  The  Uiitory  of  KngltM/i 
Rkiflfims  would  take  far  too  much 
lime  at  present;  and  we  shall  Uiere- 
fore  confine  ourselves  to  some  of  his 
digressions,  which  oflcn  touch  uj)oa 
vfry  imi>ortant  points  of  English  phi- 
lology,—of  that  importance,  indeed, 
that  we  should  scarcely  pardon  our- 
selves for  pos.wing  them  by  when  wo 
consider  that  they  are  stated  in  a  wrong 
light. 

Mr.  Guest  is  an  opponent  of  what 
he  calls,  and  what  has  been  called 
also  by  others,  perhaps  not  unjustly, 
the  iVeie  School  of  Saxonuh.  He  ex- 
presaes  some  indignation  at  the  rash- 
ness and  want  of  modesty  with  which 
he  thiukfr  the  Kasks  and  the  Grimms, 
the  Tlinr|K*s  and  Kembles.  have  put 
forth  their  nwn  philuloj^ical  opinions 
and  have  censured  those  of  others; 
yet,  certainly  without  any  dedirc  of 
defending  arrogance  in  any  one  (if  it 
cxisl).  we  mail  still  confess  that  Mr, 
Gue«t  himself  is  not  pure  from  the 
sinofosaerting,  sometimes  ver}*  rashly, 
principles  that  are  nllngether  incor- 
rect, and  of  speaking  with  lv$s  mo- 
desty than  he  ought  of  the  opinions 
of  his  fellow-critics.  Nay.  the  only 
reason  that  we  can  possibly  see  for 
some  n(  the  opinions  he  asserts  most 
boldly,  seems  to  be  their  contrariety 
tu  those  of  the  New  Saxouists.  Al- 
most the  lir^t  leaf  of  the  book  at 
which  we  open  furnishes  an  example 
where  Mr.  Guest  is  certainty  much  ot 
fault— it  is  the  beginning  of  the  Tru-

rel/er'*  Somj,  of  wliicli  he  has  printed 
batli  tlie  text  and  a  tran:sIation.  He 
observes  in  a  uulc  on  the  iir^t  tinea 
of  this  poem. — "  Mr.  Kembic  marks 
thiit  section  aji  '  hopelessly  in  fault.'  / 
do  not  fe  the  difficulty,"  And  there- 
upon he  goes  on  translating  it  so  en- 
tirely wrong,  that  on  looking  over  his 
sheets  after  they  were  worked  off,  he 
could  not  help  seeing  in  part  his  owa 
error,  and  in  bis  table  of  errata  gives 
a  new  translation,  and  in  a  manner 
that  shows  be  is  all  the  time  very  un- 
certain in  what  he  is  doing.  Now, 
we  do  not  blame  Mr.  Gue&t  so  much 
for  mistranslating  his  passage,  as  for 
the  self-suflicicncy  of  his  "  /  do  not 
see  the  difficulty." 

Mr.  Guest  quarreU  with  the  Saxoa 
scholars  of  the  present  day  (the  Nevr 
Saxonistsj,  and  the  Old  Saxonists  too 
come  in  for  a  share  of  the  censure, 
for  three  liberties  they  take,  without 
warning  tlieir  readers.    "  They  changa 
the  accents,  which   in   certam  cases 
are     uied    to    distinguish     the    long 
vowels ;   they  compound  and  resolve 
words;  and  they  alter  the  stops  aod 
pauses — or,  in  other  words,  the  punc- 
tuation and  versiGcation,  at  their  plea- 
sure."    With  regard  to  the  accents, 
the  6ura  of  the  argument  a^tnst  and 
for  the  New  Saxonists  may  be  summed 
up  in  a  very  few  words.  The  opponents 
say,  the  accents  are  used  ver)-  irre- 
gularly, it  ia  true,  in  the  MSS. ;  it  is 
certain  that  they  are  sometimes  used 
to  distinguish  the  long  vowels  from 
the   short   ones,   but    sometimes    the 
scribe  appears  tu  have  used  them  for 
some    other     purpose ;     therefore    we 
must  not  venture  on  making  any  rule, 
but  muit  print  just  as  they  are  in  the 
MSS.     On  the  other  hand  it  is  said. 
as  we  know  one  usage  of  accents,  let 
us  adopt  it — we  know  that  the  accent 
was  used   to  mark  the  long  vowels, 
and  as  it  is  a  very  desirable  thing  to 
distinguish  them  from  the  short  ones, 
tliere  can  Ik*  no  objection  to  our  taking 
them  for  ihiv  pur|K>i>e,  which  waa  in 
all  probability  their  most  generaJIv  ac- 
cepted use  among  the  Saiona  them- 
selves.    The  reasoning  appears  to  as 
to  be  very  fair.     Is  there  any  objec- 
tion to  our  using  the  colon  as  a  ttop, 
OS  it  has  always  been  used,  because 
Mr.  Guest  (for  iustauce}  has  used  it 
to   signify  a  metrical  pauir,   and   be- 
cause other  people  ma\  hat*.  V»A'&.'Vk 
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capricious  a«  to  employ  it  for  other 
(jurpoMk  ?  When  Mr.  C^cst  charges 
the  SaxooistB  with  "  rodeavouring  to 
joeasurc  the  length  of  itsvoweI-!>ooadft 
-with  a  nicely,  to  tchich  thry  r&o  tpoke 
il  madr  nu  i>rfteH»i<m/'  we  doubt  very 
much  the  accuracy  of  the  ai§ertion 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  sentence.  Has 
he  paid  BO  little  attcntioa  to  that 
moiit  curioua  of  philological  docu- 
ineots,  the  Ortnulum,  out  of  which  he 
has  printed  ^urh  long  extracts  ?  and 
baa  it  escaped  his  notice  that  ve  have 
there  the  stroagest  posaihie  defence  of 
oar  New  Sajtooiats  i  Wc  have  there 
a  work  where  the  vowel*  arc  carefully 
marked  throughout,  not  by  accent<i 
according  to  the  then  more  ordinary 
manner,  it  in  Uut,  but  by  a  much 
more  clumsy  contrivance,  tiic  double 
coDBonant  after  the  short  vowel.  Wc 
havethere  also  a  .singular  example  ofthc 
etymological  ignorance  of  the  writer  (al- 
though Mr.  Guest  sneer  at  the  phrase), 
-~  Orm  gives  the  accent  of  all  the 
£ngli»h  words  with  the  nicety  to  which 
it  would  thereby  seem  that  those  who 
Bpoke  ihem  did  malcp  jyreiemiort  ,*  but 
he  fell  into  a  great  error 'of  etymology 
ID  the  word  yodd»j}dl,  of  which  he 
gives  the  first  syllable  with  a  short 
vowel  as  though  it  were  compounded 
of  God.  Dpu9,  and  not  of  god,  bonui, 
forgetting  altoc^ether,  or  not  knowing, 
the  Greek  original  «yffyy«Atn»'. 

There  is  nnolher  pointwhiL-h  prcsentf 
itself  in  connexion  with  thi&  question 
of  BCcenlH,  in  which  we  are  obliged  to 
differ  altogether  with  Mr.  Oue^t, — the 
accuracy  of  manuscripts;  and  we  ven- 
ture to  speak  with  the  more  confi- 
dence, as  we  have  collated  carefully 
a  great  number.  "  That  some  of  our 
Anglo-Savon  MSS.  have  been  care- 
leaslv  transcribed,  may  be  admitted, 
but  \  cannot  allow  that  such  is  their 
genn-nl  character.  Many  of  them  arp 
hfauti/ully  tcrittm,  and  have  minute 
corrections,  which  show  thry  hove 
been  revised  with  equal  care,  and 
these  MSS.  agree  no  better  than  the 
others,  with  any  theory  that  has  yet 
be*n  started,  on  the  tiubject  of  ^Vnglo- 
Saxon  orthography.'"  Wc  bce  Ihat 
Mr.  Guest  la  unacquainted  with  the 
well  established  fact  thnt.  almo*t  fri  ft

common  use?  and  much  less  so  if  the 
blunder  had  only  been  adopted  in  soma 
grammar  that  has  become  obsolete 
two  centuries?  Ought  we  to  print  ia 
those  editions  the  adverb,  preposition, 
or  what  not,  joined  to  its  noun  ia 
every  case  where  some  incorrectly 
written  MS.  of  the  author  may  happen 
tohavcitsoJjecaUBC  in  Latin  and  Greek 
tltere  are  such  words  as  jirteparatto,  6e- 
nvfacio,  nttiHt(l>fniint :  Hut  to  bring  this 
matter  neaicr  home  to  the  particular 
subject — Anglo-Saxon  MSS. — wc  here 
give  our  readers  a  few  words  of  a  very 
tincly-writtcn  copy  of  the  rules  of  a 
Guild  or  Society  established  at  Cam- 
bridge at  a  very  early  period,  the 
words  joined  or  disjoined  just  as  they 
stand  iu  the  MS.

Mr.  Gucftt  is,  moreover,  not  quite 
correct  in  his  inatances.  The  use  of 
the  Ms  in  place  of  the  (;eDitival  termi- 
nation, was  ail  invention  of  some  of 
the  worthy  grammarians  of  Queen 
Elizabeth's  days,  who  had  a  fancy  of 
resolving  the  genitive  into  what  they 
conceived  was  its  component  parts; 
and,  if  oar  memory  be  not  treacherous. 
old  Ben  Jonsoo,  in  hia  English  Gram* 
roar,  ridicules  with  much  severity  this 
absurd  innovation. 

With  fCgard  to  Mr.  Guest's  second 
objection  to  the  Now  .Saxonists.  their 
not  following  the  MSS.  in  the  forma* 
tion  of  compounds,  the  foregoing  in- 
atance.  is,  we  think,  a  tolerable  proof 
how  little  faith  can  be  placed  in  the 
accuracy  with  which  the  manuscripta 
join  or  separate  words.  We  will  only 
add,  that  the  New  Saxonists  at  least 
follow  a  rule  in  this  matter,  and  that 
Mr.  Guest,  as  far  as  we  can  judge  by 
his  extracts,  makes  or  utmtakes  com* 
pounds  at  bis  will  without  any  rule  at 
all.  With  respect  to  the  punctuation, 
also,  to  put  the  qucstinn  in  a  popular 
point  of  view,  let  us  take  any  two  edi- 
tions of  a  classical  author  by  different 
persons,  and  we  shall  always  Hud 
some  variation  in  their  punctuation; 
is  it,  therefore,  desirable  that  classical 
authors  should  be  edited  without  stops 
at  all,  and  mode  thus  quite  unreadable 
for  people  in  general  ?     We  (hiuk  rot. 

With  regard  to  the  versification  we 
have  somewhat  more  to  say.  And, 
first,  let  us  state  our  belief  that  Mr. 
Guest's  whole  theory  about  the  me- 
trical point  is  incorrect  and  erroneous. 
We  would  also,  before  proceeding  any 
further,  observe  that  to  us  it  seeius 
there  requires  no  great  observation,  or 
even  car,  to  be  convinced  of  llie  accu- 
racy of  the  rule  for  the  alliterative 
couplet,  namely,  that  there  ought  to 
be  two  alliterative  syllables  in  the  lirst 
line,  and  one  in  the  second,  that  one 
being  in  the  syllable  on  which  the  first 
or  at  least  the  chief  stress  is  laid  in 
pronunciation.  That  there  arc  excep- 
tions. U  certainly  do  great  argument 
agnin»t  the  rule.

vations  we  have  not  thefrlight*  *t  liuiJjt 
that  frcquentiy  the  scribe.  li 
under^loud  the  Ungoage  wc 
being  anative.  did  not  observe  whether 
he  were  writing  prose  or  vcnc  :    hence 
arose  naturally   much  crrnr.     lu  the 
language  of  poetry  were  hundrrdd  of 
phrases  and  words  which  were  verv  ud- 
commoD,  and  never  umti  in  ordinary 
conversation,    or  ia    prose    ■-' 
the  ficribe  often  changed  and  ■ 
the  phrase,  or  replaced  the  \m)i«j-  ii\ 
others  which  had  sometimes  a  »imilir 
meaning,  sumelinies  not,  and  thus  he 
destroyed  or  made  imperfect  the  allite- 
ration.    The  sentences  in  poetry  are 
often    extremely    intricate,     and    be 
changed  the   position  of  the    words, 
thus  destroying  buth  the  veise  aiidthe 
atliteratioo.     Besides  this,  the  compa- 
risoo  of  manu^ciipts  in  Saxon,  Latiu« 
Greek,  or  aity  other  language,  shews  ut 
that  all  mere  ti-anscribeM  ■were  in  iJw 
continual  habit  of  interchanging  one 
word    for    another    resembling    it    la 
sound  or  in  meaning.    Here  we  at  once 
see  the  groundwork  of  abundance  of  | 
corruptions    of    nil    kinds,   many   of 
which  a  little  judgment,  a  kiiowledga 
of  the  language,  and  a  cfutful  com* 
pari-ion  of  manuscripts,  witt  tnable  Uft 
to  correct  at  once.    The  Jdficult  Greek' 
measures  have  suffered  from  preciself  < 
the  some   causes   which   acted   upon 
the  Anglo-Saxon.     We  feci  no  duubt' 
whatever  that  the  Saxon   alliterative 
poems  should  be  printed  in  short  Jiaes, 
so  as  to  make  the  alliteration  in  acluaS 
couplets.     The  writing  the  poetry  like 
prose  was  a  mere  convenience.  «ud  lh« 
original  writers  marked  the  end  of  each 
line  by  a  stroke,  or  dot,  which  is  Mr. 
Guest's   metrical    point.      Wc    have 
noticed  a  tolerably  early  MS.  with  an 
alliterative   poem  of  some   few    Itntr* 
actually  written  in  short  lints,  as  we 
now   print    them.      When,    however, 
after-transcribers  wcntlo  wnr!. .  inkliicf 
their  MS.  for  mere  prosr.  ui 
uoticc  at  all,  they  made  sad  ^ 
the  division  of  the  tinci».  I>  t 

the  mark  of  division  in  th«  ' 
iostauccs.  and  misplacing  it.  tl^uugl 
certainly  not  ho  uftun,  yet  frcqucutl] 
enough.

That   the   altitorativc 
leoaure  had  a  popular  existence  du- 
tiag    the    tliirteenth    and    fourteenth 
Iturief,    we    have  no   doubt;    and 
re   look    on    this    circuin«itance    ast  a 
E^roof  of  it.  that  we  often   find  early 
roverba  during  this  period  that  are 
Ipurc  alliterative  couplets.    Id  the  four- 
■•tcenti]  century  we  know  how  it  again 
[lose  to  a  high  place  in  our  literature 
iby  the  composition  of  the  grand  poem 
tof  Piers  Plowman.     No  one  who  ha* 
|coIlatcil   a  few  good  manuscripts  of 
,thiff  poem  can  avoid  perceiving  how 
often  the  alliteration  is  rendered  im- 
■perfect  by  the  mere  errors  of  the  scribe 
in  exchanging  worth  of  similar  mean* 
Sng  or  similar  sound.     \Vc  may  add » 
Uiat  during  the  thirteenth  and   four- 
teenth centuries  it   was   cummon  to 
[vritc    the    9hurt. lined    and     intricate 
)«erse»,  botti   English  and  I^tin,  like 
prose,  and  that  the  mnrlc  of  the  di- 
^visions  of  tines  t4  very  ill  attended  to. 
[The  ordinary  »h»{)e  of  the  MSS.  seems 
partly  to  have  led  to  the  writing  the 
alliterative  couplet  in  one  line,  hut  the 
place  where    it  should  Ije  divided    is 
almo&t  always   marked,    much    mure 
regularly   than    in   the   Anglo-Saxon 
MSS.  where  the  whole  was  written  as 

grose,  because  the  simple  fact  of  its 
eing  arranged  in  lines,  kept  the  idea 
of  his  having  to  do  with  verses  in  the 
mind  of  the  scribe. 

\Vc  will  say  no  mrire  of  the  theo- 
retical parts  u'f  Mr.  Guest's  book,  for 
itre  are  hastened  towards  a  conclusion 
both  by  space  and  time.  We  have 
endeavoured  to  slate  our  views  a« 
fairly  as  possible.  When  we  kee  lite- 
rary arguments  turned  into  popular 
e<|uabbli>s,  wc  like  to  keep  out  of  the 
fray  ;  but  whenever  ihiugs  come  be. 
fore  us  put  fairly  to  the  test  of  argu- 
ment, wc  feet  ourselves  called  upon  to 
give  our  impartial  opinion  as  to  the 
Dicnts  of  the  cose.  We  think  thai  Mr. 
Cui"it  might  have  pruned  his  book 
very  much,  and  with  great  advantage  : 
~ii9  digrcs6ioii9  aiv  the  |iart«  which 


are  least  necessary,  and  which  contftin 
the  greatest  number  of  errors  of  detail. 
Yet  we  must  repeat  that  we  like  the 
off-hand  lone  with  which  he  speaks  of 
the  opinions  of  great  scholars  quite  as 
little  a^  we  opprove  of  the  arroganco 
which  alariy  time  mayhavehcenshown 
by  any  of  the  new  school  of  Saxoniata. 
When  Mr.  Guest  prints  the  Song  of 
Athclsloce,  he  introduces  it  in  a  tone 
like  this  :— It  is  very  presumptive  of  a 
Saxon  scholar  to  think  of  emendating 
the  text  of  one  MS.  by  the  readings  of 
anotlier :  there  arc  several,  which  all 
differ  much  from  one  another ;  anyone 
of  them  would  do  well  enough,  for 
we  can  manage  to  make  some  sense 
of  it :  /  shall  take  the  one  which 
seems  tu  me  best.  Now  did  it  really 
never  occur  tn  Mr.  Guest  that  if  the 
copies  all  varied  so  much,  only  one 
could  \x  right,  in  whicli  case  the 
others  must  all  be  wrong— nuy^  that  it 
is  probable  enough  that  none  of  those 
we  have  lef^  is  right  throughout!  In 
this  cose,  why  should  wc  be  content 
with  taking  one  of  them,  and  proceed- 
ing no  further?  Would  anything  ever 
have  been  known  of  Greek,  if  Homer, 
or  the  Tragedians,  ar  all  the  writers, 
had  been  treated  in  this  manner? 
Does  he  think,  moreover,  that  any 
more  deference  will  be  paid  to  him  in 
chuof>ing  a  text,  than  to  the  Saxon 
scholars  in  making  one?  Mr.  Guest 
must  not  forget  that  the  Anglo-Saxon 
was  a  perfect  language,  and  that  when 
he  talks  of  Old  English,  it  is  of  a  lan- 
guage which  was  in  a  state  of  tran- 
sition, and  undergoing  almost  a  daily 
change. 

Before  wc  leave  the  subject,  we 
must  give  a  specimen  or  two  of  Mr. 
Guest's  errors  of  detail.  At  the  end 
of  his  second  volume  he  has  given  us 
a  list  nf  Saxon  and  early  English 
poets,  up  to  the  end  of  the  fourteenth 
centur)'.  We  cannot  let  pass  the  op. 
portunity  of  correcting  a  few  of  his  er- 
ror* :  but  we  shall  chiefly  point  out,  not 
the*  deficiencies,  but  the  redundancies, 
the  addition  ofnamestoour  li^tufpoeta 
who  have,  certainly,  any  thing  but  a 
legitimate  claim  to  be  there.  1  u  past 
over  the  greater  part  of  theSaxonpvriod^ 
wlierc  lifnrren  seems  to  us  to  be  a  mere 
shadow  ;  Wpor,  himKlf,  may  be  but  a 
slraugi'  bca±t;  and  Whi/tcin  CWa,  as 
wc  conceive,  nulhing  but  a  transcriber  f 
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— we  will  8top  for  a  moment  at  the 
great  names  of  Alfred  and  Hereward, 
which  attract  our  eye  in  glancing  over 
the  pages.     "  In  the  twelfth  centar>'/' 
Mr.  Guest  stales,   "  was  eilant  u  col- 
lection  of  Proverbs,  and  another   of 
Fables,   both  of  which  were  ascribed 
to  him   (Alfred)  ;  but  neither  of  lhe« 
|irodiictiua«  is  mentioned  in  any  list  nf 
Alfred's  works,  and  they  were  proba- 
bly only  some  of  the  many  cmnpilationa 
ichich  icerp  mad'*  hy  his  order."     Mr. 
Gtiest  seems  not  to  be  aware  that  there 
are  more  tlion  one  complete  copy  of 
these  proverbs  extant,  of  the  thirteenth 
century.     They  neither  pretend  to  be 
written  by  Alfred,  or  collected  by  his 
order,  but  his  name  is  used,  as  then  in 
every  one's  mind  the  pattern  of  wis- 
dom, to  give  force  to  them,  jast  as  we 
shall  shortly  see  Hendyng  on  a  like 
occasion.      Every  saying  is  prefaced 
by  "thus  quoth  Alfi-fd."    The  claim 
even  of  his  name  to  have  anything  to 
do  with  the  fables  is  very  doubtful,  and 
depends  on  what  may  be  only  a  false 
reading  of  a   MS.     With   regard  to 
Hercward,  it  is  noted  in  the  Latin  life 
of  the  hero,  that  one  Leofric  wrote  his 
life  in  verse.     "The  songs  relating  to 
llercward,  which   (as  a  contemporary 
historian  inform:*  us)  were  sung  in  the 
streets,  and  at  the  ale  stake,  were,  in 
allprolahility,  the  productions  of  this 
poetical   chaplain."     The  conclusion 
seems  to  us  ver>'  inconsequent.     Was 
there  nobody  in  England  U.-&ide&  poor 
Leofric,    who   could   write  a  song  ? 
Did  he  alone  know  the  name  of  Here- 
ward?     We   might  almo&t  as  justly 
give  to  the  author  of  the  romance  of 
Richard  Coeur-de- Lion  any  fttiay  song 
that  we  may  discover  on  that  monarch. 
In   the  twelfth   century,   although 
Mr.  Guest  follows   Ritson.  wc  think 
that  Coc/ric  ia  very  .improperly  placed 
in  the  list  of  poets,  becauec  somebody 
Mid    that  he   wrote  a  prayer   and   a 
hymn,   amounting  together  to  some 
dozen  doggrel  rhymes. 

But.  perhaps,  the  most  abeurd  mis- 
take that  we  remember  to  have  seen 
anywhere,  is  contained  in  the  follow- 
ing pa*i9Age  :

fore by  hif  father,  and  held  hy  tU  the 
kings  of  England  fiince  that  period  to 
Henry  VIII.  But  it  i^  rcmnrknblc  thnt 
be  lays  clum  to  thn  exerrlM  of  an  inde- 
pendent !«ovt'rei^nty ;  the  object  of  the 
charter  being  to  eonfirm  n  |irerioi»  charter 
granted  by  tbc  king  of  England.  Arch- 
<UU  appears  to  have  feen  this  fharteri 
but  has  given  an  imperfect  and  very  inac. 
cnratc  copy  of  it.  (Monn«t.  Hib.  p.  490.) 

Mr.  Petrie  gave  nn  account  of  a  very 
rrmarkablc  collection  of  atone  circlet, 
cairns,  &c.  situate  in  the  townliuid  of  Car- 
rowmorc,  in  the  pansh  of  Kilinncowcu, 
and  about  two  miles  from  the  (own  of 
Sligii.  They  arc  of  the  class  pupiJarly 
railed  Oruidical  Temples,  and  have,  in 
every  instance,  one  or  more  Cromlerh  or 
Kistvnen  within  them,  [n  some  instances 
tbc  circle  consists  of  a  single  range  of 
.•tones,  ill  ftthcra  of  two  concentric  ranges, 
nndiu  afcwinalanres  of  three  such  ranges  : 
and  nearly  the  whole  arr  rliintered  toge- 
ther in  an  Irrcgnlarly  circular  mnnour, 
around  a  great  raini,  or  conical  heap  of 
atones,  i«hich  forms  the  ceutre  of  the 
group.  The  cireles  vary  much  in  dia- 
meter, '  number,  and  height  of  vtonri, 
And  other  partirulars ;  and  the  Crom- 
lechs also  are  of  various  fu«  and 
forms.  Many  of  these  monuments  are 
greatly  dihipidatcd ;  but  there  are  still 
existing  vestiges  of  about  sixty  circles 
with  Cromlecfaii ;  and  it  is  knowti  that 
a  vast  number  has  been  totally  destroyed 
by  the  ))casantry.  They  are  all  fonneil  of 
granite  holders,  eiecpt  the  covering  »tone, 
and  another  of  the  Cromlech  in  the  i;''*'"^ 
cairn,  which  are  of  limestone.  In  nil  the 
circlcsi  which  have  been  cither  wholly  or 
in  part  destroyed,  human  bones,  earthen 
urns,  &,(?.  have  been  invariably  fuund  ; 
and  one  circular  inrlosure,  outside  the 
group,  and  of  far  greater  extent  tlian  any 
of  the  others,  but  nidrntly  of  rontcmpo- 
raneous  const rurtinn,  if>  filled  with  bonrn 
ftf  men  au4  animali).  Mr.  Petriu  stated, 
that  this  U  the  largest  rollrctinn  nf  mo- 
numrnl«  of  the  kind  in  the  Kriri<h  utliinilf), 
and  probably,  with  the  rirt-ptioii  of  the 
inonumcat.>i  at  Cimar  in  Itrittnny,  the 
most  remarkable  in  the  world.  Kmrn  the 
design  obscrvAbte  in  their  arnim^'ment. 
and  UTuformity  of  construction,  he  con- 
siden  them  all  of  roiitemporaaeoua  age  ; 
and  from  the  lt<i  .iii»  found  tn  all 

of   them,    he  that    they   are 
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wholly  of  sepulchral  origin,  and  erectt 
as  inaiiuincnl-!  to  men  of  v^irious  degnevj 
of  rank  RUiii  in  o  battle,  the  great  coOtnit 
cairn  being  the  sepulchre  of  the  t;ljief,  and 
the  great  inclofiure  oulkide  tlir  group  the 
buriiil  place  of  the  inferior  clai«.  iiuch 
monuments,  be  stated,  are  found  on  all 
the  battle  fields  recorded  in  Irish  history, 
as  the  (icenc!!  of  contest  between  the  Bel- 
gian or  Fir^-ulg  and  the  Tualha  dc  Danaun 
colonies  i  and  he  considers  these  monu- 
mental to  be  the  tomb&  of  the  Delgiiins, 
who,  after  their  defeat  in  the  battle  of  (ha 
SoQtheru  Moy-Turey,  had  retreated  ta 
C'uil-lorra,  anil  were  there  again  defeatadi 
and  their  king,  Eochy,  stain  in  croaainy 
the  Ktrand  of  Butlysiulurc  Bay,  on  whicli 
a  cairn,  rising  above  high  water,  still 
marks  the  fpot  on  which  he  fell.  As  mo. 
nitments  of  this  class  are  found  not  ftnlf 
in  mo«t  couQtrieii  of  Europe,  bat  al&o  ia 
the  East,  Mr.  Peine  thinks  their  jnvciti* 
gation  will  form  an  inijtortant  accessory  to 
the  history  of  the  lado-Euro|ican  race, 
and  aho  that  such  an  invcstigattun  will 
probably  destroy  the  popular  theories  of 
their  having  been  temples  and  altars  ot 
the  IMtids. 

The  De&u  of  St.  Patrick's  read  a  paper 
giving  an  account  of  the  medals  and  me* 
dalliats  connected  wilh  Ireland,  fruai  tha 
period  of  CharU^s  the  Second  (when  the 
tirst  medal  waa  struck  that  had  any  refer* 
CQcc    tu   that   kingdom)    to   Che   preannft) 
lime.     They   were   classed   accunhujr  tOi 
the  dilTercnt  reigns,  and  the  events  wliich 
they  recorded  were  noticed.     Some  bio> 
griiphiciU  iiK^nuiri  of  the  Mossop«,  father 
and  ion,  were  also  introduced  :  individuaU 
of  whom  but  little  is  known,  even  in  Dub* 
tin,  their  native  city,  bcsldei  those  workf  i 
which  have  long  been  admired  as  worthy 
of  the  best  days  of  the  medallic  art. 

Mr.  Todd  read  a  paper,  by  the  Ute  Dr. 
West,  "  On  the  Ancient  (ieography  uf 
Uaul  and  the  British  Isles,'*  The  prin* 
cipal  object  of  this  {taper  is  to  ai^ccrtain 
whether  the  Belgie  were  of  Teutt>nic  or 
Celtic  origin,  and  whether  they  spoke  a 
(iaclic  or  lri»h,  or  a  Cumric  or  a  Walch 
dialect  of  the  Celtic.  The  author  inclined 
to  the  opinion  that  they  were  of  Celtic  ori« 
gin.aud  spoke  a  dialect  of  theCumric, mora 
resembling  the  Comtsh  than  the  Welch, 
but  different  from  the  Erse  or  Gaelic 

S<)nte  fellow  lately  concctled  himself 
after  prayere  in  Hereford  cathedral,  and 
afterward*  carried  off  Biahup  Trillick'a 
crosier,  the  rpitcupal  ring  (having  an 
amethyst  act  in  igo\d)  and  the  bulla  ur 
seal  belonging  to  it — tbi-bo  valuable  relics 
were  found  sfiuiv  years  since  in  digging  a 
grave  covering  BiihOp  Trillick's  remaittS| 
where  they  were  deposited  in.

The  city  of  ChiirlcBton,  in  Snutli  Ca- 
rolina, has  been  vtbitcd  by  n  terrible  con- 
Hsgraiion,  us  \vide-!!ii rending  as  that  of 
Dec,  I83j,  The  fire  broke  out  at  a 
quaruT  imst  eight  o'clock,  in  ■  paint 
■tore,  on  the  wcf^tern  side  of  King-«treet, 
and  the  wind  blowing  strongly  trom  the 
snnth-wcst,  carried  the  llamcit  ucroRi  tlic 
city.  Among  the  buihling^  rori«uined  ate 
A  iturobor  of  cburchc*.  the  new  theatre, 
a  splendid  new  hotel,  and  the  whole 
market,  except  the  liwh-nmrkel;  nearly 
all  the  largo  housc»  of  merchants  in  the 
centre  of  biiwnesn.  The  inturancL*  com- 
panies in  Charleston  arc  of  small  ciipitui, 
and  will  be  able  to  mjiko  good  but  a 
■mall  portion  of  the  losses.  Hundreds 
of  familiei  must  be  utterly  ruined  by  (bii 
cabunity. 


A  most  fatal  steam-boBt  exjilosion  oc- 
nined  on  the  ?.jfh  April  at  Ctnrintiati. 
'I'he  Moselle  was  crowdefl  with  pas«eu- 
gertt  from  ttem  to  stem,  prineipalfy  Oer* 
tiiaits,  iHiund  fur  St.  Louis.  Nearly  all 
on  board  (with  the  exception  of  those  in 
itie  ladies'  cabin)  were  killed  and  wound- 
ed. The  fragments  of  human 
were  scattered  mil  along  the  shore, 
the  corpses  of  many  were  so  mattglcd 
torn,  that  they  bore  scarcely  any  fese^m- 
blunce  to  the  human  form.  PortJoiM 
of  the  boat  and  machinery  were  thrown 
Irom  5<)  to  2iK*  yard*  on  the  shore, 
Komc  of  them  having  pasned  entirely  over 
the  two  rows  of  buildings  on  the  street, 
and  tearing  awny  the  windows  and  walls 
of  the  houses.  As  the  bout  was  disco, 
vered  lo  be  rapidly  sinking,  the  pa<tsen. 
gers  who  remained  unhurt  in  the  gentle- 
men's and  Indies'  cabins,  with  a  fatuity 
tinaccoun table,  jumi»ed  into  the  river. 
There  were  no  boats  at  hand  except  a 
few  large  and  unmanageable  wood  tIaIs, 
nod  many  were  drowm^.  It  i«i  pro- 
bable that  the  whole  number  drowned 
or  destroyed  is  somewhat  tiear  two  hun- 
dred. 

A  few  (bys  after,  on  board  of  Ihe 
steamer  Oroonoko,  on  the  Mississippi,  by 
the  collapsing  of  a  Hue,  upwards  of  106 
live«  were  lost. 


DOMESTIC  OCCURRENCES. 


The  Stenm  Shipe,  the  Sinus  and  Great 
Western,  ha^-ing  crossed  the  ocean  with 
nnprecrdciUtd  despatch,  both  arrived  at 
New  York  on  the  23rd  April,  bringing 
with  them  the  most  irrefragnhle  testimo- 
ny of  the  practicnbitity  ond  usefulness  of 
stenm  nnvigation  between  the  Old  and 
New  World".  The  Siiius,  a  powerful 
■nd  well-built  vessel,  of  about  TIH)  tons 
iMirden,  commanded  by  Lieut.  Roberts, 
R.N.,lcft  Corkonthe4th  April,  and  after 
encountering  some  very  severe  wi«thcr, 
nrrivcd  inside  the  flouk  at  New  York, 
on  Sunday  evening  the  'Jind.  The 
<*reiit  Western,  [oT  about  ]mxi  tons  bur- 
don,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  Hos- 
kin,  R.N.  (see  p.  537)  left  Rriitol  on 
the  7th,  and  on  the  23rd  was  making  her 
I  triumphant  entry  into  the  port  of  New 
York. 

On  the  Kt  of  May  the  Sirius  again 
ooiled  from  New  Yorlt,nnd  ^he  arrived  at 
Kalmouth  on  ihe  Ifttb.  The  Great 
Western  departed  from  Nen*  York  quay 
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at  half  post  two  on  the  7tb  inst.,  and  arri- 
ved at  Bristol  on  the  ^nd.     Upwards  of 
ina,niH>  persons  assembled  to  witness  her 
departure  with  bands  of  music,  and  a  va- 
rietv  of  stenm-boats.    attending   her   to 
San'dyllook.   She  hod G8 cabin  passeiigera 
at  35  guineas  each  (the  greatest  number 
of  cnliin    passengers    which    ever    came 
nrroRS  the    AlUntic  in    one   ship),   up- 
wmnls  of  2u,o(Ui  Po^^t.oHiee  letters,  and  a 
cargo  consisting  of  cotton  for  the  new  far- 
toryAtDrisiol, indigo,  silks,  ond  miM-elln- 
neous articles.  Uuriugher  voyage  home  she 
encountered  headwind*  9  days  out  of  the 
1  i,  and  on  one  occasion  a  severe  gale,  yet 
t:he  ureomplished   7^    knots    during    iti 
greatest  severity,  with  the  wind  directly 
in  her  teeth.

lege. 

While  at  the  University,  be  contributed 
ro  tbe  periodical  work  entitled  "  Ulla 
I'oiliida,"  in  1787;  with  l£i<iliim  Home 
the  President,  and  with  Mr.  Schrimterg 
and  Mr,  Munro,  members  of  his  College, 
besides  other  men  of  tulent. 

In  1789  he  pubtisheil  tbe  Anthologia, 
of  whie))  By.  Burgess,  then  lutur  uf  C. 
C.  Coll.  said,  "  ]  have  read  it  with  great 
pleasure  and  hnd  admired  one  piece  in 
parlieuUr  on  it»  fir^^t  appeamnce  In  the 
Gent.  Mag.  aa  uniting  great  strength  of 
feeling  with  simplicity  of  language." 

Having  tuken  a  degree,  he  came  to 
RuRby,  being  appointed  one  of  the  Assist- 
lint  ^Iu^ters,  which  situation  he  held  nearly 
forty  years. 

Besides  hill  asuidiious  attention  to  his 
duiies  in  school  and  to  bin  private  piiplLs, 
who  ever  acknowlcdj^'cd  his  earnest  en- 
deavfiufK  as  well  as  eaiMibilily  to  assist 
them,  he  edited  those  Latin  Ctossiai.  in 
17J»l',  which  Mr.  Henry  Homer,  uf 
Ediamiel  Collide,  Cumbndge,  bin  elde«t 
brother,  liad  left  incomplete.

on  fgrmer  Hi'brew  Lexicons.  Some  He-

The  earlier  |Hirt  of  bis  life  was  apent  «C 
the  same  place,  partly  aisisting  bi»  fntber  in 
his  occupation  a<  a  farmer,  and  partly  ia 
receiviugsucb  iustrueticui  as  the  purochial 
scbooU  of  the  neiubboufhood  afforded. 
In  obtaining  some  Knowledge  of  Latin 
iind  of  the  matheinntics,  lie  received  assioa 
tance  from  the  schoulmnsicrs  of  the  dis- 
trict, but  for  the  kiiowledj;e  wbicb  he  baf] 
of  the  Greek  hinguage,  he  wa^  altogether 
indebted  to  his  own  exertions.

Un 
the  10th  of  Mflrcl)  la  ihe  following  year, 
his  wUe  died  in  her  <K)ih  year,  after  their 
httvinj;  li\tfd  together  57  vearit.  On  the 
'2.jth  of  Kebnmrj-  IKlt*,  the  la^t  Sunday 
of  bii  life,  although  in  t  liclplcsi  state,  he 
conversed  on  varioiia  oubjert!*,  and  hi« 
diKsuliition  did  nut  appfur  so  iicnr  at 
band ;  on  the  following  day  he  whs  up 
and  very  cheerful,  although  becoming- 
weaker  iind  niGfc  indistim-t  in  bis  articu- 
lation. On  the  next  duy,  Tuc^dny,  ho 
was  unable  to  leaver  hh  tu'd,  and  in  the 
evening  of  that  day  he  seemed  to  be  de- 
prived of  all  his  fucultios,  iu  which  state 
lie  coiilinutrd  ttiitit  hilt  dissolution  on  the 
succeeding  Saturday. 

The  attention  of  Mr.  Lloyd,  ifi  addi- 
tion to  hiK  professional  clerical  duties,  was 
much  engaged,  during  a  large  portion  of 
his  life,  in  other  departments  of  study, 
and  he  made  coniidcrable  progress  in 
mechanics,  music,  and  poetry.  As  when 
a  youth,  he  wuh  very  fond  of  the  malbe- 
mRric5,  flo  in  more  uilvunccd  age  he  took 
delight  in  occupying  his  mind  in  inventing 
macliinery,  and  partieulurly  <iuch  an  en. 
gin«  as  would  of  itself  produce  perpetual 
motion. 

This  Inst  subject  began  to  engnf^e  his 
attention  when  he  was  33  years  of  age, 
and  although  in  the  conr-«e  of  hi^  »>tu(liec 
he  hud  invented  numerous  .trht-nie^,  whirli 
failed,  yet  he  cuufittered  that  he  hud  at 
last  succeeded,  nothing  bv'ui^  in  his 
opinion  more  perfect  than  what  he  had 
dmeovered,  and  which,  he  snid,  might  be 
proved  by  a  little  machinery. 

Uifi  ntlainments  in  music  enabled  him 
to  phu*  on  the  violin  and  on  keyed  instru- 
ments, as  the  organ,  ftc.  He  was  fond 
of  the  science  from  a  child,  and  began  to 
compose  therein  in  17HS.  Subsequently 
he  produn>d  several  pieces,  one  only 
whereof  was  published,  which  was  a 
march,  entitled  "The  !,  '-^!  i '  -ibrian 
Volunteers."  that  wa*  fa\  ned.
